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COURT  GOSSIP. 


Wednesday,  January  3rd,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  brigade  of  Guards,  ordered  to  Canada,  have  received  orders 
to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  start  this  week ;  the  brigade  is 
to  consist  of  the  second  battalion  of  the  Grenadier  Regiment,  and 
the  second  battalion  of  Coldstream s.    Two  officers,  Lord  Saltoun 
and  Sir  James  Macdonald,  have  been  named  for  the  command,  but 
which  will  have  it  is  not  yet  known.    Lord  Saltoun  commanded 
one  of  the  regiments  of  the  Foot  Guards  up  to  the  late  brevet, 
when  he  received  the  rank  of  major-general,  and  consequently  lost 
his  regimental  command.     Lord  Saltoun  led  his  regiment  at 
Waterloo,  and  was  posted  at  Hougomont,  where  he  remained 
during  the  whole  time  of  the  murderous  conflict  that  raged  at  that 
eventful  spot.     Sir  James  Macdonald   is  also  an  officer  who 
greatly  distinguished  himself  at  Waterloo.    The  93rd  Highlanders 
have  left  Cork  for  Halifax,  by  which  route  all  the  troops  are  to 
proceed  to  Canada.    The  conduct  of  Lord  Gosford  seems  inex- 
plicable ;  it  appears  from  accounts  just  received  in  town,  that  the 
loyal  subjects  in  Canada,  who  however  surprized  the  executive 
were,  had  been  long  expecting  the  rebellion,  were  volunteering  and 
organizing  themselves  fit  for  the  field,  but  their  proceedings  were 
stopt  by  proclamation  by  Lord  Gosford ;  while  the  rebels  were  per- 
mitted to  continue  their  training,  and  practise  their  military  evolu- 
tions, because  they  used  long  sticks  instead  of  musquets  in  their 
exercise  :  this,  with  the  non-proclamation  of  martial  law,  and  the 
liberation  on  bail  of  those  accused  of  high  treason,  would  lead  one 
to  suppose  that  his  Excellency,  like  our  sleepy  Colonial  Secretary, 
considers  the  rebellion  a  "  mistake,"  or  that  the  insinuation  that 
appeared  in  a  morning  newspaper  respecting  the  pursuits  which  his 
Lordship  has  indulgde  in  since  his  sojourn  in  Canada,  is  not 
altogether  without  foundation. 

The  Ministers  have  had  a  very  long  council  to-day  on  the 
'  Canadian  rebellion.  Lord  Lansdown,  Lord  Palmerston,  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer,  Mr.  Poulett  Thomson,  and  Sir  John 
Hobhouse  each  came  to  town  purposely  to  assist  at  it.  It  is  sup- 
posed that  at  this  cabinet,  the  measures  to  be  pursued  were  jinally 
to  be  determined  on,  and  that  fresh  instructions  will  be  immedi- 
ately forwarded.  The  amount  of  force  to  be  dispatched  will  amount 
to  about  five  thousand  men,  which  with  those  already  in  the 
colony,  will  make  a  disposable  army  of  ten  thousand  good  troops. 
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Her  Majesty  returns  to  town  from  Windsor  next  Monday  week. 
The  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cambridge  have  been  on  a  visit  at  the 
Castle,  so  have  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Sutherland,  the  Duke  of 
Argyll,  and  the  Earl  and  Countess  of  Albermarie,  but  they  have 
all  returned.  General  Sir  Frederick  Wetherall  is  at  present  staying 
on  a  visit  to  the  Queen  ;  the  General  was  comptroller  of  the 
household  of  the  Duchess  of  Kent;  and  is  father  to  the  Colonel 
Wetherall,  who  distinguished  himself  by  the  taking  of  St.  Charles. 
(Colonel  Gore,  who  suffered  a  repulse  at  St.  Denis,  is  a  near  rela- 
tive of  the  private  Secretary  of  Lord  John  Russell.)  The  Queen's 
"  Christmas  pastime"  has  been  limited  to  airings  in  a  pony  pha3ton 
in  the  day  time,  and  music  in  the  evening.  The  Juvenile  Fete  is 
quite  off.  Her  Majesty  receives  but  few  visitors  at  a  time  at 
Windsor,  and  may  be  said  to  be  living  very  quietly.  The  services 
of  the  private  band  arc  put  in  requisition  every  evening. 

The  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cambridge  are  now  at  St.  Leonard's, 
but  not  on  a  visit  to  the  Queen  Dowager.  Their  Royal  Highnesses 
are  staying  at  an  hotel,  and  they  will  return  to  town  next  week. 
Previously  to  their  leaving  town,  the  Duke  and  Duchess,  accom- 
panied by  Prince  George  and  the  Duchess  of  Gloucester,  went  to 
see  *4  Jack  o'Lantern"  at  Drury  Lane,  at  which  the  royal  party 
appeared  greatly  amused;  indeed  the  "Steeple  Chase"  in  this 
pantomime  is  one  of  the  cleverest  and  most  amusing  burleques  that 
has  appeared  on  the  stage  for  some  years. 

The  Opera  Buffa  has  re-opened  ;  Kicci's  Scaramuccia  was  per- 
formed ;  but  the  political  world  is,  just  now,  too  busy  and  too  anx- 
ious to  attend  to  such  matters  ;  and  the  fashionable  world  is  so 
spread  abroad,  that  the  appearance  of  the  house  was  any  thing  but 
brilliant :  after  the  16th,  no  doubt  this  theatre  will  resume  its  usual 
gay  appearance. 

A  most  mysterious  paragraph  has  appeared  in  print,  alluding  to 
the  supposed  favour  in  which  a  certain  young  nobleman  stands  in 
an  illustrious  quarter ;  so  much  so,  that  the  long-gossip'd-about 
name  of  Lord  E.  is  now  "  never  mentioned."  Now,  the  only 
young  noblemen  to  whom  the  paragraph  couli  refer,  are  the 

Earl  of  M  ,  the  son  of  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  R  or 

the  Marquis  of  D  -,  the  son  of  the  Duke  of  II  .  The 

former  of  these  is  a  mere  boy — an  agreeable  and  entertaining  one 
perhaps — but  still  only  a  boy  ;  and  the  visits  of  the  latter  at  the 
Palace  have  been  so  extremely  "few  and  far  between,"  as  at  once 
to  negative  any  such  assumption,  even  if  there  were  any  lack 
of  other  reasons.  The  whole  must,  therefore,  be  regarded  as  the 
offspring  of  a  busy  imagination.  There  certainly  were  plenty  of 
corroborating  circumstances  about  Lord  E. — of  which  his  splendid 
banishment  is  not  the  slightest.  There  is,  however,  not  the 
remotest  chance  of  his  re-call — absence  has  done  its  work. 

There  is  to  be  a  Radical  meeting  to-morrow,  for  the  purpose  of 
reprobating  the  "tyranical"  conduct  of  Her  Majesty's  Government 
in  protecting  the  loyal  and  obedient  subjects  of  the  Queen  residing

GREAT  PUBLIC  MEETING] 

GRAND   DEMONSTRA  T  I  O  N! ! 

It  has  never  fallen  to  our  lot  as  public  journalists  to  record  any  political 
(movement  fraught  with  such  intense  interest,  or  pregnant  with  such 
■deep,  momentous,  and  overwhelming  considerations  as  that  which  it 
=5s  now  our  duty  to  lay  before  our  readers.  That  Ministers  can  be 
blind  to  the  demonstration  lately  exhibited,  or  any  longer  refuse  the 
just  but  moderate  claims  of  a  ruined,  grateful,  indignant,  and  most 
loyal  people,  outstrips  all  possibility  of  belief.  Their  tortuous  and 
temporizing  policy  —  we  will  not  designate  their  conduct,  which  a 
Cotemporary  has  with  much  justice  done,  as  truckling,  base,  time-serving, 
vacillating  and  unprincipled — no,  we  will  not  do  that — but  we  simply  say 
their  tortuous  and  temporizing  policy  has  received  a  shock  from  which  it 
.can  never  possibly  recover.  In  whatever  point  of  view  we  regard  this 
meeting — whether  we  reflect  on  the  unutterable  respectability  of  its  cha- 
racter— whether  we  look  at  the  vast  multitude  composing  it — whether  we 
consider  the  talent,  spirit,  and  enthusiasm  that  pervaded  all  the  speeches 
which  we  regret  to  say,  in  consequence  of  an  unavoidable  press  of  matter, 
we  are  unable  to  give  at  full  length)  we  are  equally  at  a  loss  to  express 
our  inexpressible  admiration,  or  to  give  due  effect  to  each  and  all  of  the 
*'  Great  Public  Principles"  then  and  there  advocated — principles  that  will 
hand  down  to  remotest  posterity  the  name  of  Heavy  wet  inscribed  on 
History's  brightest  page,  and  encircle  that  of  O'Mulligan  with  a  halo  of 
never-fading  glory — names  indeed  that  will  be  venerated  when  Hampden's 
shall  be  forgotten,  and  that  of  Sydney  cease  to  he  remembered — But  t© 
our  report. 

On  Monday  last,  pursuant  to  notice,  a  numerous  and  highly  respectable 
meeting  of  Dustmen,  Chimneysweepers,  Scavengers,  &c.  &c.  &c.  (amount- 
ing at  the  very  lowest  to  five-and-forty,  not  including  the  chairman)  was 
held  at  The  Pig  and  Tobacco  Box  in  the  Borough,  for  the  purpose  of 
petitioning  the  House  taf  Commons  to  pass  the  Ballot,  dismiss  the  Lords, 
disperse  the  Bishops,  annihilate  taxation,  equalize  property,  annualize 
Parliaments,  universalize  suffrage,  and  relieve  Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty 
of  all  her  queenly  duties. 

Mr.  Robert  Dusto  (commonly  called  Dusty  Bob)  kindly  consented  to 
preside  on  the  occasion*  and  opened  the  interesting  proceediogs  in  a  neat 
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speech  and  a  pot  of  heavy.  Having  briefly  explained  the  object  of  their 
meeting,  he  concluded  by  pithily  observing,  "  And  now,  Gemmen,  if  so  be 
as  how  you  don't  behave  as  gemmen  and  act  as  sich,  and  lend  an  ear  to 
wot  each  hindiwidual  has  to  hadwance,  I'm  blowed  if  I'm  not  clown  on  'c 
in  a  brace  of  shakes  and  no  mistake."  The  respectable  gentleman  then 
took  his  seat  with  his  customary  oaths.    (Much  applause.) 

Mr.  Lillvwhite,  master  sweep,  then  rose  to  move  the  first  resolution 
(for  which,  as  well  as  the  others,  see  the  Wapping  Independent  and  Dyott 
Street  Intelligencer.)  He  was  proud  to  address  so  enlightened  a  set  of 
coves.  "  The  time  is  come  (the  speaker  continued)  that  we  must  do  summat 
— (hear,  hear)  it's  no  manner  of  use  for  them  ere  chaps  as  calls  themselves 
Dookes  and  Wycounts  to  think  to  run  their  rigs  any  longer  on  we— 
(applause.)  Why,  wot  be  'em  fit  for  ?  Is  there  a  single  stick  among  the 
whole  on  'em  as  could  climb  a  chimbley  ?— (Great  sensation.)  I'se  war- 
rant there  ar'nt- — then  wot  good  in  the  varsal  world  can  they  be  on  ?- — 
(Hear,  hear.)  We're  no  longer  the  poor  hignorant  creturs  as  v^  e  was — 
we're  hedicated,  and  have  larnt  a  power  of  grammar,  and  writin',  and 
'rithmetic,  and  a  sight  o'  things — I  therefore  wotes  the  whole  lot  on  'em 
be  swept  down,  bagged  up,  and  casked  for  Gimaky — that  ere's  Wot  I  wotes 
for."    (Loud  cheering.) 

Mr.  Snowball,  another  of  the  sable  community,  was  happy  to  second 
the  resolution  proposed  by  his  worthy  brother  in  black,  and  declared  ener- 
getically that  if  he  could  have  his  way,  he'd  soon  brush  out  both  Lords 
and  Bishops,  or  he'd  know  the  reason  why.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Cornelius  O'Mulligan,  a  deputy-assistant  mortar-man  from  Con- 
naught,  next  presented  himself  to  the  meeting,  and  was  received  with  the 
most  deafening  shouts  of  applause,  mingled  with  cries  of  "go  it,  Pat"— i- 
"  bravo  Corny" — "  now  then,  you  wagabone,"  &c.  &c.  Silence  being  at 
length  restored,  he  spoke  as  follows — "  And  is  it  myself  that's  to  propose 
the  nixt  resolution  ?  Troth,  thin  I  must  say  that  I'm  intirely  spacheless 
at  the  honor  of  that  same,  in  regard  of  the  mighty  'cute  things  yees  have 
jist  heerd  from  all  the  respictable  jintlemin  who  spoke  last — (hear,  hear) — 
'tare  an  ouns,  but  I'd  walk  barefoot  with  pays  in  my  shoes  from  this 
to  Garmany  to  see  them  gommochs  of  Lords  sent  off*  to  Botany,  where 
many  a  betther  man  has  gone  before  'em,  lave  alone  my  own  sisther,  and 
her  first  cousin  twice  removed,  Miss  Judy  O'Hoolagan,  who  were  altoge- 
ther siverally  thransported  last  sayson  for  their  unnatural  lives  (as  the 
Joodge  said)  for  the  marest  thrifle  in  life,  jist  a  bit  of  an  accident  that 
happened  to  Sharnus  O'Blarney  after  the  scrimmage  last  Pathrick's  Day, 
when  the  spalpeen  had'nt  the  sinse  to  keep  life  and  sowl  in  him,  but  died 
quite  aisy  and  cumfurtable  nixt  mornin', — happy  end  to  him  ! — (cries  of 
question) — Shoot  aisy — och,  but  it's  an  iligant  "question,  and  maybe  I  can 
give  vees  a  mighty  purty  answer — (hear,  hear)— What  do  we  want  with 
their  Rivermces  the  Bishops,  says  you — Divil  a  know,  I  know,  says  I — I'd 
sell'em  chape  any  day,  nor  ax  for  the  change — (cheers) — By  the  hokcy, 
we'll  soon  shew  them  the  differ — sure,  have  n't  we  got  Father  O'Toole, 
and  Father  Murphy,  and  Father  O'Whack,  who'll  bate  all  the  world,  and 
Bannagher  beside  for  spaking  Latin  and  dhrinkmg  wiskey  punch — (great 
sensation) — thunder  an  turf,  lave  them  alone  for  giving  a  black  eye  to  a 
bowl  of  Parlymint — (cheers) — Divil  recave  the  dhrop  they'd  lave  in  it, 
barrin'  the  lemon  pale,  jist  for  mannars — (renewed  cheering). — And  as  for 
our  little  darlint  of  a  Quane,  swate  botheration  !  sorrow  bit  would  we  be 
al'ther  giving  her  the  thi  ouble  of  ruling  over  us,  unless  she  was  a  man, — do 
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I  make  yees  sinsible  ? — (hear,  hear). — when  we've  got  Dan  to  the  fore, 
that  broth  of  a  boy,  who'll  do  all  the  work  in  life  for  nothin'  at  all  at  all, 
barrin'  a  thrifle  of  rint,  jist  by  way  of  considheration  for  his  time  and  the 
loss  of  the  Foor  Coorts.  And  now  Mr.  Spaker,  I'll  make  bould  to  say  that 
I  am  intirely  of  opinion  that  we  shall  never  get  rale  justice  to  Ireland,  that 
is,  I  mane,  wiskey  will  never  be  chaper,  nor  pratees  more  plintiful  till  they 
give  us  Repale  of  the  Union,  the  ballot  by  suffrance,  and  thriennial  Parly- 
mints  every  blessed  year." — (Vehement  cheering.) 

Mr.  Bullcalf  (an  intelligent  slaughter-man),  on  seconding  this  resolution, 
took  the  opportunity  of  asking  the  Chairman  whether,  in  his  frequent  com- 
munications with  Government,  he  had  been  able  to  ascertain  if  there  was 
any  truth  in  the  report  that  every  person — for  the  future— was  to  be 
entitled  to  vote  who  could  write  his  name,  or  whether  making  one's  mark 
would  be  sufficient ;  "for  in  the  latter  case  (continued  the  respectable  gen- 
tleman, doubling  his  fist  unconsciously)  I  calculate  I  can  put  in  as  good  ia 
claim  as'is."    (Hear  hear.) 

The  Chairman  replied  that  he  knew  nothing  about  it,  and  that  for  all  the 
information  he  (the  Chairman)  could  give,  he  (the  Chairman)  sincerely 
wished  that  he;(Mr.  Bullcalf)  "  might  get  it." 

Mr.  Heavywet  (a  lighterman)  then  rose  to  submit  the  next  resolution, 
and  said,  "The  ballot — the  'ole  ballot — and  nothin'  but  the  ballot — (enthu- 
siastic applause,  which  lasted  for  thirteen  minutes  and  a  half) — that's  the 
ticket; — (renewed  cheering) — I'll  tell  'e  vot  it  is — ve  vont  be  gammoned 
no  longer  by  them  'ere  chaps  as  calls  themselves  sarvints  of  the  Crown — 
vy,  I  vouldn't  give  a  crown,  no,  nor  a  tanner  for  the  'ole  cargo  on  'em  ; 
(cheers)  and  I'm  blessed,  unless  they  comes  to  terms,  and  gives  the  ballot, 
if  we  don't  split.  (Applause.)  I  can't  bide  your  sneaking  skulking  cove 
as  takes  his  ten  pound  for  an  head  of  cabbage,  and  goes  and  wotes  openly 
for  the  tipper — (loud  cheering) — no,  I  sticks  up  for  the  honest  varmint  as 
'ud  pocket  the  blunt  from  both  parties,  and  then  'ill  give  his  ticket  in  the 
box  for  his  fancy  man-  and  who's  the  wiser?  (much  applause)  for  vot's 
<the  varsal  good  of  a  wote  unless  ve  can  make  summat  tidy  on  it?  (prodi- 
gious sensation)  that's  my  wardict — (reiterated  cheers) — I  looks  upon  he 
as  first  thought  on  the  Ballot  as  the  deepest  prig  as  is— vot  a  precious  cove 
he  vas  to  think  of  sich  a  vay  of  getting  a  double  tip  (tumultuous  applause). 
I  therefore  stands  up  for  angular  Parliaments,  univarsal  suv'rins,  and  dis- 
tended Ballot."  The  gentleman  resumed  his  seat  amidst  loud  and  pro- 
longed cheering. 

Mr.  Oldtom,  of  Juniper  Street,  seconded  the  resolution,  but  spoke,  we 
regret  to  say,  in  so  low  a  tone  of  voice  as  to  be  perfectly  inaudible  at  the 
Bar.  He  was- understood  to  observe  he  so  entirely  agreed  with  the  respec- 
table gentleman  (with  a  hole  in  his  femoral  garments)  who  spoke  last,  that 
in  fact  there  was  but  one  idea  between  them. 

Mr.  Flagellifer  Twiggs,  a  peripatetic  pedagogue  on  the  retired  list,  (and 
•who,  to  judge  by  his  copious  flow  of  words,  would  have  proved  an  astound- 
ing orator  had  he  but  known  the  meaning  of  them)  came  forward  to  pro- 
pose the  next  resolution,  and  spoke  as  follows, — "  Sir,  I  am  hermetically 

'  suffumigated  by  my  feelings  in  rising  to  address  so  large  and  mucilaginous 
an  assembly,  but  an  impervious  sense  of  duty  expectorates  me  to  the  post, 
nor  can  I  turn  a  deaf  or  detersive  ear  to  the  call  of  my  country.  (Loud 
applause.)  First,  then,  let  me  ask,  shall  we  -longer  concatenate  in  this  peri- 
phrastic torpklity  ?— r(hear,  hear) — no,  but  with  one  loud  arid  extenuated 

'*vmee  let  our  demands  he  apostatized  at  oi>ce— (cheers)— let  us-«o' longer 
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sublimate  our  backs  to  the  implication  of  subvcntaneous  taxation,  wrung* 
from  our  emaciated  pockets  to  pamper  a  proud  primordial  primogeniture — 
(great  sensation) — rather,  like  those  analytical  Christians  of  old,  let  us 
have  all  things  in  common,  and  prejudicate  an  equanimity  of  goods — 
(applause) — let  us  excoriate  our  best  resources  towards  the  deleterious 
developement  of  this  inherent  preliminary,  which  we  can  easily  subsidize 
by  our  dauntless  leprosity,  without  the  aid  of  the  Great  Detonator  and  his 
Tail,  for,  as  the  Poet  says, 

'Non  tali  auxilio.' 

(Cheers,  mingled  with  cries  of  '  None  of  vour  French'-—'  D — n  vour 
Dutch  !')— 

The  Chairman,  after  the  fashion  of  the  President  of  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies,  "  rang  his  bell." 

A  voice  from  the  right — "  It's  all  round  my  hat (murmurs  on  the 
left) — a  voice  from  the  left — "  Cockadoodledoo  !" — (movement  on  the 
right) — several  voices — "  Take  down  his  words  '."—(sensation  in  the 
centre.) 

The  Chairman  rang  his  bell,  and  was  proceeding  to  deliver  his  opinion 
on  the  impropriety  of  the  interruption,  when  a  pint-pot,  projected  with  con- 
siderable nicety,  struck  his  right  eye  (the  only  one  he  had  left),  and  thus 
deprived  the  world,  and  himself,  of  his  intended  view  of  the  case.  Order 
being  at  length  restored,  the  learned  gentleman  was  allowed  to  conclude 
his  speech  upon  the  understanding  that  he  was  to  make  no  further  use  of 
the  French  or  Dutch  language — he  thus  continued,  "  I  trust  what  I  have 
already  reciprocated  has  been  ineligible  to  the  meanest  capacity — I  will  not 
determinate  you  any  longer,  but  simply  remark,  in  plain  unaccountable 
English,  that  unless  Ministers  immediately  conglomerate  to  our  wishes, 
and  repudiate  our  just  demands — unless  they  incontinently,  and  as  it  were 
incongi  uously  transfuse  those  measures  of  an  irrigating  tendency,  which 
when  I  think  of,  1  feel  like  him  whom  the  poet  thus  exfoliates, 

'  J3e  d'akeown  para  thiaa  poluflosboio  thalasses' — 
(Much  confusion — cries  of  "at  it  again  !" — "none  of  your  Parleyvo" — - 
"  chair,  chair.") 

The  Chairman  rose  to  explain — he  represented  the  learned  gentleman 
as  having  only  spoken  Irish,  and  consequently  that  he  was  not  out  of 
order.  (Hear,  hear,  from  Mr.  O'Mulligan.)  Mr.  F.  Twiggs  resumed — 
unless,  in  short,  Ministers  promiscuously,  if  I  may  so  say,  irradiate  our 
rights  and  grant  a  full,  fair,  and  free  demoralization  of  property,  which  we 
may  hand  down  unimbodied  to  our  ancestral  posterity,  it  is  no  hard  matter 
to  prevaricate  that  this  country  with  its  countless  imperishable  destitutions, 
will  soon,  like  the  blameless  frabric  of  Division,  be  buried  under  one  vast 
subaqueous  elephantine  mass  of  idiosyncratic  amalgamation."  (Vehement 
cheering,  which  continued  for  some  time  after  the  learned  gentleman  sat 
down.) 

Mr.  Gintwist  (the  celebrated  author  of  "  A  Voice  from  Tooley  Street") 
seconded  the  resolution  in  a  speech  of  the  most  electrifying  eloquence, 
purest  patriotism,  enthusiastic  energy,  uncompromising  liberalism  and  un- 
bounded loyalty. 

The  Chairman  then  put  the  resolutions  severally,  most  of  which  after  a 
division  were  passed — -upon  which  he  declared  they  were  carried  unani- 
mously and  the  business  of  the  day  concluded. 

The  Chairman  having  left  the  chair,  Mr.  Tidley  Wink  proposed,  and 
Mr.  Early  Purl  seconded,  that  the  cordial  thanks  of  the  meeting  (that  is 
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to  sav,  their  thanks  with  a  cordial)  be  presented  to  the  Chairman  for  his 
honest,  sober,  and  peaceable  conduct  in  the  chair. 

Upon  the  company  dispersing  the  greater  portion  proceeded  to  the  bar, 
(not  a  certain  locality  at  the  Old  Bailey  well  known  we  fear  to  some  of 
the  party)  where,  with  the  exception  of  several  who  were  carried  home 
very  particularly  inebriated,  and  others  who  were  conducted  to  the  Station 
House,  the  evening  was  passed  in  the  utmost  harmony  and  decorum. 

We  cannot  dismiss  this  gratifying  subject  without  asserting — boldly — 
fearlessly  asserting,  that  it  was  altogether  a  day  of  which  England  in  gene- 
ral, and  the  Pig  and  Tobacco  Box  in  particular,  might  justly  be  proud. 


GLOUCESTERSHIRE  ZOOLOGICAL,  BOTANICAL,  AND 
HORTICULTURAL  SOCIETY. 

The  first  annual  meeting  of  this  society  took  place  last  Monday,  at  the 
Rotunda.  H.  N.  Trye,  Esq.,  the  High  Sheriff  of  the  County  having 
been  called  to  the  chair,  the  secretary  proceeded  to  read  the  report  of  the 
Sub- Committee  of  Management,  which  took  a  review  of  the  principal 
objects  which  during  the  past  year  had  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Ma- 
nagers, and  gave  a  highly  satisfactory  account  of  the  progress  that  had 
been  made  in  the  various  works,  and  the  present  state  of  the  Gardens. 
The  Committee  having  limited  their  operations  to  a  portion  of  the  design, 
speak  with  great  confidence  of  their  hope  that  this  portion  will  be  in  a 
sufficiently  advanced  state  by  Spring  to  justify  the  opening  of  the  Gardens 
on  the  24th  of  May,  the  anniversary  of  their  commencement  and  the  birth 
day  of  the  Queen.  A  circumstance  was  adverted  to  in  connection  with 
the  quality  of  the  soils  composing  the  Gardens,  the  report  of  which  is  of 
so  much  importance  to  those  who  are  interested  in  the  success  and  pros- 
perity of  the  undertaking  that  we  think  it  cannot  be  too  generally  known, 
we  therefore  feel  it  incumbent  to  give  the  passage  alluding  to  the  subject 
as  near  as  may  be  in  the  precise  words  of  the  official  document : — 

"  The  Sub-Committee  deem  it  right  to  inform  the  Shareholders  in  this 
undertaking,  that  while  engaged  in  excavating  and  cutting  through  the 
ground  for  the  insertion  of  these  various  drains  and  watercourses,  they  had 
an  opportunity  afforded  the  m  of  verifying  the  report  of  the  scientific  gen- 
tlemen who  at  the  formation  of  this  Society  examined  the  ground,  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  its  adaptability  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
designed ;  the  only  important  variation  from  that  estimate  which  they  ob- 
served, being  in  the  extent  of  the  underlying  sand  beds  throughout  the 
ground,  which,  they  have  great  pleasure  in  stating,  were  found  upon  exa- 
mination to  contain  a  much  larger  proportion  to  the  other  soils  than  was 
at  first  expected.  In  these  sand  beds  a  number  of  springs  were  discoverrd, 
the  streams  from  which  have  been  carefully  collected  and  conducted  into  * 
the  lake,  thus  securing  to  that  important  feature  an  abundant  supply  of 
fresh  water,  and  thereby  rendering  the  Gardens  in  some  measure  indepen- 
dent of  the  means  originally  secured  from  the  neighbouring  spring  in 
Moorend  Grove,  and  which,  it  has  been  provided  in  the  deed  of  purchase, 
shall  be  conducted  through  the  Gardens." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Report  an  abstract  of  the  Societies  receipts  and 
disbursements  during  the  year  was  submitted  to  the  meeting.  By  this  it 
appeared  that  the  former  amounted  to  £2115.,  and  the  latter  to  £2054. 
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10s.  8d.,  including  a  payment  of  five  hundred  pounds  on  account  of  the 
purchase  money  for  the  land. 

The  reading  of  these  official  papers  being  over,  Dr.  Baron,  in  a  brief 
congratulatory  speech,  in  which  he  also  alluded  to  the  importance  of  carry- 
ing out  the  designs  of  the  society  more  extensively  than  appeared  yet  to 
have  been  done,  and  especially  in  respect  to  the  formation  of  a  museum, 
moved  the  first  resolution—-"  That  the  Report  and  Financial  Statement 
should  be  adopted  and  printed,"  which  having  been  seconded  by  the  Rev. 
C,  B.Trye,  was  carried  nem.  con. 

The  second  resolution,  which  was  one  of  thanks  to  the  Committee  of 
Management  for  their  valuable  and  gratuitous  services,  was  moved  by 
Dr.  Boisragon  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Cannon,  both  of  whom  bore  testimony 
to  the  zeal  and  abilities  which  the  gentlemen  constituting  the  Sub- Com- 
mittee of  Management  had  evinced  in  carrying  out  the  designs  of  the 
Society.  The  names  of  the  five  retiring  members  of  the  Committee  were 
then  announced  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  meeting  proceeded  to  elect  others 
to  fill  their  place,  when  Dr.  Cannon,  Mr.  Skillicorne,  Mr.  C.  Baker  of 
Painswick,  Mr.  Billings,  and  Mr.  Bubb  were  proposed  and  elected  without 
opposition.  The  appointment  of  auditors  and  other  routine  business  next 
followed,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  day  closed  with  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  Chairman,  who  acknowledged  it  in  a  short  address,  at  the  close  of 
which  the  meeting  separated. 


LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

Mr.  R.  Wolseley  completed  his  course  of  Lectures  on  Mineralogy  last 
Tuesday  Evening  by  the  delivery  of  the  Fourth  Lecture  of  the  Series. 

Having  in  his  three  preceding  discourses  treated  of  the  peculiar  charac- 
teristics and  properties  of  various  Minerals  separately,  explained  their 
classification,  and  analysed  their  constituent  properties ;  Mr.  Wolseley,  in 
his  present  Lecture,  proceeded  to  describe  those  vast  repositaries  in  Nature 
whence  the  greater  portion  are  obtained,  and  whence,  consequently,  so 
much  of  the  wealth  of  the  country  is  derived,  namely — the  Mines.  These, 
after  a  few  brief  prefaratory  remarks,  the  Lecturer  divided  into  three  kinds 
— Salt,  Coal,  and  Mines  of  Metalic  Ores.  He  entered  into  an  interesting 
land  minute  description  of  the  Salt  Mines,  described  their  general  depth,  and 
the  relative  position  which  they  occupy  in  the  crust  of  the  earth,  their 
extent,  and  the  sum  of  their  annual  produce,  and  pointed  out  the  localities 
of  a  few  of  the  most  celebrated.  The  general  history  and  description  of 
"Coal  Mines  were  next  given,  and  Lodes  or  Veins  described.  A  minute 
account  was  then  given  of  the  principal  Iron,  Copper,  and  Lead  Mines,  and 
of  the  Mines  of  precious  Metals  generally,  the  strata  in  which  the  several 
ores  were  found,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  Mines  were  worked  ;  and  the 
Lecturer  concluded  with  a  description  of  the  various  processes  employed  in 
dressing  and  preparing  the  different  ores  for  smelting,  and  finally  for  the 
public  market. 

The  attendance  upon  these  Lectures  have  not  been  throughout  so 
numerous  as  we  could  have  wished ;  for  though  the  subject  was  not,  pos- 
sibly, the  most  popular  that  could  have  been  selected,  the  information 
which  was  conveyed  was  of  that  kind  which  could  not  fail  of  interesting  ft 
large  class  of  the  population  of  a  country  so  rich  in  Mineral  production^  ;n 
"Great  Britain. 
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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  New  Year  Festivities  of  the  past  week  have  been  unusually  gay 
and  numerous.  Among  the  varied  and  various  demonstrations  of  rejoicing 
that  have  ushered  in  the  January  of  1838,  the  Juvenile  parties  have  quite 
borne  away  the  palm.  We  never,  indeed,  recollect  to  have  seen  at  this 
or  any  other  season  of  the  year,  so  many  of  the  "  younger  branches"  at 
"  home  for  the  holidays,"  or  such  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  parents  and 
friends  to  contribute  to  their  happiness,  by  identifying  themselves  with  the 
sports  and  pleasures  of  youth. 

The  Vacation  Ball  last  Monday  eveniug  at  the  Assembly  Rooms 
exceeded  our  expectations,  sanguine  as  they  were.  An  attendance  of  full 
six  hundred  was  as  gratifying  as  it  was  rare ;  and  still  more  so,  seeing  that 
of  this  number  the  larger  proportion  consisted  of  happy  holiday  Juveniles, 
who  entered  into  the  amusements  with  an  earnestness  that  bespoke  the 
exuberance  of  innocent  gaiety  :  enjoyment  was  the  order  of  the  evening, 
and  certainly  we  have  never  been  one  of  a  party  where  all  appeared  to 
enjoy  themselves  so  much.  When  the  parting  hour  of  one  o'clock  arrived 
the  ball  room  was  still  thronged  with  anxious  and  untired  dancers  ;  nor 
was  it  until  some  time  after  that  the  company  retired. 

The  Annual  Ball,  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Female  Orphan  Asylum, 
is  announced  to  take  place  at  the  Assembly  Rooms  on  Monday.  From  the 
number  of  warm  friends  which  this  charity  possesses  among  our  residents, 
there  will  be,  no  doubt,  a  strong  number  of  fashionables  on  the  occasion, 

Lord  Segrave's  Hounds  meet  to-day  at  Broadway, 

The  Tvrolese  Minstrels  have  been  caroling  their  mountain  melodies 
during  this  week  with  but  indifferent  success.  At  neither  of  the  three 
concerts  which  they  have  yet  given  at  the  Assembly  Rooms  has  there 
been  a  very  numerous  attendance,  though  those  who  were  present  have 
expressed  themselves  uniformly  delighted  with  the  performances.  The 
last  concert  of  the  series  takes  place  this  afternoon,  when  we  hope  to  see 
a  fuller  attendance  than  we  have  witnessed  at  either  of  the  former.  We 
understand  there  is  no  probability  that  these  talented  brethren  will  remain 
in  Cheltenham  after  to-day,  so  that  all  who  desire  to  hear  them  sing  must 
embrace  the  only  opportunity  now  left. 

The  Theatre  has  had  a  more  fortunate  week,  and  has  been  honoured 
with  much  better  audiences  than  we  have  seen  since  the  opening  of  the 
winter  campaign.  We  sincerely  trust  it  is  the  augury  of  a  rrappy  new 
year  to  this  much  neglected  establishment,  and  that  its  "  bright  days  are 
coming  again."  .The  Drama  in  England  has  long  been  at  a  low  ebb,  but 
much  may  now  be  hoped  from  the  partiality  of  our  young  Queen  for  theatri- 
cal entertainments.  The  returning  tide  of  public  favor  is  already  beginning 
to  show  itself  in  the  Metropolis,  and  it  will  not  be  long  ere  it  reaches  the 
provinces. 

The  Works  at  the  New  Hotel,  which  for  the  last  fortnight  have 
been  suspended,  in  order  to  allow  of  their  being  submitted  to  fresh  Tender, 
will,  it  is  expected,  be  resumed  on  Monday,  most  of  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments preliminary  to  the  undertaking  of  the  new  Contracts  Iraving  been 
satisfactorily  completed.

COURT  GOSSIP, 


Wednesday,  January  IQth,  1838, 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

There  is  nothing  worthy  of  note  going  on  at  Windsor.  Her 
Majesty  takes  her  airings  daily,  with  an  occasional  walk  on  the 
Terrace.  Now  and  then  a  Cabinet  Minister  and  one  or  two  guests, 
with  the  suite  form  the  dinner  party — -and  music  in  the  evening. 
This  is  the  mode  of  life  which  the  Queen  adopts  at  the  Castle,  its 
dull  routine  being  but  little  in  accordance  with  her  tastes.  Her 
Majesty  may  be  said  to  be  living  there  more  in  compliance  with 
(i  annual  custom"  than  her  own  desires.  The  news  from  Canada 
appears  very  satisfactory,  but  from  certain  whisperings  which  take 
place  in  official  circles,  there  is  very  good  ground  for  supposing 
that  it  is  not  so  good  as  it  seems  to  be.  You  will  observe  that  the 
dispatches  published  in  the  Gazette  are  generally  headed  "  extract'5 
— -if  the  whole  of  them  were  published  perhaps  it  would  give  quite 
another  colour  to  the  affair.  The  rebels  are  quiet  enough  now, 
but  this  must  be  attributed  to  the  dreadful  severity  of  a  Canadian 
winter,  rather  than  that  the  spirit  of  rebellion  has  been  quenched, 
or  even  checked.  The  vigorous  measures  pursued  by  the  Ministry 
shews  that  this  is  an  extremely  probable  view  of  the  case.  Indeed 
there  is  very  good  ground  for  supposing  that  information  has  been 
received  by  the  Home  Government,  that  the  rebels  do  not  intend 
making  their  grand  coup  until  spring,  and  that  is  the  reason  why 
the  arrangement  respecting  the  Guards  has  been  altered  ;  last  week 
they  were  "  under  orders,"  but  it  has  since  been  notified  to  the 
officers  that  the  Brigade  will  not  sail  until  the  breaking  up  of  the 
winter. 

Lord  Melbourne  came  to  town  yesterday  from  Windsor  (where 
His  Lordship  is  staying  on  a  visit  to  the  Queen)  purposely  to 
have  an  interview  with  Lord  Glenelg.  Lord  Hill  too  has  seen  the 
Queen  on  the  movements  of  the  army.  It  is  most  likely  the  Pre- 
mier will  return  to  the  Queen  to-day,  but  he  and  all  the  Ministers 
will  be  in  town  at  the  end  of  this  week.  The  only  anticipation  just 
now  in  Canadian  affairs  is  some  hnente  on  the  arrival  in  Canada  of 
the  news  of  the  recall  of  Sir  Francis  Head.  Every  body  there 
must  construe  this  as  a  mark  of  the  disapprobation,  or,  at  any  rate, 
the  non-approval  of  his  conduct  by  the  Home  Government,  and  it 
will  therefore  infuse  fresh  spirit  among  the  disiffected,  and  at  the 
same  time  damp  the  ardour  of  the  Queen's  loyal  subjects.  Various 
are  the  speculations  on  this  most  extraordinary  act  of  the  Ministry : 
but  that  which  is  believed  in  official  circles  is  this — that  the  dis- 
patches of  Sir  Francis  Head  differed  so  utterly  from  those  of  Arehi- 
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bald,  Earl  of  Gosford,  and  the  policy  he  recommended — -so  com- 
pletely at  variance  with  the  unsatisfactory,  vacillating,  and  old 
womanish  course  pursued  by  his  Lordship,  that  the  Ministry 
found  it  impossible  to  keep  both  in  office — and  they  dared  not 
affront  the  Earl,  who  you  will  recollect  is  an  Irish  nobleman. — 
True,  Sir  Francis  Head  kept  his  Colony  in  admirable  order,  and 
could  spare  all  his  troops  to  assist  his  neighbours,  but  that's  nothing 
— Lord  Gosford's  patron  must  not  be  affronted. 

We  are  to  have  a  new  Greek  Minister  at  our  Court ;  his  Excel- 
lency has  already  arrived  at  Paris,  on  his  way  here.  M.  Tricoupe, 
the  present  Minister,  who  has  been  the  representative  of  King 
Otho  ever  since  his  accession,  leaves  the  British  Court  finally. 
Baron  Bulow,  the  Prussian  Minister,  is  expected  in  town  daily  to 
resume  his  diplomatic  duties.  His  Excellency  has  been  absent  on 
leave  for  some  considerable  time  in  Prussia.  The  American  Minis- 
ter is  expected  to  arrive  in  town  the  latter  end  of  the  week,  from 
Paris,  t  o  be  ready  for  the  meeting  of  Parliament ;  in  short  there  is 
every  prospect  of  an  early  and  a  busy  season. 

The  Memoirs  of  George  the  Fourth  and  his  Times,  which  have 
just  appeared,  excite  the  greatest  interest.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
that  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  detailed  in  it  are  authentic. 
The  authoress  had  excellent  opportunities  for  collecting  materials 
and  she  took  advantage  of  them.  But  what  has  become  of  the 
work  announced  for  publication  by  the  Widow  of  a  Baronet  who 
held  the  most  confidential  situations  about  the  person  of  George 
the  Fourth  ?  The  Baronet  alluded  to  was  executor  to  Colonel 
Mac  Mahon,  the  companion,  the  confidant,  and  secretary  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  and  whose  papers  consequently  came  into  his 

possession.    Sir  W.  K  ,  then  a  practising  physician,  wrote  to 

the  Prince  Regent,  wishing  to  know  his  pleasure  respecting  certain 
portions  of  the  correspondence,  and  the  answer  he  received  was, 
his  appointment  to  the  situation  held  by  his  deceased  friend.  The 
widow  of  Sir  W.  K  announces  the  publication  of  the  volumi- 
nous papers  now  in  her  possession,  and  no  more  is  heard  about 
them  ;  no  doubt  her  Ladyship  has  received  most  satisfactory  rea- 
sons for  this  proceeding,  but  it  is  a  subject  of  much  curiosity  to 
know  from  what  quarter  they  emanated.  Had  Lady  W's  book 
been  published  all  others  on  the  same  subject  would  have  shrunk 
into  insignificance,  so  interesting  would  have  been  its  contents. 

The  Queen  intends  to  prolong  her  stay  at  Windsor  for  two  or 
three  weeks.  Lord  Duncannon  and  his  daughter  have  arrived  at 
the  Castle,  and  so  have  Lord  and  Lady  John  Russell.  Lady  Mul- 
grave  has  taken  her  departure.  Her  Majesty  was  not  able  to  stir 
out  yesterday  owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather.  Lord  Mel- 
bourne has  returned  to  Windsor, 

Young  Kean  made  a  most  successful  appearance  in  Hamlet,  at 
Drury  Lane,  on  Monday  ;  he  repeats  his  performance  to-night.

His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Beaufort  has  now,  we  believe,  confined  his  hunt- 
ing to  Wilts,  and  the  borders  of  Gloucester,  and  has  broken  up  the  esta- 
blishment in  the  county  of  Oxford  altogether.  He  has,  however,  found 
the  district  for  this  county  rather  confined  for  the  whole  season,  and  is 
therefore  desirous  to  resume  the  country  at  present  hunted  by  Mr.  Hor- 
lock. That  gentleman,  however,  as  well  as  his  hunt,  demur.  It  appears 
that  in  1821  Mr.  Horlock  wrote  to  the  late  Duke,  expressive  of  his  wish 
to  hunt  the  portion  of  the  country  he  at  'present  occupies  ;  and  in  answer 
he  received  two  letters,  which  he  has  by  him,  wherein  his  Grace  stated 
his  willingness,  &c.  that  he  should  do  so.  Mr,  Horlock  has  since  stocked 
the  covers  with  foxes,  and  taken  other  means  for  insuring  those  noble 
sports  which  have  gained  his  hounds  so  much  celebrity.  On  the  other 
hand,  his  Grace  the  present  Duke  says,  that  the  permission  given  to  Mr. 
Horlock  was  conditional,  and  that  the  country  belonged  to  the  hunt,  and 
not  to  his  Grace  personally.  We  believe  it  has  been  arranged  that  the 
-subject  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  gentlemen,  who  are  first  to  come 
to  a  conclusion  on  the  present  question,  and  then  specify  the  covers  and 
-country  peculiarly  belonging  to  each.  hunt. — Worcester  Journal. 

A  mysterious  article  from  the  Court  Journal  is  going  the  round  of  the 
.journals,  pointing  to  a  rival  noble  suitor  for  the  Queen,  in  the  person  of 
the  lineal  descendant  of  the  last  Stuarts.  The  young  nobleman  here 
•alluded  to  is  the  Marquess  of  Douglas  and  Clydesdale,  eldest  son  of  the 
Duke  of  Hamilton.— Cork  Reporter. 

New  Order  of  Knighthood.— It  is  the  intention  of  her  Majesty  to 
institute  a  new  Order  of  Knighthood,  which  will  replace  the  Hanoveriaia 
Order,  no  longer  in  the  gift  of  the  British  Crown.  This  Order  is  to  be 
■entitled  the  Knighthood  of  Merit,  and  is  to  consist  of  two  classes  of  equal 
•rank,  the  Civil  Knights  and  the  Military  Knights.  Sir  Wm.  Woods  has 
had  prepared  several  patterns  of  the  decorations,  which  have  been  sent  to 
his  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Sussex  for  his  approbation,  and  the  crosses 
that  are  supposed  most  likely  to  be  selected  consist  of  an  enamelled  cross 
of  eight  points,  having  in  the  circle  on  one  side  the  word  "  Merit,"  and  on 
the  other  "  V.  R."  the  whole  surmounted  by  the  imperial  crown,  the  dis- 
tinction for  the  military  badge  being  two  swords  in.,  saltier,  the  blades 
and  hilts  between  the  cross. — Observer. 

Transmission  op  Newspapers. — The  frequent  representations  made 
to  the  Master- General  the  Earl  of  Lichfield  of  the  abstraction  of  News- 
papers from  their  envelopes  during  their  transit  has  induced  his  Lordship 
to  issue  an  order,  permitting  the  name  and  address  of  the  party  to  whom 
•it  is  directed  to  be  "  written  on  the  paper  itself"  as  well  as  on  the  wrapper. 
This  arrangement  is  of  great  importance  to  the  newspaper  proprietors  as 
well  as  their  readers,  for  in  future  no  plea  can  be  set  up  of  the  wrapper 
having  been  defaced  or  accidentally  torn  off,  so  as  to  jpreve&t  the  pap&f 
reaching  fts  destination. — Morning  Post, 
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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS, 

Winter  has  at  leiigth  overtaken  us,  and  the  country  throughout  its 
length  and  breadth  presents  as  seasonable  an  appearance  as  the  most  en- 
thusiastic lover  of  frost  and  snow  could  desire.  The  change  from  mild 
weather,  with  the  thermometer  at  50°  to  a  temperature  of  25  was  indeed 
rather  sudden.  This  commenced  on  Sunday,  when  the  wind  set  in  bleakly 
from  the  north  east*  and  during  the  night  a  sharp  frost  prevailed,  which 
has  continued  with  much  severity  ever  since>  accompanied  with  slight  snow 
showers  at  sun-rise  and  sun-set,  and  which  have  generally  lasted  about  an 
hour  at  a  time.  The  ponds  of  water  around  the  neighbourhood  were  all 
frozen  over  on  Monday,  and  on  those  of  the  Zoological  Gardens  and  Pitt- 
ville  the  skaters  have  been  exercising  themselves  for  the  laet  three  days. 
Finer  winter  weather  it  is  impossible  to  conceive,  and  if  it  endures  not 
too  long,  will  prove  of  infinite  service  to  the  county  by  checking  for  a 
time  that  unfavourable  vegetation  which  was  showing  itself  in  every  direc- 
tion. Should  the  frost  be  of  long  continuance,  it  will  furnish  a  remarka- 
ble  meteorologicol  coincidence  with  the  severe  winter  of  1814,  which  com^ 
menced  about  the  same  time  and  was  preceded  by  a  dense  fog  throughout 
the  country>  as  has  been  the  case  in  the  present  instance, 

The  Orphan  Asylum  Ball  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  on  Monday  even- 
ing, was  very  fashionably  attended,  most  of  the  leading  resident  families 
honouring  it  with  their  presence.  The  music  was  excellent,  and  the  com- 
pany appeared  to  enjoy  themselves  to  their  hearts'  content.  We  sin- 
cerely hope  that  those  whose  feelings  of  benevolence  were  gratified  upon 
this  occasion,  will  not  allow  the  effect  of  those  feelings  to  prejudice  the 
regular  subscription  balls,  but  will  especially  accord  their  pateonage  to  the 
Assembly  of  Monday  evening  next,  for  it  can  never  be  contemplated  by 
the  friends  of  any  charitable  institution  that  the  established  amusements 
should  suffer  by  any  occasional  fete  given  for  other  objects,  however  bene- 
volent. 

The  Master  of  the  Ceremonies'  Winter  Ball  is  now  formally  ad- 
vertised to  take  place  on  Monday  evening,  the  29th  inst* 

The  Sports  of  the  Chase,  which  commenced  so  auspiciously  for  the 
new  year  last  week,  have  been  frozen  up  for  the  present  The  whip  has 
been  exchanged  for  the  fowling  piece  ;  spurs,  for  snow-proof  gaiters,  and 
stout  exercise  a-foot  for  the  fleet  chasing  of  the  deer  and  the  fox—the 
hound  is  in  his  kennel  and  the  hunter  in  his  stall ! 

We  regret  to  have  to  record  among  the  "  deaths"  of  our  present  num-- 
ber,  the  name  of  Admiral  Mansel,  of  Charlton  Kings,  who  expired  sud- 
denly on  the  5th  instant,  at  Hintlesham  Hall,  Suffolk. 

Death  of  Major-General  Sir  Amos  Norcott. — At  Marysborough, 
near  Glanmire,  at  an  early  hour  yesterday  morning.  Major- General  Sir 
Amos  Norcott,  K.C.H.,  was  released  from  his  earthly  sufferings  after  an 
illness  of  some  months.  Few  officers  have  reaped  more  deserved  laurels 
in  his  country's  cause,  and  the  favour  of  his  Sovereign  was  more  than 
usually  marked  on  his  being  relieved  in  the  command  of  the  Southern  Dis- 
trict on  the  31st  ult.,  by  a  specified  pension  from  her  Majesty  for  his  dis» 
Anguished  services, — Cork  Constituiien, 
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The  Literary  and  Philosophical  Institution  has  suspended  its 
weekly  meetings  for  the  present,  the  holiday  engagements  rendering  it 
advisable  that  a  pause  in  its  public  proceedings  should  take  place.  The 
Society  will,  however,  resume  on  Tuesday  the  30th  instant,  when  Dr. 
Theodore  Boisragon  is  expected  to  deliver  a  Lecture  on  Meteorology. 
Dr.  B.  will  be  followed  by  Mr.  Wright,  who— on  Tuesday  Feb.  the  6th — 
proposes  to  commence  a  Course  of  Lectures  on  the  Fossil  Remains  of  the 
Animal  Kingdom,  designed,  we  believe,  to  illustrate  the  organic  affinities 
which  exist  between  living  and  extinct  animals,  with  a  review  of  their 
structure,  habits,  and  instincts.  This  Course  is  intended  to  consist  of 
Four  Lectures.  The  subject  is  highly  interesting,  and  will  no  doubt 
prove  popular. 

The  Rev.  J.  Balfour  has  undertaken  to  assist  the  Rev.  G,  Bonner  in 
the  duties  of  St.  James's  Church,  and  will  henceforth  preach  there  in  the 
afternoon. 

The  Theatre,  we  rejoice  to  find,  is  at  length  gaining  in  public  estima- 
tion, the  audiences  for  the  past  fortnight  having  been  steadily  on  the 
increase  ;  and  many  of  the  most  influential  residents  having  lately  sanctioned 
the  performances  with  their  presence  gives  us  ground  of  hope  that  "  the 
Drama's  halcyon  days"  are  about  to  return.  The  performers  have  evi- 
dently taken  courage  at  the  brightening  prospect,  and  acquit  themselves 
bravely  in  their  vocation.  The  entertainments  announced  for  this  even- 
ing are  The  Devil's  Bridge,  with  the  afterpiece  of  A  Ghost  m  Spite  of  Him- 
self.   The  theatre  will  also  be  open  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  next  week. 

The  Destruction  op  the  Royal  Exchange  by  Fire  has  been  the 
topic  of  conversation  for  the  last  two  days,  with  all  those  who  were  either 
acquainted  with  the  noble  pile,  or  had  ever  heard  of  its  reputation, — and 
who,  among  the  civilized  peoples  of  the  Globe,  has  not  heard  of  this  great 
commercial  mart  ?  From  the  long  and  elaborate  accounts  of  the  disaster, 
which  have  appeared  in  the  London  papers,  it  seems  that  the  fire  was  first 
observed  about  midnight  on  Wednesday,  in  that  quarter  of  the  building 
known  as  Lloyd's  Coffee  House,  whence  it  spread  rapidly  along  both  sides 
of  the  quadrangle  until  the  whole  was  enveloped  in  flames;  nor  were  the 
utmost  exertions  of  the  Lord  Mayor  and  the  Civic  Authorities,  aided  by 
troops  from  the  Bank  and  the  Tower,  with  all  the  Fire  Brigades  of  the 
Metropolis,  able  to  check  their  devastating  progress,  or  rescue  from  destruc- 
tion a  single  portion  of  the  building.  The  beautiful  tower  over  the  Corn- 
hill  entrance,  with  all  the  complicated  machinery  for  working  its  celebrated 
chimes,  (which  played  each  day  of  the  week  a  different  air)  are  completely 
destroyed  ;  and  the  succession  of  the  Kings  of  England,  from  the  Conquest 
to  George  tha  Fourth,  which  occupied  the  niches  around  the  interior  of 
the  Square,  and  formed  such  important  features  of  -attraction  to  strangers, 
are  now  buried  beneath  the  mass  of  general  ruin.  The  loss  and  inconve- 
nience to  the  merchants  of  London  must  be  incalculable,  as  of  the  huge 
mass  of  commercial  memoranda,  treasured  up  in  the  various  oiSces  through- 
out the  building,  but  a  very  small  portion  has  been  saved.  The  severe 
frost  which  prevailed  at  the  time  rendered  almost  abortive  the  exertions  of 
the  firemen,  who  appear  to  have  done  all  in  their  power  to  subdue  the  flames* 
Te  engine-pipes  were  frozen,  and  the  water,  as  it  flowed  from  the  plugs, 
became  converted  almost  immediately  into  ice.  A  fire  so  disastrous,  and, 
we  fear,  ruinous  in  its  results,  has  not  occurred  in  Knglaidl  for  Many  a  day; 
for,  in  their  ultimate  cojase^ueiaces  to  the  country,  we  greatly  quesfcioia.  if

the  destruction  of  St.  Stephen's  Chapel  is  at  all  to  be  compared  with  thai 
of  Lloyd's  Coffee  House,  and  the  other  public  offices  which  occupied  the 
range  of  the  Royal  Exchange. 

The  Court  Journal,  with  a  disingenuousness  of  which  we  had  thought 
so  respectable  a  publication  could  not  have  been  guilty,  has  in  its  last 
number  given  as  a  leading  article,  under  the  title  of  A  Peep  into  the  Interior 
of  the  Palace,  the  "  pith  and  marrow"  of  a  portion  of  the  paper  on  the 
Domestic  Habits  of  the  Court,  which  appeared  in  the  98th  and  99th  num- 
bers of  the  Looker-On.  We  should  not  have  noticed  this  dishonest  piracy 
had  not  the  Editor  of  this  fashionable  periodical  on  many  former  occasions 
been  guilty  of  similar  offences^  and  sported  as  original  notices,  copied;  in 
some  instances  verbatim,  from  our  humbler  pages.  As  the  Looker-On  has 
never  copied  from  the  Court  Journal  without  acknowledgment,  we  shall 
feel  obliged  if  the  Editor  of  the  latter  will  henceforth  "  do  likewise."

EFFECTS  OF  THE  WAR  IN  CANADA. 

The  Prospect  of  War  is  an  event  so  calculated  to  affeot  the  whole 
social  system  of  the  country,  and  to  influence  the  domestic  hopes  and  fears  of 
so  many  families,  that  we  should  hold  it  a  serious  dereliction  of  duty  even  in 
the  Looker-On,  not  to  take  some  public  notice  of  the  excitement  which  at 
present  prevails  on  the  subject  of  the  revolt  of  the  Canadas.  With  the 
conflict  of  political  party,  merely  as  such,  we  will  have  "  nought  to  do,'* 
but  when  measures  are  in  contemplation  which  are  likely  to  operate  upon 
every  grade  of  society,  from  that  of  the  general  officer,  who  is  commanded 
hence  from  the  soft  luxuries  of  fashionable  life,  down  to  the  sphere  of  the 
humble  peasant,  who  lured  to  enlistment  by  the  spirit  stirring  drum,  or  the 
bunch  of  bright  ribbons  that  stream  from  the  recruiting  Serjeant's  cap,  bids 
**  good  bye"  to  his  cottage  hearth,  and  the  tears  of  his  "  rosy  Hannah,"  we 
cannot  look  on  in  silence.  Be  it  known  therefore,  that  it  is  our  intention 
to  devote  an  occasional  page  to  those  movements  of  the  British  army 
which  are  likely  to  prove  of  interest  to  our  readers,  especially  to  such  of 
them  as  may  chance  to  have  relatives  or  friends  in  any  way  identified 
therewith  or  likely  to  become  so.  We  commence  these  notices  with  a 
selection  of  passages  from  the  metropolitan  newspapers,  showing  the 
*'  moves"  which  are  about  to  be  made  in  the  opening  of  the  "  game."

It  is  reported  in  the  best  military  circles,  that  20,000  men  are  to  be  added  to 
the  present  strength  of  the  army.  A  less  number,  it  is  said,  would  not  afford  the 
necessary  reinforcements  for  America,  and  enable  us  to  relieve  the  regiments  in 
the  East,  whose  periods  of  service  have  expired. — Times. 

We  understand  that  the  First  Regiment  of  Life  Guards,  as  well  as  the  bat- 
talion of  Foot  Guards  now  stationed  at  Windsor,  have  received  orders  from  the 
Horse  Guards  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  for  foreign  service.  This  has 
caused  a  great  sensation,  as  we  may  naturally  presume  it  will  cause  a  vacancy  in 
a  high  office  in  her  Majesty's  household. — Post. 

An  order  from  the  Horse  Guards  was  received  in  garrison  yesterday  morning, 
for  volunteers  to  serve  in  Canada,  with  a  bounty  of  one  guinea  to  each  man. 
The  order  was  promptly  read  on  parade  to  the  Twenty -fith  Regiment,  at  the 
New  Barracks,  when  fifty  active  fellows,  including  several  of  the  Grenadier 
Company,  turned  out  without  hesitation,  and  offered  their  services  to  the 
Eleventh  and  Seventy-third  Regiments,  which  are  the  troops  specified  in  the 
despatch  ;  and  to  join  their  ranks  these  volunteers  all  embark  next  week  at  Cork, 
on  route  to  Gibraltar,  where  the  Eleventh  and  Seventy-third  are  to  await  orders 
for  Canada.  The  Twenty-fifth  will  supply,  at  least,  an  hundred  volunteers,  as 
the  Horse  Guards'  invitation  is  gone  out,  this  morning,  to  the  detachment  at 
Bruff,  Rathkeale,  and  Newcastle. — Limereck  CJvronicle. 

Several  parties  are  under  orders  for  Lincolnshire,  and  other  parts  of  the 
country  to  recruit  for  the  Foot  Guards  ;  the  usual  standard  for  which  is  five  feet 
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ten  inches,  but  has  been  reduced  one  inch,  that  is  to  say,  to  five  feet  nine  inches, 
to  expedite  the  completion  of  the  number  of  men  required. 

Three  squadrons,  selected  from  the  King's  Dragoon  Guards  and  7th  Hussars, 
are  to  be  sent  to  Canada.  The  first  battalion  of  the[Grenadier  Guards  are  to  re- 
place the  2nd  battalion  of  the  same  regiment  at  Windsor,  the  latter  being  under 
orders  for  Canada.  We  heard  a  whisper  of  some  contemplated  resignations  in 
the  Guards  in  consequence  of  being  under  orders  for  America ;  but  we  trust,  for 
the  honour  of  the  service,  that  the  report  may  be  incorrect.— Times. 

Major-General  Sir  W.  Macbean  has  been  appointed  to  a  command  in  Canada ; 
and  Major-General  Sir  James  Macdonnell  is  to  command  the  brigade  of  Guards. 
These  appointments  will  create  two  vacancies  in  Irish  districts. 

The  Asmy. — Her  Majesty's  ships  Cornwaliis,  74,  and  Rainbow,  28,  have 
sailed  from  Bermuda  to  the  West  Indies,  for  the  purpose,  it  is  supposed,  of  em- 
barking troops  for  Halifax.  The  85th  Light  Infantry  have  left  New  Brunswick 
for  Canada,  and  the  34th  Regiment  have  qeen  ordered  to  replace  them  from  Nova 
Scotia.  The  P3rd  Highlanders  and  the  draughts  intended  for  the  regiments  in 
Canada  are  to  proceed  without  any  delay  to  Halifax ;  but  the  cavalry  and  the 
brigade  of  Guards,  and  the  23rd  and  71st  Regiments  are  to  go  direct  to  Quebee> 
and,  in  consequence  cannot  embark  till  late  in  March)  as  the  St.  Lawrence  is 
not  navigable  before  May.  The  officers  of  the  Guards,  destined  for  Canada,  had 
granted  to  them  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  yesterday,  a  leave  of  absence  for 
six  weeks.^— Morning  Paper.

The  number  of  goodly-looking  volumes  which  have  lately  issued  from 
the  press,  and  are  piled  up  before  us — biding  their  time,  give  promise  of 
many  a  long  and  pleasant  sitting  as  the  months  progress,  Those  of  them 
that  appear  to  merit  special  notice  shall  have  a  hearing  in  due  course. 
The  merry  doings  of  Christmastide  have  not  permitted  us  to  enter  upon 
the  serious  perusal  of  such  works  as  Crokers  Memoirs  of  the  Irish 
Rebel — Holt,  or  Sir  John  Barrow's  Life  of  Earl  Howe,  rich  as  they  seem 
in  entertaining  and  instructive  matter ;  nor  have  the  lighter  works  of  fic- 
tion, court  gossip,  and  romance,  that  have  proceeded  from  New  Burlington 
and  Great  Marlboro'  Streets,  possessed  charms  sufficiently  potent  to  dispel 
the  dinner  dreams  which  have  haunted  our  study  since  the  25th  of  last 
month.  Here  are,  however,  two  or  three  novelties  among  the  birds  of 
passage  which  demand  a  passing  note ;  so  put  on  the  Yule  log,  bring  in 
fresh  candles,  and  leave  us  to  the  company  of  our  monthly  visitors, — the 
first  of  which,  announcing  itself  to  appear  every  fortnight  has  "  No.  I."

Parbury's  Oriental  Herald, 

A  magazine  this  that  cannot  fail  being  particularly  acceptable  to  our  Anglo- 
Indian  friends.  It  undertakes  to  give  a  full  and  satisfactory  digest  of 
whatever  relates  to  Eastern  affairs,  and  if  the  present  number  is  to  be 
taken  as  a  "sample  for  all  the  rest,"  we  doubt  not  that  "rest"  will 
stretch  far  into  the  future.  In  addition  to  very  copious  accounts  of  the 
proceedings  and  transaction  of  our  several  Indian  settlements,  we  have  in 
the  number  now  before  us  an  amusingly  written  paper  by  Emma  Roberts, 
en  the  Choice  of'  a  Cabin,  which  we  especially  commend  to  the  notice  aud 
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perusal  of  those  "  fair  friends"  who  may  be  meditating  a  voyage  to  either 
of  the  three  Presidencies.  The  second  original  article  on  the  Baghis  of 
Celebes  abounds  in  interesting  particulars  respecting  the  present  state, 
manners,  and  customs  of  these  dwellers  in  the  Indian  Archipelago,  and 
details  a  number  of  curious  and  important  circumstances  connected  with 
their  past  history.  We  have  no  space  for  lengthened  extracts,  but 
transcribe  the  following  for  the  honor  of  the  sex  to  which  it  refers: — 
"  The  women,  who  are  generally  extremely  well-formed,  enjoy  a  degree  of 
freedom  rarely  met  with  among  the  Natives  of  the  East.  They  are  not 
excluded  from  the  chieftainship  ;  and  it  a  female  chief  marries,  she  does 
not  transfer  her  authority  to  her  husband.  They  even  sometimes  command 
the  fleets  ;  and  one,  who  has  the  character  of  a  keen  trader,  has  visited 
Singapore  annually  for  several  years  past."  Altogether,  this  new  Oriental 
Herald  promises  to  become  a  very  useful,  and,  in  many  respects,  a  valuea- 
ble  addition  to  our  periodical  literature. 

Our  eld  friend, 

The  Analyst, 

is  again  before  us,  and  courts  a  brief  review.  The  present  number  is 
a  right  good  one.  Subjects  well  selected,  and  cleverly  handled,  testify  the 
care  and  ability  employed  upon  the  work.  Divi  Botanici,  the  leading  article, 
«,nd  the  first  of  a  promised  series  of  Sketches  of  Botanists,  whose  names 
-are  commemorated  in  the  appellations  of  plants,  is  a  well  conceived  thought, 
"vshich  if  well  executed,  maybe  rendered  exceedingly  instructive.  There  is 
&n  affectation  of  fine  writing  however  in  the  present  paper  quite  out  of 
place,  and  which  sadly  mars  its  effect;  for  example,  speaking  of  the  Chironica 
ijentaurium,  the  Writer  remarks — "  Here  the  most  honored  of  man  among 
the  first  men  of  a  regenerated  world,  and  the  instructor  of  men  im- 
mortalized in  the  annals  of  primeval  nations,  Chiron  the  Centaur,  retains 
-a  two-fold  tribute  of  veneration,  &c."  This  Cambyses-vein  is  perfectly 
ludicrous  in  contributions  ^having  reference  to  subjects  of  science,  and 
'convert  an  otherwise  clever  and  learned  sketch  into^ verbose  nonsense, 
The  other  papers  in  the  work  are  well  written,  and  will  be  read  with 
pleasure  according  to  the  taste  and  dispositions  of  those  to  whose  tastes 
and  dispositions  they  are  respectively  addressed.  To  the  general  reader, 
We  recommend  Intellectual  Montroslty ,  as  deserving  his  particular  attention; 
the  argument  is  witily  and  forcibly  illustrated. 
The  January  number  of  the 

Naturalist 

next  comes  to  hand,  and  bespeaks  a  kindly  notice  ;  for  our  affections  are 
still  with  the  green  fields  and  the  wild-wood,  the  frozen  pool  and  the 
sparkling  rivulet,  and  all  the  redolent  associations  of  early  youth.  A 
•change  has  indeed  since  then  come  o'er  the  spirit  of  our  dream  ;  but  still, 
though  now  indifferent  spectators  of  the  pursuits  and  occupations  of 
younger  spirits,  rather  than  participators  in  their  studies  and  pastimes,  we 
can,  fortunately,  derive  pleasure  from  the  perusal  of  sketches  of  nature  and 
natural  scenery,  such  as  are  contained  in  the  pages  of  this  delightful  maga- 
zine. We  speak  -as  well  of  its  former  numbers  us  of  the  present,  all  of 
which  abound  in  illustrations  of  natural  history  in  the  most  enlarged  and 
comprehensive  sense  of  these  words-.  The  extreme  brevity  of  some  of  the 
'essays  renders  them  often  jejune  and  unsatisfactory,  but  there  is  a  homeli- 
ness -about  the  general  vein  with  which  we  are  much  pleased.    Indeed,  V£ 
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know  not  when  we  have  been  more  interested  than  we  have  with  the 
account  given  in  this  number  of  a  young  cockoo  taken  in  the  nest  of  a  pair 
of  wagtails,  as  well  as  with  other  anecdotes  and  observations  scattered 
throughout  the  work.  The  extracts  from  foreign  Journals,  and  the 
chapter  on  Miscellanies  are  replete  with  important  and  interesting  facts, 
all  tending  to  illustrate  the  progress  of  Natural  History,  and  the  dis- 
coveries of  science  generally.  Two  beautiful  engravings  of  Linets  adorn 
tills  new  number  of  the  Naturalist. 


CURIOUS  EASTERN  CUSTOMS. 

I  know  nothing  more  entertaining — or  indeed  interesting — than 
the  customs  and  manners  of  various  nations ;  among  which  such 
extraordinary  things  occur,  that  were  they  not  well  authenticated 
one  would  be  inclined  to  consider  them  altogether  fabulous.  Out 
of  a  vast  number  of  curious  things,  which  I  have  extracted  from 
various  publications,  I  select  a  few  for  the  amusement  of  the 
readers  of  the  "Looker-On." 

  A  BOOKWORM. 

Lav/. — There  is  a  custom  in  the  Birman  Empire  (of  the  Peguse),  when 
an  action  happens  between  two  persons,  both  are  plunged  under  water  ; 
and  he  who  continues  the  longer  under  water  gains  the  cause.  The  other 
becomes  the  Emperor's  slave,  or  must  lie  on  his  back  three  days  and  nights 
with  his  neck  in  the  stocks,  without  meat  and  drink,  besides  paying  a  heavy 
fine.    Hear  this,  ye  litigious  ! 

The  Trumpet. — The  Emperor  of  the  Peguse,  who  considers  the  Sun  as 
his  brother,  and  the  Moon  and  Stars  as  his  near  relations,  after  he  has 
dined,  orders  a  trumpet  to  be  blown,  to  signify  to  all  his  slaves,  as  he 
terms  other  kings  of  the  earth,  that  they  may  go  to  dinner,  because  their 
lord  has  already  dined.    How  considerate  ! 

Lawyers. — Among  the  Siamese  no  man  is  suffered  to  prosecute  another, 
either  in  a  civil  "or  criminal  cause,  without  giving  security  to  make  the 
charge  good.  [A  most  excellent  maxim.]  And  every  judicial  process  is 
managed  by  the  parties  themselves,  no  such  profession  as  that  of  a  lawyer 
being  allowed. 

A  Settling  Pjll. — One  mode  of  settling  a  dispute  among  the  Siamese 
is  by  medicine.  A  priest  administers  to  each  of  the  parties  a  pill,  consist- 
ing of  materials  of  an  emetic  quality;  and  the  testimony  of  the  person  who 
retains  the  pill,  without  throwing  it  off  his  stomach,  is  considered  as 
unquestionably  true.  Sometimes  both  plaintiff  and  defendant  are  thrown  to 
E.tyger,  when  the  cause  is  decided  by  the  superior  good  fortune  of  one  of 
the  contending  parties.  This  custom  is  not  unlike  that  practised  in  this 
country,  only  the  animal  is  a  shark  instead  of  a  tyger. 

True  Hospitality. — Thieves  and  beggars  are  not  known  in  Cochin- 
China  ;  all  have  ample  means  of  living.  It  is  customary  for  travellers  to 
go  into  any  house,  and  refresh  themselves  without  invitation,  thanks,  or 
inquiry  ;  they  are  fellow- creatures,  and,  on  that  account,  always  received 
as  friends.    A  foreigner  would  be  admitted  on  the  same  terms,  and  treated 
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with  still  greater  kindness.  May  the  wealthy  of  our  land  take  a  hint  from 
this  custom,  and  consider  the  needy  as  their  fellow-creatures,  and  treat 
them  as  friends 

A  King's  Funeral. — When  a  King  dies  in  Tonquin,  the  royal  corpse 
lies  in  state  sivty-Jivc  days,  during  which  his  table  continues  to  be  served 
as  when  he  was  alive  ;  the  meat  being  distributed  every  evening  among 
the  priests  and  poor  people  [who  cry  in  their  hearts,  '*  Oft  may  the  King 
die."]  A  splendid  procession  then  commences  towards  the  burial-place, 
which,  though  but  two  days'  journey,  is  seldom  performed  in  less  than 
seventeen.  The  great  officers  are  obliged  to  mourn  (?)  three  years,  the 
gentry  six  months,  and  the  common  people  three  ;  and  no  public  diver- 
sions are  permitted  for  three  years  after  the  funeral.  What  a  deadly  lively 
place  Tonquin  must  be  on  these  occasions. 


RAILWAYS. 

Birmingham  and  Gloucester  Railway. — The  works  upon  this  line  are  now 
rapidly  and  steadily  progressing.  In  consequence  of  the  greater  part  of  the  land 
throughout  the  line  having  been  purchased,  the  engineer  has  had  it  in  his  power 
to  select  and  begin  first  upon  those  points  requiring  the  longest  time  for  com- 
pletion. The  plan  of  ooerations  has  been  laid  down,  with  a  view  of  completing, 
and  opening  to  the  public,  within  the  period  of  eighteen  months,  an  integral  and 
profitable  portion  of  the  line  connecting  Cheltenham,  Tewkesbury,  Worcester, 
and  Droitwich,  and  within  the  period  of  three  years  finishing  the  entire  work. 
Contracts  have  been  made  on  favourable  terms,  for  the  works  at  Cheltenham, 
Bredon  near  Tewkesbury,  Eckjngton  near  Pershore,  Barnt  Green  near  Brooms- 
grove,  and  King's  Heath,  and  Moseley,  near  Birmingham,  and  are  being  pro- 
ceeded with  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner  possible.  With  respect  to  the 
works,  a  plan  has  been  adopted  which,  so  far  as  it  has  gone,  has  given  equal 
satisfaction  to  the  Directors  and  the  contractors  they  have  engaged.  Instead  of 
the  various  descriptions  of  work  in  the  earth,  masonry,  iron,  and  fencing  being 
lumped  together,  and  let  in  one  entire  contract,  they  have  been  divided  and  let  to 
parties  more  particularly  conversant  with  each  description  of  work.  This 
division  of  the  contracts,  too,  has  enabled  the  Directors  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
local  strength  of  the  country,  and  on  the  most  satisfactory  terms.  This  line  is 
very  favourably  circumstanced  in  the  geological  formation  of  the  country  through 
which  it  passes.  The  line  of  junction  between  the  red  sand-stone  formation,  and 
that  of  the  lias,  runs  for  several  miles  parallel  to  the  line  of  railway,  affording 
excellent  building  material  within  a  few  hundred  yards  of  the  line,  while  the  rail- 
way excavations  and  embankments  are  kept  within  the  dry  and  good  materia] 
furnished  by  the  marl,  and  soft  stone.  When  completed,  the  Birmingham  and 
Gloucester  Railway  will  be  one  of  the?  most  important  lines  of  railway  in  the 
kingdom.  Gloucester  is  the  port  from  whence  Birmingham  and  its  densely  popu- 
lated neighbourhood  receive  their  chief  supplies,  whilst  the  railway  is  the  direct 
and  only  line  of  communication  between  the  North  and  West  of  England.  The 
traffic  which  has  been  most  carefully  taken,  gives  a  result  not  inferior  to  that  of 
the  Grand  Junction  line,  and  that  it  will  be  completed  within  its  subscribed 
capital  of  £950,000.,  stands  not  only  upon  the  well-considered  opinion  of  the 
engineer,  Captain  Moorsom,  but  upon  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Locke  also,  to  whom 
the  whole  of  the  estimates  have  been  lately  referred. — Railway  Magazine.

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COURT  GOSSIP. 


Wednesday,  January  Mth,  1S38. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  Queen,  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  and  the  Royal  suite  arrived 
here  yesterday,  the  Royal  mind  having  undergone  a  change  in  its 
purpose  respecting  the  intention  of  passing  an  additional  fortnight 
or  three  weeks  at  Windsor.  This  is  scarcely  to  be  wondered  at, 
as  during  this  inclement  weather  the  majestic  dullness  of  the 
Castle  can  have  but  little  attraction  for  the  buoyant  spirit  of  the 
youthful  Sovereign.  A  day  or  two  previous  to  her  departure  the 
Queen  received  avisit  from  Lord  Liverpool  and  his  daughter  Lady  C. 
Jenkinson,  a  very  esteemed  friend  of  Her  Majesty.  Her  Ladyship 
held  an  appointment  in  the  household  of  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  but 
the  ministerial  veto  was  put  against  her  being  transferred  to  the 
regal  establishment,  Lord  Liverpool  being  conservative. 

The  Premier  had  an  audience  of  the  Queen  immediately  after  her 
arrival  in  town,  his  Lordship  having  left  Windsor  on  Saturday. 
The  Duke  of  Cambridge  also  arrived  in  town  yesterday  from  Mid- 
dleton  Park,  the  seat  of  Lord  Jersey,  where  His  Royal  Highness 
has  been  staying  a  week — ^the  Duchess  and  Prince  George  re- 
maining in  town.  All  the  Ministers  duly  made  their  appearance 
according  to  my  last  letter,  and  there  are  fresh  arrivals  of  im- 
portance taking  place  every  day.  So  Christmas  festivities  are 
scarcely  over  before  the  London  season  begins.  Truly,  it  is  likely 
to  be  an  eventful  one.  It  will  be  some  time  before  any  levee's  or 
drawing  rooms  take  place— probably  not  before  March  or  April. 
Queen  Adelaide's  February  drawing  rooms  used  to  punish  the 
ladies  who  attended  them  very  much — >half  of  them  used  to  be  laid 
up  with  severe  colds  in  consequence.  But  it  is  most  likely  the 
Queen  will  receive  the  officers  of  the  brigade  about  to  go  to 
Canada  to  "take  leave."  By  the  bye,  the  exchanges  effected  just 
now  from  the  Guards  is  a  subject  of  much  quiz.  There  certainly  is  a 
great  difference  between  Hyde  Park  and  Lower  Canada. 

The  report  so  generally  current  about  the  institution  of  a  new 
order  of  knighthood  to  supply  the  vacancy  in  the  royal  patronage 
of  honor  caused  by  the  passing  away  of  the  Guelphic  order  from  the 
Crown  of  England,  is,  to  use  the  mildest  phrase,  very  premature. 
Such  a  subject  may  have  been  talked  of,  but  the  project  has  as  yet 
taken  no  shape,  neither  has  any  official  person  been  consulted  on 
it.  An  order  of  Merit  no  doubt  can  be  very  well  and  usefully  em- 
ployed at  the  British  Court — '.he  Bath  being  essentially  and  exclu- 
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sively  a  military  order  (Civil  Knights  Grand  Crosses  being  the 
exceptions),  is  not  applicable.  So  that  the  founding  of  a  new 
order  is  not  at  all  improbable  ;  but  at  present  nothing  has  been 
determined  on.  It  is  most  likely  that  if  founded  at  all,  it  will  be 
founded  at  the  coronation,  when  honors  are  generally  distributed 
with  considerable  liberality. 

Her  Majesty  purposes  visiting  the  two  patent  theatres,  and  the 
Opera  Buffa  very  shortly,  but  not  in  state.  The  Dowager  Queen  is 
expected  in  town  in  about  a  month,  about  which  time  the  Royal 
German  Chapel  which  adjoins  Marlborough  House  will  be  re- 
opened, it  having  undergone  a  thorough  repair.  The  Ministers 
held  two  long  Cabinet  Meetings  on  Saturday  and  Monday  to  make 
final  arrangements  for  the  meeting  of  Parliament. 

The  appointment  of  Lord  Durham  as  Governor,  Captain  Gene- 
ral, Vice-Admiral,  and  High  Commissioner  of  all  our  North 
American  Provinces  has  taken  every  one  by  surprise ;  the  negocia- 
tions  of  the  Ministry  with  his  Lordship  were  managed  with  the 
utmost  secrecy — not  the  slighest  whisper  was  suffered  to  escape. 
It  excites  much  curiosity  to  see  how  this  appointment  will  be 
treated  by  my  Lord  Brougham,  who  having  committed  himself  to 
a  very  decided  anti-ministerial  opinion  on  the  Canada  question,  is 
likely  to  do  anything  but  "  gloze  and  natter"  Her  Majesty's  govern- 
ment on  the  appointment  of  his  rival  to  a  place  of  such  trust  and 
responsibiliy. 

Young  Kean  again  repeated  his  performance  of  Hamlet  at  Drury 
Lane  on  Monday.  It  is  a  delineation  of  great  power  and  discrimi- 
nation, but  it  is  only  in  one  or  two  instances  that  the  spectator 
loses  the  consciousness  that  it  is  acting  he  is  witnessing.  Perhaps 
there  is  not  a  greater  proof  of  the  genius  of  the  father,  than  the 
feeling  which  has  been  excited  by  the  performance  of  the  Son  ;  for 
I  much  question  if  Mr.  C.  Kean  had  re-appeared  as  Mr.  Any- Body- 
else,  the  same  result  would  have  followed  at  the  close  of  his  per- 
formance— to  use  the  Elder  Kean's  expressive  words,  Ci  the  pit 
rose  at  him/' and  the  waving  of  hats  and  handkerchiefs  testified  the 
enthusiasm  of  the  audience.  His  acting  was  the  finest  in  the 
scene  between  himself,  his  Mother,  and  the  Ghost,  and  in  the 
"  play"  scene.  Here  he  fully  and  richly  deserved  all  the  applause 
he  received.  The  wit  and  bitter  sarcasm  of  Hamlet  were  delivered 
with  great  force  and  point  throughout  the  whole  performance. 
Perhaps  Mr.  Kean's  Hamlet  is  the  finest  now  on  the  stage ;  at  any 
rate  Macready's  is  the  only  one  that  can  be  put  in  competion 
with  it. 

No  one  has  seen  the  Queen  to-day.  Lord  Durham  will  not  be 
presented  on  his  appointment  until  the  Address  is  voted  by  the 
Lords.  It  is  impossible  to  give  you  an  idea  of  the  astonishment 
created  by  this  appointment,  as  it  was  generally  understood,  even  in 
Ministerial  circles,  that  Lord  William  Bentinck  was  to  have  been 
the  pacificator  of  Canada.    Indeed,  it  is  still  whispered  that  his 
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Lordship  ivas  proposed  in  the  Cabinet^  where  his  proposed  ap- 
pointment was  considered  by  some  to  be  desirable  on  account  of 
his  being  a  military  mam.  and  therefore  best  qualified  to  cope  with 
the  difficulties  of  the  station  ;  but  it  was  considered  by  the  majority 
that  the  appointment  of  an  Ultra-Radical  would  go  a  long  way 
towards  stopping  the  mouths  of  certain  e-  patriots"  at  home,  whose 
i^oise  was  becoming  rather  troublesome.    Such  is  the  gossip.

SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Weather  has  throughout  the  past  week  been  severe  and  winterly, 
liard  frost,  light  snow  showers,  and  bleak  and  biting  easterly  winds  having 
uniformly  prevailed.  The  thermometer  has  on  several  occasions,  in  ex- 
posed situations  and  during  the  night,  been  down  as  low  as  9  of  Fahren- 
heit, 23  degrees  below  the  freezing  point.  The  barometer  has  kept  uni- 
formly high,  and  there  is  still  every  indication  of  a  continuance  of  the 
present  sharp  weather.  Many  houses  throughout  the  town  are  expe- 
riencing great  inconvenience  for  want  of  water,  the  service  pipes,  where 
at  all  exposed  to  the  action  of  the  cold,  having  been  frozen  for  some  days 
past,  and  the  cisterns  being  in  a  like  condition.  Indeed  should  the  frost 
continue  for  another  week,  but  few  houses  depending  on  the  hill  water  for 
their  supplies,  will  be  in  the  enjoyment  of  this  important  necessary  of 
life. 

The  Cheltenham  Annuaire  for  1838  has  at  length  made  its  appear- 
ance, and  we  doubt  not  will  be  found  an  extremely  useful  publication  for 
all  the  purposes  of  local  and  general  reference.  The  plan  of  the  work  has 
been  considerably  altered  from  that  of  last  year,  and  many  matters  con- 
nected with  the  town  and  county  embraced  which  were  not  included  in 
the  Annuaire  for  1837.  We  shall  notice  its  contents  more  fully  next 
week. 

The  Poor  of  Cheltenham  are  happily  exempt  from  many  of  the  mise- 
ries which  their  fellows  are  subject  to  in  most  other  large  towns,  where 
wretchedness  and  literal  starvation  are  ever  attendant  upon  a  hard  winter. 
Still  the  severe  weather  of  the  past  fortnight  must  have  been  bitterly  felt 
by  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  affluent  town,  and  much  suffering  and 
privation  experienced  which  a  slight  exertion  of  benevolence  might  have 
relieved ; — indeed  we  know  it  for  a  fact,  that  there  are  at  present  many 
families  in  want  of  every  necessary  of  life  in  consequence  of  the  husbands 
being  unable,  during  the  present  frost  and  snow,  to  obtain  employment, 
and  to  whom  a  few  coals  and  potatoes  would  be  au  acceptable  boon.  We 
observe  that  in  Bath,  and  other  similar  places,  societies  have  been  formed, 
and  are  already  in  active  operation,  for  affording  such  seasonable  relief  to 
the  poor  and  destitute  as  is  here  suggested,  and  we  cannot  for  a  moment 
suppose  that  any  want  of  funds  for  this  object  would  be  experienced  in 
Cheltenham,  provided  some  benevolent  individuals  would  devote  themselves 
to  their  administration. 

The  Sports  of  the  Chase  having  been  brought  to  a  check  for  a  time 
liy  the  frost,  the  patrons  and  supporters  of  these  amusements  have  hcera 
occupying  themselves  with  arrangements  for  the  field  so  se©n  as  ever  the 
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weather  breaks,  and  we  are  likely  in  consequence  to  have  many  additional 
matches  and  more  splendid  fields  than  Cheltenham  has  for  a  long  time 
-  witnessed.  The  spring  steeple  chases  are  fixed  to  take  place  either  the 
last  week  in  March  or  the  first  in  April.  Lord  Segrave  has  again  ac- 
cepted the  office  of  umpire,  and  the  number  and  character  of  the  horses 
which  are  expected  to  start  will  ensure  a  fine  day's  sport.  The  ground, 
the  choice  of  which  rests  with  his  Lordship,  will,  of  course,  not  be  named 
until  the  time. 

A  Sporting  Affair  is  expected  to  come  off  on  Friday  the  15th  of 
February,  near  the  Race  Horse,  between  the  Mr.  Robinson's  mare  "  First 
Turn  Out,"  and  Mr.  Dangerfield's  grey,  "Neck  or  Nothing,"  for  £100. 
Two  miles  over  the  wall  country,  and  the  ground  to  be  chosen  by  Colonel 
Charritie,  who  is  the  umpire.  The  horse  is  the  favorite,  but  several  very 
good  judges  are  fond  of  the  mare.  We  understand  this  will  be  followed 
by  several  other  matches  over  the  same  ground,  to  make  up  a  complete 
day's  sport.  This  being  a  close  entry  no  horses  can  be  entered  at  the  post, 
so  that  those  gentlemen  who  wish  to  enter  must  name  the  day  before. 

The  Cheltenham  Stag  Hounds  will  be  ready  to  take  the  field  again 
immediately  the  ground  is  in  a  state  fit  jfor  hunting,  which  of  course  at 
present  is  quite  out  of  the  question. 

The  Swindon  Railway  is  again  agitating  the  town,  and  an  effort  has 
been  made  in  the  last  number  of  the  Cheltenham  Chronicle  to  arouse  the 
inhabitants  to  a  sense  of  the  danger  which  threatens  their  "  vested  inte- 
rests" in  consequence  of  the  passing  of  this  measure  through  Parliament, 
and  the  now  proposed  amendment  of  the  original  act,  for  the  purpose  of 
extending  the  time  specified  for  completing  the  line  to  Cheltenham,  and 
in  lieu  thereof  making  that  portion  only  which  shall  connect  Cirencester 
with  the  Great  Western  Railroad.  Our  opinion  of  this  scheme  and  of  the 
effects  that  must  follow  upon  its  construction  has  long  been  upon  record  ; 
and  at  a  time  when*  our  motives  of  opposition  to  the  measure  were  misre- 
presented, and  our  advocacy  of  a  better  line  misconstrued,  we  pointed  cut 
to  the  attention  of  the  town  those  very  consequences  which  appear  now  to 
excite  its  alarm.  That  for  the  welfare  of  Cheltenham  the  best  line  of 
communication  with  the  Metropolis  ought  to  be  had,  there  cannot  be  a 
question,  and  common  interest  ought  to  unite  all  parties  to  procure  such  a 
line  if  it  be  possible.  The  prst  should  be  all  forgotten,  and  a  strenuous 
effort  yet  made  to  preserve  for  the  future  that  ancient  line  of  traffic  and 
thoroughfare  upon  which  so  much  of  the  prosperity  of  the  place  has  hitherto 
depended. 


METEOROLOGY  AND  THE  WEATHER-PROPHETS. 

Numberless  have  been  the  devices  had  recourse  to  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  tire  changes  of  the  weather,  and  weatherwise 
prophets  have  abounded  in  every  age,  and  among  every  people. 
However  frequently  indeed  coming  events  may  have  cast  their 
shadows  before,  and  have  revealed  the  supernatural  to  the  ken  of 
the  seer  and'the  secondslghted;  the  approaching  tempest  has  baffled 
prediction  until  the  moment  of  its  arrival,  and  the  meteorological 
character  of  the  morrow  has  remained  a  mystery  until  its  name  has 
been  changed  to  yesterday.      The  speculations  of  our  forefathers 
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were  limited  in  this,  as  in  other  branches  of  natural  philosophy,  to 
a  few  meagre  observations  on  certain  animate  and  inanimate  objects 
around  them,  in  which  they  saw — or  thought  they  saw — indications 
of  atmospheric  changes  :  the  soaring  of  the  raven  and  the  cackling 
of  the  goose  were  their  barometers  for  predicting  a  fine  or  a  foul 
day,  and  the  sum  of  their  foreknowledge  was  included  in  such  pro- 
found axioms  as — 

*'  The  evening  red  and  the  morning  grey, 
Are  sure  signs  of  a  fair  day." 

Nor  did  they  trouble  themselves  to  search  beyond.  The  declaration 
that  the  wind  should  blow  where  it  listed,  but  that  none  should 
tell  whence  it  came,  or  whither  it  went,  was  considered  as  deter- 
mining the  question  as  one  beyond  the  reach  of  the  human  under- 
standing, and  therefore  precluding  the  necessity  of  enquiry, 
Latterlv,  however,  the  wind  and  the  weather  have  been  seriously 
"  brought  to  book/5  and  a  new  science  has  arisen,  having  especial 
reference  to,  and  cognizance  of,  their  changes  and  variations.  All 
these  have  been  carefully  registered — facts  have  been  collected — ■ 
observations  multiplied,  in  the  hope  and  expectation  that  haply  here- 
after some  sage  philosopher  may  be  enabled  to  deduce  from  them  a 
satisfactory  theory,  explanatory  of  those  atmospheric  phenomena 
which  have  hitherto  baffled  investigation;  and  so  determine  the 
cause  of  the  wind.  Impatient  of  the  slow  progress  made  by  a 
theory  which  required,  for  its  demonstration,  the  observations  of  a 
long  series  of  years,  and  an  extensive  geographical  range,  more 
than  one  bold  spirit  has  already  laid  claim  to  the  glory  of  having 
discovered  the  secret  for  which  it  was  declared  such  vast  prospec- 
tive labors  were  required.  The  madcap  weather,  which  for  centu- 
ries was  believed  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Moon's  changes,  has 
now  ceased  to  be  lunatic,  and  is  declared  to  be  moved  and  regu- 
lated by  some  subtle  astral  or  electrical  agencies. 

The  great  Herschei,  with  a  modesty  becoming  the  disciple  of 
Newton,  unable  to  satisfy  himself  as  to  the  causes  which  most 
powerfully  operated  upon  the  changes  of  the  weather,  undertook  a 
long  series  of  observations,  in  order  to  ascertain  if  they  bore  any 
intimate  dependence  upon  the  changes  of  the  Moon,  to  which  they 
were  then,  by  universal  consent,  ascribed.  The  result  of  these 
observations  showed,  at  best,  but  a  probable  connexion;  and  cer- 
tainly no  determinate  law  of  coincidence  was  discovered.  A  table 
was  however  drawn  up  by  this  great  philosopher,  in  which  this 
probable  connexion  between  the  Moon  and  the  weather  was  shown, 
and  thereby  submitted  to  the  test  of  future  experience.  Dr.  Adam 
Clarke  subsequently  verified  HerschePs  table  by  many  years  of 
actual  observation,  and  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  it  approaches 
so  near  the  truth  as  seldom  or  never  to  fail.  The  fundamental 
principle  of  HerschePs  table  is  this, — that  the  neater  to  midnight 
the  changes  of  the  Moon,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  until  the 
next  change  occurs;  the  nearer  to  noon,  the  foulea ;  the  interven- 
ing Ik  ours  between  each  feeing  influenced  hfa  and  dependent  upcms 
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the  winds  which  may  prevail  at  the  time.  This  table,  since  its 
republication  by  Dr.  Clarke  in  The  Methodist  Magazine,  has  been 
so  frequently  printed  in  the  almanacs  and  other  similar  works,,  that 
we  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  reprint  it  again  here. 

But  the  weather-prophets  who  have  recently  occupied  the  largest 
share  of  public  attention  and  curiosity  are  Messrs.  Morrison  and 
Murphy.  The  former  gentleman  (a  resident  of  Cheltenham)  has 
for  the  last  few  years,  under  the  assumed  name  of  ZadkieL  pub- 
lished an  almanac,  in  which  he  fearlessly  predicts,  not  merely  the 
changes  of  the  weather,  but  the  course  of  events  in  general,  by 
reference  to  the  positions  of  the  planets,  to  each  of  which  is  ascribed 
some  peculiar  atmospherical  influence;  in  other  words — Astrology. 
The  latter  (Mr.  Murphy)  is  also  the  author  of  an  almanac,  devoted 
exclusively  to  meteorology,  and  to  predictions  concerning  the 
weather,' — the  causes  which  act  upon  and  regulate  the  changes 
thereof  he  claims  to  have  discovered,  and  considers  himself  there- 
fore in  a  condition  to  foretell  the  peculiar  meteorological  phenomena 
which  will  characterize  every  day  throughout  the  year.  Now,  as 
in  a  climate  so  changeable  as  ours  it  is  frequently  of  the  very  first 
consequence  that  we  should  be  able  to  know,  beforehand,  the  kind 
of  weather  which  will  occur  on  any  particular  day,  we  naturally 
feel  disposed  to  take  advantage  of  whatever  discoveries  are  made  on 
the  subject,  purporting  to  supply  the  required  knowledge  ;  that,  if 
based  in  truth,  they  may  become  extensively  available ;  and  if  in 
error,  exploded  as  soon  as  possible.  For  this  purpose,  therefore,  we 
have  determined  to  put  the  predictions  of  Lieut.  Morrison  and  Mr. 
Murphy  fairly  to  the  test  of  experience  during  the  current  year ; 
and,  by  placing  them  each  week  in  juxtaposition  with  the  actual 
results,  enable  our  readers  to  judge  whether  either  has  any  just 
claim  to  the  honor  for  which  he  contends, — of  being  wiser  in  his 
generation  than  the  mere  commonplace  observer  of  nature.  In 
order  to  render  these  results  as  accurate  as  possible,  we  have 
obtained  the  assistance  and  cooperation  of  one  of  the  best  practical 
meteorologists  of  the  day  ;  who  has  kindly  undertaken  to  furnish 
the  Looker- On  with  a  weekly  table,  in  which  the  predictions  of 
each  prognosticator  and  the  results  will  be  fairly  and  honestly 
given,  and  a  reference  made  throughout  to  the  theory  of  Herschel, 
as  explained  in  the  table  already  referred  to.  By  these  means  we 
hope  to  render  an  important  service  to  the  cause  of  science,  and 
afford  some  amusement  as  well  as  profitable  conversation  to  our 
readers.  Having  omitted  to  commence  these  meteorological 
"returns"  in  the  last  number  of  the  Looker-On,  as  should  have 
been  done,  we  this  week  include  the  results  of  a  fortnight,  in  order 
to  begin  with  the  first  day  of  the  year.  It  is  probable  that  at  the 
end  of  each  month  we  may  offer  a  brief  summary,  but  in  general 
the  tallies  will  he  presented  without  note  or  comment  until  the 
close  of  the  year,  when  the  whole  will  be  subjected  to  analytical 
review.

Mr.  Looker-On, — Having  just  learned  that  the  98th  anniversary  of 
the  Madrigal  Society  will  take  place  on  Thursday  next,  it  is  my  intention 
to  go  to  London  for  the  purpose  of  attending  it,  and  you  may  calculate  on 
receiving  an  account  of  the  proceedings  next  week,  which  I  hope  will 
prove  interesting  to  your  readers  now  they  have  heard  so  much  respecting 
these  ancient  compositions.  I  concluded  my  last  article  with  some  beauti- 
ful lines  on  Content  ;  I  cannot  do  better  than  commence  this  with  another 
charming  stanza  on  the  same  subject  ;  it  is  No.  204  in  Mr.  Ohphant's 
collection,  and  set  to  music  by  Wilbye. 

Happy,  O  !  happy  he,  who  not  affecting 
The  endless  toils  attending  worldly  cares  ; 

With  mind  reposed,  all  discontents  rejecting, 
Jn  silent  peace  his  way  to  heaven  prepares, 

Deeming  this  life  a  scene,  the  world  a  stage 

Whereon  man  acts  his  weary  pilgrimage. 
Tobacco. — It  appears  from  the  following  account  this  this  "  delicious 
Weed"  was  deemed  worthy  of  being  praised  so  early  as  the  time  of  Eliza- 
beth, about  the  middle  of  whose  reign  it  was  introduced  into  this  country 
by  Sir  F.  Drake,  who  "  being  instructed  by  the  Indians,  used  it  against 
crudities  of  the  stomach,  and  certes  since  that  time  it  is  grown  so  frequent 
in  use,  and  of  such  price,  that  many,  nay  most  part,  with  an  unsatiable 
desire  do  take  it,  drawing  into  their  mouths  the  smoke  thereof,  through  a 
pipe  made  of  earth,  making  the  nose  serve  for  an  Indian  chimney  ;  some 
for  wantonness,  or  rather  fashion's  sake  ;  others  for  health's  sake  ;  inso- 
much that  shops  are  set  Up  in  a  greater  number  than  either  ale  houses 
or  taverns."  {Annates  of  Elizabeth.)  Paul  Hentzner,  who  visited  this 
country  in  1598,  confirms  the  above  account,  and  concludes  by  observing 
that  "  they  draw  the  smoke  into  their  mouths,  which  they  puf  out  again 
through  their  nostrils,  like  funnels  /"  The  following  is  one  of  the  many 
eulogiums  written  about  that  time,  on  this  herb  :  it  was  set  to  music  bv 
M.  Este. 

O  metaphysical  tobacco  ! 
Fetch'd  as  far  as  fam'd  Morocco, 
Thy  searching  fume  exhales  the  rheum, 
O  metaphysical  tobacco  ! 
Beaumont  too  thus  celebrates  it  in  a  poem,  called  "  The  Triumphs  of 
Tobacco  over  Sack  and  Ale  :" — 

The  poets  of  old  many  fables  have  told 

Of  the  gods  and  their  symposia, 
But  tobacco  alone,  had  they  known  it,  had  gone 
For  their  nectar  and  Ambrosia. 
The  opinion  of  my  Belles  is  widely  different  from  these  authors  )  for,  on 

my  reading  the  above  lines  to  them,  one  wrote  the  following  declaration:  

I  had  rather  salute  an  old  donkey  by  far 
Than  the  monkey  who  constantly  smokes  a  cigar. 
Beauty.  —No.  234  is  in  praise  of  beauty,  and  is  set  to  music  by 
T.  Bateson,  respecting  which  Burton  observes,  "  Although  beauty  be  the 
common  object  of  all  love,  yet  believe  it,  there  is  nothing  so  amiable  and 
fair  as  virtue.  No  painter,  nor  graver,  nor  carver  can  express  its  lustre  \ 
it  is  an  inward  beauty  which  we  see  with  the  eyes  of  our  hearts."  [What  a 
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beautiful  idea.]  It  is  reported  of  Magdalen,  Queen  of  France,  wife  of 
Lewis  the  Eleventh,  who  was  a  native  of  Scotland,  that  walking  forth  one 
evening  with  her  ladies,  she  espied  Mons.  Alanus,  an  old  hardfeatured 
man,  fast  asleep  in  a  bower,  and  kissed  him  ;  when  the  young  ladies 
laughed  at  her  for  it.  On  which  she  observed,  that  it  was  not  his  person 
that  she  did  kiss  or  reverence,  but  the  divine  beauty  of  his  soul. 

Morning. — The  following  beautiful  lines,  descriptive  of  the  dawning 
day,  will,  I  am  sure,  be  read  with  pleasure. 

Sister,  awake,  close  not  your  eyes, 

The  day  its  light  discloses, 
And  the  bright  morning  doth  arise

See  the  clear  sun,  the  world's  bright  eye 

In  at  our  window  peeping, 
Lo  !  how  he  blusheth  to  espy 
Us  idle  creatures  sleeping. 
Woman's  Tears. — When  I  read  the  following  observations  on  Madrigal 
No.  249,  which  commences  thus, — 

One  woman  scarce  of  twenty 
But  hath  of  tears  great  plenty. 
I  thought  my  Belles  would  have  scratched  my  eyes  out ;   they  vowed  that 
they  would  burn  the  book  if  they  could  get  at  it.     Burton  says  "  As  much 
pity  is  to  be  taken  of  a  woman  weeping  as  of  a  goose  going  barefoot.  They 
will  crack,  counterfeit,  and  collogue,  with  handkerchiefs   and  wrought 
nightcaps,  purses,  posies,  and  such  toys;  and  when  nothing  else  will  serve, 
their  last  refuge  is  in  tears,  which  they  have  at  command :  or  they  can 
weep  with  one  eye,  and  laugh  with  the  other  ;  and  how  shall  a  young 
novice  thus  beset  escape  ?    Believe  them  not."    In  a  play,  by  Decker,  the 
following  lines  occur,  which  my  lasses  say  are  a  crying  shame.  ; — 
Trust  not  a  woman  when  she  cries, 
For  she'll  pump  water  from  her  eyes 
With  a  wet  finger,  and  in  faster  showers 
Than  April  when  he  rains  down  on  the  flowers. 
Lady's  Hair. — The  following  will  make  up,  in  some  measure,  for  the 
foregoing;  it  is  Madrigal  No.  251,  set  by  Bateson  : — 
Have  I  found  her  ?  O  rich  in  finding  ! 

Goddess-like  for  to  behold, 
Her  fair  tresses  seemly  binding 
In  a  chain  of  pearl  and  gold. 
Chain  me,  chain  me,  O  most  fair, 
Chain  me  to  thee  with  that  hair. 
On  which  Mr.  Oliphant  observes,  "  Next  to  the  eyes  the  hair  is  considered 
to  possess  the  greatest  power  over  a  lover's  heart ;  and  upon  the  authority 
of  most  poets  from  Homer  downwards,  that  of  a  light  colour  receives  the 
highest  admiration.    In  England,  she  whose  hair  was  like  threads  of  gold, 
and  in  Scotland,  the  lassie  wi  the  lint  white  locks,  have  been  equally  cele- 
brated."   It  really  was  quite  laughable  to  see  my  vain  girls  when  I  read 
this  to  them.    Each  of  them  applied  her  pliant  fingers  to  her  flowing  locks, 
and  those  who  possessed  the  approved  colour  looked  with  a  triumphant 
sneer  on  those  whose  locks  were  of  the  raven  hue.    But  I  must  conclude, 
in  order  to  make  preparations  for  my  trip  to  Town,  whence  you  shall  hear 
occasionally  from  me,  during  my  stay  there  ; — mean  time  "Good  bye,  and 
joy  be  wi'  ye,"

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MISCELLANEA. 

Death  op  the  Earl  of  Eldon. — On  Saturday  last,  at  his  house  in 
Hamilton  Place,  died  the  Right  Hon.  John  Scott,  Earl  of  Eldon,  in  his 
87th  year.  His  lordship  was  born  on  the  4th  of  June,  1751,  at  New- 
castle-upon-Tyne; and  in  1766  entered  at  Oxford,  at  University  College, 
of  which  he  subsequently  became  a  fellow  ;  and  in  1771  he  obtained  the 
Chancellor's  prize  for  the  English  Essay.  In  1773  he  married  Elizabeth, 
(the  late  lady  Eldon,  who  died  in  June,  1S31),  daughter  of  Aubone 
Surtees,  Esq..  and  in  the  same  year  entered  as  a  student  in  the  Middle 
Temple,  and  was  called  to  the  bar  in  1776,  and  was  made  King's  Council 
in  1783.  In  the  year  178S  Mr.  Scott  was  appointed  Solicitor-General, 
and  knighted,  and  made  Attorney-General  in  1793.  In  1799  he  was  ap- 
pointed Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  and  created  a  peer  by  the  title 
of  Baron  Eldon  of  Eldon,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Durham.  In  the  year 
1801  Lord  Eldon  became  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Great  Britain,  but  re- 
signed the  Great  Seal  in  February,  1806  ;  he  was  re-appointed  in  April, 
1807,  from  which  period  he  continued  to  hold  that  office  until  1827,  being 
altogether  a  period  of  nearly  25  years.  In  July,  1821,  he  was  created 
Earl  of  Eldon  and  Viscount  Encombe,  in  the  County  of  Dorset,  in  the 
peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  office  of  High  Steward  of  the 
University  of  Oxford  was  held  by  Lord  Eldon  from  1801.  His  lordship 
was  the  younger  brother  of  the  late  Right  Hon.  Sir  William  Scott,  Baron 
Stowell.  His  lordship  was  attacked  with  no  particular  complaint,  but  sunk 
under  a  gradual  decay  of  nature.  His  lordship  was  attended  during  his 
illness  by  his  daughter,  lady  Frances  Bankes.  Lord  Eldon  has  left  two 
daughters,  lady  Francis  Bankes  and  lady  Elizabeth  Repton,  the  wife  of  Mr. 
Repton,  the  architect,  and  is  succeeded  in  the  title  by  his  grandson,  John 
Viscount  Encombe,  born  December  10,  1805,  and  married  October  1,  1831, 
to  the  Hon.  Louisa  Duncombe  (second  daughter  of  Lord  Feversham),  born 
November  10,  1807.  His  lordship  (the  present  Earl)  has  two  daughters, 
one  aged  three-and-a-half  years,  the  other  two  years.  His  lordship  is  the 
only  son  of  the  late  Hon.  John  Eldon,  who  died  in  1805  (eldest  son  of  the 
late  Chancellor)  and  Henrietta  Elizabeth,  only  daughter  of  the  late  Sir 
Matthew  Ridley,  bart.  This  lady  was  re-married  to  James  William  Ferrar, 
Esq.,  Master  in  Chancery.  The  Chancellor  had  another  son,  the  Hon. 
William  Henry  John,  barrister-at-law,  who  died  in  July  1833,  at  the  a°-e 
of  37.  '  & 

Destruction  of  the  Paris  Italian  Opera  House. — The  fire  broke 
out  in  all  its  violence  at  about  half-past  12  on  Sunday  night,  after  the 
representation  of  Don  Giovanni,  which  had  only  concluded  at  half-past  1 1 . 
In  a  short  space  of  time  the  crowds  collected  on  the  Boulevards,  and  the 
parts  surrounding  the  theatre,  were  immense,  but  thanks  to  the  prompt  in- 
tervention of  the  firemen  and  the  troops  of  the  line,  which  is  so  praise- 
worthy and  so  admirably  conducted  in  all  that  concerns  the  public  welfare 
at  Paris,  order  was  preserved,  and  a  great  part  of  the  property  of  the  opera, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  surrounding  houses,  which  were  in  great  danger,  was 
preserved  by  the  zeal  of  their  exertions.  The  work  of  destruction  was  in 
the  mean  time  going  on  ;  and  on  the  blaze  which  lit  up  the  whole  of  the 
surrounding  portion  of  Paris,  it  could  not  for  a  long  time  be  distinguished 
to  what  extent  the  flames  had  spread.  The  efforts  of  the  firemen  having 
been  so  much  hindred  in  obtaining  water  by  the  sharp  frost,  the  whole  of 
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the  theatro,  which  about  2  o'clock,  exhibited  one  mass  of  flames,  was  given 
over.  The  labours  of  the  persons  employed  were  chiefly  directed  to  cutting' 
off  the  fire  from  the  houses  at  the  back  of  the  establishment  and  fronting 
the  Boulevards,  and  in  this  tremendous  effort  they  succeeded  almost  en- 
tirely, but  not  till  towards  morning.  Several  of  them  perished  during  this 
night  of  desolation,  and  among  the  other  lives  lost,  which,  however,  appear 
to  have  been  fewer  than  was  first  stated,  was  M.  Severini,  the  acting- 
manager,  who  lodged  in  the  upper  floor  of  the  building,  and  who  endea- 
voured to  make  his  escape  by  tying  together  the  sheets  and  blankets  of  his 
bed.  It  appears,  however,  that  one  of  the  knots  tied  slipped,  and  the 
unfortunate  gentleman  was  dashed  to  pieces  in  his  fall.  During  the  whole 
of  the  night,  and  during  the  greater  part  of  the  following  day,  the  public 
were  entirely  prevented  from  approaching  to  any  moderate  distance  of  the 
scene  by  the  troops  stationed  on  the  Boulevards;  and  all  I  have  been  able 
to  see,  from  viewing  the  theatre  as  far  as  one  can  get  access  to  it  in  the 
narrow  streets  which  surround  it,  is,  that  the  walls  are  still  standing, 
though  completely  gutted,  and  still  emitting  volumes  of  smoke.  As  late 
as  four  o'clock,  when  I  quitted  the  Boulevards,  to  write  you  this  hasty 
account,  the  fire  was  not  entirely  got  under,  although  so  much  subdued  as 
to  permit  the  property  which  had  been  conveyed  from  the  shops  abutting 
on  the  theatre  to  be  restored  to  the  respective  owners.  Reports  are 
already  afloat  in  Paris  that  directions  have  been  given  by  Louis  Phillip  that 
the  representations  of  the  Italian  Opera  should  be  continued  at  the  great 
Opera  House,  but  it  is  still  doubtful  whether  the  loss  of  all  the  music  will 
not  suspend  the  performances  altogether. — Correspondent  of  the  Morning 
Herald. 


MILITARY  MOVEMENTS. 

Colonel  Sir  George  Teesdale  goes  out  in  command  of  the  three 
squadrons  of  the  King's  Dragoon  Guards  to  Canada. 

Major  Hall,  late  of  the  Staff  Corps,  appointed  to  a  peculiar  service  in 
Canada,  has  sailed  for  that  colony. 

Neither  the  15th  Hussars,  7th  Fusiliers,  nor  either  battalion  of  the 
Rifle  Brigade,  are  under  orders  for  America,  as  stated. 

It  is  currently  reported  that  the  expedition  intended  for  Canada  will  fall 
very  little  short  of  10,000  men. 

We  are  enabled  to  contradict  the  report  that  Lord  Saltoun  is  to  have  the 
command  of  the  Guards  destined  for  Canada.  This  gallant  officer  would, 
no  doubt,  have  gladly  availed  himself  of  the  offer  if  it  had  been  made  to  him, 
but  the  duty  has  necessarily  devolved  on  those  who  are  seniors  to  him  in  the 
service.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


Wednesday,  January  24th,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

Last  evening  the  Queen  visited  the  Opera  Buffa ;  the  perform- 
ances were  Donizetti's  Beth/  and  the  first  act  of  Ricci's  Scaramuccia. 
The  Duchess  of  Kent  did  not  accompany  Her  Majesty  who  was 
attended  by  the  Duchess  of  Sutherland,  Lady  Portman,  Lords 
Conyngham  and  Headfort,  Colonel  Grey  and  Miss  Murray.  The 
Queen  to  avoid  the  notice  of  the  crowd  occupied  the  middle 
carriage  instead  of  the  last  as  has  hitherto  been  the  custom,  and 
so  passed  into  the  theatre  unnoticed.  Lord  Darham  kissed  hands 
on  his  appointment  on  Saturday,  and  he  and  his  Countess  have 
since  dined  with  Her  Majesty.  He  does  not  take  his  departure 
for  Canada  until  the  navigation  of  the  St.  Lawrence  be  opened. 
The  Queen  held  a  Privy  Coucil  yesterday  for  the  purpose  of 
declaring  the  number  of  sailors  at  present  serving  in  Her  Majesty  s 
fleet— ^a  mere  formality,  and  for  refusing  assent  to  certain  bye  laws 
passed  by  a  provincial  corporation.  The  Premier,  the  Colonial 
and  Home  Secretaries  and  Lord  Hill  had  each  audiences,  who  no 
doubt  laid  before  Her  Majesty  whatever  official  particulars  had 
been  received  of  the  highly  successful  operations  of  Sir  John 
Colborne. 

Lord  Gosford  and  Sir  Francis  Head  are  to  come  home  together. 
The  recall  of  the  latter  has  been  strongly  alluded  to  in  Parlia- 
ment, but  all  the  Ministers  remained  obstinately  silent.  But  close 
as  all  official  mouths  are  shut  on  this  subject,  a  whisper  has  been 
suffered  to  escape,  which  is  to  the  following  effect :  that  Sir 
Francis  Head  had  a  quarrel  with  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Colony, 
which  rose  to  such  a  height,-  that  the  home  Government  were 
required  to  recall  either  the  one  or  the  other,  and  that  the  Ministry 
decided  upon  the  Governor — -wisely  or  not  remains  to  be  proved. 
As  this  is  the  first  hint  at  a  cause  for  the  removal  of  this  officer, 
perhaps  it  is  worthy  some  attention,  though  it  is  impossible  to  say 
what  degree  of  credit  is  to  be  attached  to  it,  such  is  the  secrecy 
observed.  However,  Sir  Francis  is  not  a  man  to  have  much 
mysterv  about  anything,  and  when  he  arrives  no  doubt  there  will 
be  a  full  explanation. 

By  the  deaths  of  Lord  El  don  and  Lord  Farnborough  two 
pensions  fall  in.  The  late  Lord  Farnborough  was  a  great  patron 
of  the  Fine  Arts,  and  was  always  consulted  by  George  the  Fourth 
about  such  matters.  His  Lordship,  in  conjunction  with  the  late 
Sir  George  Beaumont,  hart.,  was  mainly  instrumental  in  the 
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forming  of  our  National  Gallery.  Both  had  repeated  interviews 
with  the  Sovereign  on  the  subject.  At  length  a  sort  of  compact 
was  made  by  the  four  following  gentlemen,  viz.,  Lord  Farnborough, 
Sir  George  Beaumont,  the  Rev.  Hoilwell  Carr,  and  Mr.  Rogers, 
that  if  a  National  Gallery  was  established,  they  would  at  their 
deaths  bequeath  their  valuable  private  collections  to  it.  Sir  George 
Beaumont  died  first,  and  by  his  will  redeemed  his  pledge ;  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Carr  followed  and  did  likewise.  These  two  collections 
were  made  at  a  cost  of  £60,000  to  the  testators ;  and  it  is  fully 
expected  that  the  late  Lord  Farnborough's  will,  by  his  last  testa- 
ment have  fulfilled  his  implied  obligation.  His  Lordship  was  a 
Civil  Grand  Cross  of  the  Bath,  and  held  office  for  a  very  long  time 
under  Lord  Liverpool  as  Paymaster  of  the  Forces. 

There  are  several  changes  in  the  diplomatic  world.  Baron 
Ompteda,  the  Hanoverian  Minister  during  the  late  reign,  arrived 
here  on  Sunday  night  to  wind  up  his  affairs.  Baron  Munchausen, 
the  present  accredited  Minister  from  King  Ernest,  arrived  yester- 
day. Prince  Soutzo,  the  new  Grecian  Minister,  has  been  here 
some  days.  On  dit  that  M.  Tricoupi,  the  former  Minister,  is  to  be 
accredited  to  the  Ottoman  Court.  Baron  Bulow  has  arrived,  and 
paid  his  respects  to  the  Foreign  Secretary  on  his  return  from  leave 
of  absence.  The  American  Minister  is  daily  expected  to  arrive 
from  Paris. 

There  is  a  report  very  confidently  circulated  that  Lord  Durham 
has  made  it  a  condition  of  his  taking  office,  that  neither  he  nor  his 
private  secretary  should  receive  any  salary.  It  has  not  escaped 
the  memory  of  a  great  many  people,  that  when  the  Whigs  came 
into  office  the  Duke  of  Richmond  and  a  certain  other  nobleman 
formally  announced  they  would  not  accept  their  salaries,  and  all 
the  Whigs  and  whiglings  were  in  ecstacies  at  such  exalted  and  dis- 
interested patriotism.  Every  thing  went  on  famously  till  the  first 
year's  accounts  came  to  be  passed,  when  it  was  discovered  that  the 
salaries  in  question  had  been  paid  or  pocketed.  In  reply  to  the 
explanation  which  was  demanded  by  all  parties,  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  said  that  these  noblemen  had  been  prevailed  on 
to  accept  their  salaries,  because  it  was  found  that  it  would  be 
iry'mious  to  the  public  service  for  them  not  to  do  so.  Lord 
Durham  will,  perhaps,  recollect  the  part  he  played  in  this  affair, 
and  therefore  that  people  will  wait  until  the  first  year  of  his 
government  is  expired  before  they  give  credence  to  the  reports  of 
his  Lordship's  extraordinary  disinterested  conduct. 

Her  Majesty  held  a  Court  to-day,  at  which  she  received  Prince 
Soutzo  who  delivered  his  credentials.  M.  Tricoupi,  the  ex-minister, 
took  his  leave  of  the  Queen,  and  will  depart  in  a  few  days  for  Paris. 
Baron  Bulow,  who  by  the  bye  is  a  great  favourite  both  at  this  Court 
and  his  own,  was  presented  on  his  return  from  Prussia.  Lord 
Palmerston  was  the  Secretary  of  State  on  this  occasion.  There 
was  no  other  business  transacted.  The  Queen  had  a  small  dinner 
party  as  usual.    It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  say  that  the  report, 
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prevalent  some  time  since,  of  the  severe  illness  and  even  death  of 
the  King  of  Prussia,  is  totally  void  of  foundation. 

There  has  been  some  talk  of  a  matrimonial  engagement  between 
the  present  Earl  of  Clonmell  (who  has  just  succeeded  to  the  title 
by  the  death  of  his  father)  and  Miss  de  Burgh,  only  daughter 
of  Lord  Downes.  The  young  lady  is  very  pretty,  and  may  very 
fairly  be  considered  as  one  of  the  belles  of  the  British  Court.  The 
newspapers  too  are  busy  getting  up  a  similar  engagement  between 
the  Marquis  of  Douro,  eldest  son  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  and 
Miss  Burdett  Coutts.

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METEOROLOGY  AND  THE  WEATHER  PROPHETS. 

We  resume  our  meteorological  observations,  and  rejoice  to  find,  from 
the  testimony  of  many  of  our  readers,  that  the  plan  we  have  adopted,  of 
publishing,  week  by  week,  a  fair  and  impartial  summary  of  the  state  of 
the  weather,  contrasted  each  day  with  the  predictions  of  its  prophets,  has 
met  with  such  very  general  approbation.  Since  our  last,  one  kind  friend 
has  directed  our  attention  to  Herschel's  Table,  and  referred  us  to  the 
declaration  of  Dr.  Adam  Clarke,  that  Herschel  was  not  its  real  author.  It 
may  be  so.  For  ourselves,  however,  we  think  Dr.  Clarke's  statement  by 
no  means  conclusive  on  the  point,  and  therefore  beg  to  retain  Herschel's 
name  as  the  author,  until  some  other  philosopher  establishes  a  superior 
claim.  Our  only  anxiety  is  fairly  and  honestly  to  test  the  three  systems 
at  present  most  generally  advocated,  and,  by  placing  in  juxta-position  the 
actual  results,  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  which  of  them  approaches  nearest 
to  the  truth,  that  so  we  may  have  something  like  substantial  data  where- 
from  to  estimate  the  pretensions  put  forth,  on  a  matter  hitherto  involved 
in  utter  doubt  and  uncertainty.

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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Severe  Frost  left  us  on  Sunday  last,  much  to  the  annoyance  of 
the  skaters  and  the  coal  merchants,  but  to  the  infinite  delight  of  most 
other  persons,  not,  of  course,  excepting  those  whose  pumps  and  cisterns 
were  frozen,  and  whose  water  pipes  have  since  showed  "  many  a  rent  and 
fissure."  According  to  Mr.  Murphy,  the  "  favorite"  in  the  last  race, 
Saturday,  the  20th  of  January  was  to  be  the  coldest  day  of  the  season, 
and  sure  enough  it  was  so,  the  mercury  in  most  of  the  thermometers 
having  on  the  morning  of  that  day  fallen  down  to  6,  and  even  5,  of  Fah- 
renheit.* On  Sunday  morning  the  temperature  of  the  weather  underwent 
a  change  ;  a  violent  east  wind  sprung  up,  shifting  occasionally  to  the 
south  east,  and  at  dawn  a  large  flight  of  sea  fowl  was  driven  before  it  in  a 
direction  north  east  over  the  town.  It  was  curious  to  watch  the  efforts  of 
these  feathered  voyagers  to  beat  up  against  the  storm — now  drifting  be- 
fore the  gale,  and  anon  wheeling  round  and  round  in  vain  attempts  to  face 
its  fury.  The  wind  continued  to  blow  with  great  violence  all  day  Sunday, 
veering  constantly  to  the  south,  and  in  the  afternoon  brought  upon  its 
genial  wing  a  most  acceptable  thaw,  accompanied  with  soft  rains,  which 
fell  at  intervals  throughout  the  night,  dissolving  the  snow,  which  in  the 
course  of  the  ensuing  twelve  hours,  well  nigh  wholly  disappeared, 

And  the  fresh  earth  once  more 

Smiled  in  the  morning  sun. 

Monday  was  a  very  mild  and  beautiful  day,  so  also  was  Tuesday  ;  but 
at  night  the  frost  again  returned,  and  has  continued  with  great  severity 
ever  since. 

The  Master  of  the  Ceremonies'  Winter  Bali  takes  place  on  Mon- 
day, when  v\  e  expect  to  see  the  Assembly  Rooms  thronged  with  fashiona- 
ble company.  The  estimation  in  which  Captain  Kirwan  is  held  throughout 
the  town,  as  well  by  visitors  as  residents,  gives  assurance  that  the  ap- 
proaching ball  will  equal  either  of  those  which  in  former  seasons  have 
acquired  for  these  annual  fetes  such  deserved  celebrity,  and  rendered  them 
so  eminently  attractive. 

The  Philharmonic  Society,  which  a  few  weeks  ago  we  announced  as 
forming,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Uglow,  the  talented  organist  of  St. 
James's  Church,  has  determined  upon  giving  its  first  public  concert  on 
Thursday  next.  A  preliminary  rehearsal  among  the  members  took 
place  on  Thursday,  the  18th,  which,  we  are  informed,  proved  highly  satis- 
factory, and  augured  favorably  of  the  Society's  capabilities. 

The  Literary  and  Philosophical  Institution  resumes  its  lectures 
on  Tuesday  evening  next,  when  Dr.  Theodore  Boisragon  is  expected  to

*  We  perceive  by  Mr.  Moss's  table  that  the  lowest  point  indicated  by  his  thermometer 
was  1 2  degrees,  but  as  this  gives  rather  the  temperature  of  the  High  Street,  in  one  of 
its  most  sheltered  situations,  than  that  of  the  town  generally,  we  prefer  adopting  the 
indications  of  thermometers  suspended  in  other  and  more  exposed  situations,  the  majo- 
rity of  which  gave  the  above  results.  Few  thermometers  stood  on  Friday  night  higher 
than  nine  degrees,  and  several  were  down  as  low  as  four  ;  and  in  one  fixed  on  the  lawn 
of  the  Montpelliev  Gardens,  the  mercury  had  fallen  at  day  break  on  Saturday  morning  as 
low  as  two  degrees,  thirty  degree*  below  the  freezing  point.

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MISCELLANEA. 

Death  of  the  Earl  op  Clonmel. — Intelligence  was  received  in  Town 
on  Saturday  of  the  demise  of  the  above  noble  Lord,  at  his  family  seat* 
Aston,  Oxford,  on  Thursday,  after  a  severe  illness  of  several  weeks.  His 
Lordship  was  in  his  55th  year,  having  been  born  the  15th  of  August  1783. 
In  1789  he  succeeded  his  father,  first  Earl  of  Clonmel,  who  was  Attorney- 
General  of  Ireland,  and  afterwards  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  King's  Bench, 
and  who  was  created  Baron  Earlsfort  in  1784,  and  was  created  Earl  of 
Clonmel  in  1793.  In  February,  1805,  the  deceased  Lord  was  united  to 
Lady  Harriett  Greville,  daughter  of  the  late,  and  sister  of  the  present 
Earl  of  Warwick  and  Countess  of  Aylesford,  by  whom  he  leaves  a  nume- 
rous familv.  He  is  succeeded  in  his  title  and  estates  by  Viscount  Earls- 
fort, now  Earl  of  Clonmel,  who  is  in  his  21st  year.  The  late  noble  Earl> 
accompanied  by  Viscount  Earlsfort,  visited  his  estates  in  Ireland  last 
autumn,  but  since  his  return  to  Aston  has  been  gradually  declining  in 
health. — Times. 

Lord  Farnborough,  whose  death  has  been  announced,  was  in  his  78th 
year.  His  Lordship  was  Trustee  of  the  British  and  Hunterian  Museums, 
was  President  of  the  Committee  for  Inspection  of  National  Monuments, 
and  a  Commissioner  of  the  Duchy  of  Cornwall.  He  was  raised  to  the 
peerage  in  1826.  His  Lordship  had  no  children.  Lord  Farnborough 
was  appointed  joint  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  1800,  a  Lord  of  the 
Treasury  in  1804,  and  subsequently  Paymaster- General  of  the  Forces, 
which  office  he  resigned  on  his  elevation  to  the  peerage.  The  noble  Lord 
sustained  a  shock  so  severe  by  the  demise  of  Lady  Farnborough,  that  it  is 
said  he  did  not  recover  it.  He  was  a  personal  friend  of  the  two  last  mo- 
narchs,  and  was  consulted  on  all  subjects  relative  to  the  palaces  at  Windsor 
and  at  Pimlico. — Standard. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  have  granted  to  the  Royal  Astronomical 
Society  £500  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  repeating  the  celebrated  and 
interesting  experiment  of  the  late  Mr.  Cavendish,  for  determining  the 
mean  density  of  the  earth,  and  for  considering  the  practicability  of  which 
a  committee  was  appointed  about  two  years  since.  The  apparatus  is  at 
present  in  the  course  of  erection  at  Mr.  Baily's  house,  and  as  soon  as  it  k 
completed  the  experiments  will  be  commenced. — Government  Paper.

GLANCES  AT  THE  WORLDS  OF  LITERATURE,  SCIENCE,  AND  ART. 


The    Cheltenham   Annuaire,   and   Directory    of   the  Resident 
Gentry  and  Tradespeople  por  1838.* 

The  second  volume  of  this  Cheltenham  Annual  is  now  before  us,  and  will 
remain  on  the  table  of  our  study  the  year  through ;  its  contents  rendering 
it  almost  indispensable  as  a  book  of  reference  for  the  town  and  neighbour- 
hood. This  object  has  been  especially  kept  in  view  by  the  Editor,  who,  in 
order  to  render  it  more  complete  as  such,  has  curtailed  the  design  of  those 
literary  and  scientific  papers  which  obtained  for  his  last  year's  volume  so 
high  a  character  among  the  Annuals  of  the  Kingdom,  Individually,  we 
regret  this  change ;  for  though  the  book  may  become  more  useful,  it 
assuredly  is  not  improved  in  other  respects.  The  Directory  has  been  con- 
siderably enlarged,  and  not  merely  embraces  the  names  and  addresses  of 
the  resident  Gentry,  but  includes  also  most  of  the  Professors,  Tradespeople, 
&c.  &c. ;  each  forming  a  separate  chapter  in  the  work.  A  list  of  the 
House  of  Commons  is  this  year  also  introduced,  and  a  great  number  of 
local  additions  made  which  it  is  not  necessary  here  to  particularize,  as  we 
observe  they  are  fully  given  in  the  publisher's  advertisements.  The  first 
Original  Essay  is  by  the  Editor,  and  enters  into  a  statistical  survey  of  the 
rise  and  progress  of  Cheltenham  during  the  present  century,  illustrative  of 
which  it  furnishes  much  curious  and  interesting  information.  From  this 
portion  of  the  Annuaire,  which  probably  may  not  be  in  the  hands  of  all  our 
readers,  we  shall  make  an  extract  or  two  as  "  a  sample."  Describing  the 
rapid  encrease  of  the  town,  the  writer  adduces  the  Delabere  property,  pur- 
chased by  the  late  Henry  Thompson,  Esq.,  as  an  illustration. 

"  Upon  that  portion  of  the  Delabere  estate  purchased  by  the  late  Henry  Thomp- 
son, comprising  the  present  Lansdown,  Montpellier,  Suffolk,  and  Sandford  dis- 
tricts of  Cheltenham,  there  were  in  the  year  1801,  when  the  purchase  in  question 
was  made,  but  two  fwuses — Gallipot  Farm,  since  converted  into  Suffolk  House, 
and  Westhall.  Upon  this  self-same  portion  of  property  there  are  now  between 
eight  and  nine  hundred,  a  large  portion  of  which  are  quite  of  the  first  class,  which, 
according  to  the  average  number  of  5£  persons  to  each  house,  would  alone  give 
a  population  of  between  four  and  five  thousand.  There  are,  moreover,  at  the 
present  time,  sixty  houses  in  course  of  erection  on  this  same  land,  or  which  have 
been  so  recently  finished  as  not  yet  to  have  been  inhabited.  Still  southward, 
and  entering  the  borders  of  Leckhampton  Parish,  the  conversion  of  fields  and 
meadows  into  houses  and  other  buildings,  has  been  of  late  years  going  on  to  a 
very  considerable  extent ;  and  Park  Place,  Tivoli,  and  the  Park,  with  the  more 
densely  populated  districts  on  either  side  of  the  Tram-road,  and  right  and  left  of 
the  Bath  Road,  have  all  started  into  existence  within  a  period  surprisingly  short, 
and  where,  a  few  years  back,  scarcely  a  single  respectable  residence  was  to  be 
found. 

"  Precisely  the  same  results  have  obtained  in  the  case  of  the  property  around 
what  was  once  the  Sherborne  Spa,  on  the  scite  of  which  one  of  the  noblest  hotels 
in  Europe  is  now  being  erected.  Thirty  years  ago,  from  High  Street  to  this 
spot,  it  was  all  a  barren  swamp  !  Effects  similar  in  every  respect  promise,  ere 
long,  to  reward  the  enterprising  spirit  of  Mr.  Pitt,  whose  property  on  the  north

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side  of  the  town  will,  in  all  probability,  twenty  years  hence,  be  as  densely  popu- 
lated as  are  the  Montpellier  and  Imperial  now. 

"These  have  been  a  few  of  the  causes  which,  within  the  last  six-and-thirty 
years,  have  contributed  to  the  increase  of  Cheltenham  in  a  ratio  almost  unprece- 
dented. Prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  present  century,  we  have  no  accurate 
data  wherefrom  to  estimate  its  rise  and  progress,  though  conjecture  and  inference 
supply  much  that  is  interesting,  as  to  its  state  and  condition  during  the  period 
of  its  infancy,  as  a  watering  place.  Some  curious  examples  may  however  be 
quoted,  illustrative  of  the  appearance  which  it  presented  in  the  year  1800,  in  con- 
trast with  what  it  is  at  present.  The  season,  as  it  is  called,  was  then  considered 
to  last  four  months,  commencing  with  the  first  of  June,  and  terminating  with 
the  thirtieth  of  September ;  and  during  this  period  the  lodgings  throughout  the 
town  were  charged  double  what  they  were  in  the  spring  and  autumn.  The  mail 
from  London  arrived  at  eleven  in  the  morning,  and  left  on  its  return  at  a  quarter 
past  four.  Now,  the  same  mail  arrives  at  seven  o'clock,  and  does  not  leave  until 
eight  in  the  evening.  In  the  year  here  referred  to,  the  celebrated  Dr.  Jenner 
appears  to  have  been  the  only  resident  physician  practising  in  the  town.  There 
were  five  surgeons,  one  chemist  and  druggist,  and  five  attorneys.  The  contrast 
of  1837  gives  us  seventeen  physicians,  twenty-seven  surgeons,  twenty  chemists 
and  druggists,  and  thirty  attorneys  ! 

"  In  the  following  year,  1801,  the  national  census  determined  exactly  the  state 
of  Cheltenham  at  that  time  :  and  from  this  we  find  that  the  number  of  its  popu- 
lation was  then  3076  ;  its  inhabited  houses  710.*  Of  these  seven  hundred  and 
ten  houses  however,  it  is  more  than  probable  that  by  far  the  greater  number 
were  of  a  very  poor  description,  consisting  of  the  cottages  of  labourers  and  per- 
sons employed  in  agriculture  :  since  we  find  that  five  years  subsequent  to  this 
return,  namely,  in  the  August  of  1806,  there  were  in  Cheltenham  only  494 
houses  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  assessed  to  the  poor  rate ;  and  in  the  tyth- 
ings  of  Naunton,  Westhall  and  Sandford,  Alstone  and  Arle,  but  nineteen  ;  and 
the  entire  amount  of  a  rate  of  ninepence  on  houses,  and  one  shilling  on  land, 
only  produced  £299.  2s.  8d.  As  a  contrast  to  this,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  a 
poor  rate  granted  for  the  township  and  hamlets  in  December,  1837,  ol  fourpence 
on  houses  and  land,  amounted  to  no  less  a  sum  than  £3011.  13s.  4d.,  the  total 
number  of  houses  assessed  being  about  four  thousand. 

"  A  few  examples  from  the  assessments  for  these  two  rates  may  not  be  unin- 
teresting, and  will,  moreover,  serve  to  illustrate  the  immense  increase  which, 
within  the  intervening  period  had  taken  place  in  the  value  of  property  in  Chel- 
tenham. 

"  The  Plough  Hotel  was  in  the  rate  of  1806  assessed  at  £65.  In  the  rate  of  1837 
it  is  assessed  at  £1500. 

"  Suffolk  House,  then  occupied  by  Lord  Suffolk,  was  rated  at  £39.  It  is  now 
rated  at  £300. 

"  St.  Margaret's,  the  residence  of  Colonel  Carrington  Smith,  was  in  1806  as- 
sessed at  £15.    In  1837  at  £300. 

"  Ihe  County  of  Gloucester  Bank  in  1806  was  assessed  at  £130. f  In  1837  it  is 
rated  at  £150. 

"Mr.  Gardner's  Brewery,  from  an  assessment  in  1806  of  £18.,  has  increased 
in  1837  to  an  assessment  of  £500. 

"  The  property  purchased  by  the  late  Henry  Thompson  of  the  Rev.  J.  De  la 
Bere,  situate  in  the  tythings  of  Alstone  and  Westhall,  Naunton  and  Sandford, 
and  to  which  we  have  already  directed  attention,  was  in  1806  assessed  at  £100., 
and  paid  to  the  poor  rate  £5.  The  same  rate  charged  upon  this  property  now 
amounts  to  the  large  sum  of  £734.  5s.  4d.,  the  number  of  houses  rated  being 
nearly  double  the  number  which  in  1806  was  rated  through  the  whole  of  Chel- 
tenham, together  with  its  embodied  tythings.    The  total  of  the  contribution  of

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the  contribution  of  this  property  to  all  the  local  rates  (including  the  poor  rate 
charge)  in  this  year  was  about  £40.  It  now  pays  to  the  same  class  of  rates 
upwards  of  £4000. 

"  In  the  year  we  have  selected  for  comparison  with  the  last,  there  were  222 
rate  payers  on  the  north  side  of  the  High  Street,  whose  proportion  to  the  poor 
rate  of  1806  amounted  to  £94.  8s.  3d.  On  the  south  side  there  were  253  houses 
rated,  producing  £105.  10s.  lOd.  exclusive  of  the  tythings  of  Westhall,  Naunton 
and  Sandford,  Alstone  and  Arle,  which  together  contained  19  rate  payers,  whose 
united  payments  amounted  to  £99.  3s.  7d.  The  proportions  of  the  same  divi- 
sions according  to  the  rate  last  granted  are,  on  the  north  side  of  the  town  1895 
rate  payers,  paying  together  the  sum  of  £1141.  5s.  8d.

"  By  this  return  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  poor  rate  charge  on  each 
house  on  the  south  side  of  the  High  Street  is  (within  a  fraction)  19s.  5d.;  and 
on  the  houses  situate  to  the  noith  of  the  same  street  not  quite  12s.  |d.  each,  a 
difference  which  arises  from  the  greater  proportion  of  large  houses  which  have  of 
late  years  been  erected  compared  with  those  which  have  been  built  on  the  north  side 
of  the  town,  and  from  the  great  disproportionate  increase  that  has  taken  place 
in  the  poorer  districts,  which  have  sprung  up  in  the  neighbourhood  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  and  the  lower  end  of  the  High  Street,  opposite  the  Gas  Works." 

The  appendix  to  this  Essay  contains  several  tables,  showing  the  present 
and  past  state  of  the  town,  and  from  one  of  which  we  learn  that  in  the 
year  1837  Cheltenham  contained  a  population  of  thirty-seven  thousand  and 
twenty-six  persons,  inhabiting  6,732  house?. 

The  second  Essay  in  the  Annuaire  is  from  the  pen  of  C.  F.  Partington, 
Esq.,  the  editor  of  the  British  Cyclopaedia,  and  other  scientific  works.  It 
is  on  the  Steam  Engine,  and  sketches  with  a  rapid  but  skillful  hand  the  ad- 
vances made  by  that  astonishing  machine,  from  its  first  discovery  to  its 
present  high  state  of  perfection.  The  principal  parts  of  the  Engine  are 
carefully  described,  and  the  additions  and  improvements  effected  from  time 
to  time  in  its  construction  are  accurately  though  briefly  described.  This 
Essay  is  illustrated  with  several  neatly  executed  wood  engravings,  which 
materially  assist  the  letter-press  descriptions. 

The  Chronology  of  the  history  of  Cheltenham,  which  is  this  year  judici- 
ously placed  at  the  end  of  the  work,  appears  to  have  been  carefully  revised, 
as  we  detect  several  alterations  and  emendations  in  the  notes.  There  are 
however  several  printer's  errors  iu  this  portion  of  the  Annuaire  which  merit 
censure,  as  they  betray  great  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  editor,  but 
still,  "  with  all  its  faults,"  it  will  be  found  an  exceeding  useful  publication. 
More  than  this  it  does  not  aspire  to — less  it  certainly  is  not.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


Wednesday,  January  31s/,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

There  is  a  grand  meeting  to-night  at  Lansdowne  House  of  all  the 
Cabinet  Ministers  and  the  Queen's  great  Officers  of  State,  for  the  purpose 
of  arranging  the  lists  of  the  High  Sheriffs  for  Counties  for  the  ensuing 
year.  This  is  rather  remarkable,  as  it  is  the  only  occasion  on  which  the 
great  officers  of  state  have  any  voice  in  the  administration  of  public  affairs. 
To-morrow  the  Queen  holds  a  Council  for  the  purpose  of  exercising,  for 
the  first  time,  the  prerogative  of  "  pricking"  for  the  Sheriffs,  which  cere- 
mony is  performed  somewhat  in  this  manner  :  the  lists  of  eligible  persons, 
as  revised  by  the  Ministers,  &c,  are  submitted  to  the  Sovereign,  who 
thrusts  a  gold  bodkin  through  a  particular  name,  and  the  Sheriff  is  thus 
appointed.  The  "  pricking"  of  the  Sovereign  is  supposed  to  be  guided 
only  by  chance — and  formerly  it  might  have  been  so — but  now  there  are 
too  many  evidences  of  careful  selection  to  make  this  supposition  at  all  a 
rational  one. 

There  is  to  be  a  levee  on  the  14th  of  February,  and  another  on  the  2 1st ; 
and  there  is  a  talk  of  a  drawing  room  about  the  latter  end  of  next  month. 
The  levees  are,  no  doubt,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  officers  under  orders 
for  Canada  an  opportunity  for  taking  leave.  But  the  holding  a  drawing 
room  thus  early  in  the  season  when  there  is  no  birth- day  to  celebrate,  as 
was  the  case  in  the  previous  reign,  is  an  enigma ;  so,  with  all  due  sub- 
mission, till  the  order  appears  we  shall  hold  our  original  opinion — that  it 
will  not  take  place  till  the  middle  of  March. 

The  report  of  the  recall  of  Lord  Elphinstone  is  of  course  the  most 
general  subject  of  gossip  ;  the  best  opinion  seems  to  be  that,  if  true,  this 
is  exclusively  the  act  of  the  Ministry,  or  rather  of  Sir  John  Hobhouse  ; — 
certainly  the  recalling  of  Governors  appointed  by  themselves  is  the  forte 
of  the  present  Ministry — complete  efficiency,  or  utter  inefficiency,  seem 
with  them  an  equally  good  ground  for  thus  proceeding;  with  respect  to  the 
one  in  question,  it  is  whispered  that  however  satisfactory  it  was  under  ex- 
isting circumstances  to  the  Executive  to  appoint  a  dashing  young  officer  in 
the  Royal  Horse  Guards,  whose  notions  of  civil  policy  were  only  acquired 
in  the  ball  room  of  St.  James's  or  Windsor,  and  whose  military  services 
had  been  limited  to  Hyde  Parke  and  Wormwood  Scrubs,  to  the  very  impor- 
tant post  of  Governor  of  the  Presidency  of  Madras,  yet  that  the  East  India 
Company  could  not  be  brought  to  view  this  appointment  with  equal  satis- 
faction— nay,  it  is  said,  that  some  among  them  imagined  that  a  person 
m  ght  have  been  found,  who  by  his  previous  habits  and  experience,  would 
have  been  much  more  likely  to  have  administered  the  affairs  of  the  Presi- 
dency in  a  more  efficient  and  satisfactory  manner.  The  conduct,  too,  of 
the  noble  Lord  since  his  appointment,  on  dit,  though  actuated  by  the  best 
intentions,  has  been  such  as  rather  to  confirm  the  opinion  of  the  malcontents 
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of  the  Company,  which  has  led  to  the  expression  of  a  very  decided  opinion 
as  to  the  fitness  of  continuing  his  Lordship  in  his  office. 

By  way  of  a  pendant  to  this,  we  have  the  case  of  Sir  Benjamin  D'Urban, 
Governor  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  who  having  brought  the  Caffre  war 
to  a  most  successful  termination,  and  restored  the  Colony  to  peace,  quiet, 
and  good  order,  is  therefore  immediately  recalled  by  Lord  Glenelg,  and  is 
now  on  his  way  home.  M.  General  Sir  James  Macdonell,  principal 
Equerry  to  the  Queen  Dowager,  and  who  is  to  have  the  command  of  one 
of  the  Brigades  of  Guards  in  Canada,  is  now  in  town  making  his  arrange- 
ments, having  left  his  command  in  Ireland  for  that  purpose. 

Baron  Munchausen,  the  Minister  from  King  Ernest,  presented  his  cre- 
dentials to  the  Queen  on  Saturday  at  the  new  Palace.  Prince  George  of 
Cambridge  has  completely  "  come  out."  His  Royal  Highness  having,  for 
the  first  time,  received  an  invitation  to  dinner  last  week  from  the  Queen, 
independently  of  the  Duke  and  Duchess,  who  were  in  town  but  not  invited. 

The  recent  death  of  the  Countess  of  Essex  has  caused  considerable 
gossip,  as  to  what  will  now  be  the  conduct  of  the  Earl  with  respect  to  a 
certain  harmonious  liason,  which,  though  always  conducted  in  the  most 
decorous  manner,  is  yet  very  well  known  to  have  existed  ;  more  particular 
allusion  to  the  lady  just  now  would  not  be  gallant ;  but  it  was  always 
understood  that  the  liason  was  commenced  under  a  promise  from  the  Earl 
that  marriage  should  follow  if  ever  it  was  in  his  power :  nous  verrons. 

Some  of  the  learned  Lords  of  Her  Majesty's  Privy  Council  are  just  now 
considering  whether  it  is  fit  and  proper  to  grant  a  charter  of  incorporation 
to  Birmingham.  Any  thing  that  would  tend  to  keep  the  "  operatives"  of 
Birmingham  quiet,  would  no  doubt  be  highly  desirable ;  but  whether  the 
granting  them  a  "  Town  Council"  would  have  that  effect,  is  a  question 
much  sooner  put  than  answered ;  it  is  not  however  decided  yet  whether 
they  are  to  have  one  or  not. 

Baron  Bulow  has  received  from  his  Sovereign  an  order  (the  Prussian 
Eagle)  as  a  testjmony  of  his  approbation  of  the  manner  in  which  his 
Excellency  has  transacted  the  affairs  of  his  Government  at  our  Court. 
The  Queen  has  a  small  dinner  party  this  evening  as  usual.

LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

The  weekly  meetings  of  this  Institution  were  resumed  on  Tuesday  Eve- 
wing,  when  Dr.  Theodore  Boisragon  delivered  a  lecture  on  Meteorology 
before  a  numerous  and  highly  respectable  audience,  consisting  of  the 
members  of  the  Society  and  their  friends.  The  learned  gentleman  com- 
menced his  discourse  by  an  elaborate  introduction,  in  which  the  objects 
proposed  by  Literary  and  Philosophical  Institutions  were  described  to  be 

the  bringing  before  the  public  subjects  in  science  and  arts  generally,  so  as 
to  lead  the  mind  to  recognize,  through  all  the  medea  of  science,  those 
principles  pervading  and  connecting  phenomena  very  little  related  to  each 
other,  yet  constituting  the  chain  which  links  all  nature."  In  exemplifica- 
tion of  this,  Meterology  was  referred  to,  and  its  principles  briefly  stated. 
The  precise  import  of  the  terms  Principle,  Philosophy,  and  Wisdom  was 
enquired  into  and  illustrated  by  reference  to  the  relations  subsisting  between 
the  facts  incident  to  the  various  phenomena  of  Meteorology  ;  the  effects 
produced  by  heat  on  confined  air  being  selected  as  an  example.  The 
nature  of  a  Philosophical  truth  was  explained  in  its  connection  with  the 
Fine  Arts,  Science,  Morals,  and  Religion ;  adverting  to  its  connection 
with  the  last,  the  Lecturer  remarked — 

"  Even  religion  itself,  and  of  course  the  adoption  of  the  best  form  of  it,  may 
•according  to  this  view  be  said  to  be  a  proof  of  sound  philosophy  in  the  person 
•embracing  it,  when  founded  according  to  the  truth  of  the  relations  on  which  its 
evidence  is  based  ;  and  that  form  of  it  of  course  which,  in  its  adaptation  both  to 
the  infirm  nature  of  the  dependant,  though  immortal,  being  for  whom  it  was 
designed;  and  the  glorious  object  it  was  intended  to  fulfil,  is  the  truest,  and 
thus  the  most  philosophical.  In  short,  examples  in  philosophy  are  almost  innu- 
merable in  every  relation  of  life  ; — in  fact,  wherever  the  term  relation  can  be 
admitted,  and  we  have  to  frame  our  conduct  by  reason,  we  may  be  said  to  be 
philosophically  engaged.  But  true  philosophical  training  of  the  mind  has  also 
this  one  great  advantage.  It  is  the  part  of  a  true  philosopher  to  see  Mow  finite 
the  human  mind  shows  itself  in  relation  to  the  wonderful  mysteries  of  creation, 
and  this  reflection  has  a  most  beneficial  influence  upon  his  judgment  in  cases 
where  he  has  to  form  an  opinion  on  points  which  are  not  demonstrable  ;  for, 
although  he  does  not  take  any  thing  for  granted  till  he  has  satisfied  himself  at 
least  of  the  probability  of  its  truth,  yet,  knowing  the  great  difference  there  is 
between  reason  actually  contradicting,  and  reason  not  being  able  to  explain, 
because  he  cannot  demonstrate  to  the  contrary  of  what  is  set  forth  in  any  doc- 
trine, as  involving  no  absurdity,  suspends  his  judgment  as  far  as  regards  demon- 
stration, till  he  can  prove  either  for  or  against.  On  looking  around  us,  and 
beholding  the  great  predominance  of  good  over  evil,  should  we  cast  our  eyes  upon 
this  apparent  anomaly  in  nature,  viz. — that  animals  prey  upon  each  other  as 
necessary  to  their  existence,  might  we  not  at  first  be  inclined  to  doubt  universal 
benevolence,  till  philosophy  comes  to  our  aid,  and  says, — 'human  nature  is 
ifinite,  God  all-powerful,  nature  profound,  and  shall  man  dare  dispute  the  good- 
ness of  the  Almighty  because  he  cannot  explain  all  its  manifestations  ?'  I  trust 
not  :  as  true  philosophers  we  should  suspend  our  judgment. 

"  This,  it  may  be  said,  is  taking  a  very  comprehensive  view  of  philosophy;  but 
is  it  not  so?— Is  not  that  an  extended,  elevated,  and  ever  gratefully-exciting  phi- 
losophy which  constantly  unfolds  to  our  delighted  eyes  that  beautiful  connection 
ever  existing  between  our  truest — and  therefore  purest — sources  of  real  and  last- 
ing enjoyments  here,  and  our  eternal  happiness  hereafter  ?  What  a  foundation — 
what  a  preparation  of  the  mental  soil,  wherein  to  sow  the  seeds  which  are  to 
bring  forth  the  fruits  of  a  sublime  religion ! 

"So  much  for  the  real  philosophy.  This  term  has,  however,  been  allowed  to 
slip  rather  from  its  original  meaning ;  because,  taken  collectively,  it  has  been 
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sometimes  used  to  signify  a  class  of  studies  or  supposed  reasonings,  which, 
although  they  originated  in  the  observation  of  facts,  went  further  than  nature  and 
just  reason  warranted  them  ;  of  this  kind,  says  professor  Playfair,  called  by 
Bacon  the  sophistical,  were  almost  all  the  physical  systems  of  antiquity.  And 
this  is  the  philosophy  (so  called)  of  many  of  the  ancients,  who  vainly  supposed 
that  reason  (that  power  which  enables  us  only  to  perceive  relations  founded  on 
facts,  and  confirmed  by  other  facts,  the  foundation  of  the  Baconian  philosophy) 
was,  from  a  few  imperfectly  observed  phenomena,  to  conjure  up  a  system,  which, 
as  it  pretended  to  explain,  was  exactly  to  represent  that  nature  with  which  the 
propounders  had  not  even  condescended  to  compare  it. 

"  Well  might  this,  which  was  no  philosophy  at  all,  be  opprobriously  termed  the 
pride  of  man's  philosophy,  as  distinguished  from  that  which  Bacon  beautifully 
terms  the  interpretation  of  nature  ;  and  truly  cautious  should  we  be  not  to  con- 
found this  with  philosophy,  so  that  by  avoiding  the  one  we  discard  the  other ; 
lest  we  insult  the  Deity  by  the  abuse  of  that  reason  with  which  he  has  blest  us, 
and  through  the  help  of  which  we  gain  both  the  knowledge  of  his  true  glory,  and 
the  hope  to  possess  it.  As  the  Apostle  says,  ye  shall  give  a  reason  for  the  faith 
that  is  in  ye.  I  have  dwelt  a  little  on  this  principle  of  connection,  in  order  that 
I  might  illustrate  both  the  mode  and  the  importance  of  taking  general  and  not 
partial  views  of  nature." 

Resuming  the  immediate  subject  of  his  lecture,  Dr.  Boisragon  proceeded 
to  point  out  the  importance  of  Meteorology,  viewed  in  connection  with  the 
various  pursuits  and  occupations  of  men,  and  gave  a  full  and  comprehen- 
sive definition  of  the  term  itself.  The  chief  elements  comprised  in  the 
science  were  ranged  under  three  general  heads,  viz. — Air,  Water,  and 
Luminous  Meteors,  connected  with  the  operation  of  which  were  to  be  con- 
si  idered  there  four  chief  agents — Gravitation,  Light,  Heat,  and  Electricity. 
The  peculiar  properties  of  air  were  described,  and  many  of  the  phenomena 
which  result  from  its  Weight,  Transparency,  Electricity,  and  Refraction 
were  briefly  adverted  to.  The  effects  of  heat  upon  the  atmosphere  or  air 
were  explained,  as  were  the  construction  of  the  various  Philosophical 
Instruments  invented  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  and  determining 
temperature.  With  the  description  of  these  instruments  the  Lecturer  was 
compelled  to  close  his  discourse,  the  time  allowed  having  expired.  The 
further  discussion  of  the  subject  was  accordingly  postponed  to  Friday  (last 
evening),  when  Dr.  Boisragon  continued  the  subject,  but  our  press  arange- 
ments  compel  us  to  postpone  till  next  week  any  notice  of  this  lecture. 

On  Tuesday  Evening  next  Mr.  T.  Wright  is  to  deliver  the  first  lecture

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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Master  of  the  Ceremonies'  Ball  on  Monday  Evening  at  the 
Assembly  Rooms  was  honored  with  one  of  the  most  distinguished  and 
fashionable  attendances  that  we  have  ever  witnessed  at  any  winter  assembly 
- — between  six  and  seven  hundred  of  our  residents  and  visitors  being 
present  upon  the  occasion.  The  Company,  on  their  arrival,  were  received 
by  Captain  Kirwan  at  the  entrance  of  the  ball  room,  and  having  mostly 
all  arrived  shortly  before  ten  o'clock,  dancing  was  then  commenced,  and 
continued  throughout  with  a  spirit  which  evidenced  a  determination  on  the 
part  of  all  present  to  be  gay  and  happy.  Quadrilles,  waltzes,  and  galopes 
alternated  each  other  until  nearly  3  o'clock  the  following  morning,  when  the 
party  formed  a  country -dance  by  way  of  a  finale  to  the  fete. 

The  Philharmonic  Society,  recently  established  amongst  us,  gave  its 
first  concert  on  Thursday  evening  in  the  lecture-room  of  the  Literary  and 
Philosophical  Institution,  at  the  upper  end  of  which  an  extensive  orchestra 
had  been  erected  for  the  occasion.  The  attendance  was  not  so  numerous 
as  we  could  have  wished  to  have  seen,  but  among  those  present  were  most 
of  the  musical  fashionables  of  our  town,  who  must  have  felt  exceedingly 
gratified  at  this  essay  of  the  young  society.  The  selection  was  throughout 
excellent.  The  concert  was  opened  with  Mozart's  celebrated  (Jupiter) 
symphony,  which  was  performed  remarkably  well  by  a  fuller  and  more 
complete  orchestra  than  we  have  seen  in  Cheltenham  this  many  a  day,  as 
was  also  Beethoven's  inimitable  symphony  in  C.  Indeed,  the  band  alto- 
gether surpassed  our  expectations  in  their  performance  of  both  these  com- 
positions, particularly  in  the  last  movement  of  Beethoven's,  which  was 
given  in  a  very  superior  manner,  and  was  hailed  with  loud  acclamations. 
Pio  Cianchettini  performed  one  of  his  uncle  Dussek's  splendid  concerto's 
in  a  style  that  made  us  regret  more  than  ever  that  the  opportunity  of 
hearing  such  compositions  executed  by  such  masters  of  music  was  not  of 
more  frequent  occurrence  than  they  have  lately  been.  A  quartett  of 
Mozart's  was  well  performed  by  Mr.  Uglow,  Mr.  Butt,  and  two  gentlemen, 
whose  names  were  announced  in  the  programme  as  Dr.  *  *  and  Col.  *  * 
The  vocal  department  was  brilliantly  sustained  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edmonds, 
who  sang  several  pieces  most  exquisitely ;  among  them  were  Zingarelli's 
facinating  little  duet,  Dunque  meo  bene,  which  was  unanimously  encored, 
as  was  also  Mr.  Edmond's  ballad,  What  is  the  old  man  thinking  of.  Mrs. 
Edmonds  gave  the  beatiful  and  familiar  cavatina  In  doubt  and  fear  in 
charming  style,  and  in  the  second  duet  with  her  husband  merited  all 
possible  praise.  The  sweetness  of  her  notes,  and  her  correct  musical 
expression  alike  delighted  and  surprised  us.  The  concert  was  arranged 
and  conducted  by  Mr.  Uglow,  whose  talent  and  enterprise  fairly  entitle  him 
to  the  support  and  patronage  of  every  lover  of  music  in  Cheltenham,  and 
most  sincerely  do  we  hope  to  see  his  future  efforts  in  connection  with  the 
Philharmonic  Society  which  he  has  founded,  rewarded  with  the  substantial 
encouragement  which  they  assuredly  deserve. 

The  Theatre  on  Thursdry  evening  was  honored  with  a  "bumper" 
audience  for  the  benefit  of  Mrs.  C.  Hill.  The  performances,  which  con- 
sisted of  the  Maid  of  Jersey  and  Giovanni  in  London,  with  other  entertain- 
ments, were  all  "  enacted"  with  uncommon  spirit,  and  "  the  house" 
appeared  delighted  from  pit  to  gallery. 

The  Annual  Cambrian  Concert  on  the  first  of  March  will  take  place 
as  usual  at  the  M'ontpellier  Rotunda,  and  from  the  success  of  these  national 
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festivals  in  former  years,  there  will  doubtless  be  every  effort  made  by  those 
who  undertake  the  direction  and  management,  to  render  their  ensuing 
anniversary  as  brilliant  and  gratifying  as  either  of  its  precursors. 

A  Fancy  and  Full  Dress  Ball  under  the  most  distinguished  and 
influential  patronage  is,  we  are  informed,  likely  shortly  to  take  place  at  the 
Assembly  Rooms.  The  arrangements  for  this  fete,  which  are  already  con- 
siderably advanced,  will,  it  is  expected,  be  completed  in  the  course  of  a  few 
days,  when  a  formal  and  official  announcement  of  the  entertainment  will 
doubtless  be  published. 

METEOROLOGY  AND  THE  WEATHER  PROPHETS. 

In  the  present  number  of  the  Looker-On,  we  present  our  readers  with 
the  meteorological  results  of  the  last  week  in  January,  thus  enabling  them 
to  compare  the  predictions  of  the  weather  during  the  first  month  of  the 
present  year.  In  instituting  any  comparison  between  the  two,  many  diffi- 
culties present  themselves,  arising  on  the  one  hand  from  the  variable 
character  of  an  English  day,  and  on  the  other  from  the  pretty  uniform 
recurrence  of  similar  weather  on  the  return  of  the  same  periods  of  each 
year,  so  far  at  least  as  the  general  characteristics  of  the  seasons  are  con- 
cerned. Hence  the  most  common  place  observer  of  the  "  times  and 
seasons"  may  predict,  with  a  tolerable  chance  of  having  his  predictions 
verified,  that  we  shall  have  frost  in  January  and  hot  weather  in  July,  for 
in  eight  cases  out  of  ten  he  will  be  found  right,  particularly  when  we 
take  the  former  circumstance — the  variableness  of  an  English  day — into 
the  account.  But  this  is  not  enough  to  exalt  the  prognosticator  to  the  rank 
of  a  prophet,  or  a  discoverer  in  science.  To  establish  his  claim  to  either 
of  these,  he  should  be  able  to  describe  not  the  mere  general  characteristics 
dependent  upon  the  seasons,  but  to  foretel  those  accidental  changes  and  dis- 
turbances in  the  uniform  range  of  the  weather,  which  result  from  causes 
hitherto  involved  in  obscurity,  otherwise  he  has  no  right  to  demand  our 
belief.  Such  a  prediction,  for  example,  as  that  which  was  made  by  Mr. 
Murphy  for  the  20th  of  January,  announcing  the  lowest  degree  of  winter 
temperature,  when  it  became  verified  by  fact,  naturally  staggered  incredulity, 
and  justified  an  assumption  on  the  part  of  the  prophet  that  he  had 
found  out  "  the  grand  secret ;"  and  had  Mr.  Murphy  been  equally  fortu- 
nate in  his  other  predictions  of  the  "  accidental  changes"  by  which  we 
would  test  the  truth  of  this  system,  there  is  no  doubt  but  even  the  experi- 
ence of  one  month  would  have  gone  far  to  have  established  for  him  such  a 
reputation  as  a  meteorologist  as  has  never  yet  been  enjoyed  by  mortal  man, 
not  even  excepting  Francis  Moore,  Physician.  The  case  has,  however, 
proved  otherwise,  and  Mr.  Murphy,  like  other  prognosticators  of  the  wea- 
ther, has  been  as  often  wrong  as  right — of  course  we  speak  only  of  those 
predictions  which  refer  to  changes,  at  variance  with  states  of  weather  inci- 
dent to  and  dependent  upon  the  season,  for  of  these  a  child  of  ten  years  old 
is  as  good  and  sufficient  a  prophet  as  the  most  profound  meteorologist,  and 
Francis  Moore,  who,  ten  years  ago,  predicts  for  the  middle  of  January, 
1 828,  that  the  weather  would  be  "  fair  and  frosty  for  some  days,"  with 
"  a  keen  air"  on  the  20th,  and  "  changeable,  with  rain  or  snow"  for  the  close 
of  the  month,  proves  himself  as  ^ood  a  prophet  for  1838  as  Messrs. 
Murphy  and  Morrison  have  done  ;  for  in  the  general  results,  he  has  been 
to  the  full  as  accurate.  It  is  not  therefore  by  predictions  in  accordance 
with  the  general  character  of  each  particular  season  that  we  should  esti- 
mate the  foreknowledge  of  the  weather  prophets,  but  by  those  only  which 
indicate  the  "  accidents"  and  exceptions  peculiar  to  such  general  character, 
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and  constituting  a  sort  of  running  corollary  thereupon.  Having  premised 
this  much,  and  explained  the  principle  upon  which  we  intend  to  proceed  in 
testing  the  accuracy  of  the  predictions  contained  in  our  table,  we  shall  next 
week  endeavour  to  give  the  results  for  the  month  of  January.

A  WORD  WITH  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  METEOROLOGICAL 

SOCIETY. 

The  determination  of  The  Cheltenham  Looker-On  to  institute,  weekly,  a 
comparison  between  the  predictions  of  the  weather-prophets  and  the  actual 
meteorological  results,  has  excited  a  degree  of  interest  and  attention  much 
beyond  what  we  expected  it  would  have  done  ;  and  we  have  felt  gratified 
to  find,  from  the  testimony  of  several  of  our  contemporaries,  that  our 
humble  efforts  in  the  cause  of  science  have  been  deemed  worthy  their  pub- 
lic approbation.  To  the  Editor  of  The  Literary  Gazette  in  particular  our 
especial  thanks  are  due,  for  the  complimentary  and  honorable  mention 
made  of  our  little  work  in  his  last  Saturday's  publication.  We  wish  all 
had  dealt  as  fairly  by  us.  But  as,  on  the  one  hand,  we  have  had  cause  of 
congratulation  ;  so,  on  the  other,  we  have  experienced  some  annoyance,  in 
consequence  of  having  had  our  Table  and  Notes  copied  by  others  without 
acknowledgment ;  the  most  barefaced  instance  of  which  occurs  in  the  case 
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of  the  Secretary  of  the  Meteorological  Society ,  who,  last  Saturday,  had  the 
effrontery  to  copy  the  plan  of  our  Table,  and  publish,  as  original,  in  two  of 
the  London  newspapers,  the  substance  of  the  remarks  on  Meteorology  and 
the  Weather-prophets,  which  appeared  in  the  Looker-  On  of  Jan,  13th,  with- 
out making  even  the  slightest  allusion  to  the  source  whence  he  was 
indebted  for  his  observations.  Of  the  Society  to  which  this  person  assumes 
to  be  Secretary,  or  of  the  qualifications  required  for  that  office,  we  know 
nothing  ;  but  certes,  if  honesty  be  a  necessary  requisite  to  the  appointment, 
the  members  should  see  to  it ;  for,  we  presume,  they  would  not  wish  to 
have  their  own  characters  compromised  by  the  dishonorable  conduct  of  an 
agent,  who,  wanting  the  small  modicum  of  talent  necessary  for  framing  an 
ordinary  meteorological  table,  and  to  introduce  if  to  notice  by  a  few  expla- 
natory remarks,  has  surreptitiously  copied  the  arrangement  of  such  a  table 
from  a  local  publication,  and  palmed  off  as  his  own  the  thoughts  and  lan- 
guage of  another.  To  convince  them  that  this  is  not  a  fanciful  case,  we 
shall  place  opposite  each  other  the  remarks  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Meteo- 
rological Society,  as  published  in  The  Gardeners'  Gazette  and  The  Guide 
(the  two  papers  alluded  to)  of  last  Saturday,  and  those  of  The  Looker-  On 
of  the  13th  of  January;  and  leave  the  public  to  judge  of  the  honor  and 
ability  of  this  would-be  meteorologist.

But  the  weather-prophets  who  have 
recently  occupied  the  largest  share  of 
public  attention  and  curiosity  are 
Messrs.  Morrison  and  Murphy.  The 
former  gentleman  has  for  the  last  few 
years,  under  the  assumed  name  of  Zad- 
kiel,  published  an  almanac,  in  which 
he  fearlessly  predicts,  not  merely  the 
changes  of  the  weather,  but  the  course 
of  events  in  general. 

The  latter  (Mr.  Murphy)  is  also  the 
author  of  an  almanac  devoted  exclu- 
sively to  meteorology,  and  to  predictions 
concerning  the  weather, — the  causes

the  approaching  storm  has  baffled 
every  prediction  till  the  period  of  its 
occurrence. 

One  set  of  predictors  has  boldly  asserted 
that  the  weather  was  absolutely  lunatic, 
and  entirely  acted  upon  by  the  moon's 
changes,  but  after  even  a  few  centuries 
have  passed  away,  lunar  action  has 
lost  much  of  its  force,  and  the  weather 
is  said  by  another  set  of  prophets  to  be 
indebted  for  all  its  changes  to  electrical, 
and  still  more  subtle,  astral  agencies. 

But  the  weather-prophets  of  the  pre- 
sent day,  who  occupy  a  large  portion 
of  public  attention,  and  greatly  excite 
curiosity,  are  Patrick  Murphy,  Esq. 
and  the  author  of  Zadkiel's  almanac 

*  *  he  has  fearlessly  predicted, 
not  only  the  changes  of  the  weather, 
but  the  course  of  the  most  important 
events  in  England  and  most  parts  of 
the  world. 

Mr.  Murphy's  almanac  is  exclusively 
devoted  to  meteorology,  and  to  pre- 
dictions of  the  weather,  in  which  he 
claims  the  merit  of  having  discovered, 
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Looker-On. 
which  act  upon  and  regulate  the  changes 
whereof  he  claims  to  have  discovered, 
and  considers  himself  therefore  in  a 
condition  to  foretell  the  peculiar  mete- 
orological phenomena  which  will  cha- 
racterize every  day  throughout  the  year. 

Now,  as  in  a  climate  so  changeable 
as  ours  it  is  frequently  of  the  very  first 
consequence  that  we  should  be  able  to 
know  beforehand  the  kind  of  weather 
which  will  occur  on  any  particular  day, 
we  naturally  feel  disposed  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  whatever  discoveries  are 
made  on  the  subject  purporting  to  sup- 
ply the  required  knowledge,  that  if 
based  in  truth  they  may  become  exten- 
sively available,  and  if  in  error  exploded 
as  soon  as  possible  :  for  this  purpose, 
therefore,  we  have  determined  to  put 
the  predictions  of  Lieut.  Morrison  and 
Mr.  Murphy  fairly  to  the  test  of  expe- 
rience during  the  current  year,  and,  by 
placing  them  each  week  in  juxtaposi- 
tion with  the  actual  results,  enable  our 
readers  to  judge  whether  either  has  any 
just  claim  to  the  honor  for  which  he 
contends.

ANCIENT  MADRIGALS,  &c. 


Bell  and  Crown,  London:  Jan.  23,  1838. 

Mr.  Looker-On, 

I  need  not  tell  you  now  that  I  am  a  most  loyal  subject,  and, 
moreover,  one  of  those  who  are  not  above  their  calling,  consequently  1  have 
taken  up  my  abode,  while  I  remain  in  this  14  mighty  metropolis,"  at  the 
Bell  and  Crown,  Holborn,  for  two  reasons  ;  the  first  of  which  is,  that  the 
Sign  accords  with  my  sentiments  ;  and  the  second,  that  the  situation  is 
central,  for  I  can  go  for  eight  miles  westward,  and  as  many  eastward,  with- 
out leaving  town.  On  Thursday  the  18th  inst.,  I  experienced  a  musical 
treat,  that  1  shall  never  forget; — it  was  the  97th  anniversary  of  the 
Madrigal  Society,  held  in  trie  Freemasons'  Hall,  where  140  professors  and 
amateurs  of  music  dined,  Sir  John  Rogers,  Bart,  in  the  chair.  When  the 
cloth  was  removed,  the  singers  were  arranged  after  the  following  manner. 
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in  order  to  give  due  effect  to  the  splendid  compositions  about  to  be  sung  : — 
about  36  basses  at  the  chairman's  table,  32  tenors  on  one  side,  16  altos  on 
the  other,  and  1 6  treble  in  the  centre,  consisting  of  the  young  gentlemen 
belonging  to  the  Chapel  Royal,  Westminster  Abbey,  St.  Paul's,  &c. — 
total  of  efficient  vocalists  one  hundred/ — Mr.  Hawes,  seated  on  an  elevation, 
as  conductor,  giving  the  key-note  with  an  old  pitch-pipe,  which  has  been 
used  by  this  society  for  nearly  a  century.  The  first  thing  sung  was 
"  Non  Nobis  Domine"  with  such  a  sublime  effect  that  it  made  me  shed 
tears  ;  nothing  could  be  more  beautiful  than  the  piano  observed  simulta- 
neously by  all  the  singers  when  this  matchless  canon  was  sung  the  second 
time,  or  the  thrilling  effect  when  the  voices  poured  forth  their  greatest 
volume  of  tone  the  third  time  ;  the  diminuendo  at  the  close,  the  "  rise  and 
^and  fall"  on  the  last  chord  were  truly  enchanting. 

This  grace  was  composed  by  Byrd,  and  first  sung  at  Merchant  Tailors' 
Hall  in  1607  when  King  James  the  First  dined  there,  at  a  grand  fete  given 
to  congratulate  his  Majesty  on  his  happy  escape  from  the  Powder  Plot. 
Our  National  Anthem,  "  God  save  the  Queen"  was  first  sung  on  the  same 
occasion,  composed  by  Dr.  Bull.  The  following  compositions  were  sung 
with  a  most  delightful  effect  : —

It  was  well  observed  in  the  Morning  Post  that  the  members  of  the  Madrigal 
Society  revel  in  "  The  light  of  other  days."  I  had  heard  a  vast  deal  of 
the  effect  produced  by  the  performance  of  these  ancient  compositions  by 
the  Vocal  Society,  but  I  had  no  idea  that  it  could  be  any  thing  equal  to 
what  I  witnessed  on  this  occasion.  Imagine,  Mr.  LookerOn,  one  hundred 
human  voices  singing  in  the  nineteenth  century  the  inspired  strains  of 
those  who  have  been  gathered  to  their  fathers  two  hundred  years  ago  ! 
Sir  John  Rogers  is  a  most  excellent  chairman,  and  he  is  also  an  accom- 
plished musician,  and  the  author  of  many  fine  glees,  anthems,  &c. 

As  you  may  imagine,  I  was  very  anxious  to  be  introduced  to  Mr. 
Oliphant,  from  whose  "  Musa  Madrigalesca"  I  have  extracted  the  substance 
of  my  recent  contributions  to  the  Looker-On  ;  I  found  him  not  an  old 
fusby  bachelor,  with  a  bushy  wig  &c,  but  a  young,  gentlemanly,  pleasant, 
well  informed  son  of  song  ;  we  had  a  long  and  interesting  chat ;  I  told  him 
what  my  Belles  said  of  him,  and  how  very  fond  they  were  of  music — "  the 
offspring  of  love,"  said  he,  and  requested  me  to  look  at  page  267  of  his 
publication  ;  I  did  so,  and  found  the  following  remaks  :  "  Love  maketh 
men  musicians,  and  teacheth  them  to  compose  ditties,  and  to  sing  them  to 
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pretty  tunes.  Who  would  learn  to  play  or  give  his  mind  to  music,  or 
make  so  many  rhymes  and  love-songs  as  most  do,  but  for  Woman's  sake  ?" 
[Hear  this,  my  Belles.]  "  But  I  regret  to  find  our  young  women  and 
wives,  who,  when  maids,  took  so  much  pains  to  sing  and  play,  with  such 
cost  and  charge  to  their  parents  to  get  those  graceful  qualities,  now,  being 
married,  will  scarce  touch  an  instrument,  or  sing  a  strain."  [Mark  that, 
ye  coquettes.]  I  shall  conclude  with  the  words  of  a  madrigal,  written  and 
composed  by  Mr.  Oliphant,  and  sung  at  the  anniversary  last  year. 

Stay  one  moment,  gentle  river  ; 

Should'st  thou  see  my  lovely  sweeting, 
Tell  her,  that  time,  like  thee,  is  fleeting, 

And,  once  past,  returneth  never  ! 

British  Musicians. — At  one  step  I  get  from  the  works  of  the  old  school 
to  that  of  the  present.  Last  night  I  attended  the  concert  of  the  British 
Musicians',  and  was  highly  gratified.  A  clever  symphony  by  Mr.  Westrop 
opened  the  performance  with  good  effect.  A  noble  concerto  for  the  piano- 
forte, by  W.  S.  Bennett,  was  admirably  performed  by  him.  This  young 
man,  who  is  only  one-and-twenty,is  denominated  the  English  Mozart.  Over- 
tures, by  Potter,  Colkins,  Tutton,  and  a  quartet,  by  Chipp,  completed  the 
instrumental  portions  of  the  concert — all  of  which  reflected  infinite  credit 
on  the  composers.  Miss  Bruce  and  Miss  F.  Wyndham  were  announced 
in  the  programme  to  sing,  but  owing  to  indisposition  neither  attended. 
Miss  Lockey  and  Mrs.  A.  Smith  volunteered  their  services,  and  acquitted 
themselves  well.  Mr.  Parry,  junior,  besides  singing  Dr.  Arne's  beautiful 
ballad,  "  When  forced  from  dear  Hebe,"  sung,  by  request  of  the  directors, 
an  Italian  buffo  trio,  accompanying  himself  on  the  pianoforte,  which  was 
rapturously  applauded.  His  imitation  of  Grisi,  Ivanhoff,  and  Lablache 
was  capital,  and  elicited  peals  of  laughter.  The  other  singers  were  Mr. 
Wilson,  Burnett,  Moxley,  Walmesly,  and  Ferrari. 

These  concerts  were  established  in  1835,  for  the  encouragement  of 
native  talent,  both  in  composition  and  performance,  since  which  many  a 
flower,  which  might  otherwise  have  wasted  its  sweetness  in  Kensington 
Gardens  or  Hyde  Park,  has  been  nourished  and  cherished  until  it  hath 
burst  forth  into  a  rich  blossom.  I  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  procure 
a  ticket  for  the  trial  of  new  compositions  by  the  Philharmonic  band,  which 
takes  place  to-morrow  evening,  and  I  have  been  invited  to  dine  with  the 
Melodists'  Club  on  Thursday  ;  an  account  of  both  you  shall  have  in  my 
next.  I  also  intend  while  I  remain  in  London  to  collect  materials  for 
some  sketches  of  the  most  prominent  portions  of  its  rise  and  progress, 
churches,  public  buildings,  theatres,  bridges,  fires,  &c,  which  I  will  com- 
municate to  the  Looker-On,  with  a  full  assurance  that  they  will  prove 
highly  interesting  to  both  those  who  have  visited  this  overgrown  village 
and  those  who  have  not — the  latter  can  have  no  conception  of  its  magni- 
tude ;  nor  is  there  one  in  a  hundred  of  those  who  have  seen  it  acquainted 
with  its  history  or  vast  resources.  General  Frost  took  his  departure 
yesterday,  from  hence  to  Canada  or  elsewhere,  and  Marshal  Thaw  has  suc- 
ceeded hi  m.  By  the  bye,  Lord  Saltoun  dined  at  the  Madrigal  Festival, 
and  I  heard  him  myself  say  that  he  was  not  going  to  Canada,  but  he 
expected  that  General  Macdonald  would  have  the  command  of  the  Brigade 
of  Guards.    Pray  keep  an  eye  on  my  Belles  during  my  absence.

GOSSIP. 


Wednesday,  February  7th,  1S38. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  Queen  was  so  much  pleased  with  the  performance  of  Mr.  C. 
Kean  in  Hamlet,  that  she  honored  his  first  appearance  in  Richard 
the  Third  on  Monday  evening  with  her  presence.  Her  Majesty 
went  privately,  and  was  attended  by  the  Duchess  of  Sutherland, 
Lady  Portman,  Lord  Conyngham,  &c.  The  Queen  paid  the  most 
critical  attention  to  the  performance,  at  least  judging  from  the  fact 
that  her  Grace  of  Sutherland  was  provided  with  a  small  hook — no 
doubt  the  original  text — which  was  frequently  consulted  both  by 
her  Grace  and  Her  Majesty.  The  Richard  the  Third  of  Mr.  C. 
Kean  is  much  more  an  imitation  of  his  father  thvn  his  Hamlet,  and 
therefore  not  so  meritorious  ;  yet  it  is  very  clever,  and,  in  one  or 
two  instances,  an  admirable  performance.  The  house  was  nearly 
filled  by  Mr.  Kean's  friends,  who  shewed  more  zeal  than  judgment. 
The  play  was  admirably  "  got  up,"  as  far  as  scenery,  costume,  and 
properties  went.  But  all  the  other  characters  were  badly  played. 
Cooper's  Buckingham  was  barely  respectable.  The  audience  had 
the  good  taste  not  to  invade  Her  Majesty's  privacy — perhaps  for 
the  reason  that  the  great  majority  of  them  were  not  aware  of  her 
presence. 

I  think  I  have  told  you  before  that  most  of  the  ladies  attendant  on 
the  Queen  have  imitated  their  Jio}^al  Mistress  in  the  style  of  dres- 
sing their  hair.  This  is  a  matter,  about  which  Her  Majesty  is  ex- 
ceedingly particular.  The  slightest  disorder,  or  approach  to 
untidiness  in  this  department  of  the  toilette  in  any  of  her  ladies,  is 
sure  to  excite  remark,  and  that  too  in  a  manner  not  to  be  misun- 
derstood. To  such  a  pitch  has  this  criticism  been  carried,  that 
some  of  the  ladies  in  waiting  are  compelled  to  take  their  "  ladies  in 
waiting"  with  them  to  the  Palace,  in  order  that  they  may  receive 
the  "  finishing  touches"  just  before  they  enter  the  royal  presence. 

Her  Majesty  has  commanded  Donizetti's  UElisir  d9  Amove  to  be 
performed  at  the  Opera  BufFa  to-morrow,  when  she  will  visit  the 
Lyceum  publicly.  The  season  closes  next  week.  The  Grand 
Opera  they  "say  will  open  on  the  24th.  Persiani  is  to  be  the 
leading  star,  assisted  by  the  Opera  BufFa  company  till  Easter,  when 
the  old  favorites  will  resume  their  dominion.  Fanny  Elster  will 
take  Duvernay's  place  in  the  Ballet,  and  there  is  a  talk  of  Taglioni. 
There  is  a  report  about,  that  Miss  Angela  Burdett  lias  been  rather 
premature  in  assuming  the  name  of  Coutts,  as  the  Duchess  neg- 
lected to  have  her  wealth  settled  upon  her  at  her  marriage  ;  there- 
fore all  the  property  became  the  Duke's,  and  her  will  is  good  for 
nothing.  The  slightest  reflection  must  convince  every  body  that 
this  story  is  wholly  groundless  :  the  Duke  of  St.  Alban's  is  scarcely 
so  deficient  in  common  sense  as  to  have  submitted  to  the  patvoni- 
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zing  conduct  he  did  submit  to  from  his  Duchess,  had  lie  possessed 
any  controul  over  even  a  part  of  the  vast  property  of  his  wife  ;  and, 
moreover,  independently  of  the  suggestions  of  her  relatives,  the 
late  Duchess  was  far  too  keen  a  woman  of  the  world  to  commit 
so  great  an  oversight  as  that,  which  people  would  now  give  her 
credit  for. 

There  is  a  gossip  that  the  Queen  Dowager  will  leave  St.  Leonard's 
for  town  this  month  ;  but  this  is  a  mistake,  the  Princees  Augusta 
is  coming  very  shortly,  but  her  Majesty  will  remain,  most  probably, 
till  the  middle  of  March. 

The  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cambridge  dine  with  the  Queen  to- 
night at  Buckingham  Palace,  where  a  select  party  has  been  invited 
to  meet  them.  Their  Royal  Highnesses  visited  the  British  Insti- 
tutions yesterday,  and  spent  a  long  time  in  a  minute  examination 
of  the  works  of  art  contained  therein.  This  exhibition  will  be 
opened  to  the  public  in  a  day  or  two.  I  shall  send  you  a  few  menis 
on  the  principal  pictures. 

The  appointment  of  Sir  Andrew  Leith  Hay  to  the  Governorship 
of  Bermuda  with  a  salary  of  £fi,000  a  year,  was  unexpected  ;  on  dit, 
the  reasons  for  this  appointment  are  nearly  as  cogent  as  those 
Which  occasioned  that  of  Lord  Nugent  to  the  Lord  High  Commis- 
sionership  of  the  Ionian  Islands.  But  it  is  to  hoped  that  Sir 
Andrew  will  not  make  such  a  mess  of  his  Government  as  the 
Noble  Lord  did,  lest  there  should  be  a  complete  extinguisher  put 
upon  his  official  career.  The  nomination  of  Sir  John  Colborne  to 
b3  a  Grand  Cross  of  the  Bath  was  only  what  might  be  anticipated, 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  appointment  of  Colonel  Wetherall  to  a 
Commission ef ship  in  the  same  order  will  soon  follow. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Edward  Ellice,  junior,  as  Private  Secre- 
tary to  Lord  Durham,  however  judicious  it  may  be  in  itself,  is 
scarcely  to  be  justified,  if  it  is  true  that  another  gentleman,  who 
certainly  was  named  for  the  office,  was  superseded  to  make  way 
for  him.  But  be  it  ever  remembered  that  neither  the  great  Man 
himself  nor  his  Secretary  will  condescend  to  receive  any  salary — 
that  is,  if  the  Ministerial  papers  are  to  be  believed.  It  is  said  her 
Majesty's  ship  "  Hastings"  is  to  be  commissioned  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  great  "  Pacificator"  of  Canada.  This  ship  is 
now  at  Sheerness,  and  is  to  be  under  the  command  of  Captain 
Lock. 

The  Duke  of  Beaufort  is  carrying  on  his  alterations  and  im- 
provements at  his  lately  acquired  mansion  with  great  vigour — the 
whole  of  the  front  that  faces  the  Green  Park  is  now  under  a 
thorough  course  of  repair.  His  Grace,  it  would  seem,  meditates 
making  Camden  House  a  principal  attraction  to  the  fashionable 
world  during  the  ensuing  season.  The  London  musical  season  has 
now  fairly  commenced.  The  Philharmonic,  the  Vocal,  and  the 
Quartett  Concerts  are  in  full  play.    But  adieu  for  the  present.

Lately  shook  the  Crown  and  Anchor, 
Statesman,  rest !  rebellion's  o'er, 
Think  not  then  of  rising  more, — 
Or,  that  Melbourne,  much  mistaken, 
Wauts  you  ever  to  awaken  ! 
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We,  last  Saturday,  explained  the  principle  by  which  we  propose  to  test 
the  accuracy  of  the  weather-prophets.  It  is  simply  this  : — To  give  them 
full  credit  for  those  predictions  which  refer  to  accidental  changes  and  distur- 
bances in  the  uniform  range  of  the  weather  peculiar  to  each  particular  season, 
and  by  these,  and  these  only,  to  estimate  the  value  of  their  systems  as  pre- 
dicting sciences.  No  new  theory  is  required  to  foretel  the  return  of  those 
meteorological  phenomena  which  are  incident  to  and  accompany  the  course 
of  the  seasons,  for  these  are  dependant  upon  natural  laws  already  ascer- 
tained and  established.  It  is  only  therefore  by  the  except  ions  to  the  gene- 
ral rule,  and  by  reducing  to  certainty  as  to  time  and  place,  those  changes  in 
the  weather,  which  have  hitherto  been  deemed  uncertain  and  capricious, 
that  the  calculations  of  the  meteorologist  can  prove  at  all  beneficial  to 
mankind.  Having  premised  thus  much,  we  will  now  turn  to  our  tables  for 
January,  and  endeavour  to  ascertain  how  far  the  predictions  of  Messrs. 
Morrison  and  Murphy  have  been  borne  out  by  the  actual  results.  And, 
first,  of  the  former  : — 

Reference  to  our  "  observations"  upon  the  weather  during  January, 
will  show  that  Lieutenant  Morrison,  in  those  instances  wherein  he  has 
ventured  to  predict  the  accidental  changes,  was  altogether  out  in  his 
reckoning.  On  the  6th  of  the  month,  instead  of  "  a  higher  temperature," 
the  weather  became  suddenly  much  colder.  The  "  gale  of  wind  from  the 
north  east"  announced  for  the  13th,  never  arrived;  on  the  19  th,  when 
*'  changeable  weather "  was  the  order  of  the  day,  we  had  a  continuance  of 
severe  frost,  and  instead  of  "  miMer  weather"  on  the  20th,  we  experienced 
an  increase  of  cold.  Lieutenant  Morrison's  other  predictions  for  January 
are  so  perfectly  in  harmony  with  the  known  character  of  the  month  that  no 
inference  can  be  deduced  from  them.  In  those  cases  where  he  foretold 
exceptions,"  the  results  have  been  at  variance  with  the  predictions. 

The  more  pithy  and  laconic  style  of  Mr.  Murphy's  prognostications  give 
the  chances  decidedly  in  his  favor ;  like  a  wary  oracle,  he  carefully  avoids 
particulars.  Hence  we  find,  on  reference  tc  our  table  for  the  month  under 
review,  that  his  predictions  are  mostly  of  such  a  kind  as  could  not  fail  of 
fulfilment  in  January,  so  long  as  the  natural  course  of  the  seasons  remained 
unchanged.  The  consequence  is,  that  he  is  by  no  means  so  frequently 
wrong  as  his  more  adventurous  coadjutor.  Lieutenant  Morrison,  who 
enters  more  into  particulars.  But  even  the  brevity  of  Mr.  Murphy  will 
not  always  avail.  On  the  4th  and  5th  of  the  month,  when  he  foretold 
**  changeable"  weather,  we  had  in  Cheltenham  bright  clear  days  ;  and  on 
the  26th,  27th,  and  28th,  which,  according  to  the  book",  should  have 
been  "fair  and  frosty" ,  we  had  dark,  gloomy,  and  peculiarly  changeable 
weather.  Mr.  Murphy,  however,  proved  remarkably  correct  on  the  20th 
of  the  month  ;  and  what  is  still  more  in  favour  of  his  theory,  according  to 
our  estimate  is,  that  this  is  the  only  instance  throughout  the  month 
wherein  he  has  ventured  to  characterise  the  46  accidents,"  and  to  which, 
consequently,  the  rule  which  we  have  laid  down,  can  with  full  force  apply. 
On  the  21st,  22nd,  and  23rd,  the  word  *'  changeable"  very  accurately 
described  the  weather  which  immediately  followed  the  day  of  lowest  tempera  - 
ture, as  above  remarked.  The  predictions  for  the  other  days  merely  give 
the  general  character  of  January  weather,  and  are  therefore  not  amenable 
to  the  rule  of  exception  which  we  have  adopted  for  our  guidance  in  the 
present  investigation. 
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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Cheltenham  Horticultural  and  Floral  Society  has  become 
one  with  the  Gloucestershire  Zoological,  Botanical,  and  Horticultural 
Society.  This  union  was  completed  at  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the 
members  of  the  former  society,  which  took  place  on  Tuesday,  January  the 
SOth,  at  which  meeting  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
annual  general  meeting,  in  December,  to  consider  the  proposition  made  by 
the  secretary  of  the  Zoological  Society  for  that  purpose,  was  received  and 
adapted.  From  this  report,  and  the  recommendations  and  provisions 
which  it  contained,  it  was  evident  that  the  committee  had  bestowed  con- 
siderable attention  upon  the  subject  in  all  its  details,  and  had,  after  mature 
deliberation,  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  objects  of  the  Floral  Society 
would  henceforth  be  best  promoted  and  secured  by  its  becoming  identified 
with  the  Zoological  Society.  The  privileges  of  the  present  members  of 
the  former  society  are  to  be  strictly  preserved  to  them,  and  they  are  in 
addition  to  enjoy  the  advantage  of  admission  to  the  gardens  of  the  latter 
on  the  days  of  the  floral  exhibitions.  These  will  take  place  on  the  same 
plan  as  heretofore,  the  first,  for  the  show  of  spring  flowers,  being  held  in 
April,  and  the  second  on  the  24th  of  May,  the  day  upon  which  it  is  pur- 
posed to  open  the  Gardens.  The  arrangements  for  these  exhibitions, 
under  the  auspices  and  direction  of  the  Zoological  and  Botanical  Society, 
are  expected  soon  to  be  completed,  and  we  doubt  not  they  will  prove  such 
as  will  ensure  increased  eclat  for  all  the  flower  shows  of  future  years. 

The  Winter  Band  at  the  Montpellier  Spa  will  resume  its  afternoon 
performances  in  the  Pump  Room,  on  Monday  the  19th  instant;  and, 
according  to  the  original  arrangement,  will  continue  them  through  the 
Spring. 

A  Grand  Fancy  and  Full  Dress  Ball  is  announced  to  take  place  at 
the  Assembly  Rooms  on  the  23rd  instant,  under  the  most  distinguished 
auspices.  From  the  array  of  names  already  enrolled  as  patronesses  and 
patrons  of  the  fete,  there  appears  every  prospect  of  it  being  a  very  gay  and 
brilliant  affair.   The  next  Subscription  Ball  takes  place  on  Monday  evening. 

The  Performances  at  the  Theatre  this  evening  are  for  the  benefit 
of  Mr.  Collett,  the  Box-Office  Keeper.  The  entertainments  announced 
consist  of  the  comedy  of  Paul  Pry,  with  the  afterpiece  of  My  Poll  and  My 
Partner  Joe.

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LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

On  Friday  evening,  Feb.  2nd,  as  mentioned  in  our  last,  Dr.  Theodore 
Boisragon  delivered  his  second  lecture  on  Meteorology.  After  recapitulating 
the  leading  points  of  the  first  lecture,  a  brief  description  was  given  of  the 
various  instruments  employed  for  meteorological  observations,  and  the 
principles  of  their  construction  explained.  In  speaking  of  the  Aethrioscope, 
the  nature  of  hot  and  cold  pulses  was  enquired  into.  "  The  hot  pulse,  or 
aerial  wave,  (observed  the  lecturer)  commences  from  some  body  or  sub- 
stance imparting  a  portion  of  heat  to  a  contiguous  particle  of  air,  which 
thereupon  expands;  the  next  particle  does  the  same,  depriving  the  former 
of  its  heat,  which  again  contracts;  and  so  on  successively, — forming  pulses 
continued  into  the  upper  regions,  and  originating  at  the  surface  of  the 
earth.  The  cold  pulses,  which  are  by  some  thought  to  be  positive  cold 
sent  from  above,  are  nothing  more  than  the  air  deprived  of  its  heat  :  these 
also  commence  at  the  surface  of  the  earth,  being  caused  by  the  successive 
contraction  and  expansion  of  the  particles  of  air,  as  each  deprives  the 
particle  above  it  of  its  caloric."  After  explaining  other  phenomena  inci- 
dent to  the  effects  of  heat  upon  the  atmosphere,  Dr.  Boisragon  proceeded 
to  speak  of  this  powerful  agent  as  producing  the  operation  of  land  and  sea 
breezes,  which  was  illustrated  by  an  ingenious  experiment.  Adverting  to 
the  affections  of  the  barometer  from  aerial  currents,  mention  was  made  of 
Kirwan's  beautiful  theory  of  partial  accumulations  of  air  being  caused  by  the 
higher  column  at  the  equator  gravitating  towards  the  pole,  and  thereby 
influencing  the  course  of  the  currents  described, — the  objections  of  Lieut. 
Morrison  to  Kirwan's  theory  were  stated,  and  that  gentleman's  views  of 
atmospheric  electricity  briefly  explained, — reference  being  made  to  the 
electrometer  recently  invented  by  him,  which  was  produced  for  inspection. 

The  nature  of  evaporation  was  next  explained,  and  the  various  pheno- 
mena identified  with  this  important  agent — as  the  formation  of  dew,  fog, 
clouds,  rain,  &c,  &c. — severally  pointed  out;  and  the  various  instruments, 
constructed  for  measuring  and  determining  the  quantities  of  each,  minutely 
described.  The  effects  of  cold  and  electricity  upon  the  atmosphere  were 
considered,  and  a  brief  review  taken  of  the  various  natural  phenomena 
included  in  the  science  of  Meteorology.  The  lecturer  concluded  his  dis- 
course with  some  apposite  remarks  on  the  importance  of  philosophical 
studies  in  general,  and  appealing  to  the  fairer  and  gentler  portion  of  his 
audience,  urged  upon  them  the  importance  of  looking  "  upon  philosophy 
with  a  kindly  eye — not  considering  it  as  a  difficult  or  uninteresting  pur- 
suit, beyond  the  reach  of  their  capacity,  but  regarding  it  as  the  sure  guide 
to  thinking  and  acting,  and  esteeming  the  power  of  taking  a  rational  or 
philosophical  view  as  essential  to  real  education  ;  for,"  continued  the  lec- 
turer, "  it  is  not  necessary  that  a  person  should  be  what  is  termed  scien- 
tific to  be  a  philosopher,  for  a  poor  person,  and  even  a  child  give  proofs 
of  a  philosophical  mind  when,  as  they  sometimes  do,  they  observe  and 
act  truly  according  to  the  relations  in  which  they  are  placed.  Besides, 
who  that  has  once  felt  the  emotion  excited  by  the  perception  of  a  grand  or 
beautiful  principle  in  nature  will  deny,  that  this  state  of  the  mind,  elevated 
to  the  contemplation  of  a  sublime  first  cause,  is  not  in  itself  an  homage — a 
tacit  hallelujah  ?"  This  lecture,  like  the  former,  was  illustrated  with  a 
number  of  interesting  experiments. 

On  the  motion  of  Dr.  Conolly  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer  was  car- 
ried by  acclamation. 


THE  CHELTENHAM

On  Tuesday  evening  Mr.  T.  Wright  delivered  the  first  of  a  course  of 
lectures  on  Fossil  Organic  Remains.  We  were  glad  to  see  the  subject 
attract  so  numerous  an  audience  as  was  present  upon  the  occasion,  and 
we  doubt  not,  as  the  subject  will  necessarily  increase  in  interest  as  it  pro- 
ceeds, that  the  entire  course  will  prove  extensively  popular. 

In  his  introduction,  which  was  most  eloquently  written  throughout,  Mr. 
Wright  glanced  at  the  rapid  progress  which  physical  science  had  made 
within  the  last  half  century.  The  discoveries  in  Chemistry,  Electricity, 
and  Magnetism,  with  those  more  immediately  connected  with  the  subject 
of  his  proposed  course  of  Lectures,  namely,  Geology  and  comparative 
Phvsiology,  were  all  briefly  alluded  to,  as  themes  inspiring  sentiments  of 
exalted  admiration.  Had  our  limits  permitted,  we  should  have  been  glad 
to  have  availed  ourselves  of  Mr.  Wright's  permission,  and  extracted 
largely  from  this  portion  of  the  Lecture.  As  it  is  however  we  must  confine 
ourselves  to  one  or  two  of  the  most  striking  passages. 

"The  philosophic  mind,  in  contemplating  these  triumphs  of  man's  noblest 
powers,  discovers  a  wonderful  and  mysterious  relation  established  by  his  adora- 
ble creator,  between  the  material  universe  and  his  intellectual  nature  ;  the  noble 
faculties  of  his  mind,  which  are  his  highest  and  best  gifts,  and  the  sources  of  his 
purest  and  most  exalted  feelings,  have  been  conferred  upon  him  for  cultivation  ; 
the  prospective  design  of  their  education  ;  the  grand  final  cause  of  their  confer- 
ment, was  to  constitute  him  what  he  is,  a  moral,  intellectual,  and  religious  being  ; 
the  great  object  of  whose  existence  ought  to  be  adoration  and  duty  to  his  God, 
and  love  to  his  fellow  man. 

"  The  wonderful  mechanism  of  the  universe,  the  grandeur  and  surpassing 
beauty  every  where  displayed  in  the  external  world,  kindle  in  his  mind  a  thirst 
for  enquiry,  and  arouse  to  action  his  noblest  faculties  ;  the  planet  we  inhabit,  by 
a  long  series  of  eventful  changes,  is  sumptuously  stored  and  wonderfully  provi- 
ded for  the  reception  of  our  species,  and  every  thing  is  formed  in  the  strictest 
relation  to  our  nature,  and  all  admirably  adapted  to  call  forth  the  slumbering 
energies  of  intellectual  powers,  and  afford  man  the  fullest  scope  for  exercise  of 
his  proud  prerogative — Reason. 

"  That  the  study  of  the  truths  of  science  should  in  any  way  be  supposed  to  be 
at  all  calculated  to  lead  the  mind  astray  from  its  first  and  most  sacred  duties, — 
worship  to  God,  and  the  contemplation  of  His  revealed  Word  with  all  its  sublimi- 
ties, and  assurance  of  a  life  of  peace  and  rest  beyond  the  grave, — is  a  paradox 
that  I  humbly  confess  myself  incapable  of  comprehending  ;  for  what  (let  me 
enquire)  are  the  arrangements  of  the  universe,  but  the  expression  of  the  will  of 
their  Almighty  Architect  ? — what  the  discoveries  of  science,  but  a  superficial 
knowledge  of  those  laws  by  which  the  fiat  of  Omnipotence  is  maintained  ?  Let 
not,  therefore,  our  ardent  pursuit  of  truth  be  checked  by  any  false  fears  that  we 
may  penetrate  too  deeply  into  the  hidden  mysteries  of  nature  ;  for,  believe  me, 
all  such  investigations,  if  conducted  with  an  anxious  desire  to  behold  truth  in  all 
its  lovelinessi  and  to  develope  those  mysterious  faculties  of  the  mind  which  it  has 
pleased  a  Bountiful  Providence  to  confer  upon  us,  and  with  an  humble  heart 
to  read  nature's  vast  volume  so  liberally  thrown  open  for  our  instruction,  is, 
next  to  the  worship  of  its  Divine  Author,  an  intellectual  duty  worthy  of  the 
heirs  of  immortality  the  performance  of  which  calls  into  healthy  activity  the 
soul's  noblest  powers,  and  leads  to  more  lofty  conceptions — more  sublime  con- 
templations of  their  glorious  and  beneficial  Author." 

Referring  next  to  the  wonders  recently  brought  to  light  by  the  study  of  Fossil 
Zoology,  the  Lecturer  continued — "  Were  a  superficial  observer  told  that  the 
stone,  which  records  the  memory  of  some  dear  departed  friend,  was  itself  the 
silent  monument  left  by  myriads  of  animals,  whose  calcareous  parts  were  incor- 
porated with  its  constituent  particles  at  the  time  the  rock  itself  was  forming  at 
the  bed  of  an  ancient  sea  ;  were  he  not  shewn  that  no  inconsiderable  portion  of  the 
surface  of  the  earth  was  originally  derived  from  the  skeletons  of  its  former  popu- 
lation, that  extensive  plains  and  lofty  mountains  are  but  the  tombs  of  tens  of 
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thousands  of  beings  who  spent  their  happy  day  upon  its  surface,  and  whose  re- 
mains are  the  only  record  of  their  existence  extant,  he  would  be  lost  in  awe  and 
in  wonder,  seeing  that  the  rocks  which  support  his  footsteps— that  the  mountain 
chains,  which  rear  in  awful  majesty  their  lofty  summits  to  the  sky,  are  but  stu- 
pendous monuments  upheaved  from  the  bosom  of  the  deep,  "in  which  lie 
entombed,  as  in  a  vast  cemetry,  the  exuviae  of  myriads  of  animals  that  tenanted 
our  planet  during  immeasurable  periods  of  past  time,  although  these  domociles 
of  ancient  life  now  lie  piled  together  in  one  rude  contused  mass,  yet  by  a  Provi- 
dence that  is  truly  wonderful,  have  these  relics  of  death  slowly  undergone  those 
chemical  changes  by  which  they  are  converted  into  the  limestone  that  forms  the 
humble  cottage  of  the  peasant,  or  the  marble  that  adorns  the  gorgeous  palace  of 
the  prince." 

Mr.  Wright's  Second  Lecture  will  be  delivered  on  Friday  Evening  next. 
Its  subject  is  the  History  and  Organization  of  Fossil  Mamalia. 


REVIEW  OF  MUSIC. 

The  Pianoforte  Album,  dedicated  to  Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty,  the 
Queen,  by  D 'Almaine  #  Co. 

To  give  merely  the  names  of  the  contributors  to  this  very  elegant  publi  • 
cation,  would  be  a  sufficient  guarantee  for  its  excellence,  of  whom  there  are 
six,  namely,  Thalberg,  Kalkbrenner,  Czerny,  Herz,  Heu singer,  and  Hunten. 
No.  1  is  an  Air,  by  Bellini,  with  an  introduction  and  variations,  by  Kalk- 
brenner. No.  2,  a  Russian  Air,  arranged  as  a  fantasia,  by  Thalberg — a 
most  beautiful  composition.  No.  3,  an  Air,  by  Herold,  arranged  by 
Heiisinger,  in  a  very  clever  and  brilliant  style.  No.  4,  Air  Tyrolien,  by 
Herz,  which  will  find  many  admirers  for  its  sparkling  style  and  elegance. 
No.  5,  "  Isle  of  Beauty,"  as  a  fantasia,  by  Czerny,  to  whose  prolific  pen 
pinoforte  players  are  indebted  for  some  of  the  most  effective  music  that  was 
ever  written  ;  also  for  a  vast  number  of  most  excellent  studies  and  exerci- 
ses for  that  instrument,  calculated  to  lead  the  practitioner  progressively  on, 
from  the  very  first  rudiments  to  perfection  !  No.  6,  an  Air,  by  Herold, 
arranged  by  Hiinten,  making  a  total  of  42  pages,  of  a  most  pleasing  and 
charming  recreation  for  those  who  have  any  pretensions  to  be  considered 
pianoforte  players  ;  and  they  will  be  found  extremely  useful  at  musical 
soirees  for  none  of  them  are  long  and  tedious,  but  moderately  short  and 
showy.  The  book  is  embellished  with  very  striking  likenesses  of  Thalberg 
and  Herz,  from  a  series  of  portraits  brought  out  by  D'Almaine  and  Co.  of 
eminent  musicians. 

Handel's  Songs,  edited  by  H.  R.  Bishop — Vols.  1,  2,  and  3 — D'Atmaine 
and  Co.    Dedicated,  by  permission,  to  the  Queen. 

This  is  a  work,  which  may  truly  be  called  a  classical  one,  and  one  that 
every  lover  of  the  compositions  of  the  "  mighty  master"  ought  to  possess  ; 
for,  besides  the  able  manner  in  which  Mr.  Bishop  has  arranged  the  accom- 
paniments from  the  original  scores,  he  has  interspersed  the  volumes  with 
many  interesting  observations ;  and  he  has  also  given  the  names  of  the 
oratorios  from  which  the  songs  were  selected,  with  the  date  affixed  to  each 
of  them.  There  are  about  forty  recitatives  and  songs  in  each  volume, 
which  occupy  200  pages  (of  exceedingly  well  stamped  music)  on  the 
average,  with  a  few  duets  and  choruses,  with  the  traditional  time  marked, 
agreeably  to  the  Metronome.  Our  late  lamented  sovereign  was  pleased  to 
grant  Mr.  Bishop  leave  to  consult  Handel's  own  manuscripts,  which  are  in 
the  royal  library  ;  and  her  present  Majesty  has  been  graciously  pleased  to 
continue  the  permission,  so  that  he  possesses  every  advantage  and  facility ; 
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and  it  may  be  fairly  anticipated  that,  when  completed,  Bishop's  edition  of 
Handel's  works  will  be  one  of  great  value,  and  will  do  honor  to  any 
country,  and  credit  to  the  enterprising  publishers. 

The  Musical  Bijou  :  An  Album  of  Music  and  Poetry  for  1838. — Edited 
by  F.  H.  Burney. — UAlmaine  #  Co. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  elegant  publications  of  the  kind  that  I  have  seen, 
and  the  embellishments  are  exceedingly  beautiful,  consisting  of  "  The 
Messenger  Dove,"  by  Jules  David;  "  A  Presentation  Plate,'"  by  G.  Modeley ; 
and  two  highly-ornamented  covers,  by  G.  Child.  The  contents  consist  of 
Songs,  &c,  written  by  Haynes  Baylev,  C.  Jeffreys,  G.  Linley,  Miss  Steers, 
&c;  set  to  music  by  Bellini,  Bishop,  E.  J.  Loder,  Beethoven,  Nelson, 
Weigh,  Malibran  De  Beriot,  &c, — with  various  Pieces  for  the  Piano- 
forte, by  Herz,  F.  Hiinten,  and  F.  Mine;  and  a  Set  of  Quadrilles,  by  John 
Weippert,  from  Bochsa's  "Corsaire," — in  all  fifteen  different  compositions; 
all  of  which  are  within  the  reach  of  most  singers  and  performers.  Knowing 
that  much  room  cannot  be  allowed  for  extracts,  I  shall  only  give  Beetho- 
ven's "  Invocation  to  the  Spirit  of  Song, —  premising  that  the  great  German 
composer  was  quite  deaf  for  many  years  before  his  death,  which  happened 
in  1827,  aged  57  : — 

M  Come,  with  thy  strains  of  Love  and  Elope, 

And  soothe  my  troubled  heart  to  rest — 
Spirit  of  Song — I  thee  invoke  ! 

Sweet  solace  of  a  care-worn  breast  ! 
Steal  o'er  my  soul,  till  every  grief 

That  saddens  and  unnerves  me  now, 
Charm'd  by  thy  presence,  flies,  like  night 
Before  the  moon's  returning  glow. 

"  Lo  !  as  I  speak,  I  own  thy  pow'r  ; 

Though  doomed  to  hear  thy  voice  no  more  ; 
Joy  to  my  heart  now  wings  its  way, 

And  thought  and  feeling  heavenward  soar; 
Soothing  with  song  my  wayward  fate. 

If,  fellow  man,  I  turn  from  thee, 
Deem  me  not  cold,  unfeeling,  stern — 
Sweet  conv  rse  is  denied  to  me  ! 
Lord  of  Truth  and  Life  Immortal! — The  Poetry  by  the  llev.  S.  C.  Bird, 
set  to  Music,  and  inscribed  to  Miss  Newbald  of  Painswick,  by  Pio 
Cianchettini. 

It  is  evident  that  Mr.  Cianchettini  writes  more  with  a  view  to  fame  than 
profit,  or  he  would  not  have  introduced  in  this  song  so  many  extreme 
modulations ;  for,  although  they  are  perfectly  correct  as  far  as  the  rules  of 
composition  are  concerned,  still  they  are  beyond  the  comprehension  of 
many  who  would  be  able  to  sing  the  greater  part  of  the  melody  with 
great  effect.  The  words  are  correctly  accented,  and  the  intervening  sym- 
phonies are  very  elegant, — particularly  that  portion  of  them  that  moves  in 
sequences.  Although  I  prefer  the  key  of  E  flat  to  D  with  two  sharps,  yet, 
in  this  instance,  I  think  the  latter  would  have  been  more  comeatable  for 
amateurs,  who,  after  all,  are  the  greatest  patronizers  of  musical  publica- 
tions. The  accompaniment  is  much  better  calculated  for  the  organ  than 
the  piano-forte, — the  harmony  in  many  places  requiring  to  be  sustained ; 
which,  of  course,  would  heighten  the  effect  considerably,  in  the  perfor- 
mance of  this  clever — but  rather  foo-chromatic — production  of  the  talented 
composer  ;  to  whom  the  "  compliments  of  the  season"  are  responded  by

We  are  this  week  called  upon  to  notice  a  still 
more  matchless  piece  of  effrontery  on  the  part  of  this  individual — for  in 
the  two  newspapers  to  which  we  in  the  former  instance  adverted,  he  has 
since  then — namely  on  Sunday  last,  had  the  impertinence  to  affirm  that 
the  Looker-On  had  copied  him  ! — Credat  Jud&us  Apella! — "  In  resuming 
our  meteorological  observations,  I  am  very  happy  to  find  that  many  of  my 
meteorological  friends  have  highly  approved  of  the  plan  /  have  adopted, 
and  which  I  hope  will  be  followed  in  many  a  provincial  newspaper.  The 
Cheltenham  Looker-On  has  set  the  example,  by  bringing  the  two  great 
prophets  to  book  every  week."

COURT  GOSSIP. 


Wednesday,  February  \Ath,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  levee  to-day  was  very  numerously  attended,  though  nothing 
like,  in  point  of  numbers,  the  first  one  of  this  reign.  Most 
of  the  ministers  were  present,  as  were  the  Duke  of  Wellington, 
Sir  Robert  Peel,  Lord  Durham,  the  Dukes  of  Sussex  and  Cam- 
bridge, and  Prince  George.  The  Queen  wore  a  velvet  robe,  which 
was  borne  by  two  pages  of  honor.  Her  Majesty  was  attended  by 
the  Duchess  of  Sutherland,  the  Marchioness  of  Lansdowne,  and 
the  Countess  of  Durham,  &c.  &c.  The  Duke  of  Wellington  pre- 
sented an  address  from  the  inhabitants  and  visitors  of  the.  good 
town  of  Cheltenham,  expressing  their  fears  of  certain  plans  of  na- 
tional education,  and  praying  that  they  may  never  receive  the  royal 
assent,  &c.  Lord  Segrave  presented  a  congratulatory  address  from 
the  county,  and  the  Duke  of  Beaufort  from  the  city  of  Gloucester. 
Mr.  Fowell  Buxton,  Mr.  William  Allen,  and  some  others  dis- 
tinguished themselves  by  presenting  an  address,  signed  by  450,000 
females,  in  favour  of  the  negro  apprentices.  Lord  Stanhope  pre- 
sented an  address  against  the  poor  law  act.  There  were  a  great 
number  of  other  addresses  presented,  but  they  were  merely  con- 
gratulatory. Previous  to  the  levee,  there  was  a  grand  inspection  of 
the  corps  of  gentlemen  at  arms  by  their  captain,  Lord  Foley. 
The  portrait  painted  of  the  Queen  by  Mr.  Hayter  for  the  City, 
was  hung  in  the  drawing  room.  In  the  picture  Her  Majesty 
is  seated  on  the  throne,  with  full  face,  looking  at  the  spectator; 
the  right  hand  is  ungloved,  and  placed  on  the  lion's  head,  which 
forms  the  extremity  of  that  arm  of  the  throne,  and  is  resting  her 
left  arm  on  the  other ;  her  left  foot  is  on  a  footstool  covered  with 
crimson  velvet.  Her  Majesty  is  dressed  in  her  robes  of  crimson 
velvet,  lined  and  edged  with  ermine,  a  white  satin  petticoat  fringed 
with  bullion,  a  diamond  circlet  on  her  head,  diamond  earrings, 
necklace,  and  stomacher ;  on  the  right  hand  of  the  Queen  is  a  table 
on  which  is  the  Crown,  Sceptre,  and  Bible  :  there  are  no  other 
accessories  introduced.  The  likeness  is  very  good,  but  the  bust  is 
far,  very  far,  too  womanly.  The  picture  has  an  agreeable  and  pow- 
erful effect.  Mr.  Hayter  was  presented  at  the  levee  by  Lord 
John  Russell. 

The  Princess  Sophia  has  been  indisposed — not  seriously — but 
sufficiently  so  to  require  the  attendance  of  the  fashionable, 
though  no  longer  court  physician,  Sir  Henry  Halford.  The 
extreme  seclusion  and  privacy  maintained  by  the  Princess,  she 
never  mixing  in  society,  or  appearing  at  court,  prevents  that  notice 
which  otherwise  it  would  be  the  lot  of  her  Royal  Highness  to 
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endure.  Sacred  then  be  her  retirement.  Her  Majesty  paid  the 
Princess  a  long  visit  privately  on  Monday.  The  Duke  of  Sussex 
has  quite  recovered,  and  paid  his  respects  to  his  "niece  and 
sovereign"  on  Saturday.  There  was  no  public  observation  of  his 
Royal  Highness's  birth  day,  which  was  on  the  27th  of  January. 
While  on  this  subject,  it  may  be  as  well  to  remark  that  the  story 
of  the  serious  illness  of  the  Crown  Prince  of  Hanover  is  a  great 
exaggeration,  and  had  its  origin  only  in  a  slight  cold  with  which  his 
Royal  Highness  was  affected. 

There  is  no  talk  of  the  approaching  coronation — that  is,  by  the 
parties  at  whose  will  and  pleasure  it  is  to  take  place — though  every 
one  else  is  asking  when  it  is  to  be.  Some  conjecture  that  Lord 
Melbourne  does  not  like  to  advise  an  immediate  coronation  until 
he  feels  much  more  certain  who  will  carry  the  sword  of  state  on 
that  interesting  occasion.  Certainly  the  ticklish  state  of  the  minis- 
try, and  the  many  important  matters  pressing  on  their  attention, 
give  them  a  very  good  excuse  for  postponing  the  consideration  of 
the  coronation.  The  direct  attack,  too,  on  them  by  a  portion  of 
the  Radicals,  headed  by  Sir  William  Molesworth,  in  the  shape  of  a 
motion,  declaratory  of  a  want  of  confidence  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons in  the  colonial  administration  of  the  empire,  is  not  likely  to 
have  a  very  tranquillizing  effect  on  the  official  mind.  Of  course  it 
is  a  subject  of  much  curiosity  and  conjecture  as  to  what  course  the 
Conservatives  will  take  on  this  question.  The  general  opinion  here 
seems  to  be  that  they  will  not  be  led  by  the  Radicals  on  turning  the 
mi  listry  out  of  office,  but  will  choose  their  own  time  ;  nevertheless 
there  is  a  good  deal  of  expectation  afloat :  'tis  a  coincidence,  that  at 
this  particular  juncture,  the  Duke  of  Wellington  should  receive  an 
invitation  to  dinner  at  the  Palace  to-night,  where  the  Premier — - 
wh  >  of  course  will  be  there — will  have  the  opportunity  of  a  confi- 
de itial  chat  with  his  Grace.  Perhaps  a  fresh  lease  of  official 
exi  sttnce  may  be  granted.  Count  Pollon,  the  Sardinian  minister, 
has  presented  credetials  to  the  Queen  from  the  Duke  of  Lucca. 
Formerly,  under  the  reign  of  Ferdinand,  the  Spanish  minister  was 
always  accredited  by  the  Duke  of  Lucca;  but  that  sovereign,  as  also  the 
Sardinian  branch  of  the  Bourbons,  not  recognizing  the  little  Queen 
as  the  legitimate  monarch  of  Spain,  of  course  can  know  nothing  of 
her  representative  Count  Pollon.  Count  Pollon  delivered  his  cre- 
dentials at  an  audience  last  week. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Sheil  to  the  commissionership  of 
Greenwich  Hospital  so  immediately  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Creevey, 
looks  as  if  the  Ministers  were  rather  afraid  of  losing  the  opportunity 
of  throwing  an  agreeable  sop  to  the  Irish  numbers.  Mr.  S.,  in  ad- 
dition to  his  political  influence,  has  the  advantage  of  a  personal 
acquaintance  with  the  Duchess  of  Kent;  the  honorable  member 
was  always  honored  with  an  invite  to  the  grand  entertainments  of 
the  Royal  Duchess  at  Kensington  Palace.  Lord  Durham  has  had 
two  or  three  interviews  with  Lord  Glenelg — perhaps  to  be  instruc- 
ted in  his     instructions  f  but  as  there  is  no  chance  of  the  weather 
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mild  and  fine  for  some  time,  so  there  is  no  probability  of  his  Lord- 
ship's immediate  departure. 

Lord  Farnborough  it  seems  contented  himself  with  bequeathing 
his  celebrated  Canaletti,  and  one  or  two  others  of  his  most  valua- 
ble pictures  to  the  National  Gallery.  These  are  certainly  great 
additions  as  far  as  they  go,  though  much  less  than  was  expected, 
judging  from  the  language  once  used  by  his  Lordship  on  the 
subject. 

lie  Opera  Buffa  closes  this  week  with  Figaro,  This  charming 
opera  was  performed  last  Saturday.  The  principal  merit  in  its 
performance  by  the  Lyceum  company,  is  a  rigid  and  conscientious 
adherence  to  the  text.  The  ear  is  not  offended  by  the  additions 
and  improvements  of  signor  this,  or  signora  that,  to  the  melodies  of 
Mozart,  and  so  far  is  very  satisfactory.  The  faults  were  that  both 
principals  and  chorus  were  occasionally  a  little  out  of  tune.

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The  Weather  Prophets  would  seem  to  be  nearly  allied  in  feelings  to  the 
$emis  irrUabile  „•  at  all  events,  they  display  as  much  sensitiveness  on  all 
points,  touching  their  "  vocation,"  as  the  veriest  poet  that  ever  lived  could 
do;  and  it  is  not  a  little  amusing  to  the  looker-on,  who  views  their  pre- 
dictions as  not  quite  so  important  as  they  do  themselves,  to  witness  the 
anxiety  they  manifest  for  the  4<  sunshine  of  public  favor" — the  avidity  with 
which  they  seize  upon  every  verifying  change — and  the  pains  which  they 
take  to  explain  away  each  discrepancy  that  occurs  between  the  weather  as 
it  is  in  nature,  and  as  it  ought  to  be  according  to  the  almanac.  But  though 
we  cannot  chuse  but  smile  at  the  excess  of  sensitiveness  which  they  exhibit, 
we  are  yet  by  no  means  disposed  to  wish  it  bated  one  jot  or  tittle  of  its  full 
amount;  since,  in  this,  we  detect  a  zeal  and  earnestness  which  augurs  well 
for  the  future,  and  we  feel  that  whatever  good  is  to  result  from  the  impulse 
recently  given  to  meteorological  enquiry  must  depend,  in  a  great  measure, 
upon  having  the  minds  of  scientific  men  kept  constantly  alive  and  on  the 
watch,  ever  ready 'to  defend  their  speculations,  even  when  most  speculative, 
it  is  indeed  more  than  probable,  in  the  present  juvenile  stage  of  the  science 
of  Meteorology,  that  failure  will  more  surely  advance  its  sound  and  healthy 
growth  than  success,  particularly  when  success  is  only  partial.  Presumption 
and  self-confidence  will  be  checked  thereby,  and  the  spirit  of  enquiry  kept 
actively  and  ever  on  the  alert ;  observations  will  be  multiplied — facts  col- 
lected, and  thus  a  huge  mass  of  materials  will  be  brought  together,  to  be 
hereafter  employed  by  some  master-mind  in  the  building  up  a  perfect  and 
beautiful  theory,  of  which  science  may  be  justly  proud. 

In  illustration  of  the  foregoing  observations,  we  present  our  readers  with 
a  communication  which  we  received  from  Mr.  Murphy  last  wreek,  but  too 
late  to  admit  of  its  insertion  in  The  Looker-On  of  the  10th  ;  and  a  some- 
what similar  letter,  addressed  to  the  Elditor  of  The  Literary  Gazette,  by 
Lieut.  Morrison,  and  which  that  gentleman  has  requested  us  to  republish, 
which  we  do  most  readily;  having  everv  desire  to  afford  the  rival  Prophets 
a  fair  and  impartial  hearing  at  the  bar  of  public  opinion. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Cheltenham  Lookkr-OiV. 

London,  Feb.  8th,  1838. 

Sir — In  acknowledging  your  politeness  in  forwarding  to  me  the  three  last 
numbers  of  your  Journal,  I  am  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  add,  that,  as  refers  to  the 
notice  on  Meteorology,  as  regards  me,  which  appears  in  your  last,  it  is  far  from 
being  satisfactory.  For  in  order  to  be  so,  you  should,  in  the  first  place,  have 
subjoined  to  your  remarks  the  explanation  of  the  terms  used  by  me  in  the 
Almanac,  as  you  find  them  in  the  work;  and,  secondly,  as  refers  to  the  dis- 
crepancies— few  in  number — which  from  the  commencement  of  January  to  the 
period  at  which  you  wrote  occurred,  you  should  have  given  that  part  of  the  pre- 
face which  points  out  the  impossibility  which,  from  the  nature  of  the  subject, 
exists,  that  exceptions  to  the  anticipated  results  of  my  calculations,  as  marked  in 
the  Almanac,  must  not  occasionally  occur;  and  consequently,  that  it  is  only  in 
the  way  of  approximation  that  these  predictions  of  the  weather  are  to  be  consi- 
dered. This,  for  instance,  being  the  manner  in  which  your  respectable  contem- 
porary of  the  Brighton  Gazette,  in  his  Journal  of  the  25th  ult.,  puts  his  observa- 
tions on  the  subject  of  these  predictions  ;  and  still  more  recently,  the  Editor  of 
the  Literary  Gazette,  in  the  able  article,  headed  "  Weather  Wisdom,'*  which 
appeared  in  his  No.  of  the  27th  ult.,  who,  in  noticing  the  discrepancy  as  to  the 
non-occurrence  of  rain  on  the  24th  and  25th  of  January,  as  mentioned  in  my 
Almanac  (though  the  anticipated  Gale  at  this  period,  as  indicated,  actually  did 
occur,}  with  a  fairness  worthy  his  character,  and  which  does  him  so  much  credit, 
subjoined  an  extract  from  the  preface,  as  showing  the  caus  >  to  which  the  circum- 
stance was  referable. 

Thus,  Sir,  as  being  a  necessary  commentary  on.  your  observations  alluded  to, 
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I  should  feel  obliged  by  your  giving  insertion,  in  your  next  number,  to  this  short 
communication  ;  and  that,  in  any  observation  which  in  future  you  may  have  the 
goodness  to  introduce  into  the  Looker- On,  on  the  subject  of  the  weather,  as  con- 
nected with  my  almanac,  they  may  be  characterised  by  that  spirit  of  fairness 
which  is,  alone,  compatible  with  justice,  and  with  true  respectability.

With  reference  to  Mr.  Murphy's  closing  observation,  we  have  only  to 
assure  him  and  our  readers  generally,  that  so  far  as  the  nature  of  the  sub- 
ject will  admit  of,  we  shall  endeavour  uniformly  to  observe  the  strictest 
impartiality  in  any  comparisons  we  may  be  called  upon  to  institute  between 
his  predictions  and  the  actual  results.  We  have  no  interests  to  serve  other 
than  those  identified  with  truth  and  honesty.  But  as,  on  the  one  hand, 
we  shall  carefully  avoid  any  intentional  misrepresentation ;  so,  on  the 
other,  we  beg  respectfully  to  decline  becoming  (either  for  Mr.  Murphy, 
or  any  other  Weather  Prophet)  the  apologists  of  error,  or  the  defenders  of 
fallacious  systems. 

TO  THE  EDITOR  OF  THE  LITERARY  GAZETTE. 

Cheltenham,  Feb.  6,  1838. 
Sir, — Will  you  permit  me  to  trouble  you  with  a  few  words  on  the  severe  and  continued 
frost  ?    My  predictions  of  the  weather  for  some  days  have  been  erroneous,  owing,  I  be- 
lieve, to  the  season  being  extraordinary  ;  and  which  I  attribute  to  the  reaction  of  the  at- 
mosphere occasioned  by  the  great  comet  leaving  our  system.    In  my  pamphlet  on  that 
comet's  history,  &c.  (a  copy  of  which  I  enclose),  printed  originally  in  1834,  I  foretold 
that  "  that  the  winters  of  1836  or  1837  will  bring  a  frost  such  as  has  not  been  equalled 
for  at  least  twenty  years."  But,  owing  to  the  extreme  length  and  severity  of  last  winter, 
all  over  the  world,  snow  having  fallen  even  in  Canton,  Africa,  &c,  I  conceive  that  the 
comet's  effect  had  then  ceased,  and  did  not,  therefore,  expect  the  present  severe  frost. 
This  phenomenon  has  justified  my  prediction,  and  confirmed  the  inference  drawn  from 
former  observations,  during  eight  previous  returns  of  Halley's  comet  to  the  sun.    In  1834 
I  observed  that,  "the  singular  facts  of  such  extraordinary  frosts  at  the  precise  period 
of  the  comet  leaving  the  vicinity  of  the  earth,  must,  at  least,  attract  attention.    We  find 
a  frost  which  bound  up  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  though  situated  so  far  south,  after  the 
comet's  appearance  of  1231  ;  again,  after  its  next  return  in  1306,  we  read  of  the  Baltic 
Sea  being  frozen  over  for  fourteen  weeks  ;  again,  after  its  visit  of  1456,  we  learn  that 
the  ice  extended  from  Mecklenburg  to  Denmark ,  again,  after  its  return  in  1607,  we  are 
told  that  '  a  winter  of  uncommon  severity  followed  all  over  the  world  ;'  then  came  the 
return  of  1682,  followed  by  that  frost  of  thirteen  weeks'  duration,  which  was  predicted  to 
King  Charles  II.  ;  lastly,  the  latest  return  of  the  comet,  which  is  still  remembered  by 
some  very  old  people,  from  the  circumstance  of  that  notable  frost,  long  spoken  of  as  the 
black  frost,  which  endured  no  less  than  ninety-four  days,  or  over  three  months  1  Hence, 
we  have  records  of  severe  frosts  immediately  succeeding  the  appearance  of  the  comet,  six 
times  out  of  eight.    The  appearances  followed  by  these  phenomena  have  been  those  of 
1231,  1306,  1456,  1607,  1682,  and  1759;  and  the  other  two  instances  may  have  been 
similar  in  nature,  though,  perhaps,  not  in  extent;  and  so  may  not  have  been  entered  on 
the  records  to  which  we  have  had  access."    We  may  now  say  that,  out  of  nine  returns 
of  the  comet,  we  have  seven  instances  recorded  of  severe  and  extraordinary  frosts  occur- 
ring upon  its  leaving  the  vicinity  of  the  earth.    I  submit,  therefore  that  this  cannot  be 
the  result  of  chance,  and  that,  whatever  be  the  cause,  and  whether  my  hypothesis  of  a 
derangement  of  the  etheral  fluid  be  true  or  not,  T  may  repeat,  that     there  follow  such 
intolerably  cold,  and  such  memorable  frosts  as  we  have  seen  do  always  succeed  the  visi- 
tations of  this  large  comet."    If  called  on  for  an  opinion,  I  should  say,  (judging  from 
former  instances),  that  the  frost  will  not  quit  us  till  the  sun  has  past  the  conjunction  of 
Herschel,  which  will  be  at  the  end  of  this  month.    Such  aspects  as  tend  to  abate  the 
cold  pass  by,  with  hardly  a  perceptible  effect,  owing  to  the  comet's  contrary  and  power- 
ful action.    I  must  repeat  that  I  do  not  pretend  to  a  knowledge  of  more  than  the  mere 
elements  of  astral  influence  on  the  atmosphere  ;  and  though  there  be  many  cases  in  which 
I  can  be  certain  as  to  what  will  occur,  there  are  also  others  on  which  I  am  equally  un- 
certain.   Perhaps  fifty  years'  further  observation  will  still  leave  much  to  be  ascertained.

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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Subscription  Ball  on  Monday  at  the  Assembly  Rooms  was  but 
thinly  attended,  a  circumstance  not  much  to  be  wondered  at,  as  most  of 
the  patrons  and  lovers  of  dancing  are  reserving  themselves  for  the  26th, 
when  the  Proprietor's  Grand  Fancy  and  Full  Dress  Ball  seems  likely  to  bring- 
together  all  the  fashionables  of  the  place.  It  promises  indeed  to  be  quite 
a  splendid  affair,  if  we  may  judge  from  its  list  of  patrons  and  patronesses. 

The  Anniversary  op  St.  David  on  the  first  of  March  will  be  cele- 
brated by  the  Cambrians  resident  in  Cheltenham  with  its  accustomed 
festivities,  and  the  usual  performance  of  Welch  music  will  take  place  in  the 
evening  at  the  Rotunda. 

The  Winter  Afternoon  Promenades  will  re-commence  at  the  Mont- 
pellier  Spa  on  Monday,  when  the  Band  will  perform  in  the  promenade 
room  from  half-past  two  till  half-past  four  o'clock. 

The  Cheltenham  and  Swindon  Railway,  it  appears,  is,  after  all,  likely 
to  prove  a  dead  letter.  The  Company  having  found  it  necessary  to  apply 
to  Parliament  for  a  new  Act,  in  order  to  enable  them  to  extend  the  time 
allowed  by  the  old  one  for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  which  time  expires  in 
June  next,  and  also  to  effect  a  deviation  in  the  line  itself,  are  encountering 
a  determined  opposition  on  both  these  points  ;  and  from  the  decisions 
which  have  been  already  given  against  them  on  some  very  important  points 
by  the  Committee  of  Standing  Orders,  there  seems  every  probability  that 
their  application  will  prove  unsuccessful.  In  that  case  Cheltenham  will 
stand,  as  respects  all  the  companies  which  have  been  formed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  a  railway  communication  with  the  metropolis,  perfectly 
free  and  disentangled,  and  at  liberty  to  adopt  any  other  course  for  securing 
this  object,  which  experience  and  the  real  interests  of  its  inhabitants  shall 
appear  to  dictate.  When  towns  of  infinitely  less  importance  will  be 
deriving  the  benefit  of  the  improved  systems  of  communication  now  in  pro- 
gress, it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  Cheltenham  will  remain  much  longer 
passive  and  inert  in  this  matter,  calmly  looking  on,  while  the  tide  of  pros- 
perity sweeps  by  her  to  other  places.  The  only  thing  to  be  secured, 
should  the  Swindon  scheme  be  abandoned,  is  the  adoption  of  such  a  plan 
as  uniting  the  hitherto  clashing  interests  of  all  parties  will  bring  them 
together  upon  this  important  point,  and  merging  past  differences,  pro- 
a  cordial  and  really  efficient  co-operation.  In  order  to  effect  this, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  prevent  that  opposition  which  will  inevitably  arise 
from  prejudice,  it  would  perhaps,  after  all,  be  the  safer  scheme  to  fix  the 
starting  from  some  point  on  the  summit  of  the  Cotteswold,  with  which  a 
constant  communication  might  be  kept  up  by  means  of  omnibusses  or  other 
conveyances,  as  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  Liverpool  and  Manchester  rail- 
way for  many  years  after  its  opening,  and  is,  we  believe,  even  still  so  in 
part.  This  would,  in  the  first  instance,  save  the  expense  of  the  inclined  plane, 
and,  in  a  great  measure,  conciliate  all  those  who  have  opposed  each  of 
the  former  plans  from  feelings  of  dread  and  dislike.  These  feelings  would 
in  time  wear  away,  and  those  difficulties,  which  at  present  appear  insur- 
mountable, would  in  the  course  of  a  very  few  years  be  so  wholly  overcome, 
that  we  feel  convinced  many  of  those  who  at  present  object  to  a  railroad 
through  or  near  the  town,  would  be  among  the  warmest  advocates  of  a 
junction  with  the  Gloucester  and  Birmingham  line  now  in  rapid  progress, 
and  which  would  render  the  communication  in  every  respect  complete. 
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The  Distress  of  the  Poor  in  consequence  of  the  continuance  of  the 
severe  frost  has,  we  rejoice  to  find,  aroused  the  attention  and  excited  the 
sympathy  of  the  more  affluent  portions  of  our  population.  A  public  meet- 
ing, convened  by  the  magistrates,  was  yesterday  afternoon  held  in  the 
Lecture  Room  of  the  Philosophical  Institution,  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining upon  the  best  means  to  be  adopted  for  the  alleviation  of  the  exist- 
ing distress.  Pearson  Thompson,  Esq.,  as  the  senior  magistrate  present, 
was  called  to  the  chair,  and  having  stated  the  objects  of  the  meeting,  the 
Rev.  F.  Close,  in  a  brief  address,  offered  several  suggestions  for  the  fur- 
therance of  the  object  in  view,  and  proposed  the  immediate  commencement 
of  a  subscription  for  the  purchase  of  food,  clothing,  and  fuel,  to  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  necessitous  poor,  and  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
for  the  superintendence  and  administration  of  the  fund  to  be  collected. 
J.  E.  Willis,  Esq.  was  appointed  treasurer,  and  a  number  of  gentle- 
men put  down  their  names  at  once  as  subscribers.  A  desultory  discus- 
sion followed  on  the  subject  of  the  range  within  which  the  application  of 
the  subscription  should  be  limited,  and  it  was  finally  agreed  that  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  monies  raised  should  be  confined  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  parish.  A  committee  was  formed  from  among  the  subscribers  present, 
who,  at  the  close  of  the  meeting,  proceeded  immediately  to  arrange  their 
plans  and  proceedings.  The  subscription  entered  iuto  in  the  room  amounted 
to  £180.

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LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

On  Tuesday  evening  Mr.  Wright  delivered  his  Second  Lecture  on  Fossil 
Organic  Remains  before  a  numerous  audience ;  the  Rev.  G.  Bonner,  one  of 
the  Vice-presidents  of  the  Institution,  being  in  the  chair. 

The  lecturer  commenced  by  making  some  general  observations  on  the 
tertiary  strata  of  our  island,  showing,  by  well-executed  diagrams,  their 
relative  position.  The  basins  of  Hants  and  London  were  shown  to  have 
been  once  continuous,  but  subsequently  separated  from  each  other  by  the 
rising  of  the  chalk, — the  plastic  clay  and  London  clay  in  both  retaining  the 
same  relative  position  to  the  cretaceous  rocks  on  which  they  repose. 
From  a  beautiful  section  of  the  north-west  coast  of  the  Isle  of  Wight,  Mr. 
Wright  demonstrated  the  disturbance  which  took  place  during  the  deposi- 
tion of  the  tertiary  system.  The  singular  manner  in  which  the  plastic 
clay  and  London  clay  formations,  with  their  accompanying  sands,  and  the 
chalk  and  marl  beds  at  Alum  Bay,  had  been  uplifted  from  the  horizontal 
position  in  which  they  were  deposited  to  the  vertical  position  which  they 
now  occupy,  was  adduced  as  a  striking  illustration  of  the  disturbance 
which  our  own  island  had  experienced  during  this  period  of  the  earth's 
history,  and  anterior  to  the  deposit  of  the  marine  and  fresh- water  forma- 
tions first  noticed  by  Mr.  Webster  titHeadon  Hill ;  the  similarity  between  these 
deposits  and  those  of  the  Paris  basin  was  pointed  out,  and  the  singular  charac- 
ter firstobserved  by  that  geologist,  Brongniart's  section,  namely,  their  forma- 
tions being  referable  to  fresh  and  salt  water,  the  marine  deposits  yielding  the 
remains  of  whales  and  marine  mollusca ;  and  the  fresh-water  beds  abound  - 
ing with  the  bones  of  quadrupeds,  land  and  fresh-water  shells.  The  age 
of  the  crag  of  Norfolk  and  the  Faluns  of  Touraine  were  indicated,  and  the 
remains  of  the  newest  tertiary  strata  were  shown  to  belong  to  extinct  spe- 
cies of  living  genera, — whereas  the  quadrupeds  of  the  older  tertiary 
rocks  were  described  as  animals  belonging  to  extinct  genera.  The  er- 
ratic blocks,  scattered  over  the  surface  of  all  continents,  were  adduced  as 
evidence  of  the  Noakian  deluge  recorded  in  the  inspired  narrative.  Having 
made  these  general  observations,  Mr.  Wright  proceeded  to  describe  the 
mammalia  whose  remains  abound  in  the  older  tertiary  rocks,  the  discovery 
of  which  was  due  to  the  late  Baron  Cuvier ;  the  genius  and  industry  of 
this  great  philosopher  was  in  none  of  the  departments  of  animated  nature 
more  strikingly  illustrated  than  in  his  laborious  and  successful  researches 
into  the  laws  that  regulate  the  developement  of  animal  structre,  by  which 
he  dispelled,  as  it  were,  the  mists  that  had  enshrouded  his  predecessors  in 
the  same  path  of  enquiry.*     The  unity  of  organic  structure  was  exempli- 

*  The  Lecturer  here  introduced  the  strikingly  grand  passage  from  this  great  Zoologist's 
introduction  to  his  description  of  the  hones  from  the  fresh  water  strata  of  Mont 
Martre  : — "  I  found  myself  placed  as  in  a  great  charnel  house,  surrounded  by  the  muti- 
lated fragments  of  a  hundred  skeletons,  belonging  to  more  than  twenty  different  kinds  of 
animals,  piled  confusedly  around  one  ;  it  was  required  that  every  bone  should  be  joined  to 
its  fellow  ;  it  was  a  resurrection  in  minature,  but  the  immutable  laws  prescribed  to  living  be 
ings  were  my  directors.  At  the  voice  of  comparative  anatomy  each  bone — each  fragment  of 
a  bone  resumed  its  place.  I  have  no  expressions  to  describe  the  pleasure  experienced  in 
observing  as  I  discovered  one  character,  how  all  the  consequences  which  I  predicted 
from  it  were  successively  developed.  The  feet  were  in  accordance  with  the  character 
announced  by  the  teeth — the  teeth  in  harmony  with  those  indicated  before  hand  by 
the  teeth — the  bones  of  the  legs  and  thighs,  and  every  thing  that  ought  to  unite  these 
two  extreme  parts  were  conformahle  to  each  other  precisely  as  I  had  arranged  them 
before  my  conjectures  were  verified  by  the  discovery  of  the  parts  entire — in  a  word,  the 
animal  was  reconstructed,  as  it  were,  fuom  a  single  bone  of  its  component  parts." 
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fied  by  a  train  of  reasoning  intended  to  show  that  every  part  of  animated 
bodies  lias  an  invariable  and  constant  relation  to  all  the  other  parts  of  their 
economy,  and  that  any  deviation  in  one  organ  or  system  produces  a  corres- 
ponding modification  in  all  the  others ;  this  was  strikingly  illustrated  by  a 
general  sketch  of  the  organization  of  a  carnivorous  and  of  a  herbivorous 
quadruped.  The  lecturer  said  that  the  same  laws  pervaded  the  most  simple 
as  well  as  the  most  complicated  animals  ;  they  were  the  same  in  the  worm 
as  in  man  himself;  but  that  the  limits  of  his  present  lecture  would  not  per- 
mit him  to  enter  at  greater  length  on  this  facinating  branch  of  philosophi- 
cal zoology. 

The  extinct  genera  of  the  first  fresh- water  formation  were  described,  and 
the  generic  characters  of  the  palceotherium,  anoplotherium,  anlhracotherium, 
chiropotamus,  and  adapts,  illustrated  bs  some  beautiful  plaster-casts  of  the 
skulls  of  some  of  these  animals,  which  had  been  presented  to  the 
Institution  by  Dr.  Chichester.  Of  the  new  genus  established  by  Pro- 
fessor Kaup,  the  dinotherium,  the  remains  of  which  were  discovered 
at  Epplesheim  in  Hesse  Darmstadt,  Mr.  Wright  gave  a  general  sketch, 
and  of  the  supposed  form  and  habits  of  this  animal,  from  Kaup's  resto- 
ration, together  with  Dr.  Buckland's  conjectures.  From  the  opinions  of  these 
professors  the  lecturer  however  dissented,  and  adduced  ample  anatomi- 
cal evidence  from  Kaup's  figure  of  the  nearly-perfect  skull,  discovered  in 
the  same  locality  in  1836,  to  show  that  it  could  not  have  been  supported 
on  the  spine  of  a  terrestial  animal ;  seeing  that  the  superior  and  posterior 
parts  of  the  cranium  wanted  those  compensative  contrivances  which  exist  in 
the  crania  of  terrestial  mammalia  who  possess  ponderous  skulls.  This  was 
exemplified  by  referring  to  the  crests  and  prominences  already  alluded  to, 
which  characterize  the  skulls  of  the  elephant,  horse,  boar,  tiger,  and  dog. 
The  lecturer  then  alluded  to  the  condyles  in  the  skull  of  the  dinotherium, 
which  were  placed  in  the  direction  of  the  londitudinal  axis  of  the  head  ; 
this  he  compared  with  the  same  articulating  processes  in  the  dugong,  la- 
mantin,  and  porpoise,  and  showed  the  striking  affinity  which  exists  between 
the  dinotherium  and  the  skull  of  the  dugong.  Similar  opinions  had  been 
recently  expressed  by  some  of  the  most  eminent  comparative  anatomists  of 
the  French  School.  He  next  described  the  character  of  the  moltr  teethe 
showed  their  affinity  to  those  of  the  tapirs  and  other  pachydermes,  and  their 
near  approximation  to  the  cetacea  ;  the  wonderful  form  of  the  lower  jawjwas 
described  as  a  unique  specimen  of  organic  structure,  and  the  singular 
manner  in  which  its  anterior  third  is  arched  downwards,  to  carry  two  enor- 
mous tusk  incisors  demonstrated, — the  nearest  analogy  to  which  exists  in 
the  dugony ;  these  were  viewTed  in  reference  to  the  probable  aquatic  habits 
of  the  animal,  and  were  regarded  as  rakes  for  tearing  up  submarine  vege- 
tation, From  a  minute  anatomical  review  of  its  singular  organization, 
the  lecturer  infered  that  the  dinotherium  was  a  marine  animal,  nearly  allied 
to  the  dugongs  and  Lamantins,  which  inhabit  the  seas  of  the  Torrid  Zone, 
and  could  not  be  supposed  to  have  any  affinities  with  the  lacastrine  quad- 
rupeds as  stated  by  Kaup  and  Buckland ;  these  opinions  he  had  formed 
anterior  to  the  publication  of  Dumeril  and  D'Blainville's  views — to  which  he 
had  been  led  by  a  similar  process  of  reasoning. 

The  mammalia  of  the  elephantoidal  period  of  the  tertiary  strata  next  en- 
gaged the  lecturers  attention,  a  large  proportion  of  which  belong  to 
gigantic  pachydermes,  as  the  elephant,  hippotamus,  rhinoceros,  horse,  and 
numerous  ruminants,  on  the  inordinate  increase  of  which  carnivora  of  the 
size  of  lions,  tigers,  hyanas,  wolves,  and  bears  roamed  through  the  forest,  or 
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lurked  in  the  dens  and  caves,  to  desolate  the  then  existing'  animal  kingdom. 
The  general  character  of  the  earth's  surface  during  this  epoch,  he  ohserved, 
must  have  been  very  different  from  that  of  the  present  day,  for  we  can  ad- 
duce the  most  conclusive  evidence  to  shew,  that  the  extreme  regions  of  the 
North,  and  the  shores  of  the  Icy  Sea,  possessad  a  temperature  nearly 
equal,  and  a  vegetation  as  luxuriant,  as  that  which  now  clothes  the  dry 
land  of  the  Torrid  Zone.  In  support  of  this  opinion  the  lecturer  adduced 
the  fossil  elephant,  which  was  found  sealed  up  in  a  block  of  ice  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Lena,  with  its  skin  and  flesh  so  well  preserved  that  it  was 
employed  for  feeding  the  dogs  of  its  discoverers.  The  abundance  of  mam- 
moths, bones,  teeth  and  tusks  which  occur  throughout  the  diluvium  cf 
Russia,  Eastern  Siberia,  and  the  Arctic  Marshes  was  described  as  evidence 
of  the  last  great  catastrophe  recorded  in  the  inspired  narrative.  The  super- 
ficial strata  of  Poland,  Germany,  Bohemia,  France,  Italy,  and  of  almost  every 
country  in  the  British  Islands  were  shewn  contain  the  fossil  bones  of  ele- 
phants. The  ossiferous  caves  of  Europe  were  next  alluded  to,  and  the  specific 
characters  of  the  extinct  species  of  this  gigantic  genus  now  confined  to  Asia 
and  Africa,  pointed  out,  from  which  examination  it  appeared  that  the  fossil 
elephants  approached  more  closely  to  the  Asiatic  than  to  the  African  spe- 
cies. From  the  various  characters  of  fossil  teeth,  it  was  supposed  that  we 
possess  at  least  the  remains  of  six  distinct  species.  The  dental  formula 
of  the  mastodon  and  the  organization  of  its  skeleton  was  compared  with  that 
of  the  elephant. 

The  gigantic  mastodon,  the  remains  of  which  are  peculiar  to  the  Ame- 
rican continent  was  first  described,  and  its  generic  characters  distinctly 
pointed  out  ;  remains  of  the  smaller  or  narrow-toothed  mastodon  are  com- 
mon to  both  hemispheres;  the  characters  of  this  genus  icpose  on  the 
form  which  the  worn  surfaces  of  their  teeth  present,  a  .d  on  i-ome  osteolo- 
gical  modifications  which  the.  lecturer  demonstrated.  The  zoological  pe- 
culiarities of  fossil  rhinoceros  s  were  next  alluded  to,  and  their  affinities 
indicated  as  forming  interesting  links  that  connect  the  present  isolated 
species  of  this  gigantic  genus  with  each  other,  and  the  entire  group  with 
other  pachydermata,  and  the  lecture  concluded  by  demonstrating  the 
singulsr  organization  of  the  Megatherium. 

The  Third  Lecture  of  this  interesting  course  will  be  delivered  on  Tuesday 
evening  next,  when  the  subject  of  Fossil  Reptiles  will  be  discussed.  Of  the 
lecture  the  following  is  the

Secondary  strata — Saliferous — Oolitic — Cretaceous  systems — Condition 
of  the  globe  during  this  period  of  its  history — Character  of  its  population 
— Reptiles,  the  dominant  class — General  observations  on  the  organization, 
classification,  and  habits  of  the  class  Reptilia — Von  Meyer's  classification 
of  Fossil  Saurians — their  wonderful  adaptation  to  the  physical  condition  of 
the  earth's  surface — Marine  Saurians — Ichthyosaurus — Geological  distribu- 
tion— demonstration  of  its  skeleton — skull,  analogies,  orbital  plates — their 
affinities  and  use  first  described  by  the  lecturer — mechanism  of  the  spine 
— its  adaptation  to  an  aquatic  life — thorax  and  extremities — habits — 
Plesiosaurus — geological  distribution — peculiarities  of  structure  and  habits 
— Mosasaurus — peculiar  to  the  cretaceous  rocks — organization — affinities 
and  habits — concluding  remarks  on  the  Marine  Saurians —Terrestrial  rep  - 
tiles— Iguanodon — Mr.  Mantell's  restoration — organization  and  habits — 
Hylceosaurus — Megalosaurus — iErial  Saurians — -Pterodactylus  history,  de- 
monstration of  the  skeleton,  viewed  as  an  example  of  the  harmony  of  or- 
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ganic  structure — probable  habits — modifications  in  the  skeleton  of  verte- 
bated  animals  to  adapt  them  to  an  atrial  life  —  this  family  regarded 
as  a  valuable  acquisition  to  Philosophical  Zoology — its  structure  shewn  to 
be  intermediate  between  reptiles,  birds,  and  mammalia — general  observa- 
tions on  Fossil  Crocodilidse — what  was  the  probable  condition  of  England 
during  the  reptile  age  ? — the  question  considered — physiological  reasons 
for  supposing  that  the  arctic  land  enjoyed  a  tropical  temperature — conclu- 
ding remarks.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  February  21,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

Some  extraordinary  presentations  took  place  at  the  Levee 
today.    What  will  your  readers  think  when  they  learn  that  the 
O'Connells  have  been  up,  and  Joseph  Hume  too.    O'Connell  him- 
self was  presented  by  Lord  Morpeth,  Morgan  O'Connell  by  ditto, 
John  O'Connell  by  ditto,  and  Morgan  John  O'Connell  by  Mr. 
Spring  Rice.     Hume  presented  an  address,  praying  Her  Majesty 
to  promote  national  education.    Lord  Durham  was  presented,  as 
were  a  great  number  of  the  Judges  and  Barons  of  the  Exchequer; 
but  the  Levee  was  not  so  numerous  as  the  last.      After  the  Levee 
there  was  a  private  investiture  of  the  Bath  in  the  Royal  Closet, 
when  Her  Majesty  invested  the  Duke  of  Sussex  with  the  insignia 
of  a  Grand  Cross,  and  at  the  same  time  that  illustrious  warrior, 
whose  brilliant  military  achievements  have  shed  such  lustre  on  the 
British  arms — -the  Hero  of  Irun,  General de  Lacy  Evans — received 
the  insignia  of  a  Knight  Commander.    It  is  not  yet  determined 
what  decoration  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Royal  Marines  is  to 
receive,  who  was  engaged  in  the  affair  of  Irun.     Generals  Sir  H. 
Keating  and  Sir  William  Johnstone  had  the  honour  of  being  asso- 
ciated with  General  Evans  in  receiving  similar  decorations  on  the 
occasion.      There  were  a  great  number  of  addresses  presented. 
Lord  Stanhope  presented  one  in  favour  of  the  Glasgow  cotton 
spinners,  and   Lord  Clive,  accompanied  by  Lord  Adare,  Lord 
Kenyon,  Mr.  C.  W.  Wynne,  Mr.  R.  Clive,  Mr.  Rice  Trevor,  Capt. 
Wood,  and  Serjeant  Atcherley,  one  from  the  Loyal  Society  of 
Ancient  Britons,  praying  the  Queen  to  continue  the  same  patronage 
hitherto  afforded  by  Her  Majesty's  predecessors.     The  rest  of  the 
addresses  were  mostly  congratulatory.     Two  more  Levees  are 
announced  for  next  month,  and  the  first  Drawing  Room  for  the 
fifth  of  April. 

The  Guards  have  not  taken  leave  yet;  there  is  no  chance  of 
Lord  Durham  going  while  this  weather  lasts,  the  Canadians  must 
wait  for  their  pacificator. 

There  is  gossip — though  whether  it  has  any  foundation  or  not  it 
is  impossible  to  say — that  the  Coronation  is  to'  take  place  in  August. 
The  difference  in  the  forms  and  ceremonies,  that  will  be  the  conse- 
quence of  the  Sovereign  being  female,  are  already  beginning  to  be 
discussed,  and  will,  no  doubt,  soon  find  employment  for  the  offi- 
cials of  the  Herald's  College,  from  the  Earl  Marshal  downwards, 
There  is  no  doubt  that  these  personages  would  render  the  Queen 
an  essential,  or,  at  any  rate,  an  acceptable  service  if  they  could,  by 
any  possibility,  find  a  precedent  for  dispensing  with,  or  at  least 
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altering,  the  form  of  the  homage  of  the  Peers;  as  it  is,  Her  Majesty 
will  have  to  receive  the  kisses  of  six  hundred  old  gentlemen  on  this 
occasion.  The  homage  is  performed  thus  : — the  Archbishops  and 
Bishops  first,  kneeling  before  the  Sovereign,  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  saying  aloud,  and  the  rest  of  the  Bishops  following 
him,  "1,  William,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  (and  so  the  rest  of 
the  Bishops)  will  be  faithful  and  true,  and  faith  and  truth  will  bear, 
unto  you  our  Sovereign  Lord,  [Lady)  and  your  Heirs,  Kings  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  And  1  will  do, 
and  truly  acknowledge  the  Service  of  the  Lands  which  I  claim  to 
hold  of  you,  as  in  right  of  the  Church.  So  help  me  God."  The 
Archbishops  and  Bishops  then  get  up,  and  kiss  the  Sovereign's  left 
cheek.  Then  the  temporal  Peers  (each  class  separately)  folllow  : — ■ 
Dukes  first,  the  premier  Duke  saying  aloud,  the  rest  following  him, 
"  I,  Bernard,  Duke  of  Norfolk,  do  become  your  liege  man  of  life 
and  limb,  and  of  earthly  worship,  and  faith  and  truth  I  will  bear 
unto  you,  to  live  and  die,  against  all  manner  of  folks.  So  help  me 
God."  Then  the  Marquisses,  Earls,  &c.,  do  likewise.  After  this 
oath  has  been  pronounced  the  Peers  rise,  but  still  remain  unbon- 
netted;  and  each  Peer,  according  to  his  rank  and  precedence, 
singly  ascends  the  throne,  and  touches  with  his  hand  the  crown 
on  the  Sovereign's  head,  and  kisses  his  or  her  cheek.  Now,  as  it 
is  not  likely  that  many  Peers  will  be  absent  on  so  interesting  an 
occasion  as  the  Coronation  of  our  young  Queen,  Her  Majesty  will 
have  to  undergo  a  rather  severe  infliction  in  the  chaste  salutes  of 
the  Lords  spiritual  and  temporal.  Query — Will  Lord  Elphinstone 
be  present  ?  If  he  should,  woe  be  to  the  unhappy  Baron  whose 
turn  comes  immediately  after  his  lordship's.  By  the  bye,  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  no  Peer  will  be  guilty  of  the  gaucherie  of  a  certain 
stout  Earl  at  the  Coronation  of  William  the  Fourth.  The  noble- 
man alluded  to,  after  completing  his  homage,  retired  directly  back- 
wards down  the  steps  of  the  throne,  facing  the  King;  the  conse- 
quence was,  that  he  kept  treading  on  his  own  robes  until  he  stept 
short,  and  threw  a  summerset  right  before  the  King  and  Queen. 
All  the  other  Peers  retired  from  the  throne  rather  sideways,  thereby 
avoiding  turning  their  backs  on  the  King,  and  entangling  themselves 
in  their  own  robes. 

There  has  been  a  report,  as  you  are  no  doubt  aware,  of  the  resig- 
nation of  Lord  John  Russell,  and  the  reason  given  for  this  is  his 
displeasure  at  the  Master-General  of  the  Ordnance  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  voting  against  him  on  the  question  of  the 
ballot;  not  to  mention  the  mortification  of  his  lordship,  as  leader 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  being  compelled  to  follow  the  dictates  of 
the  honorable  member  for  Tamworth  in  the  Canada  Bill.  For  all 
this,  the  report  of  the  resignation  is  mere  moonshine.  As  for  the 
Ballot,  that  is  well  known  noiv  to  be  an  open  question;  every  mem- 
ber of  the  administration  being  quite  at  liberty  to  vote  in  opposi- 
tion to  his  chief  on  it  if  it  should  so  please  him.  And  as  to  the 
preamble  of  the  Canada  Bill,  people  who  thought  the  figure  his 
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lordship  was  made  to  cut  in  that  affair,  could  have  any  influence  in 
inducing  him  to  resign,  can  have  little  notion  what  a  philosopher 
Lord  John  really  is.  The  gossip  is  that  Sir  William  Molesworth's 
motion  will  all  end  in  smoke,  as  the  Conservatives  mean  to  let  the 
Radicals  hght  their  own  hattle,  and  the  Whigs  will  have  no  diffi- 
culty in  heating  them.  Since  my  last,  the  daily  little  dinner  parties 
at  the  palace  continue,  the  Premier  always  forming  one  thereof. 
Her  Majesty  has  been  very  busy  sitting  for  her  miniature  to  Mr. 
Ross,  who,  with  Mr.  Collcn,  holds  the  appointment  of  miniature 
painter  to  Her  Majesty.  Mr.  Collen  was  presented  at  the  last 
Levee.

A  MOVING  SHADOW. 


LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

Mr.  Wright  resumed  his  lectures  on  Fossil  Organic  Remains  on  Tuesday 
evening  last,  when  he  delivered  the  third  lecture  of  the  course.  The  lec- 
ture table  was  crowded  with  illustrative  specimens,  and  a  great  number  of 
very  beautifully  executed  drawings  of  the  various  remains  to  be  described 
covered  the  wall  above. 

The  lecturer  gave  a  sketch  of  the  relative  position  of  the  secondary 
strata,  described  the  formations  which  compose  the  saliferous,  oolitic, 
and  cretaceous  systems,  and  made  some  allusion  to  the  probable  condition 
of  the  globe  during  the  deposition  of  the  secondary  rocks,  and  shewed 
that  the  animals  which  tenanted  the  air,  the  land,  and  the  waters  of  these 
periods  of  the  earth's  history  were  altogether  different  from  anything  that 
we  are  at  present  acquainted  with.  Mr.  W.  described  the  leading  features 
of  the  class  reptiles,  and  demonstrated  the  modification  of  the  structure  on 
which  their  classification  into  Cheloniaus,  (Tortoises)  Saurians,  (Lizards) 
Ophidians  (Serpents)  and  Batrachians  (Frogs)  rtpose.  Fossil  reptiles,  he 
said,  had  been  grouped  by  Von  Meyer  into  marine,  terrestial  and  ariel,  &c. 
He  intended  to  follow  this  arrangement  in  the  present  lecture.  The 
Ichthyosaurus  or  fish-lizard,  being  the  most  singular  of  all  the  marine  sau- 
rians, was  first  described.  The  lecturer  entered  fully  into  the  peculiarities 
of  its  structure,  and  showed  the  singular  compound  character  of  its  skull, 
which  combines  the  cranium  of  a  lizard  with  the  jaws  of  a  porpoise,  armed 
with  the  teeth  of  a  crocodile,  and  described  the  series  of  bony  plates  which 
surrounded  the  sclerotic  coat  of  the  immense  eye  of  that  creature,  and  stated 
that  he  had  first  described  their  affinities  to  the  sclerotic  plates  of  tortoises 
and  iguanas  and  other  reptiles,  and  their  use  in  the  mechanism  of  the  organ 
of  vision,  adapting  that  wonderful  instrument  to  receive  the  rays  of  light 
through  media  of  varied  density,  in  a  lecture  he  delivered  upwards  of  two 
years  ago  before  the  members  of  this  Institution,  a  full  report  of  which 
was  contained  in  the  Cheltenham  Chronicle  of  the  10th  of  December,  1835. 
He  thought  it  but  justice  to  himself  to  be  somewhat  particular  about  dates, 
as  Dr.  Buckland  had  received  a  vast  deal  of  credit  for  having  pointed  out, 
by  a  similar  train  of  reasoning,  the  probable  uses  of  the  plates.  The  lec- 
ture alluded  to  was  delivered  upwards  of  twelve  months  anterior  to  the 
publication  of  the  Doctor's  treatise,  aud  if  merit:  was  due  to  any  one  it  was 
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assuredly  clue  to  him  (Mr.  Wright.)  The  mechanism  of  the  spine  was 
next  described,  and  the  singular  character  of  the  vertebras  compared  with 
those  of  fishes,  which  they  most  closely  resembled.  The  disposition  of 
the  several  processes  was  viewed  in  reference  to  the  aquatic  habits  of  the 
animal,  and  the  evidence  of  prospective  design  which  the  entire  column 
afforded  clearly  pointed  out.  The  form  of  the  thorax  and  the  disposition 
of  the  ribs  next  engaged  the  lecturer's  attention,  and  he  gave  a  luminous 
exposition  of  the  wonderful  mechanism  of  th2  extremities,  and  showed  by 
numerous  examples  that  the  paddle  of  the  Ichthyosaurus,  which  at  first 
sight  so  closely  resembled  a  tessalated  pavement,  was  composed  of  pre- 
cisely the  same  elements  that  we  recognize  in  the  human  arm,  forearm, 
and  hand,  and  so  far  from  being  a  monstrous  production,  affords  a 
fine  example  of  that  harmony  of  composition  which  we  everywhere  dis- 
cover in  the  mechanism  of  organic  forms.  The  entire  structure  of  this 
wonderful  reptile  showed  that  it  was  admirably  adapted  for  swimming 
with  great  rapidity  through  the  sea,  and  from  the  armature  of  its  jaws, 
that  it  was  highly  carnivorous  in  its  habits.  From  the  demonstration  of 
its  skeleton  the  lecturer  proceeded  to  describe  the  probable  character  of 
its  digestive  organs,  which  from  the  form  of  the  petrified  contents  of  the 
intestinal  canal,  called  coprolites,  found  with  its  shattered  skeleton,  were 
conjectured  to  resemble  that  of  the  Dog-Fish.  This  opinion  was  founded 
on  the  fact  that  some  coprolites  presented  a  peculiar  spiral  form,  which 
was  supposed  to  be  occasioned  by  the  inner  membrane  of  the  canal  in 
which  they  were  contained  being  provided  with  a  spiral  valve,  like  the 
spiral  valve  of  the  dog-fish,  or  the  corkscrew  disposition  of  that  canal  in 
the  sword-fish. 

The  Plesiosaurus  was  described  as  a  creature  which  approached  existing 
lizards  still  more  closely  than  the  preceding ;  it  was  distinguished  from  all 
other  animals  in  the  wonderful  development  of  its  neck,  having  in  this 
region  of  the  spine  no  less  than  thirty-five  bones,  being  one  third  more  than 
is  found  in  any  other  living  or  extinct  animal.  This  enormous  neck,  which 
resembled  the  body  of  a  serpent,  was  capable  of  being  flexed  into  the  ele- 
gant S-shaped  curvature  so  beautifully  shown  in  our  swans  :  the  paddles 
of  lli is  reptile  were  between  the  cetaceous  character  of  the  preceding  genus 
and  those  of  existing  lizards,  and  supply  us  with  interesting  links  in  the 
series  of  organic  forms.  The  spine  is  arranged  with  a  view  to  give  greater 
solidity  to  this  region  of  the  body,  and  the  tail  is  extremely  short,  afford- 
ing a  striking  contrast  to  that  of  the  Ichthyosaurus.  From  the  solidity  of 
the  articulations  of  the  spine,  the  length  of  the  neck,  the  shortness  of  the 
tail,  and  the  development  of  the  extremities,  the  Plesiosaurus  is  supposed 
to  have  frequented  shallow  seas  and  estuaries,  from  being  incapable  of  brav- 
ing the  open  main. 

The  Mosasaurus  was  described,  and  its  affinities  to  the  Monitors  demon- 
strated ;  in  reviewing  the  history  of  the  marine  saurians,  the  lecturer 
observed  that  the  carnivorous  reptiles  were  the  ruling  despots  of 
the  ocean,  during  the  period  the  oolitiferous  sea  rolled  its  wilder- 
ness of  waves  over  our  present  continents,  before  whose  powers  of 
speed,  whose  weapons  of  destruction,  and  whose  cunning  and  predaceous 
habits,  all  the  tenants  of  the  deep,  when  brought  within  their  giasp,  were 
alike  constrained  to  yield. 

But  the  dry  land,  as  well  as  the  waters  of  those  middle  ages,  was 
tenanted  by  strange  gigantic  forms  of  the  same  class,  organized  for  sub- 
sisting upon  n  vegetable  regimen.     The  lecturer  described  the  enormous 
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terrestial  herbivorous  reptile  discovered  by  Mr.  Mantell,  in  the  Wealden 
beds,  which  he  called  the  Iguanodon,  from  the  circumstance  of  its  teeth 
resembing  those  of  our  modern  Iguanas.  This  wonderful  reptile  was  sup- 
posed by  that  gentleman  to  have  attained  the  enormous  length  of  seventy 
feet,  and  the  proportion  of  its  several  parts,  obtained  by  a  rigorous  com- 
parison beween  the  volume  and  dimensions  of  the  fossil  bones  and  teeth 
with  those  of  the  Iguanas  of  our  day,  were  as  follows  : —

The  lecturer  here  compared  the  dental  formula  of  the  Iguana  with  that  of 
the  Iguanodon,  and  stated  that  the  teeth  of  the  latter  appeared  to  be  but 
magnified  representations  of  the  former;  and  described  the  general  character 
of  this  enormous  lizard,  which  once  roamed  through  the  primeval  forests 
that  clothed  the  southern  regions  of  our  island. 

The  Hyloeosaurus  (lizard  of  the  Weald)  is  another  genus  discovered  by 
Mr.  Mantell,  and  supposed  to  have  been  between  twenty  and  thirty  feet  in 
length,  and  to  have  been  furnished  with  a  large  erectile  fringe,  supported 
by  bony  spines,  seventeen  inches  in  length,  which  rose  from  the  centre  of 
its  back.  The  Megalosaurus,  discovered  in  the  Stonesfield  slate,  was  a 
terrestial  carnivorous  reptile,  intermediate  in  its  organization  between  the 
crocodiles  and  monitors.  This  creature  is  supposed  to  have  attained  fifty 
feet  in  length,  and  to  have  waged  a  fierce  war  on  the  Plesiosauri,  Crocodi- 
Hdse,  and  other  reptilia :  the  colossal  character  of  the  skeleton,  and  the 
formidable  structure  of  the  sabre-shaped  teeth  which  armed  its  jaws,  were 
demonstrated,  and  its  organization  was  shown  to  have  been  well  adapted  to 
its  sanguinary  habits. 

The  lecturer  announced,  that  next  Tuesday  evening  he  would  describe 
the  organization  of  the  Flying  Reptiles  and  Fossil  Crocodiles,  and  then 
proceed  to  the  consideration  of  Fossil  Fishes  and  Mollusca.

GLANCES  AT  THE  WORLDS  OF  LITERATURE,  SCIENCE,  AND  ART. 

New  Works — Magazines — Parbury's  Oriental  Herald — The  Naturalist — 

Misrepresentation . 

What  have  we  here  so  neatly  folded,  addressed  to  the  Editor  of  the 
Cheltenham  Looker- On  ? — By  our  halidom  !  a  fair  sheet  of  promises  from 
those  enterprizing  publishers,  Messrs.  Longmans, — "whose  Co., 
M  Would  reach,  if  drawn  out,  half  the  length  of  the  Row." 

Among  the  items  in  this  list  appears  a  new  tale,  to  be  entitled  "  The 
Robber,"  from  the  prolific  pen  of  the  Author  of  Darnley,  De  L'Orme,  &c, 
and  which,  we  guess  from  its  title,  is  designed  as  a  companion  to  his  last 
work,  "  The  Gipsey."    The  clever  and  amusing  author  of  the  "  Traditions 
of  Lancashire"  also  announces  "  Seven  Weeks  in  Belgium  and  Switzer- 
land," from  which  much  entertainment  and  information  may  be  expected, 
if  the  same  pleasant  spirit  of  observation  holds  its  mastery  over  the  writer 
which  erewhile  gave  such  witchery  to  his  Lancashire  legends  and  sketches. 
The  famous  Dr.  Arnott  is  also  here  booked  for  a  Treatise  on  Warming  and 
Ventilation,  in  which  all  the  new  and  much  talked- of  discoveries  and  in- 
ventions for  raising  the  temperature  of  our  frozen  habitations  without  the 
aid  of  fire,  may  be  expected  to  be  discussed  and  demonstrated  ;  but  of  this 
we  shall  speak  more  fully  when  the  Treatise  itself  reaches  our  Study.  Our 
curiosity  is  however,  most  excited  by  the  promise  of  The  Monthly  Chronicle, 
a  new  Magazine  of  Literature,  Science  and  Art,  under  the  joint  editorship 
of  Bulwer,  Brewster,  Lardner,  Henslow,  and  others  "scarce  less  illustrious." 
This  is  certainly  a  bold  and  venturous  speculation,  when  we  reflect  on  the 
immense  capital,  both  in  mind  and  money,  which  is  already  embarked  in 
the  periodical  press.    We  hope  the  learned  professor  of  botany  is  prepared 
to  give  us  a  disquisition  on  Leeks  in  his  first  number  !  it  will  ensure  his 
work  a  welcome  on  the  day  of  its  publication  from  all  the  sons  of  St.  David. 
But  talking  of  Magazines  reminds  us  that  we  have  forgotten  to  pay  our  re- 
spects to  the  new  Oriental  Herald,  the  second  number  of  which  reached  as 
in  due  course  three  weeks  agone.    We  had  indeed  hoped  to  have  wel- 
comed this  acceptable  publication  as  first  of  the  fortnightlies,  but  lo  !  we 
are  fated  to  be  disappointed  herein  by  a  stamp  office  decree,  which  prohi- 
bits the  publication  of  unstamped  intelligence  at  a  shorter  interval  than 
twenty-eight  days.    Much  of  the  interest  and  value  of  the  contents  of  the 
Oriental  Herald,  considered  with  reference  to  the  original  design  of  the 
work  is  thus  necessarily  lost,  the  information  which  it  contains  being  fre- 
quently either  forestalled  by  the  newspapers,  or  published  on  the  same  day 
in  the  Asiatic  Journal.    As  for  this  state  of  things  there  appears  at  pre- 
sent no  remedy,  we  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  Herald  being  issued 
on  the  fifteenth  instead  of  the  first  of  the  month,  an  arrangement  which 
would  afford  it  a  fairer  field,  and  obviate  at  least  one  of  the  objections 
above  stated.    Among  the  original  papers  in  the  number  now  before  us 
Miss  Roberts  continues  her  useful  memoranda  for  the  Outward  Bound, 
and  we  have  a  clever  paper  on  Auber's  History  of  India,  designed  to  show 
the  maladministration  of  the  Eastern  Governments  and  the  partiality  of  their 
historian.    There  is  also  a  paper  on  Japan  considered  as  a  field  for  British 
Commerce,  containing  much  useful  statistical  information.    The  digest  of 
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Oriental  intelligence  is  done  by  one  who  seems  well  to  understand  the 
duty  which  has  devolved  upon  him.  To  those  at  all  connected  with  India 
and  its  affairs  the  "  sayings  and  doings"  of  the  several  presidencies  here 
brought  together  cannot  fail  being  peculiarly  interesting,  nor  will  they 
prove  wholly  unacceptable  to  the  general  reader,  as  they  contain  informa- 
tion of  a  kind  not  easily  met  with  elsewhere.  Despite  the  Stamp  Office 
interference  we  hope  to  see  the  Oriental  Herald  speedily  and  permanently 
established  in  public  favor. 

The  Naturalist  for  February  comes  next  to  hand,  and  claims  a  passing 
notice.  The  best  of  the  original  articles  in  the  present  number,  and  it 
contains  several  good  ones,  is  a  very  clever  paper  on  the  Natural  History 
and  Habits  of  Bitterns,  by  Mr.  D.  Blythe,  which  will  repay  an  attentive 
and  careful  perusal.  The  chapter  of  Miscellanies  abounds  as  usual  in 
curious  and  interesting  notices,  all  more  or  less  serving  to  illustrate  the 
progress  of  those  delightful  studies  to  which  the  Naturalist  is  expressly 
devoted.  We  observe  with  pleasure,  that  among  the  works  laid  under 
contribution  the  Cheltenham  Looker- On  is  not  unfrequently  referred  to,  and 
our  thanks  are  due  to  the  editor  for  his  uniform  acknowledgment  of  the 
extracts  made  from  its  pages. 

The  periodicals  constitute  a  description  of  reading  so  perfectly  congenial 
to  the  habits  and  feelings  of  the  Looker-On,  that  saving  an  occasional 
Romance  or  so,  by  way  of  change,  we  care  little  if  we  ever  look  into  other 
books.  A  good  novel  is,  however,  so  delightful  a  companion  for  a  winter 
evening's  "  sitting,"  that  it  is  always  a  welcome  guest  in  our  "  study." 
Among  the  last  that  has  arrived  is  Misrepresentation,  or  Scenes  from  Real 
Life,*  the  production  of  "  a  young  beginner"  in  the  fiction  line,  and  as 
such  we  shall  not  mete  out  a  measure  of  much  severity  against  its  fair 
author,  for  we  presume  it  to  be  the  production  of  a  lady.  We  would 
rather,  indeed,  hold  out  the  right  hand  of  encouragement ;  for  if  the  work 
before  us  affords  no  startling  evidence  of  lofty  genius,  it  at  least  exhibits 
traits  of  undoubted  talent,  and  powers  of  observation  vastly  superior  to 
those  displayed  in  the  majority  of  the  productions  of  its  ciass.  The  dra- 
matis persona  are  all  naturally  sketched,  and  if  not  themselves  "originals," 
are  frequently  placed  in  such  novel  points  of  view  as  to  confer  upon  them 
the  charm  and  influence  of  originality.  The  heroine,  Cecil  Moubray,  has  all 
the  appearance  of  being  a  portrait  from  life,  and  the  character  is  well  sus- 
tained throughout,  as  is  also  that  of  Mrs.  Hartfield  ;  in  short  all  the 
"  personages"  introduced  are  outlined  and  delineated  with  considerable 
skill.  The  plot  is  not  so  cleverly  managed  as  with  the  materials  at  the 
author's  disposal,  we  think  it  might  have  been.  The  interest  of  the  story 
hinges,  as  its  name  implies,  upon  misrepresentation,  which  gives  rise  to  the 
doubts,  dilemmas,  and  perplexities  that  form  the  essential  of  the  work,  and 
upon  the  developement  and  explanation  of  which  the  readers  excitement 
naturally  and  necessarily  depends.  The  dialogues  and  conversations  are 
elegantly  written,  and  though  occasionally  retarding  the  main  action  of  the 
narrative,  yet  comprise  some  of  the  most  interesting  portions  of  the  work, 
and  pourtray  the  scenes  of  real  life  with  great  effect. 

We  had  intended  to  have  included  in  our  present  "  sitting"  a  notice  of 
Lady  Blessington's  delightful  volume,  The  Confessions  of  an  Elderly  Lady, 
but  have  not  space  enough  to  do  the  subject  justice,  so  must  postpone  it 
till  next  week.

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COUNTRY  COUSINS. 


London,  14 th  February,  1838. 

Mr.  Looker-On, — 

"  Better  late  than  never"  is  a  very  old  saying,  and  may  be  applied  with 
much  truth  to  my  correspondence  with  you  relative  to  my  "  Country 
Cousins,"  but  I  trust  to  be  able  to  give  a  sufficient  reason  for  the  delay 
which  has  occurred. 

My  last  letter,  which  appeared  in  No.  of  the  Looker-On,  con- 
cluded with  the  retiring  of  Mrs.  Lackbrush  and  her  daughter  to  bed 
between  one  and  two  o'clock  in  the  morning,  after  having  arranged  our 
plan  of  proceeding  to  view  the  lions  the  following  day.  I  will  not  say 
what  I  said  to  my  dear  wife,  nor  what  I  thought ;  but  as  there  is  no 
harm  in  thinking,  I  remember  that  I  wished  my  Country  Cousins  back 
again  in  Gloucestershire. 

About  5  o'clock  the  next  morning  I  was  awoke  by  the  violent  ringing 
of  bells,  and  loud  knocking ;  my  dear  Mary  cried  out  "  the  house  is  on 
lire  ;"  I  hastened  out  of  bed,  and  on  opening  the  door  saw  Mrs.  Lack- 
blush  in  her  night  dress  thumping  the  door  of  her  daughter's  bed  room, 
and  crying  out  "fie!  fie!  fie! — (which  we  took  for  fire) — get  up,  for 
shame  girls."  When  Mrs.  L.  saw  me,  she  said  she  wanted  some  warm 
water,  I  told  her  the  servants  were  not  up,  but  that  I  would  call  them  im- 
mediately. While  I  was  dressing  myself,  Mrs.  L.  came  to  my  door,  and 
said  that  she  had  been  examining  the  map  of  London,  and  thought  that  we 
might  take  a  stroll  in  Kensington  Gardens  before  breakfast  ;  "we  can 
proceed  (continued  she)  along  Fleet  Street,  the  Strand,  Pall  Mall,  Picca- 
dilly, Hyde  Park,  to  the  Gardens,  then  walk  along  to  the  other  side,  and 
return  along  Oxford  Street  and  Holborn,  to  the  City,  by  which  means  we 
shall  see  a  vast  deal  of  1  London."  I  ventured  to  say  that  the  route 
mentioned  was  upwards  of  ten  miles  ;  "  never  mind,  (said  the  persevering 
double  Gloucester)  we  can  walk  it  in  three  hours  V*  My  dear  Mary  heard 
all  this,  and  I  think  that  she  thought  the  Lackblush  family  was  a  terrible 
bore. 

At  half-past  five  o'clock,  behold  us  starting,  Mrs.  L.  and  myself  leading 
the  van,  and  the  girls  following  ;  at  every  turn  and  corner,  the  questions 
they  asked,  and  all  at  once,  as  to  "  what  place  is  that — whose  house  is 
this,"  &c.  &c,  almost  bewildered  me.  I  shall,  at  one  hop-skip-and-jump, 
get  to  the  north  side  of  Kensington  Gardens  ;  and  on  arriving  tit  Cumber- 
land Gate,  I  proposed  that  we  should  take  places  in  an  omnibus  to  the 
City.  O  !  that  would  not  suit  at  all,  for  they  could  see  nothing  ;  I  said 
that  I  had  several  patients  on  whom  I  must  call,  before  we  started  again 
after  breakfast ;  so  I  called  a  hackney  coach,  into  which  the  ladies 
reluctantly  entered,  which  conveyed  us  home,  and  for  which  I  paid  three- 
and-sixpence. 

I  made  a  slight  breakfast,  then  made  a  few  calls,  and  at  ten  o'clock  off 
we  started  again,  eastward.  It  would  be  an  endless  task  to  give  a  detailed 
account  of  the  places  we  visited,  and  what  we  saw,  and  which  had  a  most 
marvellous  effect  on  my  purse,  which  was  getting  from  "  little  to  less"  every 
moment.  About  twelve  o'clock  we  came  to  London  Bridge,  with  the 
extraordinary  scene  around  which  my  Country  Cousins  were  quite  en- 
chanted ;  alongside  the  wharf  there  were  a  great  many  steam  packets 
stationed — some  for  Greenwich,  others  for  Woolwich,  Gravesend,  Hern- 
bay,  Margate,  Ramsgate,  &c.    Mrs.  L.  expressed  a  wish  to  see  Greenwich 
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Hospital — I  proposed  a  trip  by  the  steamer  and  back,  which  we  might 
accomplish  in  about  an  hour — just  taking  a  hasty  glance  at  the  College, 
&c.  We  went  to  the  Wharf,  and  found  half  a  dozen  steamers  moored 
alongside  one  another;  we  stept  into  one  of  the  Greenwich  boats,  across 
a  Woolwich  one,  beyond  which  was  a  Gravesend  boat.  I  took  Mrs.  L.  to  see 
the  cabin,  with  which  she  was  much  pleased  ;  we  sat  down  to  rest  ourselves 
a  little,  and  presently  felt  the  motion  of  the  boat :  it  was  off,  and  very 
delightful  it  was.  We  came  on  deck  to  view  the  Tower  and  the  shipping 
in  the  river,  which  appear  like  a  thick  forest ;  and  to  exchange  our  expres- 
sions with  the  young  ladies — when,  lo  !  they  were  no  where  to  be  seen  ;  we 
made  every  enquiry,  and  at  length  learnt  that  two  young  ladies  dressed 
alike,  and  in  the  manner  we  described,  had  gone  over  to  the  Gravesend 
boat,  which  was  by  that  time  some  miles  ahead  of  us  !  Down  sunk  poor 
Mrs.  L.,  and  such  a  scene  of  confusion  followed,  that  I  will  not  attempt  to 
describe.  The  Captain  recommended  us  to  take  a  Gravesend  boat  at 
Greenwich,  which  would  soon  come  down,  and  to  follow  the  strayed  lambs  ; 
this  we  did,  and,  instead  of  a  trip  of  half  a  dozen  miles,  we  paddled  along 
for  thirty  !  About  three  o'clock  we  arrived  at  Gravesend  Pier,  when  we 
perceived  a  great  crowd,  and  on  landing  found  the  poor  voyagers,  weeping 
and  wailing.  The  mutual  joy  of  the  mother  and  daughters  at  this  re- 
union was  excessive  of  course ;  we  went  to  the  Pier  Hotel,  had  some  lun- 
cheon and  a  pint  of  sherry,  which  made  a  deep  impression  on  my  purse.  1 
forgot  to  mention  that  we  were  to  dine  at  three  o'clock,  and  you  may 
imagine  the  quandary  my  wife  was  in,  for  we  did  not  leave  Gravesend  until 
four  o'clock,  and  were  not  at  home  until  half-past  seven  !  After  recounting 
our  adventures  and  separations,  which  is  by  no  means  an  uncommon  occur- 
rence, for  the  boats  ride  close  to  each  other,  and  persons  are  in  the  habit  of 
walking  heedlessly  to  three  or  four  of  them,  and  when  the  wharf  bell  rings 
off  they  start  instantaneously. 

I  thought  that  we  had  had  quite  enough  of  travelling  by  land  and  water 
for  one  day,  but  the  indefatigable  Mrs.  Lackblush  was  of  a  different  opi- 
nion ;  she  proposed  that  we  should  go  to  either  Drury  Lane  or  Covent 
Garden  at  half  -price,  just  to  see  the  house.  Mary  and  myself  exchanged 
looks,  but  they  availed  nothing.  To  shorten  the  long  history  of  this  day's 
doings,  we  went  to  Drury  Lane,  and  did  not  return  home  until  one  o'clock 
in  the  morning:  a  letter  had  been  sent  by  Mr.  Lackblush,  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Thompson,  particular  friends  of  the  family,  who  were  passing  through  Lon- 
don on  their  route  for  France,  recommending  to  Mrs.  L.  and  his  daughters 
to  accompany  their  friends  to  Paris,  rather  than  proceed  by  themselves  to 
the  Netherlands.  This  course  was  immediately  adopted,  and  a  note  written 
to  the  Thompsons,  requesting  them  to  take  a  family  dinner  with  us  on  the 
following  day,  in  order  to  talk  matters  over.  It  was  necessary  to  get  fresh 
passports,  so  the  first  thing  next  day  was  to  proceed  to  Poland  Street,  to 
leave  the  names,  &c;  after  which  we  trudged  in  all  directions  until  the 
dinner  hour.  I  should  state  what  were  quite  opposite  to  truth  if  1  said  that 
I  was  glad  to  see  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thompson  ;  but  both  myself  and  wife  put 
the  best  face  on  the  matter,  and  received  them  as  cordially  as  we  could. 
We  found  that  a  Calais  steamer  would  be  starting  at  twelve  o'clock  the 
following  night,  (happy  tidings,  thought  I)  and  that  it  it  would  arrive  at 
its  destination  about  noon  on  the  next  day.  By  this  conveyance  the  party 
made  up  their  minds  to  go,  but  there  was  another  day  to  be  previously 
devoted  to  London  sight-seeing. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that  Mrs.  Lackblush  pressed  her  friends  the  Thompsons 
to  take  a  late  dinner  with  us,  and  bring  all  their  luggage,  so  that  thev 
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might  start  altogether  from  our  house ; — the  very  word  start  made  me  for- 
get what  had  passed;  I  cheerfully  accompanied  the  ladies  to  get  their  pass- 
ports, and  at  six  o'clock  you  may  fancy  my  small  dining-room  crammed, 
all  the  passages,  stairs  up  and  down,  nay,  even  the  shop  and  kitchen  were 
crowded  with  boxes  and  packages.  I  told  the  porter  that  it  was  highly 
necessary  for  them  to  be  on  board  by  eleven  o'clock,  so  at  halfpast  ten 
o'clock  I  sent  for  three  hackney  coaches,  and,  after  loading  them  outside 
and  in,  away  we  started, — Mrs.  Lackblush  having  generously  given  the 
female  servant  a  shilling,  and  sixpence  to  the  boy,  for  cleaning  a  dozen 
pair  of  boots,  and  running  about  for  miles  during  three  days.  It  would  be 
impossible  for  me  to  describe  the  confusion  at  the  Tower-Stairs,  the  water- 
men snatching  the  boxes  and  trunks,  nolens  volens,  from  the  ladies'  hands, 
and  running  off  to  the  boat,  I  and  Mr.  Thompson  trotting  after  them,  Mrs. 
L.  crying  out  not  to  be  left  in  the  coach  by  herself,  the  girls  screaming  with 
fright,  &c;  however  we  did  contrive  to  get  safely  on  board,  and  without 
losing  any  thing,  but  Mrs.  Thompson  begged  permission  to  faint,  which, 
however,  she  did  not  indulge  in  long.  We  went  into  the  cabin,  and  pre- 
sently the  Captain  came  to  collect  the  passage-money;  when,  lo!  poor  Mrs. 
Lackblush  found  herself  minus  of  her  purse  !  Luckily  Mr.  Thompson  had 
plenty  of  cash,  so  he  paid  for  the  whole  party;  I  say  luckily,  else  Mrs.  L. 
would  have  done  me  the  honor  of  borrowing  all  the  money  I  had  about 
me.  At  a  quarter  before  twelve  the  Steward  called  out — "  Anv  body  for 
shore?'  I  sprang  up,  took  an  affectionate  (?)  leave  of  my  Country  Cousins, 
(who  promised  that  I  should  hear  from  frequently  during  their  stay  in 
France)  and  was  soon  an  land;  my  inward  man  most  sincerely  rejoicing 
that  I  had  been  delivered  of  the  Lack  blushes,  and  determining  in  my  own 
mind  not  to  give  them  house-room  when  they  returned  from  their  conti- 
nental trip.  On  my  arrival  home  I  found  my  dear  affectionate  wife  "  wi'  a 
blinkie  in  her  e'e  ;"  she  pressed  my  hand,  but  said  nothing — I  knew  the 
workings  of  her  heart — all  liberal  and  generous  as  she  is,  the  draft  which 
had  been  drawn  on  our  patience  and  comfort  was  rather  too  great  ;  but  we 
both  felt  that  we  had  been  relieved  of  a  heavy  burthen,  and  were  thankful. 

I  was  favored  with  numerous  letters,  the  postage  of  which  I  had  to  pay ; 
and  so  kind  were  my  Country  Cousins  that  they  all  wrote  long  letters, 
some  to  myself,  and  some  to  my  wife ;  but  I  found  my  friend  Mrs.  L.  was 
getting  exceedingly  Frenchified  in  her  correspondence,  a  sample  of  which  f 
will  forward  to  you  in  my  next ;  mean  time,  I  beg  to  state  that  Miss 
Emma  was  taken  ill,  and  continued  in  a  very  precarious  state  for  many 
months,  which  of  course  prolonged  their  stay  in  France,  and  which  has 
also  been  the  cause  of  my  long  silence.  Mrs.  Lackblush  frequently  urged 
me  to  go  to  Paris  to  see  her  daughter,  and  when  I  told  her  that  I  could 
not  possiblv  quit  London,  she  was  kind  enough  to  enclose  me  the  prescrip- 
tions written  by  different  physicians,  (which  of  course  caused  double 
postage)  to  ask  my  opinion  of  them.  About  a  month  ago  I  received 
a  letter,  stating  their  intention  of  returning  to  England,  and  requesting 
that  they  might  have  their  "  snug  little  bed  rooms"  again  for  a  week  or 
two.  As  this  letter  is  rather  a  curious  production,  you  shall  have  a  copy 
of  it,  as  well  as  an  account  of  the  party's  return — most  unexpectedly ,  so  that 
we  were  obliged  to  take  them  in  ;  but  we  did  not  do  for  them,  as  the  bills 
of  some  of  the  lodging  houses  have  it,  viz. — "Travellers  taken  in  here, 
and  done  for".  The  case  was  reversed  with  my  wife  and  self — for  we  were 
nearly  done  for,  before  we  got  rid  of  our  Country  Cousins.  Yours,  &c.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


JLondw,  February  28,  1838. 

Mr  Dear  Loorer-On, 

The  combined  attack  of  Lords  Lyndhurst  and  Brougham  upon 
the  Premier,  in  the  Lords,  and  the  majority  of  nine  against  the 
Ministry  in  the  Commons,  are  of  course  the  prevailing-  subjects  of 
gossip  just  now.  The  complete  fraternization  of  the  high  tory  and 
the  whig-radical  Ex-Chancellors  in  the  eastigation  of  Lord  Mel- 
bourne, is  a  curious  political  spectacle.  Everybody  here  is  crying 
out — "Where  is  Lord  Lansdowne?  and  what  is  Lord  Holland — 
(the  ablest  and  readiest  debater  of  the  present  Cabinet)  doing,  that 
they  suffer  their  chief  to  bear  the  brunt  of  all  attacks,  and  to  be 
handled  in  the  severe  manner  he  is  without  coming  to  his  aid." 
Lord  Lansdowne's  assistance  to  his  colleagues  may  be  summed  up 
in  the  giving  a  certain  number  of  political  dinners,  in  the  disposal 
of  all  the  patronage  in  his  own  department  and  a  portion  of  that 
which  belongs  to  every  other.  There  is  no  single  minister  that 
has  half  the  influence  of  the  Lord  President  in  this  way,  and  yet, 
for  all  the  public  can  see,  the  Melbourne  Cabinet  could  get  on 
nearly  as  well  without  him.  Certainly  it  does  not  take  much  to 
form  a  ministry  that  is  dictated  to  in  one  house  of  parliament  and 
outvoted  in  the  other.  As  for  Lord  Holland,  he  having  attained 
the  title  of  the  "  father"  of  modern  whiggery,  is,  I  suppose,  content 
to  let  his  children  fight  its  battles.  The  greatest  social  intimacy 
exists  between  Lord  Brougham  and  Lord  Lyndhurst  in  spite  of 
the  difference  of  their  political  opinions. 

Sir  Robert  and  Lady  Peel  dined  with  the  Queen  on  Saturday. 
There  were  several  foreign  ambassadors  present.  Lord  and  Lady 
Lansdowne,  Lord  Palmerston,  and  Mr.  Spring  Rice.  The  leader 
of  the  House  of  Commons  did  not  meet  the  leader  of  the  oppo- 
sition at  the  royal  table.  Poor  Lord  John, — philosopher  as  he  is, 
the  Canada  Bill  was  a  bitter  potion. 

There  is  a  talk  that  in  spring,  instead  of  burying  herself  at 
Windsor,  that  the  Queen  will  take  a  marine  trip,  making  a  number 
of  short  voyages  from  place  to  place  on  board  the  Royal  Yacht. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  if  there  is  any  foundation  for  the  notion, 
which  I  believe  there  is,  it  would  be  highly  popular  among  a  large 
portion  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects,  her  recreating  herself  in  so 
national  a  pastime  as  yachting — an  employment  at  once  healthy 
and  agreeable.  But  what  would  the  indolence  of  Lord  Melbourne 
say  to  this  ?  He  who  found  it  almost  too  much  trouble  to  go  to 
and  fro,  even  during  the  short  time  the  Queen  was  at  Windsor, 
and  so  contrived  to  establish  himself  almost  a  resident  at  the 
Castle,  will  never  endure  the  irksomeness  of  attendance  on  his 
royal  mistress  under  the  circumstances  of  a  trip  along  the  coast ; 
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so  that  should  his  Lordship  remain  in  office,  which  is  getting  rather 
problematical,  without  he  succeeds  in  booking  himself  as  a  pas- 
senger on  board  the  Royal  Yacht,  there  is  little  doubt  that  weighty 
political  reasons  will  induce  the  Premier  strenuously  to  advise  the 
Queen  not  to  persist  in  her  project. 

The  new  coinage  of  Queen  Victoria  is  struck,  though  not  yet 
issued.  With  all  due  submission  to  the  artists  of  the  Royal  Mint, 
it  is  not  so  tasteful  or  rich  as  it  might  have  been.  It  docs  not  fol- 
low that  because  a  man  is  a  good  medallist  and  die-sinker,  he 
should  therefore  be  a  good  sculptor.  A  coin  should  bear  the  best 
portrait  of  the  Sovereign  in  its  material  that  can  be  made,  and  for 
this  end  the  first  sculptor  in  the  land  should  be  employed  to  model 
the  profile  from  which  the  die  is  to  be  sunk.  George  the  Fourth 
well  knew  this,  and  the  bas  relief  from  which  his  coinage  was 
struck  was  modelled  by  Sir  Francis  Chan  trey,  a  coinage  which,  in 
all  its  variety,  is  by  far  the  most  beautiful  ever  pjoduced  in  this 
country.  The  effigy  of  the  Queen  on  the  new  coinage  is  without 
any  emblem  of  sovereignty — quite  plain.  The  likeness  is  good, 
though  not  such  as  could  be  presented  to  our  view  through  the 
medium  of  the  exquisite  perceptions  of  a  Chantrey  or  a  Lawrence. 
The  reverse  is  a  shield,  as  usual,  but  its  outline  not  so  rich  or  so 
highly  ornamented  as  that  of  George  the  Fourth,  and,  moreover, 
it  looks  much  narrower.  The  Queen  and  the  Lords  of  the  Council 
have  formally  given  their  approval  to  the  coin,  and  it  will  forthwith 
be  issued. 

The  French  Papers  are  busy  with  a  story  that  the  Queen  has 
sent  over  an  invitation  for  two  of  the  young  French  Princes  to 
attend  her  coronation,  but  that  Louis  Philiipe  will  not  give  his 
consent  to  two  of  them  coming — only  one.  Really  the  vanity  and 
arrogance  of  our  Gallic  neighbours  knows  no  bounds.  They  might 
at  any  rate  have  waited  till  the  time  for  the  coronation  had  been 
fixed.  Independently  of  the  absurdity  of  our  Queen  so  far  for- 
getting what  is  due  to  herself  as  to  send  such  an  invitation,  the 
still  greater  absurdity  of  Louis  Phillippe  demurring  to  the  accept- 
ance of  it,  when  all  the  world  knows  he  would  give  his  ears  to 
obtain  such  an  invitation,  makes  the  story  supremely  ridiculous. 

The  intentions  of  a  certain  venerable  Earl  and  recent  widower 
towards  a  fair  syren,  are  still  a  matter  of  speculation.  Rumour 
says  that  the  lady  has  in  her  possession  letters  which  would  prove, 
if  necessary,  a  determination  once  existed  to  elevate  her  to  the 
dignity  of  "  Countess,"  and  a  great  many  other  things  besides. 

Sir  David  Wilkie's  picture  of  the  "  First  Council  at  Kensing- 
ton," (a  commission  from  the  Queen)  progresses ;  it  will  most 
probably  be  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy  this  year.  As  far  as 
likeness  goes,  the  success  of  Sir  David  in  the  figure  of  the  Queen 
has  been  verv  sreat. 

Her  Majesty  has  a  dinner  party  to-night,  not  a  very  large  one, 
but  still  more  numerous  than  usual.  There  is  nothing  else  worthy 
of  note  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Palace  since  my  last.  The  Queen 
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Dowager  comes  to  town  to-morrow  from  St.  Leonards,  Her  Ma- 
jesty will  not  come  to  Marlborough  House,  as  that  mansion  is  not 
quite  ready  for  her  reception,  so  she  will  occupy  her  old  residence 
in  St.  James's  Palace.  The  Princess  Augusta  also  comes  to  town 
to  her  residence  in  the  Palace.  Though  Harrington  House  has 
now  been  demolished  some  months  for  the  purpose  of  adding  very 
considerably  to  the  residence  of  the  Princess,  yet  owing  to  the 
long  and  intense  frost,  the  works  have  not  even  been  com- 
menced. 

The  row  in  the  political  world  goes  on  increasing,  and  the  effect 
of  the  confusion  is  considerably  heightened  by  the  grand  split 
among  the  radicals  in  the  Marylebone  election.  The  on  (lit  is  that 
without  Coktoel  Thompson  resigns  Lord  Teignmonth  will  come  in.

ST.  DAVIDS'  DAY  IN  CHELTENHAM. 

Thursday  was  a  day  of  grand  doings  with  the  Camhrians  in  Cheltenham, 
who  celebrated  the  anniversary  of  their  patron  saint  with  "  all  the  honors" 
of  a  Dinner  in  the  afternoon,  and  a  Concert  in  the  evening.  The  former 
took  place  at  the  George  Hotel,  at  half-past  four  o'clock  ;  at  which  hour 
at  least  fifty  gentlemen  sat  down  to  table.  The  room  was  tastefully  and 
appropriately  decorated  for  the  occasion  with  wreaths  and  festoons  of  ever- 
greens, and  devices,  bearing  apposite  inscriptions  in  the  Welsh  language. 
At  intervals  during  the  dinner  a  variety  of  Welsh  airs  was  performed  on 
the  harp,  and  the  arrangements  in  every  particular  were  admirably  in  keep- 
ing with  the  occasion  which  called  them  forth.  Grace  having  been  pro- 
nounced in  the  Ancient  British  language,  by  the  Rev.  J.  Jones,  of  Christ 
Church,  Oxford,  the  merits  of  the  dinner  were  fairly  discussed.  On  the 
removal  of  the  cloth,  a  number  of  national  and  patriotic  toasts  were  pro- 
posed, and  drunk  withenthusiasm.  Amongthem  were  The  Queen, — St.  David 
and  the  Principality ,  followed  by  the  song  "Oh!  let  the  kind  minstrel ;" 
Sir  Charles  Morgan  and  the  House  of  Tredegar, — song,  *'  Hail  to  the  noble 
Ivor!"  The  Memory  of  Sir  Thomas  Picton ;  Sir  Watkin  Williams  Wynne 
and  the  Loyal  Society  of  Ancient  Britons, — song,  "Ye  free  sons  of  Cambria;" 
The  fair  Maids  of  Cambria, — song,  "Press  on,  my  steed  ;"  The  Bards  of 
Wales,  8,-c.  This  last  toast  was  acknowledged  by  the  Rev.  J.  Jones,  (Tegid) 
himself  a  distinguished  Bard.  The  utmost  hilarity  and  good  feeling  pre- 
vailed throughout,  and  at  half-past  seven  the  chairman  announced  that  the 
hour  had  arrived  when  the  presence  of  the  party  would  be  expected  at  the 
Concert,  about  to  commence  in  the  Rotunda  ;  whither,  in  a  few  minutes 
after,  they  accordingly  repaired. 

Some  time  before  the  hour  fixed  for  the  commencement  of  the  musical 
performances,  the  Rotunda  was  thronged  with  a  most  respectable  audience. 
The  arrival  of  the  Committee  was  announced  by  the  hoisting  of  the 
Cambrian  Banner  above  the  orchestra  ;  which  done,  Mr.  Woodward,  the 
Conductor  of  the  Concert,  took  his  place  at  the  piano,  and  was  followed 
by  the  other  members  of  the  musical  corps.  The  Concert  opened  with 
Parry's  Overture  to  A  Tripio  Wales,  consisting  principally  of  Welsh  airs; 
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which  was  performed,  with  gre.it  spirit,  by  a  fuller  orchestra  than  ever 
before  undertook  its  performance  in  Cheltenham.     After  the  Overture, 
Cambria's  Holiday  was  sung  as  a  glee  and  chorus,  and  that  very  effectively. 
The  favourite  ballad  of  The  Maid  of  Llanwelyn  was  sung  by  Mr.  Leonard 
w  ith  much  sweetness  and  feeling,  as  the  applause  which  followed  its  con- 
clusion amply  testified.   Later  in  the  evening  Mr,  L.  sang  a  ballad,  entitled 
Little  Winny  Wilkins ;  the  spirit  and  character  of  which  be  altogether 
mistook,  else  he  never  would  have  thrust  in  the  nonsense  which  he  thought 
proper  to  introduce,  and  which  was  alike  repugnant  to  good  taste,  and 
offensive  to"  the  feelings  of  the  individuals  by  whom  the  musical  selection 
cf  the  evening  had  been  made.    The  company  resented — and  very  properly 
too — the  afront  which  was  offered  to  their  good  sense,  by  expressions  of 
unequivocal  disapprobation.    But  to  return  to  the  order  of  the  progamme, 
the  fourth  piece  in  the  scheme  was  the  favourite  duet  of  The  Summer  Storm 
is  on  the  Mountain,  which  was  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edmunds,  in  a  most 
delightful  style,  and  was  loudly  encored.    We  have  heard  this  composition 
iu  former  years  frequently  well  sung,  both  in  London  and  Cheltenhum, 
but  never  so  exquisitely  as  upon  the  present  occasion.    After  the  duet, 
Mr.  Edmunds  sang  the  popular  ballad  of  Jenny  Jones,  accompanying  him- 
self on  the  piano  :   Mathews,  the  original  singer  of  this  ballad,  could  he 
have  heard  Mr.  Edmunds,  would  himself  have  been  delighted  with  the 
manner  in  which  it  was  sung,  and  have  joined  in  the  unanimous  encore 
which  called  for  its  repetition.     In  the  second  act  of  the  Concert,  Mr.  E. 
executed,  in  a  masterly  style,  Mr.  Folkestone  Williams's  beautiful  song — 
Dear  Father-land !  to  the  old  Welsh  air  of  The  Rising  of  the  Lark.  Mrs. 
Edmunds  sung  in  the  first  part  a  new  ballad — In  a  sweet  fertile  Valley, 
compossed  by  the  Editor  of  the  Welsh  Melodies  ;  and  as  yet  unpublished. 
It  did  not,  however,  prove  so  successful  as  we  could  have  wished  ;  though 
the  sweet  voice  of  Mrs.  Edmunds  was  exerted  to  render  it  effective.  In 
the  second  act  Mrs.  Edmunds  delighted  the  audience  with  her  exquisite 
singing  of  Love's  Minstrel  Lute :  it  was  in  truth  one  of  the  ckoicest  gems 
of  the  Concert,  and  well  merited  the  applause  with  which  it  was  greeted. 
A  Master  Jarratt  sang  Th?  Cambrian  Minstrel  Boy  very  prettily  indeed  ; 
to  a  remarkably  sweet  voice  was  added  a  correctness  of  expression,  far 
superior  to  what  is  generally  found  in  juvenile  vocalists.     In  addition  to 
these  songs  we  must  notice  the  Harmonized  Compositions,  which  were, 
first,  that  magnificent  quartett  and  chorus,  The  Norman  Horse  Shoe;  which, 
notwithstanding  its  length,  and  the  many  times  that  it  has  been  sung  at 
these  annual  festivals,  was  loudly  encored.      Then  the  second  act  of  the 
Concert  opened  with  the  glee  and  chorus  of  The  Rising  Sun,  harmonized 
and  arranged  for  the  occasion  by  J.  Goss,  Esq.,  Professor  of  Harmony  at 
the  Royal  Academy  of  Music.      This  air  (as  harmonized  by  Mr.  Goss)  is 
bold  and  spirited,  and  we  doubt  not,  like  the  glee  last  noticed,  will  become 
a  "stock  piece"  at  these  annual  performances  of  national  music.   The  Bardic 
Ode,  from  the  tragedy  of  Caswallon,  was  sung  in  masterly  style,  particu- 
larly the  bass  solo,  assigned  to  a  young  gentleman  named  Frost,  whom 
nature  has  blessed  with  a  remarkably  fine  voice,  and  whose  execution  of 
h:s  part  in  this  trio  was  certainly  most  brilliant  and  successful.     The  Ode 
was  honoured  with  an  unanimous  encore.     Mr.  J.  Jones's  beautiful  com- 
position, The  Swain  of  the  Mountain,  sung  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edmunds,  Mr. 
Leonard.,  and  Mr.  Uglow,  failed  of  its  effect.    In  addition  to  these  vocal 
pieces,  Mr.  Pio  Cianchettini  performed  an  Extempore  Fantasia  on  the 
Piano,  having  for  his  themes  two  Welsh  airs  given  him  at  the  time,  and 
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upon  which  he  executed  some  beautiful  and  characteristic  variations,  with 
a  rapidity  of  conception  that  bespoke  the  master-mind.  Mr.  P.  Davies 
also  performed — in  a  splendid  and  masterly  style — a  Flute  Concerto,  com- 
posed by  himself  expressly  for  the  occasion,  and  entitled  Recollections  of 
Wales.  It  was  an  elaborate  and  scientific  production,  combining  a  suc- 
cession of  the  most  familiar  airs  of  the  mountain-land.  According  to  cus- 
tom the  Concert  concluded  with  the  song  of  St.  David's  Day,  in  the 
chorus  of  which  the  company  very  generally  joined.  This  was  immedi- 
ately followed  by  God  save  the  Queen,  the  principal  solos  being  taken  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edmunds  ;  and,  with  this,  at  eleven  o'clock  the  evening's 
entertainment  closed.  To  Mr.  Woodward,  who  presided  throughout  at 
the  piano,  accompanying  (with  one  exception)  all  the  sougs,  glees,  &c, 
that  were  performed,  too  much  praise  cannot  well  be  given; — his  exertions 
were  unwearied. 

Altogether  the  musical  performances  of  1838  surpassed  those  of  all  for- 
mer anniversaries ;  the  audience  was  more  numerous,  and  the  glittering  of 
the  silver  leek  more  conspicuous.  Between  the  first  and  second  acts  a 
pause  of  half  an  hour  was  allowed,  during  which  time  tea  and  coffee  were 
abundantly  supplied  in  the  Promenade  Room,  which  was  appropriated  to 
that  especial  purpose.  Every  thing,  in  short,  was  done  that  could  in  any 
way  contribute  to  the  enjoyments  of  the  evening,  and  give  eclat  to  the 
celebration  of  St.  David's  Day  in  Cheltenham. 


SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Philharmonic  Society  gave  their  second  public  concert  last 
Saturday  evening,  at  the  Literary  Institution.  The  performances  were  all 
highly  creditable  to  the  skill  and  musical  abilities  of  the  members,  several 
very  difficult  compositions  being  executed  with  a  spirit  and  precision  be- 
yond what  could  have  been  reasonably  expected  from  a  society  so  recently 
established.  In  the  vocal  departments  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edmunds  acquitted 
themselves  with  the  most  brilliant  success.  A  sccna  of  Weber's,  sung  by 
Mrs.  Edmnnds,  and  the  song  "  What  is  the  old  man  thinking  of"  by  Mr. 
Edmunds,  were  especially  entitled  to  the  highest  praise.  As  two  of  our 
contemporaries  have  already  noticed  the  chief  features  of  this  concert,  and 
we  have  a  press  of  other  matter  for  our  pages  this  week,  we  must  content 
ourselves  at  present  with  this  brief  mention  of  the  performances. 

The  Grand  Fancy  and  Full  Dress  Ball  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  on 
Monday  evening,  notwithstanding  the  extreme  inclemency  of  the  weather, 
was  numerously  and  most  fashionably  attended,  nearly  four  hundred  of 
the  most  influential  among  our  residents  and  visitors  having  honoured  the 
fete  with  their  presence.  The  ball  room  and  vestibule  were  decorated  in  a 
tasteful  and  elegant  style,  arches,  and  columns,  and  laurels  and  festoons 
being  introduced  with  the  happiest  effect.  The  company  began  to  arrive 
shortly  after  nine,  and  at  ten  o'clock  dancing  was  commenced  with  a  spirit 
and  zest  which  gave  assurance  of  "  a  delightful  evening."  At  midnight  a 
brief  pause  announced  the  "supper  time,"  and  an  elegant  repast  was  dis- 
played in  the  front  room.  The  merits  of  the  refreshments  having  bee  1 
duly  discussed,  the  ballroom  again  became  the  ecene  of  chief  attraction 
and  here  the  quadrille,  the  waltz,  and  the  galop  succeeded  each  other  in 
rapid  succession  until  half-past  three  o'clock,  when  the  "  national  air ' 
broke  up  the  merry  party.    There  were  fewer  fancy  costumes  than  usual. 
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most  of  the  ladies  being  in  fall  dress,  and  the  gentlemen  in  either  full  dress 
or  uniforms.  Among  the  former  we  however  noticed  the  following.  We 
regret  exceedingly  that  we  are  prevented,  by  the  press  of  other  matter, 
giving  a  complete  list  of  the  company  present,  and  which,  had  it  been 
possible,  we  should  most  certainly  have  done.

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LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

Mr.  Wright's  fourth  lecture  on  Fossil  Organic  Remains  was  delivered  on 
Tuesday  evening,  in  the  lecture-room  of  the  Institution,  before  a  numerous 
audience. 

In  resuming  the  consideration  of  Fossil  Reptiles  Mr.  Wright  glanced 
briefly  at  the  leading  facts  which  he  had  explained  in  his  last  lecture, 
regarding  the  adaptation  of  their  structure  to  their  habits:  he  next  entered 
upon  the  history  of  the  Flying  Saurians,  which  he  described  as  the  most 
singular  forms  of  animal  life  yet  discovered  among  the  ruins  of  the  ancient 
earth.  "To  mould  and  adapt  the  typical  structure  of  reptiles,"  said  he, 
"  into  a  form  capable  of  soaring  through  the  higher  regions  of  the  air, 
centres  such  a  variety  of  contrivances,  and  produces  a  form  so  anomalous, 
that  when  the  nearly-perfect  skeleton  of  a  Pterodactyle  (or  wing-toed 
animal)  was  exhumed  from  the  calcareous  cemetery  whi^h  had  enshrouded 
it  for  ages,  the  most  learned  naturalists  were  at  a  loss  to  decide  to  what 
class  it  in  reality  belonged  ;  thus,  Blumenbach  regarded  it  as  a  bird,  and 
Soemmering  as  a  hat ;  but  the  structure  of  its  dentiferous  jaws,  the  form 
of  its  breast-bone  and  scapular  arch,  with  the  organization  of  its  members, 
alike  showed  that  it  was  a  reptile  which  had  once  winged  its  way  through 
the  liquid  air.  The  remains  of  six  species  have  been  found  in  the  litho- 
graphic limestone  of  Aichstadt  and  Solenhofen,  and  two  species  in  the  lias 
of  Lyme  Regis  and  the  Stonefield  slate  near  Oxford."  The  lecturer 
detailed  the  wonderful  mechanism  displayed  in  the  skeletons  of  these  rep- 
tiles, and  drew  an  interesting  comparison  between  them  and  the  skeletons 
of  other  vertebrated  animals  destined  for  an  aerial  life,  as  the  Bats,  Birds, 
Flying  Dragons,  and  Flying  Fishes.  It  appears,  from  Mr.  Wright's  descrip- 
tion, that  the  Pterodactyle  differs  from  all  other  animals,  either  living  or 
extinct,  in  the  compound  character  of  its  anterior  members, — the  inner 
fingers  of  the  hand  being  armed  with  sharp  claws,  like  other  lizards  ; 
whilst  the  outer  finger  is  enormously  developed, — its  length  equalling  that 
of  the  entire  body.  This  rod-like  finger  formed  the  framework  which 
supported  a  membranous  wing,  by  which  this  wonderful  creature  was 
enabled  to  fly  in  pursuit  of  the  myriads  of  insects  that  fed  on  the  honeyed 
nectar  of  the  flora  of  the  ancient  land.  In  concluding  his  description  of 
this  family,  he  remarked  that  their  structure  formed  the  passage,  in  a 
most  remarkable  manner,  from  the  low  organization  of  the  cold-blooded 
Vertebrata  to  the  more  complicated  mechanism  of  Birds  and  Mammalia ; 
and  that  the  peculiarities  of  structure,  by  which  these  creatures  were  linked 
with  them,  were  neither  few,  nor  difficult  to  demonstrate;  these  the  lec- 
turer pointed  out  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner,  by  reference  to  numerous 
anatomical  specimens  and  diagrams.  He  next  proceeded  to  the  considera- 
tion of  Fossil  Crocodiles,  and  dwelt  upon  the  curious  fact  first  observed  by 
Cuvier,  and  confirmed  by  subsequent  discoveries,  that  the  Fossil  Croco- 
dilidae,  found  in  the  saliferous,  oolitic,  and  cretaceous  systems,  were  allied 
to  our  modern  long-nosed  Gavials,  whilst  those  found  above  the  chalk 
approached  the  broad-muzzled  Alligators  and  Crocodiles.  The  lecturer 
drew  some  interesting  inferences  from  these  facts  regarding  the  character 
of  the  animals,  on  the  too-rapid  increase  of  which  these  Fossil  Crocodiles 
were  destined  to  keep  a  vigilant  check.  In  reviewing  the  history  of  the 
reptile  age,  Mr.  W.  gave  some  satisfactory  physiological  reasons  for  sup- 
posing that  the  arctic  land,  during  those  periods  of  the  earth's  history, 
eVjoyed  a  much  higher  temperature  than  it  does  now.    The  history  of 
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Fossil  Fishes  was  next  introduced,  and  the  lecturer  remarked  that  this 
bianch  of  Paloeontology  was  rapidly  advancing  through  the  zeal  and  industry 
of  Professor  Agassiz,  the  great  master  of  this  department  of  fossil  zoology. 
He  described  the  condition  in  which  the  remains  of  the  finny  tribes  were 
found,  and  the  chief  localities  in  which  they  occur  ;  and  the  interesting 
facts  which  had  been  revealed  by  Agassiz'  labours,  that  none  of  the  many 
hundreds  of  genera  now  existing  are  found  in  any  formation  older  than 
the  chalk  ;  that  in  the  upper  members  of  this  system  there  are  among  the 
many  extinct  genera  only  five  which  are  now  living ;  that  of  the  Fossil 
Fishes,  discovered  in  the  older  tertiary  strata,  one  half  belong  to  existing 
genera,  the  other  half  to  kinds  that  are  now  unknown.     These  discoveries 
harmonize  in  the  most  interesting  manner  with  similar  results  obtained 
from  an  investigation  of  Fossil  Reptiles  and  Mammalia ;   and  show,  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  the  close  affinities  which  exist  between  the  tertiary 
period  and  the  existing  order  of  nature.    The  lecturer  then  explained  the 
peculiar  features  of  that  learned  naturalist's  classification,  and  showed  how 
intimately  the  scaly  covering  of  fishes  is  related  to  the  other  parts  of  their 
economy,  and  how  peculiarly  adapted  his  views  are  to  the  advancement  of 
Fossil  Ichthyology  ;  seeing  that,  in  a  vast  number  of  instances,  it  is  the 
scaly  covering  of  these  animals  alone  that  has  resisted  the  rude  destroying 
hand  of  time.     He  detailed,  from  specimens  and  diagrams,  the  character 
of  the  fishes  found  in  the  different  formations,  from  which  it  appeared, 
that  in  proportion  as  we  rise  from  the  ancient  to  the  more  modern  systems 
of  strata,  the  ichthyoid  reliquiae  approximate  in  their  form  and  dermal 
covering  the  fishes  of  the  present  epoch.     The  change  which  appears  to 
have  taken  place  in  the  form  of  the  tail  of  fishes  after  the  deposition  of  the 
magnesian  limestone  was  particularly  dwelt  upon  ;  namely,  that  in  those 
found  in  the  Silurian  and  carboniferous  strata  the  tail  was  unequally  bilobed, 
whereas  those  entombed  in  the  upper  formations  of  the  saliferous,  oolitic,  and 
cretaceous  systems  have  the  tail  equally  bilobed.  Asthe  large  lizard-like  fishes 
were  the  dominant  class  in  the  seas  anterior  to  the  creation  of  the  reptiles, 
they  attained  enormous  magnitude  during  the  carboniferous  era  ;  into  the 
waters  which  had  deposited  the  magnesian  limestone,  however,  Reptiles 
were  for  the  first  time  introduced,  and  these  took  the  place  of  their 
ichthyoid  predecessors.    The  lecturer  described  some  of  the  striking  forms 
which  characterize  the  different  systems  of  strata,  and  showed  that  impor- 
tant changes  had  taken  place  in  the  family  of  Sharks,  certain  sub-families 
being  confined  to  particular  formations  ;   and  how  that  the  present  forms 
of  that  voracious  family,  with  lancet-shaped  teeth,  had  been  created  about 
the  period  that  the  last  of  the  long  line  of  Marine  Reptiles  had  become 
extinct.  In  entering  upon  the  consideration  of  Fossil  Invertebrata,  Mr.  W. 
observed  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  describe,  as  minutely  as  he  wished, 
the  organization  of  this  highly-interesting  division  of  his  subject,  seeing  that 
his  course  was  limited;  he  would  therefore  select  those  fossils  which  the  stu- 
dent is  most  likely  to  encounter  in  his  rambles.  The  lecturer  gave  an  outline 
of  the  organization  and  classification  of  Molluscous  Animals,  and  described 
the  most  important  traits  in  the  structure  of  the  Cephalopodes,  or  those 
which  have  their  arms  or  tentacules  disposed  around  the  head,  like  the  cuttle- 
fish. Before  describing  the  fossil  genera  of  this  class,  he  observed  that  it  would 
be  desirable  to  impart  a  correct  notion  of  the  peculiar  structure  of  the 
living  representative  of  the  testaceous  group  of  this  class,  which  in  byepast 
ages  had  fabricated  and  inhabited  those  singularly  - abundant  fossil  shells,  called 
Ammonites,  Baculites,  Scaphites,  &c.    The  Nautilaceae,  he  said,  were  once 
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an  extensive  family,  and  the  last  descendant  of  this  line  was  the  construc- 
tor of  that  elegant  shell  called  the  Pearly  Nautilus,  now  on  the  table. 
This  shell  is  a  conical  tube,  which  is  coiled  upon  itself ;  internally  it  is 
divided  into  a  series  of  air-chambers  by  transverse  partitions.  Through 
the  centre  of  each  division  is  a  small  hole,  which  in  the  recent  state  com- 
municates with  a  pipe  that  runs  through  all  the  chambers.  This  pipe  termi- 
nates in  a  sac  or  reservoir,  which  surrounds  the  heart  of  the  creature. 
Dr.  Buckland,  in  his  late  treatise,  founds  a  theory  upon  the  action  of  this 
pipe  or  siphuncle,  which  may  be  thus  briefly  stated.  He  supposes  that 
the  undulation  of  the  fluid  from  the  bag  to  the  pipe,  by  compressing  the 
air  in  the  chambers  of  the  shell,  so  alters  the  specific  gravity  of  the  animal, 
that  by  these  means  it  is  enabled  to  ascend  or  descend  in  the  water.  That 
this  is  erroneous  must  be  evident  to  any  one  who  reflectes  that  this  theory 
allows  only  of  a  change  of  place  in  the  balancing  fluid,  consequently  the 
aggregate  weight  of  the  animal  and  its  shell  remains  the  same.  The  error 
into  which  the  Doctor  has  fallen  arises  from  his  having  overlooked  the  fact 
that  the  pericardial  bag  communicates  before  by  two  openings  with  the 
branchial  cavity,  into  which  the  sea-water  is  constantly  flowing  to  bathe 
the  gills ;  whilst  posteriorly  there  proceeds  from  the  sac  a  membranous 
tube  that  passes  through  all  the  air-chambers  of  the  shell.  Thus,  when  the 
animal  is  creeping  upon  its  fleshy  foot  at  the  bottom  of  the  sea,  the  water, 
admitted  by  the  openings  just  alluded  to,  distends  the  bag,  and  then  flows 
through  the  entire  tube ;  it  is  clear,  therefore,  that  che  weight  of  the  sea- 
water  contained  in  the  bag  and  siphuncle  is  the  amount  of  ballast  necessary 
to  retain  the  animal  at  the  bottom,  by  rendering  it  specifically  heavier  than 
the  ambient  fluid  ;  but  supposing  the  nautilus  desires  to  rise  to  the  surface, 
all  that  is  required  to  render  it  specifically  lighter  is  to  get  rid  of  its  watery 
ballast.  This  it  accomplishes  by  contracting  the  bag,  and  ejecting  the  fluid 
through  the  openings  that  communicate  with  the  branchial  cavity  ;  a  partial 
vacuum  being  thus  produced  in  the  bag, — that  portion  of  the  water  which  had 
distended  the  pipe  now  flows  into  it,  and  a  second  contraction  is  all  that  is 
requisite  in  order  to  render  the  animal  and  its  shell  specifically  lighter;  and 
thus  it  is  enabled  to  rise  to  the  surface.  When  it  wishes  to  descend  it 
admits  the  sea- water,  becomes  heavier,  and  gradually  sinks  to  the  bottom. 

The  hour  having  now  expired,  Mr.  Wright  announced  that  he  would 
resume  the  consideration  of  the  Fossil  Chambered  Shells,  Arliculata,  Radiata, 
and  Zoophytes,  next  Tuesday  evening,  of  which  the  following  is  the 

syllabus  :

The  Confessions  of  an  Elderly  Lady,* 
By  the  Countess  of  Blessington,  is  intended  as  a  companion  volume  to 
'*  The  Confessions  of  an  Elderly  Gentleman"  published  some  year  or  two 
ago.  Like  all  the  former  productions  of  its  gifted  authoress,  it  evidences 
a  brilliancy — both  of  thought  and  language — such  as  are  rarely  encountered 
in  the  class  of  fictions  to  which  it  belongs,  admirable  and  beautiful,  in  con- 
ception and  execution,  as  many  of  them  undoubtedly  are  ;  while  the  keen 
insight  into,  and  knowledge  of,  the  feelings  and  impulses  of  the  human 
heart  which  are  here  evinced  bring  out  into  fine  development  the  percep- 
tive and  descriminative  powers  of  the  writer.  The  fair  "  Confessor"  of 
these  pages,  left  an  orphan  in  early  life,  an  heiress — handsome  of  course, 
and  a  spoiled  child  from  the  beginning —  is  the  representative  of  a  very 
extensive  class  among  the  belles  of  gay  life.  The  portrait  is  sketched  so 
faithfully,  that  the  likeness  must  be  evident  to  all  who  have  lived  and 
moved  in  what  is  termed  fashionable  society  ;  and  there  are  few  among 
our  fair  readers  who  will  not  recognize  at  a  glance  the  Lady  Arabella 
Walsingham.  The  burden  of  these  confessions,  as  might  be  expected,  is 
love  ;  and  the  hopes,  fears,  and  vicissitudes  of  the  master-emotion — the 
jealousy,  compunction,  pride,  and  humiliation  to  which  it  exposes  its  victim, 
are  depicted  with  a  "  pencil  of  light,"  that  exposes  to  the  view  each 
iine  of  feeling  and  of  suffering  graven  on  woman's  heart.  The  characters 
of  the  gentle  stepmother  and  the  spirited  and  wayward  heiress  are  in  well- 
sustained  contrast  throughout,  and  the  love  affair  with  Lord  Clvdesdale 
gives  to  the  "Confessions"  an  interest  bordering  on  the  romantic,  and 
which  we  could  have  wished  to  have  had  more  intimately  identified  with  the 
denouement ;  but  the  plot  of  her  work  has  obviously  been  a  secondary 
consideration  with  our  fair  authoress.  We  therefore  must  not  estimate  its 
merits  by  the  standard  of  "  mystery."  It  is  in  the  sparkling  dialogue  of 
its  lighter  scenes,  and  the  touching  pathos  of  iis  affectionate  remini- 
scences, that  the  high  excellency  of  these  "  Confessions  of  an  Elderly  Lady' 
consist ;  in  evidence  of  which  we  shall  make  one  extract  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  work,  in  which  the  transition  from  gay  to  grave  is  beau- 
tifully managed  : — 

"'Did  your  ladyship  speak?'  asked  that  much-enduring  woman,  my  dame  de 
compaynie,  one  of  the  most  uncompanionable  of  that  class  of  persons  denomi- 
nated companions.  My  conscience  does  sometimes  reproach  me  for  sundry 
pettish  reproofs,  and  petulant  phoos  and  pshaws,  addressed  to  this  modern 
Griselda,  who  '  assents  to  all  I  will,  or  do,  or  say/  with  a  meekness  very  trying 
to  a  temper  like  mine.  She,  however,  is  at  least  ten  years  my  junior,  and  will, 
in  all  human  probability,  live  to  enjoy  the  comfortable  provision  I  have  secured 
her  in  my  will ;  thinking  perhaps  that  she  has  well  earned  it,  by  a  twenty  years' 
daily  and  hourly  practice  of  that  difficult  virtue — Patience. 

"  Yes,  I  will  write  my  confessions,  and  '  naught  extenuate,  or  set  down  aught 
in  malice.'  As  a  proof  of  my  sincerity,  I  shall  record  my  dialogue  with  my  dame 
de  compaynie. 

"  '  Mrs.  Vincent,  ring  the  bell  if  you  please — here,  that  will  do  ;  yon  always 
ring  as  if  you  imagined  the  servants  were  deaf.'

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"  '  I  beg  your  ladyship's  pardon  ;  but,  if  you  will  be  pleased  to  recollect,  you, 
this  morniug,  complained  that  I  rang  the  bell  so  gently  that  the  servants  never 
heard  the  first  pull.' 

"  '  Pray  don't  ask  me  to  be  pleased  to  recollect ;  I  am  never  pleased  to  recol- 
lect such  puerile  riddle  faddle.  Your  memory  is  so  tenacious,  that  you  can  quote 
every  syllable  I  utter  in  the  course  of  a  week.' 

"  It  will  be  percieved  by  the  malicious  reader,  that  in  my  petulance  I  was 
unconsciously  comprising  my  own  conversation  within  the  contemptuous  epithet 
of  fiddle  faddle.  But  whether  my  unhappy  companion  was  equally  acute,  I  can- 
not determine ;  for  she  was  far  too  well  disciplined  to  allow  any  indication  of 
discovery  to  be  perceptible.' 

"  '  Why  don't  you  ring  the  bell  again  ?  you  see  no  one  has  answered.' 

"Enter  John. 

"  '  And  so,  John,  here  has  Mrs.  Vincent  been  ringing  this  last  half  hour.  It 
really  is  too  provokiig  that  none  of  you  will  answer  the  bell/ 

"  '  Very  sorry,  indeed,  your  ladyship  ;  but  I  only  heard  the  bell  once.' 

"  'There,  you  are  convinced,  Mrs.  Vincent,  I  always  tell  you,  that  you  do  not 
ring  sufficiently  loud;  I  wish  you  would  remember  this  another  time.  Let  me 
consider,  what  did  I  want.    What  did  I  require,  Mrs.  Vincent  ?' 

"  '  Indeed,  madam,  I  do  not  know,  your  ladyship  did  not  inform  me.' 

"  '  There  it  is,  you  never  remember  what  I  want ;  it  is  really  enough  to  vex  a 
saint.' 

"  '  I'm  sure,  madam,  I  am  very  sorry,'

that  will  do.  See  that  the  pens  are  good,  the  ink  not  too  thick,  and  lay  a  quire 
of  foolscap  wove  paper  on  the  desk ;  not  that  abominable  glazed  paper  which 
dazzles  my  eyes.  I  intend  to  write,  Mrs.  Vincent,  yes,  to  write  a  good  deal, 
unless  it  should  fatigue  me :  so  wipe  my  spectacles.  You  had  better  remain  in 
the  room,  to  see  that  the  fire  does  not  go  out.  You  can  read,  if  you  like  it ;  but 
mind  you  do  not  make  a  noise  in  turning  over  the  leaves,  you  know  you  have  a 
trick  of  doing  so.  And  remember,  too,  you  do  not  make  that  disagreeable 
sound  to  which  you  are  much  addicted,  a  sort  of  clearing  of  the  trachea,  which 
is  extremely  trying  to  my  nerves.

"  If  my  readers  are  not  disgusted  with  this  specimen  of  my  irritability  and 
egotism,  I  will  proceed  with  my  task. 

"  My  first  recollections  point  to  Walsingham  Castle,  where  my  happiest  days 
were  passed.  Well  do  I  remember  a  certain  dressing-room  in  it  that  breathed 
the  mingled  odours  of  every  fragrant  flower,  odours  ever  associated  in  my  mind 
with  the  memory  of  that  chamber  and  its  inmate.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  March  7,  1S38. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

I  think  I  have  once  or  twice  before  called  your  attention  to  the 
accounts  that  appear  in  the  Courier  newspaper  of  •*  Court  matters." 
Though  its  statements  about  such  affairs  are  beginning  here  to  be 
estimated  at  their  true  worth,  yet  it  may  happen  that  some  of  your 
worthy  and  gentle  readers  may  not  appreciate  them  at  their  real 
value ;  so  in  order  to  assist  their  judgments  in  this  matter,  be  it 
known,  that  last  Wednesday  the  Courier  gave  an  account  of  the 
Queen's  levee  held  that  day,  told  us  who  was  there,  what  official 
personages  were  present,  and,  moreover,  that  the  presentations 
were  very  numerous.  Now  this  would  have  been  all  very  inte- 
resting if  true ;  but  unfortunately  for  the  credit  of  the  Courier — 
that  is  what  remained  of  it,  for  it  played  a  similar  trick  in  the  reign 
of  William  the  Fourth — it  was  a  complete  fabrication.  There  was 
no  levee  last  Monday.  This  veritable  journal  has  been  more  ab- 
surdly hoaxed  than  any  other  newspaper,  so  therefore  perhaps 
considers  itself  at  liberty  to  practise  such  gross  impositions  upon 
its  readers. 

The  report  of  the  Queen's  taking  a  marine  trip,  of  which  I  gave 
you  notice  in  my  last,  gains  strength  ;  the  on  dit  now  is  that  Her 
Majesty  will  embark  at  Brighton,  where  the  royal  yacht  is  ordered 
to  proceed,  in  the  course  of  next  month,  after  the  first  drawing 
room,  and  return  before  the  birth-day  (24th  of  May.)  Should  this 
be  the  case,  the  naval  aid-de-camps  will  come  into  active  duty,  a 
circumstance  I  imagine  they  little  calculated  on. 

The  Duke  of  Sussex  is  again  an  invalid,  and  the  Princess  Sophia 
remains  one.  The  Queen  Dowager  altered  her  intention  of  occu- 
pying the  u  Queen's  House,"  in  St.  James's  Palace,  and  on  her 
arrival  in  town  went  directly  to  Marlborough  House ;  this  her 
Majesty  did  to  accommodate  the  Princess  Augusta,  who  occupies  the 
Queen's  House,  and  where  her  Royal  Highness  will  remain  until 
the  contemplated  extensive  additions  are  made  to  her  own  resi- 
dence. The  external  repairs  at  Marlborough  House  are  not  yet 
complete.  The  day  after  her  arrival  the  Dowager  Queen  paid  a 
visit  of  ceremony  to  her  Majesty,  and  has  received  several  from 
the  royal  family  ;  indeed  what  with  the  arrival  of  the  widowed 
Queen  and  the  Princess  Augusta,  and  the  indisposition  of  the 
Duke  of  Sussex  and  the  Princess  Sophia,  the  royal  family  have 
been  quite  busy  in  their  interchange  of  visits.  M.  Vander  Meyer, 
the  Belgian  Minister,  has  returned  from  his  leave  of  absence  to  his 
post  at  our  Court.  His  Excellency  has  been  sojourning  at  the 
court  of  his  own  sovereign,  the  uncle  of  our  gracious  Queen. 
Prince  Esterhazy,  the  Austrian  Ambassador,  is  expected  to  arrive

daily — By-the-bye,  the  Prince  Sehwartsenherg,  whom  report  sap* 
the  Emperor  of  Austria  has  appointed  to  be  Ambassador  Extraor- 
dinary to  our  young  Queen  on  the  occasion  of  her  coronation, 
must  not  be  confounded  with  the  Prince  Schwartsenberg  who  some 
years  ago  ran  away  with  a  certain  "  noble  Lord V  better  half, 
though  they  are  both  of  the  same  family. 

Talking  of  the  coronation  leads  one  to  contemplate  the  despe- 
rate party  struggle  now  going  on  in  the  political  world  for  the 
power  of  making  the  coronation  peers.  Lord  John  Russell  sent 
circulars  round  to  all  his  adherents  in  the  House  of  Commons, 
summoning  them  to  meet  him  last  Monday,  in  the  Great  Room  of 
the  Foreign  Office.  They  did  so,  and  were  met  by  all  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  Cabinet,  who  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Commons ; 
and  Lord  John  then  told  them  that  if  Sir  William  Moiesworth's 
motion  was  carried,  or  any  amendment  that  generalized  it,  the 
Ministry  must  resign ;  and  so  placed  the  fate  of  t)ie  Cabinet  in 
their  hands.  Sir  Robert  Peel  mustered  his  forces  too  on  the  same 
day,  at  his  house  in  Whitehall  Gardens,  when  the  leader  of  the 
opposition  communicated  to  the  Conservatives  the  plan  he  meant 
to  pursue.  Both  assemblages  were  very  numerous.  It  is  almost 
useless  to  speculate  what  the  result  will  be,  as  before  this  meets 
the  eye  of  your  readers  it  will  have  been  determined.  The  opinion 
now  seems  to  be  in  the  most  knowing  circles  that  the  Ministry  can- 
not stand.  Supposing  that  they  are  able  to  negative  Lord  Sandon's 
amendment,  which  is  by  no  means  certain,  yet  it  will  he  by  so 
trumpery  a  majority  as  completely  to  stultify  all  the  moral  influ- 
ence of  the  administration.  It  will  be  such  a  staggerer,  that  fall 
they  must.  Sir  Robert  Peel,  Lord  Stanley,  Sir  James  Graham, 
and  Lord  Sandon  sat  together  during  last  night's  debate.  The 
House  was  literally  crammed.  Prince  George  of  Cambridge  was 
among  the  "  lookers-on."  Should  there  be  a  change  of  Ministry 
immediately,  the  chances  are  that  the  Queen's  voyage  will  be  post- 
poned; the  liurly  burly  and  bustle  which  such  matters  produce  at 
Court  will  give  her  Majesty  full  occupation  for  some  time  ;  and  Sir 
de  Lacy  Evans  may  thank  his  stars  that  he  had  such  a  provident 
patron  as  my  Lord  Palmerston,  else  he  never  would  have  been 
able  to  have  dubbed  himself  K.C.B.  The  very  significant  obser- 
vation of  Lord  Brougham  last  night  in  the  House  of  Lords,  that 
he  went  as  far  with  the  views  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington  as  a  prac- 
tical statesman  as  anybody  else,  did  not  lose  its  effect  on  the  Prime 
Minister,  and  made  him  thoroughly  understand  what  sort  of  sup- 
port he  would  receive  from  the  learned  Lord  when  in  opposition. 

The  Cabinet  have  met  in  conclave  to-day,  and  the  junior  officials 
speak  very  confidently  of  having  a  majority  to-night.  The  Queen 
has  visited  both  the  patent  theatres  again  ;  Covent  Garden  twice. 
Poor  Macready  was  getting  dreadfully  jealous  of  the  preference  her 
Majesty  showed  for  Drury  and  young  Kean — by-the-bye,  this 
actor's  Sir  Giles  Overreach  has  added  another  laurel  to  his  tri- 
umph— his  conception  of  the  character  is  admirable.

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LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

The  concluding  lecture  of  Mr.  Wright's  course  on  Fossil 
Organic  Remains  was  delivered  on  Tuesday  evening,  to  as 
numerous  an  audience  as  had  attended  either  of  the  four  preceding 
lectures. 

Mr.  Wright  demonstrated  the  organization  of  the  Nautilacece,  arid 
described  the  mechanism  by  which  these  syphoniferous  mollusks  are  enabled 
to  ascend  and  descend  in  the  water.  From  the  consideration  of  the  living 
representative  of  this  once-extensive  group,  he  proceeded  to  describe  the 
fossil  nautili  of  our  neighbourhood,  each  system  of  rocks  having  forms 
peculiar  to  them.  The  orthoceratite  and  lituite  were  shown  to  be  genera 
of  this  family,  that  commenced  and  terminated  their  career  in  the  waters 
that  deposited  the  transition  series.  The  Ammonitidae  are  an  extensive 
fossil  family,  composed  of  five  genera,  each  of  which  have  received 
names  from  their  supposed  resemblance  to  particular  objects.  The  ammo- 
nites have  the  shell-discoidal  more  or  less  compressed,  and  the  spine  rolled 
upon  the  same  plane ;  the  partitions  terminate  in  flowerlike  ramifications 
upon  the  surface,  and  the  last  chamber  is  very  capacious,  and  lodged 
the  body  of  the  animal ;  the  surface  of  the  shell  is  ornamented  with  an 
immense  variety  of  forms,  as  ribs,  flutings,  tubercles,  &c,  which  are  dis- 
posed with  exquisite  symmetry  over  the  entire  shell.  These  are  so  many 
mechanical  contrivances  for  increasing  the  strength  of  the  arch,  and  com- 
pensating for  the  lightness  and  delicacy  of  the  materials  that  composed  the 
frail  habitation  of  this  ancient  mollusca.  This  genus  has  been  divided  into 
fifteen  sub  -genera,  including,  in  all,  about  three  hundred  species, — their  size 
varying  very  much  :  some  are  not  more  than  a  line  in  diameter,  whilst  there 
are  some  found  as  large  as  a  cart-wheel,  the  specimen  on  the  table,  from  the 
lias  of  Badgworth,  is  upwards  of  two  feet  in  diameter.  Baculites  are 
straight  ammonites,  just  as  the  orthoceratites  are  straight  nautili :  the  six 
species  of  this  genus  are  altogether  confined  to  the  chalk.  Hamites,  so 
called  from  their  hook-shape,  are  found  in  the  upper  oolitic  and  cretaceous 
systems :  of  the  thirty  species  known,  twentyeight  belong  to  the  latter, 
and  only  two  to  the  former.  Scaphites  are  hoat-shaj^d  ammonites,  and 
their  singular  form  is  owing  to  the  shell  having  taken  a  particular  direc- 
tion at  a  certain  period  of  its  development :  they  are  found  in  the  upper 
formations  of  the  secondary  strata.  Turrilites  have  a  spiral  shell,  curled 
round  like  a  winding  tower,  and  gradually  diminishing  in  diameter  from 
the  hase  towards  the  apex.  Of  the  seven  species  of  this  genus,  one  is 
found  in  the  coral  rag,  three  in  the  green  sand,  and  three  in  the  chalk ; 
thus  the  ammonitidae  may  be  traced  through  all  the  fossiliferous  strata  up 
to  the  close  of  the  secondary  period.  The  ammonites  extena  through  all 
the  formations  included  between  the  transition  limestone  and  the  superior 
members  of  the  cretaceous  system  :  other  genera,  however,  were  introduced 
and  terminated  their  career  with  particular  systems  or  formations.  The 
orthoceratites  are  found  only  in  the  transition  rocks,  the  scaphites  and 
turrilites  in  the  upper  oolite  and  chalk,  and  the  baculites  are  confined  to 
the  latter  formation :  the  ammonitidae  are  entirely  absent  from  the  ter- 
tiary strata.  After  describing  numerous  fossil  genera  of  naked  cephalo- 
podes,  nearly  allied  to  the  cuttlefish,  the  lecturer  proceeded  to  describe  the 
internal  organization  of  the  loligo,  showing  the  relation  of  the  horny  inter- 
nal rudimentary  skeleton ;  he  next  entered  upon  the  history  of  those 
singular  fossils  which  are  so  abundant  in  our  locality,  called  Belemnites, 
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and  which  once  formed  the  internal  skeleton  of  a  naked  mollusk,  probably 
not  unlike  the  calmar  (or  pen-and-ink  fish)  of  our  coasts.  He  demon- 
strated the  complicated  structure  of  these  singular  fossils,  and  showed  how 
they  were  composed  of  three  distinct  portions — first  of  an  elongated  cone,  which 
is  more  or  less  compressed,  and,  when  fractured,  is  seen  to  be  composed  of 
a  remarkable  calcareo-fibrous  structure,  which,  when  burned,  gives  out  a 
strong  smell :  the  fishes  radiate  from  the  centre.  Secondly,  of  an  alveolus 
or  chambered  shell,  embedded  in  the  substance  of  the  fibrous  cone.  Thirdly, 
of  a  delicate  sheath,  which  expands  from  the  base  of  the  elongated  cone, 
and  was  destined  to  lodge  and  protect  the  ink-bag  which  has  been  found 
in  situ  in  some  specimens  obtained  from  the  lias.  The  Belemnitidae  were 
introduced  into  the  seas  that  deposited  the  oolitic  system  :  seventyfive  spe- 
cies are  found  in  the  lias  and  oolites,  and  eight  species  are  peculiar  to  the 
chalk.  After  the  deposition  of  the  secondary  rocks  they  all  became  extinct. 
As  illustrative  of  the  history  and  organization  of  the  Foraminiferous  Oepha- 
lopodes,  the  lecturer  described  the  nummulite  whrch  was  so  abundant  in 
some  localites  :  a  limestone  rock,  composed  almost  entirely  of  this  fossil, 
was  that  of  which  the  Pyramids  are  built.  Mr.  Wright  gave  a  general 
sketch  of  the  organization  of  the  gasteropoda  and  conchifera,  and  explained 
the  character  of  some  of  the  genera  of  these  classes,  which  are  so  very 
abundaut  in  our  neighbourhood  ;  and  he  detailed  the  striking  disparity 
between  the  herbivorous  and  carnivorous  trachelopods  in  the  older  rocks, 
and  showed  that  the  part  which  was  once  played  by  the  cuttlefish  tribe,  in 
checking  their  increase,  was,  after  the  extinction  of  the  ammonitidse,  per- 
formed by  carnivorous  gasteropods,  singularly  adapted  to  wage  war  upon 
the  almost  defenceless  herbivora.  The  lecturer  gave  a  general  sketch  of 
the  organization  and  classification  of  the  Articulated  Animals,  and  observed 
that,  although  above  a  hundred  thousand  species  of  insects  are  deposited 
in  our  museums,  and  which  number  was  supposed  to  be  far  short  of  the 
number  existing,  yet  this  extensive  class  were  almost  altogether  absent  in 
the  stratified  rocks ;  fossil  insects  are  found  in  the  coal  formations  and  in 
the  oolitic  system  ;  and  above  sixty  genera  are  known  to  occur  in  the  ter- 
tiary strata.  The  class  Crustacea  next  engaged  the  lecturer's  attention, 
and  he  demonstrated  the  fossil  crabs,  which  are  found  in  such  abundance 
in  the  London  clay  of  the  isle  of  Sheppey,  from  numerous  specimens  on  the 
table,  from  that  locale.  The  genus  Astacus  was  described,  and  the 
species  from  our  neighbourhood,  shown  which  had  lately  been  figured 
in  the  "Illustrations  of  the  Geology  of  Yorkshire."  The  singular  and 
ancient  family — Trilobitida  were  described,  and  their  organization  and 
classification  amply  illustrated  by  numerous  specimens  and  drawings, 
representing  some  of  the  most  interesting  genera.  The  faculty  which 
Calymene  enjoyed,  of  rolling  itself  into  a  ball  like  the  glomeris  and  armadillo, 
was  alluded  to  ;  and  the  affinities  which  exist  between  the  Trilobites  and 
other  isopodous  Crustacea  satisfactorily  demonstrated.  The  fossil  cypris 
was  described,  and  the  history  of  the  species  abundant  in  our  neighbour- 
hood detailed,  to  explain  the  wonderful  abundance  of  the  horny  shells  of  these 
microscopic  entomostraca  in  some  tertiary  freshwater  formations.  The  cha- 
racter of  the  genus  limulus  was  described,  and  the  lecturer  entered  upon  the 
history  of  Fossil  Radiata.  He  demonstrated  the  organization  of  the  echi- 
nodermata,  and  showed  the  interesting  gradations  of  structure  observed  in 
this  class,  from  the  globular  shell  of  the  echinus  to  the  radiated  form  of 
the  starfish  :  this  was  rendered  very  familiar  by  dividing  the  skin  of  an 
orange  into  five  segments,  which,  retained  in  situ,  produced  a  form  analo- 
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gous  to  the  common  urchin  ;  but  which,  when  folded  down,  assumed  the 
characteristic  shape  of  the  starfish.    The  gradations  of  structure  presented 
by  the  different  genera  of  the  Stellirida  were  next  described,  and  the  con- 
necting links  between  this  family  and  the  Ananchytes  demonstrated  ;  the 
only  living  representative  of  which  is  the  pentacrinus  (caput  Medusa)  of 
the  West  Indian  Seas.    The  lecturer  gave  the  history  of  this  ancient 
family  of  fixed  radiate  animals,  and  explained  their  singular  structure,  and 
showed  the  affinities  between  them  and  the  starfish,  ophiura,  and  euryale 
of  our  seas.    In  conclusion,  Mr.  Wright  observed,  ■■  In  reviewing  the  vast 
number  of  facts  I  have  submitted  for  your  consideration,  I  trust  I  have 
succeeded  in  convincing  you  that  the  study  of  fossil  remains,  and  of  the 
strata  that  contain  them,  can  no  longer  be  supposed  to  lead  the  mind 
astray  from  its  first  and  most  holy  duty, — the  worghip  of  its  Adorable 
Creator.    Is  it  possible  that  the  Christian's  fondest  and  dearest  hopes 
can  be  at  all  weakened  by  surveying  the  stupendous  grandeur  of  the  mate- 
rial world  ? — that  his  assurance  of  a  future  can  be  at  all  weakened  by  con- 
templating the  immensity  of  the  past  ?  No,  it  cannot  be.    Geology,  so  far 
from  being  opposed  to  the  religion  of  the  Bible,  is  the  only  science  that  is 
capable  of  demonstrating  that  a  special  Providence  alike  directs  the  fiery 
vomit  of  the  volcano  and  the  development  of  the  zoophyte  ;  it  teaches  man 
that  there  was  a  time  when  no  living  thing  animated  the  primeval  ocean ; 
that  there  was  a  starting  point — a  beginning  ;  it  shews  him  that  the  regu- 
lating hand  of  Omnipotence  has,  through  all  the  immensity  cf  the  past, 
adjusted  and  maintained  the  economy  of  our  planet ;  that  peculiar  forms 
of  animal  life  were  created,  to  perform  a  certain  part  in  the  "police  of 
nature;"  and  that,  when  that  part  was  no  longer  required,  they  were  anni- 
hilated, to  give  place  to  others  better  adapted,  by  some  new  feature  in  their 
organization,  to  the  character  of  the  changing  scene  they  were  for  a  brief  span 
destined  to  animate ;  and  finally,  geology  shows  that,  when  the  appointed  time 
had  arrived,  Man — stamped  with  the  image  of  his  God — was  placed  upon  its 
surface,  just  at  that  period  when  the  external  world  had  been  prepared,  by 
a  long  series  of  eventful  changes,  for  his  reception ;  with  the  furniture 
of  the  universe  wonderfully  adapted  to  his  nature,  and  calculated  to  arouse 
to  action  his  noblest  faculties.    It  is  thus  the  brilliant  discoveries  of  modern 
geology  become  the  handmaids  of  natural  theology,  and  show,  in  the  most 
striking  and  satisfactory  manner,  the  unity  of  the  stupendous  design  and 
creative  intelligence  of  the  Great  First  Cause  ;  for  whilst  the  crust  of 
our  planet  was  destined  by  its  Creator  to  pass  through  a  series  of  succes- 
sive though  turbulent  changes,  still  do  we  find  the  structure  and  functions 
of  the  myriads  of  animals  that  have  lived  and  died  upon  its  surface,  through 
all  the  periods  of  geological  chronology,  to  present  the  same  exquisite 
organization — the  same  perfect  adaptation  to  surrounding  nature,  and  to 
their  varied  habits  and  instincts,  as  the  countless  numbers  of  happy  beings 
that  fill,  with  life  and  activity,  the  air,  the  earth,  and  the  waters  of  the 
present  day. 

At  the  close  of  the  lecture  the  President  of  the  Institution  (Dr. 
Boisragon)  addresssd  the  meeting,  and  took  a  brief  review  of  Mr. 
Wright's  very  able  and  beautiful  course  of  lectures,  just  concluded. 
He  then  glanced  at  the  progress  of  the  Institution  during  the  past 
year,  and  announced  that  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the 
Society  would  take  place  on  Tuesday  evening  next,  when  the 
Officers  and  Committee  for  the  year  ensuing  would  be  elected.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  March  14,  IS38. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

There  are  no  pictures  showing  extraordinary  genius  at  the  Bri- 
tish Institution  this  year,  though  there  are  a  great  many  which  are 
very  admirable  and  of  very  great  merit.  Some  of  them  have  been 
exhibited  before,  at  the  Royal  Academy,  and  are  sent  here  to  tes- 
tify that  they  are  still  on  the  artists'  hands.  A  series  of  pictures 
by  Landseer  and  A.  Lee,  consisting  of  animals,  wild  fowl,  &c. 
are  most  excellent  in  their  way,  and  moreover  deserve  notice  for 
the  very  absurd  way  in  which  they  have  been  framed,  viz.,  in  plain 
oak,  without  any  gilding,  to  the  very  great  detriment  of  their  elfect. 
This  remark  applies  more  especially  to  those  painted  by  Landseer, 
the  subjects  of  which  are  "  fallow  deer,"  c(  red  deer,"  "  the  two 
dogs,"  "  hare  and  stoat,"  &c.  &c.  The  colour  of  all  these  is  par- 
taken in,  more  or  less,  by  the  frames,  and  so  much  of  its  effect  ab- 
stracted thereby.  The  artists,  of  course,  are  not  responsible  for 
this  semi-suicidal  act,  but  Mr.  Wells,  for  whom  all  these  pictures 
have  been  painted.  There  is  a  ridiculous  regulation  made  by  the 
noble  Directors  of  this  Institution  against  the  admission  of  por- 
traits, the  consequence  of  which  is,  that  this  exhibition  is  worse  in 
this  respect  than  any  other,  for  the  best  portrait  painters  won't 
send  their  works,  and  third  and  fourth-rate  painters  do,  and  they 
are  hung  up,  because  they  are  called  anything  but  what  they  are. 
Thus  in  the  present  exhibition,  a  common-place  and  badly  painted 
portrait  of  a  mother  and  child  has  this  nonsensical  appellation, — 
"  Is  it  like  Papa" — a  sickly  portrait  of  a  young  lady  is  called  a  A 
Lily  of  the  Valley" — another  pink-faced  lady,  in  a  fawn  coloured 
satin  gown,  is  down  in  the  catalogue  as  "  Pomona" — another  the 
"Exile  of  Siberia ;"— then  there's  "Corsair's  Brides,"  "First 
Loves,"  " Studies  from  Nature"  and  "Heads  of  Old  Women," 
without  end.  Surely  to  every  one  but  the  Directors  this  must  ap- 
pear very  silly.  If  the  pictures  are  worth  exhibiting  at  all  why  not 
exhibit  them  as  what  they  really  are  ? — Among  this  class  I  must 
not  omit  to  notice  a  most  admirable  portrait  by  Mrs.  Carpenter,  it 
is  called  "  A  Knight  of  St.  John."  This  is  a  head  that  is  quite 
sufficient  to  make  the  reputation  of  any  artist.  This  Knight  of 
St.  John  is  very  like  Sir  — .  O'D  11,  a  Colonel  in  a  cavalry  re- 
giment, who  was  knighted  by  Wm.  IVth.  If  this  be  so,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  gentleman  received  his  "  Order"  from  the  Emperor 
of  Russia,  under  whose  protection  the  fraternity  exists,  or  else  this 
title  may  prove  a  not  very  enviable  distinction.  As  there  may  not 
be  a  better  opportunity  of  enlightening  your  readers  on  the  subject 
of  this  "  Order,"  or,  as  certain  quacks  have  it,  "  the  sovereign 
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power  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem"  than  the  present,  you  must 
know  that  this  Order  is  divided  into  languages,  that  is — that  so 
and  so  is  a  Knight  of  St.  John,  of  the  English  Language,  or  of  the 
French  Language,  &c.  &c.,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  to  each  language 
there  is  a  Chief. — Now,  five  or  six  years  ago  the  Chief  of  the  Or- 
der for  the  English  Language  was  a  tailor  that  keeps  a  shop  in 
Regent  Street,  and  this  tailor  "nominated,  constituted,  and  ap- 
pointed" certain  persons  "  Knights."  These  persons  then  met 
together,  and  called  it  holding  a  "  Chapter,"  where  they  elected 
more  Knights  and  perpetrated  some  of  the  greatest  tomfoolery  that 
ever  was  perpetrated  by  rational  beings.  Among  other  things,  they 
dressed  themselves  in  a  splendid  uniform,  with  superb  gold  epau- 
lettes, cocked  hat,  plume  of  feathers,  sword,  gold  lace  trowsers, 
spurs,  &c.  &c,  more  like  General  Officers  than  anything  else,  the 
tailor  being  the  chief  :  they  then  proceeded  to  found  what  they 
were  pleased  to  call  a  hospital,  and  found  some  clergymen  silly 
enough  to  preach  charity  sermons  in  its  favor.  In  short  if  all  the 
absurdities  of  these  self-dubbed  knights  were  chronicled  your  pages 
would  be  filled  with  nothing  else.  But  enough  has  been  said  to 
prove  the  title  of  *'  Knight  of  St.  John"  a  very  questionable  one 
without  the  bearer  received  it  from  some  one  of  the  sovereigns  of 
Europe. 

The  levee  to-day  was  a  thin  one  ;  the  Duke  of  Cambridge  was 
the  only  member  of  the  royal  family  present.  The  following  lead- 
ers of  the  political  world  went  to  pay  their  respects  to  the  sove- 
reign : — the  Duke  of  Wellington,  Lord  Durham,  Lord  Grey,  Lord 
Ripon,  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  Sir  James  Graham,  Lord  Plunkett 
and  Lord  Stanley ;  then  there  was  Earl  Howe,  the  Marquis  of 
Downshire  and  the  Duke  of  Devonshire.  The  Duke  of  Richmond 
and  the  Archbishop  of  York  presented  addresses,  to  the  effect  that 
the  spiritual  heads  of  the  church  should  be  consulted  in  all  impor- 
tant matters  connected  with  its  welfare.  The  Duke  of  Wellington 
presented  an  address  from  Meathi,  in  which  a  regret  was  expressed 
that  another  address  was  coming  up  from  the  same  county  which 
they  (the  signers)  could  not  agree  to.  Lord  Maidstone,  a  political 
debutant  of  this  season  was  presented  by  Lord  Chandos.  Sir 
George  Shee  was  presented  on  his  arrival,  his  Excellency  having 
obtained  leave  of  absence  from  his  post  at  Stutgard,  and  Sir  Henry 
WTynn  took  leave,  on  the  expiration  of  his  leave,  to  return  to  his 
diplomacy  at  Copenhagen.  The  Belgian  and  Danish  Ministers 
were  presented  on  their  return  to  their  duties  at  our  Court.  Sir 
de  Lacy  Evans  went  up  to  return  thanks  for  being  made  K.C.B., 
and  lastly,  the  Lord  Mayor  kissed  hands  ;  these  are  the  principal 
circumstances  that  occurred  at  the  ceremony. 

The  Queen  Dowager  attended  divine  service  at  the  Chapel  Royal 
on  Sunday,  as  did  her  Majesty  the  Queen.  This  is  the  first  time 
the  two  Queens  have  appeared  together  in  public.  The  Dowager 
wears  a  widow's  cap,  weepers,  and  all  the  paraphernalia  ordinarily 
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worn  by  persons  in  her  situation.  The  Queen  Dowager  did  not 
sit  in  the  centre  box  with  the  Queen  and  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  but 
occupied  one  of  the  divisions  which  are  on  each  side  of  the  centre. 

The  scheme  for  raising  a  monument  to  Nelson  is  occupying  a 
good  deal  of  attention  just  now.  Trafalgar  Square  will  be  a  glo- 
rious site.

A  MOVING  SHADOW. 


LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Society  took  place  last  Tuesday 
evening,  in  the  Lecture  Room  of  the  Institution  ;  the  members  only  being 
admitted.    On  the  motion  of  C,  T.  Cooke,  Esq.,  Dr.  Conolly  was  called  to 
the  chair,  and  briefly  stated  the  business  of  the  Meeting.    The  Secretary 
then  came  forward  and  read  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Committee,  which 
took  a  review  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Institution  during  the  past  year, 
and  was,  on  the  whole,  exceedingly  gratifying.    From  tins  document  it 
appeared  that,  since  the  1st  of  March,  1 837,  there  had  been  no  less  than 
thirty  meetings  of  the  Society  held,  at  all  of  which  lectures  had  been  deli- 
vered, or  papers  read,  upon  subjects  of  science  or  literature.     During  the 
same  period,  the  library  had  been  considerably  augmented,  by  the  purchase 
or  presentation  of  a  number  of  books ;  among  which  were  the  principal 
topographical  and  historical  works  relating  to  the  county  of  Gloucester,  as 
well  as  several  of  the  most  recent  publications,  illustrative  of  the  progress 
of  discovery  and  civilization,  including1  Wilkinson's  beautiful  work  on 
The  Manners  and  Customs  of  Ancient  J Egypt :|  Whewell's  History  of  the 
Inductive  Sciences,  &c;  and  it  was  intimated  in  the  Report,  that  the  Com- 
mittee hoped  shortly  to  be  enabled  to  permit  an  important  class  of  books 
to  be  lent  out  to  the  members,  under  proper  restrictions ;   a  privilege  not 
contemplated  by  the  original  constitution  of  the  Society.     The  formation 
of  the  Museum,  it  seems,  had  made  but  little  progress,  though  many  valu- 
able specimens — particularly  geological  ones — had  been  added  to  the 
collection.    The  Report  concluded  with  announcing  the  pleasing  intelli- 
gence, that  the  Institution  continued  still  to  progress  and  gain  ground  in 
public  estimation,  as  was  abundantly  shown  by  the  support  which  it  had 
received  during  the  past  year;  the  number  of  members  and  annual  subscri- 
bers having  increased  during  that  period  from  one  hundred  and  seventy  to 
nearly  two  hundred;  and  with  respect  to  the  funds,  the  treasurer's  accounts 
showed  a  considerable  balance  in  favour  of  the  Society.    In  addition  to 
which,  the  Building  Shareholders  having,  with  one  or  two  exceptions, 
foregone  the  amount  of  their  first  year's  interest,  the  Committee  had  been 
thereby  enabled  to  invest,  with  the  monies  thus  contributed,  upwards  of 
£100  in  Building  Shares  on  account  of  the  Institution  ;   thus  increasing 
the  amount  of  their  property,  and  lessening  their  annual  debt.  The 
Report  having  been  read,  W.  P.  Gaskill,  Esq.  moved,  and  W.  N.  Skilii- 
corne,  Esq.  seconded  its  adoption  by  the  Meeting,  which  was  accordingly 
done  by  acclamation. 

The  subject  of  the  Report  having  been  disposed  of,  the  Meeting  pro- 
ceeded to  the  appointment  of  auditors,  when  T.  Billings,  Esq.,  T.  H.  Adams, 
Esq.,  and  Mr.  R.  E.  Marshall,  were  named  to  that  office.  The  usual  votes 
of  thanks  to  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Officers,  and  Committee  were 
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then  successively  proposed,  and  carried  nem.  con.,-  as  also  similar  votes  to 
the  Gentlemen  who  had  gratuitously  lectured  before  the  Society  during  the 
past  year,  and  to  those  Members  who  had  so  handsomely  relinquished,  in 
favour  of  the  Institution,  the  interest  on  their  respective  Building  Shares. 

These  routine  matters  having  been  gone  through,  Mr.  C.  Paul  brought 
forward  a  motion,  to  prevent  the  Lecture  Room  being  let  for  pub'ic  meet- 
ings, or  indeed  for  any  other  purposes  than  those  immediately  identified 
with  the  avowed  objects  of  the  Society.  The  motion  having  been  seconded 
by  Mr.  S.  Moss,  was,  after  a  short  explanatory  discussion,  (in  which  Dr. 
Boisragon,  Dr.  Dickson,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Campbell,  and  several  other  gentle- 
men took  part.)  carried  without  further  opposition.  Not  so  the  next  proposi- 
tion, which  was  brought  forward  by  Mr.  Rowe,  and  the  object  of  which  was 
to  alter  one  of  the  laws  of  the  Institution  in  favour  of  the  One  Guinea  Sub- 
scriber, by  allowing  him,  in  addition  to  the  privileges  which  he  at  present  en- 
joys, admission  for  one  member  of  his  family  to  all  the  lectures  of  the  Insti- 
tution to  which  the  Two  Guinea  Subscriber  was  eligible  to  introduce  his 
family  free  of  charge.  This  proposition  was  met  by  an  amendment,  moved 
by  Mr.  R.  Winterbotham,  to  the  effect  that  the  One  Guinea  Annual  Sub- 
scriber should  be  permitted  to  introduce  one  member  of  his  family  to  those 
lectures  only  which  were  delivered  gratuitously  to  the  Society ;  but  be  sub- 
ject, as  at  present,  to  the  usual  payment  for  admission  to  those  other  lec- 
tures which  were  attended  with  expense  to  the  Institution.  Three  other 
amendments  on  Mr.  Rowe's  motion,  were  moved  by  Mr.  Sherwood,  Mr. 
Wright,  and  Mr.  Gaskill ;  and  a  long  and  very  desultoiy  discussion  fol- 
lowed on  each.  Ultimately  however  the  original  motion  and  the  amend- 
ments were  put  to  the  Meeting  seriatim.  For  the  former  only  one  hand 
was  held  up  :  for  each  of  the  latter,  the  numbers  varied  from  eight  to 
twenty-eight.  Mr.  Gaskill's  amendment,  which  was  to  the  following 
effect, — "That  the  Committee  inquire  into  the  average  rate  of  the  sub- 
scriptions of  the  members  of  the  philosophical  and  literary  institutions  in 
England,  and  report  the  same  to  the  next  General  Meeting  ;" — was  carried 
by  a  majority  of  eleven  votes.  The  Secretary  intimated  to  the  Chairman 
that  he  had  himself  one  or  two  notices  of  motions  affecting  the  laws,  but 
the  evening  being  so  far  advanced,  he  should  defer  them  to  another 
opportunity. 

The  Chairman  having  intimated  that  the  Meeting  would  proceed  to  the 
Election  of  Officers  and  Committees  for  the  year  ensuing.  The  Rev.  Jenkin 
Thomas  rose  to  propose  Lord  Segrave  (the  lord  lieutenant  of  the  county) 
as  a  Patron  of  the  Institution,  his  lordship  having  expressed  himself  highly 
friendly  to  its  objects,  and  signified  his  intention  of  presenting  a  donation 
of  Twenty  Guineas  in  furtherance  thereof.  Mr.  Thomas's  proposition  hav- 
ing being  seconded  by  Mr.  S.  Moss,  was  carried  by  acclamation. 

R.  C.  Sherwood,  Esq. — in  an  appropriate  but  brief  speech — proposed 
the  re-election  of  Dr.  Boisragon  as  President  of  the  Institution  for  the  year 
ensuing,  which,  on  being  seconded  by  R.  W.  Jearrad,  Esq.,  was  also 
carried  by  acclamation.  Dr.  Conolly  thereupon  immediately  vacated  the 
chair  in  favour  of  the  newly-elected  President,  who,  on  taking  possession 
thereof,  addressed  the  Meeting  at  some  length ;  and,  in  acknowledging  the 
honor  which  the  Society  had  for  the  fifth  time  conferred  upon  him,  signified 
his  intention  of  certainly  relinquishing  it  at  the  termination  of  the  period 
for  which  he  had  been,  on  that  occasion,  reappointed  ;  he  (the  President) 
being  of  opinion  that  the  success  and  prosperity  of  the  Institution  would 
be  best  promoted  hy  a  change  in  its  officers.  Dr.  Boisragon  in  his  address 
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took  a  rapid  view  of  the  rise  and  progress  of  the  Institution,  concluding 
with  a  few  brief  observations  on  some  recent  events,  which  had  given  rise 
to  considerable  discussion  out  of  doors. 

It  was  now  half  past  ten  o'clock,  and  there  being  yet  considerable  busi- 
ness to  be  gone  through,  an  adjournment  was  moved  to  next  Tuesday 
evening,  which  was  carried  unanimously.  The  election  for  the  Vice- 
Presidents,  Treasurer,  Honorary  Secretary,  and  Committee  therefore  stands 
over  until  that  day  when  the  Society  will  meet  again. 


SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Spring  Band  will  commence  its  performances  in  the  morning  at 
the  Montpellier  Spa,  on  Monday  next,  and  will  continue  to  perform  from 
eight  to  ten  o'clock  through  the  remainder  of  the  present  month  and  the 
whole  of  April.  The  afternoon  music  will  of  course  be  discontinued  after 
to-day. 

The  next  Winter  Ball  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  and  it  will  be  the 
last  but  two  of  the  series,  takes  place  on  Monday  evening,  and  as  now 
three  weeks  have  intervened  since  the  fancy  ball,  we  presume  that  a  gay 
and  crowded  attendance  may  be  fairly  calculated  upon. 

The  New  Hotel  has  made  extraordinary  advances  within  the  last 
fortnight ;  the  whole  of  the  exterior  has  been  stuccoed,  and  the  front  in 
consequence  now  presents  a  splendid  and  imposing  appearance  :  nor  is 
the  interior  at  all  behind  the  exterior  !  the  upper  stories  are  indeed  nearly 
finished,  and  the  plaisterers  and  carpenters  are  busy  as  possible  in  the 
rooms  below ;  about  three  hundred  men  are  at  the  present  time  employed 
upon  the  building  and  its  dependencies,  and  the  daily  amount  of  labor  ac- 
complished is  therefore,  as  may  readily  be  supposed,  very  considerable. 

The  Anniversary  of  St.  Patrick's  Day  will  be  celebrated  by  the 
Friendly  Brothers,  who  give  their  customary  annual  dinner  this  day  at  the 
Imperial  Hotel.    The  company  is  expected  to  be  unusually  numerous. 

The  Gloucester  and  Birmingham  Railway  Company  are  now  pro- 
ceeding vigorously  with  that  important  undertaking,  and  the  line  between 
Cheltenham  and  Worcester  bids  fair  to  be  completed  within  the  time  spe- 
cified. The  contractor  who  has  taken  the  portion  from  the  depot  to 
Maude's  Elm  is  advancing  rapidly  with  the  works  under  his  direction. 
Since  the  severe  frost  has  left  us  the  workmen  have  made  visible  progress 
at  Alstone,  and  the  road  which  runs  in  deep  cutting  under  the  present 
Gloucester  Road,  has  been  sunk  down  several  feet  for  a  considerable  dis- 
tance through  the  land  near  Mr.  Prescod's  residence.  The  depot  is  to  be 
placed  on  the  Cheltenham  side  of  the  Gloucester  Road,  not  far  from  the 
junction  of  the  present  Leckhamptbn  tram-road.  The  Company,  it  is 
understood,  have  come  to  an  arrangement  with  the  Cheltenham  and 
Swindon  Company  respecting  the  formation  of  the  line  hence  to  Glouces- 
ter, and  the  opposition  raised  by  them  to  the  Swindon  amended  act  is,  we 
believe,  in  consequence  withdrawn.

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THE  BROADWAY  STEEPLE  CHASE, 

The  first  attempt  of  the  kind  in  that  country,  was  patronized  by 
the  leading  gentlemen  and  farmers  of  the  county,  who,  in  addition 
to  the  stakes  of  10  sovereigns  each,  subscribed  £50.  for  the 
winner.  Owing  to  the  entry  of  Railroad,  a  steeple-chase  horse, 
who  had  been  trained  by  Jones,  of  Prestbury,  and  who  had  run 
several  races,  the  owners  of  horses  in  the  neighbourhood  became 
alarmed,  and  were  afraid  to  bring  their  horses  to  compete  with 
him,  but  their  alarms,  as  the  result  proved,  were  groundless.  The 
ground  was  admirably  chosen  by  Col.  Charritie  ;  the  starting  point 
the  tower  of  Broadway  Hill,  and  the  four  miles  almost  in  a  circuit, 
thus  enabling  the  spectators  to  see  nearly  the  whole  of  the  race. 
Only  two  horses  were  brought  to  the  post : — Mr.  Marshall's 
Railroad,  rode  by  Mr.  Oliver ;  Mr.  Vevers's  Charity,  rode  by  Mr. 
Powell. 

Railroad  is  so  well  known  as  to  require  no  comment  on  our  part. 
Charity  is  a  well  bred  horse  by  Woodman,  dam  by  Grimaldi,  but 
so  little  was  he  thought  of,  that  two  to  one  were  freely  laid  against 
him  at  starting.  Railroad  took  the  lead,  and  gallantly  took  the 
first  wTall,  which  was  nearly  five  feet  high :  not  so  Charity ;  who 
refused  twice,  and  the  the  third  time,  on  being  severely  forced  by 
Mr.  Powell  over  the  leap,  nearly  came  down,  and  as  nearly  dis- 
mounted his  rider  ;  they  were  however  soon  going  again,  but  not 
until  Railroad  had  by  this  mishap  gained  from  a  quarter  to  half 
a  mile  on  his  antagonist.  Every  body  exclaimed  the  race  was  lost, 
but  by  Mr.  Powell's  judicious  riding,  and  taking  a  better  line 
than  Mr.  Oliver,  he  continued  to  gain  on  Railroad,  and  within  half 
a  mile  of  home,  which  was  rising  ground,  he  went  up  to  him  and 
collared  him,  and  then  drew  back,  and  kept  a  few  lengths  behind 
him.  At  the  last  fence  both  horses  were  in  this  position.  Railroad 
from  apparent  exhaustion  tumbled  over  the  hill,  and  threw  his  rider, 
who,  however,  was  up  and  mounted  again  in  a  few  seconds ;  but  by 
this  time  Charity  with  Mr.  Powell  had  got  such  a  lead  that  he  could 
not  be  overtaken,  and  he  won  quite  easy,  and  proved  himself  a  very 
superior  horse,  considering  the  immense  advantage  Railroad  had  at 
the  commencement  of  the  Race.  Charity  is  in  our  Cheltenham 
Stakes,  and  will  no  doubt  be  a  great  favourite  for  it. 

The  second  race  was  between  Col.  Charritie's  Crump,  ridden  by 
the  owner;  Mr.  Wilkin's  brown  gelding,  by  Mr.  Oliver;  and  Mr. 
Heeley's  bay  gelding,  by  the  owner. 

The  race,  which  was  for  a  purse,  was  half  the  distance  of  the  for- 
mer, and  was  won  by  Mr.  Wilkin's  gelding;  Col.  Charritie  coming  in 
second,  and  Mr.  Heeley,  owing  to  a  fall,  being  last. 

The  concourse  of  people  was  very  great.  Amongst  the  company 
were  Lord  and  Lady  Deerhurst,  Sir  Charles  and  Lady  Cockerel!, 
Col.  Lygon  and  Lady  Sara  Lygon;  Sir  Thomas  Phillips,  and  all  the 
families  of  that  pa.t  of  the  county.  The  sports  of  the  day  gave 
the  greatest  satisfaction.

We  have  since  last  Saturday  received  the  following  note  from  Lieut.

counts recently  given  in  your  paper  of  my  predictions  of  the  weather,  which 
accounts  have  been  extremely  incorrect,  especially  for  the  last  week  in  February. 
There  were  that  week  extensive  snow  storms  here  and  in  other  parts,  with 
storms  of  wind  ;  these  things  I  had  predicted,  but  this  fact  you  have  omitted, 
while  you  have  twice  inserted  "  extreme  cold,"  the  only  part  of  the  prediction 
which  was  not  fully  verified.  If  you  insert  my  predictions  at  all,  of  which  I  am 
not  ambitious,  since  you  place  me  in  the  same  boat  with  Mr.  Murphy,  I  should 
prefer  your  printing  them  just  as  given  in  my  almanac,  as  I  do  not  think  it  fair 
to  mangle  them.

Mr.  Looker-On, 

Agreeably  to  promise,  I  send  you  an  extract  from  Mrs.  Lackblush's 
letter,  announcing  her  intention  of  returning  from  France  : — 

My  cher  Amie — or,  in  plain  English,  my  dear  Mr.  T.,  we  have  at  length 
made  up  our  minds  to  return  to  England  en  voyage,  so  that  in  the  course 
of  a  week  you  and  your  dear  duck  of  a  wife  will  have  the  pleasure  of  re- 
ceiving us  under  your  hospitable  roof  once  more.  Pray  let  us  have  our 
snug  little  bed  rooms  again,  and,  above  all,  endeavour  to  make  such  ar- 
rangements with  your  patients  that  we  may  have  the  pleasure  of  your  com- 
pany to  shew  us  the  rest  of  London,  which  I  conclude  will  not  occupy 
more  than  a  week  if  we  trudge  about  well.  The  weather  has  been  very 
severe  in  France  for  some  time,  and  I  fancy  it  is  no  better  with  you  ;  may 
1  therefore  ask,  as  a  particular  favor,  that  you  will  cause  fires  to  be  lit  in 
our  bed  rooms  next  week,  to  air  them  well,  for  poor  dear  Emma,  though 
much  better,  is  nevertheless  but  delicate,  and  by  no  means  comme  il  faut. 
We  will  take  over  a  few  pairs  of  kid  gloves  for  Mrs.  T.,  but  we  must  wear 
them  on  the  journey  that  they  may  not  be  taken  from  us  ;  indeed  we 
should  take  something  more  worthy  of  her  acceptance  only  we  fear  the 
custom  house  officers,  who,  by-the-bye,  we  shall  outwit,  for  we  have 
bought  many  pieces  of  silks  which  we  have  made  into  dresses  for  our- 
selves, and  each  of  us  will  wear  half  a  dozen  pairs  of  silk  stockings.  Oh 
our  arrival  at  Calais  you  shall  hear  from  us,  but  should  you  have  anything 
to  communicate,  pray  address  to  me  at  Roberts'  Hotel.  We  went  to  the 
grand  opera  the  other  night,  and  were  highly  delighted ;  I  inclose  you  a 
bill  of  it,  which,  as  it  is  on  very  thin  paper  will  not  be  charged  more  than 
double  postage  I  hope,  and  tant  mieux  you  will  say — Adieu,  adieu,  &c.  &c. 

I  leave  you  to  imagine,  Mr.  Looker-On,  what  effect  this  epistle  had  on 
me  and  my  wife ;  however,  there  was  no  time  to  be  lost.  I  wrote  imme- 
diately to  Mrs.  Lackblush,  stating  that  Miss  Wilson,  my  assistant's  sister, 
was  on  a  visit  with  us,  and  that  we  regretted  (heaven  forgive  the  fib)  very 
much,  that  we  could  not  have  the  pleasure  of  accommodating  the  ladies. 
This  letter  I  directed  to  Calais,  which  I  flattered  myself  would  settle  the 
matter.  We  prevailed  on  Miss  Wilson  to  remain  with  us  another  week  or 
two,  in  order  to  convince  Mrs.  Lackblush,  when  she  arrived,  that  I  had 
stated  facts.  One  evening  we  made  our  minds  to  go  and  see  the  new  play 
of  "  The  Lady  of  Lyons"  at  Coveat  Garden  Theatre,  Mr.  Wilson  kindly 
undertaking  to  keep  house.  We  returned  home  about  twelve  o'clock, 
and  were  not  a  little  astonished  at  seeing  lights  in  most  of  the  bedroom 
windows  ;  my  heart  began  to  misgive  me.  The  coachman  knocked  at  the 
door,  which  was  opened  by  Mr.  Wilson,  who,  with  one  look,  told  me  all. 
On  entering  the  passage  I  found  it  loaded  with  trunks  and  packages,  and 
presently  heard  the  tuneful  voice  of  Mrs.  Lackblush  on  the  top  of  the 
stairs,  bawling  out,  "  Here  we  are,  quite  safe  and  sound ;  the  poor  dear 
girls  were  so  fatigued  with  their  journey,  that  1  have  packed  them  to  bed. 
Excuse  me  not  coming  down,  I  am  nearly  undressed  ;  I  shall  see  you  early 
tomorrow  morning.  God  bless  you  all! — Bon  soir."  When  I  recovered  my 
breath  a  little,  I  began  to  question  Mr.  Wilson,  who  informed  me,  that 
when  the  party  arrived  at  Boulogue,  they  learnt  that  a  packet  was  on  the 
point  of  starting  for  Dover,  by  which  they  made  up  their  minds  to  come ; 
and  then  by  coach  to  London  ; — that  about  seven  o'clock  they  arrived 
most  unexpectedly,  and  when  Mr.  Wilson  informed  them  that  his  sister  was 
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staying  with  us,  &c,  Mrs.  Lackblush  said,  "  Oh,  never  mind  that,  I  will 
sleep  with  her,  and  the  girls  can  have  your  bed,  which  I  am  sure  you  will 
give  up  with  pleasure  to  the  dear  girls,  after  their  long  and  tiresome  jour- 
ney, by  sea  and  land." 

Now,  Mr.  Looker-On,  just  fancy  myself,  wife,  Mr.  Wilson,  and  his 
sister  staring  at  one  another — but  what  was  to  be  done?  possession  is  nine 
points  of  the  law,  and  Mrs.  Lackblush  had  got  that.  Mr.  Wilson  said  he 
had  bespoke  a  bed  at  a  neighbouring  hotel,  and  his  sister  consented  to 
sleep  with  the  housemaid  rather  than  disturb  Mrs.  L.  A  little  supper  had 
been  prepared  for  us,  but  the  sudden  arrival  of  Mrs.  Lackblush  and  daugh- 
ters took  away  our  appetites.  Presently  we  heard  a  bell  ring  violently, 
the  servant  hastened  upstairs,  and  found  Mrs.  L.  at  her  bedroom  door ; 
she  requested  the  girl  to  ask  me  whether  it  was  possible  for  her  to  procure 
a  portable  warm  bath ;  for  she  felt  so  fatigued  that  she  should  not  be  able 
to  sleep  all  night.  I  said  that  it  was  too  late  to  procure  what  she  required, 
but  that  I  would  send  her  a  composing  draft.  "Let  me  mix  it  (said  Wilson), 
I'll  give  her  a  quietus  until  noon  tomorrow."  My  dearest  Mary — with  her 
usual  kind  feeling — said,  "  Pray,  don't  play  any  tricks,  Mr.  Wilson." — 
"  By  no  means,"  said  my  assistant,  nodding  significantly  to  me  ;  and  off 
he  went,  made  up  a  comfortable  somniferous  draft,  which  Mrs.  Lackblush 
took,  and  which  we  hoped  would  soon  lull  her  to  sleep,  and  cause  her  to 
enjoy  a  nap  of  eight  or  nine  hours,  when  she  might  arise,  "  like  a  giant 
refreshed,"  to  trudge  about  London  streets ;  not  so  with  us,  we  could  not 
rest,  and,  after  a  sleepless  night,  we  rose  early  to  make  preparations  for 
the  day. 

After  breakfast  the  ladies  presented  my  wife  with  three  pairs  of  soiled 
white  kid  gloves;  then  they  showed  her  all  their  fine  dresses  and  silk  stock- 
ings, Mr.  L.  observing  that  the  girls  did  not  like  to  render  their  pretty 
ancles  so  clumsy  by  wearing  more  than  six  pairs  of  stockings;  "As  for 
myself  (continued  Mrs.  L.)  I  was  not  so  very  particular  It  was  arranged 
that  we  should  pay  Drury  Lane  a  visit,  to  see  Charles  Kean  in  Richard ; 
I,  as  a  matter  of  course,  accompanied  the  ladies,  and,  at  the  end  of  the 
entertainment  we  came  to  the  lobby,  where  I  requested  Mrs.  L.  to  remain 
until  I  procured  a  coach.  Recollecting  what  occurred  when  we  visited 
the  Olympic,  I  cautioned  them  not  to  move  ;  but  with  that  curiosity  which 
is  a  peculiar  characteristic  of  the  softer  sex,  Mrs.  L.  took  her  girls  under 
her  wing  and  strolled  into  the  saloon.  To  the  initiated  I  need  not  describe 
the  saloon  of  a  Metropolitan  theatre  ;  they  had  not  been  many  minutes 
here  before  a  parcel  of  young  bucks  began  to  take  some  very  rude  liberties 
with  the  young  ladies,  which  Mrs.  Lackblush  very  properly  resented;  but 
the  more  fuss  she  made  the  more  impudent  the  puppies  became ;  but  for- 
tunately I  returned  just  at  the  moment  when  Mrs.  L.  was  commencing  an 
hysterical  fit,  while  the  poor  innocent  girls  were  weeping  and  bewailing 
their  situation ;  I  soon  sent  the  coxcombs  to  look  out  for  other  sport,  and 
presently  restored  Mrs.  L..  then  posted  homeward  to  relate  the  adventures 
of  the  night,  at  which  I  found  Wilson  chuckling  sly  in  a  corner.  It  would 
be  useless  to  give  a  full  and  particular  account  of  where  we  went  and  of 
what  we  saw,  for  we  were  at  it  from  "  early  dawn  to  dewy  eve,"  for  four 
days,  when  a  letter  arrived  from  Mr.  Lackblush,  stating  that  he  was  very 
unwell,  and  requesting  the  return  of  the  ladies  home  immediately  ;  never 
did  the  illness  of  any  of  my  patients  afford  me  more  pleasure  than  that  of 
Mr.  L.  did,  and  it  had  a  wonderful  effect  on  my  wife  and  all  my  house- 
hold, nay,  even  the  cat  partook  of  our  delight  eventually,  for  being  shy  of 
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strangers  the  poor  thing  had  taken  her  abode  in  the  coal  cellar  ever  since 
the  arrival  of  my  country  cousins.  Never  did  mortal  man  proceed  with 
more  pleasure  to  a  coach  office  to  take  "  three  insides"  than  I  did  on  this 
occasion  ;  Wilson  was  all  attention,  offering  to  cord  the  trunks,  the  house- 
maid smiled  as  she  helped  the  ladies  to  pack  up,  who,  by-the-bye,  made 
her  a  present  of  two  pair  of  old  French  satin  shoes,  into  which  she  could 
not  even  put  her  toes,  much  less  her  foot.  I  paid  for  the  places  calculating 
that  Mrs.  L.  would  reimburse  when  I  arrived  home,  but  in  this  I  was  wo- 
fully  mistaken  ;  she  had  expended  all  her  money,  and  requested  me  to  ad- 
vance her  five  pounds,  (besides  what  I  had  already  paid)  which  would  be 
returned  the  first  opportunity.  To  lend  money  is  not  always  convenient, 
and  seldom  an  agreeable  thing,  but  on  this  occasion  I  cheerfully  advanced 
the  five  pounds,  for  I  knew  it  would  be  returned,  and,  moreover,  that  my 
house  would  be  soon  restored  to  "  home,  quiet  home."  I  scarcely  need 
tell  you  that  I  felt  differently  when  I  heard  the  noise  "as  if  of  many  hack- 
ney coaches  approaching"  now,  than  I  did  when  first  I  heard  them  convey- 
ing my  country  cousins  to  us,  nor  with  what  sincere  pleasure  I  bade  them 
farewell,  when  I  took  my  leave  of  them  at  the  Gloucester  Coffee  House, 
Piccadilly. 

When  I  returned  home,  I  felt  as  if  I  had  been  a  prisoner  and  just  set  at 
liberty,  and  never  do  I  remember  a  more  happy  day  than  that  on  which 
Mrs.  Lackblush  and  her  daughters  departed,  in  justice  to  whom  I  ought 
to  state  that  they  all  wrote  to  myself  and  wife,  giving  an  account  of  their 
journey  home  :  nay,  not  content  to  write  to  me  and  mine,  Miss  Emma 
sent  a  sheet  full,  written  straightforward  and  across,  to  Miss  Wilson  ;  but 
although  they  have  left  us  nearly  three  weeks,  I  have  not  received  a  line 
from  Mr.  Lackblush  in  regard  to  the  cash  advanced  ;  but  I  was  glad  to 
hear  that  he  had  quite  recovered,  and  I  dare  say  that  he  will  remit  the 
money  by  some  safe  hand  in  the  course  of  the  month. — Hark  !  I  hear  the 
postman's  rat  tat — "  half-a-crown  to  pay," — a  triple  letter  from  Mr.  Lack- 
blush, enclosing  two  country  bank  notes,  payable  in  London,  with  the 
following  pretty  note  : — "  Dear,  Sir,  many  thanks  for  the  ten  pounds  which 
you  advanced  to  Mrs.  Lackblush,  which  I  enclose  ;  you  will  be  glad  to 
hear  that  1  am  quite  well  again  ;  the  ladies  join  in  best  compliments  to 
you  and  yours, — remaining  yours,  truly,"  &c.  &c. 

Those  who  have  never  experienced  what  I  have  will  scarcely  credit  that 
this  is  a  pretty  faithful  picture  of  a  visit  to  London  of  country  cousins.

We  can 
take  up  a  Monthly  Miscellany,  like  Bentley's  for  example,  with  an  ever- 
certain  feeling  of  pleasure  and  gratification  :  when  wearied  with  a  dull 
article,  we  can  change  it  for  a  lively  one, — or  abandon  the  number  for 
another  of  its  class,  without  once  disturbing  the  gay  placidity  of  our 
thoughts  by  dreams  and  speculations,  which,  once  imbibed,  haunt  them 
like  unwelcome  ghosts,  and  will  not  hence  until  another  sun  brings  with  it 
other  fancies.  And — by  the  bye — of  this  same  Bentley's  Miscellany  ! 
It  just  occurs  to  us,  that  we  have  never  even  given  it  a  passing  word  of 
praise,  for  which  we  crave  its  Editor's  pardon;  since,  of  all  the  magazines, 
it  is  assuredly  one  of  the  gayest  and  the  best ; — abounding  in  humour  of 
the  richest  vein — in  wit  of  the  brightest  lustre,  Its  prose  articles,  by  Boz, 
and  other  writers  "  scarce  less  illustrious,"  are,  generally,  quite  first-rate  ;

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  March  21,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  most  prominent  rumour  just  now,  in  courtly  circles, 
is,  the  projected  visit  of  the  Queen  to  Ireland  ;  on  (lit,  that  it  is  to 
take  place  the  latter  end  of  the  season,  immediately  after  the  coro- 
nation ;  and  that  the  great  O'Connell  has  undertaken  to  set  the 
"  first  flower  of  the  earth  and  first  gem  of  the  sea"  in  one  flame  of 
loyalty  or  welcome.  Folks  do  insinuate  that  this  visit  has  been 
advised,  in  order  that  Her  Majesty  may  convince  herself  of  what  a 
great  and  powerful  protector  her  present  advisers  have;  and  there- 
fore how  very  strong  and  stable  a  ministry  must  be,  which  has  the 
advantage  of  such  support ;  a  proposition  which  recent  circum- 
stances, it  is  said,  have  made  our  gracious  Queen  doubt  a  little. 
This,  however,  may  be  merely  "  a  weak  invention  of  the  enemy ;" 
however,  should  this  visit  take  place,  Scotland  will  be  very  jealous 
if  she  does  not  receive  a  similar  distinction  ;  but  she  knows  her 
remedv, — only  to  get  up  a  little  agitation,  and  who  shall  say 
"nay." 

It  is  reported  that  there  is  a  marriage  on  the  tapis  between  Lord 
Fitzalan  (the  eldest  son  of  the  Earl  of  Surrey,  and  grandson  of  the 
Duke  of  Norfolk,)  and  the  heiress  of  the  vast  wealth  left  by  the 
Duchess  of  St.  Albans, — Miss  Angela  Burdett  Coutts.  His  lord- 
ship is  about  three-and-twenty,  and,  therefore,  the  junior  of  the 
lady ;  the  only  difficulty  in  the  way  is  in  the  difference  of  creed. 
Lord  Fitzalan  is  a  catholic,  and  all  future  heirs  to  all  the  honours 
of  the  Howards  must  be  so  likewise  :  on  this  point  a  decided  dif- 
ference of  opinion  is  supposed  to  exist,  but  the  union  of  the  wealth 
of  the  Coutts  and  the  nobility  of  the  Howard  is  too  desirable  to  be 
easily  set  aside.  Rumour  says  that  the  affair  owes  its  origin  to  a 
negociation  for  the  purchase  of  the  Duke  of  Norfolk's  Nottingham- 
shire estate  by  the  lady.  The  dukedom  of  Norfolk,  though  the 
first  in  point  of  rank  and  precedence,  is  anything  but  rich. 

The  ZauherHote  of  Mozart,  at  Drury  Lane,  has  not  made  that 
impression  on  the  public  which  might  have  been  expected  from  the 
exquisite  beauty  of  the  music.  There  are  some  good  reasons  for 
this;  for  though  it  is  admirably  "got  up"  in  a  theatrical  sense,  yet 
it  is  very  badly  sung;  and,  moreover,  the  plot  of  the  drama  is 
almost  unintelligible,  being  scarcely  more  than  a  number  of  isolated, 
and  very  often  uninteresting,  scenes, — not  having  the  remotest  con- 
nexion with  each  other.  Of  the  performers  who  sang  worst,  Miss 
Forde,  Miss  P.  Healy,  and  Mrs.  Mapleson,  as  the  Spirits  of 
Night,  claim  the  first  place.    These  ladies  sang  in  tune  only  by 
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accident;  then  comes  Mr.  Templeton,  as  Tamino,  son  of  the  King 
of  Thebes.  This  singer  almost  disgusted  even  a  Drury  Lane 
audience  by  the  entire  absence  of  taste  and  feeling,  and  the  use 
(al)use?)  of  his  everlasting  falsetto.  Mrs.  Seguin,  as  Queenof 
Night ,  did  not  sing  so  badly,  as  that  she  attempted  to  sing  that 
which,  with  her  voice,  it  was  impossible  for  her  to  sing  well.  This 
part  was  written  by  Mozart  for  a  particular  singer,  who  had  a 
remarkably  high  compass  of  voice,  and  abounds  in  high  notes, 
skipping  about  at  difficult  intervals.  The  exhibition  that  Mrs. 
Seguin  made  in  endeavouring  to  screech  out  these  notes  was  pain- 
ful in  the  extreme  to  witness  :  a  cock,  crowing,  is  the  only  thing 
that  can  give  an  idea  of  it.  Phillips,  as  Sarastro,  King  of  Mem- 
phis, appreciated  the  music  he  had  got  to  sing,  and  sang  it  well. 
The  same  may  be  said  of  Miss  Romer,  who  always  enters,  heart 
and  soul,  into  all  she  has  to  do.  She  sustained  the  part  of  Pamina, 
daughter  of  the  Queen  of  Night.  The  singing  of  the  three  Genii, 
Miss  H.  Cawse,  Miss  Poole,  and  Mrs.  Anderson,  was  a  good  con- 
trast to  the  Spirits  of  Night,  being  generally  well  in  tune.  Balfe, 
as  Papageno,  the  bird-catcher,  has  not  added  anything  to  his  repu- 
tation as  an  operatic  singer,  but  rather  "progressed  backwards." 
The  opera  abounds  with  airs  familiar  to  us;  "Away  with  melan- 
choly !"  among  the  number.  The  last  scene  is  one  of  the  grandest 
that  was  ever  seen,  even  on  the  boards  of  old  Drury. 

The  levee  today  was  rather  more  numerous  than  the  last.  Lord 
Brougham  was  present,  and  presented  the  result  of  his  exertions  at 
Exeter  Hall  the  other  day,  in  the  shape  of  an  address  from  the 
meeting,  praying  Her  Majesty's  interposition  in  favour  of  the 
Negroes,  and  that  the  apprenticeship  may  terminate  on  the  1st  of 
August  next.  Another  address,  signed  by  28,000  females,  to  the 
same  purport,  was  presented  by  Mr.  Poulett  Thomson.  The 
Guards  have  all  taken  leave  today,  on  their  departure  on  their 
perilous  expedition.  Sir  James  Macdonell,  who  is  to  command 
the  whole  brigade,  was  presented  to  the  Queen  by  Lord  Hill. 
Prince  Esterhazy,  accompanied  by  his  son,  paid  his  respects  for  the 
first  time  since  his  return  to  his  post.  Among  the  presentations 
was  Dr.  Boisragon,  your  eminent  physician,  who,  accompanied  by 
Sir  Astley  Cooper,  Sir  James  Clarke,  and  Drs.  Barlow,  Conolly, 
and  Hastings,  presented  an  address  of  congratulation  from  the 
Provincial  Medical  and  Surgical  Association.  After  the  levee  the 
Queen  held  a  council,  at  which  the  Duke  of  Hamilton,  the  Marquis 
of  Qucensbury,  the  Marquis  of  Tweeddale,  and  several  other  gentle- 
men, were  resworn  lords-lieutenant  of  their  respective  counties. 
Several  new  seals  (in  consequence  of  the  new  reign)  for  various 
public  offices,  such  as  Secretary  of  State,  Council  Office,  &c,  were 
submitted  for  approval  to  Her  Majesty  and  Council;  and  also 
some  designs  for  new  seals  for  the  Colonies.  Then  there  were 
investitures  of  the  orders  of  the  thistle  and  the  bath.  At  the  for- 
mer the  Marquis  of  Breadalbane  was  made  a  K.T.,  and  at  the 
latter  Sir  Thomas  Bradford  a  grand  cross,  and  Lord  Burghersh  and 
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Sir  Donald  Macleod,  knights-commander.  The  coronation  is  fixed 
for  June,  if  it  is  possible  to  get  all  the  preparations  ready  by  that 
time;  if  not,  to  take  place  as  soon  after  as  possible.

Coronation. — -The  Emperor  of  Austria  has  addressed  an  invitation  to 
the  nobles  of  the  Empire  to  attend  the  coronation  of  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen  of  England.  To  give  splendour  to  the  participation  of  Austria  in 
that  ceremony,  and  in  compliance  with  this  wish  of  His  Majesty,  twenty 
cavaliers  of  the  highest  rank  of  the  nobility,  including  many  of  the  Hun- 
garian nation,  have  declared  their  intention  of  going  to  London.  Prince 
Trautmansdorf,  General  Count  Gruley  Francis,  Count  Esterhrzy,  Count 
Chrinesky,  &c,  will  be  at  the  coronation.  We  have  already  said  that 
Prince  Adolphus  Schwartzenburg  is  to  go  to  London  as  Ambassador  Ex- 
t  raordinary , — Morning  Post . 


LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

The  adjourned  annual  general  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers  and 
committee  for  the  year  ensuing,  and  for  the  transaction  of  other  business 
connected  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  was  held  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing, when,  in  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-President,  the  Rev. 
Jenkin  Thomas  took  the  chair,  and  after  a  brief  explanatory  address  re- 
sumed the  business  of  the  former  evening,  by  calling  upon  the  members  to 
proceed  to  the  nomination  of  officers  ; — thereupon  Mr.  C.  T.  Cooke  rose 
and  proposed  the  re-election  of  Dr.  Conolly  as  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
of  the  Institution  for  the  year  ensuing.  This  proposition,  which  was 
seconded  by  Mr.  Copeland,  was  carried  by  acclamation,  as  was  also  the 
reappointment  of  the  Rev.  Geo.  Bonner,  the  other  Vice-President.  Mr. 
Ridler  was  likewise  re-elected  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  If.  Davies  Hon.  Secre- 
tary, after  which  the  meeting  proceeded  to  ballot  for  the  Committee,  at 
the  close  of  which  the  following  gentlemen  were  declared  "  duly  elected" 
— The  Rev.  J.  Balfour,  Rev.  Jenkin  Thomas,  C.  T.  Cooke,  Esq.,  J.  F. 
Copeland,  Esq.,  T.  Hennev,  Esq.,  R.  W.  Jearrad,  Esq.,  Mr.  S.  Moss.  Mr. 
Marshall,  Mr.  G.  A.  Williams,  H.  Cole,  Esq.,  T.  Wright,  Esq.,  C.  Paul, 
Esq.,  R.  Winterbotham,  Esq.,  J.  B.  Winterbotham,  Esq.,  A.  Eves,  Esq. 

The  business  of  the  election  being  over,  Mr.  Wright  proposed,  as  a  re- 
commendation to  the  new  committee,  the  formation  of  a  natural  history

class  or  section,  for  the  more  efficient  cultivation  of  that  important  branch 
of  knowledge.  Mr.  Wright's  proposition  having  been  seconded,  was 
carried  nem.  con.  The  Secretary  then  brought  forward  successively  two 
motions,  of  which  notice  had  been  previously  given,  for  alterations  in  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Society.  The  first,  which  went  to  the  in- 
troduction of  a  different  mode  of  electing  the  officers  and  committee  of  the 
Society  from  that  which  had  hitherto  been  observed,  was  negatived,  or 
rather  withdrawn  in  order  to  prevent  its  being  so.  The  second,  which 
was  simply  a  resolution  empowering  the  committee  to  make  certain  verbal 
alterations  in  the  laws  as  at  present  constituted,  was  carried  nem.  con. 
These  legal  questions  having  been  settled,  Mr.  G.  Rowe  moved  that  the 
committee  should  take  into  their  serious  consideration  the  practicability  of 
getting  up  an  exhibition  of  ancient  and  modern  pictures,  under  the  aus- 
pices of,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  Institution.  This  proposition  was, 
after  some  discussion,  finally  carried,  and  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman, 
which  immediately  followed,  terminated  the  proceedings  of  the  evening. 

It  must  be  extremely  gratifying  to  the  members  and  friends  of  this  Insti- 
tution to  find  that  it  has  been  steadily,  though  perhaps  slowly,  progressing 
in  the  estimation  of  the  Cheltenham  public  ever  since  its  formation.  Five 
years  ago  it  scarce  numbered  fifty  subscribers  ;  it  now  numbers  nearly  two 
hundred.  But  the  present  state  and  future  prospects  of  the  society  will  be 
best  seen  by  reference  to  the  Annual  Report,  an  extract  from  which  we 
have  much  pleasure  in  transferring  to  our  pages. 

"  From  the  Treasurer's  Financial  Statement  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  gross 
receipts  of  the  Institution  during  the  past  year  have  amounted  to  £263.  3s.  6d., 
which,  with  the  balance  of  £202.  0s.  4d.  brought  forward  from  last  year's  ac- 
count, amounts  to  £265.  3s.  10d.,  and  the  expenses,  including  the  year's  interest 
on  the  building  shares,  but  of  which  the  greater  portion  was  returned  by  the 
shareholders,  as  already  explained,  to  £370.  10s.  Id.,  leaving  a  balance  still  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  the  Society,  amounting  to  £94.  13s.  9d. 

"  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  Institution  is  in  a  flourishing  and  prosperous 
state,  a  circumstance  which  must  be  highly  gratifying,  not  merely  to  the  mem- 
bers themselves,  but  to  all  who  take  an  interest  in  the  cultivation  and  progress 
of  literary  and  scientific  knowledge  ; — nor  is  the  prospect  of  its  continuance 
therein  less  promising  now  than  at  any  past  period  of  its  history — the  number  of 
members  and  annual  subscribers  having,  since  the  publication  of  the  last  report, 
increased  from  170  to  nearly  200,  a  circumstance  which  shows  that  the  Institu- 
tion is  settling  itself  upon  the  surest  foundations,  since  no  extraordinary  exer- 
tion.? have  been  made  during  the  past  year  to  attract  fresh  members  by  expensive 
novelties  in  any  one  department  of  the  Society's  labours.  Your  Committee  felt 
that  the  permanent  establishment  and  prosperity  of  the  Institution  must  be  based 
upon  something  more  substantial  than  the  applause  which  results  from  the  ex- 
citement of  novelty,  which,  though  frequently  holding  out  the  prospect  of  pre- 
sent advantage,  is  yet  too  frequently  followed  by  a  counter-action,  more  injurious 
in  its  ultimate  results  than  can  be  compensated  for  by  any  temporary  success, 
however  brilliant.  Impressed  with  this  conviction,  your  Committee  have  care- 
fully abstained,  throughout  the  whole  of  the  past  year,  from  embarking  in  any 
expense  that  could  possibly  be  avoided  without  perilling  the  character  and  effi- 
ciency of  the  Institution  ;  they  have  depended  almost  entirely  upon  their  own, 
and  the  exertions  of  the  members  generally,  for  sustaining  and  increasing  its 
iniluence  ;  nor,  as  the  results  above  communicated  fully  demonstrate,  have  they 
any  reason  to  regret  their  having  done  so  ;  and  they  now  look  forward  with  con- 
fidence to  that  period,  when,  firmly  established  in  the  good  opinion  of  the  town 
and  neighbourhood,  the  Cheltenham  Institution  shall,  ere  long,  take  honourable 
and  prominent  rank  among  the  foremost  of  the  literary  and  philosophical  insti- 
tutions of  the  kingdom/' 
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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Cheltenham  Spring  Steeple  Chases  are  fixed  for  Wednesday 
next,  the  28th  instant,  and,  from  the  "  entries"  are  likely  to  prove  first- 
rate,  several  of  the  horses  being  well  known  favourites.  Among  them  are 
Mr.  Marshall's  Railroad,  and  Foreigner.  The  former,  the  winner  of  the 
seeond  chase  last  year,  the  latter,  the  winner  of  the  Dunchurch  steeple 
chase,  which  took  place  on  the  16th  instant,  and  for  which  10  horses 
started.  The  first  race  on  Wednesday  will  be  for  a  sweepstakes  of  20  sovs. 
each,  with  25  added  by  Lord  Segrave,  and  25  by  the  town.  Nineteen 
horses  have  been  entered  for  this  race,  from  which  much  is  expected.  For 
the  second,  a  chase  over  two  miles  of  country,  for  a  sweepstakes  of  5  sovs. 
with  10  added,  eleven  horses  are  entered.  The  ground  is  not  to  be  named 
until  the  morning  of  Wednesday,  when  it  will  be  announced  by  the  umpire, 
Lord  Segrave.  Should  the  weather  prove  favourable,  no  doubt  the  sport 
and  the  display  of  company  will  be  brilliant. 

Lord  Segrave's  Fox  Hounds  meet  to-day  at  Weston  Park  at  the  usual 
hour  of  eleven  o'clock.  The  sports  of  this  famous  pack  will  terminate  for 
the  season  next  week,  as  on  Monday,  the  2nd  of  April,  the  hounds  may  be 
expected  to  leave  Cheltenham  for  Berkeley  Castle.  Notwithstanding  the 
extreme  severity  of  the  late  winter,  which  suspended  for  one  entire  month 
all  hunting  operations,  they  have  been  out  nearly  eighty  times,  and  have 
killed  upwards  of  seventy  foxes.  In  consequence  of  a  recent  attempt  made 
to  destroy  the  foxes  in  the  country  hunted  by  his  Lordship,  the  Duke  of 
Beaufort,  Lord  Ellenborough,  Lord  Ridesdale,  General  Lygon,  and  seve- 
ral other  noblemen  and  gentlemen,  have  written  to  his  Lordship,  expressive 
of  their  determination  to  have  the  foxes  preserved  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts, and  to  promote  to  the  utmost  of  their  power  the  sports  of  the 
hunt. 

The  Pump  Room  Spring  Band  commenced  its  morning  performances 
at  the  Montpellier  Spa  last  Monday,  and  will  henceforth  continue  to  per- 
form regularly,  from  eight  to  ten  o'clock,  until  the  full  summer  band  re- 
sumes its  station  in  May. 

An  Extraordinary  Parochial  Contest  for  the  appointment  of  Poor

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ROBBERIES  OF  JEWELS. 

Extensive  Jewel  Robbery  at  Lord  CharlemoiM's. — Another  of  those 
singular  robberies  termed  among  the  police  "  put  up,"  that  is,  a  robbery  delibe- 
rately planned,  and  carried  into  execution  at  a  favourable  moment,  took  place 
on  Saturday  night  last,  at  the  residence  of  Lord  Charlemont,  No.  49,  Lower 
Grcsvenor  Street.  Lady  Charlemont  was  in  attendance  on  her  Majesty  on  Sa- 
turday, and  did  not  reach  her  residence  until  about  twelve  o'clock  at  night.  The 
first  suspicion  was  created  on  the  discovery  being  made  that  a  gold  watch  which 
usually  stood  in  the  dressing  room  of  Lady  Elizabeth  Clement  was  gone.  The 
servants  were  questioned,  and  one  of  them  declared  that  at  a  quarter  past  seven 
o'clock  that  evening  the  watch  was  in  its  usual  place.  Lady  Charlemont,  on 
proceeding  to  her  dressing  room,  found  the  drawers  in  it  opened  and  ransacked. 
It  was  soon  ascertained  that  property,  consisting  principally  of  jewellery,  and 
upwards  of  £2,000.  in  value,  had  been  taken  away.  Information  was  instantly 
conveyed  to  the  station-  house,  and  Inspector  Haining,  of  the  C  division,  pro- 
ceeded to  her  Ladyship's  residence.  After  making  an  inspection  of  the  place  he 
became  satisfied  that  the  thief  was  a  person  well  acquainted  with  the  premises, 
and  also  that  access  to  the  house  had  been  effected  through  the  attic  rooms.  It 
bring  too  dark  to  pursue  the  investigation  at  that  hour,  the  inspector  went  away, 
but  returned  at  daylight,  and  then  proceeded  with  the  search.  Notwithstanding 
a  shower  of  rain  had  fallen,  which  had  partially  obliterated  the  footsteps,  suffi- 
cient traces  were  left  to  place  beyond  doubt  the  fact  of  the  thief  having  entered 
the  house  from  the  top.  The  inspector  succeeded  in  tracing  the  marks  to  an 
empty  house  at  the  corner  of  Davies  Street,  and  five  doors  from  Lord  Charle- 
mont's  residence.  That  the  thief  or  thieves  had  been  in  the  empty  house  was 
certain,  not  only  from  footmarks,  but  from  a  broken  window.  A  description  of 
the  missing  property  was  furnished  to  the  police.  It  consists  of  a  diamond 
necklace,  valued  at  1,000  guineas  ;  four  gold  snuff  boxes,  two  containing  the 
freedom  of  Irish  cities  presented  to  Lord  Charlemont ;  gold  watches,  diamond 
rings,  gold  chains,  and  a  quantity  of  Irish  diamonds.  Lord  Charlemont  is  at 
present  in  Dublin,  as  also  is  Lady  Clement.  Information  of  the  robbery  was 
forwarded  to  both,  as  it  is  feared  that  the  loss  is  not  entirely  confined  to  Lady 
Charlemont's  property  ;  in  Lady  Clement's  dressing  room  the  drawers  had  been 
forced  open  and  ransacked  also. —  Morning  Post. 

Notwithstanding  the  exertions  made  by  the  police,  no  clue  has  yet  been  gained 
with  regard  to  the  perpetrators  of  the  late  mysterious  and  extensive  plunder  of 
diamonds,  &c,  at  the  residence  of  Lord  Viscount  Charlemont,  49,  Lower  Grosve- 
nor  Street,  Grosvenor  Square,  the  value  of  which  is  supposed  to  exceed  consi- 
derably the  sum  at  first  stated,  viz.,  £2000.  Yesterday  handbills  were  issued, 
offering  a  reward  of  250  guineas,  to  be  paid  on  conviction  of  the  offender  or 
offenders  and  recovery  of  the  property,  or  in  proportion  for  any  part  thereof. 
The  officers,  by  whom  a  close  examination  has  been  made,  are  still  ef  opinion  that 
the  robbery  was  effected  by  those  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  premises.— 
Times,  Thursday. 

Robbery  of  Jewels  from  the  Duchess  of  Leinster — Mysterious 
Affair. — Informations  were  received  at  Henry-street  Police  Office,  yesterday, 
that  a  casket  of  jewels,  valued  at  £4000.,  was  stolen  in  the  following  extraordi- 
nary manner  : — Her  Grace  left  Carton  on  Monday,  accompanied  by  some  mem- 
bers of  the  family,  for  the  purpose  of  attending  the  ball  at  the  Castle  on  that 
evening,  and,  arriving  in  her  carriage  at  Dominick-street,  caused  the  casket 
which  she  brought  with  her,  containing  the  diamonds,  to  be  put  into  the  back 
drawing-room,  as  a  place  of  safety,  until  it  should  be  found  necessary  to  dress 
for  the  ball.  A  short  time  afterwards  the  diamonds  were  sought  for,  but  lo! 
they  were  gone.  Search  was  made  in  every  direction  to  no  purpose,  and  yester- 
day Mr.  Cole,  accompanied  by  Sergeant  Pollock,  of  the  C  division,  proceeded  to 
the  house,  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  matter,  but  as  the  proceeding  was 
strictly  private,  of  course  we  are  unacquainted  with  what  occurred.  This,  how- 
ever, we  know,  that  an  individual  is  suspected,  and  if  that  suspicion  prove  to  be 
well  founded,  considerable  surprise  will  be  the  consequence.  A  few  days  will, 
however,  unriddle  the  mystery. — Dublin  Evening  Mail  of  Wednesday. 
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SITTINGS  IN  OUR  STUDY;  (No.  XVIII.) 

BEING 

GLANCES  AT  THE  WORLDS  OF  LITERATURE,  SCIENCE,  AND  ART. 


The  Monthly  Chronicle  comes  before  us  with  high  claims  to  atten- 
tion, the  magnates  of  literature  and  science  being  identified  with  its  editor- 
ship ;  while  the  house  of  Longman  &  Co.,  as  publishers,  offers  a  good  and 
sufficient  guarantee  for  correctness  in  all  its  mechanical  and  typographical 
details.  The  chief  and  most  important  novelty  in  its  design  consists  in 
the  tone  and  character  of  its  political  and  politico-historical  articles,  such 
as  those  that  lead  the  van  in  the  number  now  before  us;  the  first  of  which, 
we  presume,  proceeds  fom  the  pen  of  the  literary  editor,  E.  L.  Bulwer, 
Esq.,  the  views  which  are  advocated  therein  being  those  of  what  are  termed 
the  liberal  party.  The  second,  on  The  History  and  Reign  of  Victoria  the 
First,  is  a  masterly  digest  of  the  political  events  which  have  characterized 
the  period  in  question, — commencing  with  the  death  of  the  late  king,  and 
ending  with  the  revolutionary  outbreak  in  Canada.  But  politics  jump  not 
with  the  humour  of  The  Looker-  On  :  we  are  nauseated  with  these  topics 
in  the  newspapers,  so  we  shall  pass  on  to  notice  the  next  paper,  announced 
as  the  first  of  a  series  under  the  head  of  The  Critic ;  the  subject  being  on 
Art  and  Fiction,  which  is  treated  of  with  reference  to  the  manners,  charac- 
ter, the  passions,  and  the  sentiment  of  prose  fictions.  It  is  a  clever  and  able 
article,  which,  without  entering  into  the  metaphysics  of  criticism,  points 
out,  by  a  succession  of  bold  and  original  hints,  and  striking  examples,  the 
true  causes  of  success  and  failure  in  the  class  brought  under  review.  In 
many  of  his  opinions  The  Critic  of  The  Monthly  Chronicle  differs  mate- 
rially from  former  writers  in  this  department  of  the  belles-lettres,  but  his 
observations  are  for  the  most  part  exceedingly  just,  and  have  moreover  the 
advantage  of  being  applicable  to  the  present  rather  than  the  past  state  of 
literature  ;  hence  the  remarks  are  more  generally  interesting,  and  will  be 
read  with  pleasure  by  those  who  make  no  pretension  to  authorship,  while 
to  the  young  novelist,  and  the  aspirant  for  the  honours  of  romance,  they 
will  prove  invaluable.  But  of  the  papers  contained  in  this — the  first — 
number  of  our  new  magazine,  we  have  been  most  pleased  with  that  on  the 
supposed  influence  of  the  Moon  on  the  weather.  It  is  altogether  an  admi- 
rable article,  giving  a  popular  and  masterly  view  of  a  subject,  at  once 
profound  in  its  theory,  and  complex  in  its  detail  of  facts.  Such  papers  go 
far  to  expel  from  the  mind  errors  in  philosophy  long  and  seriously  enter- 
tained, when  professed  scientific  treatises  utterly  fail  of  this  end ;  the  dry 
and  rigid  disquisitions  of  the  latter  more  frequently  deterring  than  attract- 
ing the  general  reader  to  the  recognition  of  the  truths  which  they  promul- 
gate. A  concise  chronological  account  is  given  of  the  lunar  prognostica- 
tors,  from  Aristotle  and  the  old  philosophers  down  to  the  weather  pro- 
phets of  our  own  day  ;  the  real  causes  of  the  lunar  predictions  are  pointed 
out,  and  the  physical  laws  which  govern  the  phenomena  referred  to  by 
those  whose  knowledge  of  nature  was  crude  and  partial,  are  all  clearly  and 
satisfactorily  explained.  Facts,  observations,  and  analogy  are  adduced,  to 
prove  that,  if  the  Moon  does,  by  her  gravitation,  exercise  any  meteorologi- 
cal influence,  it  is  in  amount  so  small  as  to  be  wholly  overcome  by  other 
and  more  powerful  agencies  ;  hence  observes  the  writer  : — M 

"  It  is  evident,  then,  that  if  the  moon  has  any  influence  on  our  atmosphere, 
that  influence  does  not  proceed  from  any  cause  analogous  to  that  which  produces 
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the  tides  of  the  ocean  ;  and  therefore,  that  the  fact  that  the  moon  does  produce 
such  tides  can  afford  no  countenance  to  her  imputed  meteorological  influence. 

"But  it  maybe  said,  that  although  the  moon  may  not  affect  the  atmosphere  by 
her  gravitation,  yet  she  may  influence  it  by  her  light,  or  by  electrical  . or  magne- 
tical  emanations,  or,  in  fine,  by  some  occult  physical  causes  not  yet  discovered 
by  astronomers.  This  is  an  objection  which,  from  its  vagueness  and  indefinite- 
n'ess,  is  difficult  to  be  rebutted  by  any  means  which  theory  can  furnish.  It  is 
known  that  the  light  of  the  moon  concentrated  in  a  point  by  the  most  powerful 
burning  lenses  is  incapable  of  producing  the  slightest  sensible  effect  on  the  most 
susceptible  thermometer  :  neither  is  it  found  to  produce  any  effects  of  electrical 
or  magnetical  or  chemical  kind.  It  may  be  assumed  generally  that  the  effects 
commonly  imputed  to  the  moon  in  producing  change  of  weather  at  her  principal 
phases  are  so  contradictory,  that  it  is  impossible  to  imagine  any  physical  cause 
which  could  account  for  them.  If  the  new  and  full  moon,  and  the  quarters,  are 
attended  by  changes  of  weather,  the  cause  producing  this  effect,  under  the  same 
circumstances,  has  incompatible  influences  :  if  fair  weather  precede  the  phase, 
the  supposed  physical  cause  must  be  such  as  to  be  capable  of  converting  it  into 
fair  weather  It  will  be  admitted  that  it  is  hard  to  imagine  any  physical  agent 
whatever,  which,  under  precisely  the  same  circumstances,  shall  produce,  upon 
the  same  body,  effects  so  opposite." 

The  writer  thus  sums  up  his  very  interesting  and  conclusive  arguments  : 
"  From  all  that  has  been  stated,  it  follows,  then,  conclusively,  that  the  popular 
notions  concerning  the  influence  of  the  lunar  phases  on  the  weather  have  no 
foundation  in  theory,  and  no  correspondence  with  observed  facts.  That  the 
moon,  by  her  gravitation,  exerts  an  attraction  on  our  atmosphere,  cannot  be 
doubted ;  but  the  effects  which  that  attraction  would  produce  upon  the  weather 
are  not  in  accordance  with  observed  phenomena  ;  and,  therefore,  these  effects 
are  either  too  small  in  amount  to  be  appreciable  in  the  actual  state  of  meteoro- 
logical instruments,  or  they  are  obliterated  by  other  more  powerful  causes,  from 
which,  hitherto,  they  have  not  been  eliminated.  It  appears,  however,  by  some 
series  of  observations,  not  yet  confirmed  or  continued  through  a  sufficient  period 
of  time,  that  a  slight  correspondence  may  be  discovered  between  the  periods  of 
rain  and  the  phases  of  the  moon,  indicating  a  very  feeble  influence,  depending 
on  the  relative  position  of  that  luminary  to  the  sun,  but  having  no  discoverable 
relation  to  the  lunar  attraction.  This  is  not  without  interest  as  a  subject  of 
scientific  inquiry,  and  is  entitled  to  the  attention  of  meteorologists  ;  but  its  influ- 
ence is  so  feeble  that  it  is  altogether  destitute  of  popular  interest  as  a  weather 
prognostic.  It  may  therefore  be  stated,  that,  as  far  as  observation,  combined 
with  theory,  has  afforded  any  means  of  knowledge,  there  are  no  grounds  for  the 
prognostications  of  weather  erroneously  supposed  to  be  derived  from  the  influence 
of  the  sun  and  moon." 

The  article  which  immediately  follows  that  on  the  influence  of  the  Moon, 
and  is  obviously  intended  as  a  rider  to  it,  is  an  able  and  searching  expo- 
sure of  the  absurdities  of  Mr.  Murphy's  Almanac,  with  a  glance  at  the 
other  prophets  of  the  fraternity  ;  of  whose  qualifications  to  be  ranked  as 
meteorologists — to  say  nothing  of  their  prophetic  pretensions — the  writer 
appears  to  think  but  lightly ;  as  the  following  piquant  observations  will 
abundantly  prove  : 

"  Without  further  discussing  the  prognostications  of  such  persons,  or  com- 
paring them  with  facts,  we  shall  merely  ask  those  who  appear  to  afford  them  so 
easy  faith,  to  consider  the  nature  of  the  physical  questions  pretended  to  be 
solved,  and  the  qualifications  of  those  who  profess  to  have  solved  them.  The  in- 
vestigation of  the  causes  which  affect  the  atmosphere  and  produce  the  vicissi- 
tudes of  temperature  and  of  drought,  is  a  problem  of  transcendent  difficulty,  to 
the  solution  of  which  even  the  most  extensive  powers  of  modern  science  are  ina- 
dequate. It  is  a  problem  to  which,  hitherto,  scarcely  an  approximation  has  been 
made,  even  by  the  most  eminent  natural  philosophers  ;  and,  as  it  is  one  the  de- 
tails of  which  the  public  in  general  cannot  be  expected  to  understand,  they  can 
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only  regulate  the  confidence  which  they  will  place  in  its  pretended  solutions  by 
the  reputation  and  authority  of  those  who  propound  them. 

"Who,  then,  it  may  be  asked,  are  the  persons  that  put  forth  these  predictions  ; 
and  on  what  grounds  do  they  ask  the  faith  of  the  public  ?  Among  these  prog- 
nosticators  is  any  name  found  holding  a  respectable  rank  in  the  community  of 
science  ?  What  have  the  labours  and  researches  of  these  persons  contributed  to 
the  actual  advancement  of  our  knowledge  of  nature  ?  What  are  the  works  on 
which  their  reputations  are  founded  ?  Do  these  weather  prophets  possess  any 
of  the  recognized  qualifications,  founded  on  education  and  previous  attainments, 
which  would  fit  them  for  encountering  such  a  problem  ?  What  learned  societies 
in  Europe  have  these  pretenders  enriched  by  their  labours  ?  Where  are  the 
transactions  in  which  their  investigations  and  discoveries  have  appeared  ?  These 
questions  would  be  answered  by  a  mere  enumeration  of  their  names — names 
utterly  unknown  in  philosophy  or  letters.  It  would  be  answered,  that  among 
them  there  is  found  not  one  individual  whose  presence  would  be  tolerated  in  any 
scientific  reunion  in  Europe.  Such  are  the  class  of  persons  to  whom  the  public, 
in  the  contemptuous  silence  of  the  great  leaders  and  guides  of  science  in  every 
part  of  the  world,  have  surrendered  their  faith." 

We  have  been  so  liberal  of  our  quotations,  that  we  have  really  left  our- 
selves no  room  to  speak  of  the  other  papers  contained  in  this — the  first — 
number  of  The  Monthly  Chronicle  :  they  are,  however,  all  spirited  and 
able  cf  their  kind.  Of  the  longest  of  them,  Zicci,  we  shall  have  occasion, 
most  probably,  to  speak  hereafter  ;  as  we  have  now  before  us  only  the  com- 
mencement of  what  may  prove  a  long  story.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  March  28,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  opera  opened  on  Saturday  night  with  La  Sonnambula,  ac- 
cording to  promise,  and  the  several  debutantes  made  their  appear- 
ance. The  cast  was  thus  : — Amina,  Madame  Persiani ;  Count 
Rudolpho,  Signor  Borrani ;  Elvino,  Signor  Tati;  Lisa,  Signora 
Smolensky  and  Theresa,  the  everlasting  Castelli.  This  charming 
opera,  the  production  of  the  worthiest  disciple  of  the  school  of 
Rossini,  is  rather  an  arduous  one  for  a  singer  to  make  his  or  her 
first  appearance  in  before  a  London  audience,  not  on  account  of 
the  difficulty  of  the  music,  for  there  is  not  much  of  that,  but  be- 
cause they  have  been  so  thoroughly  initiated  in  all  its  beauties  by 
such  a  union  of  vocal  and  dramatic  genius  as  has  seldom,  if  ever, 
been  witnessed  on  the  stage  at  the  same  time.  Such  was  the  popu- 
larity of  the  opera,  that  Grisi,  supported  by  Tamburini  and  Rubini 
at  the  King's  Theatre,  Malibran  at  Drury  Lane,  and  Miss  Romer 
at  the  Lyceum,  were  all  playing  the  Sonnambula  on  the  same 
evening,  so  that  all  classes  of  the  musical  public  are  familiar  with 
it.  A  fresh  performer,  then,  in  this  opera  has  to  contend  with  the 
previous  impression  of  these  singers,  which  in  the  case  of  the 
whole  Italian  cast,  and  of  poor  Malibran,  were  of  the  very  highest 
degree  of  excellence.  To  begin,  then,  with  the  new  Prima  Donna, 
Madame  Persiani — her  person  is  petite,  and  she  is  not  at  all  pretty, 
however  ungallant  it  may  be  to  say  so.  Her  voice  is  a  pure  soprano, 
of  large  compass,  and  remarkable  for  its  extension  in  the  highest 
region ;  thin  in  its  quality,  but  of  great,  nay  almost  astonishing, 
flexibility,  and  of  a  sweet  and  pleasing  tone.  Her  style  is  refined 
and  most  delicately  finished,  and  the  embellishments  she  intro- 
duced showed  a  taste  and  fancy  which  proved  she  had  a  true  feel- 
ing for  her  art,  and  was  a  complete  mistress  of  vocalization.  Ma- 
dame Persiani  has  also  considerable  merit  as  an  actress,  but  her 
performance  on  the  whole  is  inferior  to  Grisi's.  Signor  Borrani, 
as  the  Count,  appeared  to  feel  the  novelty  of  his  situation  a  good 
deal,  and  it  would  scarcely  be  fair  to  pronounce  a  definite  opinion 
on  some  matters,  until  habit  has  given  him  more  confidence.  His 
voice  is  a  full  and  firm  bass,  of  good  compass,  and  rich  in  its  tone. 
His  singing  was  characterized  by  good  taste  and  judgment,  he  not 
attempting  to  do  anything  that  he  could  not  do  well.  His  "  VI 
ravviso"  was  exceedingly  well  sun/,  and  obtained  considerable  ap- 
plause ;  indeed  his  vocal  performance  throughout  evinced  a  good 
deal  of  careful  study  and  discrimination,  and  as  far  as  his  singing 
is  concerned,  his  acquisition  to  Laporte's  corps  before  Easter  must

be  very  satisfactory  to  the  opera  audience ;  but  it  is  as  an  actor 
that  Signor  Borrani  is  deficient.  How  difficult  a  thing  it  is  to  con- 
vince singers  that  they  are  not  on  the  stage  merely  to  sing  certain 
arias.  Count  Rodolph  is  a  principal  character  in  a  very  exciting 
and  interesting  drama,  and  the  chamber  scene  between  him  and 
Lisa  is,  as  it  were,  the  key  of  the  whole  plot.  The  Count  is  alone 
in  his  chamber,  soliloquising  on  the  charms  of  Lisa,  calling  her 
u  cara  ostessa"  "  mia  bella"  "  albergatrice"  when  the  lady  enters 
the  chamber  under  the  pretext  of  seeing  whether  everything  is 
agreeable  to  him.  The  Count  immediately  makes  love  to  her,  and 
the  lady  is  disposed  to  be  as  kind  as  possible,  when  they  are  inter- 
rupted by  the  approach  of  the  Sonnambula.  Lisa,  in  flying  to 
hide  herself  in  a  cabinet  loses  her  scarf,  which  said  scarf  becomes 
afterwards  a  principal  evidence  of  the  innocence  of  Amina,  and,  by 
consequence,  the  guilt  of  Lisa. — Now,  far  be  it  from  so  unreal  a 
thing  as  a  shadow  to  say  how  young  men  ought,  or  do,  make  love 
to  a  pretty  girl  under  such  circumstances  ;  but  as  far  as  Borranr's 
acting  informed  us  he  might  have  been  talking  of  the  most  indif- 
ferent subject  in  the  world,  and  he  lifted  the  scarf  from  the  lady's 
shoulders,  as  though  she  had  been  in  a  ball  room  and  was  incom- 
moded by  the  heat.  Tamburini  made  a  great  deal  of  this  scene, 
short  as  it  is.  Signor  Tati,  the  new  tenor,  has  a  good  voice,  and 
sings  welt  in  tune  ;  perhaps  his  performance  cannot  receive  a  greater 
compliment  than  to  say  that  he  sang  through  the  ridiculous  effect 
of  his  appearance.  On  what  notion  of  taste,  or  on  what  authority, 
he  dressed  Elvino  as  a  Dutchman,  it  is  impossible  to  imagine,  but 
such  was  the  fact.  This,  and  his  being  rather  an  elderly  gentleman, 
caused  a  general  titter  through  the  house  on  his  appearance  as  the 
ardent  and  enthusiastic  lover  ;  he,  however,  managed  to  sing  the 
audience  into  sobriety  and  attention.  Of  the  first  appearance  of 
Miss  Smolenski,  the  only  result  is,  a  most  devout  wish  that  it  might 
be  the  last.  Masaniello  was  the  ballet ; — the  house  has  been  re- 
paired and  was  crowded  in  the  extreme.  The  Princes  Esterhazy, 
the  Duchess  of  Carnizzaro,  the  Countess  of  Blessington  or  her 
umbra  were  present ;  altogether  it  was  a  very  brilliant  opening. 

The  opera  has  taken  so  much  room  that  I  have  scarce  any  space 
for  other  gossip.  The  Queen  continues  her  equestrian  exercises 
about  the  Metropolis,  and  continues  her  little  dinner  parties  daily. 
The  only  extraordinary  guest  has  been  the  Dowager  Marchioness 
of  Conyngham  ;  this  was,  no  doubt,  done  as  a  compliment  to  the 
Lord  Chamberlain.  Lord  Durham  has  dined  twice  with  her  Ma- 
jesty, and  will  take  his  farewell  the  latter  end  of  next  week.  Re- 
port speaks  highly  of  the  magnificent  manner  in  which  this  repre- 
sentative of  the  Majesty  of  Great  Britain  intends  to  support  the 
pomp  and  dignity  of  his  station ;  but  there  is  a  story  that  though 
his  Lordship  will  not  accept  of  a  salary,  yet  that  he  has  of  his  out- 
fit, which  is  splendid  in  the  extreme.  The  guards  have  marched 
for  Portsmouth. 
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The  Queen  Dowager  has  visited  the  Queen,  but  still  lives  to  a 
certain  degree  retired.  The  Duke  of  Sussex  has  quite  recovered 
from  his  indisposition,  and  has  been  to  pay  his  respects  to  the 
Queen. 

The  Sonnambula  was  repeated  last  night.  Borrani  seemed  more 
at  his  ease,  and  acted  a  great  deal  better,  but  still  there  is  great 
room  for  improvement  in  this  respect.  The  house  was  not  so  full 
by  any  means  as  on  the  opening  night.  The  same  opera  is  to  be 
repeated  to-morrow  night.

A  MOVING  SHADOW. 


THE  OPENING  OF  THE  ITALIAN  OPERA 

This  year  has  excited  an  unusual  degree  of  attention  in  Chelten- 
ham, from  the  circumstance  of  our  gifted  townsman,  Mr.  Conrad 
Boisragon,  making  his  first  appearance  as  an  operatic  singer  upon 
that  occasion  ;  and  it  affords  us  sincere  pleasure  to  learn  from  all 
quarters  that  his  success,  if  not  so  brilliant  as  some  among  his 
most  sanguine  friends  anticipated,  has  been  yet  so  far  complete  as 
to  give  the  best  assurance  that  he  will,  and  that  at  no  very  distant 
period,  take  a  foremost  station  in  the  foremost  rank  of  the  musical 
profession.  Mr.  Boisragon  has,  we  think  injudiciously,  italianized 
his  name  to  Signor  Borrani ;  it  is  a  trick  unworthy  one  possessed 
of  such  fine  powers  as  those  with  which  he  has  been  endowed. 
The  mere  assumption  of  an  Italian  name  cannot  confer  Italian 
ability,  and  if  he  has  not  the  latter  the  former  will  avail  him 
nothing — u  What's  in  a  name  ?" — The  essential  of  the  opera,  as  at 
present  constituted,  is  Italian  ability,  and  this  Mr.  Conrad  Boisra- 
gon certainly  possesses  in  a  pre-eminent  degree.  In  the  character 
in  which  he  made  his  first  appearance  oa  Saturday,  the  24th, 
namely,  Count  Rudolph,  in  Bellini's  popular  opera  of  the  Sonnam- 
bula, he  had  not  niuch  to  shew  off,  but  in  the  few  opportunities 
which  the  character  afforded  he  proved  highly  successful,  and 
especially  in  the  favourite  song  Vi  ravviso,  which  was  given  with 
exquisite  expression,  and  was  fully  appreciated  by  an  enlightened 
and  impartial  audience.  In  strict  impartiality  we  must,  however, 
add,  that  we  have  heard  him  to  better  advantage  than  on  this  oc- 
casion, but  due  allowance  must,  of  course,  be  made  for  the  anxiety 
and  consequent  embarrassment  inevitable  upon  a  first  appearance, 
and  especially  in  such  a  capital  as  the  British  Metropolis.  Mr. 
Conrad  Boisragon  is  yet  very  young,  and  everything  must  have  its 
time ;  but  we  are  much  deceived  if  he  will  not  prove,  not  only  an 
ornament  to  the  stage,  whether  as  an  English,  French,  Italian,  or 
German  singer,  (such  versatility  does  he  possess  !)  but  one  of  its 
brightest  ornaments. 

That  our  readers  may  not  be  guided  wholly  by  our  opinion, 
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which  may  by  some  among  them  be  considered  as  open  to  the 
charge  of  partiality,  we  shall  here  extract  the  opinions  of  the  four 
leading  journals  of  Europe  upon  Mr.  Boisragon's  abilities  and  first 
appearance.  We  consider  this  course  by  far  the  fairest  and  most 
satisfactory  that  we  could  pursue,  as  it  will  afford  an  opportunity 
of  friends  and  enemies  being  heard,  and  thus  enable  our  readers  to 
form  their  own  conclusions. 

Count  Rodolph  was  personated  by  Signor  Borrani,  a  tall  handsome 
young  man,  with  an  excellent  bass  voice,  and  a  very  good  style.  His  ring- 
ing of  the  air  **  Vi  raviso"  was  not  unworthy  Tamburini. — Morn.  Chronicle. 

Signor  Borrani,  an  English  gentleman,  son  of  the  eminent  Dr.  Bois- 
ragon  of  Cheltenham,  also  made  a  first  appearance  in  the  part  of  the 
Count,  usually  played  by  Tamburini.  He  is  very  young  and  very  timid, 
but  an  enthusiast  in  the  art  ;  and  we  have  no  doubt  qualified  to  sustain  a 
high  rank  in  the  profession  he  has  chosen.  His  voice  is  full  and  sonorous, 
but  wanting  in  cultivation  ;  he  wants  a  little  more  confidence  to  give  it 
due  effect.  There  is  a  favourable  feeling  towards  him  on  the  part  of  the 
public,  and  he  bas  only  to  throw  himself  boldly  on  the  scene,  and  let  his 
full  powers  have  sway,  to  secure  in  future  the  most  favourable  reception, — 
Morning  Post. 

Signor  Borrani  made  his  appearance  as  the  Count.  There  is  but  little 
to  do  in  this  part,  and  it  was  all  the  better  that  it  should  so  happen  for 
the  actor,  who  seemed,  (as  in  truth  we  understood  the  fact  to  be)  not  very 
familiar  wifh  the  boards.  Signor  Borrani  possesses  a  bass  voice  of  excel- 
lent quality,  and  good  barytone  range,  upon  which  the  best  cultivation 
would  seem  to  have  been  well  expended.  The  only  test  which  this  Opera 
afforded  for  his  powers  was  the  favourite  "Vi  raviso,"  and  its  second  part, 
"Tu  non  sai."  Signor  Borrani  gave  it  with  much  steadiness,  good  tone, 
and  good  expression.  This  artist  gives  fair  promise  of  proving  an  acqui- 
sition to  the  operatic  stage. — Morning  Herald. 

Signor  Borrani,  as  Count  Rodolfo,  and  Signor  Tati,  as  Elvino,  also  ap- 
peared on  this  occasion,  for  the  first  time  in  this  country.  The  first  is  a 
barytone,  not,  to  judge  from  this  attempt,  of  very  good  quality,  and  his 
style  is  deficient  in  refinement,  but  he  may  improve  as  he  acquires  greater 
confidence. — Times. 

Signor  Borrani  repeated  the  character  of  Count  Rudolf  on  Tues- 
day, and  again  on  Thursday  evening,  when  her  Majesty,  accom- 
panied by  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  the  Countess  of  Durham,  and  a 
large  party,  honoured  the  performance  with  their  presence.

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AN  ALARMING  AND  DESTRUCTIVE  FIRE 

Broke  cut  yesterday  morning  in  the  house  of  Mr.  Marshall,  iron- 
monger, Clarence  Street,  nearly  opposite  the  Post  Office,  which 
entirely  destroyed  the  premises,  and  also  nearly  the  whole  of  the 
property  and  furniture  contained  therein  ;  nor  was  it  without  the 
utmost  difficulty  that  Mr.  Marshall  and  his  family  saved  their 
lives.    This,  however,  they  did  by  gaining  the  roof  of  the  house, 
and  thence  descending  through  the  skylights  of  the  adjoining  house 
of  Mr.  Yates.    The  fire,  which,  it  appears,  originated  somewhere 
down  stairs,  was  first  discovered  between  three  and  four  o'clock, 
by  Mr.  Marshall,  who,  on  opening  his  bed-room  door,  found  tke 
whole  interior  of  his  premises  enveloped  in  smoke  and  flame.  Im- 
mediately alarming,  Mrs.  Marshall  and  the  family,  they  had  barely 
time  to  effect  their  escape  in  the  manner  above  related,  and  in 
their  night  clothes  merely,  ere  the  floor  of  the  house  fell  in,  and  the 
flames  burst  forth  through  the  roof  and  back  of  the  building  with 
great  fury.    The  neighbourhood  was  immediately  alarmed,  and 
every  assistance  rendered  by  the  inhabitants  that  was  possible. 
The  clerk  of  the  Water  Company  turned  on  the  water,  and  an 
abundant  supply  was  in  a  very  short  space  of  time  at  command  ; 
but  wTe  regret  to  learn  that  the  town  fire  engines  were,  from  their 
dry  and  defective  state,  of  little  or  no  service.    A  messenger  was 
instantly  disj latched  to  Gloucester  for  the  engine  kept  there,  which, 
however,  did  not  arrive  until  nearly  seven  o'clock,  by  which  time 
the  flames  had  entirely  gutted  Mr.  Marshall's  premises,  and  had 
also  communicated  to    the   adjoining  house,  occupied  by  Mr. 
Streather,  the  grocer,  which  was  on  fire  in  several  places.  The 
Gloucester  engine  proved  fortunately  more  efficient  than  the  Chel- 
tenham ones,  and  the  supply  of  water  being  abundant,  the  fury  of 
the  flames  was  soon  brought  under,  and  prevented  from  making 
farther  progress  in  front.    At  the  back,  however,  where  the  en- 
gine could  not  so  well  reach,  the  flames  continued  to  spread  ra- 
pidly, and  did  great  damage  to  the  house  of  Mr.  Yates  on  the  one 
side,  and  the  stables  and  outbuildings  of  the  Eight  Bells  on  the 
other.    By  the  exertions  of  the  neighbours  and  the  firemen  they 
were,  however,  at  length  arrested  also,  in  these  directions,  and  the 
devouring  element  brought  completely  under  controul,  so  that  by 
nine  o'clock  all  apprehension  of  further  danger  was  at  an  end,  and 
the  engineers  were  enabled  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  extinguish- 
ing the  still  burning  and  smouldering  ruins. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  bestowed  upon  the  efficient  arrange- 
ments of  the  Water  Company,  or  too  much  censure  upon  those 
who  had  the  direction  and  management  of  our  town  engines,  which 
were  of  little  or  no  use ;  the  main  hose  was  in  such  a  battered 
condition  that  more  water  seemed  to  escape  through  its  rents  and 
seams  than  was  driven  through  the  mouth-piece,  and  we  have  been 
told  that  the  force  of  the  water  was  not  even  sufficient  to  break 
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through  even  the  common  window  panes  against  which  it  was 
directed. 

Mr.  Marshall's  property  was,  we  understand,  insured  to  a  con- 
siderable amount,  but  we  fear  not  nearly  to  the  extent  of  the  loss 
which  he  is  likely  to  sustain.  We  have  not  heard  of  any  accident 
having  occurred,  at  least  none  of  any  very  serious  nature. 


ELECTION  OF  GUARDIANS. 

The  politico-parochial  election  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  for  the  parish 
of  Cheltenham,  took  place  on  Thursday,  when,  with  one  exception,  the 
candidates  proposed  and  seconded  hy  what  is  termed  the  whig  party,  were 
returned.  We  rather  rejoice  at  this  issue  than  otherwise,  since  the  con- 
servatives, we  understand,  were  the  first  to  set  the  example  of  converting 
a  purely  parochial  and  unpolitical  matter  to  a  trial  of  party  strength ;  and, 
however  much  we  may  prefer  the  political  views  of  the  latter  to  their  op- 
ponents, on  all  questions  of  government  and  legislation,  we  cannot  too 
strongly  deprecate  the  principle  of  thrusting  forward  those  views  upon 
every  occasion,  even  when  they  should  be  most  scrupulously  and  carefully 
kept  back.  This  system  of  partizan  interference  and  annoyance  has  of  late 
spread  so  extensively,  that  we  think  it  high  time  it  should  be  checked, 
since  if  it  is  not,  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the  town  will  assuredly  be  de- 
stroyed, and  its  best  interests  sacrificed  to  the  gratification  of  a  selfish,  or 
a  vain-glorious  dream  of  political  influence.  Impressed  with  this  convic- 
tion we  have,  contrary  to  the  usual  practice  of  the  Looker-On,  deemed  it 
our  duty  to  notice  this  contest  for  Guardians  of  the  Poor.  The  Board  of 
Guardians  for  Cheltenham  consists  of  ten  members,  and  on  the  recent  oc- 
casion no  less  than  fifty-nine  persons  were  originally  nominated  as  candi- 
dates, but  owing  to  the  informalities  in  some  of  the  nominations,  and  the 
withdrawal  of  others,  the  poll  was  only  taken  on  thirty -seven.  Of  these 
the  following  is,  we  believe,  a  correct  list,  with  the  number  of  votes  polled 
for  each.

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THE  ANNUAL  STEEPLE  CHASES 

Came  off  brilliantly  last  Wednesday,  and  have  been  the  leading  feature 
among  the  doings  of  the  past  week.  The  weather  proved,  fortunately, 
remarkably  beautiful,  the  country  in  the  best  possible  state  for  such  sports, 
and  the  horses  and  riders  in  fine  condition  and  high  spirits ;  under  such 
circumstances,  it  was  not  surprising  to  find  so  many  thousands  assembled 
together  as  on  this  occasion  were  to  be  seen  thronging  the  scene  of  the 
grand  spectacle.  It  was,  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  a  holiday  fete.  The 
country  selected  was  also  much  nearer  the  town  than  on  former  years, 
being  hard  by  the  Seven  Springs,  and  distant  from  Cheltenham  not  more 
than  four  miles :  this  enabled  numbers  to  enjoy  the  sport,  who  would  have 
been  wholly  prevented  had  the  scene  of  action  been  much  farther  off.  The 
ground  was  shown  to  the  riders  in  the  morning  by  Lord  Segrave,  the  um- 
pire, and  certainly  it  was  admirably  adapted  to  prove  the  mettle  of  the 
horses,  and  put  the  nerve  and  horsemanship  of  the  riders  to  the  test.  It 
was  nearly  three  o'clock  ere  every  thing  was  ready  for  the  start,  and  the 
following  horses  left  Chatcomb  Wood  (the  starting  point)  behind  them.

This  Afpro aching  Spring  has  during  the  past  week  been  strikingly 
evidenced  in  the  altered  state  of  the  weather,  the  bleak  severity  of  the 
winds  of  March  having  been  succeeded  by  a  milder  and  more  genial  breeze 
than,  ere  yet  the  "  blustering  month"  had  left  us,  we  were  well  prepared 
either  to  expect  or  enjoy.

the  green  leaves  of  the  lily,  the  tulip,  and  the  daffodil,  have  showed  them- 
selves in  rich  abundance  in  the  gardens  of  our  botanists  and  florists. 
Another  such  week,  and  these  will  even  be  putting  forth  their  blossoms  and 
the  face  of  creation  will  be  lovely  as  in  its  Eden-days. 

The  Zoological  Gardens  progress  rapidly,  and,  from  the  number  of 
hands  at  present  employed  on  the  ground,  there  is  every  prospect  of  the 
various  works  being  in  a  very  advanced  state  by  the  time  fixed  for  the 
opening.  Nearly  all  the  planting  intended  to  be  done  this  season  has  been 
already  completed,  and  the  gardeners  are  now  actively  engaged  in  forming 
the  various  ornamental  beds  and  borders,  designed  for  the  reception  of  the 
choicer  shrubs  and  flowers.  The  excavations  of  the  lake  will  be  finished 
in  about  teu  days,  and  the  whole  area  of  the  Gardens  will  be  enclosed 
with  strong  and  appropriate  fencing  in  course  of  the  ensuing  month.  So 
soon  as  this  has  been  effected,  the  public  will  be  excluded  from  the  ground, 
in  order  that  the  arrangements  and  preparations  for  the  opening  fete  on 
the  24th  of  May  may  be  carried  on  without  interruption.  After  the  30th 
of  April  no  person  will  be  admitted  into  the  Gardens  but  the  Subscribers 
and  Shareholders,  and  we  hope  all  those  who  desire  to  see  the  undertaking 
flourish  will  not  be  long  ere  they  qualify  themselves  for  admission,  by 
enrolling  their  names  into  one  or  the  other  of  these  classes.  So  impor- 
tant an  addition  to  the  attractions  of  the  town  deserves  the  cordial  and 
prompt  support  of  all  those  who  wish  well  to  its  prosperity,  or  are  inte- 
rested in  its  exaltation.  The  First  Floral  and  Horticultural  Exhibition  of 
the  Society  will  take  place  on  the  24th  of  April  in  the  Montpellier 
Rotunda  ;  the  Second,  on  that  day  month,  will  most  probably  be  held  in 
the  Gardens  ;  but  this  will  in  some  measure  depend  upon  circumstances 
and  the  state  of  the  weather  at  the  time.

The  Cheltenham  Races,  it  appears,  are  fixed  to  take  place  on  Tues- 
day and  Wednesday,  the  24th  and  25th  of  July. 

The  Performances  at  the  Theatre,  announced  for  Monday  next, 
at  pressent  monopolize  the  attention  of  our  fashionables,  who  have  taken 
time  bv  the  forelock,  and  already  engaged  all  the  boxes  of  the  dress  circle. 
The  great  novelty  and  attraction  of  the  evening  will  be  the  representation 
of  Richard  the  Third,  the  principal  characters  to  be  sustained  by  '*  distin- 
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guished  amateurs  ;"  the  crook-back'd  monarch  himself  being  undertaken  by 
Colonel  Charritie,  the  Earl  of  Richmond  by  Captain  Chambers,  the  Dvke  of 
Norfolk  by  Lee  Moreton,  Esq.,  Catesby  by  Captain  Sowerby,  and  Tressel 
by  an  Amateur  whose  n&me  has  not  yet  transpired.

The  Famous  Cause  of  Small  versus  Attwood,  which  has  been  so  long 
and  so  expensively  progressing  through  the  various  law  courts,  was  finally 
settled,  on  Monday  last,  by  the  decision  of  the  House  of  Lords,  on  the 
appeal  of  the  defendant ;  which  decision,  reversing  the  judgment  of  the 
Court  of  Exchequer,  will  give  to  Mr.  Attwood  the  sum  of  £800,000,  or 
thereabouts,  since  it  carries  with  it  not  only  the  costs,  which  amount  to 
some  £150,000,  but  also  the  interest  on  the  entire  sum.

The  final  settlement  of  the  dispute  between  the  British  Iron  Company 
and  Mr.  Attwood,  by  the  decision  of  the  House  of  Lords  in  favour  of  the 
latter,  has  caused  the  £50  shares  in  the  Company  to  decine  to  £18  ;  a  few 
weeks  ago  they  were  worth  £38  each,  consequently  upon  30,000  shares 
the  proprietors  lose  £400,000  by  this  judgment,  after  ten  years'  litigation.

An  impression  prevails  that  the  coronation  cannot  take  place  so  early  as 
June,  owing  to  the  fact  of  Westminster  Hall  being  required  for  the  sit- 
tings of  the  several  law  courts  till  the  end  of  that  month. — Times. 

Departure  of  the  Guards  for  Canada. — Yesterday  morning,  at  about 
seven  o'clock,  the  first  division  of  the  grenadier  guards,  400  strong,  marched  from 
St.  George's  barrack,  by  Charing  Cross,  en  route  to  embark  at  Portsmouth  for 
Canada.  Long  before  the  hour  appointed  for  their  departure,  a  vast  concourse 
of  people  had  assembled  around  the  barrack  and  in  the  neighbouring  streets,  a 
great  majority  of  them,  of  course,  with  the  mere  object  of  witnessing  a  military 
spectacle,  but  many  also  (not  a  few  of  whom  were  of  the  softer  sex)  to  bid  a  long 
(and  in  some  instances,  perhaps,  a  last)  farewell  to  relatives  and  friends.  In 
the  adieux  thus  made,  none  of  those  tender  partings  were  observed  which  "  press 
the  life  from  out  young  hearts,"  though  many  of  the  ladies  looked  sorrowful 
enough,  a  feeling  but  in  few  instances  reciprocated  by  the  soldiers — a  lack  of 
their  usual  gallantry,  of  course,  attributable  only  to  excess  of  military  ardour,  all 
thoughts  of  old  regard  and  tenderness  being  effaced  by  their  newly-awakened 
devotion  to  the  glorious  lady — Fame.  They  marched  in  high  spirits,  seemingly 
well  pleased  to  exchange  the  monotony  of  home  quarters  for  the  active  excitement 
of  foreign  service.  On  leaving  the  barrack  they  took  a  somewhat  devious  course, 
proceeding  through  Orange-street  into  the  Haymarket,  thence  into  Pall  Mall, 
St,  James's  Square,  through  York-street,  Jermyn-street,  and  St.  James's-street, 
into  Piccadilly,  the  crowd  and  the  soldiers  being,  in  the  narrower  streets,  not 
unfrequently  intermingled.  As  they  marched  forward  the  band  and  the  drums 
and  fifes  played  lively  airs  alternately,  arousing  many  a  startled  sleeper,  who 
stared  with  wondering  gaze  on  the  mixed  mass  of  mob  and  military  parading  in 
fashion  so  unusual  through  the  streets.  On  arriving  at  Apsley  House,  the  drums 
and  fifes  and  the  band  struck  up  together.  Every  head  was  turned  to  the  win- 
dows, more  in  hope,  certainly,  than  expectotion,  that  the  Duke  would  show  him- 
self; a  cheer  was  heard  from  the  leading  files,  but  it  is  not  the  Duke's  habit  to 
exhibit ;  all  was  cold  and  still,  and  the  soldiers  passed  on,  with  an  appearance 
of  disappointment  at  not  receiving  a  look — perhaps  the  last  look — of  recognition 
from  their  illustrious  colonel.  A  finer  body  of  men  than  this  detachment  of 
guards  has  rarely  been  seen,  and,  meet  the  enemies  of  their  country  where  they 
may,  we  doubt  not  they  will  tell  upon  them,  whatever  be  their  strength  of  num- 
ber, condition,  or  position.  The  remainder  of  the  body  of  guards  destined  for 
Canada  (the  whole  being  1,600  bayonets^)  will  march  alse  in  detachments  of  400, 
the  second  proceeding  this  morning,  and  the  third  and  fourth  to-morrow  and  the 
following  day. — Morning  Herald,  Tuesday.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  April  4th,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  coronation  is  definitely  settled  to  take  place  on  the  26th  of 
June.  The  Queen  holds  a  privy  council  to-day,  at  which  the  pro- 
clamations will  be  drawn  up  and  decided  upon,  by  which  the  fact 
will  be  officially  and  formally  made  known  to  her  Majesty's  sub- 
jects. It  is  not  improbable  that  this  proclamation  will  be  issued 
to-morrow.  Whenever  it  is  published  it  will  produce  a  world  of 
bustle  in  all  quarters,  as  there  will  be  no  superabundance  of  time 
for  the  necessary  preparations.  Report  speaks  highly  of  the  splen- 
dour and  magnificence  with  which  some  foreign  Courts  are  to  be 
represented  on  this  occasion,  and  also,  though  with  great  improba- 
bility, of  the  very  extraordinary  course  to  be  pursued  by  the  French 
King,  viz.,  to  send  no  ambassador  extra-ordinary  to  represent  him 
specially  at  this  ceremony,  but  that  General  Sebastiani  is  to  offi- 
ciate. Should  this  be  true,  a  grosser  want  of  respect  from  our 
nearest  and  dearest  and  most  natural  ally  could  scarcely  be  mani- 
fested. It  is  but  fair,  however,  to  add,  that  this  report  rests  upon 
much  the  same  foundation  as  the  story  that  the  Queen  had  sent 
over  to  invite  two  of  the  young  French  Princes,  but  that  Louis 
Philippe  had  demurred,  and  would  only  give  permission  for  one. 

Lord  Melbourne  has  contrived  to  dissuade  her  Majesty  from 
persisting  in  her  marine  trip,  on  the  ground  of  the  excessive  incon- 
venience it  would  be  to  Ministers  to  communicate  with  her  under 
such  circumstances,  and  now  if  the  Queen  leaves  town  at  all  before 
the  coronation  it  will  be  for  Windsor ;  but  her  Majesty's  personal 
feeling  is  said  to  be  still  for  "  the  sea,  the  sea,  the  open  sea." 
Running  backwards  or  forwards  to  Windsor  is,  however,  a  very 
different  affair  to  seafaring  to  various  points  of  the  coast  to  com- 
municate with  their  royal  mistress.  The  "pet  Lamb"  thoroughly 
understands  one  thing — its  own  comfort  and  convenience  ;  and 
being  domiciled  at  Windsor  is  far  preferable  to  an  occasional  berth 
in  the  royal  yacht.  The  Irish  trip  stands ;  there  will  be  no  incon- 
venience at  all  in  that ;  even  the  coronation  is  to  be  hurried  that 
that  may  take  place. — By-the-bye,  the  Baronets  are  to  make  their 
grand  coup  for  the  badge  at  the  ensuing  ceremony. 

The  Duchess  of  Cambridge  has  given  her  first  assembly.  The 
festivities  at  Cambridge  House  will  very  likely  form  a  very  consi- 
derable item  in  the  amount  of  Metropolitan  splendours  and  gaieties. 
During  the  Viceroyalty  of  the  Duke  in  Hanover,  their  Royal 
Hiffh  nesses  distinguished  themselves  by  the  splendour  of  their 
fetes  ;  and  habits  acquired  under  such  circumstances  are  not  easily 
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laid  aside.  This  assembly  was  very  numerously  and  brilliantly 
attended.  The  Duchess,  Prince  George,  the  Princess  Augusta  of 
Cambridge,  and  the  Duchess  of  Gloucester  dined  with  the  Queen 
last  night. 

The  Princess  Augusta  has  taken  possession  of  what  was  the 
Queen's  House  in  St.  James's  Palace,  which  her  Royal  Highness 
will  occupy  during  the  time  the  extensive  alterations  are  made  in 
her  own  residence,  which  is  to  have  a  frontage  to  the  Park.  This 
addition  will  occupy  a  very  considerable  time. 

The  presiding  spirits  of  the  amusements  of  the  gay  world  seem 
determined  to  make  the  most  of  the  opportunity  of  the  Queen's 
first  Drawing  Room  of  the  season.  Laporte  announces  Donizetti's 
new  opera,  "  Lucia  di  Lammermoor"  at  her  Majesty's  theatre. 
Bunn,  at  Drury  Lane,  for  his  own  benefit,  puts  forth  Charles  Kean 
in  a  new  character,  Shy  lock,  and  the  Ladies  Patronesses  of  Almacks 
hold  their  first  assembly  ; — verily,  with  some  it  will  be  difficult  to 
choose,  but  the  elite  will  be  able  to  manage  the  opera  and  the 
ball  too. 

The  Prince  and  Princess  of  Capua  are  living  very  quietly  here 
after  all  the  romance  or  their  union.  The  Princess  is  accompanied 
by  her  sister,  Miss  Smith,  who  is  nearly  as  beautiful  a  specimen  of 
womankind  as  her  Royal  Highness  herself.  It  is  expected  that  there 
will  be  another  application  to  the  British  Court  respecting  the  re- 
ception of  the  Princess. 

Lord  Durham  has  not  yet  taken  his  departure ;  his  Lordship's 
mission  is  not  quite  in  such  good  odour  as  it  was,  since  the  ap- 
pointments have  been  made  public ;  four  official  secretaries  and  a 
legal  adviser  is  certainly  a  very  tolerable  allowance.  But  the  "  legal 
advisership"  is  where  the  shoe  pinches  most;  a  sop  of  £1,500.  a- 
year  to  Mr.  Charles  Buller  could  scarce  hope  to  pass  unquestioned. 
The  Whigs  say  that  he  is  admirably  well  fitted  for  the  place,  and 
the  Tories  say  the  place  is  admirably  well  fitted  for  him,  that  is  all 
the  difference ;  but  there  are  people  impertinent  enough  to  ask, 
what  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor- General  for  Lower  Canada  are  good 
for  at  all,  if  not  fit  to  advise  the  representation  of  the  Crown.  The 
immense  majority  of  two  is  not  likely  to  have  a  very  soothing  effect 
on  the  bilious  temperament  of  the  Pacificator.  His  Lordship  dines 
with  the  Queen  to-night,  when  it  is  probable  he  will  make  his  final 
conge.  Her  Majesty  leaves  town  next  week  for  Windsor,  and  re- 
turns by  the  25th,  just  for  the  sake  of  a  little  country  air.  Some 
of  the  very  knowing  ones  have  fixed  the  coronation  for  the  21st  of 
June,  but  in  spite  of  their  "  undoubted"  and  "  best"  authority  the 
proclamation  will  tell  a  different  story.  The  objection  to  the  21st 
is,  that  it  is  only  one  day  after  the  anniversary  of  the  death  of  the 
late  king. 

The  Queen  goes  to  the  opera  to-morrow  night,  to  witness  the 
first  performance  of  Donizetti's  new  opera  ;  it  is  to  be  a  subscrip- 
tion night,  and  a  brilliant  house  may  be  anticipated.  As  yet  it  has 
gone  on  but  languidly,  in  spite  of  the  beautiful  singing  of  Persiani  ; 
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the  pit  has  been  tolerably  full,  but  the  boxes  have  looked  beggarly 
and  deserted,  and  this  is  because  it  is  "  before  Easter,"  nothing 
else.  This  is  announced  as  the  last  season  of  Rubini,  so  he  will 
be  made  much  of,  though  not  more  so  than  he  deserves,  let  them 
do  what  they  will.  For  his  successor  we  must  look  to  Donzelli ; 
Ivanhoff  won't  do,  beautiful  as  is  the  quality  of  his  voice,  he  is 
such  a  "  stick"  of  an  actor. 


THE  FIRST  DRAWING  ROOM. 

Thursday,  April  5. 
The  Drawing  Room  to-day  was  not  distinguished  by  either  num- 
bers or  brilliancy,  though  there  was  an  average  assemblage  of  rank, 
beauty,  and  fashion  present.  The  Duke  and  Duchess,  Prince 
George,  and  the  Princess  Augusta  of  Cambridge,  the  Duchess  of 
Kent,  the  Duchess  of  Gloucester,  and  the  Princess  Augusta  were 
present ;  the  Queen  Dowager  did  not  appear,  but  sent  one  of  her 
ladies  in  waiting  (Lady  Clinton.)  Some  of  the  dresses  of  the  ladies 
were  very  elegant ;  embroidered  trains  were  very  general,  and  there 
were  a  great  many  of  velvet.  The  Duchess  of  Kent's  dress  was 
one  of  the  most  elegant  at  Court :  both  it  and  the  train  were  white 
and  embroidered  all  over  with  silver.  Her  Royal  Highness  was 
attended  by  two  equerries  and  two  ladies  in  waiting.  The  Duke 
and  Duchess  of  Cambridge  also  came  in  state.  The  Duke  and 
Prince  George  wore  the  order  of  the  Garter.  Lord  Lyndhurst  was 
present,  and  Lady  Lyndhurst  was  presented  (not  on  her  marriage) 
by  Lady  Cowley.  Sir  Robert  and  Lady  Peel,  the  Archbishops  of 
Canterbury  and  York,  the  Countess  of  Jersey,  the  Duchess  of  Nor- 
thumberland, the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Somerset,  the  Duke  and 
Duchess  of  Richmond,  the  Dowager  Marchioness  of  Conyngham, 
Lord  Burghersh,  the  Countess  of  Verulam,  Marquis  of  Down  shire, 
Earl  and  Countess  of  Plymouth,  Countess  of  Lichfield,  Earl  Grey, 
the  Marquis  of  Douro,  the  Duchess  of  Cannizzarro,  the  Marquis 
and  Marchioness  of  Chandos,  the  Lord  and  Lady  Mayoress,  the 
Sheriffs  and  their  Ladies,  the  Rothschild's  were  among  the  crowd 
who  paid  their  respects.  Prince  Soutzo,  the  new  French  Minister, 
was  there;  the  Princess  was  presented  by  the  French  Ambassa- 
dress, and  the  Duke  de  Coigny  by  the  French  Ambassador ;  the 
Lady  Mayoress  was  presented  by  the  Duchess  of  Somerset,  Lady 
Peel  by  the  Duchess  of  Northumberland.  Among  the  ladies  who 
distinguished  themselves  by  the  splendour  of  their  jewels  and  dress 
were,  Viscountess  Beresford,  the  Marchioness  of  Clanriearde,  and 
Lady  Cecilia  Underwood ;  the  diamonds  of  the  latter  are  most 
magnificent ;  and  those  who  bore  away  the  palm  foi  personal  beauty 
were,  Lady  Augusta  Baring,  Lady  Peel,  the  Duchess  of  Richmond 
and  Mrs.  Young.  Among  the  maidens  perhaps  it  would  be  invi- 
dious to  particularize.  Col.  Wyld  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  the  Bri- 
tish Commissioner  in  Spain  during  the  active  and  positive  inter- 
vention on  non-intervention  principles,  was  at  the  Drawing  Room, 
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and  was  decorated  with  seven  or  eight  orders  of  Knighthood. 
Before  the  Drawing  Room  commenced,  the  Queen  went  through 
the  annnal  ceremony  of  receiving  the  boys  of  Christ's  Hospital, 
looking  at  their  drawings,  &c.  The  Queen  went  from  one  palace 
to  another,  with  an  escort  of  life-guards,  and  with  a  suite  of  near  a 
dozen  persons.  The  only  gentlemen  who  appeared  in  the  costume 
of  Highland  regiments  were  Lord  Arthur  Lennox  and  Viscount 
Drumlanrig.

THE  QUEEN'S  CORONATION. 
(From  the  Supplement  of  the  London  Gazette  of  Tuesday.) 
BY  THE  QUEEN. — A  PROCLAMATION 
Declaring  her  Majesty's  pleasure  touching  her  Royal  Coronation  and  the 
Solemnity  thereof. 

Victoria,  R. 

Whereas  we  have  resolved,  by  the  favour  and  blessing  of  Almighty 
God,  to  celebrate  the  solemnity  of  our  Royal  Coronation,  upon  Tuesday, 
the  twenty-sixth  day  of  June  next,  at  our  Palace  at  Westminster ;  and 
forasmuch  as  by  ancient  customs  and  usages  of  this  realm,  as  also  in  re- 
gard of  divers  tenures  of  sundry  manors,  lands,  and  other  hereditaments, 
many  of  our  loving  subjects  do  claim,  and  are  bound,  to  do  and  perform 
divers  services  on  the  said  day,  and  at  the  time  of  the  Coronation,  as  in 
times  precedent  their  ancestors,  and  those  from  whom  they  claim,  have 
done  and  performed  at  the  Coronations  of  our  famous  progenitors  and 
predecessors,  Kings  and  Queens  of  this  realm  ;  we,  therefore,  out  of  Our 
princely  care  for  the  preservation  of  the  lawful  rights  and  inheritances  of 
our  loving  subjects  whom  it  may  concern,  have  thought  fit  to  give  notice 
of  and  publish  Our  resolution  therein  ;  and  do  hereby  give  notice  of  and 
publish  the  same  accordingly  ;  and  We  do  hereby  further  signify,  that  by 
Our  Commission  under  Our  Great  *Seal  of  Great  Britain,  We  have  ap- 
pointed and  authorised  all  the  Lords  and  others  who  have  been  sworn  of 
Our  most  Honourable  Privy  Council,  or  any  five  or  more  of  them,  to  re- 
ceive, hear,  and  determine  the  petitions  and  claims  which  shall  be  to  them 
exhibited  by  any  of  Our  loving  subjects  in  this  behalf ;  and  We  shall  ap- 
point our  said  Commissioners  for  that  purpose  to  sit  in  the  Council  Cham- 
ber at  Whitehall,  upon  Saturday,  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  April  instant, 
at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  same  day,  and  from  time  to  time  to 
adjourn  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet  for  the  execution  of  Our  said  Com- 
mission, which  We  do  thus  publish,  to  the  intent  that  all  such  persons 
whom  it  may  any  ways  concern  may  know  when  and  where  to  give  their 
attendance  for  the  exhibiting  of  their  petitions  and  claims  concerning  their 
services  beforementioned  to  be  done  and  performed  at  Our  said  Corona- 
tion ;  and  We  do  hereby  signify  unto  all  and  every  Our  subjects  whom  it 
may  concern  that  Our  will  and  pleasure  is,  and  We  do  hereby  strictly 
charge,  and  command  ail  persons,  of  whatever  rank  and  title  soever  they 
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be,  or  who,  either  upon  Our  letters  to  them  directed,  or  by  reason  of  their 
offices  or  tenures,  or  otherwise,  are  to  do  any  service  at  the  said  day  or 
time  of  Our  Coronation,  that  they  do  duly  give  their  attendance  according- 
ly, in  all  respects  furnished  and  appointed  as  to  so  great  a  solemnity  apper- 
tained, and  answerable  to  the  dignities  and  places  which  every  one  of 
them  respectively  holdeth  and  enjoyeth,  and  of  this  they,  or  any  of  them, 
are  not  to  fail,  as  they  will  answer  the  contrary  at  their  perils,  unless  upon 
special  reasons  by  Ourself,  under  Our  hand,  to  be  allowed,  We  shall  dis- 
pense with  any  of  their  services  or  attendances. 

Given  at  Our  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace,  the  fourth  day  of  April,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  in  the 
first  year  of  Our  reign. 

God  save  the  Queen.

The  Duchess  of  Leinster's  Diamonds. — No  clue  has  as  yet  been  found  by 
which  the  actors  in  this  felony  could  be  discovered.  It  has  since  been  ascertained 
that  the  loss  incurred  amounts  to  thirteen  thousand  guineas. — Dublin  Even.  Mail. 

The  Extensive  Jewel  Robbery  at  Lord  Charlemont's. — A  description 
was  lately  given  of  the  costly  jewels  and  other  valuables  (intrinsically  worth  up- 
wards of  £2000)  belonging  to  Lady  Charlemont,  and  stolen  from  the  town  resi- 
dence, 49,  Lower  Grosvenor  Street.  The  extent  of  the  robbery,  however,  had  not 
then  been  ascertained,  as  the  depositories  of  other  valuable  property  belonging 
to  members  of  the  family  then  in  Ireland  appeared  also  to  have  been  ransacked. 
Yesterday  was  received,  in  addition  to  the  list  previously  published,  the  follow- 
ing description  of  property  stolen  at  the  same  time,  belonging  to  Lady  Elizabeth 
Clement — viz.,  two  gold  vinaigrettes,  with  Cairngorum  stones  at  the  top;  along 
plain  gold  chain  ;  large  gold  watch,  with  white  face  ;  a  suite  of  cameos,  neck- 
lace, ear-rings,  and  comb  (with  a  cameo  on  the  latter,  subject,  Guido's  Aurora"); 
a  set  of  antique  petra  dura,  necklace,  bracelets,  and  anchor;  and  large  gold 
bracelet  of  French  manufacture,  with  coloured  stones  in  the  clasp,  and  another 
large  bracelet  with  amethyst;  a  mother-of-pearl  double  opera  glass;  three 
brooches  in  form  of  a  bow  ;  a  pair  of  cornelian  ear-rings,  with  turquoise  "forget 
me  not"  on  the  tip  ;  a  pair  of  malachite  ear-rings;  a  quantity  of  gold  chains, 
rings,  lockets,  &c.  Unfortunately  the  large  reward  of  £300  offered  by  Lord 
Charlemonr*  has  not  yet  led  to  a  discovery  of  the  thieves. — Morning  Herald. 

The  Representative  of  the  Emperor  of  Russia  at  the  Queen's 
Coronation. — Some  weeks  since  it  was  generally  reported  in  the  diplo- 
matic circles,  that  the  Grand  Duke  Michael  would  visit  this  country  for 
the  purpose  of  representing  his  Imperial  brother  at  the  approaching  coro- 
nation of  her  Majesty.  It  is  now  said  that  the  Grand  Duke  will  not  come 
to  England,  and  that  the  personage  selected  by  his  Imperial  Majesty  for 
that  high  honour  is  his  second  son  (a  youthful  Prince  of  great  promise.) 
His  Highness  will  be  accompanied  by  some  of  the  highest  officers  in  the 
Russian  army  in  the  capacity  of  Aides-de-Camp.  His  Highness  is  ex- 
pected the  latter  end  of  next  month,  or  the  beginning  of  June,  apartments 
having  been  taken  at  one  of  the  principal  hotels  for  his  reception. 

The  coronation,  we  lament  to  learn,  is  to  be  solemnised  with  "  maimed 
rites."  There  is  to  be  no  banquet.  Should  Ministers  remain  so  long  in 
office,  it  is  understood  to  be  their  intention  to  hasten  the  prorogation  of 
Parliament  as  much  as  possible,  in  order  that  very  soon  after  the  corona- 
tion her  Majesty  may  make  a  royal  progress  both  in  Scotland  and  Ireland. 
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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Amateur  Performances  at  the  theatre  on  Monday  evening  rea- 
lized to  the  full  the  expectations  of  all  parties  by  crowding  the  house  in 
every  part,  boxes,  pit  and  gallery.    The  play  selected  was  Richard  the 
Third,  the  principal  characters  being  sustained  by  Col.  Charitie,  who  per- 
formed the  Duke  of  Gloucester ;  Captain  Chambers,  who  performed  the 
Earl  of  Richmond;  Mr.  Lee  Morton,  the  Duke  of  Norfolk;  and  Mr.  R.  A. 
Robinson  a  character  named  Tressel,  which  we  certainly  never  saw  before 
introduced  into  this  tragedy.,  and  might  just  as  well  have  been  omitted 
upon  this  occasion.    It  would  be  unfair  to  these  gentlemen  to  judge  of 
their  respective  efforts  by  the  standard  of  professional  criticism.  They 
had,  obviously,  each  and  all,  taken  great  pains  to  acquire  an  accurate  con- 
ception of  their  characters,  and,  allowing  for  the  novelty  of  their  situation, 
succeeded  quite  as  well  as  could  have  been  reasonably  expected,  and  kept 
the  house  in  the  best  possible  good  humour  from  beginning  to  end.  In 
Col.  Charitie's  acting  there  was,  throughout,  more  vivacity  and  animation 
than  we  have  been  accustomed  to  associate  with  the  deep  hypocrisy  of  the 
Duke  of  Gloucester,  and  too  much  of  "  fiery  indignation'*  even  in  those 
scenes  which  required  a  dash  of  spirit  to  be  thrown  in.    In  his  less  im- 
passioned moods  there  were  some  very  clever  points,  and  a  calm,  yet  forci- 
ble energy  of  expression  which  told  remarkably  well.     The  interviews 
with  Buckingham  were  of  this  sort,  and  the  scene  in  which  the  orders  and 
arrangements  for  the  battle  field  are  set  forth,  was  equally  effective  ;  the 
thick- coming  apprehensions,  which  at  that  hour  came  thronging  on  the 
mind  of  Richard  as  he  contemplated  the  prospects  of  the  morrow,  were 
pourtrayed  with  skilful  fidelity  by  the  reading  given  of  the  passages  follow- 
ing,— "  What !   is  my  beaver  easier  than  it  was  ?"    The  amateur  who 
enacted  Richmond  certainly  did  not  impiove  the  character  by  his  persona- 
tion of  it :  if  his  acting  had  equalled  his  costume,  it  would  have  been  a 
brilliant  affair  indeed.    The  little  which  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  Duke  of 
Norfolk  to  do  was  really  done  well ;  but,  notwithstanding,  the|  character 
was  rendered  ludicrous  by  the  brogue  of  its  representative.  Injustice  to  "the 
company,"  we  are  fain  to  allude  to  the  lady  who  performed  the  part  of 
Queen,  and  who  certainly  sustained  her  character  with  complete  success. 
In  the  parting  scene  in  the  Tower  Miss  Poole  evidenced  histrionic  abilities 
vastly  superior  to  the  average  of  provincial  talent.    Mrs.  J.  B.  Hill,  as  the 
Lady  Anne,  also  acquitted  herself  very  ably,  and  the  gentleman  who 
enacted  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  is  equally  entitled  to  his  full  measure  of 
praise.    At  the  close  of  the  performance  the  amateurs  were  loudly  called 
for,  and  on  successively  presenting  themselves  before  the  curtain,  were 
greeted  with  the  unanimous  applause  of  one  of  the  most  brilliant  houses 
that  we  have  seen  for  a  very  long  while.    After  the  tragedy  many  of  the 
audience  left  the  theatre,  though  a  large  majority  remained  for  the  after- 
piece of  The  Sleeping  Draught,  which  was  performed  with  much  spirit, 
and  to  the  evident  amusement  of  all  present.    We  sincerely  hope  our  per- 
severing manager  will  witness,  ere  yet  his  season  closes,  many  more  such 
"  bumper"  nights  as  that  which  has  called  forth  the  present  brief  notice  of 
the  Looker- On. 
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The  Sports  of  the  Chase  are  now  drawing  near  to  their  close.  On 
TuesdayBthe  stag-hounds  will  meet  at  the  Seven  Springs,  four  miles  on  the 
new  Cirencester  road  ;  and  on  Friday  (being  their  last  day  this  season)  at 
Beckford  Inn ; — winding  up  a  series  of  sport,  which  the  most  fastidious 
person  cannot  but  approve.  We  have  authority  to  state  that  Lord 
Segrave,  with  his  usual  liberality,  has  promised  the  subscribers  twelve  of 
his  splendid  deer  for  next  season.  The  fox-hounds  meet  on  Monday  at 
Chedworth  ;  and,  probably,  at  Broadway  on  Wednesday.  His  lordship's 
hounds  have  killed  more  foxes  this  year  than  any  other  pack  in  the  king- 
dom, and  have  had  some  very  splendid  runs. 

The  Literary  and  Philosophical  Institution  resumes  its  evening 
lectures  on  Tuesday,  when  Mr.  Cornfield,  the  Curator,  is  expected  to  deli- 
ver a  lecture  on  the  State  of  the  Heavens  at  the  Vernal  Equinox.  The  Com- 
mittee have  also  arranged  for  holding  a  conversazione  of  the  members  on 
Tuesday,  the  24th  instant,  when  several  communications  on  literary  sub- 
jects will  be  read. 

Next  Week,  betng  Passion  Week,  there  will  be  no  musical  perfor- 
mances in  the  morning  at  the  Montpellier  Spa  ;  but  the  Spring  Band  will 
again  resume  on  Easter  Monday.

The  Monthly  Chronicle,  No.  2,  does  not  please  us  so  well  as  No.  1 
did.  The  contents  partake  too  much  of  the  character  of  newspaper  topics. 
The  Slave  Trade,  and  the  Coal  Monopolies,  are  now  such  daily  hacknied 
themes,  that,  notwithstanding  their  importance,  we  could  fain  wish  the 
space  allotted  to  their  discussion  here,  had  been  occupied  with  other  mat- 
ter ;  all  the  papers  are,  however,  not  open  to  this  objection.  The  leading 
article,  which  is  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  the  question,  Are  the 
Planets  Inhabited  ?  is  a  masterly  speculation  on  a  subject  which  has  often- 
times engaged  the  thoughts  of  our  philosophers.  The  theories  and  dis- 
coveries of  both  ancient  and  modern  astronomers  are  brought  forward  to 
illustrate  and  explain  the  argument,  and  their  views  and  opinions  are  fully 
and  liberally  discussed.  The  essay  is  obviously  the  production  of  one  who 
has  carefully  studied  and  mastered  the  difficulties  of  the  subject,  and  who, 
from  reason  and  analogy,  has  at  length  arrived  at  this  conclusion — That 
the  planets  are  worlds,  fulfilling  in  the  economy  of  the  universe  the  same 
functions,  and  created  by  the  Divine  hand,  for  the  same  moral  purposes, 
and  with  the  same  destinies,  as  the  earth.  The  critic-paper  Art  in  Fiction, 
commenced  in  the  first  number  of  the  Chronicle,  is  resumed,  and  the  sub- 
ject further  considered,  unaer  the  heads  of  Conception — Interest — Descrip- 
tion— Mechanism  and  Conduct — Catastrophe,  &c,  upon  all  of  which  topics 
many  valuable  hints  are  given,  the  more  valuable  because  they  form  the 
first  attempt  at  determining  the  rules  which  should  regulate  the  composi- 
tion of  prose  works  of  fiction  as  an  art.  We  do  not,  it  is  true,  agree  with 
the  writer  in  all  his  observations — those,  for  example,  upon  the  peculiar 
character  of  the  genius  of  Scott,  are  partial  and  unjust,  and  give  rather  an 
ex-parte,  than  a  fair  view  of  the  mind  of  the  great  magician  of  the  North. 
Neither  do  we  assent  to  the  philosophy  of  all  the  canons  of  criticism  laid 
down.  The  treatise,  however,  displays  profound  thought,  and  careful  in- 
vestigation into  cause  and  effect,  and  is,  moreover,  written  with  great  ele- 
gance throughout.  As  an  example  of  the  style  and  manner  in  which  the 
subject  is  handled,  we  will  here  quote  a  passage  from  the  comparison  in- 
stituted by  the  writer  between  the  denouement  of  a  drama  and  a  novel, 
and  add  also  the  closing  thoughts  which  immediately  follow. 

"  There  is  another  distinction  between  the  catastrophe  of  a  novel  and  that  of  a 
play.  In  the  last,  it  ought  to  be  the  most  permanent  and  striking  events  that 
lead  to  the  catastrophe  ;  in  the  former  it  will  often  be  highly  artistical  to  revive 
for  the  consummating  effect,  many  slight  details — incidents  the  author  had  but 
dimly  shadowed  out — mysteries,  that  you  had  judged  till  then  he  had  forgotten 
to  clear  up  ;  and  to  bring  a  thousand  rivulets  that  had  seemed  merely  introduced 
to  relieve  or  adorn  the  way,  into  the  rapid  gulf  which  closes  over  all.  The  effect 
of  this  has  a  charm  not  derived  from  mere  trick,  but  from  its  fidelity  to  the  natu- 
ral and  lifelike  order  of  events.  What  more  common  in  the  actual  world  than 
that  the  great  crises  of  our  fate  are  influenced  and  coloured,  not  so  much  by  the 
incidents  and  persons  we  have  deemed  most  important,  but  by  many  things  of 
remote  date,  or  of  seeming  insignificance.  The  feather  the  eagle  carelessly  sheds 
by  the  way-side  plumes  the  shaft  that  transfixes  him.  In  this  management  and 
combination  of  incidents  towards  the  grand  end,  knowledge  of  Human  Nature 
can  alone  lead  the  student  to  the  knowledge  of  Ideal  Art. 
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"  These  remarks  form  the  summary  of  the  hints  and  suggestions  that,  after  a 
careful  study  of  books,  we  submit  to  the  consideration  of  the  student  in  a  class 
of  literature  now  so  widely  cultivated,  and  hitherto  almost  wholly  unexamined 
by  the  critic.  We  presume  not  to  say  that  they  form  an  entire  code  of  laws  for 
the  art.  Even  Aristotle's  immortal  treatise  on  Poetry,  were  it  bequeathed  to  us 
complete,  would  still  be  but  a  skeleton  ;  and  though  no  poet  could  read  that 
treatise  without  advantage,  the  most  glorious  poetry  might  be,  and  has  been, 
written  in  defiance  of  nearly  all  its  laws.  Genius  will  arrive  at  fame  by  the 
light  of  its  own  star  ;  but  Criticism  can  often  serve  as  a  sign- post  to  save  many 
an  unnecessary  winding  and  indicate  many  a  short  way  He  who  aspires  to 
excel  in  that  fiction  which  is  the  glass  of  truth,  may  learn  much  from  books  and 
rules,  from  the  lecturer  and  the  critic  ;  but  he  must  be  also  the  Imaginer,  the 
Observer.  He  will  be  ever  examining  human  life  in  its  most  catholic  and  com- 
prehensive aspects.  Nor  is  it  enough  to  observe — it  is  necessary  to  feel.  We 
must  let  the  heart  be  a  student  as  well  as  the  head.  No  man  who  is  a  passion- 
less and  cold  spectator,  will  ever  be  an  accurate  analyst,  of  all  the  motives  and 
springs  of  action.  Perhaps,  if  we  were  to  search  for  the  true  secret  of  creative 
genius,  we  should  find  that  secret  in  the  intenseness  of  its  sympathies." 

We  had  designed  noticing  the  other  articles  contained  in  this  number 
of  the  Monthly  Chronicle,  but  time  and  space  alike  forbid  ;  we  may,  how- 
ever,  just  mention,  as  worthy  of  especial  commendation,  the  story,  and  a 
rich  and  sparkling  one  it  is,  of  Zicci,  which  is  continued  from  the  last 
number,  and  a  Review  of  the  History  of  the  Stage,  commencing  with  the 
period  of  Miss  O'Neil's  retirement.  There  is  also  a  short  paper  on  Mr. 
Talfour's  Copyright  Bill,  which  will  be  read  with  interest  by  all  those  in- 
terested in  the  results  of  that  important  measure.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  April  llfh,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  Committee  of  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  have  got  to 
work,  and  have  issued  mandates  to  the  Earl  Marshal,  the  Com- 
missioners of  Woods  and  Forests,  the  Great  Officeis  of  State,  the 
Duchess  of  Sutherland,  (as  Mistress  of  the  Robes)  &c.  &c,  enjoin- 
ing them  to  make  all  the  necessary  preparations  in  their  respective 
departments  forthwith,  for  the  ensuing  coronation,  and  requiring 
the  various  claims  and  plans  to  be  submitted  for  their  approval. 
There  is  to  be  no  banquet  or  Champion,  and  the  precedent  formed 
by  the  coronation  of  William  the  Fourth  is  to  be  as  rigidly  followed 
as  possible.  There  is  a  report  "  on  good  authority,"  that  a  plat- 
form is  to  be  erected  right  through  tiie  Park  to  the  Abbey,  that 
the  Queen  may  walk  in  procession  from  the  Palace,  but  with  all 
due  submission  we  take  leave  to  disbelieve  it.  The  length  of  the 
ceremony  itself,  with  the  weight  of  the  cumbrous  robes  of  state, 
will  tax  the  young  Queen's  strength  quite  sufficiently  without  giv- 
ing her  the  fatigue  of  walking  to  and  fro  ;  and  should  it  turn  out 
as  it  was  on  the  last  coronation,  a  miserably  wet  day,  a  walking 
procession  would  be  anything  but  a  gratifying  spectacle.  One  of 
the  knotty  points  for  the  Lords  of  the  Council  to  decide  on  will 
be,  who  is  to  appear  as  Lord  High  Constable  of  England ;  this 
office  is  hereditary  in  the  disputed  barony  of  Stafford,  and  at  Wil- 
liam the  Fourth's  coronation  the  difficulty  was  got  over  by  the 
Privy  Council  appointing  the  Duke  of  Wellington  to  act  as  Lord 
High  Constable  for  that  occasion.  The  creation  of  Peers  and  pro- 
motions in  the  Peerage  will,  no  doubt,  be  very  numerous. — On  dit. 
four  whig  Marquesses  are  to  be  made  Dukes,  viz.,  Westminster, 
Bredalbane,  Lansdown  and  Anglesey ; — that  the  three  former  will 
receive  an  accession  of  dignity  is  most  highly  probable,  but  with 
respect  to  the  latter,  there  is  good  reason  for  believing  that  such 
an  offer  would  be  declined.  The  papers  teemed  with  a  report 
which  had  some  foundation,  about  a  twelvemonth  since,  that  the 
noble  Marquis  was  to  be  created  Duke  of  Moaa,  but  it  went  off 
without  being  verified.  It  surely  would  show  a  great  want  of 
worldly  prudence  for  the  head  of  a  noble  house,  whose  revenue's 
were  barely  sufficient  to  support  its  present  state,  to  burden  him- 
self with  additional  dignity.  The  Earl  of  Durham  is  to  be  rewarded 
at  the  termination  of  his  Canadian  mission,  with  either  a  Marqui- 
sate  or  the  first  vacant  Garter.  An  equally  good  reason  will  be 
found  for  it  whether  he  is  successful  in  his  labours  or  not. 

The  Queen  left  town  this  afternoon,  for  Windsor,  where  her 
Majesty  will  remain  during  the  Easter  holidays,  purposing  to  return 
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to  town  on  the  24th  or  25th.  Her  Majesty's  equestrian  exercises 
have  proceeded  daily,  without  intermission,  generally  expending 
to  about  six  or  seven  miles  in  the  environs  of  the  Metropolis,  and 
most  frequently  in  company  with  her  mother,  the  Duchess  of 
Kent.  The  little  dinner  parties  every  evening  at  the  Palace  have 
gone  as  usual.  Marlborough  House  is  not  yet  complete  enough 
for  the  residence  of  the  Queen  Dowager.  There  is  to  be  an  en- 
tirely new  entrance  ;  the  old  one  in  Pall  Mall  is  to  be  pulled  down 
and  the  new  one  erected  in  the  same  place.  It  is  to  be  much 
loftier  and  handsomer,  and  will  be  erected  under  the  superintend- 
ence of  the  Commissioners  of  Woods  and  Forests. 

The  Queen  went  to  see  the  national  collection  of  pictures  exhi- 
bited for  the  first  time  in  the  new  Gallery,  on  Saturday,  previous 
to  its  being  opened  to  the  public.  There  have  been  many  valuable 
pictures  made  by  purchase  and  presentation  ;  the  first  and  finest  of 
these  is  the  Murillo  (purchased  for  £6,000.)  ;  it  is  the  best  picture 
of  this  master  in  the  country,  beating  any  one  of  the  far-famed 
pictures  captured  by  Marshal  Soult,  and  now  in  the  possession  ot 
the  Duke  of  Sutherland.  William  the  Fourth  has  presented  the 
portraits  of  John  Kemble  as  Hamlet,  the  President  WTest,  Mr. 
Angerstein,  &c.  by  Sir  Thos.  Lawrence;  several  by  Sir  Joshua 
Reynolds,  and  two  large  pictures  by  Guido.  Lord  Farnborough's 
have  not  yet  been  hung  up — By-the-bye,  when  the  statement  first 
appeared  in  the  Court  Gossip  of  the  Looker-On,  that  Lord  Farn- 
borough,  in  his  life-time,  had  promised  to  bequeath  his  pictures  to 
the  National  Gallery,  some  of  the  papers  took  upon  themselves  to 
correct  it,  and  then  had  a  correction,  that  his  Lordship  had  be- 
queathed one  or  two  of  his  most  valuble  pictures  to  the  nation  ;  it 
will  now  be  seen  who  is  right,  for  instead  of  the  one  or  two  there 
will  most  probably  be  a  dozen.  As  for  the  Gallery  itself,  it  is  a 
duplicate  of  the  Rooms  of  the  Royal  Academy,  and  a  most  unsa- 
tisfactory affair.  The  fact,  that  in  a  building  designed  and  built 
for  no  other  purpose  than  the  proper  exhibition  of  fine  pictures, 
there  is  not  a  room  in  which  the  Cartoons  at  Hampton  Court,  by 
Uafaelle,  can  be  properly  hung,  needs  no  comment. 

The  new  opera,  Lucia  di  Lammermoor,  will  most  probably  have 
a  considerable  run.  With  nothing  that  is  new,  there  is  a  great 
deal  that  is  pretty.  It  introduced  Signor  Morelli,  whom  the  bills 
called  the  "  celebrated  Tenore,"  to  the  English  public.  All  one 
can  say  of  him  is,  that  if  the  Signor  really  is  celebrated,  it  certainly 
must  be  for  something  else  besides  his  singing.  He  sustained  the 
character  of  Raymond  Bidet he-Bent.  There  is  but  a  very  faint 
resemblance  in  the  plot  of  the  opera  to  that  of  the  beautiful  story 
on  which  it  is  founded.  The  catastrophe  of  the  heroine  is  pre- 
served, and  Ravenswood  is  made  to  stab  himself  on  hearing  her 
death  knell.  The  opera  was  cast  thus  : — Lord  Henry  Ashton,  Tam- 
buiini ;  Lvzy,  Madame  Persiani;  Ravenswoud,  Rubini ;  Bucklaw, 
i ;  and  Raymond  Bide-the-Bent,  Morelli.  Persiani  sang  de- 
lightfully ;  Rubini  with  exquisite  taste  and  refinement ;  Tamburini 
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was  highly  satisfactory,  and  Tati  was  as  awkward  as  possible,  and 
sang  a  very  showy  but  rather  common-place  aria,  withont  the  least 
taste  or  feeling.  Rubini's  dying  song  "  0  bell  alma  imiamorato" 
was  inimitable.  J5oth  on  Thursday,  when  the  Queen  was  present, 
and  Saturday  the  house  was  most  brilliantly  and  fashionably  at- 
tended. The  Queen's  bounty  is  to  be  distributed  to-morrow  at 
Whitehall  Chapel,  to  a  great  number  of  aged  persons  of  both 
sexes.

SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  First  Floral  Exhibition  of  the  forthcoming  season  is  now  for- 
mally advertised  to  take  place  in  the  Montpellier  Rotunda,  on  Tuesday, 
the  24th  instant,  and  as  this  will  also  be  the  first  show  since  the  union  of 
the  Cheltenham  Floral  Society  with  the  Gloucestershire  Zoological  and 
Botanical  Society,  we  have  some  reason  to  expect  it  will  prove  superior 
to  the  average  of  the  spring  exhibitions  of  foimer  years.  A  variety  of 
alterations  have  been  made  in  the  original  regulations  for  the  management 
of  these  shows.  Among  others,  the  amounts  of  the  various  prizes  are 
fairly  stated,  so  that  the  contributors,  instead  of  being  kept  in  the  dark  on 
this  subject  until  the  end  of  the  season,  as  was  formerly  the  case,  now 
know  beforehand  the  precise  remuneration  which  they  may  expect  to  re- 
ceive for  the  trouble  and  expense  incident  to  the  cultivation  or  transmis- 
sion of  whatever  specimens  they  may  forward  for  exhibition.  We  observe 
by  the  schedule  that  an  important  alteration  has  also  been  made  in  the  ap- 
portion of  the  prizes  which  have  now  been  divided  into  two  classes ; — 
the  first  being  those  for  which  amateurs  only  may  exhibit,  the  second 
those  for  which  amateurs  and  nurserymen  and  gardeners  may  alike  com- 
pete, the  prizes  largest  in  amount  being  assigned  to  the  class  which  is 
open  to  all.  The  operation  of  this  alteration  will,  we  doubt  not,  prove 
beneficial,  as  under  the  former  system  many  amateurs  objected  to  enter 
into  competition  with  the  professed  florist,  and  hence  the  exhibitions  be- 
came deprived  of  numberless  beautiful  and  attractive  specimens,  upon 
which  they  may,  we  think,  henceforth  very  fairly  calculate. 

The  Assembly  Rooms  are  about  to  undergo  another  change  of  manager, 
Mr.  Cooke,  the  present  renter,  being  about  to  terminate  his  connexion 
with  the  establishment.  The  last  ball  of  the  season,  which  is  to  take  place 
on  Monday  next,  will,  therefore,  be  also  the  last  under  Mr.  C's  management 
and  direction,  and  is  accordingly  announced  as  his  farewell  ball ;  this  the 
proprietors  of  the  Rooms  and  the  gentlemen  comprising  the  committee 
have,  it  appears,  signified  their  intention  of  patronizing,  and  such  being 
the  case,  we  may  anticipate  a  gay  and  brilliant  company  upon  the  occasion. 

The  Montpellier  Spring  Band  will  resume  its  morning  performances 
at  the  Spa  on  Monday  next.  The  full  summer  band  is  to  commence  on 
Monday,  the  7th  of  May,  at  least  such  are  the  present  arrangements. 

The  Cheltenham  Stag  Hounds  meet  to-day,  for  the  last  time  this 
season,  at  Beckford  Inn.. 
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Lord  Segrave's  Fox  Hounds  brought  their  sports  to  a  close  on  Wed- 
nesday, when  they  threw  off  at  Weston  Park,  near  Broadway,  and  had  a 
capital  run.  The  pack  returned  to  the  Cheltenham  Kennel  on  Thursday, 
and  yesterday  took  its  final  departure  for  Berkeley  Castle. 


METEOROLOGY  AND  THE  WEATHER  PROPHETS. 

The  interest  which  was  felt  on  the  subject  of  the  weather  prophets  when 
first  we  determined  upon  putting  the  accuracy  of  their  predictions  to  the 
test  of  actual  observation,  has  long  since  passed  away  ;  curiosity  is  but 
little  exerted  on  the  subject,  and  a  fresh  stimulus,  another  fortunate  verifi- 
cation, like  that  of  the  20th  of  January,  is  now  required  to  re-arouse  the 
attention  of  the  public ;  this,  we  fear,  from  the  present  "  aspects  of  the 
heavens,"  is  not  likely  very  soon  to  occur,  Messrs.  Murphy  and  Morrison 
being  both  in  an  awful  minority  just  now,  the  "  actual  results"  having  in 
fact  fairly  beaten  them  from  "  the  field  of  observation,"  and  settled  for  a 
while  the  question  of  their  weather  wisdom.  Such  being  the  case,  the 
Looker-On  may  stand  excused  if,  henceforth,  he  should  recur  less  fre- 
quently to  the  jaded  theme,  and  instead  of  a  weekly,  present  his  readers 
with  a  fortnightly  table  of  the  prophecies  and  the  results.  In  fact  it  is  our 
intention  to  adopt  this  course  for  the  future,  which,  without  abandoning 
our  original  design  of  affording  to  the  prognosticators  of  wind  and  weather 
a  fair  twelvemonths  trial,  will,  so  far  as  the  end  proposed  to  be  attained  is 
concerned,  be  equally  satisfactory  and  conclusive  with  a  hebdomadal  re- 
turn, while  it  will  have  this  advantage,  that  greater  accuracy  can  be  thus 
ensured,  by  affording  our  indefatigable  meteorologist  more  time  for  the 
careful  revision  of  the  tables.

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LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

On  Tuesday  evening  Mr.  Cornfield,  the  Curator  of  this  Institution,  deli- 
vered a  lecture  on  the  peculiar  appearances  of  the  Heavens  at  the  Vernal 
Equinox,  before  entering  upon  the  immediate  discussion  of  which,  Mr. 
Cornfield  entered  upon  a  review  of  some  of  the  most  "  popular  errors"  in 
relation  to  the  science  of  astronomy.  These  errors  were  described  as  ad- 
mitting of  some  apology,  on  the  ground  of — first  sensible  impressions, 
which  are  in  most  instances  enoueous,  and  very  much  of  what  is  called 
science  consists  in  their  correction.  First  error  : — the  stability  of  the 
earth  we  live  on — it  is  not  easy  to  conceive  and  recollect  that  a  perfectly 
steady  and  uniform  motion  is  equivalent  to  rest.  The  rotation  of  a  planet 
on  its  axis  is  steady  and  uniform,  and  at  the  same  time  supersedes  the 
necessity  of  error  the  second,  viz.,  any  magnetic  power  to  direct  the 
earth's  axis  towards  the  polar  point  in  the  heavens,  near  the  star  called 
Polar.  The  diiective  force  of  rotation  is  shewn  in  the  effect  of  the  whirl 
or  spinning  of  the  teetotum,  the  humming  top,  and,  above  all  spinning 
instruments,  Troughton's  top  which  spins  aboard  ship,  with  a  deter- 
mined steadiness  sufficient  to  allow  altitudes  of  heavenly  bodies  being 
taken  by  reflection  from  its  upper  surface,  notwithstanding  the  ordinary 
reeling  of  the  ship,  when  other  expedients  fail.  Error  the  third  : — the 
flatness  of  the  earth's  surface,  which  is  not  contradicted  by  the  ordinary 
appearance  of  things,  although  nice  observation  will  shew  a  sensible  dif- 
ference in  the  apparent  height  of  the  pole  in  the  space  of  twenty-eight 
yards,  and  engineers  employed  on  canals  and  railroads  are  obliged  to  allow 
eight  inches  for  curvature  in  the  space  of  one  mile.  Error  the  fourth  : — 
the  world  cannot  resemble  a  planet,  because  it  is  aark.  The  earth  was 
proved  to  be  as  bright  as  the  moon,  and  objects  in  or  near  the  horizon  may 
often  be  compared  to  the  rising  or  setting  moon,  and  will  be  found  to  be 
equal  in  brightness.  Errors  were  shown  to  abound  in  doubts  and  objec- 
tions as  to  the  reality  and  quality  of  parallax,  plurality  of  worlds  and  sys- 
tems of  worlds,  and  finally,  plurality  of  systems,  and  groups  and  clusters 
of  systems,  doubtless  on  account  of  the  utter  immensity  of  such  ideas, 
although  that  very  circumstance  makes  the  universe  appear  to  a  contem- 
plative mind  more  worthy  of  its  Divine  Author.  The  sun  with  the  Zodia- 
cal light  now  conspicuous — the  moon  with  a  description  of  the  partial 
eclipse  thereof  the  preceding  evening,  was  then  descanted  on,  with  trans- 
parencies almost  as  beautiful  as  the  object  itself.  The  planet  Venus,  now 
the  bright  morning  star  Mercury,  to  be  seen,  and  probably  well  seen,  at  its 
greatest  elongation  on  the  24th  instant — Jupiter,  a  source  of  ever  varying 
scenery  arising  from  the  eclipses  of  its  satellites — their  passage  or  transits 
over  its  disc — their  occultations  by  the  planet  itself,  constituting  ninety 
phenomena  during  the  month,  so  that  an  average  of  three  may  be  presumed 
on  every  eveuing,  besides  the  sublime  genial  appearance  of  the  planet  with 
its  retinue  of  satellites,  which  entirely  contradicts  the  sceptical  notion  of 
such  a  stupendous  orb  so  ennobled  and  accommodated  for  no  purpose  of 
habitation  and  life.  This  phenomena,  peculiar  to  the  planetary  systems 
generally  at  this  particular  season  of  the  year,  were  briefly  adverted  to, 
and  the  lecturer  concluded  his  discourse  by  some  apposite  remarks  on  the 
evidence  which  the  heavens  afford  of  the  glory  of  their  Almighty  Archi- 
tect. The  lecture  was  illustrated  throughout  by  a  number  of  diagrams  and 
transparent  drawings,  several  of  which  were  beautifully  explanatory  of  the 
various  phenomena  described.

The  Wonders  of  Geology.    By  Gideon  Mantell,  L.L.D. 

The  science  of  modern  geology  has  very  justly  become  a  popular  study, 
and  the  numerous  treatises,  which  have  of  late  years  appeared,  have  done 
much  to  elucidate  the  wonderful  phenomena  with  which  its  discoveries 
have  embellished  the  pages  of  natural  philosophy ;  among  the  most  popu- 
lar and  interesting  of  this  class  are  the  volumes  before  us,  containing,  as 
they  do,  the  substance  of  a  course  of  lectures  on  geology,  delivered  by  Dr. 
Mantell  at  the  Brighton  Scientific  Institution,  and  embodying,  in  an  inte- 
resting and  popular  form,  some  of  the  most  striking  geological  phenomena. 
The  author,  after  surveying  the  numerous  physical  changes  which  the 
surface  of  the  globe  has  experienced  during  the  historical  or  human  epoch, 
proceeds  to  investigate  the  series  of  stratified  rocks  with  their  organic 
contents,  commencing  with  the  newest  tertiary,  and  descending  through 
the  secondary  and  transition  strata  to  the  most  ancient  and  sedimentary 
deposits.  As  an  example  of  our  author's  style  we  give  the  following 
extract,  descriptive  of  the  country  of  the  iguanodon,  the  remains  of  which 
were  first  discovered  by  Dr.  Mantell : 

"  The  Country  of  the  Iguanodon. — By  this  survey  of  the  strata  and  organic 
remains  of  the  Wealden,  we  have  acquired  data  from  which,  by  the  principles  of 
induction  explained  in  a  former  lecture  (page  34),  we  may  obtain  secure  conclu- 
sions as  to  the  nature  of  the  country  from  whence  those  spoils  were  derived,  the 
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animals  by  which  it  was  inhabited,  and  the  vegetables  that  covered  its  surface. 
That  country  must  have  been  diversified  by  hill  and  dale,  by  streams  and  torrents, 
the  tributaries  of  its  mighty  river.  Aborescent  ferns,  palms,  and  yuccas,  consti- 
tuted its  groves  and  forests,  delicate  ferns  and  grasses,  the  vegetable  clothing  of 
its  soil;  and  in  its  marshes,  equisete,  and  plants  of  a  like  nature,  prevailed.  It 
was  peopled  by  enormous  reptiles,  among  which  the  colossal  Iguanodon 
and  the  Megalosaurus  where  the  chief.  Crocodiles  and  turtles,  flying  rep- 
tiles and  birds,  frequented  its  fens  and  rivers,  and  deposited  their  eggs  on 
the  banks  and  shoals ;  and  its  waters  teemed  with  lizards,  fishes,  and  mol- 
lusca.  But  there  is  no  evidence  that  Man  ever  set  his  foot  upon  that 
wondrous  soil,  or  that  any  of  the  animals  which  are  his  contemporaries 
found  there  a  habitation;  on  the  contrary,  not  only  is  evidence  of  their  existence 
altogether  wanting,  but  from  numberless  observations  made  in  every  part  of  the 
globe,  there  are  conclusive  reasons  to  infer,  that  man  and  the  existing  races  of 
animals  were  not  created,  till  myriads  of  years  after  the  destruction  of  the  Igua- 
nadon  country — a  country,  which  language  can  but  feebly  portray,  but  which 
the  magic  pencil  of  a  Martin,  by  the  aid  of  geological  research,  has  rescued  from 
the  oblivion  of  countless  ages,  and  placed  before  us  in  all  the  hues  of  nature, 
with  its  appalling  dragon-forms,  its  forests  of  palm  and  tree-ferns,  and  all  the 
luxuriant  vegetation  of  a  tropical  clime.* 

"  Sequence  of  Geological  Changes. — Let  us  review  the  sequence  of 
those  stupendous  changes,  of  which  our  examination  of  the  geological  pheno- 
mena of  the  south-east  of  England  has  afforded  such  incontrovertible  evidence. 
From  the  facts  brought  before  us,  we  learn  that  at  a  period  incalculably  remote, 
there  existed  in  the  northern  hemisphere  an  extensive  island,  or  continent,  pos- 
sessing a  olimate  of  such  a  temperature,  that  its  surface  was  clothed  with  coni- 
ferous trees,  arborescent  ferns,  and  plants  allied  to  the  Cycas  and  Zamia ;  and 
that  the  ocean  which  washed  its  shores  was  inhabited  by  turtles  and  reptiles  of 
extinct  genera.  This  island  and  its  forests  suffered  a  partial  subsidence,  which 
was  effected  in  such  manner  that  many  of  the  trees,  although  torn  and  rent,  still 
retained  their  erect  position;  and  the  Zamiae,  and  a  considerable  layer  of  the 
vegetable  mould  in  which  they  grew,  remained  undisturbed.  In  this  state  an 
inundation  of  fresh-water  covered  the  once  flourishing  forest,  and  deposited  upon 
the  soil,  and  around  the  trees  a  calcareous  mud,  which  gradually  consolidated 
into  fine  limestone ;  water,  holding  flint  in  solution,  percolated  through  the 
mass,  and  silicified  the  now  submerged  trees  and  plants.  A  further  depression 
took  place — a  body  of  fresh  water,  brought  down  by  land-floods  and  rivers,  over- 
whelmed the  petrified  forest,  and  heaped  up  accumulations  of  debris,  which  their 
parent  streams  had  washed  away  from  the  rocks  over  which  they  had  flowed. 
The  country  traversed  by  the  rivers,  like  that  of  the  submerged  forest,  enjoyed  a 
tropical  climate ;  it  was  clothed  with  palms,  arborescent  ferns,  and  plants  allied 
to  the  yucca  and  the  dracsena,  and  tenanted  by  enormous  reptiles,  crocodiles,  and 
land  and  fresh-water  turtles  ;  and  in  its  waters  were  various  kinds  of  fishes, 
mollusca,  and  aquatic  plants.  The  bones  and  teeth  of  the  reptiles — the  remains 
of  the  turtles — the  teeth  and  scales  of  fishes — the  shells  of  the  snails  and  muscles 
— the  stems,  leaves,  and  even  seed-vessels,  of  the  trees,  were  carried  down  by 
the  stream,  and  deposited  in  the  mud  of  the  delta,  beneath  which  the  petrified 
forest  was  now  buried.  This  state  continued  for  a  long  period  :  another  change 
took  place  ;  the  country  and  its  inhabitants  were  swept  away,  and  the  delta,  and 
the  strata  on  which  it  reposed,  were  submerged  to  a  great  depth,  and  formed 
part  of  the  bottom  of  a  profound  ocean,  whose  waters  teemed  with  myriads  of 
zoophytes,  shells,  and  fishes,  of  species  which  are  now  no  more.  Thermal 
waters,  holding  calcareous  and  silicious  matter  in  solution,  were  poured  into  its 
basin,  and,  in  its  tranquil  depths,  layers  of  flint  and  chalk  were  deposited.  And 
so  rapidly  were  these  depositions  effected,  that  fishes,  while  in  the  act  of  swim- 
ming, were  arrested  in  their  progress,  and  became  suddenly  enveloped  in  a  bed 
of  rock.    This  epoch  was  of  considerable  duration:  at  length  elevatory  move-

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ments  began  to  take  place,  the  bottom  of  the  deep  was  slowly  up-heaved,  and  as 
the  elevation  continued,  the  depositions  which  had  been  formed  in  the  basin  of 
the  ocean,  and  had  become  consolidated,  were  broken  up,  and  as  they  approached 
the  surface,  were  acted  upon  by  the  waves;  the  chalk  strata  now  began  to  suffer 
degradation  and  destruction,  till  at  length  the  delta  of  the  country  of  the  Igua- 
nadon  emerged  above  the  waters,  and  finally,  even  the  ancient  petrified  forest 
was  brought  to  view,  and  became  dry  land.  At  length  some  masses  rose  to  an 
elevation  of  a  few  hundred  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and  formed  a  group  of 
islands  ;  but,  in  the  depressions  of  the  strata  beneath  the  waters,  deposites  went 
on,  from  the  waste  of  the  cliffs  on  the  sea-shores.  Large  mammalia  now  inha- 
bited such  portions  of  the  former  ocean-bed  as  were  clothed  with  vegetation,  and 
as  they  died  their  bones  and  teeth  were  enveloped  in  the  sediments  of  mud  and 
gravel  which  were  forming  in  the  bays  and  estuaries.  This  era  also  passed  away 
— the  elevation  continued — other  portions  of  the  bed  of  the  chalk-ocean  became 
dry  land — and  at  length  also  those  newer  deposites,  in  which  the  remains  of  the 
mammoth  and  the  elk,  the  last  tenants  of  the  country,  were  entombed.  The  oak, 
elm,  ash,  and  other  trees  of  modern  Europe,  sprang  up  where  the  palms  and 
tree-ferns  once  flourished ;  the  deer,  boar,  and  horse,  ranged  where  the  mighty 
reptiles  had  once  ruled  sole  monarchs  of  the  country ;  and  lastly,  man  appeared, 
and  took  posession  of  the  soil.  At  the  present  time,  a  city  stands  on  the  depo- 
sites which  contain  the  remains  of  the  elephant  and  the  elk ;  the  huntsman 
courses,  and  the  shepherd  tends  his  flocks,  on  the  elevated  and  rounded  masses  of 
the  bottom  of  the  ancient  chalk-ocean  ;  the  farmer  reaps  his  harvests  upon  the 
cultivated  soil  of  the  delta  of  the  Ignuanodon  ;  and  the  architect  seeks,  beneath 
the  petrified  forest,  for  the  materials  with  which  to  construct  his  edifices." 

Although  Dr.  Mantell's  geological  views  appear  to  be  sound  and  well 
matured,  still  there  are  a  few  anatomical  errors  in  his  description  of  fossil 
remains,  which  are  unpardonable  in  an  author  of  his  celebrity.  When 
speaking  of  the  general  characters  of  the  gasteropodous  mollusca,  he 
observes — "  like  terrestial  animals,  some  genera  of  the  mollusca  are  herbi- 
vorous, living  exclusively  on  vegetables  ;  and  others  are  carnivorous,  hav- 
ing commonly  a  retractile  proboscis,  by  which  they  can  perforate  wood, 
shells,  and  other  substances.  This  instrument  is  protected  by  a  canal,  and 
the  shells  of  the  carnivorous  testacea  arc  therefore  generally  provided  with  a 
channel  or  groove,  for  the  passage  of  this  organ."*  The  canal  alluded  to, 
which  forms  so  important  a  feature  in  the  shells  of  zoophagous  gasteropods, 
as  the  whelk,  murex,  &c,  has  nothing  at  all  to  do  with  the  retractile  pro- 
boscis ;  that  perforating  prehensile  instrument,  with  its  curious  rasplike 
tongue,  is  lodged  in  the  body  of  the  animal,  and  protruded  and  retracted, 
through  an  opening  in  the  head,  by  a  complicated  mechanism  of  muscular 
fibres  and  tendinous  cords  ;  the  calcareous  canal  in  the  shell  is  destined  to 
lodge  a  grooved  fleshly  organ  or  syphon,  for  conducting  the  seawater  to  the 
respiratory  organs  when  the  animal  has  withdrawn  itself  for  safety  into  its 
calcareous  habitation,  and  shut  up  the  opening  with  its  door  or  operculum. 
Although  there  are  other  errors  of  a  like  description,  still  we  can  recom- 
mend these  volumes  to  our  numerous  readers  as  replete  with  much  interest 
and  instruction,  and  the  engraving,  lithographs,  and  woodcuts,  which 
adorn  the  work,  render  the  descriptions  clear  and  satisfactory. 

The  4th  number  of  Parbury's  Oriental  Herald  fully  sustains  the 
character  which  the  former  numbers  had  secured  for  this  periodical ;  every 
event  and  circumstance  of  the  least  interest,  referring  to  our  Indian  pos- 
sessions, finds  in  its  pages  a  fair  and  ample  notice ;  nor  are  our  Australian 
and  other  colonies  forgotten,  but  receive  their  fair  share  of  attention.  To 
"original  articles"  the  Oriental  Herald  jnakes  but  little  pretension,  but  the

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information  which  its  "abstracts"  and  "extracts"  contain  makes  full  amends 
for  any  deficiency  in  this  particular:  Miss  Roberts  it  is  true  still  continues 
her  pleasant  East  Indian  Voyager,  and  there  are,  in  the  present  number,  one 
or  two  other  papers  which  have  not  appeared  in  print  before.  We  have 
also  a  well  written  notice  of  a  very  talented  man,  Mr.  Stoquelar,  with  a 
spirited  graphic  sketch,  copied  from  a  Calcutta  journal,  which  will  be  read 
by  all  those  acquainted  with  or  interested  in  the  "  savings  and  doings"  of 
that  presidency  with  pleasure,  as  indeed  it  has  been  by  the  Looker-On, 
though  having  no  connexion  or  association  with  that  part  of  Her  Majesty's 
Indian  dominions. 

It  is  with  infinite  pleasure  we  learn,  by  a  notice  in  the  last  number  of 
the  Mining  Journal,  that  Mr.  Murchison  has  nearly  completed  his  arduous 
labours  connected  with  the  illustration  of  the  Geology  of  the  Border  Dis- 
tricts, and  that  the  last  sheets  of  his  long  announced  work  on  the  subject 
will  now  very  shortly  be  in  the  printer's  hands.  Mr.  Murchison's  admira- 
ble little  Treatise  on  the  Geology  of  the  Neighbourhood  of  Cheltenham, 
published  some  three  or  four  years  ago,  leads  us  to  expect  much  from  his 
more  voluminous  work,  which  embraces  within  its  survey  an  extent  of 
country  peculiarly  rich  in  its  developement  of  geological  phenomena. 


REVIEW  OF  MUSIC. 

Amicitia,  grand  duo  concertant,  pour  Flute  et  Piano,  (No.  6)  compose  et 
dedie    H.  D'Arcis,  par  son  ami  Pio  Cianchettini,  Op.  38.  Wessel,  London. 

To  write  a  concertante  duet  for  two  different  instruments  requires,  as  a 
matter  of  course,  not  only  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  genus  of  both, 
but  also  a  knowledge  of  the  effect  producible  from  their  combination  ;  for 
each  in  its  turn  becomes  obligato  or  principal.  Mr.  Cianchettini  appears 
to  understand  both  well,  for  he  has  given  to  each  passages  calculated  to 
display  its  powers,  provided  always  that  each  be  undertaken  by  a  first-rate 
performer.  It  would  be  an  endless  task  to  enter  into  a  detailed  review  of 
this  duet,  bar  by  bar  ;  suffice  it  to  say  that  it  is  replete  with  profound 
modulations  and  scientific  harmonies,  and  I  only  regret  that  the  talented 
composer  did  not  publish  the  flute  part,  completely,  over  that  of  the  piano 
forte,  for  then  amateur  players  would  be  better  able  to  keep  the  time,  and 
that  together,  without  any  fear  of  one  outstepping  the  other.  The  air, 
"  Homage  a  Handel,"  is  the  celebrated  and  beautiful  one  called  "The 
Harmonious  Blacksmith,"  and  as  there  is  a  little  anecdote  connected  with 
its  origin  I  shall  give  it,  for  the  amusement  of  the  readers  of  the  Looker- 
On  generally. 

"  When  Handel  was  at  Cannons,  the  far-famed  residence  of  the  Duke 
of  Chandos,  near  Edgware,  about  ten  miles  from  London,  he  was  one  day 
overtaken  in  his  walks  by  a  heavy  shower  of  rain  ;  he  took  shelter  in  a 
blacksmith's  shop,  by  the  road-side,  where  its  laborious  occupant  was 
beating  the  iron  on  the  anvil  and  singing  at  the  same  time.  The  varying 
sounds  of  the  falling  hammer  on  the  metal,  mingled  with  trfe  rude  tones  of 
the  man's  voice,  entered  into  the  very  soul  of  the  attentive  listener— he 
carried  home  with  him  the  feeling,  the  character,  the  inspiration  of  an  idea, 
admirable  alike  for  the  beauty  and  simplicity  of  its  developement,  and 
gave  us,  for  a  rich  legacy,  the  notation  of  the  few  touching  phrases  which 
we  have  received,  under  the  name  bestowed  on  it  by  himself,  of  "  The 
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Harmonious  Blacksmith,"  an  effusion,  the  sweetness  of  which  has  drawn 
tears  from  many  a  gentle  eye,  and  equally  impressed  with  its  melodious 
powTer  the  minds  of  the  most  refined  musicians  in  Europe  for  a  hundred 
vears.  Such  is  the  history  of  this  beautiful  melody,  as  given  by'Mr.  R. 
Clarke  in  his  "  Reminiscenses  of  Handel,  who  gives  a  sketch  of  both  the 
anvil  and  hammer,  together  with  a  representation  of  the  organ  on  which 
Handel  used  to  perform  at  Whitchurch,  near  Cannons,  during  a  residence 
there  of  two  vears,  viz.,  from  1718  to  1720.  Handel  died  on  Good  Fridav, 
1759,  aged  75. 

I  regret  that  ]  left  London  before  the  Italian  Opera  opened,  for  I  was 
exceedingly  anxious  to  witness  the  debut  of  Signor  Borrani,  or  in  plain 
English,  our  talented  young  townsman,  Mr.  Conrad  Boisragon  ;  however, 
I  requested  a  musical  friend  of  mine  to  send  me  his  candid  opinion  of  him, 
and  he  wrote  thus — "  Well,  I  have  seen  and  heard  Borrani  ;  nature  has 
done  a  vast  deal  for  him  ;  his  voice  is  a  full,  sonorous  bass,  of  great  com- 
pass, and  his  style  of  singing  is  decidedly  Italian  ;  but  he  is  young,  and, 
with  hard  study  under  a  good  master,  he  will,  at  some  future^day^rank 
high  among  the  bassi  cantante ;  his  acting  was  too  tame  and  timid,  which 
was  a  drawback  on  his  general  performance — but,  let  me  tell  you  that  it 
requires  the  confidence  of  Old  Nick  himself  to  stand  forth  in  thejpresence 
of  between  two  and  three  thousand  persons  and  soi  disant  critics  for  the 
first  time,  and  most  especially  upon  the  spot  where  the  giant  Lablache, 
the  florid  Tamburini,  and  the  dashing  Rubini  have  so  frequently  displayed 
their  matured  talent.  If  Borrani  will  but  work  hard  there  is  no  fear^of  his 
becoming  an  ornament  to  the  profession  which  he  has  embraced."  From 
all  that  I  have  heard  and  read  on  this  subject,  I  am  inclined  to  think  J:hat 
my  friend's  account  is  a  very  impartial  and  a  fair  one  ;  give  Mr.  Boisragon 
five  years  of  active  stage  practice,  blended  with  private  studv,  and  I'll 
venture  to  say  that  he  will  be  a  second  Tamburini. 

During  my  absence  I  received  many  complaints  from  my  friend  the 
Sexton,  respecting  by  Belles,  which  made  me  hasten  to  my  whereabouts  in 
the  Belfry  much  sooner  than  I  intended,  consequently  I  could  not  f  1  v 
promise  of  sending  you  some  sketches  of  London.  On  my  return  I  found 
the  chattering  fair  were  busily  employed  in  ringing  the  changes  on  the 
names  of  the  resident  gentry  which  appeared  in  the  Cheltenham  Annuaire, 
and,  among  other  bagatelles,  I  found  the  following  : —

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  April  ISM,  1838. 

Mr  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  Lords  of  the  Council  hold  another  meeting  next  week,  to 
deliberate  and  determine  on  various  matters  appertaining  to  the 
approaching  coronation.  The  several  departments  are  all  exceed- 
ingly busy,  but  their  proceedings  have  not  yet  taken  sufficient 
shape  to  render  them  worthy  of  note  at  present.  Sir  George  Smart 
has  been  appointed  to  superintend  and  conduct  the  musical  service 
in  the  Abbey,  and  there  is  a  talk  that  after  the  coronation  there 
will  be  a  grand  musical  festival  before  the  fittings  up  have  been 
taken  away,  similar  to  the  one  given  under  the  auspices  of  William 
the  Fourth,  but  this  probably  will  not  be  finally  decided  on  until 
after  the  coronation  has  taken  place.  A  series  of  magnificent  fetes 
to  the  foreign  princes  and  nobles  who  will  be  present  at  the  cere- 
mony will  be  given  at  St.  James's  and  the  new  Palace,  which  will 
last  till  the  conclusion  of  the  season,  when — hey  for  Ireland  ! 
Among  the  numerous  elevations  that  are  to  take  place  on  this  oc- 
casion, there  is  a  gossip  that  Mr.  Spring  Rice  is  to  be  raised  to  the 
Peerage,  resigning  his  office  of  Chancellor  of  Exchequer,  Mr. 
Baring  succeeding  him.  Now,  with  all  clue  deference,  it  is  not 
very  likely  for  Mr.  Spring  Rice  to  resign  his  office  unless  it  be  to 
accept  of  a  better,  much  less  with  the  additional  burden  of  a  Peer- 
age. Without  presuming  to  guess  too  closely  at  the  "  ways  and 
means"  of  the  present  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  the  fact  of 
his  having  a  family  of  six  if  not  seven  children,  four  of  whom  are 
sons,  to  provide  for,  and,  moreover,  his  never  having  had  the  repu- 
tation of  being  a  very  rich  man,  would  seem  to  make  it  extremely 
unlikely  that  he  would  resign  £5,000.  a-year,  besides  the  "  pride, 
pomp,  and  circumstance"  of  office  ;  and  as  to  the  chance  of  any  ol 
his  colleagues  resigning  to  make  way  for  him,  one  would  think  he 
ought  to  know  them  better  by  this  time. 

The  Queen  has  beenkept  a  close  prisoner  in  her  own  castle 
at  Windsor  by  the  cutting  and  bitter  easterly  winds  which  have 
lately  prevailed,  and  the  circle  of  guests  is  limited  almost 
to  the  attendants  of  the  Court.  Lord  Melbourne  is  there,  of 
course,  and  what  is  more,  means  to  stay  there  till  the  day  before 
the  Queen  returns  to  town,  viz.,  the  23rd.  Lord  Palmerston  too 
is  there,  en  passant,  but  he  has  not  got  the  knack  of  the  Premier  in 
domesticating  himself ;  even  Pans  hanger  is  not  now  as  it  was  wont. 
Lord  John  Russell  completes  the  ministerial  trio  at  present  par- 
taking of  the  royal  hospitality.  The  Queen  Dowager  remains  in 
town  during  the  holidays  despite  the  unpleasantness  of  workmen 
being  constantly  occupied  about  Melbourne  House  in  making  the 
new  entrance,  &c.  &c.  ;  but  her  Majesty  has  only  a  choice  of  evils, 
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for  Bushy  Park  is  undergoing  a  similar  repair  and  decoration,  at 
the  national  expense,  in  order  to  make  it  more  fit  for  her  residence, 
and  is  now  in  a  much  greater  state  of  disorder  than  Marlborough 
House  ;  by-the-bye,  her  Majesty  had  a  great  objection  to  being 
called  "  Dowager  she  wished  to  have  been  called  44  Queen  Ade- 
laide," and,  but  that  the  Houses  of  Lords  and  Commons  thought 
tit  to  give  her  her  proper  appellation,  would  have  been  so  addressed. 
Lord  Howe,  in  his  answers  to  the  addresses  of  condolence  voted 
by  the  Canadian  authorities,  says  he  has  the  honour  of  presenting 
them  to  the  "  Queen  Adelaide,"  &c.  Had  this  been  persisted  in, 
as  far  as  title  is  concerned  the  Sovereign  would  not  have  been  dis- 
tinguished from  her  aunt.  The  nephew  of  the  Queen  Dowager, 
Prince  Edward  of  Saxe  Weimar,  resides  with  her ;  he  was  born  at 
Bushy  Park,  and  has  even  been  considered  a  sort  of  protege  of  her 
Majesty's.  The  Prince  is  a  youth  of  about  from  twelve  to  four- 
teen yeais  of  age,  and  is  to  be  educated  in  this  country. 

The  con-tinued  and  serious  indisposition  of  the  At'.orney-General 
for  Ireland  lenders  it  not  improbable  that  a  change  will  take  place 
soon  in  the  legal  appointments  of  that  portion  of  the  empire.   In  the 
learned  gentleman's  present  state  of  health  it  is  quite  impossible 
he  can  much  longer  fulril  properly  the  arduous  duties  of  his  office; 
the  only  question  is,  whether  he  will  resign,  or  a  promotion  con- 
trived (after  the  manner  of  the  Whigs)  to  effect  the  same  object; 
however,  the  subject  is  a  matter  of  considerable  speculation  among 
the  leading  members  of  the  Irish  bar,  especially  those  who  happen 
to  be  friends  of  the  mighty  Dan.    Lord  Durham  goes  to-morrow, 
at  last ;  it  is  not  improbable  but  that  his  Excellency  may  run  down 
to  Windsor  to-day,  to  make  his  adieus  to  the  Premier  and  take 
leave  of  his  Sovereign,  but  he  goes  to-morrow  positively ;  it  is, 
perhaps,  wise  in  his  Lordship  to  be  off  in  the  holidays,  as  by  so 
doing  the  House  of  Commons  will  have  no  chance  of  asking  any 
more  impertinent  questions,  or  by  coming  to  some  such  division 
as  that  of  the  glorious  majority  of  two,  send  forth  his  Lordship  on 
his  mission  crest-fallen  and  shorn  of  half  his  glory.    Though  the 
Lord  High  Commissioner  leaves  town  to-morrow,  it  is  not  likely 
he  will  embark  before  Saturday  or  Monday.    Sir  James  Macdon- 
nell,  the  Commander  of  the  Brigade  of  the  Guards,  embarked 
some  days  ago,  and  in  a  few  days  the  Governor-General  will  be 
fairly  on  his  way,  to  earn  his  Marquisate,  or  whatever  else  the 
Queen's  favour  and  his  own  deserts  may  entitle  him  to  receive. 
There  is  a  rumour,  a  very  old  one,  though  oft  revived,  that  the 
Duke  of  Cambridge  is  to  succeed  Lord  Hill  as  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  the  army  ;  this  has,  perhaps,  no  other  foundation  than 
the  fact  of  his  Royal  Highness  having  lately  had  several  interviews 
with  ministers,  and  the  quid  nuncs  not  being  able  to  imagine  any 
other  object,  have  so  settled  it. 

The  Duke  and  Duchess  visited  the  Opera  on  Tuesday  night,  to 
see  Lucia  di  Lammermoor.  Grisi  and  Lablache  make  their  first 
appearance  on  Thursday,  in,  of  all  operas  in  the  world,  /  Puritani, 
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with  which  we  have  been  surfeited  even  to  nausea.  There  is  a 
story  that  Grisi  and  Persiani  are  never  to  sing  together  in  the  same 
opera  ;  if  this  be  true,  Persiani  is  wise  to  persist  in  it,  as  she 
assuredly  would  suffer  most  by  the  comparison.

The  Coronation. — The  Queen  wants  a  magnificent  display — and  so  do 
the  Aldermen — high  and  low  cry  out  for  the  banquet — and  that  there  may 
be  no  excuse  on  the  score  of  expense,  Aldermen  Copeland  and  Pirie  have 
generously  come  forward  and  offered  £500.  a- head  for  dinner,  and  all  but 
guaranteed  a  subscription,  which  would  not  only  cover  the  expenses  of  the 
banquet,  but  of  the  whole  ceremony.  We  do  not  see  how  Lord  Melbourne 
can  get  over  this.  He  refuses  the  usual  display  on  account  of  expense, 
though  he  knows  the  sum  required,  if  levied  on  all  her  Majesty's  subjects, 
would  not  amount  to  the  tenth  part  of  a  rushlight  for  each  ;  but  now  that 
the  money  is  forthcoming,  and  Mr.  Spring  Rice  has  not  a  penny  surplus 
to  bless  himself  with,  he  must  yield.  We  shall  then  have  a  coronation 
performed  by  subscription,  and  by  a  Tory  subscription  too,  to  the  eternal 
disgrace  of  the  beggarly  economical  Whigs. — Sun. 

New  Peers. — We  have  received  from  what  we  believe  to  be  very  good 
authority  the  following  sketch  of  the  projected  coronation  peerages : — Peers 
to  be  raised  to  dukedoms — Marquis  of  Lansdowne,  Marquis  of  Westmin- 
ster, Marquis  of  Anglesey.  Several  other  promotions  in  the  peerage. 
Commoners  to  be  raised  to  the  peerage — Sir  John  Wrotteslev,  Sir  Jacob 
Astley,  Sir  John  Hobhouse,  Sir  Paul  Methuen,  Mr.  Hanbury  Tracey,  Mr. 
Spring  Rice,  Sir  F.  Lawley,  Sir  C.  Lemon,  and  about  eight  others.  The 
whole  number  of  British  and  Irish  expected  is  about  26,  exclusive  of  pro- 
motion from  one  rank  to  another  withiu  the  peerage.  The  daughter  of  the 
Earl  of  Liverpool  is  to  be  created  a  peeress  in  her  own  right.  The  Irish 
peerages  are  all  to  be  given  to  Mr.  O'Connell's  chief  supporters.  One  Irish 
dukedom  is  to  be  created  in  favour  of  Lord  Sligo.  The  constituencies  of 
Cambridge  and  Nottingham  ought  to  lose  no  time  in  providing  conserva- 
tive successors  for  Mr.  S.  Rice  and  Sir  J.  Hobhouse. — Standard.  One  of 
the  eight  others  alluded  to  by  the  Standard  is  Mr.  Beilby  Thompson.  If 
that  gentleman,  as  we  have  heard,  is  defraying  the  expenses  of  a  certain 
inquiry  now  proceeding,  and  not  nearly  terminated,  he  will  pay  rather  dear 
for  his  whistle. — Liverpool  Mail. 

It  is  stated,  and  on  excellent  authority,  that  the  Earl  of  Fitzwilliam  has 
refused,  from  the  present  cabinet,  a  dukedom  for  himself  and  a  seat  in  the 
upper  house  for  his  son — both  tendered  as  part  of  the  elevations  contem- 
plated on  the  approaching  coronation.  We  understand  that  the  noble 
earl  accompanied  his  refusal  by  a  statement  to  the  effect— that  although 
he  in  general  supported  the  present  administration,  yet  that  there  were 
many  points  upon  which  he  differed  materially  from  them,  and  that  he 
knew  not  the  moment  when  their  course  of  proceeding  might  render  it 
imperative  upon  him  to  withdraw  himself  altogether  from  them  ;  and  that 
under  such  circumstances  he  felt  that,  he  ought  not  to  accept  political 
favours  at  their  hands. — Dublin  Evening  Mail. 
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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Easter  Monday  Ball  at  the  Assembly  Rooms  was  but  thinly 
attended,  notwithstanding  its  claims  upon  public  patronage  as  the  last  of 
the  winter  series  of  amusements,  and  also  of  the  fate  management.  Mr. 
Cooke,  it  is  understood,  has  been  far  from  successful  during  the  period  of 
his  tenantry,  and  retires  from  the  speculation  with  a  serious  loss,  and  these 
Rooms  have  now  to  seek  a  fresh  lessee  under  tll3  disadvantage  of  yet 
another  failure.  They  have  already  been  advertized  to  be  let  by  tender, 
and  we  sincerely  hope  the  highest  bidder  will  prove  a  person  of  sufficient 
capital  and  enterprise  to  restore  them  to  the  glory  of  their  brighter  days. 

The  First  Floral  and  Horticultural  Exhibition  of  the  Zoological 
and  Botanical  Society  will  be  held  at  the  Montpellier  Rotunda,  on  Tuesday 
afternoon.  The  chief  prizes  advertized  for  this  show  are  for  hyacinths, 
polyanthus  's,  and  auriculas ;  for  the  best  specimens  of  all  of  which  very 
libera]  premiums  are  offered,  as  well  as  for  numerous  other  plants  and  hor  - 
ticultural productions.  The  bleak  weather,  which  has  prevailed  through- 
out the  whole  of  the  past  week,  has  been  veculiarly  unfavourable  for  the 
operations  of  the  greenhouse  and  the  flower  garden  ;  but  still,  from  what 
we  recollect  of  former  Spring  Shows,  and  know  of  the  preparations  for  the 
present,  there  appears  a  fair  prospect  of  a  good  if  not  a  brilliant  exhibition. 
The  First  show  of  the  Pittville  Association  is  to  take  place  on  the  following 
day,  Wednesday  the  25th  instant. 

A  Balloon  Ascent  has  been  arranged  to  take  place  from  the  Mont- 
pellier Gardens  on  Tuesday,  the  24th  of  May,  being  the  anniversary  of 
her  Majesty's  birth-day,  and  the  day  fixed  for  opening  both  the  New  Hotel 
and  the  Zoological  Gardens  ;  what  other  features  of  attraction  will  be 
brought  forward  on  that  occasion  have  not  yet  transpired,  but  from  the 
"  brave  display"  which  was  made  at  last  year's  Victoria  Fete,  we  may 
reasonably  presume  there  will  be  no  lack  of  amusements  at  the  approach- 
ing celebration. 

A  New  Building  Estate  has,  within  the  last  few  days,  been  adver- 
tised, as  opening  up  new  prospects  for  speculation,  and  a  fair  field  for  the 
exertions  of  the  enterprising — the  land  immediately  adjoining  the  Lans- 
down  Estate^  and  situated  between  it  and  the  Gloucester  Road,  having  the 
Bav's  Hill  property  in  its  rear,  and  the  Lansdown  Road  in  its  front.  We 
have  not  yet  heard  by  what  name  this  estate  is  to  be  called,  but  for  the 
sake  of  brevity  we  shall  describe  it  as  that  of  Christ  Church,  since 
that  sacred  edifice,  now  fast  advancing  towards  completion,  occupies  a 
prominent  and  conspicuous  situation  on  the  property.  The  design,  as 
developed  in  the  plan,  comprehends  several  handsome  streets,  to  cousist 
principally  of  detached  villas,  a  description  of  buildings  much  wanted  in 
Cheltenham.  One  of  these  will  open  immediately  in  front  of  Christ 
Church,  to  which  it  will  form  a  beautiful  and  commodious  approach  from 
the  present  Lansdown  Road  ;  others  will  also  run  parallel,  and  others 
again  cro^s,  from  the  Lansdown  Estate  into  the  Gloucester  Road.  The 
land  is  certainly  admirably  placed  for  houses  of  the  description  contem- 
plated, and  from  its  proximity  to  the  most  fashionable  part  of  Cheltenham 
on  one  s  ide,  and  the  village  of  Alstone  on  the  other,  appears  to  present 
one  of  the  most  eligible  properties  that  could  have  possibly  been  selected 
for  building  purposes  ;  its  aspects  too  being  almost  wholly  west  and  south 
s  a  circumstance  greatly  in  its  favor. 
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The  Last  Conversazione  of  the  members  of  the  Literary  and  Philoso- 
phical Institution  is  announced  to  take  place  on  Tuesday  evening  next,  on 
which  occasion  papers  are  to  be  read  on  poetry  aad  sculpture,  by  Mr.  R. 
Winterbotham  and  Mr.  C.  Paul.  The  public  meetings  of  the  session  are 
to  be  brought  to  a  close  on  Tuesdav,  May  1st,  when  the  project  of  estab- 
lishing- a  class  or  section  for  the  study  and  cultivation  of  natural  history  is 
to  be  taken  into  consideration,  and  discussed.  We  rejoice  to  find  so  zeal- 
ous a  disposition  to  further  the  objects  of  this  delightful  science  manifesting 
itself  in  the  Society,  and  we  doubt  not  great  good,  as  well  as  much  plea- 
sure, will  result  from  the  accomplishment  of  the  contemplated  design. 

The  Leckhampton  New  Church  is  to  be  commenced  on  Monday 
next,  when  the  ceremony  of  laying  the  foundation-stone  will  take  place. 
The  site  determined  upon  is  on  the  ground  immedrately  opposite  Greville 
House,  at  the  corner  of  Grafton  Street,  and  the  road  leading  to  the 
Park  (in  front  of  Argyle  Place)  and  being  distant  not  more  than  a  stone's 
throw  from  the  Bath  road.  Its  situation  therefore  will  be  unexceptiona- 
ble. The  resident  clergy  are  expected  to  attend,  and  H.N.  Trye,  Esq., 
as  Lord  of  the  Manor,  will  lay  the  stone. 

The  Zoological  Gardens  acquire  fresh  interest  and  importance  now 
every  week  ;  the  various  borders  and  artificial  elevations  are  nearly  all 
formed,  and  most  of  them  planted  also.  Within  the  last  few  days  the 
excavations  for  the  Lake  have  been  completed,  and  the  water  has  been 
rapidly  filling  up  the  extensive  area  appointed  for  its  reception  ;  in  short 
there  appears  every  probability — though  the  works  now  in  progress  at  the 
Terrace  and  other  parts  may  not  be  finished  in  time — that  they  will  yet  be 
so  far  advanced  by  the  24th  of  May,  as  to  give  the  Gardens  a  highly  orna- 
mental appearance  on  the  day  of  their  opening.

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HOSPITAL  AND  DISPENSARY  MEETING. 

Yesterday  a  general  meeting  of  the  Subscribers  to  this  excellent  Insti- 
tution was  held  in  the  large  room  of  the  Dispensary,  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  the  course  best  to  be  pursued  in  respect  to  various  charges  of 
a  very  serious  nature,  which  had  been  recently  brought  forward  against 
the  Committee  and  Officeis.  medical  and  non-medical,  of  the  Charity,  bv 
Dr.  Samuel  Dickson  ;  and  which  charges,  as  most  of  our  readers  are  we'l 
aware,  have  been  publicly  advertized  in  the  newspapers  of  the  town,  at 
frequent  intervals  during  the  past  two  months,  and  have,  in  consequence, 
excited  considerable  discussion  among  all  classes  of  the  inhabitants.  The 
meeting  of  yesterday  was  one  of  the  most  numerous  that  we  have  ever 
seen  assembled  on  any  matter  connected  with  the  Dispensary,  and  proved 
to  demonstration  the  interest  which  the  subject  had  excited  among  the 
subscribers  and  friends  of  the  Institution  generally. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Overbury,  seconded  by  Capt.  Iredell,  W.  Lawrence 
Lawrence,  Esq.  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  the  business  of  the  meeting 
commenced  by  R.  C.  Sherwood,  Esq.  as  Secretary,  reading  the  following 
report  of  the  Annual  Committee. 

Report  of  the  Annual  Committee  of  the  Cheltenham  Dispensary  and  Casualty 
Hospital,  to  a  Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers,  held  pursuant 
to  Advertisement,  on  Friday,  April  20th,  1838,  **  to  take  into  considera- 
tion matters  seriously  affecting  the  interests  of  the  Institution." 

The  Annual  Committee,  to  whom  the  Subscribers  have  entrusted  the 
management  of  the  Institution,  have  felt  it  to  be  their  duty  to  appeal  to  a 
general  meeting,  under  the  following  circumstances. 

Various  charges  having  been  made,  and  rumours  circulated,  injurious  to 
the  character  of  the  Institution  and  its  Functionaries,  the  Annual  Com- 
mittee adopted,  from  time  to  time,  such  measures  as  appeared  to  them 
best  calculated  to  promote  a  full  and  fair  investigation  of  such  charges  as 
were  alleged  against  the  Officers  of  the  Institution. 

These  measures,  however,  so  far  from  setting  the  questions  at  rest,  have 
only  brought  upon  your  Committee  themselves,  imputations  of  conduct  so 
dishonourable,  that  they  feel  it  to  be  due,  not  less  to  themselves  than  to 
the  interests  of  this  important  Charity,  to  submit  the  whole  of  their  pro- 
ceedings to  the  consideration  of  the  respectable  body  whom  they  represent. 

But  as  the  investigation  of  the  matters  alluded  to  will  necessarily  occupy 
a  considerable  time,  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  just  and  satisfactory  conclusion, 
vour  Committee  beg  to  recommend  to  this  meeting  the  immediate  ap- 
pointment of  a  Special  Committee  of  Subscribers,  consisting  of  persons 
hitherto  wholly  unconnected  with  the  management  of  the  Charity,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  examine  into  any  specific  and  tangible 
charges  which  may  have  been  alleged  against  the  Annual  Committee  or 
other  Officers  of  the  Institution  ; — to  enquire  generally  into  the  present 
state  of  the  Charity — to  promote  which  object  the  Special  Committee  will 
have  access  to  the  Minute  Books,  and  all  other  documents  whatever  ; — to 
recommend  the  adoption  of  any  plans  which  may  occur  to  them  for  im- 
proving the  management,  encreasing  the  efficiency,  and  extending  the 
usefulness  of  the  Charity  ; — and  to  report  on  all  these  points  to  another 
general  meeting  of  Subscribers,  of  which  due  notice  will  be  given  in  the 
newspapers. 

Your  Committee  being  desirous  that  their  conduct  should  be  submitted 
to  the  most  rigid  scrutiny  by  those  to  whom  the  right  of  calling  it  in 
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question  especially  belongs, — viz.,  the  Subscribers  to  the  D^pensary  and 
Casualty  Hospital, — will  be  ready  to  afford  their  best  assistance  to  the 
Special  Committee,  in  furthering-  the  objects  of  the  proposed  investiga- 
tion.

The  report  having-  been  read,  was,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Overbury, 
received  ana  adopted  by  the  meeting.  Some  discussion  then  arose  as  to 
the  appointment  ol  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  its  recom- 
mendations, and  the  manner  in  which  such  committee  should  be  elected, — 
the  Rev.  C.  Hebert  proposing  that  the  election  of  the  committee  should 
be  by  voting  papers,  to  be  furnished  for  that  purpose  to  all  the  subscribers. 
The  following  resolution,  which  was  moved  by  Mr.  Jerrard,  and  seconded 
by  Mr.  A.  Gardner,  was,  however,  the  one  carried. 

•4  That  the  recommendation  of  the  Annual  Committee,  to  appoint  a 
Special  Committee  of  thirteen  persons,  of  whom  seven  shall  form  a  quo- 
rum, be  adopted,  and  that  it  consist  of  the  following  gentlemen  : — W. 
Lawrence,  Esq.,  Chairman  ;  Capt.  Schrieber,  Capt.  Iredell,  Major  Chal- 
mers, Mr.  J.  Fisher,  Mr.  H.  B.  Williams,  Mr.  H.  N.  Trye,  Mr.  Bulgin, 
Mr.  Jerrard,  Mr.  Jerram,  Mr.  Haines,  Capt.  H.  Bell,  and  Mr.  A.  Gardner." 

The  third  resolution,  which  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Bubb,  and  seconded 
by  Mr.  Hale,  led  to  a  good  deal  of  desultory  conversation,  but  was  carried 
without  opposition  ;  it  was  to  the  following  effect — 

"  That  the  Special  Committee  have  plenary  powers  to  investigate  all 
matters  connected  with  the  management  of  the  Charity,  and  to  receive 
and  examine  into,  any  specific  charges  alleged,  in  writing,  against  any  of 
the  Officers  of  the  Institution,  and  also  to  call  to  their  assistance  any  legal 
and  medical  gentlemen  whom  they  think  proper  to  consult." 

The  Rev.  C.  B.  Trye  proposed  the  fourth  resolution,  which  having  been 
seconded  by  the  Rev.  C.  Hebert,  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

"  To  facilitate  the  enquiries  of  the  Committee,  that  all  the  minute  books 
and  records  of  the  Charity  be  submitted  to  the  Special  Committee." 

The  fifth  resolution,  moved  by  Mr.  Dallaway,  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Jerrard,  was  also  carried  nem.  con. 

"  That  the  Special  Committee  be  requested  to  offer  such  suggestions  as 
may  occur  to  them  in  the  course  of  their  investigation,  for  improving  the 
management,  encreasing  the  efficiency,  and  extending  the  usefulness  of  the 
Charity." 

H.  N.  Trye,  Esq.  next  addressed  the  meeting,  and  after  a  few  brief  and 
apposite  observations  moved  the  following  resolution — 

"  That  this  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  to  the  Cheltenham 
Dispensary  and  Casualty  Hospital,  having  appointed  a  Special  Committee 
of  1 3  Gentlemen,  wholly  unconnected  with  the  management  of  the  Insti- 
tution, for  the  purpose  of  investigating  any  charges  which  may  be  alleged 
against  it,  hereby  call  on  Dr.  Dickson,  and  any  other  person  who  may  have 
specific  accusations  to  urge  against  the  Annual  Committee,  or  any  other 
Officer  of  the  Institution,  to  present  the  same  \r\  writing,  addressed  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  at  the  Dispensary,  on  or  before 
Friday  next,  at  Ten  o'clock  ;  aud  that  this  Resolution  be  advertized  sepa- 
rately in  the  Cheltenham  Papers,  and  that  a  Copy  of  it  be  sent  to  Dr. 
Dickson." 

Mr.  Trye's  motion  having  been  seconded  by  W.  H.  Prescod,  Esq.,  was 
carried  unanimously. 
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The  seventh  resolution  was  moved  by  Mr.  Fisher,  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Moss,  and  ran  as  follows — 

"  That,  as  soon  as  the  Special  Committee  have  closed  their  proceedings, 
a  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  1)2  called  by  advertizement  to  receive 
their  Report." 

The  foregoing  resolution  having  been  adopted  nem.  con.,  the  following 
petition,  which  was  numerously  signed,  was  read  to  the  meeting,  by  the 
Chairman,  W.  L.  Lawrence,  Esq. 

"Tu  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  of  the  Cheltenham  Hospital  and  Dispensary 
the  Petition  of  the  undersigned  Working  Men  of  Cheltenham  humbly 
sheweth, 

"  That  your  Petitioners  have  for  several  years  been  gratuitously  attended  by 
Doctor  Dickson  in  their  various  sicknesses,  and  have  received  the  greatest  atten- 
tion and  kindness  at  his  hands,  many  of  them  having  by  his  skill  obtained  the 
recovery  of  their  sight,  hearing,  speech,  and  also  the  use  of  their  limbs,  after  they 
had,  for  years,  been  ineffectually  treated  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  various  Dis- 
pensaries. 

"That  your  Petitioners  understand  there  are  vacancies  in  the  Office  of  Physi- 
cian at  your  Dispensary,  which  have  not  been  notified  by  your  Officers.  They 
therefore  humbly  request  that  these  vacancies  may,  if  existing,  be  publicly  and 
fairly  notified  ;  and  they  most  humbly  beg  your  suffrages  for  Doctor  Dickson,  in 
whose  skill,  talent,  and  integrity  they  have  reason  to  entertain  the  greatest  faith 
Should  he  be  returned,  they  will  have  to  thank  you  for  having  preferred  the 
welfare  of  the  Poor  to  the  claims  of  party  partronage,  or  the  vindictive  display  of 
party  pique. 

"  And  your  Petitioners  will  ever  pray,"  &c. 

The  reading  of  the  above  document  being  over,  it  was  moved  by  the 
Rev.  F.  Close,  seconded  by  Mr.  Moss,  and  carried  nem.  cn. — "  That  the 
petition  be  referred  to  the  Special  Committee.'' 

There  appearing  to  be  now  no  other  business  before  the  meeting,  and 
W.  Lawrence,  Esq.  having  vacated  the  chair,  Capt.  Younghusband  moved, 
and  the  Rev.  F.  Close  seconded, — "  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  this  meet- 
ing be  presented  to  him  for  his  kindness  in  taking  the  chair,  and  the  abi- 
lity with  which  he  conducted  the  business  of  the  meeting." — This  motion 
was  carried  by  acclamation. 

We  have  thought  it  best  on  the  present  occasion,  to  confine  ourselves 
to  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  meeting,  rather  than  furnish  any  detailed 
report  of  the  many  speeches  made,  and  the  hints  and  suggestions  offered 
by  the  various  speakers  who  took  part  in  the  "  sayings"  of  the  day.  From 
these  resolutions  our  readers  will  collect  the  end  and  intention  of  the  pro- 
ceedings much  better  than  they  could  do  from  any  general  summary  of 
the  proceedings,  however  ably  done. 

Altogether  the  meeting  passed  off  very  satisfactorily,  and  we  have  no 
doubt  the  Committee  appointed  will  discharge  the  difficult  and  onerous 
duty  which  they  have  undertaken  with  zeal,  ability,  and  impartiality,  and 
that  any  inquiries  or  investigations  they  may  find  it  advisable  to  institute, 
will  result  in  great  good  to  the  Institution.

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

4  Now  that  the  excitement  of  the  announcement  of  the  coronation 
is  over,  and  people  have  begun  to  calculate,  its  taking  place  so 
early  in  the  season  is  becoming  anything  but  popular.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  it  will  prematurely  close  the  season,  for  after  that, 
and  the  fetes  that  will  immediately  follow  it,  all  else  will  be  but 

;  "flat,  stale,  and  unprofitable."  Already  remonstrances  have  been 
made  on  this  subject,  but  with  little  hope  of  success,  as  there  is  not 
the  slightest  chance  of  the  ceremony  being  postponed  for  a  month, 
as  the  good  people  here  desire,  for  if  so  her  Majesty  could  not  go 
to  Ireland,  and  that  must  be  attended  to.  The  Earl  Marshal  com- 
plains that  the  Peers  and  Peeresses  will  not,  or  at  any  rate  have 
not,  sent  in  their  names  according  to  his  request,  and  his  Grace 
has  sent  out  a  second  circular  therefore, — By-the-bye,  the  Dukes 

\  of  Norfolk  have  hitherto  done  certain  suits  and  services  at  the 

•  coronations  of  our  Sovereigns,  as  Lords  of  the  Manor  of  Worksop. 
"  After  the  Archbishop  has  placed  the  ring  on  the  fourth  finger  of 

|  the  Sovereign's  right  hand,  the  Dean  of  Westminster  brings  the 
i  sceptre  and  rod  to  the  Archbishop,  and  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of 
Worksop  (who  claims  to  hold  an  estate  by  the  service  of  presenting 
to  the  King  a  right  hand  glove  on  the  day  of  his  coronation,  and 
supporting  the  King's  right  arm  whilst  he  holds  the  sceptre  with 
the  cross)  delivers  to  the  King  a  pair  of  rich  gloves,  and  upon  any 

•  occasion  happening  afterwards,  supports  his  Majesty's  right  arm, 
or  holds  his  sceptre  by  him."  The  present  Duke  having  sold  !he 
Manor  to  the  Duke  of  Newcastle,  the  latter  will  officiate  for  the 
first  time,  unless,  indeed,  by  some  hocus  pocus  of  the  Heralds' 

.  College,  the  Earl  Marshal  has  managed  to  reserve  these  privileges 

I to  himself,  a  thing  not  at  all  improbable,  considering  the  wonders 
the  College  can  do  in  this  way. 
The  Queen  came  to  town  yesterday  accompanied  by  the  Duchess 
,  of  Kent ;  her  Majesty  did  not  arrive  in  town  till  near  live,  yet, 
;  nevertheless,  was  at  the  opera,  attended  by  the  Marquis  of  Conyng- 
ham,  Lady  Gardiner,  Lady  Rarham,  Lord  Gardiner,  Col.  Wemyss, 
j  and  Mr.  Murray.    The  Duchess  of  Cambridge  and  Prince  George 
\  were  also  there,  and  the  Duke,  no  doubt,  would  have  been,  but 
that  he  was  engaged  with  the  Catch  Club.    The  opera  was  Qtello, 
,  Which,  though  the  plot  is  sadly  altered  from  Shakspeare's  version, 
is  still  an  admirable  one  for  the  display  of  the  musical  and  dramatic

Saturday  last ;  the  house  was  crowded,  and  their  reception  was 
enthusiastic  in  the  extreme  ;  the  waving  of  hats  and  handkerchiefs 
testified  the  joy  of  the  audience  at  the  reappearance  of  their  old 
favorites.  A  few  admonitory  hisses  were  bestowed  upon  Tati,  who 
sustained  the  character  of  Roderigo,  when  once  or  twice  he  at- 
tempted something  in  the  Drury  Lane  or  Covent  Garden  style, 
which,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  teach  him  that  if  he  cannot  please  he 
must  not  offend.  Borrani  was  snugly  ensconced  in  one  of  the  back 
rows  of  the  Pit,  taking  a  lesson  from  the  splendid  examples  of 
genius  and  talent  before  him.  The  new  Ballet,  "  fie  Chalet,"  has 
been  withdrawn.  The  Ballet  Master  who  designed  this  made  a 
great  mistake  ;  the  opera-going  public  only  care  to  see  dancers,  not 
ballets,  and  there  is  not  just  now  one  female  dancer  worth  looking 
at ;  but  Fanny  Elsler,  when  she  does  come,  will  make  amends  for 
this. 

The  Baronets  have  had  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  forwarding 
their  claims  for  the  coronation.  Lord  John  Russell  has  referred 
the  matter  to  the  Earl  Marshal,  but  the  Baronets,  without  waiting 
for  his  decision,  have  determined  to  bring  the  matter  before  the 
Committee  of  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council,  who  meet  on  Satur- 
day, to  receive  all  the  returns  they  have  called  for  from  the  Officers 
of  the  Household  and  Great  Officers  of  State,  so  that  the  claims  of 
the  Baronets,  as  a  matter  of  right,  will  soon  be  decided.  The  Earl 
Marshal  has  decided  against  them  once,  and  without  they  can  get 
the  Privy  Council  to  acknowledge  their  claim,  they  may  cry  fare- 
well to  the  Badge,  at  once  and  for  ever. 

Painter's  Church  of  England  Gazette  of  last  week  has  got  a  sly 
paragraph  in  it,  hinting  at  the  approaching  marriage  of  Viscount 
Palmerston  and  the  Dowager  Countess  Cowper,  the  wish  was 
surely  "father  to  the  thought" — it  is  possible ;  though  there  is  an 
old  story  that  Cupid  was  never  very  fond  of  Hymen.  The  marriage 
of  Lord  Essex  with  Miss  Stephens,  for  which  the  Looker-Ox 
has  long  prepared  its  readers,  has  taken  place,  and  the  venerable 
bridegroom,  with  his  bride,  is  now  spending  the  honeymoon  at 
Cashiobury.  The  appearance  of  the  new  Countess  at  the  Corona- 
tion will  be  one  of  those  subjects  of  gossip  which  such  events 
always  call  forth. 

The  Queen  has  held  a  Privy  Council  this  morning  ;  it  was  sum- 
moned very  suddenly,  but  more  to  get  through  certain  points  or 
form  than  anything  else.  The  Council  dispersing  without  issuing 
any  proclamation  for  the  postponement  of  the  coronation  must  put 
a  complete  extinguisher  upon  the  hopes  of  any  persons  who  were 
sanguine  enough  to  expect  such  a  proposition  would  be  carried 
into  execution  :  several  of  the  Ministers  were  present.  Imme- 
diately after  the  breaking  up  of  one  Council,  the  Ministers  assem- 
bled in  Cabinet,  to  deliberate  on  certain  dispatches  which  came  in 
this  morning  from  Canada,  and  there,  wishing  them  well  through 
the  effects  of  their  own  policy,  we  will  leave  them  for  the  present. 
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Report  now  tells  us  that  we  are  to  have  Marshal  Soult,  Duke  of 
Dalmatia,  as  the  representative  of  "the  Citizen  King"  at  the  coro- 
nation, and  that  too  at  the  special  request  of  the  Queen,  thus  su- 
perseding the  Count  de  Flahaut,  who  was  already  appointed,  and, 
moreover,  that  his  Excellency  intends  to  astonish  the  "  natives"  of 
both  countries  by  the  splendour  of  his  equipages — nous  verrons. 
The  Due  d'Ossuna  is  corning  to  represent  the  little  (ciueen  of 
Spain. 


Tuk  Drawing  Room. 

Thursday,  April  %6th. 
The  Drawing  Room  today  was  a  remarkably  thin  one,  the  only  parallel  to 
it  being  one  held  by  Queen  Adelaide  :  there  were  not  more  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  persons  present.     None  of  the  great  political  leaders  were  there 
Viscount  Melbourne,  Lord  John  Russell,  and  the  Lord  Chancellor,  (whocame 
in  state)  represented  the  Ministry.     Neither  were  any  of  the  stars  of 
fashion  present.     The  Duke  of  Sussex,  the  Duke  of  Cambridge  and  Prince 
George,  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  the  Duchess  of  Gloucester,  the  Princess 
Augusta,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  the  Bishops  of  Durham  and  Ely, 
the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Somerset,  Prince  Esterhazy,  Prince  Nicolas, 
Count  Pozzo  di  Borgo,   Lord  Conyngham.  the  Earl  and  Countess  of 
Euston,  Baron  and  Baroness  Dimsdale,  the  Bishop  of  Winchester,  and  the 
young  Lord  Blantyre,  were,  perhaps,  the  principal  personages  prcseut. 
The  Duke  of  Cambridge  and  the  Prince  wore  the  order  of  the  garter,  and 
were  attended  by  only  one  equerry,  Col.  Cornewall.    The  Duchess  of  Kent 
was  escorted  from  one  palace  to  the  other  by  a  squadron  of  life  guards.  Her 
Royal  Highness  was  attended  by  two  equerries,  Sir  George  Anson  and 
Capt.  Spencer,  and  one  lady-in-waiting,  Lady  Flora  Hastings.  The 
Duchess's  dress  was  British  ;  the  train  was  blue,  and  embroidered  all  over 
in  silver.    Prince  Esterhazy  wore  his  splendid  Hungarian  dress,  with  a 
spreading  plume  in  his  cap,  composed  entirely  of  jewels,  set  transparently. 
Prince  Nicolas  also  wore  an  Hungarian  dress,  but  introduced  the  innova- 
tion of  gold- laced  trowsers  with  it.     The  most  interesting  introduction  of 
the  day  was  that  of  Miss  Angela  Burdett  Coutts,  by  Lady  Langham.  The 
:  great  heiress  was  dressed  very  plainly,  wearing  no  diamonds  except  a  clasp 
,  to  her  necklace,  which  was  two  rows  of  pearls:  her  head-dress  was  a  small 
plume  of  feathers,  with  one  large  sprig  of  pearls      In  person  she  is  rather 
I  tall  and  thin.     The  belle  of  the  day  was  decidedly  Mrs.  William  Russell  : 
i,  her  beauty  is  much  of  the  same  character  as  Ladv  Bingham's,  but  in  per- 
son she  is  rather  stouter.  Two  ladies  appeared  in  trains,  which  had  a  most 
magnificent  effect ;   the  colour  was  red,  and  the  texture  the  same  as  an 
!<  Indian  shawl,  and  most  superbly  embroidered  in  gold.    The  2nd  Life 
'Guards  formed  the  guard  of  honour,  and  their  tine  brass  band,  consisting 
of  twenty-six  performers,  played  some  charming  pieces  during  the  time  of 
|j ,  the  reception  ;  but  the  effect  of  the  whole  scene  was  considerably  marred 

by  the  unpropitious  state  of  the  weather, 
ji  There  is  to  be  another  Drawing  Room  this  day-week,  and  a  Levee  the 
^day  previous,  when,  no  doubt,  Sir  Francis  Bond  Head  (who  suddenly 
arrived  in  town  yesterday  morning)  will  be  presented  on  his  return  from 
; Canada.  Immediately  on  his  arrival  he  rendered  himself  at  the  Colonial 
Office,  but  did  not  see  the  noble  Secretary  of  State,  who  was  deebly 
.  engaged  in  cabinet.  The  arrival  of  the  ex-Lieut. -Governor  has  produced 
;  a  great  sensation  in  the  recesses  o'i  the  Colonial  Office.

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The  Queen  gives  h  grand  Ball  on  the  10th  of  next  month,  at  Bucking- 
ham Palace.  Considerable  doubt  exists  as  to  whether  this  is  to  be  a  state 
ball  or  not ;  the  only  reason  for  supposing  it  not  to  be  state  is  the  having 
it  at  the  inconvenient  rooms  of  the  New  Palace;  but  it  is,  no  doubt,  wise 
to  give  a  preparatory  fete  before  the  Coronation,  Two  or  three  of  the 
rooms  will  be  appropriated  to  dancing.  The  Courier  of  yesterday  (Wed- 
nesday) played  off  another  of  its  impudent  hoaxes  on  its  readers.  It  gave 
an  account  of  the  Queen's  leaving  Buckingham  Palace  in  state  for  St. 
James's,  and  there  holding  a  Levee,  &c,  &c.  Now,  there  only  was  no 
levee,  but  the  Queen  never  left  Buckingham  Palace ;  but  the  Courier  is 
getting  so  notorious  in  this  way,  that  it  is  perhaps  scarcely  worth  while  to 
expose  it.

MISCELLANEA 

Recovery  of  the  Duchess  of  Leinster's  Jewels. — The  jewels  of  the 
Duchess  of  Leinster  have  been  recovered  in  a  manner  quite  as  singular  as  the  way 
in  which  they  were  stolen.  On  the  day  of  the  robbery  the  casket  had  been 
placed  in  the  back  drawing-room  of  his  grace's  residence  in  Dublin,  and  in  a 
very  different  situation  to  which  they  were  accustomed  to  be  kept.  Her  grace 
returned  to  town  in  the  evening  for  the  purpose  of  attending  a  ball;  when  about 
to  dress  the  casket  was  sent  for,  and  then  the  discovery  was  made  that  it  had 
been  mysteriously  stolen.  The  Dublin  police  were  instantly  apprised  of  the  fact, 
but  as  on  inquiry  not  the  least  clue  could  be  obtained  of  the  thief,  it  was  thought 
advisable  to  send  messengers  to  the  metropolitan  police,  because  greater  facilities 
for  disposing  of  such  valuable  booty  were  known  to  exist  in  London.  From 
every  division  constables  were  appointed  to  make  inquiry,  and  as  the  same  vigi- 
lance was  exercised  in  Dublin,  the  abstractors  of  the  property,  it  was  presumed, 
soon  became  aware  it  would  be  quite  impossible  to  dispose  of  the  property  with- 
out detection.  A  few  days  ago  a  band  box,  booked  at  the  coach-office  in  Sack- 
vine  Street,  Dublin,  arrived  at  his  Grace's  residence  in  London.  It  was  opened 
and  the  contents  were  the  missing  casket.  A  female  was  sent  for  who  formerly 
lived  with  her  Grace,  and  who  was  presumed  to  know  the  jewels  of  her  Grace, 
and  the  casket  was  then  opened  ;  it  was  found  to  be  in  the  same  state  as  when 
taken  from  the  drawing  room  in  Dublin.  The  jewels,  valued  at  £15,000.  were 
all  there,  and  it  was  the  general  belief  that  the  casket  had  not  been  opened  since 
it  was  stolen.  7  he  recovery  of  the  jewels  soon  became  known  to  the  police,  but 
with  that  mystery  which  usually  attends  their  movements,  though  in  full  pos- 
session of  all  the  circumstances  connected  with  this  very  remarkable  transaction, 
nothing  to  be  depended  upon  can  be  collected  from  that  quarter.  We  have,  how- 
ever, obtained  a  few  particulars  from  another  source.  The  thief  does  not  turn 
out  to  belong  to  that  class  which  was  first  ssupected.  The  party  who  took  them 
moves  in  a  high  rank,  as  reported.  He  came  to  London,  and  proceeded  imme- 
diately to  the  Continent,  where  he  is  expected  to  remain  in  order  to  avoid  the 
consequences  of  his  misconduct. — Morning  Herald.

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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Leck hampton  New  Church  has  been  commenced  in  due  form, 
and  with  all  the  "  doings"  customary  upon  occasions  of  the  kind.  The 
ceremony  of  laying  the  foundation  stone  took  place  last  Tuesday  afternoon, 
in  the  presence  of  a  large  concourse  of  people  who  had  been  attracted 
thither  from  all  the  surroundiug  neighbourhood.  The  committee  and 
subscribers  to  the  church  assembled  by  arrangement  at  Brandon  House, 
the  residence  of  H.  N.  Trye,  Esq.,  and  shortly  after  one  o'clock  proceeded 
thence  in  procession,  accompanied  by  a  numerous  body  of  clergy,  and  pre- 
ceded by  the  children  of  the  Leckhampton  charity  schools,  to  the  ground, 
at  the  corner  of  Upper  Grafton  Street.  As  soon  as  the  builder's  prepa- 
rations, which  were  at  the  hour  appointed  in  a  sad  state  of  arrear,  had 
been  completed,  and  all  things  were  ready,  the  Rev.  C.  13.  Trye  began  the 
service  by  a  short  prayer  ;  the  stone  was  lowered  and  formally  deposited 
on  its  resting  place,  with  all  the  customary  ceremonies,  by  H.  N.  Trye, 
Esq.,  which  done,  the  Rev.  C.  M.  Trye  delivered  an  address  appropriate 
to  the  occasion,  at  the  close  of  which  the  Hundredth  Psalm  was  sung,  and 
the  benediction  pronounced,  and  thus  the  interesting  ceremony  concluded. 
The  inscription  on  the  foundation  stone  records  that  the  church  is  dedi- 
cated to  St.  Peter,  and,  upon  the  name  authority,  we  presume  that  the 
presentation  will  vest  in  H.  N.  Trye,  Esq.,  as  patron  of  the  Rectory  of 
Leckhampton. 

The  Montpellier  Spa  arrangements  for  the  ensuing  season  are  for- 
mally advertised  in  the  present  number  of  the  Looker-On,  and  will,  no 
doubt,  meet  with  very  general  satisfaction.  We  would  suggest  a  reference 
to  them,  as  they  will  inform  our  readers  on  many  points  of  regulation  hitherto 
we  believe  but  imperfectly  understood,  and,  as  might  therefore  be  ex- 
pected, still  more  imperfectly  acted  upon.  From  the  intimations  contained 
in  this  outlined  programme  of  the  season,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  will 
be  no  lack  of  exertions  on  the  part  of  the  proprietors  to  sustain  the  high 
tone  and  character  of  the  Montpellier  entertainments,  and  that  every 
novelty  which  can  tend  to  increase  the  attractions,  and  at  the  same  time 
harmonize  with  the  chief  and  general  objects  of  the  establishment,  will  be 
added,  from  time  to  time,  to  those  already  recognized  as  the  established 
amusements  of  the  place. 

The  Opening  of  the  Zoological  Gardens  is  now  finally  determined 
to  take  place  on  the  Queen's  Birth  Day,  as  originally  intended,  and  an 
official  announcement  of  the  arrangements  proposed  may  consequently  be 
expected  in  the  course  of  a  few  days.  The  Committees 'and  Society  pur- 
pose celebrating  the  occasion  by  a  public  breakfast,  after  which  the  (Tar- 
dens  will  be  opened  in  due  form,  and  the  floral  and  horticultural  exhibi- 
tions will  take  place  on  the  ground.  Should  the  approaching  24th  of 
May  be  as  favourable  as  was  the  same  day  last  year,  the  affair  cannot  fail 
proving  at  once  highly  interesting  and  attractive.  We  shall,  however, 
haye  occasion  to  return  to  this  subject  again  before  the  event  takes  place. 

The  Dispensary  Special  Committee,  appointed  to  receive  and  inves- 
tigate the  charges  of  Dr.  Dickson  against  the  medical  and  other  officers  of 
the  Institution,  met  yesterday  for  that  purpose,  but  no  charges  having 
been  sent  in,  and  Dr.  Dickson  having,  by  advertisements  in  two  of  the 
Cheltenham  papers,  appealed  to  a  public  meeting,  the  Committee  have 
decided  to  take  the  affair  again  before  the  general  bodv  of  the  subscribers, 
and  have  accordingly  appointed  Wednesday  next,  May  2nd,  for  holding  a 
public  meeting  far  this  especial  purpose. 
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LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

The  Literary  and  Philosophical  Society  held  its  last  conversazione 
of  the  present  session  on  Tuesday  evening,  when  a  very  numerous  attend- 
ance of  the  members  and  their  friends  took  place,  and  the  large  lecture 
room  was,  consequently  well  filled  long  before  the  time  fixed  for  reading 
the  first  paper.  A  discourse  on  Poetry,  by  Mr.  R.  Winterbotham,  2d 
which  that  gentleman  entered  into  an  examination  of  the  essence  or 
"  essential"  of  the  art  divine  of  song,  and  described,  in  beautiful  and  glow- 
ing language,  the  influence  which  poetry  exercised  upon  the  human  mind, 
and  the  advantages  which  resulted  therefrom  to  society  and  civilization, 
illustrating  his  opinions  and  the  positions  which  he  advanced  by  extracts 
from  some  of  the  most  admired  of  modern  poems — as  Southey's  Hymn  to 
the  Penates,  Scott's  Lady  of  the  Luke,  &c.  At  the  close  of  the  address, 
which  occupied  about  half  an  hour,  Dr.  Conolly,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
of  the  Society,  announced  that  the  usual  pause  would  be  allowed  for  con- 
versation and  partaking  the  refreshments  which  had  been  provided  for 
the  company  in  the  museum,  whither,  upon  this  hint,  many  of  the  guests 
proceeded. 

After  the  lapse  of  half  an  hour,  Dr.  Boisragon,  the  President  of  the  Society, 
took  the  chair,  and  Mr.  C.  Paul  read  a  paper  on  Sculpture,  taking  a  rapid 
glance  of  the  rise  and  progress  of  the  art  in  "  Greece,  Italy,  and  Egypt," 
particularizing  and  describing,  as  he  proceeded,  many  of  the  most  cele- 
brated productions  of  the  chisel  existing  among  the  ancients,  and  of  which 
many  beautiful  and  valuable  specimens  have  been  preserved  in  the  British 
Museum  and  other  national  collections.  In  concluding  his  address,  Mr. 
Paul  passed  some  strictures  upon  the  modern  state  of  the  art,  and  its  pro- 
fessors, most  of  whom  he  appeared  to  consider  in  the  light  of  imitators. 

The  President,  in  a  short  speech,  alluded  to  the  progress  which  the 
Society  had  made  during  the  session  about  to  close  and  half  promised, 
himself  to  open  the  next  campaign  with  a  lecture  on  Literature. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Winterbotham  and  Mr.  C.  Paul  was  moved  by 
the  Secretary,  and  carried  by  acclamation.  Around  the  lecture  table  were 
a  number  of  well  executed  busts  and  models  frem  the  antique,  the  works 
of  Mr.  Papiera,  Mr.  Lewis,  and  other  talented  artists  in  the  town. 

The  business  of  the  evening  being  over,  it  was  announced  that  the  last 
meeting  of  the  session  would  take  place  on  Tuesday  evening,  May  the 
2nd,  when  a  paper  on  the  Study  of  Natural  History  was  to  be  read  by 
Mr.  Buckenan,  preliminary  to  receiving  the  report  of  the  Sub-Committee 
appointed  to  consider  the  best  course  to  be  pursued  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a  section  for  the  cultivation  of  natural  history  in  immediate 
onnexion  with  the  Institution,  and  to  be  entitled  the  Natural  History 
Section. 

The  Library  Committee  of  the  Institution  are  actively  engaged  in  ar- 
ranging and  classifying  the  books  in  the  possession  of  the  Society,  and  in 
a  short  time  will  be  enabled  to  lender  this  department  of  the  Institution 
much  more  efficient  than  circumstances  has  hitherto  rendered  it  possible. 
There  appears,  indeed,  a  determination  on  the  part  of  the  Council  to  spare 
no  exertion  during  the  approaching  lecture  recess,  to  carry  out  to  the 
fullest  extent  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  formation  of  the  Society. 
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In  making  up  our  weekly  List  of  Arrivals,  every  possible  care 
shall  be  taken  to  render  it  accurate  ;  but  as,  at  all  times,  the  influx 
of  strangers  into  the  town  is  very  great,  and  the  consequent  changes 
of  residence  frequent,  we  hope  any  occasional  omission,  or  error,  in 
the  printed  list  will  be  considered  as  unavoidable.  In  order,  how- 
ever, to  make  it  as  correct  as  possible,  the  Editor  requests  that 
such  persons  as  are  desirous  that  their  names  should  appear  will 
be  kind  enough  to  enter  them  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  at 
the  Montpellier  Library.

DEPARTURES. 
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FLORAL  AND  HORTICULTURAL  EXHIBITIONS. 

The  "  Doings"  of  Spring  have  been  ushered  in  bravely  by  the  two  excel- 
lent Flower  Shows,  than  which  certainly  few  exhibitions  more  appropriate 
and  in  character  could  well  have  been  devised.  The  first  was  that  of  the 
Cheltenham  Floral  and  Horticultural  Society,  now  united  with  the  Zoologi- 
cal Society,  and  took  place  at  the  Montpellier  Spa,  on  Tuesday.  The  dis- 
position and  arrangement  of  the  Plants  were  much  the  same  as  in  former 
years,  the  Amateurs'  Prizes  being  tastefully  disposed  on  the  principal 
tables  in  the  Promenade  Room,  around  the  sides  of  which  there  were  seve- 
ral stands  of  miscellaneous  plants,  furnished  principally  by  nurserymen. 
Among  these  was  a  collection  of  Geraniums — quite  splendid,  the  season  of 
the  year  being  considered — from  Mr.  Pipe's  conservatories  ;  nor  were  the 
elegantly  varied  selections  from  the  greenhouses  of  Mr.  Hodges,  Mr.  Arnott, 
and  Mr.  Hurlston  less  eutitled  to  praise  and  admiration.  In  the  Rotunda 
there  were  three  tables  covered  principally  with  Stove  and  Hothouse 
Plants  and  Hyacinths,  the  collections  of  the  former  from  the  Imperial  Nur- 
sery, and  from  Mr.  Gregory's  of  Cirencester,  were  exceedingly  beautiful, 
and  well  entitled  to  the  prizes  which  they  had  won,  while  many  of  those 
entered  by  Mr.  Arnott  of  Charlton,  though  unsuccessful  of  the  race  of  com- 
petition, quite  equalled  them  in  beauty ;  and  it  would  be  unjust  not  to 
award  the  full  meed  of  praise  to  the  fine  specimens  of  the  Amarillis,  which 
his  floral  groups  contained.  The  Hyacinths,  though  fewer  in  number  than 
we  have  seen  at  some  former  exhibitions,  were  yet  not  a  jot  inferior,  either 
in  form,  colour,  or  fragrance,  to  the  best  that  have  ever  been  shown  in 
Cheltenham;  indeed  the  plants  were  all  of  a  very  superior  description. 
Among  the  early  fruits  and  vegetables  there  were  some  excellent  specimens ; 
the  hothouses  of  Sir  Charles  Morgan  furnishing  several  plates  of  Grapes 
and  Strawberries.  Owing  to  the  very  unfavourable  state  of  the  weather 
the  exhibition  was  not  so  numerously  attended  as  could  have  been  desired. 
A  band  of  four  instruments  enlivened  the  scene  by  the  performance  of  a 
variety  of  the  most  popular  compositions.

METEOROLOGY  AND  THE  WEATHER  PROPHETS. 
The  bleak  and  march-like  weather  of  the  past  fortnight,  so  unusual,  and 
withal  so  unseasonable,  has  caused  many  a  reference  to  the  half-forgotten 
subject  of  the  weather-prophets,  and  the  pages  of  their  respective  almanacs 
have  been  turned  to  again  and  again,  in  the  hope  of  discovering  therein 
some  evidence  of  that  foreknowledge  to  which  their  compilers  have  laid 
claim.  The  results  of  any  such  examinations  have  not,  however,  proved 
quite  so  favourable  to  the  seers  of  the  wind  as  themselves  and  their  disci- 
ples could  desire.  The  weather  having  assumed  another  than  its  usual 
April  character,  it  was  fair  to  presume  that  so  marked  an  exception  to 
its  general  course  would  be  indicated  by  the  calculations  of  those  who 
boast  of  having  discovered  the  principles  which  regulate  the  phenomena 
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of  meteorology  ;  but  alas !  the  almanacs  bespoke  no  such  exception,  their 
scientific  authors  having  apparently  taken  it  for  granted,  that  April  would 
be  April  still — the  month  of  frequent  changes,  of  genial  showers  and  bril- 
liant sunshine — whereas  the  result  has  this  year  been  widely  different,  and 
we  have  had  the  weather  throughout  uniformly  cold,  bleak,  and  winterly — 
so  cold,  indeed,  that  for  several  days  the  thermometer  has  stood  much 
lower  than  it  did  in  the  month  of  December. 

In  the  table  which  follows,  it  will  be  seen  that  Lieutenant  Morrison 
predicts  milder  weather  for  the  14th,  which  was  not  certainly  borne  out 
by  the  results,  for  we  had  an  increase  of  cold,  with  a  sharp  north-west 
wind.  On  the  loth  and  16th  the  Lieut,  is  right,  but  from  the  20th  to 
the  25th  he  is  sadly  out  again,  since  the  "  increase  of  warmth"  with  "  fair 
spring  weather"  has  not  even  yet  arrived  ;  indeed  we  know  for  a  fact  that 
on  Thursday  the  temperature  was  full  ten  degrees  colder  than  it  was  On 
Christmas  Day — so  much  for  *'  the  sun  drawing  nigh  to  the  time  of 
Jupiter  at  the  new  moon."  Of  the  eight  "  fair"  days  predicted  by  Mr. 
Murphy,  only  one  has  borne  out  the  prediction.  His  definite  promise  of  a 
north-east  wind  on  the  23rd  was  stultified  by  the  wind  most  discourteously 
veering  round  the  day  before  to  the  south,  after  having  blown  without 
intermission  from  the  north  for  ten  successive  days  :  such  predictions  are 
really  so  "  amusing"  that  we  cannot  choose  but  smile — but  to  our  table.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  May  2nd,  1838. 

My  De^r  Looker-On, 

The  Duke  of  Norfolk  has  managed  to  get  his  claim  allowed  to 
do  suit  and  service  at  the  coronation,  as  Lord  of  the  Manor  of 
Worksop  ;  but  the  Lords  of  the  Council  only  granted  it  on  the 
ground  that  the  Manor  was  now  actually  in  his  Grace's  possession, 
so  the  transfer  to  the  Duke  of  Newcastle  cannot  yet  be  signed.  It 
is  not  improbable  that  this  sale  may  never  be  effected  after  all,  that 
is,  if  the  negotiations  for  a  marriage  between  Lord  Fitzalan  and 
Miss  Burdett  Coutts  are  carried  to  a  successful  issue  ;  rumour 
says,  indeed,  that  this  negotiation  is  off,  in  which  case  it  does  not 
require  the  gift  of  prophecy  to  say  that  the  other  will  soon  be  on, 
and  vice  versa. 

The  Ministers  continue  firm  in  refusing  to  postpone  the  corona- 
tion till  the  latter  end  of  the  season,  despite  all  the  grumbling  and 
remonstrance,  but  have  consented  to  defer  it  for  two  days,  because, 
with  the  usual  felicity  of  whiggery,  they  had  blundered  on  an  un- 
fortunate day — the  anniversary  of  the  death  of  George  the  Fourth. 
It  takes  place  then  positively — that  is,  as  certain  and  positive  as 
things  are  under  the  present  administration,  on  the  28th  of  June. 
The  alteration  will  receive  the  sanction  of  the  Queeu  in  Council 
to-day,  and  will  appear  in  Friday  night's  Gazette. — While  on  the 
subject  of  postponements,  it  may  be  as  well  to  notice,  that  the 
Drawing  Room  that  was  to  have  been  held  on  the  14th  of  June  i? 
to  take  place  on  the  21st.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  her  Majesty 
intends  being  present  at  Ascot  Races,  and  also  at  the  Eton  Montem, 
according  to  the  custom  of  her  royal  predecessors.  We  are  now 
in  the  full  whirl  of  the  season,  and  a  busy  one  it  will  be  while  it 
lasts.  There  is  a  talk  that  the  Queen  will  give  three  balls  at  the 
new  Palace,  two  before  the  coronation  and  one  after. 

The  arrival  of  Strauss' s  band  has  set  "  the  world"  dancing  mad, 
and  the  leaders  of  ton  are  already  securing  his  services  for  their 
fetes.  It  is  utterly  in  vain  to  attempt  to  give  an  idea  of  this  ex- 
traordinary band  by  any  description  ;  it  must  be  heard,  or  rather 
danced  to,  to  be  thoroughly  appreciated. 

The  opera  on  Saturday  night  was  crammed  with  the  most  bril- 
liant audience  of  the  season.  The  Queen,  the  Duchess  of  Kent, 
the  Duchess  of  Cambridge,  the  Princess  Augusta  of  Cambridge, 
with  a  whole  host  of  rank  and  fashion  far  too  numerous  to  mention, 
occupied  the  boxes,  and  the  pit  was  so  crowded  as  to  become 
almost  the  scene  of  disturbance.  Her  Majesty  took  several  peeps 
at  the  audience,  and  looked  in  remarkably  good  health  and  spirits ; 
she  wore  a  single  rose  in  her  hair.    The  perfromance  was  Puritani 
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and  the  first  Act  of  Beniowsky.  The  opera  went  off  very  well,  but 
the  ballet  was  unceasingly  hissed ;  it  was  said  there  was  to  be  a 
regular  row,  such  was  the  indignation  of  the  subscribers  at  the 
poverty  of  the  ballet  department ;  however,  the  hint  that  Laporte 
received  was  sufficient ;  for  on  Monday  morning  he  announced  the 
engagement  of  Mademoiselle  Natalie  Fitzjames,  of  the  Academie 
Roy  ale,  who  will  appear  forthwith  in  a  new  ballet.  The  same  per- 
formances were  repeated  last  night,  but  the  Queen  was  not  present. 

The  honeymoon  joys  of  the  Earl  aixl  Countess  of  Essex  have 
been  suddenly  interrupted  by  the  indisposition  of  the  venerable 
bridegroom,  who  has  returned  to  town  for  the  benefit  of  the  advice 
of  his  physician  ;  indeed  it  is  said  his  Lordship  was  so  weak  at  the 
time  of  his  marriage  as  to  be  obliged  to  sit  during  the  whole  cere- 
mony. The  marriage  of  Lord  Charles  Wellesley,  son  of  the  Duke 
of  Wellington,  to  Lady  Honoria  Cadogan,  daughter  of  Earl  Cado- 
gan, has  taken  place  ;  the  bride,  and  her  sister,  Lady  Augusta, 
have  been  leading  Belles  in  the  world  of  fashion  for  the  last  three 
or  four  seasons. 

Benedict's  new  opera,  the  "  Gipsey's  Warning,"  though  there 
has  been  a  good  deal  of  care  and  expense  employed  in  its  "  getting 
up/'  and  though  it  is  written  by  a  good  and  tasteful  musician,  does 
not  take ;  it  is  tacked  to  so  wild  and  improbable  a  plot  that  the 
attention  of  the  audience  is  wearied  in  endeavouring  to  make  out 
what  it  is  all  about. 

The  Levee  to-day  was  by  far  the  most  numerous  the  Queen  has 
held,  with  the  exception  of  the  first  after  her  accession.  There 
were  near  one  thousand  gentlemen  present,  and  some  idea  may  be 
formed  of  the  rank  assembled  from  the  fact  that  there  were  above 
fifty  Earls  among  them.  The  Dukes  of  Norfolk,  Richmond,  So- 
merset and  St.  Albans,  the  Marquises  of  Anglesey,  Breadalbane, 
Hertford,  Londonderry,  Downshire,  and  Huntley.  Earls  Fitz- 
william,  Eldon,  Winchilsea,  and  Cadogan ;  the  Archbishops  of 
Canterbury,  York,  and  Armagh  ;  the  Bishops  of  Durham,  Lincoln, 
Oxford,  Gloucester,  Rochester,  and  Nova  Scotia;  Lords  Denman, 
Hcytesbury,  Ebrington,  King,  James  Stuart,  Portman,  Blayney, 
Jeffrey,  (Lord  Register  of  Scotland)  and  A sh burton ;  Sir  Charles 
Morgan,  Sir  James  Graham,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Chalmers,  the  Lord 
Mayor  and  Sheriffs  were  there.  There  were  also  a  number  of 
foreigners,  who  were  presented  by  their  respective  ambassadors. 
Prince  Odescalchi,  M.  Massingberd,  Count  Emanuel  Zichy,  and 
Count  Sommery,  were  presented  by  Prince  Esterhazy  ;  Count  de 
Montzelas,  Chamberlain  to  the  King  of  Bavaria,  by  the  Bavarian 
Minister ;  Baron  Cetto,  Count  de  Maltzan,  Chamberlain  to  the 
King  of  Prussia,  by  Baron  Bulow,  the  Prussian  Minister;  Don 
Rafael  Alvarez  y  Mendizabel,  by  the  Spanish  Minister;  Count 
Korinski,  the  son-in-law  of  Prince  Esterhazy,  Baron  Bentinck,  the 
Chevalier  Heath  and  M.  Moeller  were  also  presented  ;  Sir  Francis 
Head  was  presented  by  Lord  Glenelg  on  his  return  from  Canada 
The  Hon.  Mr.  Bligh  took  leave  on  being  appointed  Minister  t() 
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King  Ernest;  Mr.  Fox,  (Lord  Holland's  son)  on  bis  departure  to 
his  post  at  Frankfort,  and  Colonel  Gawler  for  South  Australia. 
The  Marquis  of  Conyngham  presented  an  address  from  Tralee, 
praying  for  the  abolition  of  slavery,  and  Captain  Pechell  one  from 
Brighton,  with  the  same  prayer,  signed  by  5,640  ladies.  The 
Duke  of  Sussex  was  the  only  member  of  the  royal  family  present. 
After  the  Levee  the  Queen  held  a  Council,  at  which  Lord  Hare- 
wood  was  resworn  Lord  Lieutenant  of  one  of  the  Ridings  of  York- 
shire, and  Sir  Edward  Thornton  a  Privy  Councillor,  and  the  pro- 
clamation was  agreed  upon  to  postpone  the  coronation  till  the  28th, 
after  which  there  was  an  Investiture  of  the  Ionian  Order  of  St. 
Michhel  and  St.  George,  when  Sir  John  Oswald,  the  General,  and 
Sir  John  Oswald,  the  Admiral,  who  commanded  the  forces  at  the 
reduction  of  these  Islands,  were  invested.

The  Duke  of  Sussex, 
the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cambridge,  Prince  George  and  Princess  Augusta 
of  Cambridge,  the  Duchess  of  Gloucester,  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  and  the 
Princess  Augusta  were  present.  The  Duchess  of  Kent  was  attended  by 
Sir  George  Anson,  Gen.  Hill,  Capt.  Spencer,  and  Lady  Flora  Hastings, 
and  was  escorted  by  a  party  of  Life  Guards.  The  Queen  was  attended  by 
the  Marchioness  of  Lansdown,  Lady  Portman,  the  Marchioness  of  Tavis- 
tock, Miss  Spring  Rice,  Lady  Gardiner,  Mrs.  Brand,  Miss  Paget,  Miss 
Cocks,  Miss  Cavendish,  Miss  Murray,  Miss  Dillon,  Mrs.  George  Campbell, 
the  Countess  of  Charlemont,  Viscount  Torrington,  Col.  Cavendish,  Sir 
Frederick  Stovin,  and  Lord  Alfred  Paget.  Young  Lord  Kilmarnock,  (the 
son  of  the  Earl  and  Countess  of  Erroll)  and  Master  Cowell  were  the  pages 
of  honour.  There  were  near  twelve  hundred  present ;  among  them  were

Countess  Bruce,  (presented  on  her  marriage)  Mr.  Hume,  M.P.,  Mrs. 
Hume,  and  Miss  Hume  who  was  presented  by  her  mother,  Mrs.  Mellish, 
the  Countess  of  Glengall,  Lady  John  Thynne,  the  Earl  and  Countess  of 
Hillsborough,  on  their  marriage,  Mr.  and  Lady  Georgiana  Codrington, 
Hon.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Denman  on  their  marriage,  Miss  Copley,  (daughter  of 
Lord  Lyndhurst)  presented  by  Lady  Lyndhurst,  Sir  Charles  Morgan,  the 
Marquis  and  Marchioness  of  Breadalbane,  Lord  William  Lennox,  the 
Duchess  of  Northumberland,  the  Martjuis  of  Lansdown,  the  Marquis  of 
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Downshire,  Viscount  Melbourne,  Lord  Palmerston,  Countess  of  Hareward, 
Countess  of  Bridgewater,  Countess  of  Pembroke,  Sir  James  Mc  Grigor, 
the  Marquis  of  Carmarthen,  Countess  Nelson,  Earl  and  Countess  of  Ban- 
don,  Viscount  Bernard,  Mr.  Tennyson  D'Eyncourt.  the  Bishops  of  Oxford, 
Norwich,  and  Gloucester  and  Bristol,  Mr.  Brinsley  Sheridan,  the  Marchioness 
of  Chandos,  Mr.  Capel,  heir  to  the  Earl  of  Essex  ;  Sir  A.  and  Lady  Mac- 
laine,  Sir  Henry  Hardinge,  &c.  &c.  The  two  newly-made  Grand  Crosses  of 
St.  Michael  and  St.  George  made  their  appearance  in  their  new  decora- 
tions, and  among  the  crowd  of  lovely  women  that  were  assembled  the  ex- 
treme beauty  of  Lady  Seymour  and  Miss  Bury  were  the  theme  of  general 
admiration.  Owing  to  its  being  30  crowded  the  Drawing  Room  was  not 
over  till  very  late  in  the  afternoon.

CORONATION  OF  THE  QUEEN. 

The  following  is  the  Royal  Proclamation  officially  postponing  the  coro- 
nation from  Tuesday,  the  26th,  to  Thursday,  the  28th  of  June,  and  to 
which  allusion  is  made  in  the  foregoing  communication  of  the  "  Moving 
Shadow." 

By  the  Queen — A  Proclamation. 
For  adjourning  the  Solemnity  of  the  Coronation. 
Victoria,  R. 

Whereas  by  our  Royal  proclamation,  bearing  date  the  fourth  day  of 
April  last,  we  did,  amongst  other  things,  publish  and  declare  our  Royal 
intention  to  celebrate  the  solemnity  of  our  Royal  Coronation  upon  Tuesday 
the  26th  day  of  June  next,  at  our  Palace  at  Westminster,  and  whereas  we 
have  thought  fit  to  adjourn  the  said  solemnity  until  Thursday,  the  28th 
day  of  June  next,  we  do  by  this  our  Royal  proclamation  give  notice 
thereof ;  and  we  do  hereby  strictly  charge  and  command  all  our  loving 
subjects  whom  it  may  concern,  that  all  persons,  of  what  rank  or  quality 
soever  they  be,  who,  either  upon  our  letters  to  them  directed,  or  by  reason 
of  their  offices  and  tenures,  or  otherwise,  are  to  do  any  service  at  the  time 
of  our  Coronation,  to  duly  give  their  attendance  at  the  said  solemnity  on 
Thursday,  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  June  next,  in  all  respects  furnished 
and  appointed  as  to  so  great  a  solemnity  appertaineth,  and  answerable  to 
the  dignities  and  places  which  every  one  of  them  respectively  holdeth  and 
enjoyeth,  and  of  this  they,  or  any  of  them,  are  not  to  fail,  as  they  will  an- 
swer the  contrary  at  their  perils,  unless  upon  special  reasons  by  ourself, 
under  our  hand,  to  be  allowed,  we  shall  dispense  with  any  of  their  services 
or  attendances  :  provided  always,  and  we  do  further,  by  this  our  Royal 
proclamation,  signify  and  declare,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  change  or  alter  our  Royal  determination  as  more  fully  de- 
clared in  our  Royal  Proclamation,  bearing  date  the  tenth  day  of  April  last, 
whereby  we  did  signify  it  to  be  our  Royal  will  and  pleasure,  upon  the  oc- 
casion of  this  our  Coronation,  to  dispense  with  that  part  of  the  ceremonial 
which  usually  takes  place  in  Westminster  Hall,  and  that  part  thereof  which 
consists  of  the  procession. 

Given  at  our  Court  at  St.  James's,  this  second  day  of  May,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  and  in  the  first 
year  of  our  reign.

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THE  CHELTENHAM  DISPENSARY  AND  HOSPITAL 

Has  during  the  past  week  almost  wholly  monopolized  the  attention  of  the 
town,  and  for  the  last  three  or  four  days  scarcely  any  other  topic  has  been 
at  all  discussed.  Two  general  meetings  of  the  subscribers  have  been  held 
for  the  express  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration  the  charges  and  accu- 
sations brought  against  the  managers  of  the  institution  by  Dr.  Samuel 
Dickson,  and  to  determine  upon  the  course  most  advisable  to  be  pursued 
in  order  to  repel  those  charges,  and  to  remove  the  stigma  which  they  were 
designed  to  affix,  more  particularly  upon  the  character  of  the  medical 
officers.  The  first  of  these  meetings  took  place  on  Wednesday  the  2nd 
instant,  when  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Trye  having  been  called  to  the  chair,  the 
special  committee,  appointed  by  the  general  meeting  held  on  the  20th  of 
last  month,  to  enquire  into  Dr.  Dickson's  charges,  gave  in  their  report, 
which  amounted  to  this: — That  Dr.  Dickson  having  refused  to  bring  before 
a  committee,  chosen  as  the  one  in  question  had  been,  any  charges  against 
the  officers  of  the  establishment,  there  was  in  fact  no  question  at  all  before 
them  ;  and  Dr:  Dickson  having  by  advertisement  appealed  from  their  tri- 
bunal to  a  public  meeting,  or  a  committee  of  enquiry  selected  in  equal  pro- 
portions by  himself  and  the  managers  of  the  hospital,  they  (the  special 
committee)  had  no  alternstive  but  that  of  coming  back,  to  the  subscribers 
by  whom  they  were  originally  appointed,  for  further  advice  and  instruction 
how  to  proceed.  The  report  having  been  read,  several  resolutions  and 
amendments  were  successively  brought  forward  by  the  Rev.  Francis  Close, 
Mr.  H.  B.  Williams,  Mr.  Fisher,  Mr.  Bulgin/Dr.  M'Cabe,  and  other 
gentlemen  ;  those  who  took  part  in  the  more  active  proceedings  advocating 
or  opposing,  each  and  all,  according  as  their  own  views  coincided  with  or 
differed  from  one  another  on  the  question  involved.  Ultimately  however 
the  following  resolution  was  agreed  to,  and  a  deputation,  consisting  of 
W.  L.  Lawrence,  Esq.,  H.  B.  Williams,  Esq.,  and  F.  Jerrard,  Esq.,  was 
appointed  to  wait  upon  Dr.  Dickson,  to  receive  his  answer  in  respect 
thereto  : 

"  Resolved, — That  Dr.  Dickson  be  invited  to  attend  before  a  General 
Meeting  of  Subscribers  to  the  Cheltenham  Dispensary  and  Casualty  Hospi- 
tal, to  prefer  any  Charges  he  may  have  to  make  against  any  Officers  of  the 
Institution." 

The  deputation  accordingly  had  an  interview  with  Dr.  Dickson,  and 
received  from  him  the  following  answer  in  writing  : 

"  Gentlemen* — You  have  laid  before  me  the  Copy  of  the  Resolution  of 
the  Subscribers  to  the  Cheltenham  Dispensary,  at  a  Meeting  held  this  day, 
in  which  I  am  invited  to  meet  the  Subscribers  on  any  day  I  shall  fix,  to 
prefer  my  Charges  against  the  Officials  of  the  Institution,  I  beg,  therefore, 
to  state,  that  I  am  ready  to  proceed  on  Saturday  next,  at  One  o'clock,  pro- 
vided, I  am  to  understand  that  the  Public,  as  in  every  English  Court,  be 
admitted ;  but  I  will  not  do  so  unless  this  be  distinctly  understood,  fearful 
that  the  mere  Subscribers  may  be  influenced  by  the  parties,  who,  in  the 
first  instance,  induced  them  to  subscribe,  namely,  Mr.  Close  and  the  other 
Officials. — I  have  the  honor  to  be,  Gentlemen,  yours,  verv  obediently, 

S.  DICKSON,  M.D." 

On  receipt  of  this  communication  the  deputation  immediately  called  a 
meeting  of  the  Subscribers  for  two  o'clock  on  Thursday.  The  meeting 
accordingly  took  place,  and  was  very  numerously  attended  ;   Dr.  Dickson 
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himself,  though  a  non-subscriber,  accompanied  by  two  or  three  friends, 
being  also  present.  W.  L.  Lawrence,  Esq..  having  been  unanimously 
voted  into  the  chair,  opened  the  business  of  the  meeting  by  reading  the 
several  minutes  and  documents  referring  to  and  explaining  the  proceedings 
which  had  taken  place  on  the  previous  day,  or  had  resulted  from  those 
proceedings  ;  which  done,  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  sub- 
scribers, whether  it  was  their  wish  that  the  meeting  proposed  in  Dr.  Dick- 
son's letter  should  take  place,  and,  if  so,  subject  to  what  restrictions  as 
regarded  the  public  at  large. 

Mr.  Eves  hereupon  rose,  and,  in  a  speech  evidencing  much  warmth  of 
temper,  deprecated  any  interference  at  all  on  the  part  of  non-subscribers  to 
the  institution  as  at  once  unreasonable  and  unjust ;  since  the  administra- 
tion of  the  affairs  of  the  Dispensary  was  a  matter  which  concerned  those 
only  who  contributed  to  its  support ;  but,  if  Dr.  Dickson  merely  wished  for 
the  presence  of  the  public  at  any  tuch  meeting,  he  for  one  should  have  no 
objection  to  meet  him  on  his  own  terms,  and  so  follow  out  the  analogy 
which  had  been  instituted  between  such  proposed  meeting  and  an  open 
court  of  law,  wherein,  though  the  public  were  admitted  as  spectators,  they 
were,  nevertheless,  not  allowed  to  interfere  in  any  of  the  proceedings 
going  on. 

In  reply  to  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Eves,  Dr.  Dickson  contended  that,  in  the 
present  case,  the  public  would  have  as  much  right  to  vote  on  any  question 
as  to  be  present,  since  they  were  constantly  being  called  upon  from  the 
pulpits  of  the  various  churches  to  contribute  towards  the  support  of  the 
institution. 

Mr.  H.  B.  Williams  followed  Dr.  Dickson,  and  considered  that  the 
fairest  way  to  meet  the  question  would  be  to  appoint  from  among  the  sub- 
scribers to  the  Dispensary  a  jury  of  twelve  gentlemen,  six  to  be  chosen  by 
Dr.  Dickson,  and  six  by  the  present  managers  of  the  Hospital,  for  the 
purpose  of  thoroughly  investigating  the  charges  which  had  been  brought 
forward. 

Dr.  Dickson  assented  to  the  mode  of  settling  the  dispute,  but  objected 
to  that  part  of  the  proposition  which  made  it  compulsory  on  his  part  to 
choose  six  of  the  Dispensary  subscribers,  contending  that  he  ought  to  have 
the  option  of  selecting  them  from  the  public  at  large. 

An  amendment  to  this  effect  was  proposed  by  the  Rev.  George  Bonner, 
but  shortly  afterwards  withdrawn. 

The  Rev.  F.  Close  objected  altogether  to  the  arrangement  proposed,  and 
considered  that  Mr.  Williams's  motion  was  a  sacrifice  of  principle  which 
ought  never  to  be  recognized.  He  contended,  moreover,  that  an  indivi- 
dual, who  had  libelled  every  division  and  sub-division  of  the  institution, 
had  neither  claim,  in  right  or  courtesy,  to  interfere  in  the  appointment  of 
any  such  tribunal  as  that  proposed.  In  his  address  to  the  meeting,  which 
was  of  considerable  length,  the  rev.  gentleman  reviewed  the  conduct  of 
Dr.  Dickson  with  legard  to  the  Dispensary;  and  defended  the  course 
which,  as  a  clergyman,  he  had  felt  it  his  duty  to  pursue  in  respect  to  iss 
management  and  direction ;  commenting  in  strong  and  impassioned 
language  upon  the  unjust  imputations  which  Dr.  Dickson  had  cast  upon 
his  fair  fame.  Mr.  Close,  who  was  evidently  under  the  influence  of  feelings 
strongly  excited  throughout  the  whole  of  his  address,  concluded  by  calling 
upon  Dr.  Dickson  to  revoke  certain  false  and  calumnious  charges  which  he 
had  circulated  against  him  through  the  public  prints,  and  which  his  station 
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in  society  demanded  should  be  withdrawn  ere  he  entered  into  further  par- 
ley with  his  accuser. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Cox,  in  order  to  embody  Mr.  Close's  sentiments  upon  the 
question  at  issue,  moved  an  amendment  on  Mr.  Williams's  motion,  decla- 
rative that  no  person  was  eligible  to  take  part  in  any  proceedings  con- 
nected with  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Dispensary  and  Hospital 
but  the  governors  and  subscribers.  The  committee,  being  chosen  by  the 
subscribers  to  conduct  in  their  behalf  the  affairs  of  the  institution,  had 
legally  no  power  to  delegate  to  others  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  or 
allow  of  the  interference  of  any  non  subscriber  in  any  investigation  which 
might  take  place  into  the  conduct  of  the  medical  and  other  officers,  who, 
being  in  fact  the  servants  of  the  committee,  were  accountable  to  it,  and  it 
only,  for  the  due  performance  of  the  duties  they  undertook.  Mr.  Cox's 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Hale,  and,  at  a  subsequent  stage  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, carried. 

In  reply  to  the  Rev.  F.  Close,  Dr,  Dickson  proceeded  to  quote  in  sup- 
port of  the  right  which  he  claimed  of  naming,  on  his  part,  six  non-sub- 
cribers  for  the  committee,  and,  in  confirmation  of  the  charges  which  he  had 
brought  against  the  "  officials,"  certain  circumstances,  referring  to  some 
former  questions  of  dispute  between  him  and  the  committee  of  the  institu- 
tion; deducing  from  the  decisions  given  upon  these  questions,  the  necessity 
of  free  and  open  enquiry  upon  the  present  occasion. 

The  Rev.  F.  Close  again  called  upon  Dr.  Dickson  to  withdraw  the  unjust 
remarks  which  he  had  published,  reflecting  upon  his  character  as  a  gentle- 
man and  a  minister.  This  however  Dr.  Dickson,  in  the  most  positive  and 
ungentle  terms,  refused  to  do ;  but  stated  his  willingness  to  submit  to  the 
condition  required  by  the  original  motion,  that  he  should  choose  his  six 
jurymen  from  among  the  body  of  subscribers  to  the  Dispensary. 

This  admission  having  been  made  by  Dr.  Dickson,  the  chairman  was 
proceeding  to  put  the  question  to  the  meeting,  when  Mr.  Rosenhagen  rose 
and  proposed  another  amendment  to  the  effect,  that  it  was  a  thing  unheard 
of,  and  contrary  to  every  principle  of  justice,  that  the  accuser  should  be 
allowed  to  name  any  portion  of  the  jury.  This  amendment  of  Mr.  Rosen- 
hagen having  been  seconded  by  Mr.  Cox,  was  put  to  the  meeting  and 
carried.  -   

Yet  another  amendment  was  put  by  Mr.  Bulgin,  who  contended  that 
the  fairest  way  to  select  a  jury  would  be  by  ballot,  or  lot ;  and  submitted 
a  proposition  to  this  effect  to  the  meeting,  which  was  seconded  by  the 
Rev.  C.  B.  Trye.  Mr.  Rosenhagen  again  moved  another  amendment, 
which,  so  far  as  we  could  collect  in  the  confusion  which  now  prevailed, 
went  to  pledge  the  meeting  to  this  opinion, — that  the  only  tribunal 
competent  to  take  cognizance  of  the  charges  of  "  homicide"  and  "  pecula- 
tion," brought  against  the  officers  by  Dr.  Dickson,  was  a  court  of  justice  ; 
and  that  Dr.  Dickson  be  accordingly  requested  to  furnish  such  evidence  to 
the  committee  as  would  enable  them  to  prosecute  the  parties  who  had  been 
guilty  of  those  crimes. 

Upon  this,  as  indeed  upon  all  the  other  motions,  amendments,  and  coun- 
ter-amendments proposed  throughout  the  .  whole  of  the  proceedings,  a 
running  fire  of  angry  discussion  was  sustained,  and  the  chairman  had 
some  difficulty  of  so  simplifying  the  heterogeneous  mass  of  written  and 
unwritten  propositions  as  to  enable  him  to  put  them  fairly  to  the  vote  ;  it 
was,  however,  at  length  agreed  that  Mr.  Williams's  original  motion,  and 
the  last  two  amendments  brought  forward  (for  there  were  several  others 
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brought  forward  in  the  course  of  the  afternoon,  and  either  withdrawn  or 
forgotten,  and  of  which,  therefore,  we  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to 
speak)  should  be  first  read  seriatim  from  the  chair,  that  the  meeting  might 
clearly  understand  the  question  as  it  then  stood.  This  done,  the  chairman 
divided  "  the  house"  upon  Mr.  Rosenhagen's  amendment  first,  which  was 
thereupon  carried,  though  not  by  an  "  immense  majority."  Mr.  Bulgin'a 
amendment  was  next  put  and  negatived,  and  last  of  all  came  Mr.  H.  B. 
Williams's  original  motion,  which  was  negatived  also. 

Two  or  three  other  resolutions,  applying  to  matters  of  form  and  routine, 
rather  than  to  the  immediate  objects  of  the  meeting,  were  then  proposed 
and  carried,  and  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman  (and  certainly  never  was 
chairman  better  entitled  to  such  vote)  having  also  been  carried,  the  busi- 
ness of  the  meeting  was  brought  to  its  termination.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  May  9th,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  exhibition  of  the  Royal  Academy  opened  on  Monday  ;  as 
far  as  the  crowds  of  spectators  permitted  one  to  see  the  pictures 
the  exhibition  seemed  to  be  a  good  one,  though  certainly  not  supe- 
rior to  last  year.    Sir  Martin  Shee  has  got  a  portrait  of  the  late 
King  which  occupies  the  best  place  ;  this  picture  is  like  all  the 
others  of  the  President ;  it  looks  as  if  it  had  been  painted  from  a 
waxen  image  instead  of  a  being  of  flesh  and  blood  and  animated 
by  intellect.    Mr.  Hayter's  portrait  of  the  Queen  (to  be  presented 
to  the  City)  now  that  it  is  quite  finished,  and  tried  by  the  test  of 
the  exhibition,  is  a  complete  failure  as  far  as  likeness,  beauty, 
grace,  and  expression  is  concerned  ;  there  is  but  little  merit  too  in 
either  the  arrangement  or  colour,  and  the  only  thing  deserving 
praise  about  it  is  the  elaborate  and  careful  painting  of  all  the  de- 
tails ;  the  dress,  jewels,  robe,  fringe,  &c.  are  most  skilfully  painted 
and  admirably  finished.    Underneath  this  portrait  is  placed  Sir 
D.  Wilkie's  picture  of  the  First  Council  at  Kensington,  in  which 
are  introduced  portraits  of  the  Queen,  Lord  Lansdowne,  the  Duke 
of  Argyll,  Lord  Anglesea,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  Lord  John  Russell, 
Lord  Melbourne,  Mr.  Spring  Rice,  Lord  Palnierston,  the  Speaker, 
Lord  Grey,  Lord  Carlisle,  Lord  Denman,  the  Archbishop  of  Can- 
terbury, the  Duke  of  Sussex,  the  King  of  Hanover,  Lord  Morpeth, 
Lord  Lyndhurst,  Sir  Robert  Peel,  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  Lord 
Holland,  &c.  &c.    This  is  by  no  means  a  fine,  or  even  a  good 
specimen  of  Wilkie's  pencil ;  it  is,  no  doubt,  a  very  difficult  subject 
for  an  artist  to  make  an  interesting  picture  from — that  of  a  num- 
ber of  people  sitting  round  a  long  table  doing  nothing,  for  the 
only  incident  is  the  Duke  of  Wellington  handing  thhe  Duke  of 
Sussex  a  pen  to  sign  the  declaration  ;  nevertheless,  it  might  have 
been  made  highly  interesting  from  the  truth  and  fidelity  of  the 
portraits,  but  very  few  indeed  of  them  can  be  called  good  likenesses. 
That  of  the  Queen  is  one  of  the  best,  though  the  face  has  a  silly 
expression,  and  the  figure  too  is  very  pretty  ;  she  is  dressed  en- 
tirely in  white,  and  she  holds  in  her  hand  the  declaration  she 
addressed  to  the  Council.    Among  the  rest,  the  portrait  of  the 
Duke  of  Argyll  is  most  like,  and  that  of  Sir  Robert  Peel  the  least ; 
indeed  the  head  painted  for  Lord  Lyndhurst  is  more  like  the  Right 
Hon.  Baronet  than  his  own.    Opposite  to  this  picture  is  another 
by  the  same  master,  "  The  Bride  at  her  Toilet/'  which  for  charac- 
ter, expression,  grouping,  and  execution,  is  alike  admirable.    It  is 
one  of  the  choicest  gems  of  the  exhibition.    Sir  David  has  several 
portraits  ;  one  of  them  (Mrs.  Maberly)  if  sent  anonymously  to  an 
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exhibition  would  not  be  hung  up,  'tis  so  very  bad.  Landseer  has 
some  excellent  pictures  :  "  The  Life's  in  the  old  Dog  yet,"  (a 
Highland  hunting  scene)  the  children  of  the  Duke  and  Duchess 
of  Sutherland,  and  the  Queen's  favorite  Dogs  and  Parrot  are  all 
exquisite  in  their  way,  but  we  will  resume  our  notes  on  the  exhi- 
bition next  week. 

The  ball  at  Buckingham  Palace  to-morrow  night  will,  it  is  ex- 
pected, be  a  very  brilliant  affair  ;  all  the  suite  of  state  rooms  will 
be  thrown  open,  and  three  of  them  appropriated  to  the  dancers  ; 
the  numbers  of  invited  guests  are  about  five  hundred.  Some 
curiosity  is  excited  as  to  whether  the  Queen  will  dance  or  not,  and 
if  so  with  whom  ;  there  are  but  few  among  the  ambassadors  young 
enough  to  foot  it  on  the  light  fantastic  toe  with  her  Majesty,  and 
Piince  George  of  Cambridge  appears  the  only  likely  partner  for  the 
evening.  Strauss's  band  officiates.  The  Queen  intends  giving  a 
couple  of  concerts  shortly,  in  the  intervals  between  the  balls,  one 
of  them  to  be  performed  by  the  opera  company  and  the  other  by 
singers  of  home  growth  ;  Costa  will  conduct  the  one  and  Sir  George 
Smart  the  other. 

The  Duke  of  Sussex  gives  a  very  grand  dinner  at  Kensington 
Palace  on  the  30th  to  the  Queen  and  the  royal  family.  On  the 
birth-day,  the  17th,  Lord  Melbourne  gives  a  grand  dinner  to  the 
members  of  his  party  in  the  House  of  Peers ;  Lord  John  Russell 
ditto,  to  the  House  of  Commons  ;  Lord  Palmerston  to  the  Foreign 
Ministers  ;  the  Duke  of  Argyll  to  all  gentlemen  connected  with 
the  Lord  Steward's  department;  Marquis  of  Conyngham  to  the 
Lord  Chamberlain's  department,  and  the  Earl  of  Albemarle  to  that 
of  the  Master  of  the  Horse.  In  the  evening  there  is  a  grand  re- 
union of  all  these  at  Lansdown  House,  Lady  Lansdowne  having  a 
fall  dress  assembly  therefore. 

The  Queen  was  at  the  Opera  on  Saturday  and  last  night.  The 
Duchess  of  Kent  did  not  accompany  her  Majesty  on  the  former 
evening.  The  performances  were  Norma,  a  divertissement,  and  a 
selection  from  the  first  act  of  //  Barbiere.  Persiani  sat  in  an  upper 
box,  intensely  watching  the  fine  performance  of  Grisi  in  Norma. 
The  Divertissement  was  danced  throughout  to  a  loud  obligato 
accompaniment  of  hisses.  Last  night,  after  the  Puritani,  Miss 
Natalie  Fitzjames  made  her  first  appearance  in  La  Ressemblance. 
She  is  a  very  clever  and  agreeable  dancer,  and  met  with  considera- 
ble applause,  but  with  no  pretensions  whatever  to  rank  as  "pre- 
mier danseuse"  at  our  opera.  The  ballet  was  condemned.  Poor 
Laporte  is  in  a  sad  quandary,  for  his  subscribers  are  beginning  to 
wax  exceeding  wrath  about  the  matter. 

The  Duke  of  Cambridge  has  had  a  slight  attack  of  the  gout,  but 
it  has  subsided  a  good  deal  and  his  Royal  Highness  will  soon  be 
about  again.  The  Queen  has  a  dinner  party  to-night,  but  there  is 
nothing  to  distinguish  it  from  those  which  have  become  so  frequent 
at  Buckingham  Palace  as  to  be  almost  a  matter  of  course. 
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The  tradesmen  of  London  are  prosecuting  their  remonstrances 
with  considerable  vigour ;  a  memorial  respecting  the  procession 
has  been  forwarded  to  the  Queen  through  my  Lord  John  Russell. 

The  new  chapel  in  the  Bird  Cage  Walk,  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  Household  Troops,  was  opened  with  great  ceremony  last  week  ; 
there  were  two  thousand  persons  present.  Sir  Francis  Head,  the 
Ex-Governor  of  Upper  Canada,  continues  in  active  and  constant 
communication  with  Ministers.

HER  MAJESTY'S  GRAND  BALL. 

[From  the  Morning  Post.] 

On  Thursday  night  Her  Majesty  gave  her  first  ball  since  her  accession 
to  the  throne.  About  six  hundred  invitations  were  issued,  and  the  pre- 
parations which  have  been  making  for  the  last  few  days  were  on  a  scale  of 
unusual  splendour  and  magnificence.  By  far  the  greater  number  of  the 
noble  and  distinguished  guests  visited  the  New  Palace  on  this  occasion  for 
the  first  time. 

So  early  as  half-past  nine  o'clock  the  whole  suite  of  apartments  were  illu- 
minated. The  band  of  the  Horse  Guards  (Blues)  and  the  3rd  regiment  of 
Fusilier  Guards  were  stationed  in  the  courtyard  and  entrance  hall,  and  on 
the  arrival  of  the  several  members  of  the  royal  family  struck  up  "God  save 
the  Queen."  Her  Majesty's  illustrious  relatives  were  early  in  their  arri- 
val, including  their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  Duchess  of 
Gloucester,  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cambridge,  Prince  George  of  Cambridge, 
and  the  Princess  Augusta  of  Cambridge,  &c,  with  their  respective  suites. 

At  a  quarter-past  ten  Her  Majesty  entered  the  first  ball-room,  Weippert's 
band  striking  up  upon  the  Queen's  entrance  "  God  save  the  Queen."  Her 
Majesty  was  received  by  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  the  Duchess  of  Gloucester, 
and  other  royal  relatives.  About  twenty  minutes  afterwards  Her  Majestv, 
attended  by  the  Lord  Chamberlain,  and  the  members  of  the  royal  house- 
hold, proceeded  through  the  suite  of  rooms,  receiving  the  homage  of  the 
numerous  and  distinguished  guests,  which  Her  Majesty  acknowledged  with 
her  customary  grace  and  affability. 

Her  Majesty  opened  the  ball,  and  honoured  His  Royal  Highness  Prince 
George  of  Cambridge  with  her  hand  in  the  first  set  of  quadrilles,  the  music 
of  which  was  from  Le  Domino  Noir.  Her  Majesty  danced  with  infinite 
grace  and  animation.  Her  Majesty  subsequently  proceeded  to  the  north 
drawing-room,  where  the  Queen's  own  quadrille  band,  under  the  direction, 
of  Mr.  Weippert,  were  stationed  in  the  orchestra,  and  performed  in  admi- 
rable style  the  Royal  Serenade  Quadrilles.  Her  Majesty  danced  this  set  of 
quadrilles  with  Viscount  Jocelyn,  son  of  the  Earl  of  Roden,  who  was  attired 
in  the  uniform  of  the  Rifle  Brigade.  Most  of  the  company  appeared  in 
splendid  military  or  naval  uniforms,  and  the  ladies  in  rich  court  costumes. 
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THE  MUSICAL  PROMENADES. 

These  most  delightful  and  attractive  of  all  the  amusements  for 
which  Cheltenham  has  of  late  years  become  so  deservedly  cele- 
brated, commence  this  evening,  under  the  leadership  and  direction 
of  our  old  favourite,  Mr.  Murphy,  who  will,  no  doubt,  return  to  us 
as  in  former  years,  with  a  choice  store  of  musical  novelties,  selected 
from  the  best  works  of  modern  composers.

SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Montpellier  Band  commenced  its  morning  performances  at  the 
Pump  Room  last  Monday,  and  have  performed  each  morning  since,  as  now 
they  will  continue  to  do  throughout  the  season.  The  whole  of  the  instru- 
ments have  not  yet  arrived,  but  saving  "  the  trumpet  and  drum"  each  will 
take  its  place  this  evening,  and  in  the  course  of  next  week  every  member 
of  the  corps  will  be  at  his  post.  The  weather  during  the  past  week  has 
been  uniformly  fine  and  May-  like,  and  the  number  of  water-drinkers  who 
have  frequented  the  Spa  has  been  as  great  as  we  ever  remember  to  have 
seen  so  early  in  the  month  ;  altogether  the  season  has  opened  most  auspi- 
ciously. 

The  Opening  of  the  Zoological  Gardens  is  postponed  from  Tues- 
day, May  24th,  (the  Queen's  birthdav)  to  Thursday,  June. 28th  ;  the  day 
fixed  for  Her  Majesty's  coronation.    The  reason  of  this  alteration  is -that 
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the  committee  of  management  find,  notwithstanding  the  great  exertions 
which  they  have  been  making  for  the  last  two  months,  that  the  gardens 
cannot  possibly  be  in  any  other  than  an  unfinished  and  incomplete  state  by 
the  day  originally  named  for  the  opening;  such  being  the  case,  it  has  been 
determined  not  to  expose  them  prematurely  to  the  public  gaze,  but  to  post- 
pone the  ceremony  altogether  for  a  month.  In  this  the  committee  have 
acted  wisely,  for  to  have  courted  inspection  of  the  gardens  in  their  present 
state,  and  while  as  yet  no  zoological  specimens  were  introduced,  would 
have  assuredly  disappointed  expectation,  and  prejudiced  the  public  against 
them  at  the  very  outset.  The  floral  and  horticultural  exhibition,  advertized 
to  be  held  in  the  gardens  on  the  24th,  has  in  consequence  of  this  altered 
arrangament  been  transferred  to  the  Montpellier  Spa,  on  the  grand  pro- 
menade leading  to  which  it  is  intended  to  erect  suitable  tents,  in  which  to 
display  the  various  floral  and  horticultural  productions.  Notwithstanding 
the  postponement  of  the  opening  of  the  gardens,  all  the  prizes  originally 
announced  in  the  schedule  will  be  awarded  ;  and  for  the  coronation  day 
exhibition  other  honorary  prizes  will  be  offered.  Thus  the  florists,  as  well 
a?  the  subscribers,  will  be  gainers  by  the  necessitated  changes  of  time  and 
piece. 

The  Victoria  Celebration  on  the  24th,  will  be  a  dav  of  gay  doings 
at  the  Montpellier  Spa.  In  addition  to  Mrs.  Graham's  balloon  ascent 
with  Jocko  and  his  parachute,  from  the  Gardens,  a  concert  and  promenade 
ball,  upon  a  novel  plan,  are  to  take  place  in  the  evening  at  the  Rotunda. 
For  this  occasion  the  long  room  is  to  undergo  a  complete  metamorphosis, 
and  to  be  decorated  in  a  style  of  elegance  and  pictorial  splendour  never 
yet  attempted  in  Cheltenham.  An  orchestra  will  be  fitted  up  at  the  upper 
end  of  the  room,  and  here  for  one  hour  and  a  half  previous  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  ball,  there  will  be  a  musical  entertainment,  consisting  of 
a  choice  selection  of  vocal  and  instrumental  compositions  of  first-rate  cha- 
racter. For  the  former  department  Miss  Mc  Mahon  has  been  engaged, 
and  from  the  sensation  this  young  lady's  singing  has  created  at  Bath 
during  the  late  season,  we  are  led  to  anticipate  much  pleasure  on  the 
coming  occasion  of  her  first  appearance  in  Cheltenham.  Mr.  H.  Cooper, 
the  violinist,  whose  performances  in  Cheltenham  at  the  close  of  last  season 
were  so  generally  successful,  will  also  contribute  his  valuable  assistance. 
There  is  every  prospect,  therefore,  from  the  exertions  making  to  s  ender 
the  programme  as  varied  and  attractive  as  possible,  that  the  fete  will  be 
one  of  the  gayest  affairs  that  has  ever  taken  place  at  these  rooms.  The 
Committee  of  Public  Amusements  have  also  recognized  the  anaogements, 
and  have  suggested  that,  in  compliment  to  the  birth-day  of  her  Majesty, 
the  ball  should  be  under  the  especial  sanction  of  ladies  patronesses.  From 
its  being  designated  a  promenade  ball  it  is  obviously  intended  that  ladies 
should  appear  in  promenade  dresses  on  the  occasion,  and  we  sincerely 
hope  they  will  do  so,  for  the  state  and  stiffness  of  full  dress  accords  not 
half  so  well  with  our  associations  of  the  twilight  scenes  of  summer  as  the 
gossamer  bonnet  and  light  costume  of  the  Promenade. 

The  New  Road  to  the  Gloucester  and  Birmingham  Railway 
Depot  was  commenced  last  Monday  morning,  and,  at  the  rate  it  has  Been 
proceeded  with  since,  promises  fair  to  be  but  a  very  short  time  about. 
It  will  enter  the  Lansdown  road  immediately  in  front  of  Mr.  Jeamid's 
house,  (Westhall)  a  large  portion  of  the  garden  of  which  it  will  cut  throat  i 
This  road  is  to  be  sixty  feet  wide,  having  raised  footpaths  on  either  sale. 
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The  foriiiation  of  this  road,  and  the  establishment  of  the  railway  depot  to 
which  it  leads,  will  give  quite  a  new  character  to  the  Alstone  district  of 
Cheltenham,  and  open  up  a  wide  field  for  enterprize  and  speculation  ;  nor 
will  it  be  opened  up  in  vain  judging-  from  what  has  recently  been  done, 
and  is  still  doing-,  all  around  us.  Mr.  Maule,  the  town  surveyor  of  the 
highways,  has  undertaken  to  form  this  new  road. 

Signor  Borrani  is  expected  to  make  his  appearance  at  the  Queen's 
Theatre  on  Thursday  next,  in  the  opera  of  Semiramide,  one  of  the  very  few 
compositions  in  existence  which  admit  of  the  introduction  of  a  third  bass 
pirt,  and  while  Lablache  and  Tamburini  hold  the  ascendant,  it  is  in  vain 
fcr  a  younger  aspirant  to  hope  for  "  fit  audience      he  must  bide  his  time. 

Mr.  Lee  Morton,  the  young  amateur  who  has  been  performing  at 
our  Theatre  for  the  past  month  with  considerable  success,  takes  his  farewell 
of  his  Cheltenham  friends  on  Tuesday  next,  in  the  character  of  Rory 
O'More.  We  hope,  for  the  Manager's  sake,  the  house  will  prove  "a 
bumper  " 

The  Dispensary  Controversy  "  deepens,"  and  appears  likely  to  con- 
tinue yet  for  some  time  to  come.  The  meeting,  reported  in  last  week's 
Looker-On,  having  decided  against  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of 
enquiry  chosen  equally  by  the  hospital  managers  and  Dr.  Dickson,  the 
medical  officers,  with  the  exception  of  one  physician  and  one  surgeon,  have 
all  tendered  their  resignation  ;  not  chusing  to  hold  office  while  the  impu- 
tations brought  against  them  remained  uninquired  into  and  unrefuted,  the 
subscribers  having,  by  their  late  decision,  deprived  them  of  the  opportunity 
of  publicly  refuting  the  calumnious  charges  iterated  and  reiterated  by  their 
accuser.  What  course  the  subscribers  will  take  in  consequence  of  these 
resignations  remains  to  be  seen.

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MUSICAL  NOTICES. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

Having  frequently  been  delighted  with  the  waltzes  of  the  cele- 
brated German  composer,  Strauss,  when  played  by  the  excellent  band  at 
the  Montpellier,  I  felt  an  inclination  to  hear  them  performed  by  the  real 
Simon  Pure  himself,  and  his  coadjutors,  when  I  heard  that  they  had  arrived 
in  London  ;  so,  off  I  posted  to  the  mighty  metropolis,  and  on  Saturday 
last  squeezed  my  body  into  the  Hanover  Square  Rooms,  which  were  lite- 
rally crammed  by  a  most  elegant  assemblage  of  the  votaries  of  Terpsichore. 
As  Strauss,  I  understand,  intends  to  make  a  tour  through  the  country,  and, 
as  a  matter  of  course,  he  will  pay  Cheltenham  a  visit,  a  few  lines  on  his 
music  and  performances  may  not  be  unacceptable  to  your  readers. 

There  are  in  the  band  some  half  dozen  violins,  a  violoncello,  a  contra- 
basso,  a  harp,  flutes,  oboes,  clarinets,  bassoon,  horns,  trumpets,  and  trom- 
bones, in  all  six  and  twenty ;  and  several  of  the  performers  play  occasion- 
ally on  two  and  three  different  instruments  •  for  instance,  the  horn-players 
take  the  trumpets,  the  trombone  is  changed  for  the  ophicleide  (a  capital 
performer),  the  bass-drummer  takes  a  set  of  bells  or  castinets,  the  violins 
the  carillons  (small  bells)  or  large  pieces  of  metal,  to  imitate  the  smacking 
of  the  whips  of  postillions,  &c;  Now,  sir,  fancy  all  these  men  well  trained 
and  disciplined,  and  above  all — tractable  and  attentive  to  their  business, 
seated  in  an  orchestra,  as  quiet  as  mice  in  the  presence  of  a  large  grimalkin ; 
then  fancy  a  smart  little  fellow,  not  unlike  my  friend  Pio,  stepping  forth 
from  behind  a  curtain,  with  his  fiddle  (I  beg  pardon — violin)  in  one  hand, 
and  his  bow  in  the  other,  flourishing  over  his  head,  as  he  approaches  a 
desk  in  front ;  rat-tat-tat  goes  the  stick,  and  off  they  start,  with  a  degree 
of  spirit  and  precision  that  I  never  witnessed  before  ;  the  maestro  himself 
occasionally  playing  in  brilliant  solo  on  his  instrument,  and  turning  to 
right  and  left  as  the  various  points  are  to  be  taken ;  now  giving  the  drum- 
mer a  blow,  then  the  harper  a  twang,  with  his  quiet  and  keen  eye,  in  the 
most  animating  and  care-for-nothing  manner  imaginable. 

One  of  Strauss'  compositions  occupies  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour  ;  in 
the  course  of  which  every  instrument  in  the  orchestra  is  used  in  a  promi- 
nent manner,  and  the  brass  band  in  particular  is  rendered  exceedingly  effec- 
tive. The  trumpets  have  valves,  and  are  fixed  in  several  keys,  so  that  a 
change  from  one  key  to  another  is  effected  with  the  greatest  facility ;  and, 
when  the  whole  force  of  the  band  is  brought  into  action,  it  is  in  forte,  as 
if  double  the  number  were  employed;  for  every  individual  exerts  his 
utmost  power,  and  the  music  is  called  forth  at  once.  It  was  impossible  to 
sit  still  while  the  band  was  playing  a  waltz  ;  every  head,  old  and  young, 
kept  time, — in  short,  they  were  "  a'  noddin"  in  the  room  ;  and,  because 
the  young  ladies  could  not  use  their  feet  in  the  mazy  dance,  they  applauded 
with  them  most  TREADiferously.  In  conclusion,  I  look  on  Strauss'  band 
as  a  piece  of  mechanism,  it  works  so  woll  together,  and,  in  that  respect, 
excells  our  quadrille  bands ;  but  take  the  performers  separately,  I'll  be 
bound  to  say  that  we  have  scores  far  superior  to  any  of  them  as  solo- 
players,  with  the  exception  of  a  very  clever  flute-player  of  the  name  of 
Frisch,  who  is  a  very  excellent  performer  on  his  instrument.  Strauss  and 
his  band  have  been  engaged  for  the  grand  ball  at  Buckingham  Palace,  also 
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the  Duke  of  Devonshire's  balls,  and  for  three  of  the  Almacks  assemblies ; 
so  that  he  will  have  no  cause  to  regret  his  visit  to  England. 

"  Adeste  Fiuelis,"  with  Variations  for  the  Pianoforte,  by  Madame  Ciau- 
chettini.  with  Additional  Passages  by  her  Son  and  Pupil. — London  : 
D'Almaine  &  Co. 

This  beautiful  melody,  which  is  well  known  as  "The  Portuguese  Hymn,'' 
has  been  sung  and  played  in  every  place  in  Europe  ;  and  there  is  scarcely 
a  composer  for  the  pianoforte  who  has  not  arranged  it,  either  with  varia  - 
tions, or  in  some  shape  or  other.  The  publication  under  notice  is  one  that 
is  sure  to  meet  with  many  admirers,  for  the  melody  is  never  lost  sight  of 
throughout  the  five  variations  ;  the  first  of  which  has  a  middle  part,  or  a 
moving  accompaniment  to  the  air  for  the  right  hand,  independently  of  the 
bass,  which,  in  itself,  is  in  two  and  three  parts,  and  when  well  performed 
is  exceedingly  effective.  The  second  variation  is  remarkably  brilliant  in 
the  treble,  while  the  melody  is  played  in  chords  by  the  left  hand.  The 
third  variation  is  in  B  flat  minor,  requiring  great  delicacy  in  its  perform- 
ance ;  and  the  fourth  will  give  the  left  hand  plenty  of  employment  when 
played  as  directed,  allegro  spirituoso.  The  fifth  and  lost  variation  is  partly 
ad  libitum,  commencing  slowly,  then  flying  off  in  a  tangent,  with  a  very 
showy  passage  for  the  right  hand,  until  checked  by  a  double  bar,  over 
which  it  could  not  tilt ;  then  comes  a  long  shake  on  the  dominant  key, 
while  the  melody  is  played  in  the  bass ;  this  movement  requires  taste, 
expression,  and  execution,  and  when  played  agreeably  to  the  various  direc- 
tions given,  it  cannot  fail  of  producing  a  very  brilliant  effect.  By  the  bye, 
why  did  not  the  editor  alter  the  harmony  in  the  third  bar  of  the  second 
part  of  the  melody;  thus,  the  first  chord  in  F,  the  second  D,  then  G  minor, 
and  lastly,  C  major,  leading  to  the  key  of  F  in  the  fourth  bar, — which 
would  have  given  a  variety  to  it;  but  in  an  air  with  variations,  peihaps 
the  simpler  the  harmonies  the  better.

By  a  note  in  the  first  page  of  this  beautiful  song,  we  are  informed  that 
it  was  written  and  composed  for  the  first  visit  of  a  celebrated  vocalist  to 
Ireland ;  and  1  understand  that  this  celebrated  warbler  is  no  other  than 
the  present  Countess  of  Essex,  then  Miss  Stephens,  who  was,  for  upwards 
of  twenty  years,  one  of  the  brightest  ornaments  of  the  musical  profession. 
My  belles  are  quite  delighted  with  this  ballad,  which  is  of  the  Kate  Kearney 
school,  but  of  a  more  elegant  cast.  The  words  conclude  with 
"  But  ah  !  how  delightful  the  heart-cheering  smile, 
That  welcomed  the  stranger  to  Erin's  green  isle."

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  May  16,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

Her  Majesty  held  a  Council  yesterday,  which  was  summoned  so 
suddenly  and  in  such  haste,  that  all  who  attended  it  must  have 
supposed  they  were  going  to  deliberate  on  some  case  of  great  emer- 
gency, instead  of  which,  it  was  merely  to  get  the  Queen's  approval 
in  Council  to  new  Seals  for  the  Council  Office,  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  and  for  the  Irish  Court  of  Exchequer,  and  to 
re-swear  Lord  Talbot  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Stafford  and  Privy  Coun- 
cillor ;  but  such  is  the  ignorance  of  the  present  political  officials  of 
the  ordinary  routine  of  state  business,  that  the  most  trifling  matter 
is  not  got  over  without  a  fuss,  and,  moreover,  with  the  greatest 
laxity  and  violation  of  the  ordinary  rules  of  a  Court. — For  instance, 
at  the  Court  held  yesterday  Lord  Combermere  was  "  Gold  Stick" 
in  waiting  ;  now  this  "  Gold  Stick"  is  always  one  of  the  Colonels 
of  the  three  regiments  of  Household  Cavalry,  the  First  and  Second 
Life  Guards  and  the  Royal  Regiment  of  Horse  Guards,  and  at- 
tends the  Court  as  the  Colonel  of  the  Guard  of  Honour  (always 
selected  from  these  regiments)  ;  but  how  absurd  his  attendance  be- 
comes when  there  is  no  Guard  of  Honour,  as  was  the  case  yester- 
day. The  Colonel  is  called  *'  Gold  Stick"  from  his  bearing  an 
ebony  stick  surmounted  with  gold,  as  a  badge  of  office. 

The  Queen  gives  a  grand  concert  on  Friday  at  Buckingham 
Palace  ;  Lablache,  Rubini,  Tamburini,  Grisi,  and  Persiani  (if  she 
is  well  enough,  for  she  was  too  indisposed  to  perform  in  the  Son- 
nambula  last  night)  are  to  sing,  and  Costa  is  to  conduct.  This 
fashion  of  concert  giving  was  introduced  by  Prince  Leopold,  and  a 
strange  one  it  is.  It  does  indeed  seem  in  rather  questionable  taste 
for  a  sovereign  or  a  royal  personage  to  invite  a  great  number  of 
the  noblest  of  the  land,  and  to  give  them  for  entertainment  only 
that  whu'h  each  and  all  of  them  can  enjoy,  and  in  much  greater 
perfection  too,  for  half  a  guinea  elsewhere. 

The  grand  ball  at  the  Palace  last  week  was  a  very  brilliant  affair 
indeed.  Her  Majesty  cut  the  gordian  knot  of  etiquette  by  not 
dancing  with  any  of  the  foreign  ambassadors,  but  chose  her  part- 
ners, but  with  one  exception,  from  among  her  own  subjects.  The 
Queen  danced  with  the  young  Prince  Esterhazy.  son  of  the  Aus- 
trian Ambassador.  The  Earl  of  Uxbridge  (eldest  son  of  the  Mar- 
quis of  Anglesey),  Lord  Jocelyn  (eldest  son  of  the  Earl  of  Roden) 
the  Marquis  of  Douro  (eldest  son  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington), 
Lord  Fitzalan  (eldest  son  of  the  Earl  of  Surrey  and  grandson  of 
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the  Duke  of  Norfolk),  Lord  Folkestone  (eldest  son  of  the  Earl  of 
Radnor) j  Lord  Morpeth  (eldest  son  of  the  Earl  of  Carlisle),  Lord 
Nuffield  and  Prince  George  of  Cambridge.  Among  these  the  Earl 
of  Uxbridge  and  Lord  Suffield  were  the  only  Benedicts.  The  se- 
lection of  the  Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland  by  her  Majesty  as  her 
partner  in  one  of  her  quadrilles,  was  the  one  that  excited  most 
gossip.  The  person  of  his  Lordship  is  now  familiar  to  most  peo- 
ple, through  the  admirable  likeness  perpetrated  by  H.  B.  in  his 
caricature  "  The  Rivals,"  where  Liston  is  represented  about  to 
despair  at  the  appearance  of  his  rival.  The  style  of  Her  Majesty's 
dancing  is  characterised  by  extreme  neatness  and  precision. 

The  Queen's  example  is  making  equestrianism  extremely  fashion- 
able among  our  young  ladies  ;  the  Duchess  of  Cambridge  made 
her  "  first  appearance"  yesterday  ;  she  was  accompanied  by  her 
son,  Prince  George,  and  rode  through  the  Parks ;  the  Queen  her- 
self was  out  in  an  open  carriage  and  four. 

The  newly  appointed  Vice  Chamberlain,  the  Earl  of  Belfast,  is 
expected  in  town  to-day,  in  order  to  be  present  at  the  Birth-day 
Drawing  ttoom  to-morrow.  His  Lordship  succeeds  Sir  Charles 
Fitzroy,  who  resigned,  it  is  supposed,  in  consequence  of  a  particu- 
lar vote  he  gave  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

The  Queen  dines  to-day  with  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cam- 
bridge, who  give  a  grand  dinner  to  all  the  members  of  the  royal 
family.  The  Duke  is  director  of  the  Ancient  Concert  for  this 
evening,  and  after  dinner  her  Majesty  and  all  the  royal  party  go  to 
the  concert. 

There  is  nothing  worthy  of  especial  note  at  the  Opera,  except 
Tamburini's  benefit  last  Thursday,  when  Don  Giovanni  was  done 
as  finely  as  it  is  possible.  Grisi  was  Donna  Anna,  Albertazzi 
Elvira,  Persiani  Zerlbw,  with  Tamburini  as  the  Don,  and  Lablache 
Leporello  ;  all  these  were  perfect ;  the  crush  was  awful,  and  for 
all  those  who  have  not  heard  this  unrivalled  cast,  and  intend  to 
hear  it,  will  be  repeated  to-morrow  night  for  Rubini's  benefit. 
Laporte  now  does  not  attempt  to  give  a  ballet,  so  a  divertissement 
and  a  scrap  of  another  opera  generally  finishes  the  performances. 
Mdlle.  Fitzjames  manages  to  get  a  little  applause  m  her  new 
Spanish  dance,  "  La  Jota  Aragonese,"  which  in  the  present  temper 
of  the  subscribers  towards  the  dancing  department  is  something. 
On  (lit,  that  Taglioni  is  to  appear  at  Drury  Lane  in  about  a  week ; 
if  so  the  indignation  of  the  opera  goers  will  know  no  bounds. 

The  Exhibition  still  continues  to  draw  great  crowds.  The 
landscapes  of  Sir  A.  W.  Callcott  are  extremely  beautiful,  as  is 
always  the  case  with  this  master,  who  may  well  be  termed  the 
English  Claude.  Maclise  well  sustains  Ins  reputation  by  his  pic- 
tures of  "The  Sisters  decorating  Moses  for  the  Fair,"  from  the 
Vicar  of  Wakefield,  "Salvator  Rosa  painting  his  friend  Masaniello" 
and  "  Christmas  Festivities  in  Old  Baron's  Hall."  In  the  picture 
of  Salvator  Rosa  there  is  a  form  of  voluptuous  beauty  leaning  on 
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the  shoulder  of  the  artist,  which  does  not  require  a  conjuror  to 
discover  who  it  was  painted  from.  With  all  due  submission  it 
would  have  been  better  taste  in  the  painter  not  to  have  brought 
past  circumstances  so  vividly  to  recollection.  Sir  J.  Copley,  the 
father  of  Lady  Howick  is  seriously  indisposed.

The  arrangements  for  this  part  of  the  entertainment  will  at  least  have 
novelty  of  design  to  commend  them.    The  promenade  room  is  to  be  fitted 
up  as  a  cosmoranic  saloon,  with  an  orchestra  at  the  upper  end,  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  those  who  take  part  in  the  musical  "  doings"  of  the  even- 
ing, which  are  however  to  terminate  at  half-past  nine  o'clock,  when  the 
Promenade  Ball  is  to  commence.  The  plan  of  the  arrangement  has  already 
met  with  the  approbation  of  most  of  the  resident  Ladies  of  the  place,  who 
have  signified  their  intention  of  personally  patronizing  the  fete,  and  that  too 
in  the  promenade  costume  once  so  much  the  subject  of  admiration  with  the 
visitors  of  Cheltenham,  and  the  distinguishing  characteristic  of  the  Rotunda 
Summer  Balls.    This  Birth-day  fete  having  been  recognized  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Public  Amusements,  will,  of  necessity,  be  subject  to  the  re- 
gulations observed  in  respect  to  every  other  ball  sanctioned  by  them,  and 
over  which  the  Master  of  the  Ceremonies  is  called  upon  to  preside. 

A  Concert  and  Theatrical  Fete  is  announced  to  take  place  on  the 
Queen's  Birth-day  at  the  Old  Wells,  under  the  direction  and  superintend- 
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ence  of  Mr.  Charles  Hill,  the  manager  of  the  theatre.  The  amusements 
are  to  consist  of  a  vocal  and  instrumental  concert,  an  exhibition  of  tableaux 
vivans  and  sketches  of  character,  and  by  way  of  finale  a  display  of  fire- 
works by  Mons.  D'Ernst. 

The  Second  Floral  and  Horticultural  Exhibition  of  the  season  is 
to  take  place  on  Thursday  next,  at  the  Montpellier  Spa.  The  postpone- 
ment of  the  opening  of  the  Zoological  Gardens,  which  it  was  expected 
would  have  taken  place  on  that  day,  having  rendered  necessary  a  fresh 
arrangement  as  to  the  place  of  exhibition,  it  has  been  determined  to  erect 
in  the  grand  promenade  leading  to  the  above  Spa,  the  marquees  recently 
purchased  for  the  Society's  Gardens,  and  in  these  to  display  the  forth- 
coming show,  which,  from  the  number  and  value  of  the  prizes  to  be 
awarded,  is  likely  to  prove  one  of  unusual  brilliancy  and  splendour.  The 
Victoria  Prizes  in  particular,  consisting  of  three  pieces  of  plate,  of  the 
value  of  £G.,  £5.,  and  £4.  each,  are  likely  to  excite  considerable  competi- 
tion among  the  florists,  not  merely  of  Cheltenham,  but  of  the  county 
generally. 

The  Balloon  Ascent  on  Thursday  will  be  on  precisely  the  same  plan 
as  that  which  took  place  on  the  24th  of  May  last  year ;  Mrs.  Graham  will 
not  however  be  able  herself  to  make  the  ascent,  owing  to  illness,  which 
will  prevent  her  leaving  town  for  some  time  to  come.  The  ascent  will, 
therefore,  on  the  present  occasion  be  made  by  Mr.  Graham,  accompanied 
by  Jocko,  in  the  parachute,  which  will  be  allowed  to  descend  within  sight 
of  the  town  in  order  that  the  experiment  may  be  generally  witnessed. 

The  Assembly  Rooms  have  been  let  to  Mr.  J.  Andrews,  who  enters 
upon  the  management  on  the  1st  of  June.  Several  alterations  in  the  ar- 
rangements of  the  establishment,  it  is  understood,  are  in  contemplation  , 
among  others  it  is  intended,  we  believe,  to  increase  the  club  subscriptions 
trom  three  to  four  guineas  per  annum.

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SITTINGS  IN  OUR  STUDY; 

BEING 

GLANCES  AT  THE  WORLDS  OF  LITERATURE,  SCIENCE,  AND  ART. 

May  is  putting  forth  its  novelties  in  art  and  literature,  as  well  as  in 
nature,  and  the  rich  pastures  of  intellect  are  freshening  beneath  the  genial 
influence  of  the  Springtide.  Among  the  gayest  and  greenest  of  these  May- 
day novelties  is  a  new  edition  of  The  Thousand  and  One  Nights,  retrans- 
lated by  C  Lane,  with  pictorial  and  literary  illustrations,  such  as  never  yet 
have  adorned  and  beautified  these  immortal  tales.  The  dreams  and  visions 
of  our  boyhood  are  here  again  conjured  up  before  us,  even  without  the  aid 
of  the  letterpress;  and  the  Genii  and  Spirits  (earthly  and  unearthly)  which 
alarmed  or  allured  us  in  days  gone  by,  appear  once  more  revealed  to  our 
matured  vision  in  their  full  glory.  And  to  render  them  acceptable  to 
children  of  all  ages,  and  of  all  pursuits,  we  have  "  notes  and  illustrations" 
replete  with  information  highly  interesting  and  valuable  to  the  critic  and 
the  student  in  oriental  lore ;  throwing  fresh  light  and  life  upon  passages 
and  allusions,  imperfectly  or  not  at  all  understood  by  the  mere  story  reader. 
We  wish  we  could  afford  space  for  a  few  of  these  curiosities  in  literature, 
and  that  we  had  at  the  same  time  the  power  of  transferring  to  our  pages  a 
specimen  of  the  graphic  embellishments  to  which  we  have  before  alluded  ; 
for  we  think  many  of  our  fair  readers,  who  delight  to  see  a  delightful  book 
upon  their  drawing-room  tables,  would  feel  well  disposed  to  welcome  this 
promised  monthly  visitor  into  their  smiling  presence, — and  we  feel,  more- 
over, that  the  enterprizing  publishers  have  deserved  the  best  encourage- 
ment that  can  be  given  to  an  undertaking,  so  brilliant  in  its  design,  and, 
withal,  so  costly  in  its  execution. 

We  must  not  however,  in  our  admiration  of  new  friends,  "  forget  the 
old  ones,"  and  the  April  number  of  The  Analyst  quietly  hints  from  yonder 
chair  that  we  have  as  yet  bestowed  no  kindly  glance  upon  its  table  of  con- 
tents. This  must  not  be.  We  began  our  periodical  career  much  about 
the  same  time,  and  are  therefore  companions  in  years,  as  well  as  (partly  so 
at  least)  in  objects.  Of  the  papers  contained  in  the  part  now  before  us  we 
have  read  with  much  satisfaction  Mr.  Jukes's  essay  on  the  Geology  of  Lei- 
cestershire, which  forms  a  valuable  addition  to  the  local  geology  of  our  island, 
and  will — if  continued,  as  promised,  so  as  to  embrace  the  other  midland 
counties — tend  greatly  to  "  build  up"  the  science  of  primaeval  time.  So 
far  as  a  looker-on  might  adventure  upon  an  opinion  of  the  matters  which 
lie  'neath  the  earth's  surface,  the  various  strata  and  their  order  of  super- 
position appear  to  be  accurately  described,  reference  being  continually 
made  to  the  various  places  where  the  geologist  may  examine  them  for  him- 
self, and  verify  or  refute  the  assertion  and  its  reference  as  he  may  find  the 
real  appearances  agree  with  or  differ  from  the  statement.  Divi  Botanici, 
the  first  portion  of  which  we  noticed  when  last  we  had  occasion  to  speak  of 
"  The  Analyst,"  is  continued  in  the  present  number,  which  contains  an 
erudite  and  full  account  of  Antonius  Musa,  the  famous  freedman  and  phy- 
sician of  Augustus,  the  history  of  whose  life,  and  medical  practice  and 
knowledge,  would  seem  to  have  been  of  some  considerable  importance,  as 
well  to  the  history  of  botany  as  of  medicine.  The  notes  to  this  article  are, 
many  of  them,  exceedingly  interesting ;  and  readers  of  every  class  will  in 
them  find  much  to  amuse  and  instruct.  Dr.  Blackiston's  lecture  on  the 
Diffusion  of  Knowledge  in  large  towns  will  be  perused  with  satisfaction  by 
those  who  feel  an  interest  in  that  particular  subject,  though  there  is  little 
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of  novelty  either  in  design  or  exeeution  to  commend  it  to  the  indifferent 
on  such  matters.  Of  the  other  papers  in  the  April  "  Analyst"  we  are 
unable  to  speak,  not  having  read  them;  and  The  Looker- On  cannot,  like 
the  professed  members  of  the  ungentle  craft,  judge  of  a  work  by  its  title, 
or  write  a  review  from  its  table  of  contents. 

The  Monthly  Chronicle,  No.  3,  contains  some  firstrate  articles  ; 
among  them  is  a  beautifully -written  review  of  Scott's  Life,  in  which  the 
leading  events  of  his  intellectual  career  are  most  happily  depicted  by  the 
pencil  of  a  master  in  the  art  of  composition.  A  laudatory  sketch  of 
Brougham  is  also  equally  clever,  the  more  salient  points  of  the  ex-chancellor's 
character  being  sketched  by  contrast,  and  the  various  and  varying  phases 
of  his  chamelion  mind  successfully  exhibited  by  comparisons  with  De  Retz, 
Shaftesbury,  Mirabeau,  and  others  of  the  like  mood  and  temper.  The 
chief  incidents  of  his  legal,  political,  and  literary  history,  from  his  first 
appearance  at  the  bar  to  his  last  at  Exeter  Hall,  are  rapidly  glanced  at, 
and  that  by  one  who  has  well  acted  upon  the  poet-maxim, — 

"  'Tis  wisely  done  ! 
What  would  offend  the  eye  in  a  real  picture 
The  painter  casts  discreetly  into  the  shade." 

The  article  on  the  newly-invented  Stoves  of  Dr.  Arnott  and  Messrs > 
Harper  and  Joyce,  is  obviously  the  production  of  a  mind  richly  stored 
with  philosophic  lore,  and  competent  to  discuss  a  scientific  question 
involving  other  consequences  than  those  which  meet  the  eye  of  the 
mere  observer.  The  false  philosophy  and  disingenious  inferences 
of  Dr.  Arnott's  pamphlet  on  warming  and  ventilating  are  fully  ex- 
posed, and  the  principles  laid  down  by  the  author  are  shown  to  be,  not 
unfrequently  erroneous.  The  stove  itself  is  also  submitted  to  a  rigid 
examination,  and  the  merit  of  "  invention"  denied  it,  upon  the  ground 
that  the  various  parts  of  which  it  is  composed  had  been  recognized  and 
adapted  to  other  forms  of  heating  apparatus  long  previous  to  the  publica- 
tion of  Dr.  Arnott's  discovery.  There  is  a  want  of  candour  and  liberality 
on  the  part  of  the  writer  in  the  sweeping  censure  which  he  pronounces  on 
this  invention  ;  and  the  following  harsh  judgment  upon  the  pamphlet 
reviewed  leads  one  to  suspect  that  even  philosophy  is  not  always  "musical 
as  is  Apollo's  lute." 

"From  the  beginning  to  the  end  there  is  absolutely  not  one  new  idea, 
not  one  new  principle  in  theory,  not  one  new  application  in  practice,  not  one 
form  of  machine  or  mechanical  contrivance  which  has  not  been  over  and  over 
again  constructed  in  substance  and  almost  in  minute  details!" 

Messrs.  Harper  and  Joyce'e  Stove,  the  other  grand  discovery  of  last 
winter,  has  also  a  damper  put  upon  it  by  this  able  article.  A  brief 
descriptive  notice  of  the  machine  and  its  patent  fuel  is  given  ;  and  of  the 
latter  it  is  affirmed  that,  having  been  analyzed  by  competent  authority 
connected  with  "  The  Monthly  Chronicle,"  the  product  of  its  combustion 
was  found  to  be  pure  carbonic  acid  gas.  Of  the  "  patent  fuel"  the  writer 
observes, — 

"  In  what  then,  it  will  be  asked,  has  Joyce's  stove  the  advantage  over  a  com- 
mon charcoal  fire  ?  We  answer,  that  in  the  combustion  of  the  common  charcoal 
of  commerce  a  smoke  and  odour,  of  an  offensive  kind,  are  produced,  from  which 
the  patent  fuel  is  very  nearly  free.  This  smoke  and  odour  arise  not  from  the 
pure  charcoal,  but  from  foreign  matter  which  is  mixed  with  it,  owing  to  the 
imperfect  manner  in  which  the  charcoal  is  manufactured.  The  patent  charcoal 
is  prepared  with  more  skill  and  care,  and,  in  fact,  brought  more  nearly  to  the 
state  of  pure  carbon.  But  it  ought  to  be  remembered,  that  the  gas  which,  aris- 
ing from  the  combustion  of  charcoal,  produces  such  fatal  effects  on  the  \ita!

functions,,  is  not  one  which  has  any  offensive  smell,  nor  has  it  the  appearance  of 
smoke.  Carhonic  acid  is  inoffensive  to  sense — it  is  invisible  and  inodorous — it 
does  its  work  of  destruction  silently  and  insidiously,  giving  no  notice  to  its  vic- 
tim of  his  coming  fate." 

The  other  papers  in  this  number  of  "  The  Monthly  Chronicle"  must  pass 
uncommented  upon  for  the  present,  we  may  however  commend  them  gene- 
rally to  the  careful  perusal  of  all  who  feel  an  interest  in  the  subjects  of 
which  they  respectively  treat ;  for  they  will  all  well  repay  the  investment 
of  time  and  attention  required  for  that  purpose.

EPISTLE  FROM  BOB  SAWYER. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

I  dare  say  you  will  be  surprised  at  hearing  from  me,  but  the  fact  is — 
I  have  been  home  from  India  some  time  on  sick  leave,  and  have  taken  such  a 
fancy  to  this  beautiful  town  that  I  think  I  shall  stop  here  and  practise  instead  of 
going  back  ;  for  I  do  not  see  why  I  should  "hide  my  talents  under  a  bushel,''  or 
sell  them  at  a  starvation  price  to  the  old  ladies  of  Leadenhall  Street.  Pray  tell 
me  when  the  great  public  tribunal  is  to  sit  in  judgment  on  the  doctors  and  their 
patients,  for  I  should  be  sorry  to  lose  the  opportunity  of  asserting  my  own  claims. 
Every  body  knows  that  I  regularly  walked  the  Hospitals  in  the  Borough,  but  I 
was  soon  disgusted  with  the  frequent  homicides  and  mutilations  practised  in 
those  great  slaughter-houses,  and  I  hailed  with  delight  the  appearance  of  a  work 
some  time  since,  the  object  of  which  was  to  expose  the  utter  "  fallacy"  of  such  a 
system.  More  enlarged  experience  however  has  led  me  to  doubt  the  truth  of 
some  of  the  views  advocated  by  the  learned  author  of  that  treatise,  and  I  am  now 
fully  convinced  that  the  true  science  of  Medicine  is  to  be  found  neither  in  nor 
out  of  the  schools,  but  only  in  the  infallible  precepts  and  sound  mode  of  practice 
pursued  by  the  late  lamented  Mr.  Nockemorf,  whose  prescriptions,  happily  for 
the  public,  fell  into  my  possession  when  I  succeeded  to  his  very  extensive  prac- 
tice in  Bristol. 

I  can  bring  forward  men,  aye,  and  women  too,  who  have  been  restored  to 
perfect  health  under  my  (or  rather  Mr.  Nockemorfs)  mode  of  treatment, 
whereas  I  can  prove  that  curtailed  extremities  and  "  total  eclipse"  have  been  the 
result  of  that  of  some  of  the  most  notorious  doctors  in  Cheltenham  ;  and  I  will  give 
you  clinical  lectures — "charges"  I  think  you  call  them  here — illustrated  by  living 
cases,  the  sight  of  which  is  enough  to  turn  the  stomachs  of  some  of  the  audience 
at  the  meeting.

better,  she  went  to  a  "  mere  man  of  routine,''  who  told  her  at  once,  that  if  she 
did  not  let  him  cut  short  her  leg  and  her  sufferings  together,  death  soon  would  ; 
so  she  let  him  The  part  affected  is  now  cured — that  is — pickled,  and  I  shall 
present  it  to  the  meeting  in  a  bottle,  a  mute  but  eloquent  witness  to  the  existence 
of  a  "fallacy"  somewhere,  and  the  owner  shall  tell  the  history. 
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I  shall  then  introduce  a  poor  man  who  had  the  misfortune  to  be  afflicted 
with  a  remittent  fever  in  his  eye,  and  he  went  to  the  great  doctor  to  be  "gouged" 
as  he  calls  it ; — that  is,  to  have  the  remittent  fever  picked  out  with  a  needle, 
which  was  done  forthwith,  and  with  signal  success.  The  daily  remissions 
ceased  immediately !  for  the  man  says,  that  before  the  operation  he  could  see  a 
little  at  twilight,  whereas  now  he  cannot  see  at  all.  He  is  a  sort  of  monstrum 
horrendum — eui  lumen  ademptum,  and  goes  about  from  house  to  house  bewailing 
his  opacity  to  the  tune  of  "  The  light  of  other  daijs."  "  Confront  the  accuser  and 
the  accused,"  says  he  ;  "  only  bring  the  doctor  to  a  public  meeting, 

"And  what  so  poor  a  man  as  Hamlet  is 

May  do  to  show  his  love  and  friending  to  him, 

God  willing,  shall  not  lack." 

I  shall  have  other  matters  to  touch  upon — "  both  profitable  and  curious  "  as 
our  friend  Francis  Moore  says — but  will  not  trespass  longer  on  your  patience 
If  the  meeting  is  to  take  place  soon,  it  may  prevent  the  necessity  of  my  forth- 
coming "  Observations  on  the  Art  of  Physic,  as  taught  out  of  the  Schools."

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  May  23,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On^ 

The  Duke  of  Sussex's  fete  on  the  30th  is  to  be  a 
very  grand  affair;  all  the  state  rooms  belonging  to  the  Duchess  of 
Kent  will  be  thrown  open  in  addition  to  those  appertaining  to  His 
Royal  Highness.  The  evening's  invitations  number  near  sixteen 
hundred,  and  the  guests  are  invited  specially  to  meet  Her  Majesty. 
The  Queen,  the  Royal  Family,  and  a  very  select  party  dine  with 
the  Duke.  The  ball  at  the  Palace  tomorrow  night  will  be  quite  as 
numerous  as  the  one  given  the  week  before  last,  and  the  arrange- 
ments will  be  nearly  the  same.  At  the  former  ball,  and  also  at  the 
concert  ia.-st  week,  the  Queen  broke  through  the  etiquette  practised 
during  the  late  reign  by  supping  with  her  guests :  William  IV.  and 
Queen  Adelaide  always  used  to  retire  to  a  private  apartment  to 
supper,  accompanied  by  the  Royal  Family  and  a  selected  few,  but 
such  is  not  the  case  now. 

The  Court  of  Claims  on  coronation  matters  meet  again  on  Satur- 
day at  the  Council  Office,  when  several  very  weighty  matters  are 
to  be  discussed.  Most  of  the  departments  have  sent  in  their  esti- 
mates to  the  Treasury,  the  Lords  of  which  have  had  a  meeting  to 
discuss  the  same,  and  have  already  issued  several  orders;  therefore 
in  short  the  coronation  is  "  progressing"  as  rapidly  as  it  well  can, 
in  spite  of  all  the  efforts  to  procure  its  postponement.     The  only 
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effect  produced  on  the  determination  of  the  Ministers  has  been  the 
selecting  of  the  most  roundabout  route  for  the  procession  to  reach 
the  Abbey.  In  order  to  gratify  Her  Majesty's  lieges  as  much  as 
possible  by  a  sight  of  the  royal  cortege,  the  Queen  is  to  go  up  Con- 
stitution Hill  and  all  along  Piccadilly.  The  inopportune  accouche- 
ment of  the  Duchess  of  Sutherland  has  thrown  the  department  of 
Mistress  of  the  Robes  a  little  into  confusion,  but  it  is  expected  her 
grace  will  have  recovered  in  time  sufficient  to  resume  her  duties 
before  the  important  ceremony  of  the  coronation. 

M.  Dedel,  the  Dutch  Minister,  is  expected  back  at  the  British 
Court  daily.  His  Excellency  has  been  to  his  own  Government  on 
leave  of  absence,  in  order,  it  is  said,  to  obtain  more  complete 
instructions  respecting  the  Belgic-Dutch  question,  which,  in  spite 
of  all  the  renowned  protocols  of  our  profound  Foreign  Secretary, 
remains  just  in  the  same  delectable  state  of  confusion  as  when  those 
wonderful  diplomatic  productions  were  first  promulgated.  The 
death  of  Prince  Talleyrand  and  the  arrival  of  Lord  Gosford  are 
both  subjects  of  a  good  deal  of  gossip.  The  ex- Governor  has  had 
repeated  interviews  with  the  Ministers. 

The  Opera  continues  the  favourite  resort  of  the  Queen,  whose 
attendance  is  constant.  In  order  to  compensate  for  the  loss  of  a 
first-rate  danseuse  the  talents  of  Grisi,  Persiani,  and  Albertazzi  are 
put  into  requisition  on  the  same  evening.  Last  night  we  had  the 
Sonnambula  and  the  first  act  of  Norma.  In  the  former  opera, 
Tamburini  and  Rubini,  as  Count  Rodolpho  and  Elvino,  showed  us 
what  is  to  be  made  of  these  characters.  The  execution  of  the  con- 
cluding aria,  "Ah!  non  giunge  uman  p easier o,"  by  Persiani,  excited 
the  most  enthusiastic  plaudits  of  the  whole  house.  Tati  figured  as 
the  Roman  proconsul  in  Norma.  This  singer  does  not  improve 
much  on  acquaintance :  there  is  a  coarseness  in  his  style,  and  a 
nasal  twang  in  his  singing,  which  are  very  disagreeable;  and  more- 
over, when  Grisi  and  Albertazzi  were  called  for  at  the  close  of  the 
performance,  he  had  the  impertinence  to  accompany  them.  Laporte 
has  announced  that  he  has  completed  an  engagement  with  Mons. 
Guerra,  a  dancer,  who  has  made  a  Parisian  reputation,  and  is  to 
astonish  us  islanders  on  Saturday.  Donizetti's  new  opera,  Parisina, 
is  announced  for  Saturday. 

The  levee  today  was  a  very  full  one :  the  Duke  of  Sussex  was 
the  only  member  of  the  Royal  Family  who  was  present.  The 
Marquis  of  Londonderry  presented  the  petition  for  the  postpone- 
ment of  the  coronation  to  the  1st  of  August  to  the  Queen.  Lord 
Gosford  was  presented  on  his  return  from  the  Canadas,  and  Sir 
Robert  Wilmot  Horton  on  his  return  from  the  government  of 
Ceylon  ;  there  were  also  a  great  many  foreign  noblemen  presented 
by  their  respective  ambassadors.  Prince  Lobomirsky,  Count 
Nicholas  Esterhazy,  and  two  other  nobles  were  presented  by  the 
Austrian  ambassador.  Don  Vicente  Pazos,  Count-General  of  the 
Peru-Bolivarian  Confederation,  was  presented  by  Lord  Palmerston. 
There  were  several  addresses  presented  for  the  immediate  abolition 
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of  negro-slavery ;  one  of  these — from  Pontefract — signed  by  2300 
females,  by  Lord  Denman.  Among  the  courtiers  present  were  the 
Duke  of  Beaufort,  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  the  Duke  of  Suther- 
land, the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  the  Archbishop  of  York,  Mr. 
Edward  Lytton  Bulwer,  Earl  Stanhope  (who  presented  a  petition 
for  the  repeal  of  the  new  poor-law),  the  Champion  Dymoke,  Lord 
Ivoden,  Earl  Howe,  and  several  of  the  Queen  Dowager's  house- 
hold ;  Dr.  Lardner,  a  number  of  Turkish  nobles,  Sir  J.  Revett 
Carnac,  Lord  Melbourne,  Lord  John  Russell,  the  Marquis  of  Lans- 
downe,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  Lord  Glenelg,  Lord  Palmerston,  the 
Marquis  of  Westmeath,  who  presented  an  address  of  congratulation 
on  Her  Majesty's  accession  ;  Sir  John  Guise  was  presented  by 
Lord  Segrave,  and  Mr.  Hopkins  Northey,  of  Cheltenham,  by  the 
Marquis  of  Chandos,  &c,  &c.  The  Queen  did  not  hold  a  coun- 
cil after  the  levee.

The  Great  Montgolfier  Balloon,  which  was  advertised  in  the  Lon- 
don papers  to  have  ascended  from  the  Surrey  Zoological  Gardens  on 
Thursday,  from  some  undiscovered  cause  or  other  failed  to  do  so,  and  the 
congregated  thousands,  who  had  assembled  to  witness  the  ascent  of  this 
new  monster,  in  retaliation  for  the  disappointment  occasioned  them,  tore 
the  huge  machine  to  pieces,  and  did  considerable  damage  to  the  Gardens. 
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THE  QUEEN'S  BIRTH  DAY  IN  CHELTENHAM 

Was  celebrated  on  Thursday  with  every  outward  and  visible  sign  of  re- 
joicing, and  no  exertion  was  wanting  on  the  part  of  our  caterers  of  public 
entertainment,  to  distinguish  the  occasion  by  every  variety  of  amusement 
likely  to  please.  So  various,  indeed,  were  the  shows  and  novelties  in  the 
programme  of  the  day,  that  the  gratification  of  every  taste  and  disposition 
appeared  to  have  been  carefully  and  sedulously  consulted,  and  the  whole 
of  the  arrangements  were  so  well  digested  that,  though  devised  by  differ- 
ent establishments,  there  was  no  positive  clashing  of  interests — no  like 
attractions  courting  at  the  same  hour  the  approbation  and  "  voices"  of  a 
divided  public.  The  morning,  which  broke  in  grey  mists,  was  ushered  in 
by  a  merry  peal  from  St.  Mary's,  from  the  spire  of  which  the  union  flag 
was  displayed,  while  above  the  Rotunda  the  royal  standard  floated  in 
"  ampler  folds."  The  band  at  the  Spa,  that  it  too  might  be  in  "  harmony" 
with  the  occasion,  commenced  its  morning  performances  with  the  National 
Anthem,  and  gave  preference,  throughout  its  selection,  to  native  compo- 
sitions ;  in  short  nothing  was  wanting  that  art  and  ingenuity  could  sug- 
gest to  do  full  honour  to  the  day,  which,  happily  for  ail  parties,  proved 
throughout  beautifully  fine. 

The  first  of  the  fetes  ready  for  the  inspection  of  the  liberal  public  was 
the 

Floral  and  Horticultural  Exhibition 

Of  the  Zoological  and  Botanical  Society.  This,  which  was  originally  in- 
tended to  have  been  held  in  the  new  Gardens,  but  adjourned  in  conse- 
quence of  their  not  being  in  a  sufficiently  finished  state  for  its  reception, 
took  place  on  the  Montpellier  Promenade,  at  the  lower  end  of  which  two 
handsome  tents,  each  sixty  feet  in  length,  were  erected  for  the  purpose. 
Within  these  the  various  flowers,  fruits,  and  vegetables  were  arranged  on 
tables  extending  down  the  entire  centre  of  both,  and  on  either  side.  A 
more  brilliant  collection  of  floral  specimens  was  certainly  never  before 
brought  together  in  Cheltenham.  The  contests  for  the  Victoria  and  other 
prizes  were  all  very  hard,  and  produced,  consequently,  a  rich  abundance 
of  the  finest  grown  as  well  as  the  rarest  plants.  The  show  of  geraniums 
was  especially  beautiful.  The  first  Victoria  Prize  (a  silver  cup  value  £6.) 
was  awarded  to  Mr.  Hurlston,  whose  plants  were  certainly  of  the  most 
splendid  description,  and  it  would  have  required  greater  floral  acumen 
than  a  mere  looker-on  can  aspire  to,  to  have  ventured  upon  a  decision  in 
favour  of  either,  when  the  run  was  so  close,  as  to  the  uninitiated  eye  it 
seemed  to  be,  between  Mr.  Hurlston's  collection  and  that  of  Mr.  Hodges, 
to  which  was  awarded  the  £4.  silver  cup.  For  this  prize  Mr.  Pipe  was  also  a 
competitor,  and  had  sent  in  a  very  splendid  collection  of  plants.  Mr.  Hodges 
also  ran  the  winner  of  the  second  Victoria  prize,  (a  silver  cup  value  £5.)  for 
the  best  collection  of  hot  and  greenhouse  plants,  very  hard,  and  we  think  Mr. 
Smith,  of  Cirencester,  who  proved  the  winner,  scarcely  won  by  "  half  a 
length."  We  cannot  particularize  all  the  prizes  other  than  "in  catalogue." 
and  yet  it  would  be  unjust  not  to  notice,  as  subjects  of  universal  admira- 
tion, the  magnificent  and  exquisitely  arranged  basket  of  amaryllis  exhi- 
bited by  Mr.  Arnott,  of  Charlton,  and  the  very  beautiful  nosegay — device, 
a  large  star,  surmounted  by  the  letters  V  R,  composed  of  the  choicest 
flowers,  contributed  ?.y  Mr.  Pipe  of  the  Montpellier  Gardens,  and  to  both 
of  which  extra  prizes  were  most  justly  awarded.  The  show  of  tulips  was, 
0ri  the  whole,  not  so  ^ood  as  we  have  seen  at  one  or  two  former  exhibi- 
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troiis,  though  there  were  specimens  in  Mrs.  Eyston's  collection,  as  well  as 
in  those,  of  Mr.  Pipe,  and  Mr.  Bates,  of  Oxford,  that  quite  equalled  any 
that  have  ever  heen  produced  ;  but  we  must  not  further  dilate,  and  shall 
therefore  proceed  to  give  the  official  list,  as  furnished  us  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  exhibition,  Mr.  Coome.

We  forgot  to  mention  in  our  introductory  remarks  that  a  band  of  music 
was  stationed  at  the  entrance  of  the  first  tent,  and  performed  a  selection  of 
the  most  popular  music  from  two  till  four  o'clock,  at  which  hour  the  com- 
pany— which  had  been  throughout  exceedingly  numerous — were  hurrying 
fast  away  in  order  to  witness  the 

Balloon  Ascent  of  Mr.  and  Miss  Graham 

From  the  Montpellier  Gardens,  announced  to  take  place  at  half- past  four 
o'clock,  long  before  which  hour  the  Gardens  were  thronged  with  the  most 
fashionable  company,  while  the  roads  in  front  and  in  every  direction 
around  were  crowded  with  multitudes  of  people,  who,  caring  little  for  the 
process  of  inflation,  were  content  patiently  to  wait  the  ascent  without ; — 

"  Whilst  from  the  casements 

And  housetops — ranks  behind  ranks,  close  wedged, 

Hung  bellying  o'er." 
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By  the  time  named  the  Balloon  had  received  its  gaseous  charge,  and  the 
preparations  for  attaching  the  car  commenced ;  these,  with  the  other 
adjustments,  occupied  about  three  quarters  of  an  hour,  and  at  a  quarter 
past  five  o'clock  Mr.  Graham  took  his  station,  and  handed  into  the  car  his 
daughter,  an  interesting  child  between  nine  and  ten  years  old,  who  upon 
this  occasion  adventured  on  her  first  aerial  voyage,  and  another  lady,  by 
name,  we  believe,  Mrs.  Garrett. 

Every  thing  being  ready  for  the  start  the  cords  were  cut,  and  the  aero- 
nautic machine  rose  slowly  and  statelily  above  the  heads  of  the  crowd  in 
the  Gardens,  taking  at  first  a  direction  due  south,  but  in  a  few  minutes 
changing  to  one  bearing  a  little  west.  The  progress  was  steady  and  uni- 
form, and  presented  one  of  the  finest  ascents  possible.  The  Balloon  con- 
tinued in  sight  for  about  ten  minutes,  when  it  became  lost  in  haze  and 
cloud,  but  it  did  not  at  any  time  attain  to  a  great  height,  and  in  half  an  hour 
Mr.  Graham  prepared  to  make  his  descent,  which  he  did  in  perfect  safety 
in  a  field  between  Badge  worth  and  Shurdington.  The  whole  party  returned 
to  Cheltenham  all  safe  and  sound  before  eight  o'clock.  A  parachute,  with 
a  monkey  was  to  have  gone  up  with  the  Balloon  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing a  descent,  but  owing  to  the  introduction  of  a  third  passenger  into  the 
car,  it  was  deemed  most  prudent  not  to  perform  this  experiment ;  which 
was  accordingly  deferred  to  a  future  opportunity. 

Proceed  we  now  to  notice  the  next  amusement  in  the  programme, 
viz* — 

The  Evening  Fete  at  the  Rotunda, 

Which  was  got  up  with  all  the  spirit  and  liberality  for  which  the  Mont- 
pellier  Establishment  has  ever  been  distinguished,  For  this  occasion  the 
promenade-room  had  undergone  a  mighty  change  in  its  appearance,  the 
whole  of  the  interior  from  floor  to  ceiling  having  been  covered  and  fes- 
tooned with  crimson  draperies,  upon  which  were  hung  a  number  of  large 
cosmoramic  views — of  Windsor  Castle,  the  Menai  Bridge,  the  Bay  of  Naples, 
Cadiz  Harbour,  Antwerp  by  moonlight,  Constantinople,  and  several  others  ; 
the  centre  doorway  being  occupied  by  a  very  beautiful  transparency  of  the 
the  Royal  Arms.  Against  the  south  entrance  an  orchestra  was  erected, 
and  here  the  first  act  of  the  evening's  entertainment  was  performed.  It 
consisted  of  a  short  Vocal  and  Instrumental  Concert,  in  which  the  Mont- 
pellier  Band,  Mr.  Pio  Cianchettini,  Miss  Mc  Mahon,  and  Mr.  H.  C.  Cooper 
took  part.  The  selection  of  music  was  truly  excellent.  Miss  Mc  Mahon 
favoured  us  with  Zingarelli's  exquisite  song  "  Questo  Sol,"  Bonfici's  equally 
excellent  scena  "Ah  che  forse  /"  and  "  Auld  Robin  Gray,"  in  all  of  which 
she  was  very  well  received,  but  especially  in  "  Auld  Robin  Gray,"  which 
she  really  sang  nearly  as  well  as  Miss  Stephens ; — with  the  same  pathos 
and  beautiful  simplicity — quite  unaffected.  She  is  indeed  a  very  promising 
young  vocalist,  and  deserves  to  be  encouraged.  Young  Cooper,  who 
already  ranks  with  the  first  violinists  of  the  day,  as  we  have  hinted  more 
than  once,  gave  us  one  of  Mayseder's  fascinating  airs  with  variations,  and 
Viotti's  sublime  Concerto  in  B  minor.  We  thought  he  played  better  than 
ever.  Our  old  friend  Pio  Cianchettini  conducted  at  the  pianoforte,  and 
also  gave  us  a  very  appropriate  piece  for  the  occasion, — a  Fantasia  on 
"  God  save  the  Queen"  and  "  Rule  Britannia,"  which  was  executed  with  all 
his  accustomed  brilliancy  and  masters: hip.  We  must  not  omit  to  mention 
our  old  and  established  favourites  the  gentlemen  of  the  Montpellier  Band, 
with  their  excellent  leader  Murphy,  nor  young  Jarrett's  Obligato  accom- 
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paniment  to  "Ah  che  forse;"  some  parts  of  which  reminded  us  strongly  of 
Puzzi ;  and  this  is  no  small  praise,  at  the  same  time  it  is  no  flattery. 

As  the  last  notes  of  the  last  song  in  the  concert  died  away  the  Quadrille 
Band  "  struck  up  a  dance,"  and  the  company — who  had  hitherto  mostly 
remained  together  in  the  long  room— removed  into  the  Rotunda,  and  in  a 
few  minutes  dancing  was  commenced  with  the  spirit  of  a  birthday  ball. 
After  the  first  set  or  two  of  quadrilles  the  Card  and  Tea  Rooms  were 
thrown  open,  and  enjoyment  became  the  order  of  the  fete.  Waltzes  and 
quadrilles  alternated  in  rapid  succession  until  twelve  o'clock,  when  the 
National  Anthem  announced  that  the  Birthday  was  ended,  and  that  Her 
Majesty  the  Queen  had  eat  red  her  twentieth  year.  We  were  glad  to  see 
so  large  a  number  of  the  most  influential  resident  families  present,  and 
equally  so  to  observe  that  the  ladies  for  the  most  part  had  acted  upon  the 
suggestion,  which  we  believe  emanated  from  themselves,  of  restoring  the 
fashion  of  the  summer  balls  by  returning  to  the  promenade  dress. 

Simultaneously  with  the  Concert  and  Ball  at  the  Montpellier  were  a 
variety  of  Amusements  at  the  Old  Wells,  adapted  to  the  tastes  of  those 
who  hold  not  music  and  dancing  to  be  the  supreme  pleasure.  The  first 
part  of  the  entertainments  here  consisted  of  some  clever  Theatrical  Reci- 
tations, Songs,  and  so  forth ;  which  afforded  abundant  gratification  to 
a  very  numerous  company.  The  second  act  consisted  of  an  Exhibition  of 
Fireworks,  all  of  which  were  excellent,  and  the  evening  proving,  fortu- 
nately, peculiarly  favourable  for  such  exhibitions,  none  of  the  brilliancy  of 
their  many-coloured  fires  was  at  all  dimmed  by  the  haze  and  moisture 
which  too  commonly  load  the  atmosphere  of  England.  The  devices  were 
all  of  them  beautifully  executed,  and  the  rockets  and  reported  pieces  equal 
to  any  we  have  ever  seen  in  this  part  of  the  world. 

And  so  ends  our  story  of  the  "  Birthday  Doings  of  1838." 


THE  MUSICAL  PROMENADES 

During  the  past  week  have  enjoyed  but  partial  success,  the  weather 
having  been  on  the  whole  unfavourable  to  these  scenes  of  twilight 
gaiety.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  May  30,  1833. 

My  Dear  Looker-Ox, 

Coronation  affairs  are  progressing  rapidly.  The  preparations  in 
the  Abbey  are  beginning  to  take  some  shape;  the  new  organ  was 
moved  in  the  other  day,  and  is  now  in  progress  of  erection.  The 
robes  of  the  Queen,  as  ordered  by  the  Duchess  of  Sutherland,  are 
of  the  most  splendid  and  costly  description — suitable  for  a  Queen 
regnant;  and  there  was  a  special  command  that  ail  the  materials 
should  be  of  British  manufacture.  The  Yeoman  Guard  are  to 
have  new  regimentals  for  the  ceremony. 

The  Court  of  Claims  have  declined  deciding  on  the  claims  of  the 
Baronets,  but  made  one  most  supremely  absurd  suggestion  to  the 
claimants,  viz.,  referring  them  to  the  judicial  committee,  the  said 
judicial  committee  being  entirely  and  exclusively  a  Court  of  Appeal 
from  inferior  jurisdictions,  and  never  in  any  case  a  Court  of  First 
Instance. 

The  Prince  of  Leinengen  (half  brother  to  the  Queen)  and  his 
Princess  are  expected  to  arrive  here  about  the  7  th  of  June,  on  a  visit 
to  her  Majesty,  and  will  stay  over  the  coronation.  The  Prince 
and  Princess  of  Laugenbourg  are  also  expected  ;  the  Princess  is 
half  sister  to  the  Queen.  These,  with  the  foreign  nobles  that  are 
daily  arriving,  and  the  special  representatives  of  the  Monarchs  of 
Europe,  with  two  or  three  Princes  of  blood  royal,  will  make  a 
"goodly  show"  at  the  inauguration  of  our  virgin  Queen.  The 
Earl  Marshal  is  bewildering  himself  and  everybody  else  by  issuing 
minute  orders  respecting  the  Peeresses'  petticoats — we  wish  his 
Grace  well  through  it. 

Great  preparations  are  making  for  the  Duke  ef  Sussex's  fete  to- 
night; in  the  number  of  guests  it  will  far  exceed  any  that  have 
been  given  in  the  Metropolis  for  many  years,  not  even  excepting 
the  Prince  Regent's  entertainments  to  the  allied  Sovereigns  ;  the 
invitations  issued  have  been  near  1,700.  The  Duchess  of  Kent 
has  been  poorly  for  the  past  week,  with  a  violent  cold  &c.  caught 
at  the  last  ball;  but  her  Royal  Highness  is  now  much  better  and 
was  out  yesterday.  Her  Majesty  intends  to  continue  her  balls 
and  concerts  throughout  the  season  ;  there  is  to  be  a  concert  in  a 
few  days  ;  some  say  that  this  is  to  be  an  English  one,  but  it  is 
rather  doubtful;  it  was  originally  intended  to  take  place  on  Friday, 
but  the  coming  out  of  Donizetti's  new  opera  Parisina  on  that  night, 
(Saturday  being  Whitsun  Eve)  and  the  consequent  engagement  of 
all  the  principal  singers  therefore,  may  have  had  some  effect  in 
postponing  it. 

Nothing  could  exceed  the  brilliancy  of  the  birth-day  ball  last 
Thursday.    The  sexes  seemed  to  rival  each  other  in  the  splendour 
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of  their  jewels  and  costume.  Among  the  men  the  Hungarian 
nobles  eclipsed  not  only  our  nobility  but  every  one  else.  One  of 
them  wore  an  extraordinary  ornament  or  badge — a  very  broad  kind 
of  ancle t  or  bangle,  on  one  leg,  composed  entirely  of  precious  stones. 
At  half-past  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  Queen  led  off  a  coun- 
try dance  with  Lord  Uxbridge,  and  kept  it  up  for  an  hour. 

Laporte  has  made  peace  at  last  with  his  subscribers,  by  an- 
nouncing that  he  has  made  an  engagement  with  Taglioni,  who  is 
to  make  her  appearance  on  Friday.  This  announcement,  which 
Laporte  made  in  person  after  the  opera  on  Saturday  night,  induced 
the  audience  to  view  with  great  indulgence  the  divertissement  "  got 
up7'  for  the  debut  of  Monsieur  Guerra.  This  dancer  may  very 
fairly  be  termed  "  first-rate  ;"  his  pirouettes  are  remarkable  for  the 
rapidity  and  neatness  with  which  they  are  executed,  and  he  is  alto- 
gether a  great  acquisition  to  the  ballet  department.  Parisina  was 
postponed  in  consequence  of  the  illness  of  Tamburini,  else  it  would 
have  been  produced  last  Saturday. 

Among  the  elite  who  are  to  dine  witli  the  Duke  of  Sussex  in 
company  with  the  Queen,  previous  to  his  evening  party,  are  the 
Premier,  Marquis  and  Marchioness  of  Lansdown,  Marquis  and 
Marchioness  of  Westminster,  Earl  and  Countess  of  Mulgrave, 
Marquis  of  Conyngham,  Earl  and  Countess  of  Shrewsbury,  Lady 
Cecilia  Underwood,  the  Countess  of  Leicester,  Earl  Fitzwilliam, 
&c.  The  evening  entertainment  will  be  what  in  old  fashioned  times 
was  called  a  rout.  There  will  be  a  military  band  to  play  during 
the  dinner,  but  there  will  be  neither  music  nor  dancing  afterwards  ; 
in  fact  the  rooms  will  scarcely  admit  of  it ;  though  they  are  very 
numerous  they  are  exceedingly  small ;  the  gallery  is  the  only  good 
sized  room  in  the  whole,  and  in  it  are  deposited  the  famous  collec- 
tion of  Polyglot  Bibles,  which  is  unrivalled  in  this  country.  The 
furniture  is  plain,  and  in  harmony  with  the  style  of  Architecture. 

Young  Kean  has  made  a  great  failure  in  Othello,  and  has  there- 
fore lost  a  great  deal  of  his  attraction.  Diadeste,  a  new  operatta, 
by  Balfe,  is  a  pleasing  trifle,  but  does  not  realise  the  expectations 
of  the  composer  of  the  Siege  of  llochelle.

FATAL  RIOT  AT  CANTERBURY. 

A  serious  disturbance,  accompanied  by  extensive  loss  of  life,  occurred 
yesterday  at  Canterbury. 

The  circumstance  was  first  publicly  mentioned  by  the  Earl  of  Winch ilsea, 
at  one  o'clock  this  morning,  in  the  House  of  Lords. 

According  to  the  statements  that  have  reached  us  it  would  appear  that 
the  riot  originated  at  a  poor  law  meeting,  where  a  Mr.  Courtney,  long 
familiar  to  the  public  for  his  eccentricities,  is  stated  to  have  shot  a  sheriff's 
officer,  who  endeavoured  to  arrest  him.  Courtney  immediately  fled,  and? 
having  been  joined  by  several  persons  of  the  lower  orders,  retired  to  a 
plantation  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  city,  whither  a  detachment  of  her 
Majesty's  45th  Regiment  at  once  marched  to  dislodge  them.  We  lament 
to  state  that  Lieut.  H.  B.  Bennett  of  that  regiment  fell  in  this  attempt,  as 
it  is  said,  by  the  hand  of  Courtney,  who  himself  was  subsequently  killed  in 
the  skirmish.  Capt.  F.  O.  Montgomery  of  the  45th  is  reported  to  have  been 
severely  wounded;  and  the  total  lives  lost  are  believed  to  amount  to  18  or  20. 
— Morning  Post,  Friday, 

A  serious  disturbance  took  place  yesterday  (Thursday,  31st)  at  the  villa 
of  Dunkirk,  distant  between  four  and  five  miles  from  -Canterbury,  which 
terminated  in  the  death  of  eight  of  the  rioters  (including  the  leader 
Courtenay)  and  two  others,  one  an  officer  of  the  45th  Regiment,  quartered 
at  Canterbury,  by  name  Bennett,  and  a  private  individual  of  Faversham, 
who  were  assisting  the  magistrates  in  suppressing  the  disturbance.  Seven 
of  the  rioters  are  also  wounded,  as  well  as  one  other  officer  of  the  45th  regi- 
ment, by  the  name  of  Pendergrass. — Times,  Friday. 
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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Month  of  May  hath  left  us  once  again,  but  not  as  it  found  us. 
The  brown  and  leaveless  earth  now  wears  the  bright  green  garniture  of 
Summer,  and  the  shrill  winds  which  wailed  the  requiem  of  April  have  been 
succeeded  by  warmer  and  more  genial  breezes.  Creation  is  jubilant  with 
the  change,  and  every  field  and  hedge-row  vocal  with  sounds  of  melody 
and  rejoicing.  Scarce  a  shrub  but  hath  its  chorister,  and  the  ceaseless 
whisperings  of  insect  life  people  the  brain  wTith  strangest  phantasies,  and 
dreams  and  speculations.  Well  might  the  month  of  May  be  honored  with 
poetic  praise.  "  From  morn  to  dewy  eve"  its  attributes,  the  shower,  the 
sunshine,  the  tai  nbow,  and  the  thunder  cloud,  the  bright  blue  sky,  and 
the  green  earth,  bespeak  it  glorious,  and  demand  the  hvmn  of  praise — and 
who  that  walks  abroad,  amid  the  beauties  hourly  developing  themselves,  can 
withold  the  tribute  of  grateful  adoration?  Not  ours  this  apathv,  for  sepa- 
rate from  its  claims  upon  our  gratitude  in  common  with  the  rest  of  men, 
we  owe  it  our  existence — for  'twas  the  "  merry  month  of  May"  that  ushered 
into  being  the  Cheltenham  Looker-On. 

The  Pittville  Floral  Show  on  Wednesday  proved  quite  a  brilliant 
affair,  both  as  respects  the  company  and  the  exhibition  itself.  Of  the  for- 
mer we  certainly  never  witnessed  a  more  numerous  assemblage  ; — of  the 
latter,  one  more  creditable  to  the  Association,  or  so  fully  sustaining  the 
floral  character  of  the  season.  Indeed  the  whole  surrounding  scene  was  a 
complete  unbroken  flower  show  ;  the  shrubberies  and  pleasure  grounds 
connected  with  the  Spa  presenting  a  rich  display  of  beautiful  and  fragrant 
plants,  all  in  full  blossom,  unnumbered  lilacs  blending  their  color  and  fra- 
grance with  the  tinted  hawthorn  and  the  golden  clusters  of  the  bright 
laburnum.  The  exhibition  set  out  within  th3  Pump  Room  comprised 
many  splendid  specimens  of  ger;  niums  and  other  flowering  plants,  taste- 
fully arranged  and  interspersed  with  many  rare  and  choice  exotics,  tulips, 
anemonies  and  other  annuals.  A  beautiful  collection  of  tulips  was  ranged 
in  front  of  the  pump  counter,  and  attracted  very  general  admiration,  as 
did  also  a  stand  of  pansies  placed  at  the  end  of  the  principal  table,  and 
which  were,  we  perceived  by  the  label,  from  the  garden  of  the  Rev.  R. 
Jones.  We  would  fain  have  given  a  list  of  the  prizes  awarded  at  this  ex- 
hibition, but  have  not  been  favoured  with  a  copy,  though  wre  made  early 
application  on  Thursday  ;  why  this  list  should  have  been  withheld  from  us 
we  cannot  conjecture,  unless  it  is  the  wish  of  the  committee  that  their 
awards  should  not  be  submitted  to  the  readers  of  the  Looker-On  ;  and  as 
we  have  no  desire  to  do  that  which  is  at  all  unpleasant  to  the  Pittville 
Association,  we  shall  abstain  henceforth  from  any  notice  of  their  exhibi- 
tions ;  unless  in  the  interim  we  are  informed  that  wTe  have  arrived  at  an 
erroneous  conclusion  ;  which  we  think  we  have  not,  seeing  that  the  right 
of  admission  usually  granted  to  parties  connected  with  the  public  press, 
has  not,  save  upon  one  or  two  occasions,  and  those  two  or  three  years  ago, 
been  extended  to  the  Looker-On.  , 

The  Coronation  Gala  at  the  Montpellier  Spa  will  be  on  a  scale  com- 
mensurate with  the  importance  of  that  national  occasion.  That  the  day 
will  be  celebrated  as  a  holiday  throughout  the  kingdom  appears  to  be  a 
very  general  impression,  and  most  of  the  large  towns  seem  determined 
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that  it  shall  be  one  of  marked  rejoicing  among  all  classes  of  their  inhabi- 
tants. As  Cheltenham  took  a  distinguished  lead  in  the  gay  doings  of  the 
late  Birth-day  celebration,  there  is  no  doubt  it  will  be  equally  among  the 
foremost  to  do  honor  to  the  approaching  Coronation.  The  Fete  intended 
to  be  given  at  the  Montpellier  will  comprise  a  Grand  Instrumental  Concei  t 
of  national  music,  with  illuminations,  fireworks,  and  other  similar 
attractions. 

The  Dispensary  Controversy  was  brought  to  a  close  last  Saturday, 
when  a  meeting  of  the  Subscribers  took  place  ;  Col.  Watson  in  the  chair. 
At  this  meeting  the  ultimatum  of  Dr.  Dickson  was  read,  declining  any 
further  recognition  of  the  proceedings  of  the  hospital,  and  refusing  to  bring 
forward  in  any  definite  form  before  any  tribunal  those  charges  which  he 
had  so  wontonly  and  so  recklessly  promulgated  against  its  Medical  Officers 
and  Annual  Committees  ;  and  which  had  led  to  all  the  painful  and  irrita- 
ting discussions  of  the  last  two  months.  On  this  determination  being 
made  known,  Mr.  Prescod  proposed,  as  the  only  course  likely  to  restore 
peace  within  the  walls  of  the  Institution,  and  reinstate  it  in  the  good 
opinion  of  the  public,  that  the  Medical  officers  who  had  resigned,  in  the 
hope  of  bringing  their  accuser  to  the  proof,  should  be  requested  to  resume 
their  duties,  the  Subscribers  having  the  most  unbounded  confidence  in  their 
skill  and  integrity.  This  motion  having  been  carried  without  one  dissen- 
tient hand  being  held  up  against  it,  Dr.  Gibney  acknowledged  the  vote, 
and  assented,  for  himself  and  colleagues,  to  comply  with  its  request  by 
withdrawing  their  resignations.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  also  passed  to  the 
Managing  Committee  for  their  continued  services  in  promoting  the  in- 
terests of  the  Dispensary,  and  the  meeting  separated,  rejoicing  in  the 
thought  that  their  wearisome  and  painful  labours  were  at  an  end. 

The  Opening  of  the  Great  Western  Railroad  between  London 
and  Maidenhead,  which  is  appointed  to  take  place  on  Monday,  will  shorten 
the  distance  (time  and  distance  in  railway  calculations  are  accounted 
synonymes)  from  Cheltenham  to  the  Metropolis  at  least  one  hour,  the  Pro- 
prietors of  the  Magnet  coach  having  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the 
Railway  Company  to  take  advantage  of  the  increased  facilities  of  transit, 
which  will  enable  them  to  perform  the  journey  in  nine  hours.  The  enter- 
prising example  set  by  Messrs.  Haines  will,  no  doubt,  be  speedily  followed 
by  other  coach  proprietors — competition  will  do  its  work,  and  the  public 
will  be  extensively  benefitted.  The  new  arrangement  is  to  come  into 
operation  on  Monday  the  11th  instant. 

The  Zoological  Gardens  have  been  much  improved  in  appearance  by 
the  late  seasonable  weather ;  the  alternate  shower  and  sunshine  of  the 
past  fortnight  having  greatly  favoured  the  verdure  and  foliage  of  the  young 
plantations,  which  are  developing  their  green  leaves  rapidly.  The  lake  has 
become  quite  a  feature  of  atttraction  within  these  few  days,  several  varieties 
of  acquatic  fowls  having  been  "  launched"  upon  its  bosom.  Among  them 
are  several  species  of  the  wild  duck,  the  pintail,  &c,  all  of  which  have 
taken  to  their  new  locality  very  well,  and  appear  already  quite  domiciled 
in  their  island  home.  A  pair  of  young  swans  in  fine  plumage,  presented  to 
the  Society  by  Mr.  Marling  of  Ebley,  will  be  turned  out  in  a  few  days,  as 
well  as  several  other  ornithological  specimens,  recently  purchased  for  the 
Society's  collection.

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Great  \V intern  Railway. — This  splendid  line  will  open  to  Maiden- 
head, it  appears  by  our  advertising  columns,  Monday,  June  4th,  the  birth- 
day of  George  III.  To  Reading  and  Didcot  it  will  be  opened  next  spring, 
and  between  Bath  and  Bristol  at  the  same  time.  Every  precaution  is 
taken  to  ensure  regularity  and  punctuality,  as  far  as  plenty  of  power  will 
do  it.  Nine  engines  are  now  ready  for  working  this  first  part,  that  is  at 
least  double  the  number  which  is  needful.  The  present  intermediate  sta- 
tions are  to  he  at  Ealing,  West  Drayton,  and  Langley  Marsh.  In  Our 
next  we  hope  to  be  able  to  give  some  account  of  the  opening  and  success- 
ful working  of  this  line.  Arrangements,  we  understand,  have  been  made 
with  the  leading  coach  proprietors,  by  which  their  passengers  to  and  from 
places  beyond  Maidenhead  will  be  tranferred  to  the  railway  in  the  follow- 
ing week,  and  we  then  anticipate  very  active  operations.  Before  our  day 
of  publication,  the  Directors  will  have  made  an  experimental  trip  along  the 
line,  but  not  in  time  for  us  to  give  any  particulars.  A  trial  was  made  on 
the  22d  of  Mav,  by  a  party  of  the  Directors  of  two  of  the  engines,  upon 
twelve  miles  of  the  line,  between  Bull's  Bridge  and  Maidenhead,  and  the 
result,  we  believe,  was  perfectly  satisfactory.  An  average  speed  of  up- 
wards of  30  miles  an  hour  was  maintained,  and  the  ease  and  steadiness  of 
the  motion  fully  justified  (as  far  as  these  important  elements  are  concerned) 
the  preference  which  has  been  given  to  Mr.  Brunei's  system  of  construc- 
tion. A  double  track  of  rails  is  now  completed  along  the  entire  line,  from 
the  Paddington  to  the  Maidenhead  station,  a  distance  of  22j  miles  ;  and 
the  road  has  a  remarkably  neat  and  compact  appearance.  From  Green 
Lane  to  the  Paddington  depot  it  is  intended  to  have  a  quadruple  track  of 
rails,  two  lines  being  appropriated  for  passengers,  and  two  for  merchan- 
dize. The  operations  for  the  second  pair  are  not  yet  completed,  but  it 
cannot  be  long  before  the  line  is  fitted  for  the  conveyance  of  goods  as  well 
as  passengers.  The  Directors  have  provided  an  amp'e  supply  of  locomo- 
tives, many  of  them  of  great  power.  Some  of  them  have  been  employed 
during  the  completion  of  the  works  in  carrying  ballast,  &c,  to  different 
parts  of  it,  and  though  no  trial  has  yet  been  made  of  their  full  capabilities, 
as  to  speed  or  power  of  draught,  they  have  served  to  test  the  rails  by  the 
conveyance  of  loads  amounting  to  sixty  tons  at  a  time.  At  Paddington 
much  interest  and  curiosity  have  been  excited  by  the  occasional  working 
of  the  "  Ariel,"  a  beautiful  engine  made  by  Messrs.  Mather,  Dixon,  &  Co., 
of  Liverpool.  One  of  the  engines,  constructed  by  Messrs.  Hawthorn  and 
Co.,  of  Newcastle,  was  tried  by  some  of  the  Directors  on  the  line  at 
Maidenhead,  without  any  carriages  attached  to  it.  A  speed  of  50  miles 
an  hour  was  attained  without  difficulty,  but  at  this  velocity  the  resistance 
of  the  atmosphere  makes  the  situation  of  an  "outside  passenger"  on  the 
engine  not  the  most  agreeable.  Whilst  the  air  generally  is  quite  still,  he 
finds  himself  opposed  by  a  head  wind,  which  it  requires  no  slight  exertion 
to  withstand,  and  were  it  not  for  the  excitement  of  rushing  over  the 
ground  at  such  a  rapid  rate,  few,  we  think,  would  be  tempted  to  make  the 
experiment  in  this  way.  Of  course,  in  the  carriages  no  inconvenience  of 
this  kind  is  felt,  whatever  be  the  velocity,  but  the  experiment  on  the  en- 
gine will  satisfy  any  one  what  an  important  element  in  the  calculation  of 
speed  is  the  resistance  of  the  air,  and  how  much  this  must  operate  to  im- 
pede a  train  when  passing  at  a  high  velocity  against  a  head-wind.  For 
the  present  it  is  arranged  that  eight  trains  shall  run  each  way  between 
London  and  Maidenhead  daily,  and  the  short  trains  for  the  intermediate 
places  will  be  commenced  as  soon  ^  as  the  stations  and  the  necessary  ar- 
rangements can  be  completed.  In  our  next  we  shall  doubtless  have  fur- 
ther information  on  this  point  to  communicate. — Railway  Magazine,  June.

nion of  this  Meeting,  that  the  Medical  Officers  of  this  Institution  are  entitled  to  the 
continued  and  unlimited  confidence  of  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  of  and  to  this  In- 
stitution, and  to  the  support  of  a  generous  public  ;  and  that  the  Medical  Officers  be 
requested  to  withdraw  their  resignations." 

Dr.  Gibney  addressed  the  Meeting,  expressive  of  his  satisfaction  at  the  approbation 
of  the  Subscribers,  and  the  willingness  of  the  Medical  Men  to  resume  their  attendance 
at  the  Hospital. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Prescod,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Marshall, — That  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Institution  be  requested  to  forward  to  each  of  the  Medical  Officers,  a  copy  of 
the  above  Resolution,  and  that  the  thanks  of  this  Meeting  be  given  to  the  said  Medical 
Officers  for  having  resumed  their  valuable  services  to  the  Institution. 

It  was  moved  by  the  Rev.  W.  Hicks,  and  seconded  by  Captain  Sciireiber,— That 
the  thanks  of  this  Meeting  be  tendered  to  the  Annual  Committee,  for  their  unvarying 
attention  to  their  important  duties,  with  the  assurance  of  the  unboun  led  confidence  of 
the  Subscribers  in  their  integrity  and  ability. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Moss,  and  seconded  by  the  Rev.  W.  Hicks, — That  the  report 
of  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting  de  published  in  each  of  the  Cheltenham  Newspapers.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  June  7?  183$. 

My  Dear  Looker -Ox, 

The  Queen  left  town  on  Monday  afternoon,  and  arrived 
at  Windsor  to  dinner.  On  Tuesday  Her  Majesty  was  present  at 
the  Eton  Montem,  which,  perhaps,,  owing  to  the  influence  of  the 
"  maiden  queen"  on  the  gallantry  of  the  young  gentlemen,  was  a 
very  gay  and  splendid  affair ;  some  of  the  fancy  dresses  of  the 
gentle  highwaymen  were  very  elegant.  After  the  collection  the 
Queen  and  suite  went  and  lunched  with  the  Provost  and  dignita- 
ries of  the  College,  but  returned  to  London  to  dinner.  The  good 
folks  of  Windsor  are  sadly  disappointed  at  this  flying  visit, — they 
had  hoped  for  a  sojourn  of  at  least  a  week,  but  alas  !  the  dulness 
and  routine  of  Windsor,  however  well  suited  for  the  aged  and 
infirm  of  our  sovereigns,  has  but  little  in  accordance  with  the  tastes 
and  feelings  of  the  young  and  gay.  The  concert  that  the  Queen 
was  to  have  given  at  Buckingham  Palace,  and  which  has  been  post- 
poned and  repostponed  to  the  1 1th,  has  been  deferred  sine  die. 
There  is  a  talk  of  a  grand  ball  on  the  18th,  but  it  is  not  definitively 
settled  yet,  though  there  is  no  doubt  there  will  be  one  shortly;  this, 
and  the  approaching  fetes  of  Prince  Esterhazy  at  Chandos  House, 
and  the  Marquis  of  Hertford  at  his  villa  in  the  Regent's  Park,  are, 
just  now,  the  all-engrossing  subjects  of  anticipation  in  the  fashion- 
able world. 

The  Court  of  Claims  on  the  Coronation,  at  its  second  meeting, 
(the  26th  ult.)  did  that  which  has  puzzled  all  who  are  interested  in 
its  proceedings  most  completely.  It  then  and  there  adjourned  its 
meeting  to  some  day  in  July — after  the  coronation  has  taken  place ; 
that  is  to  say,  that  the  court,  authorized  to  discuss  and  decide  the 
lawfulness  and  propriety  of  certain  suits  and  services  being  done 
upon  a  certain  occasion,  will  meet  to  deliberate  upon  the  matter  after 
the  only  time  for  performing  them  has  passed '  away.  Truly,  this 
appears  such  a  very  Irish  mode  of  doing  business,  that  but  that' this 
resolution  of  the  court  is  related  with  ail  due  gravity  by  the  officials 
of  the  Council  Office  to  the  applicants  for  information  respect- 
ing the  il  suits  and  services,"  one  would  almost  be  inclined  to 
consider  it  as  a  hoax  or  a  burlesque.  As  it  is — we  must  be  con- 
tent to  wonder. 

The  Master  of  the  Queen's  Household — Sir  F.  B.  Watson — has 
resigned,  or  is  about  to  resign,  his  office.  Sir  Frederick  has  for 
many  years  held  a  confidential  place  in  the  royal  household,  and 
was  promoted  to  his  present  office  by  George  iV.,  from  whom  he 
received  the  honour  of  knighthood.  The  staff  or  badge  of  his  office 
is  a  stick,  covered  with  purple  velvet,  with  a  massive  gold  head, 
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and  ornamented  with  a  gold  chain.  His  successor  is  the  Hon.  C. 
Murray,  a  brother  of  the  Earl  of  Dunmore. 

Donizetti's  new  opera  Parisina  was  produced  on  Saturday.  With 
much  that  is  very  noisy,  this  opera  contains  very  little  that  is  new. 
Here  and  there  is  a  pretty  air,  but  so  few  aud  far  between,  that  but 
for  the  transcendent  ability  of  the  singers  who  performed  it,  it 
would  scarcely  have  survived  "its  first  appearance/'  Formerly 
composers  used  to  write  their  compositions  so  carefully,  that  there 
was  little  else  left  for  the  singers  to  do  but  to  execute  what  was 
"  set  down"  for  them :  but  in  modern  Italian  opera-writing,  the 
case  seems  reversed ; — the  composers  offer  little  else  than  sugges- 
tions in  their  arias,  leaving  invention,  taste,  and  fancy  to  be  supplied 
oy  the  singer.  Among  the  original  things  contained  in  this  opera 
is  Rousseau's  Dream,  which  is  turned  into  an  air  and  chorus,  and 
is  Italianized  sufficiently  to  destroy  the  beauty  and  simplicity  of  the 
melody;  but  not  enough  to  hide  the  plagiarism.  The  plot  is  the 
same  as  Lord  Byron's  tale,  with  the  exception  that  the  secret 
of  Hugo's  birth  is  not  known  to  his  father:  the  disclosure  of 
this  secret  to  Azo,  Parisina,  and  Hugo,  makes  a  fine  dramatic 
point.  This  is  however  too  much  for  the  composer,  who  instantly 
makes  Hugo  bully  his  papa  in  the  most  undutiful  manner.  Tam- 
burini  was  the  Duke,  Grisi — Parisina,  and  Rubini — Hugo.  The 
acting  of  the  two  former  was  quite  a  study.  The  passionate  energy 
of  Grisi's  manner,  when  she  discovers  that  her  husband  has 
beheaded  his  son,  was  an  excellent  specimen  of  the  dramatic  art. 
The  opera  was  repeated  last  night.  The  Queen  came  from  the 
Montem  on  purpose  to  be  present,  and  to  witness  the  first  appear- 
ance of  Taglioni,  who  was  hailed  with  all  the  enthusiasm  which  her 
unrivalled  grace  and  talent  demand.  The  great  influx  of  foreigners 
begins  to  be  very  visible  at  the  opera,  and  the  occasional  sparkle 
of  a  foreign  decoration  adds  somewhat  to  the  brilliancy  of  the 
scene.  There  is  a  talk  of  anew  ballet  for  Taglioni:  it  is  quite 
time. 

The  levee  on  Friday  is  expected  to  be  a  very  numerous  one,  and 
the  Queen  intends  holding  a  privy  council  after  it.  On  Monday  it 
is  most  probable  Her  Majesty  will  leave  town  for  Windsor,  and 
remain  at  the  Castle  during  Ascot  Races.  This  projet  it  is  that 
has  induced  the  postponements  of  the  metropolitan  fetes  for  that 
week,  but  as  the  Queen  returns  to  town  the  latter  end  of  the  week, 
thev  will  be  resumed  forthwith. 

The  Queen  Dowager  begins  to  emerge  from  her  seclusion.  Her 
Majesty  drives  about  in  one  of  those  elegant  equipages  which  two  or 
three  seasons  ago,  the  Marchioness  of  Ailesbury  and  the  Countess 
of  Chesterfield  made  so  fashionable  in  town, — a  low  phaeton,  with 
four  ponies  and  a  couple  of  outriders.  Her  Majesty  is  generally 
attended  by  a  lady-in-waiting. 

All  "the  world"  are  to  beat  Lady  Lansdowne's  grand  concert 
tonight  in  Berkelev  Square.

CELEBRATION  OF  THE  CORONATION. 

A  Public  Meeting  took  place  on  Wednesday  in  the  Assembly  Rooms, 
to  consider  the  mode  in  which  it  would  be  best  to  celebrate  in  Cheltenham 
the  approaching  coronation.  There  was  a  large  and  most  respectable 
attendance  ;  and  Mr.  Hatch  having  been  called  to  the  chair,  read  the  re- 
quisition addressed  to  the  churchwardens,  requesting  them  to  convene  the 
meeting.  After  a  pause  of  some  minutes  Mr.  C.  Paul,  one  of  the  gentle- 
men who  signed  the  requisition,  rose  and  directed  the  attention  of  the 
meeting  to  the  measures  adopted  by  other  towns  for  observing  the  occasion 
with  suitable  demonstrations  of  rejoicing,  suggesting  that  in  lieu  of  a 
general  illumination  it  would  be  more  advisable  to  give  a  dinner  to  the 
poor  of  the  town,  and  recommending  the  appointment  of  a  committee  for 
the  purpose  of  raising  subscriptions,  and  taking  cognizance  of  the  arrange- 
ments  necessary  for  carrying  this  object  into  effect.  Captain  Lloyd  pro- 
posed as  an  amendment  "to  Mr.  Paul's  suggestion,  that  there  should  be  a 
dinner  and  an  illumination,  which  proposition  having  been  seconded  by 
Mr.  Henney,  gave  rise  to  a  desultory  discussion,  pro  and  con.,  in  which 
Mr.  Gyde,  Mr.  Ridler,  and  two  or  three  other  gentlemen  took  part,  from 
whose  observations,  and  the  feelings  manifested  by  the  majority  of  those 
present,  it  was  evident  that  the  opinion  of  the  meeting  was  in  favour  of  a 
dinner  to  the  poor,  and  adverse  to  an  illumination.  Mr.  Paul's  proposi- 
tion, slightly  altered  so  as  to  meet  more  fully  the  views  of  those  gentle- 
men who  deprecated  the  idea  of  a  general" illumination,  was  ultimately 
moved  and  seconded,  and  upon  this  and  Capt.  Lloyd's  proposition  the 
meeting  divided,  when  there  appeared  to  be  a  very  large  majority  in  favor 
of  the  former,  which  was  thereupon  declared  to  have  been  carried.  A 
committee  was  then  appointed  to  concert  measures  for  carrying  the  vote 
of  the  meeting  into  effect,  and  to  procure  subscriptions  from  the  inhabi- 
tants in  furtherance  of  the  design.  W.  Ridler,  Esq.,  was  appointed  trea- 
surer, and  we  are  happy  to  find  that  a  large  sum  has  already  been  sub- 
scribed, nor  do  we  for  moment  doubt  that  the  funds  necessary  for  the 
occasion  will  without  much  difficulty  be  raised.  It  must  be  a  matter  of 
congratulation  to  those  who  wish  to  see  peace  and  order  preserved  in  the 
town  that  the  meeting  came  to  the  decision  which  it  did,  and  we  sincerely 
hope  the  inhabitants  generally  will  by  their  example,  di«wuragc  as  much  as 
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possible  any  tendency  to,  disturb  the  proposition  which  they  have  sanc- 
tioned by  their  vote. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  resolution  above  alluded  to  met  on  Wed- 
nesday evening  at  the  Literary  Institution,  for  the  purpose  of  devising1  means 
for  carrying  its  recommendation  into  effect.  J.  H.  Hulme,  Esq.,  was  called 
to  the  chair,  and  opened  the  business  by  reading  the  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  general  meeting.  It  was  then  moved  that  books  for  re- 
ceiving subscriptions  in  furtherance  of  the  object  be  immediately  opened  at, 
all  the  banks  and  public  libraries.  The  kind  of  entertainment  that  should 
be  provided  was  then  discussed,  and  the  mode  in  which  it  would  be  most 
advisable  to  appropriate  the  monies  that  might  be  raised,  so  as  to  embrace 
within  the  operation  of  their  application  as  large  a  number  of  the  poorer 
classes  as  possible.  To  this  end  it  was  ultimately  determined  to  give  the 
proposed  dinner  alike  to  both  sexes,  and  to  apportion  a  sum  of  money  to 
the  charity  schools  in  the  town  proportionate  to  the  number  of  scholars  in 
each  school,  in  order  that  the  children  might  be  regaled  under  the  imme- 
diate superintendance  of  their  respective  masters  and  mistresses,  and  so 
share  in  the  general  rejoicing.  The  dinner  is  to  consist  of  the  good  sub- 
stantial fare  of  merry  England,  roast  and  boiled  beef,  with  plum  pudding, 
and  a  quart  of  beer  to  each  person.  It  was  proposed  that  application 
should  be  made  to  the  trustees  for  the  use  of  the  ground  purchased  for  the 
erection  of  a  General  Hospital,  as  a  locality  well  adapted,  from  its  situa- 
tion, and  from  its  being  inclosed  by  a  wall,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the 
dinner  in,  and  that  Lord  Sherborne  should  also  be  applied  to  for  the  loan 
of  the  Market  House,  to  be  used  for  the  same  purpose  in  case  the  weather 
should  prove  unfavourable  to  its  being  given  in  the  open  air.  To  prevent 
any  confusion  arising  on  the  day,  from  the  indiscriminate  admission  of  all 
persons  to  table,  it  was  agreed  that  no  one  should  partake  of  the  feast  who 
was  not  provided  with  a  ticket  previously,  and  in  order  to  secure  the  most 
judicious  distribution  of  the  tickets  compatible  with  the  peculiar  circum- 
stances of  the  occasion,  and  at  the  same  time  to  control  and  regulate  the 
expenditure,  it  was  resolved  that  every  subscriber  to  the  fund  should  be 
entitled  to  a  number  of  tickets  proportionate  to  the  amount  of  his  sub- 
scription, and  that  the  committee  should  undertake  the  distribution  of  those 
tickets  that  might  be  unclaimed  by  the  subscribers.  It  was  also  resolved 
that  a  band  of  music  should  be  procured  to  contribute  to  the  general  har- 
mony expected  to  prevail  at  the  dinner,  and  that  if  the  funds  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Committee  would  allow  of  it  an  exhibition  of  fireworks 
should  also  be  got  up,  in  order  to  afford  entertainment  to  all  classes,  and 
to  compensate,  to  those  who  sought  the  gratification  of  the  eye,  for  the  ab- 
sence of  an  illumination. 

It  affords  us  much  pleasure  to  observe,  from  the  list  of  subscriptions 
sent  us  for  advertisement  since  the  foregoing  remarks  were  penned,  that 
the  subscription  progresses  so  well,  nearly  one  hundred  pounds  having 
been  already  collected,  and  we  doubt  not  but  ere  this  day  week,  the  prin- 
cipal part  of  the  money  estimated  as  likely  to  be  required  for  the  objects 
contemplated  by  the  Committee  of  Management  will  have  been  raised.

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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

Preparations  for  Celebrating  the  Coronation  have  been  com- 
menced in  earnest,  and  will,  no  doubt,  be  continued  with  spirit  until  their 
hour  of  consummation  arrives,  when  we  hope  Cheltenham  will  be  among' 
the  first  to  testify  her  loyalty  by  rejoicings  suitable  to  so  joyous  and  na- 
tional an  event  as  that  approaching.  It  will  be  seen  1  y  the  sketch  which 
in  another  page  we  have  given,  of  a  public  meeting  held  on  Wednesday, 
at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  and  of  the  subsequent  proceedings  of  the  corona- 
tion committee  then  appointed,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  are  dis- 
posed to  afford  an  opportunity  to  even  the  poorest  classes  to  participate 
ni,  the  holiday  festivities  of  the  day,  and  have  entered  into  a  subscription 
to  provide  them  with  a  good  and  substantial  dinner  upon  the  occasion  ; — 
this  we  consider  a  much  more  rational  mode  of  communicating  enjoyment 
to  the  poor  than  the  wasteful  and  irrational  fashion  of  an  illumination, 
which  is  always  attended  with  much  danger,  and  generally  accompanied 
by  tumult  and  disorder,  all  approaches  to  which  should  be  studiously 
avoided  in  a  town  like  Cheltenham,  whither  so  many  invalids  continually 
resort,  and  who,  were  they  once  to  apprehend  the  annoyance  and  distur- 
bance inseparable  from  a  general  illumination,  would,  we  fear,  be  deterred 
from  visiting  the  pip ce,  or  if  here  at  present  would,  to  escape  a  nuisance  of 
the  kind,  leave  it  altogether,  and  so  occasion  a  very  serious  loss  to  the 
trade  of  the  town. 

Strauss's  Band,  which  has  for  the  last  two  months  been  the  theme  of 
general  admiration  in  London,  will  give  a  Concert  at  the  Assembly  Rooms, 
on  Monday  next,  and  if  but  half  of  what  we  have  heard  and  read  be  true,  the 
lovers  of  instrumental  music  amougst  us  will  have  indeed  a  rich  treat.  Their 
lame  has  even  reached  the  eyrie  of  The  Looker-On,  whose  clever  correspondent 
Tom  Crotchet  has  already  given  a  "full,  true,  and  particular  account"  of  the 
composition  and  extraordinary  performances  of  this  Band.*  Strauss's  name 
has  been  long  familiar  to  the  residents  and  visitors  of  Cheltenham,  as  the 
composer  of  the  celebrated  Waterloo  Battle  Piece  so  frequently  performed 
by  the  Montpellier  Band,  as  also  of  a  great  number  of  other  beautiful 
waltzes,  &c.  Separate  therefore  from  his  reputation  as  a  leader,  the  public 
will  be  curious  to  see  the  author  of  those  many  masterly  productions  to 
which  for  the  last  five  years  they  have  listened  with  rapturous  delight. 

The  Zoological  Society  have  well-nigh  completed  their  preliminaries 
for  the  opening  of  theii  gardens  on  the  28th.  In  the  morning  the  com- 
mittee and  subscribers  propose  breakfasting  together  in  the  Rotunda,  and 
thence  proceeding  about  noon  to  the  ground,  where  will  be  held  the 
Society's  third  floral  and  horticultural  exhibition.  Next  week  we  hope  to 
be  enabled  to  report  the  various  arrangements  of  the  day  more  in  detail. 

The  Coronation  Fete  at  the  Montpellier  will  be  upon  a  scale  of  supe- 
rior magnificence,  as  may  be  seen  by  the  detailed  announcements  in  this 
day's  Looker-On.  A  band  of  brass  instruments  are  to  open  the  perfor- 
mances of  the  evening,  and  a  selection  of  national  music,  with  some  of 
Handel's  noblest  compositions  are  to  follow,  the  regular  band  being  aug- 
mented, in  order  to  give  them  full  effect.  In  the  Gardens  will  be  dis- 
played a  series  of  beautiful  transparencies,  which  have  been  provided  at  u

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great  expense  for  this  occasion  ;  and  to  crown  and  conclude  the  whole, 
there  will  he  a  grand  exhibition  of  Fireworks,  by  Mr.  Southby,  of  the 
Vauxhall  Gardens. 

A  Fire  broke  out  on  Tuesday  evening  in  one  of  the  unfinished  houses 
in  Lansdown  Crescent,  which,  happily,  however,  was  got  under  without 
doing  other  damage  than  destroying  the  timber  and  interior  fittings  of  the 
room  in  which  it  originated.  The  town  engine  arrived  on  the  spot  in  a 
few  minutes  after  the  alarm  was  given,  but  was  not  put  into  requisition, 
the  exertions  of  the  neighbours  having  succeeded  in  extinguishing  the 
flames. 

An  extraordinary  scene  took  place  in  the  High  Street  yesterday  afternoon, 
between  Col.  Charritie  and  Mr.  Hurd  Lucas,  the  former  gentleman  openlyac- 
cusing  the  latter  of  being  the  author  of  certain  disgracefully  offensive  commu- 
nications which  had  appeared  in  the  Satirist  newspaper,  producing  at  the 
same  time  a  letter  addressed  to  the  editor  of  that  ribald  print,  and  which 
he  boldly  affirmed  to  have  been  written  by  Mr.  Lucas  and  sealed  with  his 
seal.  Thus  challenged,  we  understand  Mr.  Lucas  avowed  the  letter  to 
have  been  sent  by  him,  an  admission  which  roused,  as  might  be  expected, 
the  indignation  of  all  the  bystanders,  who  had  by  this  collected  around  in 
considerable  numbers  ;  but  Mr.  Lucas  withdrew  himself  for  a  time  to  his 
residence,  and  the  fury  of  the  public  ire  had  well-nigh  subsided  by  the 
time  he  made  his  reappearance  in  the  street.  The  letter  in  question,  we 
are  informed,  was  one  of  a  series  published  some  two  or  three  years  ago  in 
the  paper  above-named,  vilifying  and  calumniating,  in  the  grossest  and 
most  disgusting  language,  the  private  character  of  the  resident  gentry  of 
Cheltenham,  the  particular  libel  now  "  proven"  against  Mr.  Lucas  being 
one  iu  which  the  fair  fame  of  a  family  of  high  rank,  and  held  in  universal 
estimation  throughout  the  town  for  their  many  and  distinguished  virtues, 
Avas  foullv  and  wantonly  attacked.  As  there  are,  unfOrtunatelv,  "  corres- 
pondents" of  the  Satirist  still  in  Cheltenham,  who,  themselves  respecting 
neither  private  worth  nor  public  integrity,  delight  in  traducing  all  those 
who  do  so,  we  sincerely  hope,  for  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  the  place, 
that  it  will  not  be  long  ere  their  names  are  also  discovered,  and  exposed 
to  the  infamy  and  disgrace  which  they  so  justly  merit.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  June  14,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-Ox, 

The  Queen  left  us  on  Monday  for  Windsor ;  her  Majesty  took  a 
numerous  suite  with  her,  and  had  a  gay  escort  of  Lancers,  so  the 
royal  cortege  had  a  very  pretty  appearance.  In  order  to  guard 
against  ennui  there  was  a  dinner  party  of  thirty  invited  to  the 
Castle  against  her  arrival,  and  there  will  be  a  numerous  party  to 
dinner  every  day  during  the  royal  sojourn,  which,  by-the-bye,  will 
not  be  very  long,  as  her  Majesty  returns  on  Friday.  Previous  to 
her  departure  the  Queen  received  the  Prince  de  Ligne,  the  first 
"  arrival5'  of  the  special  ambassadors  for  the  coronation.  The  Prince 
represents  King  Leopold,  the  Queen's  uncle,  on  this  occasion.  His 
Highness  is  accompanied  by  two  Counts,  a  Baron,  and  a  Captain, 
as  attaches,  and  a  Count  as  a  Secretary.  The  visit  was  made  in 
great  state  ;  the  Ambassador  had  four  horses  to  his  carrage,  with 
running  footmen  in  state  liveries  of  scarlet  and  silver,  n.x\&  j  tiger s'm 
full  costume  were  posted  behind  each  carriage.  The  arrivals  of 
the  other  representatives  of  the  "  crowned  heads"  are  daily  ex- 
pected. America  sends  no  special  representative,  but  1ms  appointed 
the  resident  Minister,  Mr.  Stevenson,  Ambassador  for  this  occa- 
sion. The  King  of  Naples  is  also  an  exception  from  the  custo- 
mary etiquette,  as  Count  Ludoif,  the  Neapolitan  Minister,  is  to 
officiate  as  Ambassador. 

The  levee  last  week  was  a  very  numerous  one ;  as  might  be  ex- 
pected there  was  no  lack  of  presentations  of  foreign  nobles ;  among 
the  most  interesting  of  these  was  that  of  the  Prince  Poniatowsky, 
by  Prince  Esterhazy,  and  the  Count  de  Flahaut,  the  often-talked- 
of,  but  never-appointed,  Ambassador  to  this  Court,  by  M.  Bour- 
gueney,  the  French  Charge  d'Affaires. 

ri  he  levee  and  drawing  room  next  week  will,  perhaps,  be  the 
grandest  and  most  splendid  of  this  reign ;  all  the  special  ambassa- 
dors and  ambassadresses  will  have  arrived,  and  then  there  will 
be  the  struggle  for  pre-eminence  in  the  splendour  and  magnificence 
of  their  equipages  and  appointments.  The  rivalry  that  is  known  to 
exist  m  such  matters  on  occasions  like  these  causes  a  little  curiosity 
as  to  the  result;  some  say  that  France  is  to  bear  away  the  palm; 
others  that  Prince  Schwartsenberg  for  Austria  means  to  eclipse 
all,  nous  nerrons — but  pray  heaven  for  a  tine  day  for  all  this  dis- 
play— for  'twould  be  a  pity  that  all  should  be  as  unfortunate  as  the 
Prince  de  Li;>ne,  who  got  caught  in  a  most  mercilessly  soaking 
shower  at  his  u  first  appearance"  on  Monday.  Count  Sebastiani, 
the  resident  French  Ambassador,  has  arrived  from  Paris,  to  be  in 
readiness;  and  Marshal  Souit,  Due  de  Dalmatie,  is  expected  in  a 
day  or  two.    The  marshal  will  occupy  the  house  formerly  held  by 
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Prince  Polignac  when  resident  in  this  country.  Another  of  the 
"specials"  has  taken  the  houses  of  Lord  Caledon  and  Lord  Stuart 
de  Rothsay  (Nos.  4  and  5,  Carlton  Gardens)  and  has  had  a  com- 
munication made  between  the  two  on  purpose  for  his  fetes.  Prince 
Esterhazy  is  building  a  large  temporary  addition  to  Chandos House, 
at  .the  back,  towards  Portland  Place;  Lord  Hertford  too  is  busy 
with  preparation  at  Ins  villa  in  the  Regent's  Park — verilv  we  shall 
have  gay  doings.  Lady  Lansdownc,  as  Premier  Lady  in  Waiting 
on  the  Queen,  commences  "  proceedings"  by  a  very  grand  state 
ball  on  the  day  after  the  coronation,  the  29th,  at  Lansdown  House, 
and  then  there  will  follow  such  a  rapid  and  continuous  succession 
of  fetes.,  (tinners,  balls,  concerts,  &c,  both  among  our  own  nobility 
and  the  foreign  embassies,  as  almost  to  defy  the  chronicling  of 
them. 

The  Queen  visits  Ascot  Races  in  state,  accompanied  by  a  num- 
ber of  her  guests,  and  a  most  numerous  suite  ;  but  the  greatest 
display  will  be  to-morrow,  the  grand  day.  The  most  important 
piece  of  information  to  give  about  this  matter  is  of  the  negative 
kind.  Lord  Melbourne  has  not  gone  to  Windsor  with  her  Majes- 
ty ;  this  has  appeared  so  extraordinary  to  some  people  that  they 
could  account  for  it  in  no  other  way  than  by  supposing  there  to 
have  been  a  /iff  between  the  Sovereign  and  her  favorite  Minister; 
but  it  is  possible  that  for  once  public  business  may  have  detained 
his  Lordship  in  town,  as  he  was  engaged  in  Cabinet  with  his  col- 
leagues yesterday,  and  it  is  not  impossible  that  he  will  find  his  way 
down  in  time  for  the  grand  day  at  Ascot  to-morrow.  The  Queen 
still  keeps  to  her  resolution  of  returning  to  town  on  Friday,  and 
the  state  ball  for  the  1-Sth  is  not  as  yet  postponed.  If  this  takes 
place,  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  and  all  the  old  Waterloo-men,  who 
will  doubtless  be  invited,  will  be  in  tine  dancing  condition  after 
their  annual  banquet. 

A  paragraph  has  gone  the  round  of  the  papers  announcing  the 
fact  that  Prince  George  of  Cambridge  immediately  after  the  coro- 
nation, will  set  off  for  Gibraltar,  there  to  learn  the  art  of  war  under 
Sir  Alexander  Woodford.  It  is  just  possible  that  Prince  George 
of  Cambridge  may  be  going  to  Gibraltar,  but  that  his  Royal  High- 
ness should,  in  a  time  of  profound  peace,  go  to  a  distant  solitary 
fortress,  where  nothing  more  than  the  mere  ordinary  routine  of 
garrison  duty  is  carried  on,  to  learn  the  art  of  war,  is  almost  too 
good  a  joke.  His  Royal  Highness  is  just  now  on  a  visit  to  the 
Queen  at  Windsor. 

Prince  and  Princess  Schwartsenberg  are  expected  to  arrive  to- 
day. The  Prince  de  Ligne  occupies  apartments  at  the  Clarendon 
Hotel. 

The  Reform  Club  now  occupy  Gwydyr  House,  Whitehall,  till 
their  own  new  mansion  is  erected  in  Pall  Mall — on  dlt.  that  this  is 
to  eclipse  in  its  extent  and  the  magnitude  of  its  proportions  the 
new  Oxford  and  Cambridge  f  lub :  if  so.  Pall  Mall  will  indeed  be  a 
street  of  palaces. 
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TagUoni  has  introduced  a  new  dance  here,  which  she  has  brought 
with  her  from  St.  Petersburg;  it  is  called  the  "  Original"  Mazurka. 
It  is  a  very  characteristic  dance,  but  not  a  very  elegant  one.  The 
unrivalled  skill  and  taste  with  which  it  was  executed  procured  an 
encore  for  it.  The  costume  is  a  most  unbecoming  one  for  the 
fair  da  use  use.

SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Zoological  Society's  Arrangements  for  the  opening  of  their 
Gardens  on  the  28th  instant,  have  been  made  in  such  wise  as  to  interfere 
as  little  as  possible  with  the  other  and  more  general  festivities  of  the  day. 
The  Public  Breakfast  at  the  Rotunda  will  take  place  at  eleven  o'clock, 
so  as  to  allow  of  the  committees  and  subscribers  adjourning  thence  to  the 
Gardens  between  twelve  and  one.  The  Montpellier  Band  will  be  m  at- 
tendance, and  will  accompany  the  procession  to  the  ground,  and  the  offi- 
cers and  council  of  the  Literary  Institution  are  expected  to  assist  at  the 
ceremony.  The  breakfast,  though  prepared  for  the  Zoological  Society, 
will  be  open  to  all  persons  who  may  wish  to  be  present  either  at  it  or  at 
the  opening  of  the  Gardens.  The  floral  exhibition  will  take  place  under 
marquees,  fixed  011  the  terrace  recently  erected  at  the  entrance  of  the  grand 
promenade. 

Strauss's  Band  have  given  two -concerts  at  the  Assembly  Rooms  during 
the  past  week  ;  the  first  on  Tuesday  evening,  and  the  second  on  Thursday 
morning.  Indeed  we  have  rarely,  even  in  the  height  of  our  Autumn  sea- 
son, witnessed  more  brilliant  and  numerous  audiences  than  those  present 
on  both  occasions.  The  attraction,  it  must  he  admitted,  was  preeminently 
attractive.  The  accounts  of  their  extraordinary  performances,  which, 
since  the  arrival  of  the  band  in  this  country,  had  appeared  day  alter  day  in 
the  metropolitan  journals,  had  raised  expectation  to  a  high  pitch  ;  but  we 
think  we  may  safely  affirm  that  high  as  they  had  been  raised,  the  result 
more  than  realized  even  the  most  sanguine  anticipation.  The  press  of  Other 
— and  more  purely  local — matter  will  prevent  our  (this  week)  entering  into 
any  lengthened  notice  of  the  performances  ;  yet  we  cannot  chase  but  bear 
our  testimony  to  the  astonishing  abilities  displayed  by  Mr.  Strauss  and  his 
assistants,  as  well  in  the  composition  and  -arrangements,  as  in  the  execution 
of  the  various  pieces  performed  at  both  concerts.  The  effects  produced 
were  truly  surprising.  The  spirit,  precision,  and  perfect  harmony  of  every 
movement  surpassed  any  instrumentation  ever,  we  should  think,  listened 
to  in  this  country  ;  and  the  extraordinary  effects  produced  by  the  many 
novel  combinations  of  sound  introduced,  at  once  delighted  and  surprized 
all  present.  The  way  in  which  the  various  instruments  one  after  another 
took  up  the  leading  theme*  and  sustained  it  in  chief  throughout,  was  quite 
beautiful.  We  hope  ere  the  season  closes  to  have  another  opportunity 
afforded  us  of  noticing  the  performances  of  this  justly  celebrated  orchestra. 
At  present  our  confined  limits  forbid  our  enlarging  on  its  merits.

THE  ANONYMOUS  CALUMNIATORS. 

Dr.  Dickson  and  the  Satirist. 

Though  fully  prepared  for  the  discovery,  at  no  very  distant  period,  of 
the  authors  of  the  flagitious  libels  upon  our  town  and  its  inhabitants,  which 
have  been  published  for  the  last  three  months  in  the  Satirist  newspaper, 
we  had  scarcely  hoped,  when  called  upon  last  Saturday  to  announce  the 
exposure  of  one  of  their  number,  to  have  been  able  to  adduce  within  so 
short  a  time  such  "  damning  proofs"  of  the  guilt  of  another.  Such,  how- 
ever, is  the  ease.  The  important  letter  of  Mr.  Pearson  Thompson,  pub- 
lished in  the  Cheltenham  Chronicle  of  Thursday,  and  which  also  appears 
in  the  present  number  of  the  Looker-On,  can  now  scarcely  leave  a  doubt 
upon  the  unprejudiced  mind  as  to  who  the  foul  calumniator  is.  That 
any  person  enrolling  his  name  as  a  member  of  a  liberal  profession  should 
so  disgrace  his  rank  and  calling  as  to  become  the  anonymous  slanderer  of 
other  men,  must  be  alike  matter  of  surprise  and  regret.  When,  however, 
we  discover,  as  in  the  present  instance,  that  the  individual  so  acting  is  one 
who,  having  publicly  accused  a  body  of  the  most  honourable  men  living  of 
crimes  and  misdemeanors  of  the  blackest  nature,  has,  by  a  succession  of 
ingenious  subterfuges,  shrunk  from  the  proofs  demanded,  we  cease  at  least 
to  feel  surprised.  Dr.  Dickson  had,  for  a  long  while,  been  suspected  of 
furnishing  to  the  Satirist  the  disgraceful  and  atrocious  libels  upon  Chelten- 
ham which  that  vile  print  had  inserted  in  its  pages,  and  we  congratulate 
the  town  upon  having  these  suspicions  so  clearly  brought  home  as  by  the 
documents  now  published  they  appear  to.  There,  therefore,  without  fur- 
ther preface,  we  now  lay  before  our  readers. 
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TO  THE  EDITOR  OF  THE  CHELTENHAM  LOOKER-ON. 

Sir, — Many  of  your  readers  are  probably  aware  that  a  systematic  attack  has  been 
carrying  on  for  the  last  three  months  in  tbe  Satirist  newspaper  against  myself  personally, 
and  against  the  Lansdown  and  Montpellier  properties,  the  New  Church,  the  New  Hotel, 
and  the  Cheltenham  and  Gloucestershire  Bank,  in  which  I  am  interested.  Ha.l  I,  how- 
ever, been  the  only  person  concerned  in  the  properties  thus  assailed,  I  could  have  silently 
and  calmly  submitted  to  censures,  which  I  knew  to  be  wholly  unfounded,  for  the  public 
sooner  or  later  is  ranged  on  the  side  of  truth — but  as  the  attacks  were  not  only  directed 
against  myself  personally,  but  against  the  clergy,  the  medical  practitioners,  and  resident 
gentry  of  the  town  ;  as  they  were  not  confined  to  my  property,  but  affected  the  interests 
of  many  who  had  largely  contributed  by  their  speculations,  and  professional  skill  and 
exertions,  to  the  prosperity  of  Cheltenham,  who  had  embarked  everything  they  possessed 
in  the  world  in  the  districts  proscribed,  and  had  large  families  to  support,  I  felt  it  my 
duty  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  the  person  and  motives  of  the  writer.  I  conceived  if  I  had 
the  means  of  doing  this,  and  omitted  to  avail  myself  of  them,  I  should  be  accessory  to 
the  wrong  committed,  and  that  the  welfare  of  the  town,  and  justice  to  individuals, 
demanded  the  attempt  at  my  hands.  I  possessed,  as  I  believed,  a  clue  to  the  writer,  and 
his  motives,  and  which,  with  my  enquiries  and  their  results,  I  now  lay  before  the  public. 

In  the  beginning  of  February  last  I  received  an  anonymous  letter  traducing  in  unmea- 
sured terms  the  most  eminent  of  our  medical  practitioners,  extolling  Dr.  Dickson,  and 
seeking  to  interest  me  in  his  success  as  identical  with  the  prosperity  of  the  town  :  this 
letter  I  burnt  shortly  after  receiving  it.  On  the  12th  of  February  I  received  a  second 
anonymous  letter  insinuating  that  the  energetic  pen  which  could  "  write  me  down  had 
better  be  employed  to  cry  me  up."  I  took  no  notice  of  this  letter.  The  attacks  in  the 
Satii-ist  commenced,  and  are  distinctly  referred  to  in  that  as  well  as  a  third  anonymous 
letter  which  I  received  on  the  9th  of  May.  I  now  lay  before  the  public  copies  of  such 
two  last  letters,  with  extracts  from  the  Satirist  in  the  opposite  column.  The  reader  will 
perceive  with  what  particularity  the  threats  contained  in  those  letters  were  carried  into 
execution  in  the  pages  of  that  newspaper.

I  submit  that  even  a  casual  examination  of  the  contents  of  these  documents  must 
Carry  conviction  that  the  writer  of  the  anonymous  letters  wrote  or  supplied  the  materials 
for  the  paragraphs  in  the  Satirist.  In  the  last  letter  the  writer  avows  that  the  agitation 
referred  to  in  the  preceding  had  been  commenced ;  admits  as  a  consequence  his  connec- 
tion with  it,  and  the  only  remaining  question  is,  who  wrote  the  anonymous  letters. 

Dr.  Dickson's  name  being  mentioned,  both  in  the  anonymous  letters  and  in  the  Satirist, 
naturally  suggested  him  as  the  author.  Still,  notwithstanding  this  circumstance,  it  was 
with  much  reluctance  that  I  brought  my  mind  to  suspect  that  such  was  the  case,  for 
having  done  him  no  wrong  I  knew  no  cause  for  his  making  me  the  object  of  his  attacks. 

However,  with  a  view  to  test  the  authorship  of  the  anonymous  letters,  I  procured  a 
letter  written  by  Dr.  Dickson  on  the  3rd  of  May,  as  well  as  seven  of  his  prescriptions, 
all  indisputably  in  his  handwriting.  On  comparison  I  was  satisfied  of  the  identity  of  his 
handwriting  ;  and  it  is  remarkable  that  the  paper  on  which  the  anonymous  letter  to  me 
of  the  9th  of  May,  and  t'  at  of  the  3rd  of  May,  were  written,  was  of  the  same  large 
size,  coarse  character,  and  bore  the  same  watermarks.  Not  choosing  to  rely  on  my  own 
opinion,  I  submitted  these  several  documents  in  Dr.  Dickson's  handwriting,  Nos.  1  to  8, 
with  the  two  anonymous  letters,  and  the  envelope  (in  which  one  was  enclosed)  Nos.  9  to 
11,  to  the  Head  Clerk  at  the  Forgery  Office  of  the  Bank  of  England,  who  on  examina- 
tion discovered  the  great  similarity  of  the  handwriting;  but  as  his  orders  would  not  admit 
of  his  interfering  in  business  not  connected  with  the  Bank,  he  referred  me  to  the'  Post 
Office  for  the  information  I  desired.  They  were  then  laid  before  the  late  and  present 
Inspectors  of  Franks  at  the  General  Post  Office  in  London.  The  following  are  copies  of 
certificates  expressing  their  opinions  on  the  subject :

The  strong  resemblance  presented  by  many  of  the  letters,  in  fact  the  general  character  of 
the  writing,  firmly  convinces  me  they  are  written  by  one  and  the  same  party.

It  remains  for  me  to  say,  that  as  this  is  the  first  occasion  in  which  I  have  ever  written, 
or  caused  to  be  written,  a  single  syllable  in  any  newspaper  on  this  topic,  so  it  is  not  my 
intention  to  enter  into  any  newspaper  controversy. 

The  documents  I  have  produced  have  fixed  a  charge  on  Dr.  Dickson,  and  I  court  his 
refutation.  If  he  can  satisfactorily  prove  to  me  that  he  did  not  write  either  of  the  anony- 
mous letters,  and  that  he  was  not  concerned  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  writing  or  pub- 
lishing the  paragraphs  in  the  Satirist  which  I  have  quoted,  I  will  amply  apologise  for  the 
error  into  which  circumstances  may  have  led  me.  Till  that  is  done  I  must  disclaim  hold- 
ing any  communication  with,  or  noticing  any  production  of  Dr.  Dickson's.

Thus  the  matter  rested  on  Thursday  night.  On  the  following  morning, 
information  of  what  had  taken  place  was  brought  before  the  magistrates, 
and  warrants  were  issued  against  Mr.  Thompson  and  Dr.  Dickson,  who 
were  thereupon  bound  over  to  keep  the  peace  towards  each  other,  and  her 
Majesty's  lieges  in  general,  for  twelve  months,  and  thus  the  affair  termi- 
nated.

We  apprehend  that  no  mere  denial 
will  avail  him,  for  in  the  face  of  such  evidence  as  that  adduced,  we  do  not 
think  reliance  could  be  placed  on  his  disclaimers,  however  solemn  they 
might  be.  For  ourselves,  we  sincerely  believe  that  the  evidence  furnished 
in  Mr.  Thompson's  letter,  though  circumstantial,  is  yet  so  conclusive  on 
the  point,  that  had  the  question  been  one  of  forgery,  instead  of  what  it  is, 
it  would  be  deemed  by  any  honest  jury  equivalent  to  demonstration,  and 
obtain  a  corresponding  verdict.  Under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
we  think  the  best  course  for  Dr.  Dickson  to  pursue,  will  be  quietly,  and 
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without  any  more  ado,  to  follow  the  example  of  Adam  Neile,  and  leave  the 
place  altogether. 

If  the  system  of  anonymous  attack  which  has  been  persisted  in  for  the 
last  twelvemonth  is  to  he  continued  much  longer,  more  serious  conse- 
quences to  all  parties  than  any  that  have  yet  occurred  may  reasonably  be 
expected  to  ensue.  Though  hitherto  only  those  two  letters  addressed  to 
Mr.  Thompson  have  been  brought  to  light,  the  public  must  not  suppose 
that  these  have  been  the  only  ones  upon  which  the  anonymous  letter 
writer  has  employed  his  envenomed  pen,  for  we  have  now  before  us  a 
letter  addressed  to  a  professional  gentleman,  which  we  feel  perfectly  as- 
sured is,  equally  with  the  former, the  production  of  the  Satirist  correspondent. 
Of  this  the  document  furnishes  the  strongest  internal  evidence,  and  more- 
over supplies  so  complete  a  key  to  the  late  Hospital  disturbances,  that  we  feel 
it  a  duly  we  owe  to  the  town  to  give  it  publicity,  in  order  that  the  sup- 
porters of  that  Institution,  and  the  public  generally  of  Cheltenham,  may 
see  the  iniquitous  practices  had  recourse  to,  to  produce  those  dissensions 
and  agitations  which  had  well  nigh  wrought  its  ruin.  Henceforth,  how  - 
ever,  we  shall  know  I  etter  how  to  estimate  the  motives  of  the  arch-agitator.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  June  2l3  18.3S. 

My  Dear  Looker-Qn^ 

The  influence  of  the  approaching  coronation  is  now  decidedly 
manifest,  all  the  special  ambassadors  are  here  with  the  exception  of 
Marshal  Soult,  who  is  hourly  expected.  The  Queen  held  a  court  on  Saturday 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  Prince  Schwarzenberg,  Count  Strogonoff. 
Prince  Putbus,  the  Marquis  de  Miraflores,  Baron  Van  der  Capel  an,  and 
Count  Alten  ;  the  respective  ambassadors  from  Austria,  Russia,  Prussia, 
Spain,  the  Netherlands,  and  Hanover.  The  "  ambassadresses."  Princess 
Schwarzenberg,  Countess  Strogonoff,  and  Baroness  Van  der  Capellan, 
accompanied  their  lords  on  this  occasion,  and  were  presented.  The 
liveries  and  equipages  of  their  excellencies  are  all  of  them  very  magnificent; 
those  of  Count  Strogonoff  closely  resemble  those  of  th?  royal  family  of 
England,  but  the  chasseurs  in  attendance  on  Prince  Put  ms  far  eclipse  all 
their  rivals  in  the  splendour  of  their  appointments.  The  Marquis  and 
Marchioness  Brignolles,  ambassador  and  ambassadress  from  the  King  of 
Sardinia,  were  presented  on  Mondav,  just  in  time  to  get  an  invitation  to 
the  state  ball  in  the  evening.  By  the  bye — the  Prince  Schwarzenberg  is 
not  the  prince  of  that  name  who  has  already  made  himself  notorious  in 
this  country,  but  an  elder  brother ;  and  Count  Alten,  who  represents  King 
Ernest,  is  the  general  who  so  gallantly  commanded  the  King's  German 
Legion  throughout  the  Peninsular  War,  for  which,  in  acknowledgment  of  his 
services  his  excellency  was  made  a  Grand  Cross  of  the  Order  of  the  Bath. 
Prince  Christian  of  Holstein,  of  the  blood-royal  of  Denmark,  has  been  here 
some  days,  but  not  as  ambassador,  merely  as  a  visitor.  As  His  Royal 
Highness  had  not  been  presented  he  was  not  present  at  the  ball,  but  the 
Prince  will  be  introduced  todav  at  the  levee.  Prince  Ernest  of  Hesse 
Philippsthal,  the  Queen  Dowager's  cousin,  has  re-appeared  among  us  just 
now  :  the  Prince  paid  his  respects  to  the  Royal  Family  yesterday,  and  will 
see  the  Queen  today  at  the  levee. 

The  ball  on  Monday  was  the  most  brilliant  of  the  series,  owing  to  the 
great  influx  of  foreign  nobles  in  their  splendid  costumes,  and  the  display 
made  by  their  ladies.  Prince  Esterhazy's  Hungarian  dress  was  perfectly 
dazzling,  by  the  quantity  and  brilliancy  of  the  jewels  with  which  it  was 
ornamented  :  the  sword-hilt  and  scabbard  were  almost  a  mass  of  diamonds 
and  precious  stones ;  the  sword-belt  was  studded  with  gems.  All  the 
Prince's  orders  of  knighthood  worn  on  the  vest  were  set  in  jewels,  and  the 
crimson- velvet  pelisse  suspended  from  his  shoulder  was  embroidered  in 
pearls  and  piecious  stones.  The  Prince  did  not  wear  his  celebrated  diamond 
plume  in  his  cap,  perhaps  from  its  being  too  eu:nbrous  in  a  ballroom  ;  hut 
where  in  ordinary  hussar  caps  gold  cord  and  tassels  are  used,  in  his  were 
substituted  rows  of  pearl  and  diamonds.  Some  of  the  other  Hungarian 
dresses  were  very  splendid,  but  not  to  be  compared  to  this.  Among  the 
ladies  the  Countess  Strogonoff,  the  Russian  ambassadress,  had  the  most 
magnificent  display  of  jewels,  though  there  were  many  others  who  nearly 
rivalled  her.  Her  Majesty  danced  with  Prince  George  of  Cambridge, 
Prince  Nicholas  Esterhazy,  Prince  Schwarzenberg,  the  Duke  of  Buccleuch, 
and  Lord  Ward.    The  last-named  young  nobleman,  when  he  came  of  age, 
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succeeded  to  the  balk  of  the  enormous  property  left  by  the  late  Earl 
Dudley.    The  Queen  did  not  waltz  at  all.    The  ball  terminated  with  a 
Scotch  reel,  but  Her  Majesty  did  not  join  in  it.     Among  the  distinguish' d 
persons  present  were  Mr.  Van  Buren,  the  son  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  Lord  Brougham,  Lord  Holland,  and  Sir  De  Lacy  Evans. 
Lord  Holland  was  peculiarly  distinguished,  inasmuch  as  he  came  to  the 
ball  on  crutches  :  the  strict  rules  of  etiquette  were  put  aside  in  favour  of 
Mr.  Van  Buren,  as  he  was  invited  to  the  ball  before  he  was  presented 
to  the  Queen.    Marshal  Soult.  not  onlv  would  not  come  over  until  after 
the  anniversary  of  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  bat  Count  Sebastiani,  the  resi- 
dent French  ambassador,  would  not  come  to  the  ball,  nor  would  he  permit 
his  secretaries,  nor  even  an  attache,  because  it  happened  to  be  given  on 
the  anniversary,  and,  his  excellency's  lively  fancy  suggested,  in  honour 
thereof.     The  Duke  of  Wellington  and  his  gallant  companions  came  after 
the  banquet  at  Apsley  House.      The  state  rooms  of  the  new  palace  are,  as 
f  ir  as  furniture  and  decoration  are  concerned,  infinitely  superior  to  those  at 
St.  James's ;  but  they  are  low,  and  inconveniently  arranged.    The  ceilings 
of  all  of  them  are  superb,  indeed  they  are  so  exquisitely  ornamented  and 
gilded,  that  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  anything  more  beautiful.     The  ball- 
room has  the  worst  effect ;   its  furniture  is  of  yellow  satin,  and  double 
columns  of  pink  marble  run  all  round  the  room.     These  give  a  very  heavy 
effect,  more  especially  as  there  is  not  sufficient  contrast  in  the  colour  of  its 
furniture  with  the  rest  of  its  decorations.     The  throne-room  is  a  noble  apart- 
ment, butsuch  is  the  unskilful  arrangement  of  these  rooms,  that  despite  the 
presence  of  the  throne,  it  is  obliged  to  be  appropriated  to  the  serving  out 
of  lemonade  and  ices  on  the  occasion  of  a  ball.    The  saloon  is  perhaps  the 
most  elegant  apprtment  of  the  whole  suite;  the  floor  is  formed  of  coloured 
woods,  beautifully  inlaid  in  elegant  patterns.     The  columns  which  support 
the  roof  are  Corinthian,  of  dark  blue  scagiola,  highly  polished  with  gilt 
capitals.    The  Queen  did  not  leave  the  ball-room  till  four  o'clock. 

Last  night  Her  Majesty,  accompanied  by  her  mother,  went  to  the  Opera 
to  witness  the  reappearance  of  Mademoiselles  Elsler,  after  an  absence  of 
three  years.  Their  reception  was  most  enthusiastic.  Fanny  Elsler  is  of 
course — and  most  deservedly — the  favourite,  indeed  she  may  almost  be 
called  the  rival  of  Taglioni  :  the  sisters  danced  an  exquisite  pas-de-deux 
between  the  acts  of  the  opera.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  opera  Taglioni 
d  meed  a  favourite  pas  from  La  Sylphide.  The  whole  concluded  with 
the  ballet  of  The  Brigand  of  Terracina,  of  which  Fanny  Elsler  was  the 
heroine:  this  was  perhaps  the  most  brilliant  night  of  this  even  most  brilliant 
season.  In  addition  to  the  Queen  and  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  there  were 
present  the  Duke  and  Duchess  and  the  Princess  of  Cambridge,  and  several 
of  the  special  ambassadors,  who  had  large  double  boxes  with  chairs  of 
state  on  the  grand  tier.  The  opera  was  Parisina,  and  the  reception  of 
Grisi  was  even  more  enthusiastic  than  usual;  no  doubt  owing  to  the  affair 
between  her  husband  the  Count  Gerard  de  Melcy  and  Lord  Castlereagh. 
This  duel  is  a  subject  of  great  gossip  in  the  fashionable  world. 


THE  DRAWING  ROOM  AND  LEVEE. 

Thursday,  21s/. 

The  Drawing  Room  to-day  was  scarcely  less  numerous,  and,  if  possible, 
more  splendid  than  that  of  the  birth-  day.  The  display  made  by  the  ambas- 
sadors was  very  magnificent.  The  equipage  of  Prince  de  Ligne,  however, 
eclipsed  all.    Three  splendid  state  carriages,  with  chasseurs  and  mounted 
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grooms  in  rich  liveries  gave  an  effect  to  this  which  well  became  the  repre- 
sentative of  royalty.  In  personal  decoration  Prince  Esterhazy  seems  to 
defy  rivalry.  A  crimson  velvet  tunic,  and  a  rich  dark  green  pelisse  em- 
broidered in  pearls  and  rubies,  with  the  orders  and  jewels  the  same  as 
the  ball,  made  him  the  most  magnificentlv  dressed  man  at  Court.  The 
Countess  of  StrogonofF,  the  Russian  Ambassadress,  and  Madame  d'Obers- 
coff,  also  a  Russian,  also  distinguished  themselves  by  the  splendour  of  their 
jewels  and  costume.  The  Duchess  of  Leinster  appeared  in  her  nmch- 
talked-of  diamonds.  Mr.  Charles  Stewart  and  one  or  two  others  displayed 
full  Highland  costumes.  The  diamonds  of  the  Duchess  of  Buccleuch  were 
perhaps  the  largest  at  Court ;  among  other  ornaments  Her  Grace  wore  a 
diamond  girdle.  Sir  Robert  and  Lady  Peel  were  present,  and  Miss  Peel 
made  her  debut  at  Court,  presented  by  her  mother.  Among  the  company

Hanbury  Leigh,  Mr.,  Mrs.,  and  Miss  B.  Leigh  ;  Mrs.  B.  Leigh  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Countess  of  Denbigh,  and  Miss  B.  Leigh  by  her  mother  ; 
the  Countess  of  Essex,  presented  by  the  Marchioness  of  Tavistock,  Mr., 
and  Miss  Charlotte  Cregoe  Colmore,  the  ladies  presented  by  Lady  Rod- 
ney; Miss  Thompson  presented  by  Mrs.  Shippard  ;  Mrs.  P.  B.  Lousada 
by  Lady  Clifford  Constable  ;  Miss  Louisa  Caldwell  by  Lady  de  Saumarez. 
the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Somerset,  the  Countess  of  Leicester,  the  Countess 
of  Munster*  Sir  John  and  Lady  Herschel,  Ladv  H.  was  presented;  Dr. 
Lardner,  Dr.  Granville,  Lady  Strachan,  Marquise  de  Salsa,  presented  by 
the  Countess  Ludolf ;  the  Marchioness  of  Wellesley  presented  by  the  Mar- 
chioness of  Carmarthen,  the  Duchess  of  Bedford,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 
O'Connell,  the  Earl  and  Countess  of  Wilton,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lionel  de 
Rothschild,  Countess  of  Warwick,  Dowager  Countess  Mulgrave,  Countess 
of  Albemarle,  Lady  Cecilia  Underwood,  Miss  Strachan  presented  by  her 
•  mother  Lady  Strachan,  Lady  Laura  Fitzroy,  Mr.  John  Van  Buren,  and  all 
the  foreign  ambassadors,  secretaries,  attaches  and  their  ladies,  &c.  &c. 

Some  of  the  trains  worn  by  the  Ladies  were  richly  embroidered  in  gold 
and  silver  ;  the  Countess  Strogonoff  wore  a  veil  hanging  down  from  the 
i^back  of  the  head,  spotted  with  gold.    The  head  dress  of  the  Countess  of 
j  Shrewsbury  was  remarkable  for  its  splendour  and  costliness  ;  in  short  the 
the  British  Court  never  appeared  to  greater  advantage.    Among  the  belles 
of  the  day  may  be  classed  the  Ladies  Hay,  daug  hters  of  the  Marquis  and 
|  Marchioness  of  Tweeddale,  and  Miss  Grant.    The  throng  was  so  great, 
that  though  the  reception  commenced  at  two  o'clock,  it  was  past  six  be- 
jPore  the  Palace  was  cleared.    Marshal  Soult  did  not  make  his  appearance, 
though  he  has  arrived,  but  his  Excellency  is  to  have  a  private  audience 
!  :o-morrow.    The  Guard  of  Honor  was  formed  from  the  2nd  Life  Guards, 
>vith  its  fine  brass  band  ;  the  Queen's  Guard  was  from  the  Foot  Guards.

IjWas  one  of  the  most  numerously  attended  of  this  reign  :  considerable  sur- 
I;  )rise  was  felt  at  the  non-appearance  of  Marshal  Soult.  Two  more  of  th  i 
[imperial  ambassadors  were  presented, — the  Duke  de  Palmella  from  the 
l;iueen  of  Portugal,  and  the  Count  de  Lowenhielm  from  the  King  of 
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national  costume  ;  and  Prince  Soutz'o,  the  Grecian  minister,  introduced  a 
Greek  noble,  habited  in  the  picturesque  and  beautiful  dress  of  his  country. 
The  Duke  of  Sussex  introduced  a  deputation  of  the  Royal  Society  to  the 
Queen,  and  Her  Majesty  wrote  her  name  in  their  book  as  Patroness  of  the 
Society.  The  page  was  of  vellum,  and  a  beautifully-painted  border  of 
flowers  encircled  the  autograph  of  the  Queen,  which  was  surmounted  by 
the  royal  arms.  Among  the  gentlemen  present  and  presented  were  Mr.

An  Official  Notice  has  been  issued  from  the  Magistrate's  Office,  call-

The  Controversy  as  to  the  authorship  of  the  anonymous  libels  pub- 
lished in  "  The  Satirist"  has  formed  the  chief  topic  of  conversation  during 
the  past  week.  On  Saturday  last  Dr.  Dickson  published  what  was  no 
doubt  intended  for  a  refutation  of  the  charges  advanced  against  him,  but 
which  tended  rather  to  confirm  than  to  shake  the  general  opinion  produced 
by  the  publication  of  Mr.  Thompson's  letter.  Not  one  of  the  facts  or  con- 
clusions contained  therein  were  attempted  to  be  controverted,  and  the 
effort  to  withdraw  attention  from  the  main  charge,  by  a  diversion  of  the 
argument,  was  a  feint  too  glaring  to  mislead.  The  array  of  solicited  cer- 
tificates of  good  conduct,  thrust  forward  into  the  front  of  the  defence, 
might  indeed  serve  the  purposes  of  puff,  but  could  no  more  affect  the  ques- 
tion at  issue  than  could  the  introduction  to  Don  Quixote  or  Palmerin  of 
England;  and  the  afterthought,  which  was  appended  to  the  letters  in 
Thursday's  "Cheltenham  Chronicle"  concerning  ourselves  and  ourcorrespon- 
dent  "  Bob  Sawyer,"  was  equally  contemptible  with  the  rest.  We  would  just 
hint  to  Dr.  Dickson— that  it  might  be  as  well  were  he  to  confine  himself 
to  his  professional  "  fallacies/'  and  not  trouble  his  brain  with  matters  above 
his  ken  and  comprehension.  The  insinuation  of  a  falsehood  in  order  t| 
arrive  at  the  truth,  is  rather  too  stale  a  trick  to  deceive  the  "  Looker-On.

the  various  schools  connected  with  the  establishment.  These  sacred  duties 
being  over,  which  it  is  expected  they  will,  by  noon,  the  more  festive  de- 
monstrations of  rejoicing  will  begin,  and  The  Public  Breakfast  at  the 
Montpellier  Rotunda,  announced  to  take  place  precisely  at  twelve  o'clock, 
comes  first  in  the  order  of  time.  No  entertainment  of  the  kind  having 
ever  before  been  "  got  up"  at  this  establishment,  the  present,  in  addition 
to  its  other  charms,  will  have  that  of  novelty  to  attract,  and  being  under 
the  immediate  sanction  and  patronage  of  the  Zoological  and  Botanical 
Society,  a  strong  muster  of  their  friends  and  subscribers  may  be  expected, 
particularly  as  the  Rotunda  is  appointed  the  rendezvous  whence  the  pro- 
cession to  open  the  Gardens  in  the  Park  is  to  start.  This  important  inci- 
dent in  the  proceedings  of  the  day  will  take  place  at  half- past  one,  by 
which  hour  it  is  expected  the  procession  will  have  reached  the  entrance 
gates,  which  will  be  opened  for  its  reception,  and  a  salute  fired  as  the  Com- 
mittees of  Management  and  Officers  of  the  Society  proceed  up  the  princi- 
pal approach  to  the  terrace,  on  which,  beneath  the  shelter  of  marquees, 
the  Floral  and  Horticultural  Exhibition  will  be  displayed.  These 
proceedings  will  occupy  till  two  o'clock,  from  which  hour,  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  day,  the  Gardens  and  flower  show  will  be  open  to  the  subscribers 
and  the  public  generally,  at  the  usual  charge. 

The  Dinner  to  the  Charity  Schools  will  take  place  simultaneously 
with  the  opening  of  the  Gardens,  arrangements  having  been  made  for  the 
regalement  of  all  those  attached  to  the  Established  Church,  in  the  Old 
Well  Walk,  at  half-past  one  o'clock,  and  of  all  those  connected  with  the 
various  Dissenting  Chapels  at  the  same  hour  in  St.  George's  Square,  and 
these,  we  believe,  will  be  joined  by  a  number  of  the  Charity  Schools  from 
the  adjoining  parishes  :  altogether,  it  is  thought  that  at  least  four  thousand 
children  will  be  assembled  upon  this  occasion,  and  as  the  Committee  of

The  Grand  Gala  at  the  Montpellier  Gardens,  with  its  music  and  fire-

THE  CORONATION 


Has  been,  from  one  end  of  the  kingdom  to  the  other,  the  universal 
all-absorbing  topic  of  the  week  ;— -poets  have  fired  their  imagina- 
tion with  the  dream  of  its  gorgeous  pageantries  and  proud  asso- 
ciations, and  philosophers — borne  away  by  the  tide  of  popular 
discussion — have  forgotten  their  theories,  and  foregone  their  deep 
experiments.     The  thought  of  every  mind,  the  theme  of  every 
tongue,  from  prattling  infancy  to  hoary  age,  has  been  the  corona- 
tion, and  nothing  but  the  coronation.     London,  from  Temple  Bar 
to  Hounslow  Heath,  has  been  like  one  vast  fair ;  the  ceaseless  roll 
of  carriages,  the  countless  throngs  of  passengers  hurrying  to  and 
fro,  through  streets,  now  black  with  dirt,  now  ankle-deep  in  dust, 
as  rain  or  sunshine  ruled  the  hour,  has  surpassed  all  former  demon- 
strations of  the  wealth  and  grandeur  of  the  world's  metropolis,  and 
baffles  at  once  description  and  comparison.    The  anxiety  which 
prevailed  during  the  forepart  of  the  week  on  the  subject  of  the 
weather  caused  many  a  reference  to  the  pages  of  Mr.  Murphy 
and  the  *  prophets,"  for,  down  to  Wednesday  night  all  was  appre- 
hension and  uncertainty,  and  there  was  nothing  in  the  skies  above, 
or  in  the  earth  beneath,  to  justify  the  prediction  of  a  fine  day ;  the 
morning  broke  however,  not  heavy  and  in  clouds,  but  bright  with 
the  promise  of  a  glorious  noon,  and  the  myriads  who,  through 
the  fair  realm  of  66  merrie  England,"  watched  for  the  rising  sun, 
ne'er  welcomed  his  appearance  with  a  heartier  welcome  than  they 
did  on  Thursday  morning ;  the  merry  peals  that  ushered  in  the 
dawn  sounded  more  joyously  than  ever  yet  they  had  done,  and  the 
whole  land,  from  sea  to  sea,  rung  with   the  sounds  of  joy  and 
gratulation.    But  we  must  let  a  more  important  authority  on  such 
matters  than  even  the  Looker-On  himself  be  heard,  and  we  there- 
fore hasten  to  present  our  readers  with  the  account  of  the  gay 
doings  of  the  metropolis,  furnished  by  our  faithful  and  accurate 
correspondent  TJie  Moving  Shadow,  who,  on  all  points  of  court 
etiquette  and  information  is  lord  paramount. 


COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  June  27,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  preparations  along  the  whole  route  by  which  Her 
Majesty  will  pass  to  her  coronation  are  very  great,  almost  every 
house  has  got  some  temporary  building  or  balcony  erected  in  its 
front,  and  the  great  majority  of  these  are  hung  with  coloured  dra- 
peries, some  of  them  with  extreme  taste  and  elegance :  the  view 
will  be  picturesque  in  the  extreme — there  will  be  every  variety  of 
form,  height,  and  colour.  The  Reform  Club  have  complexly 
covered  the  exterior  of  Gwydyr  House  with  temporary  erections. 
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The  statue  of  King  C  harles  at  Charing  Cross  is  entirely  surrounded 
by  a  building,  the  equestrian  figure  forming  the  top ;  the  most 
extensive  range  of  galleries  or  booths  have  been  beautifully  fitted- 
up  by  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  in  front  of  his  house  in  Pall  Mall ; 
the  Union  Club  House,  Lord  Carrington's  house  in  Whitehall, 
the  Queen  Dowager's,  and  all  the  club  houses  in  Pall  Mall, — in 
short,  Piccadilly,  St.  James's  Street,  Pall  Mall,  Charing  Cross, 
Whitehall,  and  Parliament  Street,  are  like  one  vast  street  of  gay 
pavilions,  with  all  the  rooms  open  to  the  air.  Flags  and  streamers 
of  every  description  float  from  the  tops  of  the  houses. 

The  illumination  will  surpass  anything  of  the  kind  ever  seen 
before,  because  of  its  splendour  and  its  universality ;  of  course  no- 
thing can  exceed  the  City  illumination  at  the  time  of  the  Queen's 
visit,  as  far  as  it  went,  but  now  all  London  will  be  one  blaze  of 
light.  The  grandest  preparations  are  making  by  the  Duke  of 
Sutherland,  the  Turkish  Ambassador,  the  Duke  of  Northumber- 
land, the  Prince  de  Ligne  (in  which  the  Belgian  lion  is  introduced), 
Count  Strogonoff,  the  Duke  of  Cambridge,  the  Horse  Guards,  the 
Council  Office,  the  National  Gallery,  all  the  Clubs,  the  Admiralty, 
the  Bank,  Somerset  House,  the  Mansion  House,  Ordnance  Office, 
the  Home  Office,  the  newspaper  offices,  &c.  &c.  Many  smaller 
mansions,  and  the  houses  of  many  tradesmen,  make  very  magnifi- 
cent displays :  there  is  greater  variety  in  the  devices,  owing  to  the 
facility  given  by  the  application  of  gas  in  the  formation  of  crowns, 
stars,  loyal  and  patriotic  sentiments,  wreaths  of  laurel,  cyphers, 
emblems,  &c.  The  glitter  of  the  lamps  will  be  frequently  relieved 
by  transparencies,  but  these  are  all  too  much  alike  to  be  worthy 
much  notice,  being,  with  but  few  exceptions,  merely  the  figure  of 
the  Queen,  with  some  loyal  verse  or  aspiration  written  at  the 
bottom.  There  is  a  triumphal  arch  erected  across  the  bottom  of 
Downing  Street,  having  on  it  "  Victoria  Regina 99  in  coloured 
lamps. 

The  procession  will  be  very  grand,  that  is,  as  far  as  a  carriage 
procession  can  be  made  so,  almost  all  the  ambassadors — both  resi- 
dent and  special — launch  new  equipages  on  the  occasion.  Among 
these,  that  of  Prince  Putbus  claims  the  most  attention,  on  account 
of  its  excellent  vo  kmanship  and  the  splendour  of  its  decoration; 
indeed  the  magnificence  of  the  Royalty  of  England  will  be  quite 
rivalled  by  these  representatives  of  the  continental  sovereigns. 
Great  crowds  of  visitors  have  been  attracted  to  the  warehouses  of 
the  different  coach-builders,  to  view  these  splendid  carriages. 
Among  the  ambassadors  Prince  Esterhazy  occupies  the  post  of 
honour  in  the  procession,  his  excellency  immediately  preceding  the 
Royal  Family ;  for,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  resident  ambassadors 
take  precedence  of  "  specials,"  and  Prince  Esterhazy  takes  prece- 
dence of  all  other  "  residents,"  because  he  has  been  the  longest 
accredited  to  this  Court,  the  rank  of  the  ambassador  not  depend- 
ing at  all  on  the  dignity  or  power  of  the  nation  he  represents,  but 
solely  on  seniority  of  office.    Our  "list  of  arrivals"  is  completed

by  the  arrival  of  the  Duke  of  Nassau  yesterday.  Everyone  of  the 
extraordinary  diplomatic  corps  have  presented  their  credentials, 
and  been  introduced  to  the  Queen.  The  Duke  of  Cobourg  (the 
head  of  the  house)  arrived  on  Monday,  as  did  the  Prince  of 
Leinengen,  half-brother  to  the  Queen,  and  the  Princes  Hohenlohe 
Laugenbourg,  Her  Majesty's  half-sister.  All  these  are  accom- 
panied by  numerous  suites,  and  reside  with  Her  Majesty  at  the 
New  Palace.  The  Duke  of  Nassau  is  a  branch  of  the  House  of 
Orange:  the  embassy  got  so  uneasy  at  the  non-arrival  of  the  prince 
on  Monday,  that  two  gentlemen  were  dispatched  ostensibly  to 
Dover  to  receive  His  Highness,  but  in  reality  to  hasten  his  move- 
ments ;  as  it  is,  the  Duke  will  be  but  just  in  time  to  be  presented 
to  the  Queen  the  day  before  the  august  ceremony  takes  plac.  The 
Duke  de  Nemours  has  held  a  levee  at  Grillon's  Hotel  since  his 
arrival:  a  great  number  both  of  our  own  nobility  and  of  the  foreign 
corps  paid  their  respects.  Prince  Christnan  of  Holstein,  the  other 
scion  of  a  kingly  house  has  been  visiting  our  royal  family,  dining 
with  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cambridge,  visiting  the  Opera,  &c. 
&c.  The  Queen  held  a  Court  yesterday  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
ceiving two  autograph  letters  from  the  King  of  Hanover  and  the 
King  of  Wirtemberg,  which  were  presented  by  their  respective 
ambassadors,  Count  Alten  and  Count  Mandesloh. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  give  you  an  idea  of  the  state  of  Lon- 
don at  this  moment;  the  principal  streets  are  scarcely  to  be  crossed 
without  danger  from  the  immense  throng  of  carriages  which  are 
whirling  about  in  all  directions,  for  their  occupants  to  view  the 
various  preparatious  for  the  coming  event.  The  crowd  was  so 
great  for  several  days  to  see  the  new  crown  at  Run  dell  and  Bridge's 
that  the  ordinary  thoroughfare  of  the  City  was  interrupted — By- 
the  bye,  this  said  crown,  however  much  it  may  have  been  puffed, 
is  very  inferior  both  in  taste  and  effect  to  that  of  George  the 
Fourth  ;  his  was  composed  entirely  of  brilliants,  and  nothing  could 
exceed  its  lustrous  effect.  The  introduction  of  large  ill-polished 
ugly  shaped  jewels  in  the  present  crown  is  anything  but  an  im- 
provement. The  large  ruby  so  much  talked  of  has  scarcely  so 
much  lustre  as  cut  glass. 

The  fair  in  Hyde  Park  progresses  ;  there  are  a  great  many  ■booths 
erected,  some  of  them  of  immense  size  ;  the  police  have  pitched  a 
tent  on  the  ground  to  keep  the  revellers  within  bounds. 

All  the  theatres  issued  placards  yesterday,  announcing  that  tickets 
had  already  been  issued  to  the  number  that  the  houses  could  con- 
veniently accommodate,  and  that  therefore  none  of  the  public 
could  be  admitted  without  a  ticket.  The  tickets  were  obtained  by 
parties  leaving  their  names  and  addresses,  and  each  applicant  was 
supplied  with  two  tickets — one  for  a  lady  and  the  other  for  a  gen- 
tleman ;  this  is  an  excellent  arrangement,  as  it  will  prevent  much 
confusion  and  disturbance. 

The  Royal  Artillery  (Heavy  and  Light)  marched  into  London 
to-day,  and  have  bivoucked  in  the  enclosure  in  St.  James's  Park. 
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Their  tents  form  a  pretty  and  picturesque  object;  other  troops 
keep  pouring  in;  the  Lancers  have  taken  the  duty  of  the  House- 
hold Brigade  to-day. 

The  royal  standard  of  England,  worked  in  silk  and  gold,  was 
hoisted  for  the  first  time  on  the  triumphal  arch  in  front  of  the  new 
Palace,  this  morning.  The  Queen  held  a  Court  to-day  on  purpose 
to  receive  the  Duke  of  Nassau ;  his  Highness  is  a  middle-aged 
man,  and  was  accompanied  by  one  of  his  sons  and  an  attendant. 
After  the  Court  her  Majesty  drove  down  to  Westminster  Abbey, 
to  inspect  all  the  gorgeous  fittings  up  of  that  venerable  and  mag- 
nificent structure  for  to-morrow's  ceremony,  as  well  as  some  of  the 
preparations  by  the  way.  It  is  not  true  that  the  Queen  will  give  a 
grand  banquet  to  about  a  hundred  distinguished  guests  after  the 
coronation  ;  bat  the  Duke  of  Wellington  gives  a  magnificent  enter- 
tainment on  that  evening,  and  Viscount  Palmerston  on  Friday  gives 
a  state  dinner,  at  his  residence  in  Downing  Street,  to  all  the  corps 
diplomatique.  The  Duchess  of  Buccleuhc's  fete  this' morning  has 
completely  blocked  up  Whitehall  with  carriages,  to  the  great  hin- 
drance of  the  works  proceeding  in  that  neighbourhood. 

Thursday,  2Slh. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, — Before  four  o'clock  this  morning  the 
doors  of  Westminster  Abbey  were  besieged  by  persons  having 
tickets  to  view  the  ceremony.  At  five  o'clock  the  doors  were 
opened,  and  before  six  all  the  vaultings  and  the  two  transept  gal- 
leries were  filled.  The  fittings  up  of  the  Abbey  were  exceedingly 
beautiful ;  almost  all  were  hung  with  crimson  cloth,  trimmed  with 
gold  coloured  lace,  and  were  divided  into  panels  by  gothic  archi- 
tectural ornaments,  gilt.  In  the  centre  of  the  choir,  in  what  is 
termed  the  "  theatre,"  which  is  the  large  vacant  space  defined  by 
the  intersection  of  the  transepts  with  the  nave,  stood  the  throne  ; 
it  was  covered  with  cloth  of  gold,  having  a  coloured  pattern  worked 
on  it,  as  was  also  the  footstool.  The  throne  was  placed  on  a  large 
stage  covered  with  gold  coloured  silk  and  trimmed  at  the  edges 
with  gold,  and  which  was  reached  by  several  steps  which  were 
covered  by  a  rich  carpet.  Before  the  throne  was  the  altar,  covered 
with  purple  and  gold,  having  its  gothic  architecture  richly  guilt. 
Immediately  above  the  altar  rose  the  galleries  appropriated  to  the 
House  of  Commons,  an  upper  and  lower  one  ;  and  crowning  all, 
and  nearly  reaching  to  the  roof,  was  a  balcony  erected  for  the  band 
of  trumpeters,  who  sounded  the  instant  her  Majesty  was  crowned. 
Behind  the  throne  the  view  was  boarded  by  the  screen  over  which 
the  immense  gallery  for  the  band  and  choir  was  erected,  and  which 
was  terminated  by  the  new  organ,  with  its  beautiful  gothic  case, 
entirely  gilt.  On  the  right  of  the  throne,  running  into  the  south 
transept,  were  the  seats  appropriated  to  the  Peers,  and  on  the  left 
VSPAPEh  those  appropriated  to  the  Peeresses;  both  transepts  were  termi- 
X  nated  by  deep  galleries,  supported  by  gothic  pillars  of  oak  and 
gold,  and  hung  with  crimson  and  gold  coloured  lace.    Beyond  the 
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screen  is  the  long  nave  leading  to  the  west  door  by  which  her  Ma- 
jesty enteied,  but  this  portion  of  the  Abbey  is  entirely  excluded 
from  all  view  of  the  ceremonies  performed  within  the  choir.  The 
company  admitted  into  the  Abbey  wiled  away  the  time  from  five 
o'clock  till  half-past  eleven  in  watching  the  arrival  of  the  different 
Peers  and  Peeresses,  the  distinguished  foreigners,  and  the  various 
preparations  made  for  the  reception  of  the  Queen.  At  ten  o'clock 
the  Abbey  was  quite  filled,  and  its  appearance  was  truly  beautiful. 
It  is  impossible  to  describe  its  effect  in  the  hasty  notes  here  put 
together,  but  it  was  such  as  cannot  ever  be  effaced  from  the  me- 
mory of  all  those  who  witnessed  it.  The  Speaker  occupied  the 
centre  of  the  lower  gallery  of  the  house  of  Commons,  immediately 
over  the  altar  ;  and  in  the  centre  of  the  upper  gallery  sat  no  less  a 
person  than  Daniel  O'Connell  in  full  court  dress.  The  great  ma- 
jority of  the  members  wore  the  uniform  of  deputy-lieutenants. 
The  orchestra,  which  was  at  the  other  extremity  of  the  choir,  pre- 
sented a  very  beautiful  appearance,  and  formed  an  admirable  ba- 
lance to  the  Commons.  The  band  were  all  in  military  uniform 
coats,  richly  trimmed  with  gold  lace.  The  choristers  were  in  white 
surplices,  and  the  ladies  were  in  simple  white  dresses.  The  con- 
trast afforded  by  the  distribution  of  the  whole  had  a  very  pleasing 
effect ;  the  music  stands  were  magnificent ;  the  head  of  an  angel 
with  expanded  wings,  gilt.  The  fine  organ,  glittering  with  gold, 
formed  a  glorious  background  to  this  scene.  At  ten  o'clock  a  sig- 
nal gun  announced  that  her  Majesty  had  quitted  the  Palace,  and 
about  half-past  eleven  o'clock  she  arrived  at  the  Abbey,  when, 
after  retiring  for  a  while  to  an  apartment  prepared  for  her  to  robe, 
she  entered  in  procession  thus  : — The  Prebendaries  and  Dean  of 
Westminster,  Officers  of  Arms,  the  Comptroller  and  Treasurer  of 
the  Household,  the  Vice  Chamberlain,  an  Officer  bearing  the  Ruby 
Ring  and  the  Sword  for  Offering,  on  a  crimson  velvet  cushion,  the 
Lord  Steward,  the  Lord  Privy  Seal,  the  Lord  President,  the  Chan- 
cellor of  Ireland,  the  Archbishops  of  Armagh  and  York,  the  Lord 
High  Chancellor,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  the  Duchess  of 
Cambridge,  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  the  Duchess  of  Gloucester,  St. 
Edward's  Staff  borne  by  the  Duke  of  lloxborghe,  the  Golden 
Spurs  borne  by  Lord  Byron,  the  Sceptre  with  the  Cross  borne  by 
the  Duke  of  Cleveland,  the  Second  Sword  borne  by  the  Duke  of 
Sutherland,  the  Third  Sword  borne  by  the  Marquis  of  Westmin- 
ster, Curtana,  the  Sword  of  Mercy,  borne  by  the  Duke  of  Devon- 
shire, the  Usher  of  the  Black  Rod,  Deputy  Garter,  Lord  Wii- 
loughby  d'Eresby  as  Lord  Great  Chamberlain  of  England,  the 
Duke  of  Cambridge,  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  the  High  Constable  of 
Ireland  (the  Duke  of  Leinster),  the  High  Constable  of  Scotland 
(Earl  of  Enroll),  the  Earl  Marshal  of  England  (Duke  of  Norfolk), 
Viscount  Melbourne  with  the  Sword  of  State,  the  Lord  High  Con- 
stable of  England  (the  Duke  of  Wellington).

Next  follow  the  Sceptre  with  the  Dove,  borne  by  the  Duke  of  Richmond, 
St.  Edward's  Crown  borne  by  the  Lord  Steward.    The  Orb  borne  by  the 
Juke  of  Somerset,  the  Patina  borne  by  the  Bishop  of  Bangor,  the  Bible 
norne  by  the  Bishop  of  Winchester,  the  Chalice  borne  by  the  Bishop  of 
London.    Then  came  the  Queen,  supported  by  the  Bishops  of  Durham 
uid  Bath  and  Wells,  and  guarded  by  the  Gentlemen  at  Anns.    Her  Ma- 
jesty was  dressed  in  a  white  satin  dress  embroidered  with  gold,  with  a 
royal  robe  of  crimson  velvet  furred  with  ermine  and  broidered  with  gold  ;  a 
beautiful  diamond  Tiara  on  her  head,  the  collar  of  the  order  of  the  Garter, 
the  star  of  the  order  in  brilliants,  and  a  stomacher  of  diamonds.   Her  Ma- 
jesty's train  was  borne  by  Lady  Adelaide  Paget,  Lady  Fanny  Cowper, 
Lady  Anne  Wentworth  Fitzwilliam,  Lady  Marv  Grimston,  Lady  Caroline 
Lennox,  Lady  Mary  Talbot,  &c,  Lady  Wilhelmina  Stanhope.    Then  came 
the  Lord  Chamberlain  of  the  Household,  the  Groom  of  the  Robes,  the 
Duchess  of  Sutherland,  Mistress  of  the  Robes,  Marchioness  of  Lansdowne, 
First  Lady  of  the  Bedchamber,  six  Ladies  of  the  Bedchamber,  eight  Maids 
of  Honour,  eight  women  of  the  Bedchamber,  the  Gold  Stick  of  the  Life 
Guards,  the  Master  of  the  Horse,  the  Captain  General  of  the  Royal  Aicher 
Guard  of  Scotland,  the  Captain  of  the  Yeomen  Guard,  the  Captain  of  the 
Gentlemen  at  Arms,  the  Keeper  of  the  Privy  Purse  and  the  inferior  offi- 
cers of  the  Yeomen  Guard.    All  the  Peers  in  the  procession  were  followed 
by  little  pages  of  honour  dressed  in  scarlet  tunics  trimmed  with  gold, 
white  silk  hose  and  a  black  velvet  cap  with  an  ostrich  feather.    The  ladies 
in  waiting  all  wore  pink  roses  in  their  hair,  the  maids  of  honor  white,  and 
the  distinguishing  color  of  the  bedchamber  women  was  light  blue.  The 
Queen  passed  the  throne  to  her  chair  of  state  near  the  altar — her  suite, 
with  the  exception  of  the  greet  officers  of  state,  the  noblemen  bearing  the 
regalia,  and  the  bishops  passing  to  seats  allotted  to  them.    The  first  pro- 
ceeding was  what  is  called  the  recognition  ;  this  is  done  by  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury,  accompanied  by  the  Earl  Marshal,  the  Lord  Chancellor, 
the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain  and  the  Lord  High  Constable  going  to  the 
four  corners  of  the  theatre,  and  calling  out  to  the  people    Sirs,  I  here 
present  unto  you  Queen  Victoria,  the  undoubted  queen  of  this  realm, 
wherefore,  ail  you  who  are  come  this  day  to  do  your  homage,  are  you  willing  to 
do  the  same" — the  Queen  standing  up,  and  turning  to  the  quarter  where  the 
Archbishop  was  making  this  address.     At  the  last  recognition  the  trumpet 
sounded  and  the  Queen  resumed  her  seat.    The  next  ceremony  was  the  Queen 
making  her  offerings  at  the  altar,  which  are,  an  altar  cloth  of  gold,  and  an  ingot 
of  gold,  of  one  pound  weight  ;  then  all  the  regalia,  with  the  exception  of  the 
sword  of  state  were  deposited  on  the  altar;  this  was  followed  by  the  perfor- 
mance of  the  Litany,  the  Communion  Service,  and  the  preaching  of  a  sermon  by 
the  Bishop  of  London.    The  Queen  then  took  the  coronation  oath  administered 
to  her  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  signed  a  transcript  of  it  on  the 
altar.    After  a  hymn  had  been  sung  and  a  prefaratory  prayer  made  by  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  the  anthem  "  Zadok,  the  Priest,  and  Nathan,  the  Pro- 
phet," was  commenced,  upon  which  the  Queen  immediately  arose  from  her 
chair,  went  before  the  altar,  attended  by  her  supporters  and  the  Lord  Great 
Chamberlain,  Lord  Melbourne  carrying  the  sword  of  state  before  her,  and  was 
disrobed  of  her  crimson  robe  by  the  Mistress  of  the  Robes,  assisted  by  the  Lord 
Great  Chamberlain.    Her  Majesty  then  went  and  sat  in  St.  Edward's  chair. 
(This  chair  was  placed  considerably  in  advance  of  the  throne,  in  front  ot  the 
altar  ;  it  contains  the  stone  held  in  such  reverence  by  all  true  Scote,  and  was  en- 
tirely covered  *by  cloth  of  gold.)    Immediately  four  Knights  of  the  Garter,  the 
Duke  of  Rutland,  the  Marquis  of  Anglesey,  the' Marquis  o#  Exeter,  and^the  Duke 
of  Buccleuch  held  over  the  Queen's  head  a  pall  or  cloth  of  gold  supported  on  gilt 
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staves,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  anthem  the  Dean  of  Westminster  took  from 
the  altar  the  ampulla  containing  the  consecrated  oil,  poured  some  into  the  anoint- 
ing spoon,  and  handed  it  to  the  Archbishop,  who  anointed  her  Majesty  on  the 
head  and  hands,  in  the  form  of  a  cross,  pronouncing  the  usual  admonition.  Then 
followed  the  presenting  of  the  spurs  and  the  offering  of  the  sword. 

After  the  spurs  the  Queen  made  an  offering  of  the  sword,  one  in  a  purple 
velvet  scabbard  being  substituted  for  the  sword  of  state  :  this  sword  Lord  Mel- 
bourne redeemed  from  the  altar  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred  shillings,  which 
his  lordship  tendered  in  a  most  beautifully-embroidered  purse,  and  afterwards 
carried  it  naked  during  the  remainder  of  the  solemnity.  Her  Majesty  was  then 
invested  with  the  imperial  mantle  or  Dalmatic  robe  of  cloth  of  gold  by  the  Dean, 
the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain  fastening  the  clasps.  The  Archbishop  then  pre- 
sented her  with  the  imperial  orb,  and  afterwards  the  ruby  ring,  which  his  grace 
placed  on  the  fourth  finger  of  her  right  hand.  Before  the  Archbishop  brought 
the  sceptres  from  the  altar,  which  was  the  next  ceremonial,  the  Duke  of  Norfolk 
knelt  at  Her  Majesty's  feet,  and  presented  her  with  a  glove  as  lord  of  the  manor 
of  Worksop  :  it  was  embroidered  with  the  arms  of  Howard — the  Queen  imme- 
diately put  it  on.  The  Archbishop  then  delivered  the  sceptre  with  the  cross 
(the  royal  sceptre)  into  Her  Majesty's  right  hand,  and  the  sceptre  with  the  dove 
(the  rod  of  equity)  into  her  left.  'The  Archbishop  then  went  to  the  altar,  and 
blessed  and  consecrated  the  crown,  and,  followed  by  the  two  other  Archbishops, 
all  the  Bishops,  and  the  Dfean  of  Westminster,  who  carried  the  crown,  proceeded 
to  St.  Edward's  Chair,  and  placed  it  on  the  head  of  the  Queen,  amidst  the  most 
enthusiastic  acclamations  of  the  whole  assembly.  The  Archbishop  pronounced 
an  exhortation,  and  the  Choir  sang  the  anthem  "The  Queen  shall  rejoice!" 
after  which  the  Archbishop  presented  to  Her  Majesty  the  Holy  Bible  ;  then 
came  the  'Benediction,  and  Te  Deum.  When  the  Te  Deum  was  concluded,  the 
Queen  left  her  chair,  accompanied  by  the  Archbishops,  Bishops,  great  Officers 
of  State,  the  Noblemen  bearing  the  swords,  and  those  who  had  borne  the  regalia, 
ascended  the  theatre,  snd  seated  herself  on  the  throne  ;  the  Nobles  who  had 
accompanied  it  forming  round  it,  and  the  Ladies-in-waiting,  who  bore  Her 
Majesty's  train,  arranging  themselves  behind.  The  Archbishop  placed  himself 
before  the  Queen,  and  pronounced  an  exhortation  ;  and  the  Queen  handed  to  the 
Duke  of  Norfolk,  as  lord  of  the  manor  of  Worksop,  on  her  right  hand,  the  sceptre 
with  the  cross  ;  and  to  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  on  her  left,  the  sceptre  with  the 
dove.  The  Archbishops  and  Bishops  then  did  homage,  kissing  the  Queen's  hand, 
but  not  touching  the  crown  ;  then  followed  the  two  Princes  of  the  Blood,  the 
Dukes  of  Sussex  and  Cambridge,  and  then  the  Peers,  each  in  their  degree  and 
seniority.  These  touched  the  crown  in  their  homage.  During  the  performance 
of  the  homage  the  Choir  sang  the  anthem  "This  is  the  day  which  the  Lord  hath 
made;"  and  Lord  Surrey,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Household,  threw  about  the  coro- 
nation medals.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  homage  the  Queen  descended  from  the 
throne,  and,  kneeling  at  the  altar,  took  off  her  crown,  and  received  the  sacra- 
ment,— the  Archbishop  administering  the  bread,  and  the  Dean  of  Westminster 
the  cup.  Previous  however  to  her  receiving  the  sacrament  Her  Majesty  made 
her  second  offering,  handing  a  purse  of  gold  to  the  Archbishop.  After  the  sacra- 
ment put  on  her  crown,  and  received  her  sceptres,  and  returned  to  the  throne. 
The  Archbishop  finishing  the  communion  service,  the  Choir  then  sang  the  anthem 
"  Hallelujah  ;"  and  the  Archbishop  pronounced  the  final  prayers  and  blessing. 
Her  Majesty  then  descended  from  her  throne,  having  the  four  swords  borne 
before  her,  and  all  the  officiating  Noblemen  about  her,  and  passed  into  the  Saint 
Edward's  or  private  Chapel:  while  there  several  unimportant  ceremonies  are  per- 
formed with  the  regalia,  and  Her  Majesty  is  disrobed  of  b.pr  imperial  mantle  of 
gold,  and  arrayed  in  a  long  royal  robe  of  purple  velvet.  The  procession  was 
then  formed,  and  Her  Majesty  quitted  the  Abbey  with  the  same  state  as  she 
entered  it.

SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Summer  Balls  at  the  Rotunda  are  to  commence  on  Thursday  next» 
on  the  same  plan  as  was  adopted  at  the  Ball  of  last  May. 

The  Concert  Season  commences  in  Cheltenham  earlier  than  usual  this 
year,  Mr.  Bochsa  having  already  announced  for  the  9th  of  next  month  a 
morning  performance,  which,  from  the  tablet  of  attractions  presented  by 
the  advertisement,  bids  fair  to  secure  for  itself  the  most  brilliant  patronage. 

The  Representations  of  the  Grecian  Statues,  given  by  Mr.  Gannon 
in  the  Montpellier  Gardens,  on  Thursday  evening,  proved  so  generally 
acceptable,  that  an  engagement  has  been  entered  into  with  that  artist  for 
repeating  his  exhibition  at  an  Evening  Entertainment,  to  be  got  up  for  that 
especial  purpose,  at  the  Rotunda,  on  Tuesday  the  10th  of  July.  Mi.  G. 
is  also  on  that  occasion  to  display  his  powers  as  a  ventriloquist,  in  a  scene 
and  character  which  promises  to  afford  considerable  amusement  to  those 
who  may  honour  his  performance  with  their  presence. 
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THE  CORONATION  DAY, 

So  long  expected  and  so  long  prepared  for,  was  celebrated  in  Cheltenham 
with  a  gaiety  and  enthusiasm  that  evidenced  a  determination  to  do  all  pos- 
sible honor  to  the  throne,  and  to  promote  the  interchange  of  the  kindliest 
feelings  among  the  people.  For  once  that  bane  of  society,  party  spirit, 
blighted  not  the  prospects  of  enjoyment,  and  this  circumstance  materially 
contributed  to  the  joy  and  rejoicing  of  the  occasion  :  extremes  met  in  poli- 
tics and  religion,  and  men  of  all  shades  of  opinion,  forgetting  for  the  nonce 
their  petty  differences,  united  in  contributing  to  each  others  happiness — a 
circumstance  which,  separate  from  its  other  associations,  will  cause  the 
day  to  be  long  remembered  with  the  most  pleasurable  recollections.  The 
Committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  public  demonstrations  exerted  itself 
strenuously  to  give  a  right  direction  to  the  expressions  of  loyalty  called 
forth  by  the  occasion,  and  happily  with  the  most  signal  success,  for  to  the 
well  considered  and  well  organized  arrangements  entered  into  by  it  must 
be  ascribed  much  of  the  harmony  which  prevailed,  and  the  complete  suc- 
cess which  attended  the  several  schemes  devised  for  the  amusement  of  the 
humbler  classes,  and  the  preservation  of  good  order  throughout  the  town. 

At  sun- rise  the  national  emblems  were  displayed  from  all  the  public 
establishments  of  the  town,  as  well  as  from  many  private  ones  ;  the  union 
was  hoisted  from  the  church  steeple,  the  Assembly  Rooms,  the  Plough 
Hotel,  and  in  front  of  the  Old  Wells  Pump  Room,  while  the  royal  standard 
floated  above  the  Rotunda  ;  St.  Mary's  bells  welcomed  the  morning  with 
a  merry  peal,  and  continued  at  intervals  to  raise  their  clamorous  voices 
throughout  the  day  ;  the  busy  notes  of  preparation  were  audible  from  all 
parts  of  the  town,  which  it  was  obvious  was  preparing  itself  to  hold  high 
carnival. 

The  first  movement  of  the  morning  that  attracted  attention  was  the 
procession  of  the  Club  of  Odd  Fellows,  who,  at  half-past  nine  o'clock 
proceeded  from  their  hostelry  in  the  High  Street  to  St.  Paul's  Church, 
there  to  attend  divine  service.  The  exhibition  was  well  got  up,  and  the 
glittering  of  the  gaily  painted  banners  of  the  party,  as  they  sported  their 
colors  in  the  morning  sunshine,  had  a  very  pretty  effect ;  properly  speaking 
however,  the  celebration  festival  must  be  considered  as  commencing  with 
the  performance  of  divine  service  at  the  Parish  Church,  at  10  o'clock,  when 
the  Rev.  F.  Close  preached  an  excellent  sermon  from  Judges,  ch.  21.  v.  25. 
to  a  crowded  congregation.  There  was  also  service  at  St.  Paul's  Church  at 
the  same  hour  ;  at  the  latter  the  children  of  the  various  charity  schools 
were  present,  and  an  appropriate  address  was  delivered  to  them  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Robinson.    Divine  service  being  over  at  12  o'clock, 

The  Public  Breakfast 
At  the  Montpellier  Spa  came  next  in  succession,  and  gathered  together  a 
large  and  fashionable  company.  The  tables  were  ranged  in  the  form  of  a 
cross  in  the  Rotunda,  a  splendid  stand  of  choice  plants  forming  the  centre, 
in  the  midst  of  which  was  a  magnificent  nosegay,  formed  of  the  rarest  and 
most  fragrant  flowers  of  the  season,  fashioned  into  a  large  star,  surmounted 
with  a  crown  and  the  letters  V.  R.  This  beautiful  floral  device  was  the 
production  of  Mr.  Pipe  of  the  Montpellier  Gardens,  and  had  awarded  to 
it  an  extra  prize  at  the  Exhibition  which  tcok  place  in  the  Zoological 
Gardens.     The  tables  were  extended  right  and  left  into  the  conserva- 
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tories,  and  in  front  into  the  Promenade  Room  ;  a  profusion  of  beautiful 
geraniums  mid  other  flowering  plants  were  disposed  around  the  room,  and 
with  rich  bouquets  and  vases  of  cut  flowers  decorated  the  tables,  inter- 
spersed with  the  more  substantial  fare,  a  plentiful  supply  of  which  invited 
the  appetite  ;  nor  was  it  long  ere  tea,  coffee,  fruits,  fish,  flesh,  and  fowl,  with 
the  choicer  delicacies  of  jellies,  ices,  &c.  were  all  put  into  requisition,  and 
partaken  of  with  a  spirit  and  good  humour  that  seemed  determined  to  be 
pleased.  While  the  breakfast  was  proceeding  the  band  of  the  Spa  performed 
a  number  of  cheerful  national  compositions,  being  an  arranged  selection  of 
the  melodies  of  the  four  nations,  English,  Welsh,  Scotch  and  Irish,  alterna- 
ting each  other,  until  shortly  after  one  the  performance  of  the  national  air 
announced  a  new  act  in  the  entertainment.  The  company  rose,  and  the 
trustees  and  committee  of  the  Zoological  Society,  with  the  Council  of  the 
Literary  Institution,  moved  into  the  Promenade  Walk,  and  formed  them- 
selves into  line  for  the  purpose  of  proceeding  to  openthe  Zoological  Gar- 
dens.   The  following  is  the

The  procession  proceeded  through  Suffolk  Square  and  Park  Place  to  the 
Gardens,  the  Gates  of  which,  on  its  arrival  opposite  the  Lodge,  were 
thrown  open.    As  the  party  crossed  the  entrance,  the  signal  was  given, 
and  a  royal  salute  commenced  firing,  and  continued  until  the  full  compli- 
ment of  one-and- twenty  guns  had  been  discharged,  while  the  company 
advanced  up  the  main  approach  to  the  terrace,  and  through  the 

Floral  and  Horticultural  Exhibition, 
Which  was  there  arranged  under  two  spacious  marquees  provided  for  that 
especial  purpose.  The  crowd  which  thronged  the  tents  during  the  whole 
of  the  day  was  so  great,  that  it  was  quite  impossible  to  examine,  with  any 
very  scrutinizing  eye,  the  various  groups  of  fruits  and  flowers  which  co- 
vered the  different  stands  ;  but  a  mere  glance  was  sufficient  to  convey  to 
the  mind  a  highly  favourable  impression  of  the  quality  of  the  show.  The 
miscellaneous  collection  of  plants  contained  many  fine  and  excellent  speci- 
mens, among  which  the  cactusses  and  heaths  appeared  preeminently  beau- 
tiful. The  fruits  also  looked  temptingly  luxuriant,  particularly  the  grapes 
and  strawberries,  and  the  vegetables  throughout  reflected  great  credit 
upon  their  respective  growers.

Immediately  following  the  "  officials"  of  the  procession,  the  company, 
subscribers  and  non-subscribers,  began  to  flow  in,  and  so  continued  in  one 
unbroken  stream  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  afternoon.  The  beauty 
of  the  Gardens,  the  fineness  of  the  day,  the  fragrance  of  the  Floral  Show, 
and  the  music  of  the  Band,  all  contributed  to  render  the  scene  one  of  sur- 
passing gaiety  and  animation.  On  all  sides  we  heard  the  warmest  expres- 
sions of  delight,  admiration,  and  surprise,  for  all  appeared  equally  struck 
with  the  wonders  which  art,  guided  by  correct  taste  and  competent  skill, 
had  been  able  to  achieve  in  the  short  space  which  had  elapsed  since  the 
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Gardens  had  been  commenced.  The  recollection  of  the  level  field  was  still 
fresh  in  the  memory,  and  the  mind,  when  called  upon  to  contemplate  the 
scene  before  it,  almost  doubted  whether  or  not  the  days  of  Aladdin  and 
enchantment  had  not  again  returned.  But  we  must  reserve  our  rhapsodies, 
and  our  description  of  the  Gardens  themselves,  to  some  other  opportunity, 
aud  hasten  forward  with  the  march  of  time  to  notice  the  next  "  doing"  in 
the  "  order  of  the  day,"  and  transport  ourselves  for  this  uurpose  to  the 
Market  Place,  where  the 

Dinner  to  the  Charity  Schools 
was-  arranged  to  take  place  at  half-  past  one  o'clock,  shortly  after  which 
hour  the  juvenile  squadrons,  in  number  three  thousand  strong,  marshalled 
themselves  under  their  respective  banners,  all  well  armed  and  prepared  for 
the  assault  on  the  roast  beef  and  plum  pudding  drawn  up  before  them. 
We  shall  not  attempt  to  describe  a  scene  so  utterly  undiscribable  as  the 
dining  together  of  this  vast  concourse  of  children.  It  was  as  well  ar- 
ranged and  conducted  a  display  as  in  the  nature  of  things  was  possible, 
and  certes  never  did  we  much  more  enjoy  a  novel  spectacle  than  the  one 
below  us,  when  we  beheld  from  our  aeronautical  machine  the  immense  mul- 
titude, which  no  looker  on  could  number,*  eating  and  enjoying  themselves 
as  did  the  juveniles  of  Cheltenham  upon  this  occasion  ;  and  verily  they 
seemed  so  happy  withal  that  we  cannot  help  wishing  that  they  may  remain 
juveniles  for  years  to  come  !  But  we  dare  not  tarry,  for  time  ac- 
knowledges neither  bit  nor  bridle  on  the  Queen's  Coronation  Day.  We 
must,  therefore,  change  the  scene  again,  and  transport  ourselves  from  the 
Market  House,  with  its  multitudinous  provisional  inhabitants,  to  the  coach 
houses  of  the  New  Hotel,  where,  by  the  kind  permission  of  Mr.  Liddel, 
the  industrious  adult  inhabitants  of  the  town  had  gathered  together  for 

The  Public  Dinner, 

Provided  for  all  those  who  had  been  furnished  with  "  tickets  of  admission" 
by  the  subscribers  to  the  Coronation  Fund.  The  tables,  each  of  a  pretty 
considerable  length,  were  set  out  for  the  party,  which,  when  all  seated, 
appeared  to  be  at  least  two  hundred  in  number.  The  bill  of  fare  consisted 
of  roast  beef  and  plumb  pudding,  with  a  garnish  of  salad  and  some  ex- 
cellent cheese  by  way  of  dessert.  The  beef  and  pudding,  of  the  former 
of  which  there  was  two  hundred  pounds,  and  of  the  latter  three  hundred 
pounds  provided,  were  quite  of  the  best ;  and  what  was  equally  creditable 
to  the  taste  and  liberality  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  Committee,  upon  whom 
devolved  the  arrangements  for  the  dinner,  there  was  enough  and  to  spare 
of  both.  Mr.  George  Russell,  the  High  Constable,  presided  at  the  head 
of  the  principal  table,  supported  on  his  right  by  Mr.  James  Fisher,  and  on 
his  left  by  Mr.  Henney.  The  word  of  command  having  been  given,  and 
grace  said  by  Mr.  Board,  the  band  struck  up  the  air  of  "  Oh,  the  roast  beef 
of  Old  England,"  and  the  guests  commenced  in  good  earnest  and  with 
excellent  appetite — the  members  of  the  committee  acting  as  carvers,  and 
contributing  all  that  lay  in  their  power  to  the  harmony  and  enjoyment  of 
the  feast.    A  reasonable  time  having  been  allowed  for  discussing  the 

*  The  Looker-On  for  once  is  wrong,  for  a  deputation  from  the  Coronation  Com- 
mittee did  number  the  children  assembled  in  the  Market  House,  and  reported  the  total 
of  the  Day  and  SundayjSchools,  in  connection  with  the  Established  Church,  as  1400  odd, 
and  those  in  the  schools  of  the  various  denominations  of  Dissenters,  as  1500  odd, 
making  a  total  of  about  3000. — Printer'1 's  Devil. 
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merits  of  the  viands,  the  Chairman  rose,  and  in  a  very  brief  speech  pro- 
posed a  toast  Long  live  the  Queen,  which  was  responded  to  with  applause 
that  made  the  welkin  ring,  the  band  at  the  same  time  performing  the  Na- 
tional Anthem,  and  a  salute  being  fired,  by  way  of  echo  to  the  toast.  This 
done,  the  committee  marshalled  their  forces,  and,  preceded  by  the  band, 
proceeded  to  the  front  of  the  New  Hotel,  where  they  awaited  the  arrival 
of  the  children  of  the  various  schools,  who  about  the  same  time  entered 
the  Imperial  road  from  the  High  Street,  and  slowly  advancing  up  the  Pro- 
menade were  enabled,  about  half-past  three  o'clock,  to  form  in  line  wit) 
the  committee,  and  thus  continue  their  march  in 

Procession  to  the  Zoological  Gardens, 
Accompanied  by  an  immense  number  of  people,  who  sadly  impeded  the 
general  progress.  As  nearly  as  we  can  recollect,  the  following  was  the 
arrangement  observed  : — Band  of  Music — The  Coronation  Committee,  two 
and  two — Children  of  the  School  of  Cheltenham  Parish — Children  of  the  Na- 
tional Schools — Children  of  the  Church  Sunday  Schools — Sunday  School  o  f 
Cheltenham  Chapel — Wesley  an  Methodist  Sunday  School — Lady  Huntingdon's 
Sunday  School — Highbury  Chapel  Sunday  School — Union  Boys'  Day  and 
Sunday  Schools — Union  Girls'  Day  and  Sunday  Schools — followed,  we  be- 
lieve, by  two  or  three  others,  the  blazonry  of  whose  banners  we  could  nc  t 
distinctly  make  out.  The  route  of  the  procession  from  the  New  Hotel 
was  along  the  Montpellier  drive,  through  Suffolk  Square  and  Park  Place, 
to  the  Park,  where  the  Children  of  the  Leckhampton  Schools  awaited  il  s 
coming,  opposite  Belgrave  House,  and  thence  took  the  lead  for  the  rc  - 
mainder  of  the  short  distance. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  procession  at  the  Gardens,  a  sad  scene  of  con- 
fusion took  place,  the  crowd  being  here  so  great  that  it  was  found  for  some 
time  impossible  to  force  a  way  through,  and  the  utmost  exertions  of  the 
committee,  as  well  as  of  the  friends  and  servants  of  the  society,  were  p  it 
into  requisition  to  accomplish  this  object.  The  children  were,  however,  at 
length  got  in,  though  in  broken  detachmenrs,  and  a  heavy  showTer  of  raify 
coming  fortunately  on,  the  pressure  from  without  was  lightened,  and  the 
throng  became  consequently  more  manageable.  Happily  no  accident 
occurred,  though  very  serious  consequences  were  at  one  time  apprehended. 
The  rain  was  of  short  continuance,  and  the  schools,  once  safely  within  the 
gates,  paraded  quietly  and  at  leisure  through  the  Gardens,  and  enjoyed  as 
best  they  could  the  scene  and  objects  around  them,  until  nearly  six  o'clock, 
by  which  time  most  of  them  had  left  the  ground.  It  was  found  impossible 
to  form  into  any  regular  line  of  procession  for  the  return,  and  each  school 
therefore  took  its  own  homeward  course,  and  thus  encountered  less  difficulty 
in  proceeding  through  the  crowded  streets.  All  notice  of  the  Gardens  them- 
selves, and  of  the  natural  and  artificial  curiosities  which  claimed  attenti  m 
and  won  the  admiration  of  the  visitors,  must  be  deferred  to  a  future  oppor  - 
tunity, when  a  more  leisured  survey  will  enable  the  Looker-On  to  do  them 
ampler  justice  than  could  any  hasty  sketch,  penned  amid  the  throng  and 
bustle  of  a  Coronation  Day;  among  the  divers  doings  of  which,  we  must 
not  wholly  pass  by  the  grand 

Tea  Party  of  the  Temperance  Society, 
Which  took  place  at  five  p.m.  in  the  Assembly  Rooms.  There  was  a  large 
and  respectable  company  present,  and,  to  do  the  persons  composing  it 
justice,  they  all  appeared  as  happy  and  satisfied  wiih  their  draughts, 
"  which  cheer  but  not  inebriate,"  as  did  those  who  regaled  themselves  with 
the  roast  beef  and  plumb  pudding  fare  of  the  public  dinner.

A  brief  breathing  pause  in  the  rapid  successio  n  of  pre-arranged  events 
ensued  ;  but  at  seven  o'clock, 

The  Grand  Gala  at  the  Mont  pellier  Gardens 
Attracted  all  those  who  were  still  ungated  with  amusement,  and  felt  dis- 
posed to  finish  as  they  had  begun  the  day,  with  joyous  entertainment. 
The  gay  doings  of  the  fairy  scene  commenced  with  the  performances  of 
the  brass  band,  who  executed  in  admirable  style  a  selection  of  military 
compositions  arranged  expressly  for  the  occasion.  The  instrumental  con- 
cert of  the  Montpellier  Band,  augmented  and  strengthened  by  the  intro- 
duction of  several  efficient  auxiliaries,  next  followed,  and  when  we  inform 
our  readers  that  the  programme  of  the  performance  contained  such  pieces 
as  the  The  Coronation  Anthem,  the  Hallelujah  Chorus,  the  Occasional  Over- 
ture, and  Gloria  in  Excelcis,  it  will  be  scarcely  necessary  to  add  that  the 
musical  portions  of  the  fete  were  the  theme  of  just  and  general  eulogium. 
At  half-past  nine  o'clock,  just  as  the  "  fairy  web  of  night  and  day"  was 
spread  over  the  scene,  Mr.  D.  Gannon  gave  his  representations  of  Grecian 
statues,  a  novel  feature  of  amusement  in  these  Gardens,  but  one  with 
which,  we  doubt  not,  they  will  become  ere  long  more  familiar.  The  per- 
formance was  throughout  much  admired,  and  certainly  the  correct  and 
spirited  manner  in  which  many  of  the  attitudes  were  given,  entitled 
Mr.  Gannon  to  much  praise.  The  performance  concluded  with  the  Dying 
Gladiator,  immediately  after  which  the  exhibition  of  Fireworks  commenced, 
and  rocket  after  rocket,  and  device  after  device,  followed  in  rapid  succession 
until  shortly  after  ten  o'clock,  when  the  firing  of  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
and  appropriate  emblematic  pieces  that  we  ever  remember  to  have  seen,  and 
properly  reserved  for  the  conclusion  of  the  gala,  announced  that  the  doings 
of  the  coronation  celebration  had  terminated.  The  Gardens  were  hand- 
somely illuminated,  the  orchestra  been  girdled  with  zones  of  light,  and 
surmounted  with  a  splendid  crown,  having  the  letters  V.  R.  on  either 
side,  and  above  the  fountain,  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  Lawn,  was  a  large 
transparency  of  the  royal  arms,  having  beneath  the  motto,  God  save  the 
Queen  in  brilliant  illumination. 

The  Public  Fireworks, 
Which  commenced  at  half-past  nine  o'clock  at  Maidenhorn,  proved  a  sad 
failure,  being  all  of  a  very  inferior  description,  meriting  rather  censure  than 
commendation.  The  rockets  could  hardly  rise  from  the  ground,  and  when 
they  did,  exploded  in  nothing.  The  pigeon  flew  from  the  point  where  it 
was  fixed,  and,  like  Noah's  dove,  returned  not;  the  larger  pieces  went  off  by 
fits  and  starts,  and  to  render  the  affair  still  more  provoking,  the  beautiful 
fireworks  let  off  from  the  Montpellier  Gardens  were  from  the  very  spot 
seen  mounting  high  in  air,  and  scattering  their  coloured  stars  aloft  in  inde- 
scribable splendour.  The  bonfires  too,  which  at  the  same  time  were 
lighted  upon  the  Cleeve  and  Leckhampton  hills,  had  a  very  striking  and 
imposing  effect.    In  the  High  Street 

The  Illumination 
Was  nearly  general ;  the  example  set  by  the  public  establishments  there  being  quickly 
followed  by  most  of  the  leading  tradespeople  and  private  houses  along  the  line.  Many  of 
the  illuminations  were  very  beautiful,  and  evidenced  gieat  taste  in  the  adaptation  of  the 
usual  materials  of  such  displays.  There  were  several  transparencies,  and  a  rich  profu- 
sion of  flags  and  streamers  hanging  out  of  the  windows,  and  from  the  balconies  on  either 
side  the  street,  which  altogether  presented  such  an  appearance  as  never  before  had  been 
witnessed  in  Cheltenham  ;  but  the  details  of  which  we  are  reluctantly  compelled  to  defer 
till  next  week,  when  we  hope  to  have  more  space  to  devote  to  the  subject.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  July  6th,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  excitement  arid  bustle  of  the  coronation  has  scarce 
passed  away  yet,  and  it  will  take  a  much  longer  time  still  ere  London 
settles  down  to  its  ordinary  state.    There  are  one  or  two  little  mems.  on 
that  eventful  day's  proceedings,  which,  in  the  hurry  of  last  week's  letter, 
were  overlooked  ;  and  the  first  of  these  is,  that  the  splendid  and  much- 
admired  carriage  in  which  Marshal  Soult  figured  in  the  procession  is  neither 
more  nor  less  than  one  of  the  state  carriages  of  Louis  Philippe  himself, 
which  his  ambassador  for  the  occasion.    Now  is  not  this  an  economical 
and  citizen-like  proceeding  ?    The  only  alteration  made  was  the  introduction 
of  the  Duke  de  Dalmatia's  own  arms  under  the  imperial  crown.  Next, 
that,  in  this  grand  and  national  ceremony — a  ceremony  that  can  only  occur 
once  in  a  sovereign's  life — such  was  the  limited  time  allowed  for  its  pre- 
paration, (for  it  is  impossible  to  suppose  there  could  be  any  other,)  that,  in 
the  grand  procession  to  the  abbey,  all  the  Queen's  footmen  to  the  whole  of 
her  carriages  appeared  in  the  old  worn-out  liveries  of  George  the  Fourth. 
The  beggarly  effect  of  their  appearance,  too,  was  considerably  heightened 
by  being  contrasted  with  the  splendour  of  those  of  the  Duchess  of  Kent, 
the  Duchess  of  Gloucester,  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cambridge,  and  the 
Duke  of  Sussex,  which  were  all  new,  the  effect  of  the  lace  was  more  that 
of  tarnished  silver  than  of  gold.    Surely  the  Master  of  the  Horse  must 
have  been  sadly  remiss  in  his  duty,  not  to  have  prevented  this  mean  display. 
Lord  Surrey,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Household,  caused  a  good  deal  of  merri- 
ment by  the  manner  in  which  he  threw  about  the  medals  during  the  homage, 
the  rush  which  took  place  towards  wherever  the  medals  fell  producing  the 
most  amusing  effects.    In  the  melee  might  be  seen  Peers,  Judges,  Aldermen, 
Gold  Sticks,  Kings  of  Arms,  the  Attorney  General,  and,  if  truth  must  be 
told,  one  or  two  of  the  Reverend  Bench  of  Bishops  were  now  and  then 
in  very  close  jutaposition  to  the  scene  of  action.    Pages  and  Peers  jostled 
each  other  without  ceremony,  in  their  endeavours  to  seize  a  medal, 
sometimes  two  or  three  of  them  were  sprawling  on  the  floor  at  a  time, 
and  the  Peers  when  once  down  were  completely  smothered  in  their 
cumbrous  Robes  of  Estate.    By  way  of  making  a  diversion,  Lord  Surrev 
would  then  whirl  up  a  handful  at  the  Galleries,  and  in  an  instant  every 
thing  was  in  confusion,  every  description  of  hat  and  cap,  of  handkerchiefs, 
and  scarfs,  were  extended  to  the  utmost  verge  to  catch  the  shower.  The 
Duke  of  Wellington  and  others  were  conspicuous  for  their  gallantry  m 
procuring  Medals,  and  handing  them  to  the  Peeresses,  who  were  no 
doubt  longing  to  have  a  share  in  the  scramble,  did  not  dignity  and 
decorum  forbid.    By  the  bye  neither  Peers  nor  Peeresses  coulH  get  a 
glimpse  of  any  of  the  ceremonies  of  the  Coronation,  except  the  homage, 
their  seats  running  back  into  each  transept  and  the  crowning,  &c.  &c. 
taking  place  in  the  Chancel.    Few  indeed  could  see  the  crown  placed 
on  the  head  of  the  Queen,  as  St.  Edwards  Chair,  which  was  but  a  short 
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distance  from  the  Altar,  has  such  a  very  high  pointed  back  that  the 
Queen's  person  must  have  been  quite  invisible  to  all,  except  the  House  of 
Commons  and  those  immediately  above  her. 

The  Ball  on  Monday  night,  at  the  palace  may  be  considered — after  the 
state  dinners  as  the  first  of  the  Coronation  fetes.  The  Queen  danced 
with  the  Duke  de  Nemours,  Prince  George  of  Cambridge,  Prince  Christian 
of  Denmark,  the  Hereditary  Prince  of  Nassau,  and  Her  Majesty's  half- 
brother,  the  Prince  of  Leinengen,  Lord  Ashley,  the  eldest  son  of  the  Earl  of 
Shaftsbury,  and  Lord  Emlyn,the  eldest  son  of  Earl  Cawdor:  he  wore  the 
uniform  of  the  royal  Scottish  archers.  Prince  Christian  wore  a  scarlet  uni- 
form, beautifully  embroidered  in  silver.  Among  the  ladies  the  Marchioness 
of  Londonderry,  and  the  Countess  of  Shrewsbury,  distinguished  themselves 
by  the  taste  and  splendour  of  their  dresses :  the  jewels  on  the  head  dress  of 
the  Marchioness  were  remarkable  from  the  elegance  with  which  they 
were  displayed.  The  Queen  gives  two  more  state  Balls,  and  the  an- 
nouncement of  a  Drawing  Room  is  daily  expected,  this  will  no  doubt 
be  the  same  as  at  William  the  Fourth's  when  the  Peeresses  were  all 
required  to  appear  in  their  Robes  of  Estate. 

The  Queen  Dowager,  and  her  Household  go  out  of  mourning  on  the 
9th,  the  anniversary  of  the  burial  of  her  Royal  Consort,  so  it  is  not 
impossible  her  Majesty  may  be  present  at  the  next  Drawing  Room. 
Poor  Lord  Palmerston's  state  dinner  to  the  corps  diplomatique  was  com- 
pletely spoilt  by  the  Queen's  inviting  all  the  Ambassadors  extraordinary 
on  the  same  evening  (last  Friday)  to  the  Palace,  so  the  Foreign  Minister 
will  have  to  give  another  dinner,  which  is  to  him  a  consideration.  Lord 
Holland  entertaines  all  the  Ambassadors  and  Ministers  to  night  at  dinner. 
To  morrow  night,  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cambridge  give  a  grand 
dinner,  and  in  the  evening  the  Duchess  of  Gloucester  gives  her  grand 
Rout,  great  preparations  are  making  for  this  in  the  shape  of  awnings 
temporary  erections,  &c.  To  day,  the  Queen  has  been  to  Sutherland 
house  to  stand  sponsor  to  the  infant  daughter  of  the  Duke  and  Duchess  : 
the  Duchess  gave  a  magnificent  Public  breakfast.  There  was  an  in- 
spection of  Troops  at  Wormwood  Scrubs,  for  the  gratification  of  our 
Foreign  Military  visitors,  and  there  is  to  be  a  Review  to  morrow  at 
Woolwich,  at  which  it  has  been  confidently  asserted  Her  Majesty  will  be 
present,  but  with  all  due  deference,  there  is  considerable  doubt  of  this, 
inasmuch  as  her  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to  order  a  Council  to  be 
summoned  at  two  o'clock  to  morrow,  at  Buckingham  Palace,  the  Council 
was  to  have  been  held  to  day,  but  was  postponed  for  the  christening 
at  Sutherland  house. 

The  Abbey  was  open  to  the  Public  to-day  to  see  the  fittings ;  the  rush 
was  terrific,  and  some  of  the  people  were  actually  covered  with  mud. 
The  fireworks  after  the  Coronation  in  the  green  Park,  and  which  were  so 
displayed  as  to  be  perfectly  visible  from  the  windows  of  the  Palace,  (the 
roof  of  which  was  covered  with  spectators)  were  perhaps  the  grandest  and 
most  beautiful  ever  seen  in  this  country.  The  rush  of  Rockets  at  one 
time  was  so  fearful  as  fairly  to  make  the  spectators  turn  tail.  The  Duke 
of  Wellington  invited  Soult  to  his  grand  Party  on  the  Coronation  night.

A  MOVING  SHADOW- 
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THE  CORONATION 

(Continued  from  our  last  number.) 

The  Queen  manifested  throughout  the  whole  ceremony  the  most  perfect 
self-possession,  quietly  adjusting  her  robes  when  not  comfortable,  just  as 
though  she  had  been  in  her  own  drawing-room.  The  only  time  she  mani- 
fested any  nervousness  or  hurry  was  when  the  Archbishop  was  about  to  put 
on  the  ruby  ring.  Her  Majesty  wished  to  take  a  ring  off  that  she  was 
wearing  on  the  proper  finger,  and  perhaps  owing  to  her  hand  having  be- 
come swollen  by  the  heat,  she  experienced  some  difficulty,  but  the  Arch- 
bishop appeared  to  signify  that  there  was  no  hurry,  and  the  object  was 
soon  accomplished.  Her  Majesty  walked  in  the  procession  with  great 
dignity,  and  once  or  twice  checked  her  ladies-in-waiting  as  the  procession 
was  "forming  for  the  return,  who  appeared  to  wish  to  hurry  her.  The 
recognition  was  made  differently  than  at  William  the  4th's  :  he  walked 
round  to  the  four  corners  of  the  theatre  with  the  Archbishop,  and  presented 
himself  to  his  people  ;  but  the  Queen  merely  stood  up,  and  turned  to  the 
corner  where  the  Archbishop  was  speaking.  The  anointing  was  different. 
The  Queen  was  anointed  on  the  head  and  hands,  the  King  on  the  head 
and  breast.  After  Her  Majesty  had  received  the  sceptres,  it  became  the 
duty  of  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Worksop  to  support  her  right  arm,  and 
hold  the  sceptre  as  occasion  might  require.  The  Duke  of  Norfolk  there- 
fore, soon  after  she  received  it,  made  two  attempts  to  take  the  sceptre ; 
but  the  Queen  refused,  and  only  handed  it  to  his  grace  when  it  would  have 
been  inconvenient  for  her  to  retain  it.  This  shows  how  perfectly  at  her 
ease  Her  Majesty  was.  The  crown  appeared  too  large,  and  the  oval  shape 
had  anything  but  a  pleasing  effect:  neither  did  it  appear  to  fit  Her  Majesty 
comfortably,  as  she  was  continually  adjusting  it.  Directly  she  was  crowned 
the  peers  and  peeresses  donned  their  coronets,  and  to  the  very  moment  the 
signal  gun  was  fired.  The  imperial  robe  of  cloth  of  gold  had  the  most  beau- 
tiful effect  imaginable.  At  the  homage  the  bishops  took  precedence  of  even 
princes  of  the  blood;  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  the  first  peer  of  the  blood- royal, 
followed.  His  highness's  sight  was  so  defective,  that  he  had  to  feel  his 
way  up  the  steps  of  the  platform  to  the  throne  with  his  stick :  the  Duke 
knelt  down,  kissed  her  chtek,  and  then  her  hand.  As  he  was  kissing  her 
hand  the  Queen  leant  forward  and  gave  him  a  most  affectionate  kiss  on  the 
forehead.  Her  royal  uncle  retained  Her  Majesty's  hand  for  some  time, 
pressing  it  with  great  fervour,  and  addressing  a  few  words  to  her.  The 
Duke  of  Cambridge  followed,  then  came  the  dukes.  Prince  George  of 
Cambridge  did  not  do  homage,  not  being  a  peer.  Nothing  could  exceed 
the  enthusiasm  of  the  whole  of  the  brilliant  throng  assembled  in  the  Abbey 
when  the  Duke  of  Wellington  did  homage  :  the  cheers  made  the  venerable 
walls  ring  again,  the  fair  dames  waving  their  scarfs  and  handkerchiefs. 
The  illustrious  duke  begins  to  show  the  feebleness  of  age:  he  acknowledged 
the  greetings  of  the  peeresses  near  him  by  touching  his  coronet  a  la  rnili- 
taire.  The  homage  too  of  Lord  Grey  and  of  Lord  Melbourne  was  noticed, 
but  the  cheers  were  feeble  in  comparison  to  those  given  to  the  duke.  Lord 
Lyndhurst's  passed  in  silence ;  Lord  Brougham  was  not  present.  Poor 
Lord  Rolle,  who  is  near  ninety,  but  who  expressed  himself  determined  to 
come  to  the  coronation,  with  great  difficulty  ascended  the  steps  of  the 
.platform ;  but  as  he  reached  the  last  platform,  he  stepped  on  his  robe, 
staggered,  fell,  and  rolled  to  the  bottom.  The  Dukes  of  Richmond  and 
Norfolk  rushed  to  assist  him,  and  bore  him  up  the  steps  ;  the  Queen  rising 
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from  the  throne,  stept  to  the  edge  of  the  platform  to  receive  the  allegiance 
of  her  aged  peer.  Thunders  of  applause  from  the  spectators  acknowledged 
this  instance  of  feeling.  Among  the  visitors  was  a  Greek  noble  in  an  Alba- 
nian dress,  which  had  a  very  picturesque  and  beautiful  effect ;  it  far 
exceeded  that  of  the  representative  of  the  Sultan.  Marshal  Soult  on  his 
entrance  raised  both  his  hands  a  little  as  if  in  astonishment  at  the  splendid 
scene  before  him.  One  of  the  legs  of  the  Marshal  is  very  much  bowed, 
owing  to  the  effects  of  a  wo  and.  Prince  Esterhazy  out-glittered  every- 
body without  exception  :  his  boots,  down  to  the  very  toes,  were  embroi- 
dered in  diamonds.  The  Duchess  of  Sutherland  was  distinguished  from 
all  other  ladies  by  having  her  train  embroidered  in  gold.  The  Princesses 
of  the  blood- royal  wore  purple  coronets  and  robes. 


THE  MUSICAL  PROMENADES 

Have  not  been  so  fully  attended  during  the  past  week,  as  we  have  oc- 
casionally seen  them  in  July,  a  circumstance  sufficiently  accounted  for  by 
the  numerous  departures  which  have  recently  taken  place  for  the  me- 
tropolis. On  Wednesday  there  was,  it  is  true,  a  goodly  show  of  company 
at  the  first  promenade  in  the  Gardens,  and  we  doubt  not  there  will  be  a 
much  gayer  assemblage  there  this  evening,  should  the  weather  prove 
favourable,  many  of  our  residents  having  returned  to  us  again  within 
the  last  two  or  three  days.  It  is  intended  to  hold  the  promenades  in  the 
Gardens  for  some  time  to  come,  whenever  the  evenings  are  sufficiently 
warm  and  dry,  to  dissipate  any  apprehension  of  cold  from  the  early 
dew  which  after  sun  set  gathers  on  the  Lawn,  but  the  favourite  Pump 
Room  walk  will  still  be  the  place  of  fashionable  rendezvous  whenever 
the  weather  is  at  all  unsettled.  The  fixed  promenade  evenings  of  the 
ensuing  week  are  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Saturday,  and  the  Band  will 
also  perform  on  Friday,  weather  permitting.

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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Past  Week  has  been  one  of  comparative  quiet,  affording  a  striking 
contrast  with  the  bustle  and  excitement  of  the  week  preceding — a  grateful 
breathing  pause  in  the  rapid  succession  of  summer  gaieties  which  are  now 
within  hailing  distance.  The  Promenade  Balls  have  commenced  for  the 
the  season,  and  the  Montpellier  Gardens  have  been  opened  for  the  Evening 
Promenades,  while  the  programme  of  "  aoming  events"  is  rich  with  the 
promise  of  gayer  doings  than  any  that  have  yet  taken  place.  On  Mon- 
day next,  for  example,  we  have  Bochsa's  concert ;  on  Tuesday,  the  mis- 
cellaneous entertainments  at  the  Rotunda;  a  novel  attempt  at  combining, 
with  the  ordinary  musical  attractions  of  this  establishment,  the  illusions  of 
form  and  voice,  and  something  too  of  scenic  effect.  The  races  are 
also  close  at  hand,  with  their  attendant  sports  and  pastimes, — their  din- 
ners, balls,  and  galas  :  while  ere  the  month  expires,  we  have  the  promise 
of  a  visit  from  the  magnates  of  the  Queen's  Theatre,  Persiani,  Rubini,  and 
other  stars  of  the  Italian  Opera.  Whatever  therefore  has  been  the  com- 
plexion of  the  past,  the  future  is  bright  with  the  prospect  of  a  glorious 
summer. 

The  Coronation  Committee  have  well  nigh  brought  their  labors  to  a 
close,  and  labors  more  onerous,  we  belive  it  has  never  fallen  to  the  lot  of 
any  honorary  board  to  perform.  The  various  arrangements  incident  to 
the  collection  of  the  monies  in  the  first  instance,  and  their  destribution  in 
the  second,  engaged  almost  the  exclusive  attention  of  the  members  for  at 
least  a  week  previous  to  the  day,  and  has  occupied  them  several  evenings 
since.  That  they  have  performed  the  various  duties  devolving  upon  them 
with  zeal,  descretion,  and  fidelity,  and  according  to  the  best  of  their  abilities, 
no  one  at  all  acquainted  with  public  business  of  the  kind  will  for  a  moment 
doubt,  or  withhold  from  them  the  need  of  praise,  to  which  individually 
and  collectively  they  are  fairly  entitled.  The  total  of  the  fund  raised 
by  their  exertions  for  the  purpose  of  regaling  and  entertaining  the  poor  on 

the  recent  occasion  of  national  rejoicing,  amounted  to  about  £530  with 

which  between  three  and  four  thousand  children  undergoing  instruction  in 
the  various  charity  schools  of  all  sects  and  parties,  were  provided  with  an 
abundant  dinner  of  beef  and  plumb  pudding — a  public  table  was  provided 
for  about  three  hundred  of  the  industrious  poor,  and  above  three  thousand 
provision  tickets  were  issued  to  those  who  preferred  furnishing  themselves 
with  a  dinner  at  home,  and  besides  a  band  of  music  was  engaged  which 
performed  throughout  the  day,  which  an  exhibition  of  fireworks  "got 
up"  for  the  amusement  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  evening,  so  that  altogether 
we  think  the  Committee  must  be  considered  as  having  acquitted  themselves 
and  have  carried  out  the  intentions  of  the  general  meeting  in  the  fullest 
and  most  satisfactory  manner. 

The  First  Summer  Ball  took  place  on  Thursday  evening  at  the 
Montpellier  Pump  Room,  which  was  set  off  for  the  occasion  to  the  best 
advantage.  The  decorations  of  the  Rotunda  were  similar  in  every  respect 
to  those  of  former  seasons.  The  south  conservatory,  hitherto  merely  used 
as  a  thoroughfare  between  the  Tea  and  Card  Room,  has  now  however 
been  itself  converted  into  the  Tea  Room,  a  purpose  to  which,  from  its 
opening  immediately  into  the  Ball  Room,  it  is  obviously  well  adapted. 
The  Promenade  Room  was  fitted  up  in  the  same  elegant  style  as  upon  the 
occasion  of  the  Birthday  Ball  in  May,  the  walls  being  hung  with  crimson 
draperies,  relieved  by  a  number  of  beautiful  cosmoramic  views,    At  the 
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upper  end  was  erected  an  orchestra  for  the  performers  taking  part  in  the 
introductory  concert,  which  consisted  of  a  choice  selection  of  instrumental 
music,  admirably  executed  by  the  Montpellier  Band.  Mr.  H.  C.  Cooper 
also  performed  two  concertos  on  the  violin,  one  by  De  Berriot,  the  other 
Paganini's  brilliant  and  astonishing  air  with  variations,  on  the  fourth  string. 
Both  these  pieces  were  executed  by  Mr.  Cooper  in  a  most  masterly  and 
scientific  style,  and  with  a  spirit  and  precision  entitling  him  to  take  a  place 
in  the  very  foremost  rank  of  his  profession.  With  the  exception  of  Paga- 
nini  himself,  and  one  or  two  other  established  pre-eminents  on  the  instru- 
ment, Mr.  Cooper  has  clearly  no  superior,  and  among  violinists  of  his  own 
standing  has  as  clearly  no  equal.  The  introductory  concert  occupied  from 
eight  o'clock  to  half -past  nine,  when  dancing  commenced,  and  was  kept 
up  with  great  spirit  until  half-past  eleven.  The  band  performed  a  beauti- 
ful selection  of  quadrilles,  and  several  waltzes,  quite  in  Strauss's  style, 
and  little  if  at  all  inferior  to  that  artist's  company,  the  number  of  each 
being  taken  into  account ;  the  spirited  and  animating  crash  of  the 
brass  instruments,  so  effective  in  the  German  band,  being  introduced 
with  the  most  complete  success.  An  alteration  is  contemplated  in  the 
future  arrangements  of  the  Summer  Balls,  it  being  intended,  in  order  to 
communicate  to  them  a  yet  more  summerlike  character  than  they  have 
hitherto  possessed,  to  throw  the  rooms  open  to  the  Grand  Walk,  which  it 
is  proposed  to  light  up  as  on  the  evenings  of  the  Musical  Promenades  ;  the 
company  will  by  this  arrangement  be  able  to  enjoy  either  the  ball-room  or 
the  open  air,  as  the  weather  or  their  own  feelings  shall  render  most 
agreeable. 

Bochsa's  Concert  at  the  Rotunda  on  Monday  morning  holds  out  a 
powerful  attraction  to  all  true  lovers  of  harp  and  song.  The  master- 
minstrel  of  the  lyre  himself  promises  to  delight  us  with  fresh  "concords  of 
sweet  sounds;"  he  will  moreover  be  assisted  byMons.  Doehler,  whose  ex- 
traordinary abilities  as  a  pianisthas  excited  equal  surprise  and  admirationjin 
the  metropolis  for  some  time  past.  To  such  therefore  as  delight  in  instru- 
mental music  a  rich  treat  is  insured,  while  Madame  Cinti  Damoreau,  with 
Signors  Curioni  and  Giubillei  give  to  the  vocal  department  a  still  superior 
claim  to  attention,  at  least  in  the  estimation  of  all  those  who  place  the 
"  human  voice  divine"  first  in  the  programme  of  musical  attractions. 

The  Zoological  Gardens  have,  since  the  opening,  enjoyed  a  liberal 
share  of  public  patronage,  having  been  daily  visited  by  numbers  of  our 
residents  and  visitors,  all  of  whom,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  without  one 
single  exception,  expressed  themselves  gratified  beyond  measure  with  the 
manner  in  which  the  grounds  are  laid  out,  and  the  chief  features  of  the 
original  design  developed.  The  lake,  with  its  various  specimens  of  water 
fowl  and  the  rockery  below  have  been  the  theme  of  general  admiration, 
and  when  the  picturesque  buildings  now  in  course  of  erection  for  the 
animals  are  completed,  they  will  add  considerably  to  the  general  effect  of 
the  scene.  The  Gardens  are  henceforth  to  continue  open  every  day,  Sun- 
days excepted,  from  10  to  9  o'clock,  and  the  committee,  anxious  to  con- 
tribute to  the  general  diffusion  of  a  taste  for  the  more  refined  enjoyments 
of  life  among  all  ranks  of  the  community,  have  resolved  to  set  apart  every 
Saturday  evening  after  six  o'clock  for  the  admission  of  the  humbler  classes 
at  half  the  regular  charge. 

An  Evening  Entertainment  of  a  somewhat  novel  character,  and  com- 
bining a  diversity  of  attractions,  is  announced  to  take  place  at  the  Rotunda 
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next  Tuesday  ;  the  first  part  to  consist  of  the  performance  of  a  selection  of 
military  and  other  music  by  the  brass  band,  which  at  the  recent  corona- 
tion gala  elicited  such  general  applause.  Mr.  D.  Gannon  will  repeat  his 
representations  of  ancient  statues,  and,  in  addition,  display  his  powers  as  a 
ventriloquist  in  a  monopologue,  entitled  The  Invisible  Family  ;  and  Mr. 
II.  C.  Cooper  contributes  his  powerful  aid  to  the  first  stock  of  amusement, 
by  the  performance  of  two  violin  concertos,  so  that  altogether  the  enter- 
tainment bids  fair  to  prove  a  highly  attractive  one. 

The  Cheltenham  Cricket  Club  now  pitch  their  wickets  regularly 
every  Tuesday  and  Friday  on  the  ground  near  the  Lansdown  Turnpike. 
The  members  have  had  several  capital  games  among  themselves  within 
the  past  fortnight,  and  have  accepted  a  challenge  from  the  Minchinhamp- 
ton  Club,  to  meet  the  latter  on  their  own  ground  next  Tuesday.  Should 
the  weather  prove  favorable  a  strong  muster  of  players  on  both  sides  is 
expected. 

The  Cheltenham  Races,  with  their  attendant  sports  and  pastimes, 
are  definitely  fixed  for  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  the  24th  and  25th  instant. 
Report  speaks  favorably  of  the  entries  for  the  various  stakes,  and  as  so 
celebrated  a  sporting  nobleman  as  Lord  Chesterfield  is  one  of  the  stewards 
we  may  reasonably  calculate  upon  a  large  attendance  of  strangers,  the 
patrons  and  promoters  of  the  sports  of  the  turf.  The  race  ordinary  will 
take  place  at  the  Assembly  Rooms  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day,  and 
the  race  ball  at  the  same  place  on  the  evening  of  the  second.  A  grand 
gala,  with  an  exhibition  of  fireworks  by  Mr.  Southby  will  also  take  place 
in  the  Montpellier  Gardens  on  the  evening  of  the  first  day. 

A  Centenary  Fete,  to  commemorate  the  establishment  of  the  first 
Spa,  is  in  contemplation  at  the  Old  Wells  some  time  during  the  ensuing 
month.  The  thought  is  a  happy  one,  and  we  sincerely  hope  all  parties 
having  an  interest  in,  or  anxious  for,  the  prosperity  of  the  town,  will  use 
their  best  exertions  in  furtherance  of  the  design.  The  details  of  the  fete 
are  not  yet  fully  arranged,  but  upon  such  an  occasion  they  may  be  fairly 
expected  to  be  as  varied  and  attractive  as  circumstances  will  admit  of,  and 
worthy  the  most  exalted  patronage.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  July  11,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  press  of  more  immediate  subjects  of  gossip  for  the  last  two 
or  three  weeks  has  prevented  me  from  sending  you  any  mems.  of 
the  opera,  and  this  too  at  a  time  when  its  attractions  and  fashion 
are  unparalleled;  but  the  Coronation  cast  everything  else  into 
shade.    The  grand  row  of  last  Saturday  week,  when  the  crushed 
and  exasperated  occupants  of  the  pit  carried  the  stalls  and  stage  by 
storm,  despite  a  most  energetic  resistance,  has  worked  its  own 
cure,  for  many  people  were  so  terrified  by  the  account,  that  they 
were  deterred  from  visiting  the  theatre  at  all,  and  the  house  has 
since  not  been  inconveniently  crowded.    The  Queen,  the  Duchess 
of  Kent,  the  Duchess  of  Gloucester,  the  Duchess  of  Cambridge, 
with  the  Prince  and  Princesses ;  the  Princess  of  Hohenloe  Laugen- 
bourg,  the  Duke  of  Coburg,  the  Duke  de  Nemours,  Prince  Chris- 
tian of  Holstein,  the  Prince  de  Ligne,  the  Countess  Stroganoff, 
in  short  the  whole  host  of  foreign  ambassadors  and  their  suites, 
have  been  present  almost  every  night  of  performance ; — indeed, 
only  at  the  time  of  the  visit  of  the  allied  sovereigns  could  such 
audiences  have  been  collected  within  the  walls  of  this  establish- 
ment.   Some  of  the  illustrious  foreigners  pay  visits  to  the  Queen 
in  her  box,  but  these  are  invisible  to  the  audience,  and  it  is  only  by 
the  rising  of  the  ladies-in-waiting,  and  their  profound  obeisance  that 
the  entrance  of  a  visitor  of  blood  royal  is  known  ;  this  however  has 
not  been  the  case  more  than  once  or  twice.    Her  Majesty  has 
latterly  taken  to  constantly  wearing  very  pale  pink  roses  in  her 
hair ;  they  are  generally  placed  on  the  left  side  of  the  back  part  of 
the  head  ;  the  only  other  ornament  being  a  pair  of  magnificent  dia- 
mond ear-rings ;  the  feroniere  is  quite  discarded.  The  frequency  and 
the  heartiness  of  the  applause  which  the  Queen  bestows  upon  her 
favorite  singers  is  often  a  matter  of  surprise  among  the  sticklers 
for  etiquette  in  the  vielle  cour ;  the  long  and  elaborate  cadences  of 
Rubini  are  the  most  favored  in  this  respect,  probably  because  her 
Majesty,  who  is  herself  a  diligent  vocal  student,  estimates  the 
value  of  those  ornaments  according  to  the  difficulty  she  herself 
experiences  in  executing  them  ;  but  Rubini  never  completes  one 
of  those  almost  interminable  roulades  without  her  Majesty's  little 
hands  being  in  vigorous  exercise  to  make  manifest  her  pleasure  and 
approbation. — By-the-bye,  there  is  a  curious  story  current  just 
now  behind  the  scenes,  which  may  or  may  not  be  true,  but  which 
is  very  probable :  it  is  this — that  when  Laporte  went  over  to  Paris 
in  the  winter  to  make  arrangements  for  the  season,  on  tendering 
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an  engagement  to  Persian i  she  refused  to  come  unless  she  had 
precisely  the  same  terms  as  Grisi,  namely,  £2,000.  for  the  season  ; 
this,  after  some  hesitation  on  the  part*of  the  manager,  was  agreed 
to,  and  Persiani  appeared; — afterwards,  when  he  went  to  Grisi, 
true,  said  she,  £2,000.  were  my  terms,  but  I  will  not  be  put  on 
the  same  footing  as  Persiani,  so  this  season  I  must  have  £l,000. 
extra;  it  was  in  vain  that  poor  Laporte  argued,  persuaded  and 
protested,  the  haughty  Prima  Donna  was  firm,  and  he  was  obliged 
to  acquiesce ;  so  if  this  be  the  case,  the  expense  of  five  of  the 
principal  singers  of  this  establishment,  viz.,  Grisi,  Persiani,  La- 
blache,  Tamburini  and  Hubini  is  not  much  less  than  £11,000.  for 
the  season.  The  Hon.  Mrs.  Norton  occupied  a  box  on  the  grand 
tier  at  the  performance  of  "  Malek  Adel"  last  night,  and  in  order 
to  proclaim  the  detention  of  her  jewels  she  wore  her  hair  bound 
only  by  a  yellow  ribbon. 

The  non-announcement  of  a  drawing-room,  though  there  is  to 
be  a  levee  on  the  18th,  has  excited  the  greatest  surprise  ;  the  mo- 
tive for  this  it  is  very  difficult  to  conjecture,  though  not  impossi- 
ble ;  should  there  be  no  drawing  room  the  ambassadresses  will 
have  to  take  leave  at  little  petty  courts  got  up  for  the  occasion, 
which  will  be  scarce  treating  them  with  the  consideration  they 
deserve,  however  nous  verrons.  There  is  to  be  a  grand  dinner  to- 
morrow a  t  the  Palace  to  the  foreign  ambassadors  and  ministers, 
special  and  resident ;  the  Duke  of  Nassau,  Prince  Christian,  the 
Duke  de  Nemours,  he. ;  then  the  levee  on  the  18th  and  the  hail 
on  the  19th,  after  which  some  of  the  special  embassies  talk  of 
taking  their  departure  without  waiting  for  the  concluding  ball  at 
the  end  of  the  month,  and  which  will  finish  the  coronation  fes- 
tivities. 

To-day  all  the  fashionable  and  aristocratic  world  have  gone  to 
Sion  House,  on  the  banks  of  the  Thames,  to  the  grand  breakfast 
and  fete  champetre  of  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Northumberland. 
The  Queen,  though  expected  to  be  of  the  party,  did  not  go. 
Some  of  the  noble  guests  did  not  leave  town  for  this  break- 
fast till  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  fete  is  to  termi- 
nate with  a  grand  display  of  fireworks  in  the  afternoon.  But 
that  which  is  exciting  the  most  curiosity  and  gossip  just  now 
is  the  //^'between  Cuunt  Stroganoff  and  some  of  the  other  foreign 
embassies,  more  especially  with  the  Prince  de  Ligne.  Indeed  his 
Excellency  has  gone  to  the  extreme  length  of  announcing  by  pub- 
lic advertisement  that  he  was  not  invited  to  the  grand  dinner  given 
by  the  Belgian  Ambassador  to  the  Duke  de  Nemours  and  all  the 
other  foreign  Ambassadors  on  Monday.  The  reason  for  this  is,  of 
course,  puzzling  everybody,  hut  the  generally  received  opinion 
seems  to  be,  that  it  had  its  rise  in  the  approaching  fete  in  aid  of 
the  Poles  on  Friday,  at  the  Beulah  Spa.  This  fete  is  patronized 
by  almost  all  the  foreign  ambassadors  and  ministers,  and  is  no 
doubt  highly  distasteful  to  the  representatives  of  the  Autocrat. 
All  the  foreign  singers  and  performers  have  volunteered  their  ser- 
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vices  to  render  it  more  attractive,  and  a  large  sum  is  expected  to 
be  realised.  The  quarrel  is  supposed  to  have  arisen  in  consequence 
of  an  altercation  when  the  question  of  patronage  was  first  mooted. 

The  next  thing  talked  of  is  the  fact  of  a  madman  having  suc- 
ceeded in  insinuating  himself  through  all  the  barriers  of  the  Palace, 
both  exterior  and  interior,  to  within  a  few  feet  of  the  Queen's  bed- 
chamber, without  being  discovered.  Unaccountable  as  this  may 
seem  at  first  sight,  yet  considerable  excuse  may  be  found  for  what 
would  otherwise  appear  to  be  the  gross  negligence  of  the  attendants, 
in  the  fact,  that  the  Duke  of  Cobourg,  the  Prince  Leinengen,  and 
the  Princess  Hohenloe  are  ail  residing  in  the  Palace,  and  are  each 
attended  by  a  suite  of  foreigners  brought  over  with  them,  and 
whose  persons  are,  no  doubt,  to  a  certain  degree  unknown  to  the 
officers  on  duty — thus  this  fellow  was  enabled  to  pass  unnoticed. 

The  preparations  for  the  City  fete  are  almost  completed,  the  ar- 
rangements in  the  Hall,  the  Courts,  and  the  Council  Chamber  are 
the  same  as  when  the  Queen  dined  there,  and  the  fittings  are  almost 
as  magnificent.  As  for  the  rest  of  the  dinners,  dejeuners,  and 
balls  which  are  taking  place  daily,  they  are  far  too  numerous  to 
particularize.  By  the  sudden  death  of  the  Duke  of  Leeds,  the 
whig  creation  of  the  Barony  of  Osborne  as  a  Peerage,  becomes  of 
none  effect,  as  the  Marquis  of  Carmarthen  will  now  take  his  seat 
as  Duke  of  Leeds.

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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Second  Summer  Ball  at  the  Rotunda  on  Thursday  evening  was 
tout  thinly  attended.    Dancing-  was,  notwithstanding,  kept  up  with  much 
spirit,  quadrilles  and  waltzes  alternating  in  rapid  succession,  and  with 
scarce  a  breathing  pause  until  half-past  eleven,  the  time  appointed  for  clos- 
ing these  assemblies.  In  the  introductory  concert  Mr.  H.  C.  Cooper  per- 
formed two  violin  solos  in  the  most  brilliant  style  conceivable.   The  first, 
an  air  with  variations  by  de  Berriott  with  quartette  accompaniment.  The 
second,  Paganini's  celebrated  variations  on  Nel  cor  piu,  introducing  all 
those  extraordinary  pizzicato  movements  on  the  single  and  double  harmo- 
nics, which,  on  their  first  performance  in  this  country,  delighted  and 
astonished  all  who  heard  them.    In  this  piece  Mr.  Cooper  was  wholly  un- 
accompanied, and  his  masterly  execution  of  some  of  the  most  brilliant  and 
difficult  passages  that  were  ever  composed  for  the  violin,  had  consequently 
the  fairest  possible  opportunity  of  being  correctly  estimated.    The  per- 
formance of  this  piece  elicited  the  most  rapturous  applause.  From  the  pro- 
gress which  Mr.  Cooper  has  made  in  his  art  within  the  last  year  or  two,  it 
is  quite  evident,  if  he  continues  to  hold  on  (the  grand  secret  of  success  in 
every  thing),  that  in  course  of  a  very  short  time  he  will  occupy  a  station 
second  to  none  in  his  profession  ;  and  foreseeing  this,  we  think  it  may  not 
be  uninteresting  to  our  musical  readers  to  trace  the  story  of  his  past  ad- 
vancement, which  has  been  rather  slow  and  sure,  than  brilliant  and  preco- 
cious.   Mr.  Cooper,  we  are  informed,  commenced  his  violin  studies  when 
but  five  years  old.    He  received  his  first  lessons  from  Mr.  Morris,  a  pro- 
fessor of  music,  in  London,  and  such  was  the  progress  he  made  that  before 
he  was  ten  years  of  age  he  could  execute  most  of  the  studies  of  Kreutzer, 
the  solos  and  concertos  of  Viotti,  Romberg,  Jumowick,  and  Rodi,  and  the 
compositions  of  many  other  eminent  masters.    At  eleven  years  of  age  he 
had  the  benefit  of  the  able  instruction  of  Sig.  Spagnoletti,  and  so  rapid  was 
his  improvement  under  that  great  master,  that  in  a  short  time  he  was 
deemed  capable  of  playing  solos  at  the  oratorios.    Accordingly,  in  1830, 
he  made  his  first  appearance  at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Covent  Garden,  and 
executed  Mayseder's  celebrated  concerto  in  A  minor  in  a  manner  which,  to 
use  the  language  of  the  London  press,  7  delighted  the  audience,  and 
astonished  the  veterans  of  the  orchestra."    Since  then  he  has  continued  to 
rise  in  public  favour,  frequently  playing  at  the  concerts  of  our  principal 
professors.    To  his  late  tutor  he  his  chiefly  indebted  for  the  excellence  he 
has  acquired,  but  some  of  the  effects  he  produces  he  owes  to  his  constant 
attendance  at  the  concerts  of  Paganini,  of  whose  peculiar  style  of  playing 
he  is  an  enthusisastic  admirer.    Of  Mr.  Cooper's  pretensions  the  Chelten- 
ham public  will  have  a  fair  chance  of  judging  for  itself,  as  he  is  engaged  to 
perform  at  the  Rotunda  balls  for  the  next  two  or  three  weeks,  as  also  on 
Tuesday  next  at  the  miscellaneous  entertainment  to  be  given  after  the 
musical  performance  of  that  evening. 

The  Cricket  Match  between  Cheltenham  and  Minchinhampton  «*  came 
off"  on  Tuesday  last,  but  little  to  the  credit  of  the  athletes  of  the  former, 
the  Minchinhampton  players  having  beaten  them  "  by  chalks."  The  return 
match  is  to  take  place  on  the  Cheltenham  ground  on  Tuesday,  August  7th, 
when  we  hope  our  townsmen  will  stand  to  their  wickets,  mindful  of  theiir 
past  achievements. 

The  New  Hotel,  now  formally  christened  the  Queen's  Hotel,  is  to 
be  opened  for  the  reception  of  visitors  this  day  week.  The  interior  fittings 
and  arrangements  arc  all  finished  throughout,  the  principal  rooms  being 
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furnished  in  the  most  elegant  and  convenient  style,  and  the  appointments 
of  each  department  being  en  suite  with  the  entire' range.  The  opening  will 
not  be  characterized  by  any  public  display,  Mr.  Liddell  having  determined 
to  postpone  his  housewarming  dinner  until  to  some  more  convenient  oppor- 
tunity. 

The  Rev.  Rorert  Montgomery,  the  talented  author  of  the  Omnipre- 
sence of  the  Deity,  Messiah,  and  other  celebrated  poetical  productions,  is  at 
present  in  Cheltenham,  on  a  visit  to  the  Rev.  George  Bonner.  On  Sun- 
day last,  and  also  on  Wednesday,  he  preached  twice  at  St.  James's  church, 
after  each  of  the  services  at  which  place  collections  were  made  in  aid  of  the 
Episcopalian  church  now  erecting  for  him  in  Glasgow.  As  a  preacher, 
Mr.  Montgomery's  abilities  are  of  a  very  superior  order,  and  bid  fair  to 
eclipse  his  reputation  as  a  poet,  deservedly  high  as  that  has  ever  stood. 
There  is  a  fervid  elegance  in  his  manner,  a  richness  of  thought  and 
language  in  his  style,  which  at  once  rivets  the  attention  and  impresses  the 
mind  with  a  deep  conviction  of  the  all  importance  of  the  themes  discussed. 
This  is  as  it  should  be, 

*  and  exhibits  lucid  proof 

That  he  is  honest  in  the  sacred  cause. 

The  congregations  upon  each  of  the  above  occasions  were  exceedingly  nu- 
merous, and  we  doubt  not  will  be  equally  so  to-morrow,  when  Mr.  Mont- 
gomery is  again  to  preach,  both  morning  and  afternoon,  or  rather  evening, 
for  the  second  service  is  to  take  place  at  half-past  six  instead  of  at  the 
usual  hour  of  three  o'clock. 

A  Second  Miscellaneous  Entertainment,  on  the  plan  of  that  given, 
with  such  general  approbation,  at  the  Rotunda  last  Tuesday  evening,  is  to 
take  place  at  the  same  room  on  Tuesday  next,  but  in  order  that  it  may 
not  at  all  interfere  with  the  regular  subscription  amusements  of  the  season, 
it  will  not  commence  until  after  the  time  usually  occupied  by  the  musical 
promenade  shall  have  expired,  that  is  to  say,  nine  o'clock.  The  entertain- 
ment will  b3  divided  into  two  acts,  in  each  of  which  Mr.  Cooper,  the  vio- 
linist, and  Mr.  D.  Gannon,  the  ventriloquist,  will  sustain  a  part.  Between 
the  first  and  second  acts  a  pause  of  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  will  be  allowed, 
for  the  purpose  of  the  company  partaking  of  tea  and  coffee,  which  will  be 
iurnished  in  the  promenade  room,  and  constitute  a  portion  of  the  general 
entertainment,  which  is  expected  to  occupy,  altogether,  about  an  hour  and 
a  half. 

The  Evening's  Entertainment  of  last  Tuesday,  at  the  Montpelier 
Rotunda,  presented  quite  a  new  feature  in  the  role  of  our  public  amuse- 
ments, embracing,  as  it  did,  many  of  those  musical  attractions  for  which 
Cheltenham  has  ever  been  famous.  The  Montpellier  Band  performed 
several  choice  compositions,  including  Beethoven's  grand  Septour  and  the 
overture  to  U  Tancredi,  in  their  usual  masterly  style,  and  Mr.  H.  C.  Coo- 
per executed  two  solos  on  the  violin  with  all  that  brilliancy  and  spirit  for 
which  this  yottng  professor  has  already  become  deservedly  celebrated.  The 
Illustrations  of  Ventriloquism,  by  Mr.  D.  Gannon,  the  principal  novelty  of 
the  evening,  were  very  clever  as  well  as  highly  amusing  throughout.  The 
power  which  Mr.  G.  evinced  of  imitating  the  different  voices  of  his  Invi- 
sible Family,  and  conveying  them  successively  to  various  parts  of  the  build- 
ing equalled  the  best  attempts  of  the  kind  that  we  ever  recollect  to  have 
witnessed,  and  drew  forth  repeated  expressions  of  loud  and  unqualified  ap- 
probation. The  representations  of  the  ancient  statutes  were  not  so  effec- 
tive as  when  given  in  the  gardens  on  the  occasion  of  the  Coronation  Gala. 
The  performances  were  well  and  fashionably  attended.

BOCHSA'S  CONCERTS. 
The  first  at  the  Rotunda  on  Monday  morning,  and  the  second  at  the  Assembly 
Rooms  on  Wednesday  evening,  though  boasting  excellent  programmes,  were  by 
no  means  so  numerously  attended  as  we  could  have  wished.  The  principal  at- 
tractions of  both  were  the  singing  of  Madame  Cinti  Damoreau,  and  the  per- 
formances of  Doelher  on  the  piano.  At  the  first  concert  Madame  Damoreau 
sung  Donizetti's  cavatiua  Fatal  Goffredo,  and  a  scene  from  Auber's  Domino  noir, 
in  the  most  exquisite  and  finished  style,  as  well  as  two  or  three  other  pieces.  In 
the  evening  concert,  which  consisted  chiefly  of  a  selection  of  dramatic  composi- 
tions from  Rossini's  II  Barbierre,  and  Auber's  opera  of  L'Ambassadrice,  she  ap- 
peared as  prima  donna,  and  sustained  her  pristine  reputation  with  the  most  signal 
and  complete  success.  Cinti,  though  not  quite  so  brilliant  as  we  remember  her 
some  years  ago,  is  still  a  very  great  singer ;  perhaps  the  greatest,  now  that  Catalani 
has  retired,  and  poor  Malibran  gone  to  "  that  undiscovered  country,  from  whose 
bourne  no  traveller  returns."  Doelher,  who  we  heard  for  the  first  time,  executed 
two  brilliant  concertos  of  his  own,  the  themes  chosen  from  Anna  Bolena,  and 
Benedict's  opera  of  The  Gipsy's  Warning,  in  a  most  masterly  style.  At  the  first  as 
well  as  at  the  second  concert,  we  were  struck  with  this  professor's  great  command 
over  his  instrument,  for  though  scarcely  twenty-four  years  of  age,  he  is  already 
one  of  the  first  pianists  of  the  day  ;  we  were  also  much  pleased  with  his  compo- 
sitions, which  really  evidenced  considerable  originality,  and  were  very  ingenious 
in  many  respects.  A  fastidious  critic  (we  are  not  ourselves  of  that  class  of  un- 
happy beings),  might  possibly  observe  of  Doelher  that  he  is  more  wonderful 
than  pleasing;  as  people  used  to  say  of  Catalani.  Allowance  must  be  made;  per- 
fection is  not  to  be  expected  in  this  world  !  Curioni,  principal  tenor,  and  Giu- 
bilei,  as  primo  basso,  were  in  very  good  voice,  and  filled  their  respective  parts 
in  both  concerts  with  credit  to  themselves,  and  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  their 
audiences.  Bochsa,  on  the  harp,  was  splendid  as  ever  on  Monday  morning,  but 
did  not  perform  at  all  on  Wednesday,  for  though  announced  for  a  solo  he  did  not 
play,  and  only  appeared  as  conductor.  We  had  well  nigh  forgotten  to  notice  a  new 
debutante,  who  made  her  first  appearance  at  the  second  concert.  Mademoiselle 
Forgeot,  a  pretty  woman  certainly,  and  also  a  very  pretty  French  singer,  but 
rather  too  French  to  please  John  Bull.  And  we  fear  not  very  likely,  therefore, 
to  make  much  way  in  his  good  opinion.

BEING 

GLANCES  AT  THE  WORLDS  OF  LITERATURE,  SCIENCE,  AND  ART. 


The  Naturalist,  No.  XXL,  edited  by  G.  Nuville  Wood,  Esq.,  com- 
mences with  an  interesting  paper  on  the  New  Red  Sandstone  Formation, 
from  the  pens  of  the  Rev.  Thos.  Dwyer  and  Mr.  George  Thompson. 
The  notes  on  the  Ornithology  of  St.  Andrews,  by  Mr.  Buist,  are  very 
interesting,  as  is  the  paper  by  Mr.  Hall  on  the  Habits  and  Peculiarites  of 
British  Plants.  Such  communications  undoubtedly  prove  more  advan- 
tageous to  science  than  the  abstruse  closet  reveries  of  the  most  profound 
systematise  the  former  allure  the  student  within  the  precinct  of  scientific 
study,  the  latter  prove  repulsive  to  his  youthful  mind. 

"  Observations  on  the  Popularity  of  Natural  History,"  by  Mr.  Edwin 
Lees,  is  a  paper  well  deserving  of  an  attentive  perusal,  and  more  especially 
by  those  of  our  readers  who  are  endeavouring  to  extend  the  natural  his- 
tory section  of  our  Philosophical  Institution  s  it  will  at  least  place  forciblv 
before  them  many  of  the  numerous  errors  which  men  of  science  are  too  apt 
to  fall  into  in  their  laudable  endeavours  to  popularize  scientific  details. 
The  following  extract  will,  we  doubt  not,  be  read  with  interest. 

"  Scientific  Natural  History  might  easily  be  simplified  and  rendered  mote 
intelligible  to  all,  if  its  professors  were  less  intent  upon  building  systems  and  dis- 
cussing wire-drawn  points,  which  pass  away  into  obscurity  with  the  current  that 
drew  them  forth.  I  object  nor  to  the  learned  labours  of  the  closet  naturalist, 
but  they  cannot  be  sufficiently  appreciated  if  he  disregards  the  humble  efforts  and 
toils  of  those  who  labour  in  the  fields  to  muster  up  stores  which  may  eventually 
prove  of  Considerable  utility.  Let  the  systematist  aim  to  attract  the  popular 
observer  to  his  cell,  and  he  will  find  his  efforts  not  thrown  away  in  the  additional 
zeal  which  will  animate  the  former  when  he  finds  the  utility  of  scietific  language. 

"  Museums  in  every  principal  city,  if  properly  arranged,  and  their  specimens 
correctly  named,  may  become  great,  auxiliaries  in  the  cause  of  science,  and  facili- 
tate study  greatly  to  those  who  may  be  unable  to  purchase  very  expensive  books. 
For  I  must  again  observe,  that  if  knowledge  be  gained,  it  can  be  of  little  moment 
whether  it  be  due  to  the  pencil,  the  graver,  or  the  labelled  subject  in  the  cabinet 
or  museum.  There  is  no  talismanic  power  in  technical  language — on  the  con- 
trary, its  inadequacy  and  obscurity  often  leaves  the  inquirer  in  a  cloud  of  doubt, 
and  whenever  that  doubt  can  be  removed,  I  see  no  reason  why  "easy"  facilities 
for  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  should  not  be  made  available.  But  at  any  rate, 
if  Natural  History  is  to  become  truly  popular,  it  must  not  rest  like  a  mere  stuffed 
figure — a  thing  without  life  or  motion,  made  of  uncouth  words,  and  offering  only 
a  charm  to  the  anatomist — it  must  speak  in  language  that  all  may  understand, 
and  present  a  sacrifice  at  which  all  may  assist. 

"  The  dignity  of  science  is  considered  by  many  to  be  sacrificed  by  any  attempt 
to  soften  its  asperities,  and  ornament  and  imagery  are  thought  inconsistent  with 
the  plain  facts  and  stern  deductions  of  research  and  inquiry.  In  some  instances 
this  may  be  correct.  But  the  field  of  Natural  History  is  placed  before  Man  as  a 
charm  to  diversify  the  bitter  endurances  that  ever  throw  their  shadows  upon 
human  life  and  action.  As  presented  by  the  Deity  it  is  all  enchanting,  and  Man 
only  arrays  it  in  a  repulsive  dress.  Let  us  try  to  keep  it  still  in  its  simplicity 
and  purity,  with  at  least  some  vestiges  of  life  and  loveliness — let  not  all  be  trans- 
formed into  dry  bones.  I  desire  the  popularity  of  Natural  History  in  its  fullest 
extent,  and  for  this  reason  I  urge  upon  authors  the  display  of  its  beauties  in  their 
most  attractive  dress." 

Mr.  Benstead,  whose  name  is  associated  with  the  discovery  of  the  nearly 
perfect  skeleton  of  the  Iguanodon,  has  a  pleasing  essay  on  a  new  species 
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of  fossil  alcyonium  from  the  same  quarry  in  which  he  found  the  Saurian 
remains.  The  reports  of  the  Metropolitan  and  Provincial  Scientific  Insti- 
tutions are  all  condensed,  and  form  u  mass  of  valuable  information  ;  indeed 
the  periodical  ranks  high  as  a  journal  of  science,  and  bids  fair  to  excel  its 
contemporaries  in  the  amount  and  variety  of  subjects  of  which  it  professes 
to  treat. 

The  Naturalist  for  this  month  is  also  now  before  us,  and  the  general  cha- 
racter of  this  number  maintains  the  good  opinion  we  have  already  expressed 
of  this  valuable  periodical;  we  would  suggest,  however,  thai  were  occa- 
sional essays  on  the  philosophy  of  zoology  judiciously  introduced,  they 
might  prove  highly  advantageous  to  its  readers,  and  materially  enhance 
its  value  as  an  instrument  of  popular  instruction.  Pleasing  as  is  Mr.  Lee's 
paper  upon  "  Hours  among  Rocks  and  Clouds,"  still  we  are  of  opinion  that 
essays  on  the  internal  mechanism  of  organic  nature,  which  would  draw 
aside  the  mvsterious  veil  that  envelopes  it,  and  expose  to  the  general 
reader,  in  clear  and  popular  language,  the  wonderful  structure  of  animals 
and  plants,  would  be  much  more  likely  to  advance  the  true  study  of  na- 
ture, and  afford  the  reader  more  sterling  value  in  return  tban  such  diffuse 
productions  as  the  paper  alluded  to.  The  ornithological  articles  are  replete 
with  interest,  and  the  reviews  seem  carefully  and  judiciously  written. 


REVIEW  OF  MUSIC. 

Six  Waltzes  and  a  Galoppe  for  the  Tiano  Forte,  Inscribed  to  Mrs.  W.  C. 
Smith,  by  Pio  Ci anch kttini  . — Chappell,  Loudon,  and  Smith,  Cheltenham. 

Strauss  and  his  inimitable  band  have  set  all  London  "  a  valtzing  and 
galloping:"  the  spirit  which  they  infuse  into  their  performance  is  truly 
wonderful,  and  while  it  makes  the  hoyden  of  sixt  en  skip  and  caper  about, 
it  sets  the  heads  of  the  elderly  dames  a  going  a  la  the  Chinese  Manderins. 
Were  the  waltzes  under  notice  played  by  tbe  German  composer  and  his 
coadjutors,  they  would  be  exceedingly  effective,  for  there  is  melody  in  them ; 
and  they  would  afford  a  fine  opportunity  for  solos  on  various  instruments, 
which  is  one  of  Strauss's  great  secrets.  Then  the  tutti  coming  thundering 
forth,  with  all  the  strength  of  the  bras*  and  other  instruments,  in  passages 
calculated  to  display  their  powers  to  the  best  advantage.  Pio  Cianchettini's 
waltzes  are  light  and  elegant,  and,  moreover,  easy  of  execution  ;  so  that 
any  young  lady,  of  any  pretensions  as  a  piano-forte  player,  can  rattle  them 
off  at  sight.  No.  3  is  marked  with  two  flats,  whereas  it  is  in  F  with  one 
flat ;  this  must  have  been  an  error  of  the  engraver. 

The  Powis  Quadrilles,  performed  by  Weippert's  hand  at  the  grand 
Cambrian  Balls  given  at  Almack's  on  the  21st  of  May,  dedicated  to  the 
Duchess  of  Northumberland,  by  J.  Parry. — D'Almaine  &  Co.,  London. 

This  set  of  quadrilles  may  be  called  a  national  one,  for  it  consists  of  the 
popular  airs  of  "  St.  David's  Day,"  *'  Cream  of  Yellow  Ale,"  the  "  Moun- 
tain Minstrel,"  "The  Woolpack,"  "The  Men  of  Powis,"  and  "The  Star 
of  Evening,"  all  very  beautiful  Welsh  Melodies,  arranged  for  the  piano- 
forte in  a  familiar  manner,  so  that  they  may  be  easily  plaved  with  good 
effect.  They  were  performed  by  Weippert's  Band,  consisting  of  thirty- 
two  first-rate  artists,  in  the  presence  of  nearly  a  thousand  of  the  first 
nobilitv  in  the  land,  and  greatlv  admired.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  July  19,  1833. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  Queen  held  a  court  on  Monday  to  enable  Prince  Ernest  of  Hesse 
Philippthal  to  take  leave  in  form,  and  afterwards  a  chapter  of  the  order  of 
the  garter  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  Duke  of  Cobourg  a  knight  in  direct 
violation  of  all  the  ancient  statutes  of  the  order.  These  statutes  declare 
that  no  foreigner  be  eligible  for  companionship  in  this  most  noble  order 
unless  he  be  a  crowned  head,  an  exception  being  made  in  favour  of  the 
descendants  of  George  the  Second.  Now  all  these  statutes  are  made  just 
so  much  waste  paper  by  the  proceedings  in  this  and  the  preceding  reign  ; 
for  in  case  of  a  wish  to  bestow  this  order  in  a  manner  contrary  to  its 
statutes  and  its  institution,  out  comes,  what  in  the  jargon  of  the  Herald's 
College  is  called,  an  "  especial"  statute— and,  lo  !  the  Duke  of  Coburg,  or 
any  other  German  Prince,  whose  dominions  may  be  included  in  a  square 
mile,  is  dubbed  a  K.  G. — all  opposing  laws  being  annulled  for  the  occasion. 
It  must  be  confessed  that  William  the  Fourth  set  the  example  for  this, 
which  has  been  but  too  readily  followed  by  Her  Majesty,  who  first  made 
the  Prince  of  Leinengen,  and  now  his  highness  of  Coburg.  Fifteen  knights 
assembled  to  form  the  chapter  according  to  summons,  viz.,  the  Duke  of 
Sussex,  Prince  George  of  •  Cambridge,  the  Prince  ofLen^ngen,  and  twelve 
British  nobles,  eight  of  whom  were  whigs,  and  four  tory  ;  the  whigs  were 
the  Marquis  of  Anglesey,  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  Earl  Grey,  the  Duke  of 
Norfolk,  the  Earl  of  Carlisle,  the  Duke  of  Somerset,  the  Marquis  of  Lans- 
downe,  and  the  Duke  of  Hamilton;  the  tories  were  the  Duke  of  Wellington, 
the  Duke  of  Rutland,  the  Marquis  of  Hertford,  and  the  Duke  of  Buccleuch. 
This  chapter  was  summoned  in  the  greatest  hurry  and  bustle  only  on  the 
morning  on  which  it  was  held — some  of  the  knights  were  in  the  act 
of  leaving  town — the  baggage  of  others  had  already  been  dispatched  on  its 
way  to  the  Continent,  with  all  their  robes  packed  up  in  it,  so  that  they 
were  obliged  to  borrow  the  mantles  of  some  of  their  brethren  in  order  to 
appear. 

Lady  Burghersh  has  taken  the  portrait  she  has  painted  of  the  Countess 
of  Morrington  to  the  Palace  to  shew  to  the  Queen.  You  are  no  doubt 
aware  that  this  picture  is  to  be  engraved,  that  a  private  exhibition  has  been 
made  of  it,  and  altogether  a  very  great  fuss  has  been  made  about  it. 
Now  entre  nous  her  ladyship's  painting  is  much  on  a  par  with  her 
noble  husband's  music,  which  considered  as  the  work  of  a  lord,  a 
lieutenant-general,  or  an  ex-minister,  is  entitled  to  very  great  indulgence  ; 
but,  judged  according  to  its  own  merits,  is  found  wofally  deficient  in  everv 
characteristic  of  an  original  work.  Mis  lordship's  new  opera  "  11  Torneo" 
is  to  be  played  by  the  pupils  of  the  Academy,  assisted  by  IvanhofF,  for  their 
own  benefit. 

Sir  Ralph  Bigland,  garter  king  of  arms,  died  on  Saturday.  Sir  William 
Woods,  Clarenceux,  has  been  appointed  his  successor ;  a  better  appoint- 
ment could  not  have  been  made.  Sir  William  officiated  for  Sir  Ralph  at  the 
coronation  as  "  deputy  garter."  In  the  evening  Her  Majesty  gave  a  grand 
dinner  to  the  Duke  de  Nemours  and  a  host  of  the  foreign  ambassadors. 

Prince  Ernest,  accompanied  by  Prince  George  of  Cambridge,  went  down 
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to  Bushy  yesterday  to  take  leave  of  the  Queen  Dowager.  His  serene  high- 
ness will  return  to  the  Continent  forthwith.  The  Duke  de  Nemours  it  is 
expected  will  leave  town  to-night  for  Parisr  his  royal  highness  having 
been  summoned  home  rather  sooner  than  he  anticipated.  The  Marquis  de 
Brignole  will  also  take  his  departure  in  a  day  or  two  on  his  return  to  Sar  - 
dinia ;  other  "  departures"  would  also  have  been  on  the  tapis  by  this  time 
but  for  the  official  announcement  of  the  grand  diplomatic  banquet  on  the 
25th  at  the  Palace. 

There  is  to  be  a  grand  rehearsal  of  Ralfe's  new  opera,  "  The  Merry 
Wives  of  Windsor,"  at  the  Italian  Opera  House  to-night,  previous  to  its 
production  to-morrow  for  Lablache's  benefit ;  accounts  are  very  contra- 
dictory as  to  the  merits  of  this  work  ;  but  the  general  opinion  seems  to  be 
that  it  will  not  add  much  to  the  reputation  of  the  composer.  Balfe  had 
better  have  had  remained  content  with  the  reputation  he  acquired  by  the 
"  Siege  of  Rochelle,"  as  every  thing  he  has  written  since  has  only  tended 
to  substract  from  it.  It  is  expected  that  Lablache  will  make  so  excellent  a 
Falstaff  as  alone  to  make  the  opera  popular,  whatever  may  the  effect  of  the 
musie. 

The  levee  to-day  was  a  very  full  one ;  the  most  remarkable  feature  in  it, 
was  the  absence  of  the  Duke  de  Nemours.  Report  says  that  the  necessity 
of  his  departure  was  so  urgent,  that  his  royal  highness  could  not  wait  to 
take  leave  of  the  Queen,  but  that  he  left  town  suddenly  this  morning. 
The  Duke  and  Prince  George  of  Cambridge  also  were  absent.  The  Duke 
of  Cobourg,  the  Prince  of  Leinengen,  the  Duke  and  Princes  of  Nassau, 
Prince  Christian,  Prince  Furstenberg,  all  the  foreign  ambassadors  and 
ministers,  both  resident  and  special,  were  present,  as  also  a  very  numerous 
assembly  of  our  own  nobility  and  gentry.  Sir  Edward  Lytton  Bulwer, 
Sir  Augustus  Clifford,  and  others  of  the  new  baronets  were  presented  on 
their  accession  of  honor.  The  Earl  of  Zetland,  Lord  de  Mauley,  Lord 
Lismore  were  presented  on  their  peerages.  All  the  officers  of  the  10th 
Hussars  engaged  in  the  late  review  were  presented  by  their  colonel  the 
Marquis  of  Londonderry.  Dr.  Maddy,  the  mayor  of  Gloucester,  presented 
an  address  of  congratulation  on  the  coronation, — the  worthy  mayor  was 
himself  presented  by  the  Duke  of  Beaufort  as  high  steward  of  the  city.

The  promenades  will  commence  each  evening  at  seven  o'clock. 
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THE  QUEEN'S  HOTEL, 

One  of  the  noblest  buildings  of  its  kind  in  Europe,  is  to  be  opened  this 
day  :  what  its  effect  upon  the  growing  prosperity  of  Cheltenham  may  be 
it  is  impossible  to  estimate  ;  but  that  it  will  be  very  considerable  no  person 
acquainted  with  the  past  history  of  the  town,  or  with  its  present  rank  and 
position,  can  for  a  moment  doubt.  The  want  of  some  such  establishment 
amongst  us  has  long  been  sensibly  felt, — Cheltenham,  with  all  its  other 
natural  and  artificial  advantages,  having  hitherto  possessed  no  "  hostelrie" 
of  sufficient  importance  to  place  it  on  an  equality  with  other  places,  and 
to  accommodate  the  annually  increasing  number  of  visitors,  who,  attracted 
hither  to  it  by  the  extended  and  extending  reputation  of  its  waters,  or  the 
fame  of  its  almost  co-extensive  private  gaieties  and  public  amusements, 
have  of  late  years  honored  the  town  with  their  presence.  This  desideratum 
is  happily  now  supplied,  and  so  supplied  as  to  remove  all  future  apprehen- 
sions of  any  want  of  accommodation  to  families  visiting  the  place,  however 
large  in  number  or  exalted  in  rank.  Viewing,  as  we  do,  immense  advantages 
likely  to  accrue  to  the  town  from  the  establishment  of  this  hotel,  we  can- 
not allow  the  opening  to  pass  over  without  offering  some  account,  how- 
ever imperfect,  of  the  building  and  its  "  appointments." 

Situated  at  the  end  of  one  of  the  finest  carriage  drives  in  this,  or,  per- 
haps, in  any  other  country,  upon  rising  ground,  and  commanding,  con- 
sequently, the  most  extensive  and  picturesque  views — in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  principal  Spas,  and  in  the  very  centre  of  gaiety  and  fashion- 
able attraction,  the  Queen's  Hotel  must,  of  necessity,  become  the  "  ob- 
served of  all  observers" — while  the  imposing  appearance  of  the  building 
itself,  considered  separately  from  its  locality,  cannot  fail  arresting  the  at- 
tention of  the  most  listless  and  indifferent.  Of  this  appearance  the  draw- 
ing on  the  foregoing  page  conveys  an  exceedingly  accurate  representation, 
and  supersedes  the  necessity  of  any  descriptive  notice  of  the  elevation. 
The  view  here  given  has  been  drawn  and  lithographed  by  our  talented  towns- 
man, Mr.  G.  Rowe,  partly  from  sketches  taken  on  the  spot,  and  partly 
from  the  designs  and  drawings  of  the  architect,  R.  W.  Jearrad,  Esq.,  a 
gentleman  who  has  contributed  more  to  the  architectural  decoration  and 
adornment  Cheltenham  town  than  any  other  person  living  or  dead,  and  who, 
by  this  recent  effort  of  his  creative  genius,  has  added  greatly  to  his  reputa- 
tion, and  entitled  himself  to  the  best  thanks  of  all  who  wish  well  to  the 
prosperity  and  fair  fame  of  the  place. 

Immediately  under  the  light  and  elegant  portico  which  springs  from  the 
base  line  of  the  first  floor,  is  the  principal  entrance,  which  through  a  pair 
of  handsome  plate  glassed  doors  opens  into  the  hall,  a  peculiarly  neat  and 
commodious  vestibule,  around  the  walls  of  which  are  a  series  of  well-ex- 
executed  basso-relievos,  models  from  well  known  antiques,  except  those  on 
the  centre  pillars,  which  are  adorned  with  copies  of  Thorswalden's  beautiful 
designs  of  Night  and  Day.  Between  these  two  pillars  is  the  opening  of  the 
Bar,  which  appears  to  be  placed  as  to  command  all  the  "  exits  and  en- 
trances" of  the  establishment.  On  the  right  hand  of  the  Hall  is  the 
Coffee  Room,  measuring  50  feet  in  length  by  26  in  breadth,  and  occu- 
pying the  entire  west  portion  of  the  ground  floor  front.  This  room  is 
lighted  by  seven  windows,  five  of  which  look  immediately  down  the  grand 
app-ioach  from  the  High  Street ;  the  other  two  on  to  the  road  leading  to 
the  Montpellier  Spa. 

The  room  is  furnished  in  the  most  convenient  and  substantial  manner, 
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suitable  in  every  respect  to  the  purposes  to  which  it  will  be  appropriated, 
and  the  rank  and  character  of  the  company  for  whose  accommodation  it 
has  been  provided.  Two  handsome  carved  marble  chimney  pieces,  above 
which  are  placed  looking  glasses,  face  the  second  and  fourth  windows,  and 
a  glass  of  still  larger  dimensions  is  designed  to  occupy  the  space  between 
the  west  windows,  so  as  to  command  a  view  of  the  entire  room.  The 
curtains,  which  have  been  hung  with  much  taste,  are  all  of  crimson 
damask  moreen,  and  have  a  very  handsome  appearance,  harmonizing  well 
with  the  rich  Turkey  carpets  covering  the  floor.  Altogether,  this  impor- 
tant feature  of  the  Queen's  Hotel  may  fairly  challenge  comparison  with  any 
coffee  room  in  the  kingdom. 

On  the  left  hand  of  the  entrance  hall  is  a  range  of  four  rooms,  occu- 
pying the  eastern  and  southern  portion  of  the  ground  floor.  The  corner 
room  opening  by  a  pair  of  large  folding  doors  into  that  which  fronts  the 
gardens  of  the  Hotel,  (which  are  of  course  not  shown  in  the  foregoing 
sketch)  may  be  used  as  a  double  drawing  or  dining  room  ;  the  two,  when 
thrown  into  display,  being  capable  of  conveniently  dining  from  40  to  50 
persons.  Both  these  rooms  are  very  handsomely  furnished  ensuite,  and 
from  their  retired,  yet  airy  situation,  are  sure  to  become  great  favourites 
with  the  dinner  parties  of  the  establishment. 

Ascending  the  principal  staircase,  we  arrive  on  the  platform  of  the  first 
floor,  the  most  beautiful  room  of  which  is  that  forming  the  north  western 
corner  of  the  front.  This  room  commands  a  look-out  westward,  over  the 
roads  leading  to  the  Montpellier  and  Old  Wells,  and  northward  and  east- 
ward through  the  greenwood  vistas  of  the  Imperial  Walks  and  Drives, 
backed  and  surrounded  by  the  numerous  and  varied  buildings  of  the  town 
in  every  direction. 

Aware  of  the  superior  situation  of  this  room,  the  proprietor,  Mr,  Liddell, 
appears  to  have  paid  particular  attention  to  the  fitting-up  of  the  interior, 
which  is  furnished  in  the  richest  and  most  costly  style  ;  having  a 
superbly-carved  and  gilt  looking-glass  over  the  chimney-piece,  which  is  of 
marble,  also  richly  carved.  From  this  west-corner  apartment,  towards 
the  centre  two  others  open  by  single  doors,  or  close  by  double  ones,  as 
occasion,  or  the  wants  of  their  occupants,  may  require.  Immediately  under 
the  Portico,  occupying  the  centre-front  of  this  floor  of  the  building,  are 
four  other  handsome  sitting  rooms,  which  may  be  thrown  into  display,  or 
effectually  separated  by  the  introduction  of  moveable  blank  doors,  which 
being  inserted  into  the  framework  of  the  real  ones,  completely  disconnect 
one  room  from  another.  Beyond  the  portico  eastward  are  two  other 
sitting  rooms  fronting  the  road,  and  one  overlooking  the  gardens  of  the 
hotel ;  the  latter  opening  by  large  folding  doors  into  that  occupying  the 
eastern  corner  of  the  range.  There  are  also  on  this  floor  five  sleeping 
rooms  of  lofty  and  spacious  dimensions,  beautifully  and  substantially  fur- 
nished throughout.  The  whole  of  the  sitting  rooms  upon  this  floor  are 
fitted-up  and  furnished  with  great  taste,  and  are  all  papered  to  correspond 
with  an  elegant  paper,  richly  gilt,  upon  a  delicate  pale  green  ground,  in 
the  style  and  fashion  of  Louis  Quatorze.  By  a  simple  contrivance,  the  six 
sitting  and  two  other  bed  rooms,  constituting  the  eastern  portion  of  the 
series,  may  be  completely  separated  from  communication  with  the  other 
parts  of  the  hotel,  having  the  rooms  of  this  suite  opening  into  one  another, 
or  into  a  passage  admissible  only  to  the  members  of  the  particular  family 
that  may  be  in  occupation  of  the  group,  aud  thus  enjoying  at  the  same  time 
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the  quiet  and  retirement  of  a  private  dwelling  with  all  the  superior  advan- 
tages and  accommodations  of  a  first-rate  hotel. 

The  second  floor  of  the  hotel  consists  of  fourteen  rooms  convertible  into 
sitting  or  sleeping  rooms,  as  occasion  may  require,  and  all  of  them  com- 
manding the  most  beautiful  and  picturesque  views  of  Cheltenham  and  the 
surrounding  hills.  Immediately  below,  to  the  left,  are  Cambridge  Villas 
and  the  Promenade,  fronted  by  the  Imperial  Walks  and  Drives,  and  backed 
by  the  dark  foliage  of  the  Old  Wells  Elms,  which  plume  above  them,  and 
throw  out  the  white  buildings  into  fine  relief.  Before  us  are  the  innume- 
rable houses  of  the  town,  forming  here  into  regular  lines,  there  into  broken 
and  irregular  groups,  the  spire  of  St.  Mary's  rising  finely  in  front,  and 
the  tower  of  Trinity  breaking  the  monotony  of  the  distance.  To  the  right 
the  eye  wanders  over  the  nursery  grounds  of  Mr.  Hodges,  and  the  build- 
ings which  stretch  out  beyond  in  the  direction  of  Charlton — and  engird- 
ling and  enclosing  the  whole,  the  verdant  slopes  of  the  Cotteswold  com- 
plete the  varied  landscape.  All  the  front  apartments  on  the  second  story 
of  the  hotel  are  papered  to  correspond,  and  are  furnished  in  the  same 
tasteful  and  elegant  style  as  those  on  the  floor  below  and  already  described. 
In  the  rear  of  the  principal  rooms  occupying  the  centre  of  the  building, 
and  opening  from  the  landing  on  the  south  side  of  the  grand  staircase, 
are  fifty  rooms,  suited  to  the  accommodation  of  single  gentlemen  who  pre- 
fer the  retirement  of  the  hotel  department  to  the  more  public  intercourse 
of  the  table  d'hote. 

On  the  third  story  there  are  fourteen  excellent  bed  rooms  attached  to  the 
hotel,  occupying  the  front  line  of  the  building,  as  shown  by  the  upper  tier 
of  windows  in  the  drawing  accompanying  the  present  notice.  The  same 
arrangement  obtains  here  as  in  the  floors  beneath,  the  eight  rooms  form- 
ing the  south-eastern  extremity  of  the  series  being  capable  of  separation 
from  the  rest  of  the  apartments  on  the  same  level.  The  rooms  situate  in 
the  centre  are  agreeably  shaded  by  the  pediment  which  projects  imme- 
diately over  them,  and  necessarily  excludes  the  full  glare  of  the  light  of  noon; 
any  diminution  of  brilliancy  thus  occasioned  within  is  however  amply  com- 
pensated for  by  the  extent  and  beauty  of  the  view  which  is  thence  procured, 
of  the  town  and  surrounding  country.  From  any  of  these  rooms  the  same 
effect  is  obtained  as  in  viewing  Horner's  picture  of  London  from  the  Collos- 
seum,  the  eye  looking  directly  down  into  the  various  streets  and  openings, 
the  gardens,  drives,  and  promenades  stretched  far  and  wide  beneath  it. 
Every  house  and  building  of  the  least  pretension  may  hence  be  clearly 
discerned,  the  green  amphitheatre  of  the  Cotteswold  Hills  backing  the  pic- 
ture in  the  finest  manner  possible ;  from  the  two  corner  rooms  in  parti- 
cu!  arthe  mountain-girdle  is  beyond  conception  beautiful. 

Having  thus  taken  a  rapid  glance  at  the  leading  features  of  the  **  grand- 
est hotel  in  Europe,"  as  George  Robins  hath  it,  we  will  now  endeavour  to 
take  a  view  of  the  Boarding  House  and  Table  d'Hote,  a  portion  of  the 
general  design  not  a  whit  inferior  in  its  appointments  and  accommodations 
to  the  former,  though  in  its  arrangements  kept  wholly  distinct,  and  occu- 
pying a  separate  part  of  the  establishment,  namely,  the  entire  of  the  west 
wing,  which  in  the  lithograph  may  be  seen  projecting  considerably  from 
the  main  building. 

The  approach  to  the  table  d'hote,  from  the  entrance  hall  of  the  hotel,  is 
by  a  passage  to  the  right  of  the  bar,  and  through  the  conservatory  :  the 
direct  entrance  is,  however,  opposite  the  new  road  now  forming  into  the 
Old  Well  Lane,  and  having  no  connexion  whatever  with  the  hotel  itself. 
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The  principal  apartments  on  the  ground  floor  are  a  dining  room  running 
east  and  west  at  the  back  of  the  building,  lighted  by  windows  at  either 
end,  those  to  the  west  looking  into  the  Montpellier  Avenue.  Into  the 
dining  room,  and  commanding  the  same  look  out,  the  gentlemen's  drawing 
room  opens  by  a  pair  of  wide  and  lofty  folding  doors,  and  into  this  again 
the  ladies'  drawing  room  opens  by  a  similar  arrangement ;  this  latter  oc- 
cupies the  north-west  corner  of  the  building,  and  commands  a  view  down 
Cambridge  Villas  and  the  Promenade  Walk  in  one  direction,  and  across 
the  new  road  to  the  Old  Wells  in  another.  This  series  of  apartments  are 
fitted  up  and  furnished  en  suite,  and  when  thrown  together  display  one 
hundred  and  forty  feet  of  length,  the  two  rooms  last  described  being  eighty- 
nine  feet  from  north  to  south,  and  the  dining  room  fifty-one  feet  from 
west  to  east.  At  the  further  end  of  the  latter  is  a  side  entrance  commu- 
nicating immediately  with  the  kitchen  and  offices,  so  that  the  dinner  and 
supplies  for  the  table  d'hote  are  never  allowed  to  cross  any  thoroughfare 
through  which  the  guests  of  either  the  hotel  or  boarding  house  would  by 
any  chance  have  to  pass  or  repass.  The  arrangements  for  the  servants 
and  the  various  working  departments  of  this  extensive  establishment  are, 
indeed,  most  admirable  throughout,  and  free  from  all  those  annoyances  and 
interruptions  too  commonly  attendant  upon  the  management  of  public  un- 
dertakings of  the  kind.  Besides  the  rooms  just  noticed,  there  are,  con- 
nected with  this  branch,  on  the  same  floor,  two  excellent  visitors'  or 
audience  rooms. 

A  separate  staircase  is  assigned  to  the  boarding  house  by  which  we 
ascend  to  the  first  floor,  upon  which  are  a  suite  of  elegant  sitting  rooms, 
five  in  number,  all  opening  into  each  other  if  required,  but  otherwise  cut 
off  by  the  system  of  double  doors  already  spoken  of  in  our  notice  of  the 
hotel.  These  apartments  are  all  furnished  in  the  first  style  of  elegance,  as 
are  also  the  five  sleeping  rooms  on  the  same  floor.  On  the  second  floor 
are  six  bed  rooms,  opening  into  each  other  when  required,  and  four  others 
having  no  such  power  of  communication,  and  above  these,  on  the  third 
story,  are  twelve  other  similar  bed  rooms. 

The  description  of  the  apartments  "  in  chief"  has  occupied  so  much 
more  room  than  we  had  originally  designed  it  should  do,  that  we  have 
left  ourselves  but  an  inadequate  space  for  our  notice  of  the  inferior  and 
working  departments  of  the  establishment,  and  must  therefore  dismiss 
them  with  this  general  assurance,  that  they  are  as  complete  and  perfect 
in  all  their  details  as  possible,  equal  care  and  attention  having  been  de- 
voted to  secure  the  health,  comfort,  and  accommodation  of  the  servants 
and  domestics  with  that  which  has  been  bestowed  upon  the  superior  ease 
and  more  refined  enjoyments  of  their  masters.  The  kitchen  and  offices  are  ex- 
ceedingly spacious  and  airy,  and  fitted  up  in  the  most  complete  manner, 
with  every  accessary  contributive  to  the  efficiency  of  these)  important  de  - 
partments of  domestic  economy.  The  wine  cellars,  which  are  admirably 
constructed,  are  probably  the  most  extensive  in  this  part  of  the  world, 
being  capable  of  containing  many  hundreds  of  dozens,  with  large  deposito- 
ries for  different  wines  in  the  wood. 

Placed  at  the  east  end  of  the  premises,  immediately  behind  the  Mont- 
pellier Riding  School,  and  separated  from  the  hotel  by  the  gardens  to 
which  allusion  has  been  already  made  in  the  foregoing  notice,  are  the 
stables  and  coach  houses  of  the  establishment,  the  former  having  ample 
stall  room  for  between  sixty  and  seventy  horses,  the  latter  capable,  of  con- 
taining at  least  eighty  carriages.    The  arrangements  of  the  whole  are 
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most  complete.  It  is  Mr.  Liddell's  intention,  we  find,  to  keep  a  posting 
stud  constantly  equipped  for  the  accommodation  of  the  inmates  of  this 
establishment,  which  certainly  bids  fair  to  become,  ere  long,  the  very  first 
of  English  hostelries. 

Mr.  Liddell  formally  commences  operations  this  day  in  his  new  esta- 
blishment, to  which  we  sincerely  wish  all  possible  prosperity. 

SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Ensuing  Races  promise  well,  if  we  may  form  an  opinion  from  the 
official  announcements  put  forth  by  the  Stewards.  For  the  Gloucestershire 
Stakes  on  Tuesday  twenty-one  horses  are  entered  for  the  start ;  and  for  the  Gold 
Cup  on  the  Second  day  eight,  including  several  prime  favourites.  There  are 
also  good  entries  for  most  of  the  other  races.  Should  the  weather  prove  fine,  it 
is  expected  there  will  be  a  very  splendid  array  of  company  on  the  course,  several 
titled  and  distinguished  families  having  intimated  their  intention  of  honoring  the 
sports  with  their  presence.  The  Race  Ordinary  will  take  place  on  the  evening  of 
the  first  day  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  and  the  Race  Ball  at  the  same  place  on  the 
evening  of  the  second  day,  Wednesday.  The  Stewards  of  the  races,  Lord 
Chesterfield  and  Reginald  Wynniatt,  Esq.  will,  according  to  established  usage, 
patronize  both  entertainmentss.  It  is  rumoured  that  Count  D'Orsay  and  T. 
Hope,  Esq.,  M.  P.,  are  to  be  solicited  to  accept  the  office  of  Stewards  for  next  year. 

The  Annual  Race  Gala  at  the  Montpellier  Gardens  will  be  held  on  Tues- 
day Evening,  and  will  comprise  a  variety  of  amusements,  concluding  with  a 
grand  display  of  Fireworks,  on  the  same  extensive  and  liberal  scale  as  that  of  the 
recent  Coronation  Gala.  Mr.  D.  Gannon  is  also  engaged  to  give  his  exhibition 
of  the  Ancient  Statutes  on  the  occasion. 

The  Miscellaneous  Entertainment  originally  advertised  for  last  Friday, 
but  postponed  in  consequence  of  Mr.  Gannon's  continued  engagement  at  Bath, 
is  to  take  place  this  Evening  at  the  Rotunda  after  the  Musical  Promenade. 
Among  other  attractions  entered  in  the  Programme,  are  the  performance  of  De 
Beriot's  air  and  variations,  and  Paganini's  variations  on  Nel  Cor  Piu  on  the 
violin  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Cooper,  as  performed  by  him  at  the  Promenade  Ball  of  last 
Thursday  week.  Mr.  Gannon  is  likewise  to  repeat  his  illustrations  of  Ventrilo- 
quism, with  a  new  Table  Sketch  introductory  to  the  conversations  of  the  Invisible 
Family,  which  gave  such  general  satisfaction  on  the  former  occasion  of  their 
enactment.  In  order  to  render  the  evening  as  social  and  cheerful  as  possible, 
Tea  and  Coffee  is  to  be  provided,  by  way  of  prelude  to  the  entertainment.

A 
Town  Committee  has  been  formed  for  the  purpose  of  determining  upon,  and 
organizing  the  necessary  arrangements,  and  several  of  the  public  establishments, 
as  also  many  private  individuals,  have  volunteered  the  use  of  such  "  properties" 
as  may  contribute  to  the  attractions  and  eclat  of  the  occasion.

COURT  GOSSIP, 


London,  July  25,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On5 

The  Duke  of  Coburg  and  the  Prince  of  Leinengen  took  their 
departure  on  Saturday  morning  for  Antwerp,  on  their  return  to 
their  own  dominions,  and  Prince  Christian  of  Holstein,  accompa- 
nied by  Prince  Ernest  of  Hesse  Philippsthal,  left  on  Friday,  on 
their  way  to  Denmark ;  but  against  these  "  departures"  we  must 
set  the  sudden  and  unexpected  arrival  of  the  Prince  Royal  of  Ba- 
varia, who  made  his  appearance  late  on  Sunday  night.  Imme- 
diately on  hearing  of  his  Royal  Highness's  arrival,  the  Queen  com- 
manded a  Court  to  be  held  to  give  him  a  reception  on  Monday ; 
this  was  done  in  such  a  hurry  that  not  one  half  the  attendants  were 
able  to  be  present.  His  Royal  Highness  is  the  elder  brother  of 
Otho,  King  of  Greece,  and  he  intended  to  have  been  present  at 
the  coron&tiun,  but  was  detained  on  his  journey  it  is  supposed  by 
indisposition.  As  it  is,  his  Royal  Highness  is  just  in  time  for  the 
grand  farewell  banquet  to-day.  This  banquet  will  be  by  far  the 
most  magnificent  ever  given  in  the  new  Palace.  There  will  be 
present  all  the  Royal  Family  at  present  in  town  ;  all  the  foreign 
Ambassadors  and  Ministers  ;  all  the  Cabinet  Ministers ;  the  Duke 
of  Wellington,  &c.  ;  Sir  Robert  Peel,  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  and  a 
few  of  the  highest  of  the  British  nobility  ;  the  foreign  Princes, 
John  Van  Buren,  the  son  of  the  American  President,  and  some  of 
the  most  distinguished  foreign  noblemen  at  present  in  the  Metro- 
polis; the  whole  will  amount  in  number  to  about  a  hundred. 
To-morrow  it  is  expected  several  of  the  extraordinary  embassies 
will  take  leave,  without  waiting  for  the  ball  in  the  evening.  By- 
the-bye  there  seems  to  be  some  misapprehension  in  the  fashiona- 
ble world,  judging  from  the  fashionable  newspapers,  about  this 
ball.  The  ball  to-morrow  night  (Thursday)  will  be  the  last  of  the 
season  ;  originally  it  was  intended  to  take  place  on  Monday,  but  the 
day  was  afterwards  altered ;  this  has  led  to  the  notion  that  there 
will  be  two  more  balls  ;  so  that  those  who  have  been  anticipating 
invitations  for  the  concluding  ball  on  Monday  will  be  greatly  dis- 
appointed. 

The  ball  of  last  week  was  not  so  brilliant  as  the  previous  one ; 
in  its  arrangements  it  differed  but  little  from  its  predecessors.  Her 
Majesty  danced  in  no  less  than  twelve  quadrilles,  winding  up  the 
ball  with  a  country  dance  at  near  four  o'clock  in  the  morning.  The 
following  were  among  those  honored  with  her  Majesty's  hand  : — 
Prince  George  of  Cambridge,  Prince  Furstenberg,  the  Marquis  of 
Clanricarde,  Viscount  Viiliers  (eldest  son  of  the  Earl  of  Jersey) 
Prince  Maurice  of  Nassau,  Baron  Gendorff  the  Saxon  Minister, 
and  Viscount  Torrington  one  of  the  Lords  in  waiting,  and  who 
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was  selected  to  go  through  the  country  dance  with  her  Majesty. 
Among  the  distinguished  visitors,  few  attracted  more  attention  than 
the  newly-made  Countess  of  Essex,  who  bears  her  honors  so 
meekly  that  all  combine  in  acknowledging  her  worthy  of  them. 

It  begins  now  to  be  a  matter  of  much  speculation  who  is  to 
have  the  Garter  vacant  by  the  death  of  the  Duke  of  Leeds.  The 
Earl  of  Derby,  the  Duke  of  Sutherland,  and  the  Duke  of  Cleve- 
land have  all  been  named  as  likely,  but  how  is  it  that  the  quid 
wines  have  forgottn  Lord  Holland.  His  Lordship  lias  more  repu- 
tation as  a  statesman  than  any  whig  now  living  except  Earl  Grey, 
and  has  surely  done  as  much  for  his  party  as  the  Duke  of  Somer- 
set, the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  the  Duke  of  Grafton  or  the  Marquis  of 
Lansdowne,  and  is,  moreover,  as  rich  if  not  richer  than  any  of 
them,  and  yet  they  have  all  been  preferred  before  him.  Should  he 
be  again  passed  over,  Lord  Melbourne  may  perhaps  have  to  regret 
it  during  the  remainder  of  his  official  existence. 

The  Queen  Dowager  has  returned  to  town.  The  Princess  Ho- 
henlohe  paid  a  visit  of  two  or  three  days  to  her  Majesty  at  Bushy, 
and  they  both  returned  on  Monday.  The  voyage  to  Malta  is 
still  on  the  tapis ;  it  is  said  the  Hastings  (Lord  Durham's  ship)  is 
to  convey  her  Majesty ;  but  there  is  no  time  fixed  as  yet. 

The  probable  visit  of  King  Leopold  to  this  country,  and  the  ob- 
ject of  it,  are  beginning  to  be  discussed  pretty  closely.  The  secrecy 
which  his  Belgic  Majesty  always  maintains  respecting  his  travel- 
ling matters,  renders  it  rather  difficult  to  determine  the  time  of  his 
arrival,  yet  if  one  might  presume  to  guess,  his  Majesty  will  most 
probably  make  his  appearance  here  a  day  or  two  after  the  Court 
has  retired  to  Windsor.  The  state  and  ceremony  consequent  on 
his  residence  in  town  would  scarce  suit  his  Majesty's  purposes. 

The  opera  of  "  FalstafP  was  produced  on  Thursday  night  for  the 
benefit  of  Lablache,  and  repeated  on  Saturday  night.  Balfe  has 
perhaps  added  something  to  his  reputation  as  a  musician  by  this 
opera,  but  nothing  as  a  composer.  The  orchestra  is  remarkably 
well  handled  ;  considerable  taste  and  judgment  are  displayed  in  the 
treatment  of  the  various  parts,  and  there  are  several  very  pleasing 
effects  and  accompaniments;  but  as  for  anything  new,  or  any 
melody  that  an  auditor  can  bring  away  from  the  theatre,  that's 
quite  out  of  the  question.  The  overture  is  very  bad ;  it  is  badly 
conceived — it  is  expressive  of  anything  but  corned}*,  and  seems 
more  fit  to  usher  in  some  deed  of  murder,  with  due  accompani- 
ments of  thunder  and  lightning  than  the  sportive  doings  of  the 
"Merry  Wives."  How  different  an  overture  did  Mozart  write  for 
his  comic  opera,  Le  Noze  di  Figaro.  The  most  pleasing  tilings  in 
the  opera  are  a  terzetto  "  Vorrei  parlar"  sung  by  Grisi,  Albertazzi, 
and  Caremoii ;  an  aria,  "Ah!  la  mia  mente  estatica,"  sung  by 
Jlubini,  and  a  song  by  Albertazzi,  commencing  "  Non  v'e  donna 
sulla  terra."  The  acting  and  appearance  of  Lablache  were  all  ad- 
mirable. Balfe  has  been  a  long  while  employed  on  this  work,  the 
part  of  Mrs.  Ford  being  originally  written  for  Malibran. 
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The  state  dinner  to-day  is  to  be  state  indeed ;  it  is  to  take  plaee 
in  the  Picture  Gallery,  the  table  extending  the  whole  length  ;  a 
sideboard  of  gold  plate  is  fitted  up  at  one  end ;  the  Queen  sits  in 
the  middle.  After  the  dinner  a  bevy  of  fair  maidens  have  been  in- 
vited, and  Strauss's  Band  summoned,  a  temporary  orchestra  hav- 
ing been  erected  for  their  accommodation  in  the  grand  saloon  ;  so 
the  dinner  will  conclude  with  a  ball.  To-morrow  the  Queen  holds 
a  Court  for  the  leave-taking.  Prince  Schwarzenberg's  fete  at 
Richmond  has  produced  quite  a  sensation  ;  'twas  the  most  novel 
given  by  any  of  the  strangers,  not  even  excepting  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Sultan.

THE  CHELTENHAM  RACES. 

Have  this  year  been,  confessedly  of  a  very  indifferent  character, 
arising  from  a  variety  of  untoward  circumstances,  impossible  to 
have  been  either  foreseen  or  prevented;  of  these  the  chief  cause 
of  failure,  was  unquestionably  the  complaint  at  present  so  prevalent 
among  horses,  and  which  has  taken  off  their  legs  many  of  the  best 
racers  and  hunters  in  the  country,  and  caused  the  withdrawal  of 
several  of  the  prime  favourites  entered  for  the  Cheltenham  course. 
The  non-arrival  of  Lord  Chesterfield,  who  had  accepted  the  office 
of  Steward,  also  tended  greatly  to  clamp  the  enthusiasm  of  the  field, 
as  much  was  expected  from  this  nobleman's  known  partiality  for 
the  turf,  and  the  extensive  circle  of  influential  sporting  gentlemen 
who  usually  accompany  his  lordship  in  his  various  movements. 
The  cause  of  his  lordship's  absence  remains  still  unexplained.  The 
exertions  of  Reginald  Wynniat,  Esq.,  the  other  steward,  to  uphold 
the  character  of  the  sports,  are  entitled  to  unqualified  praise  ;  for, 
under  the  circumstances  of  the  occasion,  every  thing  that  could 
tend  to  promote  their  success  was  undertaken  by  him  "in  earnest." 
On  the  first  day  there  was  a  large  assemblage  of  company  on  the 
Course,  though  none  of  those  brilliant  equipages  which  on  former 
occasions  have  contributed  to  the  gaiety  and  animation  of  the 
scene.  The  turn  outs  that  seemed  to  attract  the  greatest  notice 
being  the  new  scarlet  liveries  of  the  Queen's  Hotel  postboys,  who 
were  "  exhibited"  for  the  first  time  on  this  occasion. 

The  first  Race,  a  Sweepstakes  of  50  Sovereigns,  was  walked 
over  by  Mr.  J.  Bristow's  b.  f.  Balloon. 

The  Gloucestershire  Stakes  of  35  Sovereigns,  to  which 
there  were  sixty-five  Subscribers,  seventeen  of  whom  had  paid  15 
Sovereigns,  and  forty-four  5  Soverigns  forfeit,  was  won  by  Mr. 
Elwes's  na.  Barnacles,  ridden  by  Chappie,  beating  Mr.  Farlie's 
Zorab,  Mr.  WorralPs  na.  Toothill,  and  Mr.  Griffiths's  na.  Laywar- 
dine,  which  were  the  only  four  horses  that  started.  This  race  was 
a  very  good  one,  though  the  field  was  small. 
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The  Cheltenham  Stakes  of  5  Sovereigns,  with  20  added 
from  the  fund,  was  won  by  Mr.  Fulwar  Craven's  Doncaster,  ridden 
by  Captain  Becher,  beating  Talebearer  by  consent — two  heats  only 
being  run,  and  the  third  walked  over. 

The  Southam  Stakes  of  5  Sovereigns,  with  30  added  from 
the  fund,  was  won  aasy  by  Mr.  Steven's  Gimcrack,  beating  Mr. 
Fulwar  Craven's  Brockhampion,  which  were  the  only  two  horses 
that  started. 

On  Wednesday,  the  Second  Day,  the  Course  was  not  so 
numerously  attended,  though  the  day  was  beautifully  fine  throughout. 

The  First  Race,  a  Gold  Cup,  value  100  Guineas,  given  by 
the  Duke  of  Beaufort  and  Lord  Segrave,  added  to  a  Sweepstakes  of 
20  Sovereigns  each,  was  won  by  The  Skater,  ridden  by  Chappie, 
beating  King  Cole,  ridden  by  W.  Jones,  by  about  a  neck,  these 
being  the  only  two  horses  that  started,  though  the  Gold  Cup  was 
notoriously  the  "  crack"  race  of  the  day. 

For  the  Sherborne  Stakes  of  5  Sovereigns  each,  with  30 
added  from  the  fund,  for  all  ages ;  thirteen  horses  started,  but  only 
four  were  placed  ;  Mr.  Fulwar  Craven's  /  wish-you-may -get-it 
being  in  first.  The  Scurry  Stakes  of  10  Sovereigns,  with  20 
added,  was  also  won  by  the  same  horse. 

The  Tradesmen  and  Innkeepers'  Cup,  of  100  Sovereigns 
in  specie  added  to  a  Sweepstakes  of  25  Sovereigns,  was  won  by  Mr. 
Bristow's  Dr  Slop,  beating  The  Skater  by  half  a  length. 

The  Hurdle  Race  of  10  Sovereigns  each,  with  20  added,  the 
last  of  the  sports,  afforded  no  sport  at  all,  being  walked  over  by 
Mr.  Vever's  Charity, — and  thus  have  closed  the  cc  doings"  of  the 
Course,  which  have  certainly  not,  this  year,  added  much  to  the 
sporting  reputation  of  the  county. 

The  Stewards'  Ordinary  took  place  at  the  Assembly  Rooms 
on  the  Evening  of  Thursday,  and  was  attended  by  many  of  the 
leading  gentry  feeling  an  interest  in  the  prosperity  of  the  Races  ; 
among  whom  were  R.  Wynniatt,  Esq.,  the  Steward,  the  Hon. 
Craven  Berkeley,  C.  W.  Codrington,  Esq.,  Sir  Charles  Cockerell, 
W.  L.  Lawrence,  Esq.,  &c.  The  Dinner  was  supplied  by  Mr. 
Fleichman  of  the  George  Hotel,  and  was  both  excellent  and 
abundant.  The  customary  toasts  were  given,  and  the  evening 
passed  off  altogether  with  much  hilarity.  Supscriptions  were 
opened  for  the  races  of  next  year,  and  about  forty  names  were  put 
down  for  the  Gloucestershire  Stakes.  The  appointment  of  stewards 
was  left  open  for  further  consideration. 

On  the  Evening  of  the  Second  Day  (Wednesday),  the  Annual 
Race  Ball  was  held  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  and  was  honoured 
with  the  presence  of  a  numerous  and  fashionable  company,  inclu- 
ding several  of  the  most  influential  county  families.  Dancing  com- 
menced about  ten,  and  was  kept  up  with  considerable  spirit  until 
two  o'clock.  The  Ball  Room  was  very  tastefully  set  off  with 
choice  flowering  plants  and  other  decorative  accessories.

"  And  while  (he  muttered)  there  shall  pickings  be 
"  For  me  and  mine,  I  care  not  for  their  rout — 

"  Gramercy  !  but  how  sweet  is  Whiggery, 
"  And  profitable  too  beyond  a  doubt — 

"  So  here  I'll  stick  as  long  as  I  am  able  ;" 

And  what  he  said  he  did — here  ends  the  Fable. 

Now  for  the  Moral.    All  good  men  and  true, 
Know  by  these  presents  what  will  be  your  fate, 

When  not-content  with  Fortune's  favour,  you 

Shall  rush  through  thick  and  thin  to  mend  your  state, 

And  so  when  ruined  you  can  only  rue 
Your  sin  and  folly  when  it  is  too  late — 

Leave  well  alone,  for  fear  of  this  reverse, 

Instead  of  bettering,  you  may  make  it  worse. 


SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Miscellaneous  Entertainment  given  last  Saturday  Evening 
after  the  Musical  Promenade  was  received  with  such  unequivocal  marks  of 
satisfaction  by  an  audience,  numbering  between  two  and  three  hundred, 
that  it  has  been  determined  to  repeat  it  this  Evening,  when  Mr.  H.  C. 
Cooper  will  again  contribute  his  valuable  services,  and  peform  a  Violin 
Concerto  of  Mayseder's  and  Paganini's  Adagio  and  Rondo  ;  the  latter  unac- 
companied. Mr.  Gannon  will  also  exhibit  his  powers  as  a  ventriloquist, 
introducing  his  clever  and  amusing  sketch  of  the  Invisible  Family,  one  of 
the  most  skilful  illustrations  of  the  art  that  we  have  ever  had  the  good 
fortune  to  hear  and  see. 

The  Fourth  Summer  Ball  at  the  Rotunda  on  Thursday  Evening  was 
more  numerously  attended  than  either  of  the  preceding  ones  of  this  season. 
In  the  introductory  Concert  Mr.  H.  C.  Cooper  performed  two  brilliant 
Concertos  on  the  Violin  in  the  most  beautiful  and  finished  style,  and  the 
Montpellier  Band  executed  several  favourite  compositions  on  their  own 
wind  instruments;  preciselyat  half-past  nine  the  first  Quadrilles  were  formed, 
and  dancing  continued  from  that  hour  until  half-past  eleven  with  unabated 
spirit. 
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The  Annual  Dinner  of  the  Conservative  Club  took  place  on 
Thursday  in  Reeve's  Riding  School,  which  had  been  expressly  fitted  up  for 
the  occasion,  and  was  hung  round  with  a  profusion  of  light  blue  banners 
and  ensigns,  bearing  appropriate  badges  and  inscriptions ;  the  Bible  and 
Crown  being  hoisted  immediately  over  the  Chairman,  W.  L.  Lawrence, 
Esq.,  who  presided,  supported  on  his  right  by  Mr.  Codrington,  the  County 
Conservative  Member,  and  on  his  left  by  Mr.  Stewart ;  the  party  altogether 
appearing  to  number  about  three  hundred.  The  Dinner  itself  was  served 
up  in  excellent  style,  and  after  its  various  merits  had  been  fully  discussed 
and  the  dessert  introduced,  the  round  of  customary  toasts,  commencing 
with  The  Queen,  was  proposed  from  the  Chair,  and  drank  with  all  the 
wonted  enthusiasm  of  political  party. 

The  Race  Gala  in  the  Montpellier  Gardens  on  Tuesday  Evening  went 
off  with  considerable  eclat.  The  representations  of  the  Ancient  Statues  by 
Mr.  D.  Gannon  were  completely  successful,  and  elicited  the  most  rapturous 
applause  ;  the  different  coloured  lights  introduced,  by  adding  to  the  illu- 
sion, very  much  improved  the  effect  of  the  spirited  delineations  :  an  exhi- 
bition more  perfectly  in  harmony  with  the  genius  of  the  scene  it  was  im- 
possible to  conceive  ;  and  we  think  if  occasionally  introduced  on  ordinary 
nights  would  be  found  to  add  greatly  to  the  attractions  of  the  Musical 
Promenades.  After  the  Statues  a  splendid  exhibition  of  Fireworks  took 
place ;  the  various  devices  were  exceedingly  beautiful,  and  the  pyrotechnic 
machinery  being  in  excellent  order,  every  piece  was  fired  in  its  rotation 
with  the  nicest  precision ;  a  few  of  the  rockets  were  not  so  good  as  they 
should  have  been,  but  the  splendour  and  brilliancy  of  others  amply  compen- 
sated for  this  partial  failure.  Altogether,  the  display  may  be  fairly  charac- 
terised as  one  of  the  best  that  has  ever  taken  place  in  Cheltenham. 

The  Centenary  Fete  is  advancing  as  well  in  the  good  opinion  of  the 
town  as  in  its  various  arrangements,  an  outline  of  which,  so  far  as  they 
have  yet  been  determined  upon,  will  be  found  advertised  in  this  day's 
Looker- On.  We  sincerely  hope  that  all  parties  having  an  interest  in  the 
town  will  unite  to  render  the  celebration  of  its  establishment  in  public 
favour,  worthy  an  occasion  of  such  importance. 

A  Concert  of  Vocal  and  Instrumental  Music  is  announced  for 
the  11th  of  next  month  at  the  Rotunda,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Parry, 
the  eminent  Composer  ;  and  which,  judging  from  the  elements  of  which  it 
will  be  composed,  is  likely  to  be  very  attractive.  We  shall  no  doubt  be 
able  next  week  to  develope  more  of  the  "  scheme"  than  we  are  in  circum- 
stances to  do  at  present. 

The  Fourth  Floral  and  Horticultural  Exhibition  of  the  Zoolo- 
gical and  Botanical  Society  will  take  place  on  Tuesday  next  in  the  new 
Gardens  of  the  Society,  which  are  now  in  a  high  state  of  perfection,  having 
undergone  great  improvement  in  their  general  appearance  since  the  former 
exhibition  was  held  there.  Among  the  Zoological  specimens  just  added  to 
the  collection  is  a  tame  Otter,  presented  to  the  Society  by  G.  Eld,  Esq.,  of 
Seighford  Hall,  Staffordshire,  and  for  which  a  "  bathing  place"  has  been 
prepared  near  the  lower  end  of  the  lake.  All  the  animals  appear  to  enjoy 
health  in  their  new  locality,  and  especially  the  aquatic  fowls,  to  the  stock 
of  which  several  additions  have  lately  been  made.  We  hope  shortly  to  be 
able  to  give  a  list  of  the  various  living  attractions  at  present  in  the  Gar- 
dens, for  the  guidance  and  information  of  those  who  visit  them. 

The  Cheltenham  Cricketers  have  accepted  the  challenge  of  the 
Cirencester  Club  to  play  a  match  next  Friday  on  the  ground  of  the  latter. 
Wehope  they  willacquit  themselves  better  than  they  did  atMinchinhampton.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  July  25,  1838. 

My  Dear  Lookrr-On, 

The  most  prominent  subject  of  gossip  just  now  is  the 
ex  remely  odd  proceedings  of  the  Crown  Prince  of  Bavaria.  Of 
course  there  are  a  multiplicity  of  guesses  as  to  what  the  notions  or 
intentions  of  His  Royal  Highness  are,  but  that  he  should  still 
maintain  his  incog,  after  having  been  presented  to  the  Queen, 
puzzles  every  body.  The  Prince  was  not  at  the  State  Ball  last 
Thursday,  though  some  hold  that  his  Royal  Highness  was  present, 
but  under  his  travelling  name — certes  he  was  not  present  as  a 
Prince  of  Blood  Royal,  else  Her  Majesty  in  common  courtesy 
would  have  been  compelled  to  have  danced  with  him  ;  and  that  she 
did  not  do  so  the  following  complete  list  of  the  Noblemen  the 
Queen  selected  will  shew,  viz.,  Prince  George  of  Cambridge,  the 
Prince  of  Nassau,  Prince  Nicolas  Esterhazy,  Lord  Thos.  Pelham 
Clinton  (son  of  the  Duke  of  Newcastle),  Prince  Maurice  of  Nassau, 
Prince  Schwartzenburg,  (Austrian  Ambassador),  Lord  Boringdon, 
(eldest  son  of  the  Earl  of  Morley),  Prince  Windisch  Gratz,  the 
Earl  of  Shelburne,  (eldest  son  of  the  Marquis  of  Lansdowne) 
Count  Victor  Zichy,  Count  Erdody,  and  the  Marquis  of  Douglas, 
(the  eldest  son  of  the  Duke  of  Hamilton),  who  was  in  full  Highland 
costume,  and  danced  the  concluding  country  dance  with  Her 
Majesty.  Now  the  eldest  son  of  a  reigning  sovereign  could  scarce 
have  been  present  and  not  had  the  compliment  paid  him  of  dancing 
with  his  hostess.  As  it  is  the  affair  is  gradually  taking  the  hue  of 
romance.  It  is  said  Her  Majesty  means  to  prolong  the  season  to 
the  very  end  of  this  month — and  that  it  is  not  impossible  that 
another  ball  may  be  given  at  the  palace ;  after  which  the  court  will 
retire  to  Windsor,  and  King  Leopold  will  make  his  appearance. 

There  was  a  court  on  the  Friday  after  the  ball,  when  all  the 
extraordinary  embassies  took  leave ;  first,  the  ambassadors,  then 
their  ladies,  and  afterwards  the  Secretaries  and  attaches.  By  this 
time  they  are  all,  with  the  exception  of  Prince  Schwartzenburg 
and  the  Due  de  Palmella,  on  their  way  to  their  respective  courts. 

A  most  absurd  paragraph  has  appeared  in  a  weekly  paper,  stating 
that  it  is  the  Queen's  intention  to  create  the  Duke  of  Sussex  Lord 
High  Admiral.  Now,  independently  of  the  Duke's  bodily  infirm- 
ities, which  make  it  quite  impossible  for  him  to  undertake  any 
office  where  reading  or  writing  to  any  extent  are  necessary — the 
failure  of  the  office  as  a  sound  working  part  of  the  administration, 
in  the  hands  of  the  Duke  of  Clarence,  who  was  bred  a  sailor,  and 
therefore  familiar  with  all  the  detail  of  the  profession,  would,  one 
would  think,  convince  any  sensible  person  of  the  utter  inexpediency 
of  reviving  the  experiments, — and  especially  in  the  person  of  a 
prince  whose  tastes  and  habits  are  exactly  the  reverse  of  what  are 
necessary  to  control  and  direct  the  bustle  and  activity  of  our  naval 
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administration.  But  this  report  has,  no  doubt,  arisen  from  a  very 
prevalent  notion  that  Lord  Minto  must  soon  go  out,  and  that  it 
would  materially  strengthen  the  ministry  to  get  the  Duke  in. 

The  Queen  held  courts  yesterday  and  Monday,  when  she  re- 
ceived Sir  George  Villiers,  (our  ambassador  at  the  court  of  Spain), 
and  the  homage  of  the  new  Bishop  of  Sodor  and  Man.  There  is 
to  be  a  grand  investiture  of  the  Order  of  the  Bath  soon,  perhaps 
this  week,  when  the  Earl  of  Gosford,  for  his  profound  and  states- 
manlike conduct  in  the  administration  of  the  Canadas,  is  to  be 
dubbed  G.C.B.,  as  also  Lord  Howard  de  Walden,  our  minister  at 
the  court  of  Donna  Maria. 

Prince  Esterhazy  is  on  the  eve  of  his  departure  to  assist  at  the 
coronation  of  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  at  Milan.  During  His 
Excellency's  absence  it  is  not  improbable  that  the  conferences  on 
the  Belgic  question  will  be  re-opened  in  London — King  Leopold 
is  not  coming  over  here  for  nothing — and  Count  Sen  fit,  a  states- 
man, has  been  sent  over  to  represent  and  protect  the  interests  of 
Austria  at  them.  There  have  been  several  portentuous  meetings 
lately  between  Lord  Hill,  Lord  Melbourne,  Lord  Gosford,  Sir 
Francis  Head,  and  Lord  Glenelg — a  most  ominous  conjunction,  as 
Francis  Moore  would  have  it;  and  Canadian  affairs  have  not  been 
made  much  smoother  by  the  late  slap -dash  proceedings  of  the  illus- 
trious Durham — the  grand  pacificator. 

The  Queen  continues  her  visits  to  the  opera.  Persiani  has  been 
again  brought  forward  in  "  Lucia  di  Lammermore"  and  "  La  Son- 
nambulaP  Each  succeeding  performance  seems  only  to  rivet  the 
claims  of  this  lady  to  be  considered  as  one  of  the  greatest  of  modern 
singers.  Grisi  may  well  be  jealous.  Falstaff  has  not  taken. 
Grisi  has  substituted  "  La  Gazza  Ladra"  for  her  benefit  to-morrow 
night  instead  of  it.  There  is  a  gossip  that  Laporte's  agreement 
with  Balfe  is  a  conditional  one,  dependent  upon  the  success  of  the 
opera — if  so,  that  will  account  for  its  being  withdrawn  so  suddenly. 

We  have  another  mysterious  "  arrival"  within  this  last  day  or 
two,  in  the  persons  of  a  Prince  and  Princess  of  Oldenburgh.  No 
one  seems  to  know  any  thing  about  them,  or  what  possible  object 
can  have  brought  them  hither  at  this  time;  they  have  not  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Queen;  and  a  tolerably  strict  incog,  is  maintained. 
If  things  continue  in  this  strain  we  may  expect  it  to  be  soon  the 
fashion  for  Princes  and  Princesses  to  visit  our  court  in  disguise. 

The  Duchess  of  Gloucester  has  been  indisposed  for  some  days  with 
a  bad  cold.  Her  Royal  Highness,  though  not  recovered,  is  consi- 
derably better.  There  is  nothing  much  doing  to-day — the  Queen 
has  a  small  dinner  party  this  evening,  but  that  is  all.  The  minis- 
terial circles  still  positively  assert  that  Earl  Derby  is  to  have  the 
Garter — and  therefore  the  chances  are  his  Lordship  is  destined  to 
wear  the  Blue  Riband.  Lord  Holland  leaves  town  for  Paris  im- 
mediately after  the  close  of  the  session  of  parliament.

A  MOVING  SHADOW. 
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THE  FOURTH  FLORAL  AND  HORTICULTURAL 
EXHIBITION 

Was  held  in  the  Zoological  and  Botanical  Gardens,  on  Tuesday.  The  day 
proved  remarkably  fine,  and  there  was  a  brilliant  show  of  company,  at- 
tracted partly  by  the  exhibition  and  partly  by  the  beauty  of  the  Gardens 
and  the  many  curiosities  they  contain.  From  two  to  five  o'clock  the  scene 
was  one  of  peculiar  gaiety  and  animation, — the  numberless  groups  of 
visitors  scattered  about  the  grounds  in  every  direction,  strolling  along  the 
margin  of  the  lake,  or  resting  beneath  the  umbrageous  oaks  which  skirt 
its  borders,  presented  quite  a  novel  picture  to  the  view,  as  unlike  aught 
save  Stothard's  lovely  fetes,  as  it  is  possible  for  a  mind  accustomed  only 
to  the  formalities  of  English  pleasure  grounds  to  conceive.  In  short  it  was 
the  most  perfect  holiday  scene  that  we  have  witnessed  for  many  a  sum- 
mer's day.  The  floral  exhibition  was  set  out  under  capacious  awnings, 
erected  on  the  broad  platform  of  the  terrace.  There  were  many  very 
beautiful  plants  and  flowers  arranged  on  the  centre  and  left  hand  tables, 
the  two  long  tables  on  the  right  hand  being  reserved  for  the  fruits  and 
vegetables,  of  each  of  which  there  were  some  very  fine  specimens  indeed  ; 
still  the  show  was  not  so  showy  as  many  that  we  have  seen  on  former 
occasions,  there  being  a  manifest  deficiency  of  decorative  supplies,  as  well 
as  of  competition  specimens.  A  band  of  six  instruments  performed  in  the 
tent  for  the  first  two  hours  of  the  exhibition.

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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Season  is  now  fast  approaching  its  noontide  of  gaiety,  and  Chel- 
tenham again  assumes  its  wonted  summer-like  appearance.  The  rides  and 
drives,  and  fashionable  promenades,  which  for  full  three  weeks  after  the 
coronation  were  comparatively  deserted,  have  within  the  last  ten  days  be- 
come thronged  with  gay  equipages,  and  crowded  with  visitors,  attracted 
to  health's  pleasant  rendezvous  from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom.  The  arri- 
vals of  the  past  week  have  been  unusually  numerous,  and  even  within  the 
last  twenty-four  hours  many  affluent  and  distinguished  families  have  come 
in,  though  as  yet  their  names  appear  not  in  the  printed  lists ;  nearly  all 
the  large  houses  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Spas  have  been  taken  for 
the  autumn,  and  the  bills  are  rapidly  disappearing  from  the  windows  of  the 
lodging  houses,  while  the  hotels  and  boarding  houses  are  hourly  adding  to 
their  number  of  guests.  The  morning  and  evening  promenades  at  the 
Montpellier  also  bear  testimony  to  the  great  increase  in  our  recent  arri- 
vals, and  the  various  approaches  and  walks  leading  to  the  other  public  es- 
tablishments are  equally  symptomatic  of  the  bright  days  of  summer.

— Turn 
only  to  the  anticipatory  doings  of  the  ensuing  week,  and  lo  !  a  programme 
of  amusements  such  as  surely  was  never  presented  to  the  public  of  Chel- 
tenham before  ;  and  were  we  to  publish  all  the  anticipations  of  the  weeks 
which  successively  follow,  we  should  have  to  tell  of  coming  fetes — of  con- 
certs— breakfasts  and  galas  enough  to  gratify  the  most  enthusiastic  votary 
of  pleasure.  Besides  all  these,  the  Gloucester  musical  festival  in  Septem- 
ber will  be  sure  to  exercise  a  powerful  influence  upon  Cheltenham,  and 
bring  a  vast  influx  of  company  to  the  town — so  that  altogether  we  may 
fairly  calculate  upon  an  autumn  season  of  unexampled  prosperity. 

The  Centenary  Fete  will  form  the  leading  feature  of  the  "  doings"  of 
next  week,  as  it  has  an  important  one  among  the  "  sayings"  of  the  past. 
The  arrangements  of  the  proprietors  of  the  Old  Wells,  and  of  the  co-ope- 
rating committee  for  celebrating  the  centenary  of  their  establishment  are 
upon  the  most  extensive  scale,  and  worthy  an  occasion  of  such  importance. 
From  the  programe  of  the  day's  festivities  we  perceive  it  is  intended  they 
shall  commence  with  a  public  breakfast,  to  be  followed,  we  believe,  by 
music  and  other  entertainments.  The  evening  amusements  are  to  open 
with  a  musical  promenade,  at  which  the  Montpellier  Band,  whose  services 
upon  this  occasion  has  been  handsomely  presented  to  the  committee  by 
Messrs.  Jearrads,  will  perform.  After  this,  Mr.  D.  Gannon,  whose  recent 
exhibitions  at  the  Montpellier  Gardens  and  Rotunda  afforded  such  very 
general  satisfaction,  is  to  present  a  variety  of  amusements,  for  the  enume- 
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ration  of  which  we  must  refer  our  readers  to  the  "  bill  of  the  performance 
and  as  a  grand  finale,  there  will  be  a  display  of  fireworks  by  Mons.  D'Ernst, 
who  has  been  specially  M  retained"  for  the  occasion.  Altogether,  the  cen- 
tenary fete  promises  (weather  permitting)  to  be  one  of  the  most  brilliant 
afFairs  we  have  ever  had  in  the  place.  The  Wells  having  been  first  dis- 
covered in  1716,  and  the  waters  analysed  in  1721,  the  present  rejoicings 
are  to  commemorate  the  building  of  the  dome,  which  until  two  years  ago 
stood  in  the  centre  of  the  walk,  and  which,  it  appears,  was  erected  in  1738, 
when  the  wells  were  first  honored  with  the  title  of  the  Cheltenham  Spa. 

The  Evening  Concert  on  Friday  next,  at  the  Rotunda,  appears  likely 
to  afford  abundant  gratification  to  every  variety  of  musical  taste,  for  a 
programme  more  diversified  or  more  attractive  could,  we  think,  scarcely 
have  been  framed.  Among  the  novelties  to  be  brought  forward  are  seve- 
ral vocal  compositions  of  undoubted  merit,  while  others,  not  now  possess- 
ing the  charm  of  novelty,  will  be  introduced  under  such  novel  circum- 
stances as  to  render  them  even  more  attractive  than  those  that  do.  Of 
the  latter  number  are  the  favorite  ballad  of  Jenny  Jones,  which  is  to  be 
sung  by  the  composer  of  the  original  air,  and  the  specimens  of  Pennillion 
sinoing  to  the  harp,  after  the  manner  of  the  Ancient  Britons,  which  will, 
doubtless,  prove  of  singular  interest  to  those  who  are  curious  in  the  man- 
ners and  customs  of  the  olden  time.  Miss  Woodham,  of  whose  abilities 
as  a  singer  the  Metropolitan  critics  speak  in  the  most  eulogistic  terms,  is 
also  announced  for  a  new  song,  We've  crowned  our  Queen  with  roses,  as  well 
as  for  several  others  ;  also  for  two  duets  with  Mr.  Parry,  jun.,  whose  style 
of  ballad  singing  is  now  almost  without  a  rival  in  the  English  schools. 
The  instrumental  department  will  combine  the  talents  of  Mr.  Pio  Cian- 
chettini,  who  presides  at  the  piano,  and  conducts  the  concert ;  Mr.  H.  C. 
Coopar,  who  will  perform  a  violin  solo,  and  take  part  in  a  duet  with  Pio 
Cianchettini ;  Mr.  Parry,  who  promises  several  beautiful  melodies  on  that 
delightful  little  instrument  Wheatstone's  symphonion,  and  the  Montpellier 
Band,  who  are  entered  for  the  introductory  overtures  ;  so  that  altogether 
the  arrangements  appear  to  be  as  complete  as  possible.  Mr.  Parry  origi- 
nally announced  his  concert  for  Saturday  morning,  but  finding  that  the 
Distin  family  had  advertised  a  performance  for  the  same  morning,  he  has 
altered  the  time  to  the  Friday  Evening  previously,  so  as  not  to  interfere  at 
all  with  the  arrangements  of  those  talented  artists. 

The  Annual  Benefit  of  the  Montpellier  Band  is  announced  to 
take  place  on  the  18th  inst.,  (next  Saturday  week.) 

The  Distin  Family  are  announced  for  two  performances  at  the  Pittville 
Spa  next  week.  Those  who  are  partial  to  instrumental  music,  and  have 
not  yet  heard  these  clever  performers,  will,  no  doubt,  avail  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  about  to  be  afforded  them  of  doing  so. 

The  Works  of  the  Gloucester  and  Birmingham  Railway  are  pro- 
ceeding with  great  vigor  along  the  entire  line,  those  in  our  immediate  vi- 
cinity advancing  as  rapidly  as  on  any  other  portion  of  the  line.

business  since  the  publication  of  their  last  Report. 

"They  are  also  happy  to  state,  that  during  the  past  half-year,  they  have  not  sus- 
tained any  loss  by  bad  debts  or  otherwise  ;  and  so  successful  has  been  the  business,  that 
after  applying  half  the  profits  to  the  surplus  fund,  they  are  enabled  to  recommend  a  divi- 
dend at  the  rate  of  seven  and  a  half  per  cent,  per  annum  to  the  Shareholders.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  Aug.  8  th,  183S. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  appointment  of  an  Ambassador  Extraordinary  to  represent 
Queen  Victoria  at  the  coronation  of  the  Emperor  of  Austria  as 
King  of  Lombardy  at  Milan,  in  the  ensuing  month,  has  been 
<(  pretty  considerably  discussed,"  as  the  Yankees  would  say.  The 
"  learned  gentlemen  of  the  press"  have  appointed  both  the  Duke  of 
Devonshire  and  the  Marquis  of  Hertford  to  this  high  and  most 
honorable  office;  but  credentials  from  this  power,  however  poten- 
tial in  other  respects,  would  scarce  procure  their  reception  by  the 
Emperor.  The  Duke  of  Devonshire  has  not  been  appointed  by 
the  Queen,  nor  is  there  any  chance  of  His  Grace  receiving  such 
appointment;  and  as  for  the  Marquis  of  Hertford,  how  any  one 
could  for  a  moment  dream  that  Lord  Melbourne  would  suffer  this 
Court  to  be  represented  abroad  by  a  tory  Lord,  is  beyond  ordinary 
comprehension.  Such  being  the  case,  perhaps  the  "  Looker-On" 
may  be  permitted  to  venture  a  speculation  of  its  own  on  this  sub- 
ject ;  and  that  is,  that  Sir  Frederick  Lamb,  brother  of  the  Premier, 
will  respresent  the  Majesty  of  Great  Britain  on  this  occasion.  Sir 
Frederick  is  resident  Ambassador  at  the  Court  of  Vienna,  and  it  is 
most  probable  his  Excellency  will  receive  "  special"  credentials  to 
appear  as  Ambassador  at  Milan.  Of  course  it  is  impossible  to 
speak  more  positively  just  now.  Great  numbers  of  our  nobility 
are  hastening  away  in  order  to  be  present  at  this  august  ceremony, 
where  they  intend  to  display  great  magnificence,  but  Count  Demi- 
doff,  a  Russian  noble,  threatens  to  eclipse  all. 

The  Queen  has  been  holding  some  petty  Courts,  one  for  the  re- 
ception of  Prince  Peter  of  Oldenbourg,  another  for  the  Princes  of 
Nassau  to  take  leave.  The  Princess  of  Oldenbourg  was  not  pre- 
sented, her  Highness  being  indisposed.  The  Prince  is  twenty-six 
years  of  age,  and  is  nephew  to  the  present  Grand  Duke.  The 
Princes  of  Nassau  complete  the  list  of  u  departures"  (with  the  ex- 
ception of  Prince  Furstenberg)  of  all  our  illustrious  visitors  at  the 
coronation. 

The  departure  of  the  Queen  Dowager  for  her  voyage  to  Malta  is 
indefinitely  deferred.  Her  Majesty  remains  at  Bushy,  surrounded 
by  her  suite.  The  Princess  Augusta  is  going  on  a  visit  to  Her 
Majesty  in  a  few  days.  The  Duchess  of  Gloucester  has  quite  re- 
covered from  her  indisposition.  The  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cam- 
bridge, on  the  departure  of  the  Court  from  the  Metropolis,  will 
take  up  their  residence  at  Kew,  so  that  in  a  very  short  time  this 
memorable  *  season"  will  be  brought  to  a  close.  The  present  ar- 
rangement is  for  the  Queen  to  leave  town  next  Wednesday  week. 
The  Crown  Prince  of  Bavaria  is  still  a  sort  of  "great  uj  known." 
The  pertinacity  with  which  his  Royal  Highness  maintains  his  se- 
usion  after  having  been  formally  presented  to  the  Queen,  asto- 
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nishes  and  puzzles  everybody;  some  say  that  the  Prince  is  to 
have  an  invitation  to  Windsor,  but  that  is  scarcely  likely.  There 
seems  to  be  no  doubt  the  Marquis  of  Clanricarde  is  to  be  appointed 
Ambassador  at  the  Court  of  Russia.  It  has  frequently  been  a 
matter  of  surprise  that  the  noble  Marquis  has  so  long  remained 
without  any  share  of  the  "  loaves  and  fishes,"  having  been  rather 
scurvily  treated  by  his  friends  the  Ministers,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  their  administration.  They  appointed  him  to  the  post  of 
Captain  of  the  Yeomen  Guard,  and  immediately  after  abolished 
the  principal  source  of  its  emoluments,  by  making  the  Guard  a 
retiring  appointment  for  the  well  conducted  non-commissioned 
officers  and  privates  of  the  three  regiments  of  household  cavalry, 
instead  of  suffering  the  places  to  be  purchased  as  heretofore.  His 
Lordship,  however,  had  no  idea  of  such  practical  patriotism,  and 
immediately  resigned,  but  has,  nevertheless,  ever  since  manifested 
a  longing  desire  of  again  entering  the  service  of  his  country. 

The  Earl  of  Eglinton  is  going  to  make  a  brave  attempt  to  re- 
vive the  games  and  pastimes  of  chivalry.  A  grand  tournament  is 
to  be  held  at  his  Lordship's  Castle  in  Ayrshire  next  year,  when  it 
is  said  one  hundred  and  fifty  knights  and  nobles  will  meet  to  con- 
test the  prize.  Whether  or  not  it  will  be  quite  convenient  now-a- 
days  for  young  gentlemen  to  declare  in  the  lists  the  names  of  their 
sovereign  dulcineas,  and  to  make  every  body  believe  that  each  is 
the  most  peerless  beauty  in  the  united  kingdoms,  is  a  matter  which 
may  reasonably  be  doubted ;  yet  as  a  means  of  promoting  strong 
and  healthy  exercise  among  the  scions  of  our  noble  houses,  this 
revival  must  have  a  most  beneficial  effect.  It  is  said  that  several 
young  aristocrats  have  already  gone  into  training. 

There  has  been  a  council  of  the  Ministers  this  morning,  and 
they  all  go  to  Blackwall  to  dinner,  to  celebrate  the  close  of  the 
season  and  discuss  politics  and  white  bait.  Previous  to  the  cabinet 
Lord  Melbourne  had  an  audience  of  the  Queen.  Her  Majesty 
has  a  dinner  party  this  evening,  which  will  be  more  numerous  than 
is  ordinarily  the  case. 

The  Queen  continues  her  visits  to  her  own  theatre.  The  per- 
formance of  last  night  was  that  most  charming  opera  "La  Gazza 
Ladra,"  which  superseded  that  of  Parisina  which  was  announced 
in  the  bills,  it  is  said  at  the  instigation  of  royalty.  The  Queen, 
the  Duchess  of  Kent,  the  Princess  Hohenlohe,  the  Duke,  Duchess, 
and  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Cambridge,  and  a  most  brilliant  and 
crowded  audience  were  present.  The  Elslers  danced  a  new  pas 
de  deux. 

The  Duke  of  Devonshire  has  presented  the  Duchess  of  Suther- 
land with  the  diamond  key  which  the  Duke  wore  as  Lord  Cham- 
berlain, to  be  worn  by  her  Grace  as  a  badge  of  her  office  as  Mis- 
tress of  the  Robes.  This  is  very  significant  of  the  Duke's  inten- 
tion of  ever  taking  office  again.

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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

Mr.  Parry's  Concert  at  the  Rotunda  last  evening  proved  highly  at- 
tractive, and  we  regret  that  from  the  lateness  of  the  hour  at  which  it  took 
place  we  shall  be  unable  to  do  it  that  justice  its  merits  deserve.  The  con- 
cert was  opened  by  the  Montpellier  Band,  who  executed  the  overture  to 
Eliza  and  Clandio  in  their  usual  and  excellent  manner,  as  they  did  also  an- 
other overture  introductory  of  the  second  part.  Mr.  H.  C.  Cooper 
performed  a  violin  solo  in  the  first  act,  and  took  part  in  a  duet  with  Fio 
Cianchettini  in  the  second,  in  a  most  brilliant  and  masterly  style  ;  but  we 
must  hasten  to  the  principal  vocalists.  Miss  Woodham  made  a  most  suc- 
cessful debut  at  Cheltenham  ;  her  voice  is  of  a  fine  rich  quality,  and  of  a 
very  extensive  compass  ;  her  style  is  of  a  most  excellent  school  ;  she  gave 
Bellini's  song,  "  Se  Romeo,"  with  great  brilliancy  and  effect ;  she  also 
sang  a  new  song,  "  We  have  crowned  our  Queen  with  roses,"  in  a  very 
chaste  and  elegant  manner,  and  the  beautiful  Scottish  ballad  of  "  John 
Anderson  my  Joe"  was  given  with  great  expression  and  feeling  ;  she  also 
sang  an  English  and  Italian  duet,  with  great  success  with  Mr.  Parry,  jun., 
who  gave  several  songs  with  his  accustomed  talent.  His  "  Buffo  Trio 
Italiano"  was  exceedingly  clever,  and  his  imitations  of  Grisi,  Ivanoff,  and 
Lablache,  capital  ;  he  sang  in  three  distinct  voices,  and  accompanied  him- 
self on  the  piano-forte  in  a  masterly  manner.  Mr.  Parry  senior's  perfor- 
mance on  the  mellifluous  instruments,  the  symphonion  and  concertinan, 
pleased  very  much,  as  did  his  singing  of  his  own  ballad  of  "  Jenny  Jones," 
and  the  specimens  he  gave  of  the  mode  of  singing  Pennillion  (epigramatic 
stanzas)  accompanied  on  the  harp  by  his  son,  after  the  manner  of  the 
Ancient  Britons,  from  time  immemorial,  were  exceedingly  interesting, 
particularly  to  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Mountain  Land,  who  under- 
stood the  language  in  which  they  were  sung.  Mr.  Pio  Cianchettini  pre- 
sided at  the  pianoforte,  and  gave  "  lucid  proof  of  his  mastery  in  the  sci- 
ence of  sweet  sounds. 

Thirlestane  House,  we  are  happy  to  announce,  has  become  the  pro- 
perty of  Lord  North  wick,  who  has  just  completed  its  purchase.  It  is  un- 
derstood his  Lordship  gives  thirteen  thousand  pounds  for  the  mansion, 
which  it  will  require  yet  thirteen  thousand  more  to  finish.  We  sincerely 
congratulate  the  town  on  this  event,  which  must  afford  unmingled  satis  - 
faction to  all  who  are  interested  in,  or  wish  well  to,  its  prosperity.  The 
residence  amongst  us  of  a  nobleman  so  deservedly  held  in  the  highest 
estimation;  and,  withal,  so  celebrated  for  his  admiration  and  patronage  of 
the  fine  arts,  cannot  but  tend  to  exalt  the  place  in  the  good  opinion  of  the 
kingdom  at  large. 

Thursday's  Ball  at  the  Rotunda  was  numerously  and  fashionably 
attended,  and  we  were  glad  to  see  so  many  of  the  company  arrive  suffi- 
ciently early  to  enjoy  the  introductory  concert,  a  part  of  the  evening's  en- 
tertainment which  on  former  occasions  had  been  but  thinly  attended.  Mr. 
Cooper  performed  two  beautiful  solos  on  the  violin,  and  was  greatly  ap- 
plauded, as  indeed  his  brilliant  and  astonishing  execution  well  deserved  to 
be.  Dancing  commenced  shortly  after  nine  o'clock,  from  which  hour  to 
eleven  quadrilles  and  waltzes  succeeded  each  other  in  rapid  succession. 
At  eleven  twenty  couple  stood  up  for  a  country  dance,  which  was  kept  up 
with  spirit,  occupying  the  last  half  hour  of  the  evening's  entertainment. 

Another  Grand  Gala  is  to  take  place  in  the  Montpellier  Gardens  on 
Tuesday,  the  2 1st,  on  a  scale  of  surpassing  splendour.  The  fireworks 
upon  this  occasion  are  to  be  by  Mr.  Darby,  a  pyrotechnist,  now  in  the  exer- 
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cise  of  his  art  to  Cheltenham,  who  will,  doubtless,  do  his  best  to  merit  the 
good  opinion  of  the  patrons  of  our  public  amusements.  The  Gardens  are 
also  to  be  illuminated  with  many  thousands  of  variegated  lamps. 

The  Return  Cricket  Match  between  Cheltenham  and  Minchinhamp- 
ton  took  place  on  the  Lansdown  Ground  on  Tuesday,  when  the  former 
was  again  defeated,  though  not  quite  so  signally  as  at  the  first  meeting, 
and  under  circumstances  too  which  renders  the  second  victory  of  the 
Minchinhampton  Club  less  decisive  of  the  question  of  superiority  than  the 
result  might  lead  one  at  first  sight  to  suppose — the  Cheltenham  Club 
having  lent  four  of  its  players  to  their  opponents,  and  having,  moreover, 
their  own  bowler  lame  from  the  effect  of  a  sprain.

A  very  young 
lady,  Miss  Zuchelli,  varied  the  instrumental  performances  by  some  sweet 
singing,  which  was  well  received  by  an  audience  by  no  means  so  numerous 
as — from  the  excellenc  of  the  music  might  have  fairly  been  expected. 

Miss  Woodtiam  and  Mr.  J.  Parry  are  to  sing  at  the  Petit  Concert, 
which  will  take  place  after  the  Promenade  this  Evening,  when  Mr.  Cooper 
and  Mr.  M.  H.  Patton  will  also  perform  several  favourite  compositions  on 
their  respective  instruments. 

The  Closing  Concert  of  August  bids  fair  to  eclipse  all  its  precursors 
of  the  present  season,  at  least  in  the  estimation  of  those  who  admire  the 
brilliancy  and  science  of  Italian  music,  Madame  Persiani  with  Signors 
Rubini,  Negri,  and  Emiliani.  having  announced  a  Concert  at  the  Assembly 
Rooms,  for  Tuesday  Evening  the  28th  inst.  Our  gifted  townsman,  Pio 
Cianchettini,  is  also  announced  to  conduct. 


THE  CENTENARY  OF  THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  THE 

FIRST  SPA 

In  Cheltenham  was  celebrated  throughout  the  town  on  Wednesday  with 
demonstrations  of  rejoicing  suitable  to  so  auspicious  an  occasion.  At 
early  dawn  St.  Mary's  bells  rang  out  their  merry  peal,  and  the  national 
colours  were  displayed  at  the  principal  establishments,  the  Montpellier  and 
Pittville  Spas,  the  Assembly  Rooms,  the  Plough  Hotel,  and  divers  other 
places  ;  the  town  in  short  put  on  quite  a  holiday  appearance,  and  hailed, 
as  it  well  became  it  to  do,  with  a  joyous  and  jubilant  spirit  the  completion 
of  the  first  hundred  years  of  its  growth  and  prosperity.  But  it  was  at  the 
Old  Wells,  the  original  source  of  that  prosperity ;  and  the  scene  of  those 
royal  visits  which  erewhile  distinguished  it  above  its  fellows,  that  the  chief 
demonstrations  took  place.  A  committee  of  tradespeople  having  been 
formed,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  design  of  the  centenary  celebra- 
tion, and  co-operating  with  the  lessee  of  the  property  (Miss  Hasell)  in 
accomplishing  so  laudable  an  object,  exerted  themselves  to  the  utmost  to 
give  effect  to  the  various  and  varied  arrangements  of  the  day ;  and  it  must 
be  admitted  with  the  most  complete  success.  Under  their  direction  the 
details  of  the  fete  were  planned,  and,  under  their  immediate  superinten- 
dence, were  also  carried  into  execution  ;  while  all  the  public  establish- 
ments of  the  town  appeared  to  vie  with  each  other  in  their  desire  to  further 
the  general  object  by  contributing  such  aid  and  assistance  as  lay  in  their 
power. 

The  "doings"  of  the  day  commenced  with  a  public  breakfast,  which  was 
announced  for  two  o'clock,  but  long  before  that  hour  the  company  had 
arrived  in  great  numbers  at  the  appointed  rendezvous,  and  a  party  of  nearly 
two  hundred  had  seated  themselves  at  the  tables  spread  out  in  the  Pump 
Room.  These  were  decorated  and  furnished  in  the  most  elegant  manner, 
and  supplied  with  all  the  choice  delicacies  usually  provided  for  such  enter- 
tainments, including  fruits,  jellies,  creams,  &c.  &c.  in  rich  abundance ;  a 
band  of  music  was  stationed  in  the  orchestra,  which,  during  the  regale- 
ment, performed  a  variety  of  lively  compositions.  On  the  lawn,  to  the 
right  of  the  grand  walk,  three  large  tents  were  erected,  and  beneath  these 
were  other  breakfast  tables  set  out  in  a  style  of  equal  elegance  with  those 
in  the  Pump  Room.   The  two  largest  of  the  tents,  which  together  appeared

capable  of  accommodating  two  hundred  persons,  were  quickly  filled  with 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  who,  in  partaking  of  the  choice  viands  before  them, 
seemed  greatly  to  enjoy  themselves,  and  to  enter  quite  into  the  spirit  of  the 
scene.  Opposite  these  tents,  on  the  grand  walk,  a  little  theatre  had  been 
erected,  whence,  during  the  breakfast,  the  Montpellier  Band  gratified  the 
company  with  selections  of  military  and  other  music.  The  third  tent  on 
the  lawn  was  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  committee.  The  breakfast  was 
furnished  by  Mr.  Gunton,  and  reflected  great  credit  on  his  taste  and  libe- 
rality ;  everything  provided  being  of  the  choicest  of  its  kind,  and  in  the 
richest  abundance.  The  "  appointments"  also  of  the  different  tables,  so  far 
at  least  as  a  looker-on  could  judge,  were  in  every  respect  most  complete 
and  efficient. 

After  the  merits  of  the  breakfast  had  been  fully  discussed,  some  time 
was  permitted  to  elapse,  during  which  the  company  amused  themselves 
in  promenading  about  the  grounds,  the  band  the  while  performing  such 
favourite  music  as  harmonized  with  the  mood  of  the  hour.  About  half- 
past  three  o'clock  however  the  roll  of  the  drum,  immediately  followed  by 
"  God  save  the  Queen,"  announced  that  some  important  movement  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  day  was  about  to  take  place  ;  and  thereupon  the  com- 
mittee, followed  by  the  band  and  the  stewards  of  the  fete,  advanced  in  pro- 
cession up  the  broad  walk,  and  thence  to  the  lawn, — Mr.  Joslin,  one  of  the 
committee,  bearing  an  oak  plant,  some  six  inches  in  height,  and  having 
the  acorn  still  attached  to  its  root,  which  was  handed  to  Miss  Hasell,  the 
lessee  of  the  Old  Well,  by  whom  it  was  deposited  in  the  ground  prepared 
for  its  reception.  This  done,  Mr.  Trye,  one  of  the  stewards,  addressed 
the  company  in  a  brief  but  apposite  speech,  on  the  subject  of  the  past  glo- 
ries and  future  prospects  of  the  town  of  Cheltenham ;  at  the  conclusion  of 
which  three  lusty  cheers  were  given  for  the  young  oak,  and  the  enchanted 
circle  dispersed.  Another  pause  ensued,  and  again  another  amusement 
succeeded.  The  band  changed  their  martial  melodies  to  more  tripping 
measures,  and  a  country  dance  was  formed  upon  the  green  by  Mr.  Trye, 
Mr.  H.  B.  Williams,  and  Captain  Younghusband,  three  of  the  stewards, 
the  first  gentleman  leading  off  the  dance  with  Mrs.  H.  Bell.  A  quadrille 
was  subsequently  formed,  after  dancing  which  the  company  withdrew,  and 
so  closed  the  first  act  of  the  day's  entertainment. 

The  Second  Act  commenced  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening  with  the 
lighting  of  the  illuminations.  These  were  upon  the  most  extensive  and 
splendid  scale,  the  entire  elm-tree  avenue  being  festooned  and  arched  with 
light  from  end  to  end.  The  first  division  of  the  walk,  extending  from  the 
Crescent  to  the  Pump  Room,  was  beautifully  hung  in  festoons  thrown 
across  the  road,  and  having  a  Maltese  cross  pendent  from  the  centre  of 
each,  all  formed  of  variegated  lamps,  large  stars  of  which  were  also  placed 
against  the  trunk  of  every  third  tree  throughout  the  whole  length ;  the 
grass  borders  on  either  hand  being  also  studded  with  lights  of  the  same 
description,  in  number  numberless.  Immediately  over  the  Crescent 
entrance,  and  looking  up  the  avenue,  was  a  large  and  magnificent  crown 
in  gaslight,  the  gems  being  thrown  out  in  colour  by  the  aid  of  stained 
glass,  which  had  a  most  brilliant  and  startling  effect.  This  division  of  the 
walk  was  indeed  one  complete  blaze  of  light,  and  must  have  contained 
many  thousands  of  lamps.  Proceeding  beneath  this  dazzling  canopy  the 
"multitudinous  throng"  advanced  to  the  railing  which  separates  the  upper 
from  the  lower  walk.  On  either  side  of  this  entrance,  the  apposite  device 
of  a  pigeon,  beautifully  lighted  with  gas,  recalled  the  legend  of  the  first 
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discovery  of  the  spa,  and  reminded  the  antiquary  and  the  poet  that  they 
were  entering  consecrated  ground.  At  the  opposite  corners  of  the  quad- 
rangle, formed  by  the  Pump  Room  and  Well  House,  were  the  letters 
V  V.  R.,"  also  lighted  with  gas.  From  this  point  up  to  Grove  House  the 
walk  assumed  a  new  character,  more  striking  and  elegant  in  its  develop- 
ment than  the  brilliant  festoons  already  described,  being  arched  over  with 
lamps  so  as  to  resemble  the  ribbed  vaultings  of  some  splendid  cathedral,  a 
most  magnificent  gas-lit  crown,  surmounted  by  a  globe  and  cross,  form- 
ing the  extremity  of  the  glorious  vista.  These  pointed  arches  of  light  had 
their  shafts  profusely  decorated  with  stars  and  numerous  other  devices, 
which  shed  a  resplendent  blaze  on  all  around ;  and  as  night  came  on,  the 
dark  foliage  of  the  back  ground  threw  out  the  whole  design  with  wonder- 
ful and  surprising  beauty. 

The  lawn,  and  various  buildings  to  the  right  of  the  grand  walk,  were  aH 
richly  illuminated  with  crowns  and  stars  and  glittering  zones,  while  count- 
less lamps  were  scattered  round  in  every  direction,  tracing  out  the  devious 
walks,  and  circling  each  object  needing  the  guardianship  of  light  for  its 
protection.  The  Fencing  School  was  fitted  up  as  a  refreshment  room, 
whence  Messrs.  Gunton  and  Hooper  dispensed  their  delicacies  to  all  who 
chose  to  purchase.  A  printing-press  was  at  work  in  an  adjoining  building, 
printing  a  memento  of  the  celebration  fete ;  a  short  but  clever  sketch,  pro- 
spective and  retrospective  of  Cheltenham  and  its  spas,  printed  on  a  sheet 
of  letter  paper,  having  a  view  of  the  Old  Well  Walk  as  a  headpiece  to  the 
first  page.  A  tall  pole,  "  like  to  the  mast  of  some  great  admiral,"  upon 
which  was  hoisted  the  union-jack  of  England,  was  planted  on  the  lawn, 
and  there  was  a  profusion  of  similar  emblems  displayed  from  other  points 
of  observation  in  various  parts  of  the  grounds  ;  but  we  must  forego  further 
description,  though  we  have  scarce  half  described  the  noticeable  features 
of  the  scene. 

The  amusements  of  the  evening  commenced  with  the  performance  of  a 
selection  of  popular  compositions,  by  the  Montpellier  Band,  who  certainly 
did  not  play  their  best  upon  this  occasion.  A  second  band,  stationed  near 
the  Pump  Room,  also  performed  at  intervals.  From  seven  o'clock  to  half- 
past  eight  the  company,  numbering  by  this  time  about  five  thousand, 
amused  themselves  in  promenading  from  one  illuminated  scene  to  another, 
all  equally  lost  in  wonder  and  admiration.  Shortly  after  eight  o'clock, 
Mr.  D.  Gannon  commenced  an  entertainment  in  the  temporary  theatre 
erected  for  that  purpose  ubout  the  middle  of  the  upper  walk,  but  the  crowd 
was  so  dense  all  around  it  that  we  found  it  quite  impossible  to  get  near 
enough  either  to  see  or  hear,  and  therefore  shall  not  attempt  to  describe 
the  performance.  The  exhibition  of  the  Grecian  Statues  by  the  same  artist 
was  the  next  object  of  attraction  :  this,  which  was  enacted  on  the  flat  roof 
of  the  building  covering  the  sulphur  well,  lost  much  of  its  effect  from  the 
darkness  and  the  mismanagement  of  the  coloured  fires  intended  to  light  up 
the  representation.  Then  followed  the  Eruption  of  Mount  Vesuvius,  but  as 
we  cannot  say  much  in  its  commendation,  we  will  pass  on  at  once  to  the 
fireworks,  though  a  shadowy  exhibition,  clever  and  amusing  enough  of  its 
kind,  entitled  A  Flight  to  the  Moon,  was  introduced  between  the  two.  The 
fireworks  were  indeed  worthy  of  unqualified  praise,  and  Mons.  D'Ernst 
evinced  the  most  perfect  knowledge  of  the  art  and  science  of  his  craft  in 
the  beautiful  adaptation  of  the  machinery  introduced,  and  the  brilliancy  of 
the  different  fires  entering  into  their  various  combinations.  We  have, 
perhaps,  seen  better  rockets,  but  light  of  more  dazzling  brightness,  or 
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colours  of  more  exquisite  splendour,  were  certainly  never  before  submitted 
to  public  inspection.  With  the  fireworks  the  entertainments  of  this  splen- 
did fete  concluded. 

Altogether  the  centenary  celebration  more  than  realized  the  most  san- 
guine expectations  of  those  most  interested  in  its  success.  Between  six 
and  seven  thousand  persons  are  said  to  have  been  present  on  the  occasion, 
and  we  will  venture  to  say — not  one  of  the  number,  large  as  it  was,  left 
the  gay  and  gittering  scene  dlissatisfied  or  disappointed  with  any  of  the 
arrangements.  The  weather  proved  throughout  remarkably  fine,  and  in 
short  a  day  of  more  perfect  and  thorough  enjoyment  it  is  impossible  to  con- 
ceive.  May  it  prove  the  forerunner  of  many  such  in  the  history  of  the 
hundred  years  to  come  ! 

Comemmorative  of  the  event  above  described  a  very  neat  medal  was 
struck,  having  a  view  of  the  Well  Walk  on  the  front,  and  a  suitable  instruc- 
tion on  the  obverse.  One  impression  in  gold  has  been  taken  off  for  pre- 
sentation to  Her  Majesty,  to  whom  it  is  transmitted  in  due  form.

London,  Aug.  15  th,  1838. 

My  Dear  Looker-On, 

The  "  conferences"  on  the  Hollando-Belgic 
question  were  re-commenced  on  Monday  at  our  Foreign  Office ; 
Prince  Esterhazy  for  Austria,  Count  Sebastiani  for  France,  Count 
Pozzo  di  Borgo  for  Russia,  Baron  Bulow  for  Prussia,  and  my  Lord 
Palmerston  for  Great  Britain,  took  their  seats  at  the  Board,  and 
commenced  the  foundation  of  a  "second  series"  of  protocols, 
which,  if  not  quite  so  voluminous  as  the  first,  will,  there  is  very 
little  doubt,  be  quite  as  worthless.  The  attendance  of  Prince 
Esterhazy  is  merely  pro  forma,  as  His  Highness  is  off  to  Milan 
forthwith.  His  Excellency  having  opened  the  conference,  will  leave 
all  the  real  work  of  diplomacy  to  be  done  by  Count  Senfft.  King 
Leopold  is  expected  over  the  latter  end  of  next  week  to  watch  over 
his  own  interests,  and  M.  Dedel,  the  Dutch — or  as  he  persists  in 
calling  himself  the  Netherlands — Minister,  fidgets  about,  pretend- 
ing to  be  doing  nothing,  but  keeping  withal  a  sharp  look  out  after 
his  master's  interests. 

The  Princess  of  Oldenburgh  has  quite  recovered  from  her  indis- 
position, and  was  presented  to  the  Queen  at  a  Court  held  last 
Friday  for  that  purpose.  The  Prince  and  Princess  dined  with  the 
Queen  on  Monday.  The  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Sutherland,  one  or 
two  of  the  Cabinet  Ministers  and  the  chief  Officers  of  the  Household, 
were  invited  to  meet  Their  Highnesses.  The  Princess  is  a  blonde, 
and  rather  pretty, — her  age  is  apparently  about  one-and-twenty : 
she  is  attended  by  a  dame  d'honneur,  La  Baronne  d'Aretin  ;  the 
gentilhomme  in  attendance  on  the  Prince  is  Le  Comte  Tolstoy. 

The  venerable  Earl  of  Westmoreland  had  an  audience  of  the 
Queen  on  Monday.  It  is  believed  that  the  Queen  made  an  offer 
to  the  aged  noble  of  the  use  of  her  riding-school,  for  him  to  pursue 
those  equestrian  exercises  in  so  absolutely  necessary  to  his  health, 
but  which,  from  the  defective  state  of  his  powers  of  vision,  have 
become  highly  dangerous — both  to  himself  and  others — when 
practised  out  of  doors.  The  visit  on  Monday  was  personally  to 
acknowledge  Her  Majesty's  kindness  previous  to  her  departure 
from  town.    The  noble  Earl  is  in  his  eightieth  year. 

The  Queen  Dowager's  departure  for  Malta  will  not  take  place 
before  the  middle  of  September.  Monday  was  Her  Majesty's  birth- 
day, when  she  received  either  visits  or  letters  of  congratulation 
from  all  the  Royal  Family.  The  Princess  Augusta  still  remains  on 
a  visit.  There  is  a  story  that  went  the  round  of  the  papers  some 
time  ago,  that  the  Duke  of  Cambridge  had  written  to  the  King  o 
Hanover,  asking  his  permission  to  occupy  His  Majesty's  residence 
at  Kew,  and  that  such  application  had  met  with  a  blunt  and  most  un- 
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courteous  refusal.  Now  the  fact  is,  the  Duke  of  Cambridge  and  his 
family  are  at  present  occupying  one  of  the  residences  of  the  King  of 
Hanover  at  Kew,  for  the  Duke  of  Cumberland  had  two,  one  which  the 
Duke  used  to  occupy  en  gar  con,  and  the  other  when  the  Duchess 
and  the  young  Prince  were  here.  The  Duke  of  Cambridge  has  got 
possession  of  the  smaller  residence,  and  has  also  some  other  apart- 
ments of  his  own.  The  Prince  and  Princess  Hohenlohe  do  not 
accompany  the  Queen  out  of  town,  but  will  take  leave  about  the 
middle  of  next  week.  There  is  a  grand  dinner  at  the  Palace  on 
Friday,  and  there  is  to  be  an  evening  party  before  the  departure  of 
the  Court,  but  no  ball.  The  Queen  goes  in  state  to-morrow  to 
prorogue  the  parliament,  our  legislators  bringing  their  labours  to  a 
close  by  the  passing  of  the  Bill  of  Indemnity  for  the  Officers  who 
have  obeyed  the  ordinances  of  the  Earl  of  Durham,  the  "  great 
card"  of  the  Whig  Ministiy.  The  Queen  held  a  Privy  Council 
to-day,  which  was  attended  by  all  the  Ministers,  for  the  purpose 
of  concocting  and  approving  the  speech  to  be  delivered  from  the 
throne  to-morrow.  This  document  is  anticipated  with  great  curi- 
osity and  interest  by  all  parties,  especially  with  regard  to  Canadian 
affairs,  as  on  it  depends,  according  to  club  gossip,  whether  Lord 
Durham  resigns  or  continues  in  his  office.  The  Queen  also  held  a 
Court  to-day,  at  which  Count  Ludolph  presented  a  letter  from  his 
sovereign  to  Her  Majesty.  After  the  Court  and  Privy  Council 
there  was  a  grand  investiture  of  the  Order  of  the  Bath,  the  Queen 
as  sovereign  of  the  order  presided,  wearing  the  crimson  satin 
mantle,  and  also  the  kirtle  or  surcoat  appertaining  to  it.  Her 
Majesty  wore  a  diamond  circlet  or  diadem  on  her  head.  The  Duke 
of  Sussex  officiated  as  acting  grand  master,  and  there  were  three 
other  knights  grand  crosses  present,  viz. — Lord  Hill,  Viscount 
Palmerston,  and  the  Earl  of  Minto.  The  officers  of  the  order,  the 
Gentlemen-at-Arms,  &c,  were  on  duty,  and  with  the  usual  cere- 
monies the  following  investitures  took  place  :  Lieut.-Gen.  the  Hon. 
Sir  Robert  O'Callaghan  was  invested  as  a  grand  cross,  Lieut.-Gen. 
Sir  John  Lambert,  Archibald  Earl  of  Gosford,  Lord  Howard 
de  Walden,  (our  Minister  at  the  Court  of  Lisbon)  and  Sir  Richard 
Jenkins  were  knighted,  and  invested  as  grand  crosses;  Major-Gen. 
Sir  A.  Caldwell  and  Major-Gen.  Sir  J.  L.  Lushington  were  invested 
grand  crosses  ;  Admiral  Sir  John  Lawford,  Major-Gen.  Sir  A. 
Pilkington,  Major-Gen.  Sir  John  Gardiner,  and  Major-Gen.  Sir 
Edward  Gibbs  were  all  knighted,  and  invested  as  knights  com- 
manders ;  Major-Gen.  Sir  A.  B.  Clifton  was  invested  a  knight  com- 
mander, and  Col.  Sir  Richard  Williams  received  the  star  of  a 
knight  commander.  After  the  investiture  the  Queen  presented  the 
badge  of  garter  to  Sir  William  Woods,  and  delivered  the  sceptre  of 
garter  principal  king  of  arms  to  the  hands  of  the  worthy  knight. 
Prince  George  of  Cambridge  starts  in  a  short  time  on  his  continen- 
tal tour.

A  MOVING  SHADOW. 
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THE  MUSICAL  PROMENADES

SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Season  has  progressed  to  its  noontide  period,  and  now  assumes 
the  life  and  gaiety  for  which  "  the  season"  of  Cheltenham  has  long  been 
celebrated.  There  is  in  fact  no  place  in  the  kingdom  at  all  to  be  com- 
pared to  it  in  these  respects,  or  where  so  great  a  diversity  of  agreeable 
occupations  present  themselves  to  the  notice  of  strangers,  whatever  be 
their  tastes  and  inclinations.  Year  after  year  adds  some  new  feature  to  its 
attractions — gives  increasing  interest  to  these  previously  established,  or 
supersedes  them  by  others  more  congenial  to  the  habits  and  dispositions 
of  the  hour : — nothing,  in  short,  is  left  unattempted  which  promises  to 
contribute  to  the  entertainment  of  the  visitors,  or  induce  that  cheerfulness 
of  mind  so  essential  to  the  thorough  enjoyment  of  the  various  sports  and 
pastimes  which  so  pre-eminently  distinguish  the  season  in  Cheltenham. 
At  the  present  moment  we  have  probably  as  large  a  number  of  strangers 
amongst  us  as  in  the  same  month  of  any  previous  year  ; — the  town,  it  may 
be,  does  not  appear  so  full,  but  the  enlargement  which  it  has  during  the 
last  ten  years  undergone  sufficiently  accounts  for  such  appearance.  If  the 
accommodation  of  the  place  could  be  suddenly  contracted  to  its  limits  in 
1828,  it  would  be  then  found  that  it  would  not  hold  the  residents  and 
visitors  who  now  find  "  ample  foom  and  space  enough"  within  its  boun- 
daries. All  the  best  private  residences  in  the  place  are  occupied,  and  the 
various  hotels  and  boarding  houses  are  filled  with  guests.  The  promenades 
in  walking  hours  are  thronged  with  elegant  company,  and  the  rides  and 
drives  with  costly  equipages.  These  are  "  outward  and  visible  signs"  not 
to  be  mistaken.  The  morning  attendances  at  the  Old  Wells  bear  testi- 
mony to  the  wide  spread  fame  of  our  sanative  springs  ;  strangers  from  all 
climes  and  quarters  of  the  globe  are  there  gathered  together,  not  merely 
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from  all  parts  of  our  own  country  and  the  continent  of  Europe,  but  also 
from  the  sun  lit  cities  of  the  gorgeous  East,  and  the  dark  Savannahs  of 
the  far  West.  There  is,  in  fact,  scarcely  a  civilized  kingdom  that  does 
not,  during  the  season,  send  its  representative  to  Cheltenham.  Through 
the  day  you  meet  them  strolling  beneath  the  green-arched  avenues  of  our 
public  walks,  admiring  the  elegance  of  our  buildings — the  grateful  beauty 
of  our  promenades  ;  or  through  the  gardens  of  the  Zoological  Society, 
lingering  around  the  pleasant  margin  of  the  lakes,  or  in  the  pleasure- 
grounds  and  shrubberies  of  the  Pittville,  the  Montpellier,  or  the  Old  Wells 
Spas.  In  short,  turn  in  whichever  direction  you  please,  you  encounter 
the  same  gay  and  cheerful  groups — the  same  happy  countenances, — 
strangers,  yet  smiling  recognition  as  they  pass  ;  and  thus  the  day  glides 
on  till  dinner-time,  when,  in  the  pleasant  interchange  of  civilities,  and  the 
exercise  of  those  courtesies  which  sweeten  life  and  give  zest  to  society, 
the  adventures  of  the  morning  become  the  themes  of  delightful  conversa- 
tion, leading  to  friendships  and  fond  endearments  which  oftentimes  change 
not  through  life's  longest  pilgrimage.  The  gayest  of  ail  our  gay  scenes 
presents  itself  at  twilight,  and  the  evening  musical  promenade  completes 
the  circle  of  the  day's  amusements.  These  delightful  gatherings,  so  pecu- 
liar to  Cheltenham,  bring  together  all  the  friends,  acquaintances,  and 
strangers  whom  we  have  encountered  in  our  day's  perambulations,  as  the 
last  scene  of  a  play  assembles  on  the  stage  all  the  dramatis  persona  who 
have  appeared  fretting  their  hour  upon  the  stage.  With  this  simile  we 
drop  the  curtain. 

The  Musical  Soiree,  given  at  the  Rotunda  after  the  Promenade  last 
Saturday  evening,  though  short,  proved  one  of  the  most  elegant  and 
delightful  entertainments  that  we  have  attended  this  season.  Miss  W^ood- 
ham  and  Mr.  Parry,  jun.  each  sang  two  or  three  songs,  in  which  they  were 
most  rapturously  applauded :  Mr.  Cooper  executed  two  solos  on  the 
violin,  as  did  also  Mr.  M.  H.  Patton  one  on  the  violoncello,  and  performed, 
together,  a  duet  on  those  instruments.  Mr.  Pio  Cianchettini  presided  at 
the  piano.  Previous  to  the  concert  tea  and  coffee  were  provided  for  the 
company  in  the  promenade -room.  From  the  approbation  expressed  of 
these  occasional  in-door  performances,  we  hope  we  shall  find  them  more 
frequently  repeated ;  their  success,  judging  from  those  which  have  already 
taken  place,  cannot  reasonably  be  doubted,  provided  such  selections  and 
such  performers  as  the  last  can  be  insured. 

The  Annual  Benefit  of  the  Montpellier  Band  takes  place  this  even- 
ing, and  we  hope  will  be  liberally  patronized  by  our  residents  and  visitors. 
The  programme  set  forth,  we  are  quite  sure,  cannot  fail  attracting  to  the 
promenade  every  lover  of  instrumental  music,  for  a  richer  selection  it  was 
scarcely  possible  to  have  made,  or  one  calculated  to  afford  greater  delight. 
The  splendid  overtures  to  Don  Giovanni  and  Le  Sermcnt.  with  the  favorite 
Waterloo  Battle  Piece,  are  among  the  number  of  compositions  entered  for 
performance — besides  several  others  new  to  Cheltenham.  Among  the 
latter  is  an  overture  by  Gambaro,  de  Tivoli,  and  Strauss's  famous  waltz, 
La  plus  Belle.  In  order  to  give  this  selection  full  effect,  several  auxiliaries 
are  to  be  added  to  the  band,  so  that  we  may  expect  a  brilliant  entertainmei  t- 

A  Grand  Gala  is  announced  for  Tuesday  next  in  the  Montpellier  Gar- 
dens. Mr.  Duffil,  the  able  illuminator  of  Vauxhall  has  undertaken  the 
illuminations,  which  it  is  intended  shall  be  on  a  scale  superior  to  anything 
that  has  yet  been  attempted  in  these  grounds.  The  fireworks  too,  judging 
from  the  programme,  would  also  seem  to  be  quite  first-rate ;  and  as  they 
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are  by  an  artist  who  has  never  before  exhibited  in  Cheltenham,  he  will 
doubtless  light  up  his  brightest  fires  on  the  occasion,  in  order  to  create  a 
favorable  impression  of  his  skill  and  abilities  in  the  pyrotechnic  art.  As 
the  evenings  now  close  in  sufficiently  early  to  admit  of  the  fireworks  being 
let  off  even  before  nine  o'clock,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  com- 
mencement of  the  firing  as  soon  as  possible  after  half-past  eight. 

The  Cheltenham  Cricket  Club,  nothing  daunted  by  their  late  dis- 
comfitures, have  accepted  the  challenge  of  the  men  of  Ross,  to  a  match  on 
Tuesday  next,  the  21st  tnst.  The  wickets  are  to  be  pitched  on  the  Ross 
ground,  whither  the  athletes  of  Lansdown  will  proceed  "  in  dae  course." 

The  Bishop  of  Gloucester  held  his  second  triennial  visitation  in  Chel- 
tenham on  Wednesday,  when  a  very  large  assemblage  of  the  clergy  and 
parochial  functionaries  of  the  diocese  attended  divine  service  a't  St.  Mary's 
Church.  The  Rev.  F.  Close  read  the  service,  and  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Christie 
preached  the  sermon,  after  which  the  Bishop  delivered  his  charge — a  forci- 
ble and  eloquent  appeal  adapted  to  the  circumstances  of  the  times,  and 
passing  in  review  many  highly  important  subjects  having  relation  to  the 
Established  Church  and  its  institutions,  their  government  and  future  effi- 
ciency. The  various  services  occupied  from  eleven  o'clock  to  three,  during 
the  whole  of  whit  time  the  church  was  crowded  to  excess.  In  the  even- 
ing the  Bishop,  Clergy,  and  Churchwardens  dined  together  at  the  Fleece 
Hotel.  The  Bishop  of  Derry  and  several  other  non-resident  clergy  were 
also  of  the  party. 

The  Gloucester  Music  Meeting,  as  the  time  draws  near  for  its  taking 
place,  begins  to  occupy  public  attention,  and  in  the  course  of  another  week 
will  well-nigh  absorb  it  altogether.  The  various  arrangements  for  the 
festival  are  on  the  most  extensive  and  liberal  scale,  a  much  larger  number 
of  performers  being  engaged  than  on  any  former  celebration.  The  stew- 
ards have  adventured  boldly  forward,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  public 
patronage  will  commensurablv  second  and  reward  their  exertions,  and  not, 
as  has  too  frequently  happened  upon  former  occasions,  leave  them  to  defray 
a  large  deficiency  in  the  receipts  out  of  their  own  private  funds. 

The  Master  of  the  Ceremonies'  Summer  Ball  will  take  place,  as 
usual,  in  the  middle  of  September,  notwithstanding  the  musical  festival  at 
Gloucester,  the  second  day's  performance  of  which  will  occur  on  the  same 
day,  namely,  Thursday,  the  13th. 

The  Rotunda  Ball  on  Thursday  evening  was  honoured  with  the  pre- 
sence of  nearly  two  hundred  of  our  residents  and  visitors.  The  introductory 
concert  was  of  a  very  superior  character,  and  different  from  most  of  those 
which  have  been  given  upon  former  occasions,  having  been  mostly  confined 
to  stringed  instruments.  Mr.  H.  C.  Cooper  executed  in  beautiful  style  a 
solo  of  Mayseder's,  and  took  part  in  one  of  Beethoven's  exquisite  quar- 
ters, in  which  latter  he  was  joined  by  Mr.  Cox,  Mr.  Best,  and  Mr.  M.  H. 
Patton,  who  all  sustained  their  parts  with  complete  success.  The  last- 
named  gentleman  also  performed  a  solo  on  the  violoncello,  introducing  the 
airs  of  Had  I  a  heart  for  falsehood  framed  and  St.  Patrick's  Day  in  the 
morning  in  an  elegant  and  masterly  manner,  evidencing  throughout  a  com- 
plete controul  over  his  instrument,  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  its  capa- 
bilities. The  impatience  of  the  dancers  deprived  us  of  a  concerto  for  which 
Mr.  Cooper  was  entered,  but  which  was  omitted  in  deference  to  those  who 
preferred  "tripping  it  on  the  light  fantastic  toe"  to  silently  listening  to  the 
sweet  sounds  of  the  artist's  violin.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  Aug.  22nd,  1838. 

My  Dear  Loqker-On, 

The  Queen  left  us  yesterday  afternoon  for 
Windsor ;  Her  Majesty  was  accompanied  by  her  mother  and  the 
Marchioness  of  Normanby,  who  occupied  a  seat  in  the  carriage  as 
dame  d'honneur.  The  suite  followed  in  two  other  carriages,  and 
consisted  of  Lady  Mary  Stopford,  Miss  Murray,  Miss  Pitt,  Lady 
Gardiner,  Baroness  Lehzen,  and  the  Hon.  Col.  Cavendish.  The 
Queen's  carriage  was  open,  as  was  also  one  of  the  others.  A  dash- 
ing party  of  the  7th  Hussars  escorted  the  royal  cortege.  The 
royal  standard,  which  floated  over  the  marble  arch  of  the  New 
Palace,  was  struck,  and  lo  !  the  memorable  season  of  Thirty-eight 
was  closed.  Leopold  of  Belgium  will  most  probably  arrive  at  the 
Castle  on  Friday,  and  Lord  Melbourne,  who  leaves  town  to-morrow 
for  Brocket  Hall,  will  join  the  royal  or  family  party  on  Monday ; 
so  while  the  Foreign  Secretary  discusses  the  Belgic  question  with 
the  ambassadors,  the  "  travelling  king  M  can  talk  it  over  with  the 
Premier  at  leisure  ;  a  most  snug  and  excellent  arrangement. 

The  resignation  by  Lady  Lansdowne  of  her  office  as  "  premier 
lady-in-waiting,"  and  the  causes  thereof,  have  been — and  are — the 
subject  of  much  gossip.  The  Whigs  are  most  indignant  to  have 
it  supposed  for  a  moment  that  this  has  been  produced  by  any  dis- 
puted precedence  with  the  Duchess  of  Sutherland — no  !  no  such 
thing:  Whigs  (ladies  or  gentlemen)  never  do,  and  never  did, 
quarrel  about  place  and  precedence  :  'tis  a  Tory  report,  ee  got  up" 
for  party  purposes,  and  so  on ;  but  whether  they  will  be  able  to 
persuade  people  to  think  with  them  is  another  matter.  The  facts 
of  the  case  stand  thus.  The  Marchioness  of  Lansdowne  was 
appointed  to  the  same  office  about  the  Queen  that  the  Marquis  of 
Winchester  (premier  marquis  of  England)  held  about  the  late 
King,  and  as  such  was  the  third  great  officer  of  state,  the  Duchess 
of  Sutherland  was  appointed  to  the  same  office  as  that  held  by  Sir 
George  Seymour,  knight ;  but,  under  the  present  system,  the 
honour  and  importance  of  the  two  offices  are  reversed.  The  Duchess 
of  Sutherland  monopolizes  all  the  power  and  honour,  and  takes 
precedence  of  all  the  attendants  of  the  Sovereign.  The  Marchioness 
of  Lansdowne  from  some  cause  or  other  resigns,  and  to  crown  all, 
the  Countess  of  Burlington,  the  Duchess  of  Sutherland's  own  sis- 
ter, is  to  be  appointed  in  her  stead ;  thus  stands  the  case,  and  it 
must  be  acknowledged  it  looks  something  more  than  a  mere  coinci- 
dence. In  itself,  the  appointment  of  the  Countess  of  Burlington 
over  the  head  of  the  Marchoness  of  Normanby,  who  is  moreover 
wife  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  must  be  considered  any- 
thing but  gracious  ;  but  if  Lady  Normanby  is  content,  no  one 
need  complain.  As  for  the  Marchioness  of  Lansdowne,  people 
generally — and  Whigs  especially — do  not  resign  their  offices 
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because  everything  is  perfectly  satisfactory  to  them  ;  and  in  the 
honour,  station,  and  precedence  accorded  to  the  Mistress  of  the 
Robes  at  the  Coronation,  while  the  "  premier  lady-in-waiting"  was 
wholly  undistinguished,  any  one  can  see  why,  at  the  close  of  the 
season,  the  above  resignation  has  taken  place. 

There  is  not  much  dependance  to  be  placed  in  the  story  that  the 
Queen,  from  feelings  of  attachment  to  the  home  of  her  childhood, 
means  occasionally  to  reside  at  Kensington  Palace.  It  had  its 
origin  no  doubt  in  the  extensive  alterations  and  repairs  now  pro- 
gressing in  that  building;  but  these  repairs  had  become  a  matter 
of  absolute  necessity.  So  long  back  as  the  reign  of  George  the 
Fourth,  that  portion  of  the  Palace  occupied  by  Princess  Sophia 
had  been  condemned  by  the  surveyors,  and  it  was  found  impos- 
sible to  delay  these  repairs  any  longer.  The  Princess  has  removed 
from  the  Palace  to  a  house  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  the  Duke  of 
Sussex  is  going  or  has  gone  on  a  visit  to  Col.  Wildman  at  New- 
stead  Abbey. 

The  Prince  and  Princess  of  Oldenbourg  are  among  our  "depar- 
tures ;  and  our  last  "arrival"  is  Ahmed  Fethee  Pacha,  the  ambas- 
sador extraordinary  who  was  sent  by  the  Sultan  to  represent  His 
Highness  at  the  Coronation  ;  but  his  excellency  was  unfortunately 
taken  so  ill  at  Malta  as  to  be  quite  unable  to  proceed  on  his  voyage. 
He  arrived  on  Monday  night,  and  there  was  not  time  to  get  all 
matters  arranged  for  his  presentation  to  the  Queen  before  she  left 
town  yesterday  afternoon,  so  his  reception  must  take  place  at 
Windsor.  By  the  bye,  the  present  Ottoman  minister,  Sarim  Eliencli, 
seriously  intended  to  have  brought  his  harem  over  with  him,  and 
was  only  deterred  from  so  doing  by  representations,  that  in  an 
European  house  it  was  quite  impossible  to  preserve  that  secrecy 
and  mystery  so  essential  to  a  noble  Turk's  establishment.  Truly, 
the  presentation  of  a  few  of  the  Turkish  Ambassador's  wives  to 
our  young  Queen  would  have  been  a  most  edifying  spectacle. 
Ahmed  Fethee  Pacha  was  introduced  in  due  form  to-day  to  Lord 
Palmerston  at  the  Foreign  Office.  The  Foreign  Secretary  gives  a 
grand  dinner  to  his  excellency  to-morrow,  when  the  Cabinet  Minis- 
ters who  remain  in  town — Lord  Glenelg  and  Mr.  Spring  Rice — 
will  be  invited  to  meet  him.  After  a  short  visit  to  Broadlands, 
Lord  Palmerton  will  join  the  "conference"  at  Windsor  the  latter 
part  of  next  week. 

The  Opera  closed  on  Saturday,  after  the  most  brilliant  and  pro- 
fitable season  on  record.  The  performances  were  "  La  Nozze  di 
Figaro"  and  the  second  act  of  "  Anna  Bolena :"  "  God  save  the 
Queen"  was  to  have  been  sung  between  the  two  operas,  but  as 
Her  Majesty  was  present,  an  intimation  was  given  that  it  had 
better  be  sung  at  the  close  of  the  performance,  as  such  an  exhibi- 
tion in  the  Queen's  presence  must  necessarily  bring  her  forward. 
This  arrangement  was  carried  into  effect  much  to  the  disappoint- 
ment of  a  portion  of  the  audience,  and  Her  Majesty  left  the  house 
before  the  curtain  fell  on  the  closing  scene  of  "  Anna  Bolena.'7 
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Grisi,  Albertazzi,  Lablache,  &c.  sang  the  solos  of  our  national 
anthem,  which  was  chorussed  by  the  vocal  strength  of  the  company 
and  many  of  the  audience,  the  Duke  of  Cambridge  joining  with 
great  gusto.  Persiani  did  not  sing,  no  doubt  from  her  inability  to 
pronounce  English.  You  will  shortly  have  an  opportunity  of  hear- 
ing this  delightful  singer  in  Chelteham,  On  the  first  note  the 
feeling  most  probably  will  be  one  of  disappointment,  as  her  voice  is 
anything  but  perfect ;  but  in  her  style,  her  exquisite  taste, — in  the 
graceful  and  elegant  fancy  displayed  in  her  embellishments, — and 
withal,  her  thorough  musicianship,  you  will  soon  recognize  the 
rival  of  Grisi  and  the  successor  of  Malibran. 

The  Court  having  left  my  "  whereabouts/'  and  being  moreover 
myself  somewhat  wearied  of  its  gossip  for  the  last  six  months,  I 
shall  ere  long  flit  from  the  embroidered  scenes  of  St.  James's,  to 
luxuriate  for  "  a  season"  "in  fresh  fields  and  pastures  new,"  so

The  Benefit  Performances  of  the  Montpellier  Band,  last  Satur- 
day evening,  were  peculiarly  fortunate  in  the  fineness  of  the  weather  and  a 
very  numerous  and  fashionable  attendance  ;  at  least  six  hundred  of  our  resi- 
dents and  visitors  honouring  the  promenade  with  their  presence.  The 
selection  of  music  was  quite  ilrst-rate,  and  the  addition  of  several  auxilia- 
ries to  the  regular  instruments  gave  improved  effect  to  the  compositions, 
arranged  for  very  full  orchestras — such,  for  example,  as  the  overtures  to 
Don  Giovanni  and  Le  Sermcnt,  and  the  famous  Waterloo  Battle  Piece,  which 
were  executed  in  the  most  masterly  style,  as  indeed  were  also  all  the  other 
"  entries"  of  the  evening. 

The  Grand  Gala  on  Tuesday,  at  the  Montpellier  Gardens,  came  off 
very  fortunately,  wind  and  weather  considered.  The  day,  which  had  been 
showery  and  wild  through  the  morning,  with  the  barometer  indicating 
"  much  rain,"  brightened  up  towards  afternoon,  just  in  time  to  allow  of 
the  necessary  preparations  being  completed.  The  wind,  however,  conti- 
nued to  blow  with  considerable  violence,  and  sadly  marred  the  effect  of 
the  illuminations,  vast  numbers  of  the  lamps  being  extinguished  almost 
as  soon  as  lighted,  but  enough  still  remained  to  afford  an  outline  of  the 
design,  and  to  satisfy  the  mind  that  had  the  evening  been  seasonably  calm 
the  gardens  would  have  presented  a  truly  splendid  scene.  The  shrubs 
and  flower  borders  appeared  profusely  decorated  with  variegated  lamps, 
disposed  in  devices  or  hung  in  clusters  among  the  branches  of  the  trees  ; 
the  orchestra  was  beautifully  set  out  for  effect,  the  outline  of  the  pagoda 
being  traced  in  lamps,  and  the  whole  appropriately  surmounted  by  a  large 
lyre,  which,  from  the  cause  above  assigned,  was  but  partially  illuminated. 
The  fireworks  suffered  yet  more  than  even  the  illuminations,  from  their 
more  exposed  situation  on  the  grounds,  the  wind  having  greater  power  over 
them,  thereby  preventing  the  working  of  the  delicate  machinery,  entering 
into  the  composition  of  the  various  pieces,  and  extinguishing  the  rocket 
lights  in  a  few  secouds  after  their  explosion.  The  momentary  brilliancy 
of  the  latter  was  exceedingly  beautiful,  and  the  richness  and  beauty  of  the

coloured  fires  drew  forth  exclamations  of  wonder  and  delight  from  all 
present.  Ere  yet  the  exhibition  was  above  two-thirds  over,  a  heavy  shower 
of  rain  dispersed  the  company,  and  compelled  Mr.  Darby,  the  pyrotechnist 
of  the  evening,  to  fire  off  his  "  grand  concluding  piece"  to  great  disadvan- 
tage. From  the  Parthian  glance  we  were  enabled  to  take  of  this  "  splendid 
device"  it  seemed  to  be  all  that  the  eye  could  possibly  desire.  That  the 
gala  would  have  proved  one  of  the  best  ever  witnessed  in  Cheltenham,  had 
the  weather  permitted,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  and  we  are  therefore  glad 
to  find  it  is  to  be  repeated  next  week,  when  we  hope  a  calmer  evening  will 
enable  the  artists  employed  to  exhibit  their  skill  to  more  advantage  to  them- 
selves as  well  as  satisfaction  to  their  patrons. 

Thursday's  Ball  at  the  Rotunda  furnished  the  most  gratifying  evidence 
possible  of  the  great  increase  of  visitors  which  has  recently  taken  place, 
upwards  of  three  hundred  persons — among  whom  were  several  of  distin- 
guished rank — honouring  the  rooms  with  their  presence.  The  Band  com- 
menced its  introductory  performances  precisely  at  eight  o'clock,  and  exe- 
cuted several  favourite  compositions,  as  did  also  Mr.  Cooper  two  brilliant 
concertos  on  the  violin.  Dancing  commenced  a  few  minutes  after  nine, 
and  was  continued  with  unabating  spirit  until  half-past  eleven.  The 
vocal  galop  was  performed  for  the  first  time  this  season,  as  well  as  several 
sets  of  quadrilles  and  waltzes. 

The  Afternoon  Musical  Promenades  will  commence  in  the  Mont- 
pellier  Gardens  some  time  between  the  5th  and  10th  of  next  month, 
depending  on  the  weather  and  the  wishes  of  the  subscribers.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  generally  unfavourable  weather  which  has  prevailed  through- 
out the  season  hitherto,  these  pleasure-grounds  have  been  open  so  seldom 
this  year,  that  we  doubt  not  the  announcement  of  the  afternoon  prome- 
nades will  be  peculiarly  welcome  to  a  large  proportion  of  our  residents  and 
visitors. 

The  Master  of  the  Ceremonies'  Ball,  which  it  was  proposed  should 
take  place  as  usual  on  the  second  Thursday  of  next  month,  will,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  wishes  of  numerous  subscribers,  be  held  on  Monday,  the 
17th  of  September,  instead  of  Thursday,  the  13th,  as  stated  in  last  week's 
Looker-On,  thus  avoiding  all  interference  with  the  arrangements  of  the 
Gloucester  Musical  Festival,  and  affording  an  opportunity  to  the  country 
families  of  being  present  at  both. 

The  Distins,  assisted  by  another  talented  musical  family,  Mr.  Collins  and 
his  daughters,  gave  concerts  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday,  at  the 
Pittville  Spa,  which  deserved  to  have  been  much  better  patronized  than  they 
were,  for  a  great  deal  of  excellent  music  was  performed  upon  each  occasion. 
The  extraordinary  abilities  of  these  two  families  is  almost  unexampled  in 
the  annals  of  the  "  musical  world,"  and  twenty  years  ago  would  have  at- 
tracted universal  attention.  After  the  performances  on  Wednesday  even- 
ing, Mr.  Seymour,  the  lessee  of  the  Spa,  came  forward,  and  thanking  the 
audience  for  the  measure  of  public  support  which  the  Pittville  concerts  had 
received,  announced  that  the  last  of  the  series  would  be  given  on  Saturday 
for  the  joint  benefit  of  the  Distin  and  the  Collins  families. 

Persiani  and  Rubini's  Concert  on  Tuesday  evening  will,  we  expect, 
prove  one  of  the  richest  musical  treats  that  we  have  had  in  Cheltenham 
this  season.  The  programme  contains  many  of  the  choicest  gems  of  our 
modern  composers,  selected  from  the  favorite  operas  of  Rossini,  Donizetti, 
Bellini  and  other  masters.  It  is,  moreover,  the  new  prima  donna's  first 
appearance  amongst  us,  and  will,  no  doubt,  prove  a  rapturous  one.  The 
concert  is  to  be  conducted  by  our  gifted  townsman,  Pio  Cianchettiui. 
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Mr.  H.  C.  Cooper,  the  able  violinist  of  whose  performances  we  have 
had  occasion  to  make  favorable  mention  several  times  during  the  past  two 
months,  has  made  arrangements  for  giving  a  morning  concert  at  the  Ro- 
tunda next  Saturday,  when  he  will  be  assisted  by  Pio  Cianchettini  and 
other  eminent  professors 

The  Cricket  Match  between  the  clubs  of  Ross  and  Cheltenham  was 
played  on  Tuesday  at  Ross,  but  not  decided  in  consequence  of  night 
coming  on  before  it  could  be  finished.  In  the  score,  so  far  as  it  went,  the 
men  of  Hereford  had  the  best  of  the  game  ;  but  as  Cheltenham  had  seven 
wickets  to  go  down  when  the  shades  of  evening  put  an  end  to  the  playing, 
it  is  impossible  to  say  what  the  issue  might  have  been.

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Henry  Dumaresq,  an  old  and  much-valued  associate  —one  of  the  survivors  of 
Waterloo,  who,  from  his  years,  might  have  expected  to  see  many  additional  an- 
niversaries of  that  great  victory;  but  the  severe  wound  he  received  on  that 
memorable  occasion,  though  temporarilp  subdued,  eventually  conquered  by  in- 
ducine  paralysis,  which  finally  carried  him  off  at  the  age  of  46,  on  the  5th  of 
March  last,  at  the  establishment  of  the  Australian  Agricultural  Company  in 
New  South  Wales,  in  the  management  of  whose  large  concerns  as  Chief  Com- 
missioner he  succeeded  a  most  distinguished  member  of  the  sister  profession, 
Captain  Sir  Edward  Parry,  R.N.,  and  repeatedly  received  the  thanks  of  the  Di- 
rectors, for  his  able  and  zealous  conduct  in  the  superintendance  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Company. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Dumaresq  entered  the  army  at  the  early  age  of  16,  and, 
as  detailed  in  an  official  record  of  his  services  at  the  Horse  Guards:— 

"  He  served  in  eight  campaigns,  of  which  six  were  in  the  Peninsula,  one  in 
Canada,  and  the  last,  that  of  Waterloo. 

"  He  was  present  in  the  thirteen  battles  for  which  medals  were  bestowed,  be- 
sides many  affairs  of  outposts,  of  advance  and  rear-guards  ;  also  at  the  sieges  of 
Badajos  and  Burgos,  and  at  the  assault  of  the  forts  of  Salamanca:  on  the  two 
former  occasions  he  served  as  a  volunteer  with  the  Engineers,  and  on  the  latter 
(again  a  volunteer)  being  the  foremost  person  in  the  assault  of  that  redoubt,  he 
received  from  the  officer  in  command  of  the  Vittoria  Convent  the  terms  of  his 
capitulation,  which  document  he  delivered  to  the  Duke  of  Wellington. 

"  He  attained  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  after  nine  years'  service,  and 
was  gazetted  to  that  grade  in  June,  1817,  for  services  in  the  field.  He  was  em- 
ployed on  the  Staff  upwards  of  eighteen  years,  and  out  of  twenty-six  years' 
service  he  was  employed  upwards  of  twenty-two  years  abroad.  He  was  twice 
dangerously  wounded." 

At  the  battle  of  Waterloo  he  was  on  the  Staff  of  Lieut. -General  Sir  John  Byng, 
now  Lord  Strafford,  and  was  shot  through  the  lungs  at  Hougoumont;  but,  being 
at  the  time  charged  with  a  message  for  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  he,  in  spite  of 
such  a  wound,  reached  the  Duke,  and  delivered  his  message  before  he  fell — be- 
ing the  officer  of  whom  the  anecdote  is  told  by  Sir  Walter  Scott  in  "  Paul's 
Letters  to  his  Kinsfolk,"  as  follows: — "  Amid  the  havoc  which  had  been  made 
among  his  immediate  attendants,  his  Grace  sent  off  an  officer  (Capt.  Dumaresq) 
to  a  General  of  Brigade,  in  another  part  of  the  field,  with  a  message  of  im- 
portance ;  in  returning  he  was  shot  through  the  lungs,  but,  as  if  supported  by 
the  resolution  to  do  his  duty,  he  rode  up  to  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  delivered 
the  answer  to  his  message  and  then  dropped  from  his  horse,  to  all  appearance  a 
dying  man." 

He  is  also  mentioned  in  "  Booth's  Anecdotes  of  the  Field  of  Waterloo."  The 
ball  was  never  extracted,  and  is  considered  to  have  been  the  eventual  cause  of  his 
premature  death,  by  an  unfavourable  change  of  position  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  some  vital  part. 

It  is,  perhaps,  not  saying  too  much  to  assert,  that  of  the  many  officers  of 
superior  merit  whom  the  late  war,  so  fertile  in  heroes,  brought  forth,  no  officer 
of  his  rank  was  of  more  distinguished  merit  than  the  subject  of  this  memoir;  in 
proof  of  which  it  is  probably  only  necessary  to  refer  to  the  fact  here  enumerated, 
and  to  the  rapid  promotion  with  which  his  services  were  rewarded.  It  may, 
however,  be  proper  to  advert  further  to  the  last  testimonial  received  from  the 
Horse  Guards  by  Lieutenant -Colonel  Dumaresq,  when  about  to  retire  from  the 
army  in  the  year  1834,  in  the  following  words,  viz. : — 

"  Nobody  is  more  sensible  than  Lord  Hill  is  of  the  value  of  your  services,  and 
of  the  zeal  and  gallantry  which  you  applied  to  the  discharge  of  your  duty,  when- 
ever an  opportunity  was  offered  you  of  displaying  those  qualities." 

In  private  life  his  talents,  his  various  merits  and  acquirements,  and  his  many 
highly  endearing  qualities,  won  for  him  the  regard  and  esteem  of  a  very  numerous 
circle  of  attached  friends,  and  secured  the  affections  of  his  immediate  relations. 
He  was  married  in  the  year  1828  to  Elizabeth  Sophia,  daughter  of  the  late  Hon. 
Augustus  Richard  Butler  Danvers,  son  of  Brinsley  second  Earl  of  Lanesborough, 
and  has  left  his  widow  and  seven  young  children  to  lament  his  irreparable  loss. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  of  his  sons  may  hereafter  adorn  the  profession,  of 
which  their  father  was  so  distinguished  an  ornament.

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THE  ZOOLOGICAL  AND  BOTANICAL  GARDENS 


Having  been  open  for  above  two  months,  and  visited,  during  that  period, 
by  many  hundreds  of  our  residents  and  visitors,  may  now  fairly  rank  among 
the  established  attractions  of  the  place,  and  as  such  merit  an  occasional 
notice  from  the  Looker-On.  We  have,  in  times  past,  had  frequent  oppor- 
tunities of  "  reporting  progress"  as  the  gardens  were  in  course  of  forma- 
tion, and,  in  brief  paragraphs,  have  not  unfrequently  directed  attention  to 
the  gradual  development  of  the  design.  It  is  our  present  intention,  how- 
ever, to  take  a  more  leisurely  stroll  through  the  grounds,  noting,  as  we 
pass,  the  several  objects  most  worthy  of  attention  which  they  contain. 
At  this  season  of  tte  year  there  are  necessarily  many  strangers  in  the 
town  who  have  not  perhaps  even  heard  of  the  existence  of  such  Gardens 
as  those  into  which  we  are  now  about  to  introduce  them,  for  hitherto 
there  has  not  been  so  much  publicity  given  to  their  attractions  as  usually 
usher  into  notice  similar  undertaking:.  The  managers,  in  this,  are  doubt- 
less acting  wisely  :  to  have  forced  the  Gardens  into  public  notice  while 
they  were  still  in  an  unfinished  state,  and  ere  yet  the  design  was  two- 
thirds  developed,  might  seriously  prejudice  their  future  success  ;  expecta- 
tions would  have  been  raised,  which  not  being  realized  would  have  told 
against  the  society  hereafter.  But  though  the  Gardens  are  not  completely 
formed,  or  stocked  with  numerous  specimens  of  zoology,  they,  notwith- 
standing, contain  much  to  admire,  and  are  well  worth  a  visit  from  every 
visitor  of  Cheltenham. 

The  Entrance  is  the  first  object  deserving  notice,  being  a  picturesque 
adaptation  of  Italian  architecture,  designed  bv  Mr.  S.  \V\  Daukes,  the 
gentleman  whose  gothic  villa  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Park  has  been 
very  generally  admired.  On  the  ground-floor  of  the  Lodge  is  a  small 
room  fitted  up  as  an  aviary  and  museum,  and  in  which  are  many  very 
choice  and  beautiful  specimens  of  birds,  and  other  small  animals.  Among 
the  living  examples  are  a  very  splendid  cockatoo,  a  number  of  Java  spar- 
rows, several  species  of  parrots,  &c.  ;  and  among  the  inanimate  curiosities, 
deserving  the  particular  attention  of  the  naturalist,  is  a  beautiful  collection 
of  humming  birds.  Above  stairs  a  room  has  been  fitted  up  with  a 
number  of  glass-cases  containing  numerous  ornithological  specimens — the 
nucleus  of  an  intended  museum.  The  selection  comprehends  already  most 
of  the  rarer  British  birds,  as  well  as  many  others  not  to  be  found  in  this 
country;  and  though  a  small  is  yet  a  highly  interesting  collection. 

From  the  Lodge  we  proceed  up  the  main  approach  towards  the  Terrace, 
but  turning  off  to  the  right  at  the  first  curve  enter  a  pleasant  and  delight- 
ful walk,  meandering  round  the  margin  of  the  lake  and  among  a  number 
of  fine  grown  oaks,  to  an  eminence  raised  at  the  lower  end  of  the  Garden. 
From  this  mount  the  views  across  the  water  are  exceedingly  beautiful, 
commandin  r  as  they  do  snatches  of  delightful  landscape  scenery  ;  nature 
and  art  entering  into  harmonious  combination,  each  hiding  and  heightening 
the  effect  of  the  other.  Resuming  our  progress  we  descend  by  a  winding 
pathway  to  an  artificial  rockery,  designed  and  executed  with  considerable 
taste,  as  a  bason  into  which  the  water  trickles  in  a  glittering  stream  from 
the  lake  above.  A  sculptured  dolphin  too  here  spouts  out  a  jet  of  water, 
fountain  fashion;  and  on  the  rockwork  immediately  over  it  sits  a  fine 
eagle — the  llaliaetos  Albicilla — in  lone  and  solitary  state. 
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THE   CHELTENHAM  LOOKER-ON. 


Ascending  from  the  rockery  we  find  ourselves  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  lake,  within  a  few  yards  of  the  islands  formed  partly  for  landscape 
effect  and  partly  as  places  of  retreat  and  shelter  for  the  numerous  aquatic 
fowls  which  "  people  the  waters."  Among  many  rare  and  beautiful  birds 
already  collected  are  two  pair  of  fine  swans,  several  varieties  of  geese,  as 
the  Chinese,  Egyptian,  Canadian,  Barnacle,  &c,  and  different  descriptions 
of  the  duck  tribe.  The  stork,  the  spoonbill,  and  other  waders,  may  be 
also  seen,  strutting  round  the  margins  of  the  islands,  both  of  which  being 
planted  with  sedge  and  aquatic  shrubs,  afford  secure  and  ready  hiding 
places. 

Following  the  direction  of  the  right-hand  path  we  wind  our  way  past 
the  "residence"  of  the  Bramin  Bull — who  appears  to  be  very  snugly 
"lodged,"  having  grazing  ground  assigned  him  in  front  of  his  building — 
and  enter  the  further  end  of  the  Grand  Promenade,  a  truly  noble  walk, 
having  raised  borders  on  either  hand,  planted  with  the  choicest  shrubs  and 
flowers.  Midway  in  this  walk  is  a  circle  of  greensward,  upon  which  are 
fixed  the  Monkey  poles,  several  species  of  these  amusing  animals  being 
here  provided  with  snug  boxes  for  their  accommodation.  To  the  left  of 
this  circle  a  winding  path  leads  down  to  the  Lake,  and  to  the  Aviary 
situated  close  at  hand  on  the  right.  This  latter  forms  an  elegant  octagon 
Pagoda,  the  several  sides  or  divisions  being  appropriated  to  different 
descriptions  of  the  larger  birds,  as  Pheasants,  Pea  Fowls,  Pigeons,  &c; 
many  beautiful  specimens  of  which  are  already  in  occupation.  But  we 
must  return  to  the  Grand  Promenade,  along  which,  continuing  our  walk, 
we  arrive  at  the  Terrace,  a  bold  and  spacious  area,  immediately  in  the  rear 
of  which  it  is  designed  to  erect  the  Museum,  Floral  and  Exhibition  Rooms, 
the  Green  Houses,  Conservatories,  and  other  buildings  essential  to  the 
design  ;  but  the  etection  of  which,  from  want  of  adequate  funds,  the  Com- 
mittee have  not  yet  undertaken. 

We  have  not,  in  this  hurried  stroll,  been  able  to  point  out  many  objects 
in  the  Gardens  well  worthy  the  notice  and  attraction  of  the  visitor.  The 
Animals  at  present  forming  the  Zoological  Collection,  though  few  in  num- 
ber, are  many  of  them  highly  interesting;  and,  as  they  become  added  to 
from  time  to  time,  will,  we  doubt  not,  ere  long  claim  a  separate  notice  at 
our  pen.  To  the  Gardens  as  gardens  we  may  possibly  return  again  before 
the  summer  is  over. 

To  pei  feet  the  formation  of  these  Gardens,  upon  the  plan  and  to  the  ex- 
tent originally  contemplated,  it  is  calculated  that  at  least  £10,000.  more 
will  be  required,  not  above  one-half  the  shares  created  for  the  purpose  of 
their  establishment  having  yet  been  subscribed.  That  with  this  amount 
the  committee  should  have  accomplished  so  much  is  greatly  to  their  credit, 
and,  we  think,  has  entitled  them  to  the  thanks  and  confidence  of  the  town 
at  large,  who,  we  hope,  will  come  liberally  forward  to  support  the  under- 
taking, and,  by  subscribing  for  the  remaining  shares,  secure  the  perfection 
of  a  design  which,  from  its  general  outline,  bids  fair  to  surpass  every  thing 
of  its  kind  in  the  kingdom. 

A  visitor  of  last  year,  should  he  feel  sufficient  interest  in  the  advance- 
ment of  the  taste  for  natural  science  which  is  now  so  rapidly  diffusing 
itself  throughout  the  land,  to  prompt  him  to  follow  the  footsteps  of  the 
Looker-On,  and  inspect  the  Gardens  for  himself,  will  feel  surprised  to  find 
how  much  has  been  accomplished  in  carrying  out  the  design  suggested 
only  twelve  months  ago,  for  the  establishment  in  Cheltenham  of  Zoological 
and  Botanical  Gardens. 
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THE  EVENING  MUSICAL  PROMENADES 

Of  the  past  week  have  "disported"  their  facinations  brilliantly.  On  Mon- 
day, Tuesday,  and  Wednesday,  the  Walk  was  as  thronged  with  gay  and 
fashionable  company  as  we  remember  to  have  seen  it.  Twilight  lent  its 
witchery  to  the  hour  :  the  scene  altogether  presented  such  a  display  of 
youth,  beauty,  and  loveliness,  as  we  believe  no  other  in  this  country  could 
exhibit,  pleasure  beaming  in  every  eye,  delight  brightening  in  every  counte- 
nance. Should  the  weather  prove  equally  line  this  and  the  following  pro- 
menade evenings  of  next  week,  we  doubt  not  there  will  be  as  fair  and 
attractive  an  array  upon  each  occasion  as  there  was  on  those  above 


alluded  to.

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THE  CONCERTS  OF  THE  WEEK 

Have  monopolized  a  large  share  of  attention,  nor  was  this  much  to  be 
wondered  at,  seeing  the  "  brave  display"  of  musical  talent,  both  vocal  and 
instrumental,  which  they  were  the  means  of  introducing  to  the  notice  of 
our  residents  and  visitors,  the  report  of  whose  liberal  patronage  to  them 
will  go  far  to  secure  the  town  a  succession  of  similar  first-rate  amusements, 
Persiani  and  Rubini's  Concert,  which  took  place  last  Wednesday 
evening,  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  was  honoured  with  the  presence  of  up- 
wards of  five  hundred  fashionables,  and  therefore,  decidedly,  (save  orre — - 
that  of  Strauss  and  his  exquisite  orchestra)  the  most  brilli  ant  assemblage 
of  the  season.  These  two  vocalists  are  very  well  matched  in  a  duet,  as 
they  have  both  the  same  exquisite  feeling  which  is  peculiar  to  the  children 
of  Ausonia,  united  to  the  most  extraordinary  flexibility,  which,  indeed,  is 
a  great  tempter,  and  sometimes  leads  them  astray  ; — but  where  there  is  so 
much  to  admire  who  can  find  fault  ?  Persiani  has,  perhaps,  not  her  equal 
now  in  Europe  in  her  own  peculiar  style,  which  combines  the  brilliant  exe- 
cution of  a  Sontag  with  the  fine  feeling  of  a  Pasta  or  a  Malibran  ; — and  as 
to  Rubini,  he  stands  alone — his  faults  appear  to  us  just  like  spots  in  the 
sun.  Who  would  dare  to  sing  Tu  Vedrai  (in  which,  by-the-bye,  he  was 
rapturously  encored,  as  also  in  a  beautiful  Preghiera,  by  Mercadante)  after 
him  ? — or  Vivi  tu  ?  Signor  Negri  is  an  excellent  musician  and  a  very 
agreeable  barytone.  If  we  were  not  satisfied  in  his  Vi  Raviso,  it  is  only 
because  we  have  been  spoilt  in  the  same  aria  by  Tamburini  and  our  gifted 
townsman,  Conrad  Boisragon  —  "comparisons  are  odious" — however, 
we  were  much  pleased  with  Negri,  and  his  Neapolitan  comic  song, 
formed  an  admirable  contrast  with  the  other  parts  of  the  programme,  as 
did  also  Signor  De  Angiolfs  "  Miei  Rampolli."  Those  contrasts  are  ab- 
solutely required  in  a  country  where  the  Italian  language  is  not  generally 
cultivated.  The  Misses  Weller  have  always  delighted  us,  in  the  true  sense 
of  the  word,  at  the  piano-forte  :  on  the  present  occasion  they  performed 
one  of  Herz's  most  difficult  duets,  and  by  heart  too  I  in  their  best  style, 
Their's  is  the  true  touch  of  the  school  of  Clementi  and  Dussek,  who  sang 
on  their  instrument.  We  sincerely  hope  this  will  not  be  their  last  appear- 
ance in  their  birth-place,  Emiliani  pleased  us  as  much  as  ever  on  the 
violin,  and  if  he  would  play  better  music  we  should  be  still  better  pleased. 
His  command  of  the  instrument  is  quite  Paganinian.  He  is  not  ar>  Italian 
for  nothing — but  nothing  will  satisfy  us  without  good  music.  Our  towns- 
man, Pio  Cianchettini,  conducted  at  the  piano-forte,  and  also  favoured  us 
with  an  extempore  fantasia,  in  which  was  introduced  two  favourite  Scotch 
airs.    The  concert  was  not  too  long,  and  gave  the  greatest  satisfaction. 

Strauss's  Band  paid  us  a  hasty  and  almost  unexpected  visit  on  Thurs- 
day, giving  a  morning  concert  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  en  route  to  Bath, 
where  they  proposed  performing  yesterday,  and  Clifton,  where  it  was  their 
intention  to  give  a  concert  to-day.  So  much  has  been  already  written  on 
the  extraordinary  abilities  of  this  extraordinary  corps,  that  we  have  merely 
to  echo  the  praises  of  the  press  at  large.  The  same  brilliant  execution — 
the  same  astonishing  and  mechanical  precision — the  same  exquisite  taste 
and  musicianship,  was  displayed  in  the  performances  of  Thursday's  con- 
cert that  have  distinguished  all  the  former  exhibitions  of  Strauss  and 
his  companions  in  this  country.  The  room,  though  not  quite  so  crowded 
as  on  the  occasion  of  their  first  appearance  in  Cheltenham,  was  yet  well 
filled  with  a  numerous  and  highly  fashionable  audience. 
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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  last  week  of  August  has  been  this  year  unusually  gay,  bearing 
away  the  palm  from  all  the  previous  weeks  of  the  season,  and  we  greatly 
question  if  any  of  those  that  come  after  will  eclipse  it.  The  weather,  that 
important  consideration  in  the  estimate  of  happiness  has  been  beautiful 
throughout,  and  all  the  doings  of  the  place  have  seemed  to  partake  of  the 
influences  which  a  fine  day  uniformly  dispenses.  The  town  has  filled  with 
company  at  an  extraordinary  rapid  rate,  and  probably  at  no  period  of  its 
past  history  has  there  been  so  many  families  of  affluence  and  respectability 
in  it  as  at  the  present  moment,  in  proof  of  which  we  have  only  to  refer  to 
the  crowded  promenades  morning  and  evening,  the  thronged  "complexion" 
of  our  public  thoroughfares,  and  the  incessant  roll  of  carriages  which  may 
be  heard  throughout  the  live-long  day— and,  lest  lassitude  should  afflict 
our  numerous  visitors,  the  caterers  of  the  public  amusements  have  mani- 
fested unusual  activity  and  enterprize  in  providing  for  their  entertainment. 
Hence  we  have  had  two  of  the  most  brilliant  concerts  that  were  ever  given 
in  Cheltenham,  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  and  a  grand  gala  at  the  Rotunda, 
extra  the  regular  promenades  and  ball ; — nor  has  private  life  been  without 
its  full  share  of  sport  and  revelry,  and  had  the  Lookir-On  so  willed  it,  he 
could  have  here  chronicled  some  of  the  pleasantest  parties  that  "  from  the 
loop-  holes"  of  retreat  it  has  ever  been  his  happy  fortune  to  take  note  of. 

Thursday's  Ball  at  the  Rotunda  was  again  a  most  brilliant  affair, 
about  four  hundred  persons  being  present,  a  large  majority  of  whom  were 
strangers  ;  thus  affording  gratifying  and  conclusive  evidence  of  the  pros- 
perous state  of  the  town.  In  the  introductory  concert,  Mr.  Jarratt,  jun., 
performed  a  beautiful  fantasia  on  the  French-horn  with  great  taste,  and 
Mr.  P.  Davies  one  on  the  flute,  introducing  snatches  of  popular  airs,  inter- 
woven with  several  splendid  passages  of  mere  scientific  composition,  and 
requiring  the  mind  and  touch  of  a  master  for  their  execution.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  early  arrival  of  the  dancers,  the  concert  portion  of  the  even- 
ing's entertainment  was  obliged  to  be  curtailed ;  the  ball  commencing 
precisely  at  nine  o'clock. 

Last  Night's  Grand  Gala,  at  the  Montpellier  Gardens,  was  fortunate 
in  a  more  favourable  evening  than  befel  the  fete  on  the  Tuesday  week  pre- 
vious ;  and  a  more  numerous  attendance  patronized  the  entertainment. 
The  gardens  were  illuminated  in  a  very  beautiful  style,  and  the  fireworks 
all  proved  remarkably  splendid.  In  short  they  may  be  safely  pronounced 
to  be  inferior  to  no  former  display.  The  stillness  of  the  atmosphere  con- 
tributed much  to  bring  out  the  brilliancy  of  the  coloured  fires,  and  greatly 
favoured  the  ascent  of  the  rockets.  As  soon  as  it  became  dark  a  firt- 
balloon  was  let  off,  which  soared  steadily  aloft  until  fairly  lost  in  space. 
The  Montpellier  Band  performed  a  variety  of  favourite  compositions  in  the 
early  part  of  the  evening,  concluding  the  selection  with  the  Waterloo 
Battle  Piece.  But  we  have  no  space  now  left  us  to  descant  at  further 
length  upon  the  varied  and  various  amusements  of  the  gala. 

The  First  Afternoon  Promenade  will  be  held  on  Tuesday  next  in  the 
Montpellier  Gardens,  should  the  weather  prove  favorable.  In  the  event  of 
its  not  being  so  in  the  afternoon,  and  yet  clearing  up  afterwards,  there  will 
most  probably  be  a  promenade  at  the  usual  time  and  place  in  the  evening. 

A  Balloon  Ascent,  by  a  new  candidate  for  aeronautic  fame,  is  an- 
nounced to  take  place  from  the  Montpellier  Gardens,  on  Tuesday,  the  1  Sth 
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inst.  The  hero  of  the  occasion,  Mr.  J.  Hampton,  has  already  made  seve- 
ral successful  ascents  from  Cremorne  House,  and  other  places  of  public 
entertainment  in  London  ;  his  balloon,  which  he  has  designated  the  Albion, 
being  different  in  shape  and  construction  from  those  of  Mr.  Green  and 
Mr.  Graham  ;  and  to  add  to  the  interest  of  the  forthcoming  exhibition, 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  performing  partial  ascents,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  affording  to  the  curious,  who  object  to  long  serial  journeys,  an  op- 
portunity of  taking  a  bird's  eye  view  of  the  town  and  environs. 

The  Cambrian  Society  of  Cheltenham,  we  observe  by  the  Welsh 
papers,  have  offered  a  prize  of  a  silver  medal,  and  a  premium  of  two  gui- 
neas, for  the  best  original  air  by  a  native  of  the  Principality,  adapted  to  a 
spirited  song  ;n  honour  of  the  Leek,  written  by  Charles  Swain,  and  which 
appeared  about  two  months  ago  in  the  London  Literary  Gazette.  The 
compositions  are  to  be  sent  in  before  the  1st  of  October,  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Eistedvod,  or  Meeting  of  Bards  which  is  to  be  held  at  Abergavenny 
on  the  10th  and  11th  of  the  Month,  under  the  presidentship  of  our  wor- 
thy resident,  Sir  Charles  Morgan.  We  are  glad  to  see  a  practical  good 
resulting  from  the  national  festivals  established  among  us  within  the  last 
few  years,  and  sincerely  hope  the  laudable  exertions  of  their  promoters 
to  cultivate  the  music  cf  the  mountain  land  will  produce  a  corresponding 
effect  in  other  places. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Cooper's  Farewell  Concert  is  to  take  place  this  morning 
at  the  Rotunda,  when  the  lovers  of  instrumental  music  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity afforded  them  of  hearing  performed  some  of  the  finest  compositions 
of  Beethoven,  Haydn,  and  Dussek,  the  published  scheme  promising,  among 
other  choice  things,  a  septett  of  the  first,  a  quartett  of  the  second,  and  a 
grand  concerto  of  the  third,  the  latter  to  be  executed  by  his  gifted  nephew 
Pio  Cianchettini ;  nor  will  the  admirers  of  the  "  human  voice  divine"  be 
unamused,  as  the  concert  will  be  relieved  by  several  popular  and  favonrite 
songs  and  glees. 

The  Next  Floral  and  Horticultural  Exhibition  of  the  Zoological 
and  Botanical  Society,  it  is  expected,  will  be  held  in  the  Montpellier  Ro- 
tunda, in  order  to  secure  it  against  the  uncertain  chances  of  weather, 
which  if  wet  or  boisterous  would  prove  fatal  to  the  beauty  of  the  dahlias 
and  other  gay  flowers  of  the  season.

DEATH  OF  COLONEL  CROWDER,  K..H 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  announce  this  melancholy  event,  which  took 
place  last  Tuesday  evening.  Its  subject  had  for  many  (nearly  twenty)  years 
been  a  resident  of  Cheltenham,  where  an  extensive  circle  of  friends  and  acquain- 
tance will  long  and  sincerely  deplore  his  loss.  In  private  life  he  was  respected 
and  esteemed  by  all  who  knew  him,  nor  was  he  less  so  among  the  members  of 
that  profession  of  which  he  was  so  distinguished  an  ornament.  In  him  the 
Army  has  lost  an  able  and  experienced  officer — a  tried  and  gallant  soldier.  The 
deceased  obtained  his  commission  in  1803,  and  in  1807,  as  Captain  in  the  7th 
Fusileers,  was  present  at  the  taking  of  Copenhagen  :  he  continued  in  active 
service  through  the  whole  of  the  Peninsular  War,  and,  on  many  occasions,  gave 
signal  proof  of  his  courage  and  military  skill.  Among  other  scenes  of  glory  and 
renown,  Capt.  Crowder  distinguished  himself  at  the  battles  of  Oporto  and  Tala- 
vera  in  1809,  at  Busaco  in  1810,  at  Albuera  in  1811,  and  at  Salamanca  in  1812: 
at  the  last  he  was  severely  wounded,  and,  having  been  appointed  to  two  of  the 
light  companies  ordered  to  the  attack  upon  the  village  of  Arapiles,  was  promoted 
to  the  brevet  rank  of  Major  for  his  conduct  upon  the  occasion.  Continuing 
still  with  his  regiment,  Major  Crowder  was  present  in  1813  at  the  battles  of 
Vittoria  and  the  Pyrenees,  where  he  received  another  wound  ;  and,  in  1814,  at 
the  battles  of  Orthes  and  Thoulouse.  In  the  following  year  Major  Crowder 
exchanged  from  the  7th  to  the  23rd  Fusileers,  when  he  retired  on  half-pay;  and 
in  1825  got  his  promotion  as  Lieutenant-Colonel.  It  was  not  until  the  brevet  of 
1838  appeared  that  he  obtained  his  rank  as  full  Colonel,  a  short  time  prevous 
to  which  he  had  received  the  distinction  of  K.H.—  honours  to  which  his  long 
and  gallant  services  fairly  entitled  him,  Col.  Crowder's  illness  was  but  short, 
for,  though  he  had  complained  for  some  time  of  indifferent  health,  it  was  not 
until  within  a  few  days  of  his  death  that  any  serious  apprehensions  of  his 
illness  were  entertained. 

Death  of  Sir  John  Nicol. — It  is  with  much  regret  that  we  announce  the 
death  of  the  Learned  Judge  who  for  so  many  years  presided  over  the  Arches, 
the  Prerogative,  and  subsequently  over  the  Admiralty  Court  of  England.  Sir 
John  expired  on  Sunday  morning,  at  his  seat  in  South  Wales,  having  been  taken 
ill  on  the  Friday  previously.  He  died  apparently  without  the  least  pain,  and  in 
the  full  possession  of  his  faculties,  at  a  very  advanced  age. — Mom.  Post,  Friday.

Promises  to  eclipse  all  the  former  efforts  of  the  three  choirs  ;  neither  exer- 
tion nor  expense  having  been  spared  to  render  it  as  attractive  in  all  its 
arrangements  as  possible.

SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Town  has  continued  to  fill  rapidly  with  company  during-  the 
whole  of  the  past  week,  a  greater  number  of  strangers  having  arrived  than 
within  the  same  period  of  any  previous  season.  The  hotels  and  boarding- 
houses  have,  we  believe,  all  their  full  complement  of  guests,  while  the  very 
few  large  houses  now  to  let  afford  abundant  evidence  of  the  "  state  and 
affluence"  of  the  families  at  present  sojourning  amongst  us.  From  the 
many  new  houses  recently  engaged,  we  are  almost  reconciled  to  the  build- 
ing speculations  which  we  see  carrying  on  around  us  in  every  direction, 
and  are  fain  to  admit,  that  had  it  not  been  for  the  large  additions  made  to 
the  first-class  residents  during  the  past  three  or  four  years,  numerous  fami- 
lies at  present  in  the  place  would  have  gone  altogether  unaccommodated,  as 
in  days  of  yore,  or  have  been  subjected  to  extravagant  rent  charges  for 
very  indifferent  lodgings.  Happily  for  the  future  prosperity  of  Chelten- 
ham this  is  not  now  the  case,  nor  is  it  likely  to  be  while  the  building  dis- 
position continues. 

The  Ball  of  Thursday  Evening  was  a  very  excellent  one,  nearly 
three  hundred  persons  being  present,  a  large  majority  of  whom  appeared 
to  be  dancers.  The  introductory  concert  was  over  before  nine,  and  the 
ball  commenced  immediately  after;  four  full  sets  of  quadrilles  being  formed 
in  the  Rotunda,  and  one  in  the  Promenade  Room ; — indeed,  such  was  the 
spirit  of  enjoyment  which  pervaded  the  assembly,  that  dancing  was  conti- 
nued simultaneously  in  both  rooms  during  a  great  part  of  the  evening, 
the  band  performed  admirably,  and,  in  short,  every  thing  went  off 
brilliantly. 

The  First  Afternoon  Promenade  in  the  Montpellier  Gardens,  on 
Tuesday,  was  very  gaily  and  fashionably  attended,  and  from  the  very  gene- 
ral satisfaction  which  the  change  from  evening  to  afternoon  appeared  to 
give,  it  has  been  determined  to  abide  by  the  altered  arrangement  for  the 
remainder  of  the  season.  The  promenades  therefore,  will  after  this  even- 
ing take  place,  weather  permitting,  in  the  afternoons,  from  half-past  two 
to  half-past  four,  instead  of  from  seven  to  nine,  as  hitherto. 

Lord  Segrave's  Hounds  commence  cub  hunting  on  Monday  next,  and 
the  Cheltenham  stag  hounds  will  commence  on  the  1st  of  October,  when 
some  excellent  sport  may  be  looked  for,  the  hounds  being,  we  understand, 
in  fine  rimming  trim. 

The  Return  Cricket  Match  between  Cheltenham  and  Ross  was  played 
on  the  Lansdown  ground  last  Wednesday,  and  so  far  as  it  went  proved  de- 
cidedly in  favor  of  the  former.    Owing,  however,  to  the  storminess  of  the 
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weather  and  the  approach  of  evening,  only  one  innings  came  off,  as  was 
indeed  the  case  with  the  first  match  played  at  Ross.  The  following  is  the 
score  of  the  field.

SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  last  Gala  of  the  Season  took  place  on  Monday  evening,  in  tha 
Promenade  Walks  of  the  Montpellier  Spa,  which  were  tastefully  illuminated 
with  a  profusion  of  variegated  lamps,  hung  among  the  hranches  of  the 
trees  and  shrubs,  and  forming  novel  and  glittering  avenues  of  light.  The 
Band  of  the  establishment  performed  a  variety  of  popular  compositions  in 
the  early  part  of  the  evening,  and  shortly  before  nine  the  Fireworks  com- 
menced. The  weather  was  peculiarly  favourable,  and  shewed  them  off  to 
much  advantage,  particularly  the  rockets,  which  were  all  very  good,  and 
mounted  to  a  great  height.  The  confinement  of  the  Walk  dimmed  the 
brilliancy  of  manv  of  the  pieces,  by  preventing  the  escape  of  lh3  smoke  ; 
otherwise  the  display  was  faultless,  and,  as  promised  in  the  bills,  "  bril  iant." 
There  was  a  numerous  and  fashionable  attendance,  nearly  six  hundred  of 
our  residents  and  visitors  honouring  the  gala  with  their  presence,  which, 
considering  the  lateness  of  the  season  for  fetes  of  this  description,  was 
much  larger  than  we  ever  recollect  to  have  seen  in  formar  vears  ;  eviden- 
cing at  once  the  present  full  state  of  the  town,  and  the  public  approbation 
of  these  papular  entertainments. 

A  Concert  unrivalled  in  its  attraction  is  announced  for  Wednesday 
morning  at  the  Rotunda,  the  "  great  stars"  of  the  Gloucester  Festival  hav- 
ing made  arrangements  for  a  visit  to  Cheltenham  on  that  day.  Grisi,  Alber- 
tazzi,  Ivanoff,  and  Lablache,  jun.,  are  names  not  often  occurring  together 
in  the  same  programme  in  the  provinces  ;  yet,  for  once,  it  appears  they 
meet  within  our  hearing,  and  when  to  those  we  add  the  name  of  Mori  as 
primo  violino,  we  have  such  an  array  of  vocal  and  instrumental  talent  as 
cannot  fail  securing  a  rich  treat  for  the  lovers  of  opera  music. 

The  next  Floral  and  Horticultural  Exhibition  of  the  Zoological 
and  Horticultural  Society,  and  which  we  believe  is  also  the  last  of  the  sea- 
son, will  be  held  in  the  Rotunda  on  Tuesday ;  and,  as  this  is  the  Annual 
Dahlia  Show,  there  will,  doubtless,  hi  a  grand  display,  prizes  to  a  large 
amount  being  offered  for  the  best  specimens  of  this  flower  in  particular  ; 
as  well  as  several  extra  premiums  for  collections  of  various  other  plants. 

The  Balloon  Ascents  next  week,  at  the  Montpel'ier  Gardens,  are  not 
unlikely  to  excite  as  much  interest  and  curiosity  as  did  Mr.  Green's 
Naussau  Balloon  last  year.  Mr.  Hampton,  the  new  candidate  for  seronautic 
fame,  promises  a  rare  opportunity  to  those  who  desire  to  enjoy  experi- 
mentally the  pleasures  of  rising  in  the  world — an  opportunity  that  many, 
we  have  no  doubt,  will  be  glad  to  avail  themselves  of;  indeed  we  believe 
several  places  are  already  booked  for  the  first  ascent.  From  Mr.  Hamp- 
ton's advertisement  it  appears  that  he  has  not  only  constructed  a  Balloon 
upon  a  new  principle,  but  also  devised  a  safety  Parachute,  in  which  he 
announces  his  intention  of  making  a  descent  next  month.  This  novel 
machine  will  be  exhibited  in  the  Gardens  on  Tuesday  next.  The  first 
partial  ascent  is  to  take  place  at  one  o'clock.  How  many  ascents  are  con- 
templated in  the  course  of  the  afternoon  we  know  not,  neither  can  we  tell 
what  the  arrangements  of  Mr.  Hampton  are  for  these  successive  trips  ;  but 
as  he  has  performed  excursions  of  the  kind  in  other  places,  they  are,  no 
doubt,  efficient  and  complete. 

The  Master  of  the  Ceremonies'  Ball  at  the  Rotunda  takes  place  on 
Monday,  and  no  doubt  will  prove  a  "  bumper."  It  could  not  possibly 
have  occurred  at  a  more  fortunate  time,  the  town  being  fuller  of  company 
than  it  has  ever  bsea  known  to  bi  before,  and  many  of  the  res!  lent  families 
having  already  returned  from  their  summer  and  sea  side  excursions* 
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THE  GLOUCESTER  MUSICAL  FESTIVAL, 

The  leading  topic  of  conversation  for  the  past  fortnight,  and  the  subject 
of  anxious  preparation  for  a  much  longer  period,  commenced  on  Tuesday, 
or  rather,  so  far  at  least  as  the  musical  world  was  concerned,  on  Monday, 
on  which  day  the  grand  rehearsal  took  place  in  the  Cathedral,  there  being 
about  three  hundred  gentlemen  present.  The  interior  arrangements  and 
fittings  up  of  the  sacred  edifice  for  the  accommodation  of  the  successive 
congregations  or  audiences  expected  were  very  complete.  The  western 
gallery,  the  whole  of  which  was  apportioned  to  the  reserved  seats,  had  a 
fine  and  harmonious  effect,  the  backs  of  the  seats  being  all  covered  with 
crimson  cloth,  while  the  entire  front  was  ornamented  with  painted  Gothic 
arches,  as  was  also  the  front  of  the  orchestra.  A  side  pew  for  the  reve- 
rend divines,  and  a  handsome  stall  erected  for  the  Bishop  were  also  deco- 
rated en  suite.  The  arrangements  of  the  orchestra  were  generally  excel- 
lent, for  which  great  praise  is  due  to  Mr.  Amott,  the  conductor.  There 
was,  however,  one  error  strikingly  observable  even  here,  and  of  which 
many  of  the  performers  had  to  complain  :  the  organ  tuners  had  tuned  so 
flat  that  it  was  found  quite  impossible  to  keep  the  wind  instruments  down 
to  the  pitch ;  neither  could  the  stringed  instruments  keep  well  in  tune 
from  the  same  cause.  This  had  a  very  injurious  effect  on  the  music  per- 
formed at  the  rehearsal,  and  certainly  did  not  improve  any  of  the  more  pub- 
lic performances. 

First  Day — Tuesday. 

The  attendance  at  the  Cathedral,  we  regretted  to  perceive,  was  very- 
small — an  inauspicious  opening  to  the  festival ; — the  reserved  seats  were 
scarce  quarter  filled  ;  the  nave  not  half  full,  but  there  were  a  great  number 
of  persons  in  the  side  aisles.  The  thin  attendance  is  commonly  attributed 
to  a  charge  having  been  this  year  made  for  entrance  which  at  former  festi- 
vals had  not  been  usual,  the  first  day  being  generally  considered  an  open 
one,  and  consequently  always  very  fully  attended.  The  sermon  was  preached 
by  the  venerable  Archdeacon  Wetherall,  but  from  the  noise  in  the  vicinity 
of  our  "  eyrie"  we  found  it  impossible  to  hear  a  single  word  that  was  said, 
and  we  fear  there  were  many  others  in  a  like  situation  ;  we  shall,  therefore, 
not  attempt  to  comment  or  criticise  the  discourse,  but  pass  on  to  report 
the  more  musical  doings  of  the  service.  The  overture  to  Esther  was  well 
performed,  except  the  oboe  solo,  which  was  not  so  good  as  we  have  heard 
before.  This,  we  are  inclined  to  think,  was  attributable  to  the  cause 
already  referred  to,  Mr.  Cook  obviously  being  under  the  necessity  of  lower- 
ing his  instrument  to  accommodate  the  organ.  The  effect  of  Jones's  chaunt 
in  D,  Oh  come  let  us  sing  unto  the  Lord,  was  very  imposing,  sounding  mag- 
nificently through  the  vaulted  areas  of  this  fine  Cathedral.  Handel's 
Dettingen  te  Deum  was  beautifully  executed  throughout ;  the  hyper-critic 
might,  perhaps,  object  that  one  or  two  of  the  movements  were  taken  too 
slow,  and  that  in  the  verse  We  therefore  praise  thee,  the  second  soprano 
sang  dreadfully  flat.  The  trumpet  obligato  was  also  deficient  in  brilliancy, 
a  fault  probably  ascribable  in  part  to  the  organ,  and  in  part  also  to  Mr. 
Harper  having  met  with  an  accident  from  the  overturning  of  the  coach 
which  conveyed  him  to  Gloucester,  and  the  effect  of  which  prevented  his 
acquitting  himself  with  his  accustomed  success.    Boyce's  Anthem,  Blessed 
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is  he,  the  introductory  symphony  to  which  was  omitted,  we  know  not  why, 
was  very  effective ;  Braham  was  truly  splendid  in  the  passage  /  did  weep 
for  him.  The  same  composer's  duet,  Here  shall  soft  charity,  was  beauti- 
fully sung  by  Messrs.  Phillips  and  Hobbs.  Knyvett's  Grand  Coronation 
Anthem  was  given  with  all  the  force  and  effect  of  which  it  was  capable  ;  as  a 
composition  it  abounds  in  forte  common  places,  and  will  not  stand  the  test 
of  severe  musical  criticism  ;  Mr.  Knyvett  himself  conducted,  but  his  mo- 
tions were  so  novel  that  they  appeared  not  a  little  to  amuse  the  chorus 
singers.  These  things  should  be  guarded  against  in  sacred  performances ; 
they  sadly  mar  their  effect  to  those  who  look  on  as  well  as  listen. 

The  Evening  Concert  at  the  Shire  Hall 

Was  as  thinly  attended  as  the  service  at  the  Cathedral,  not  two  hundred 
persons  being  present  so  far  as  one  migVt  judge  from  the  appearance  of  the 
room  ;  possibly  one  cause  of  the  thinness  of  the  attendance  was  the 
absence  of  Madame  Albertazzi,  who  was  detained  at  Manchester  by  illness. 
This,  which  became  pretty  generally  known  before  evening,  tended  to  damp 
the  ardour  of  expectation,  and  doubtless  kept  many  away.  Beethoven's 
grand  sinfonia  in  D  opened  the  concert,  and  was  followed  by  a  madrigal, 
•So  saith  my  fair.  Both  were  well  performed.  The  third  entry  in  the  pro- 
gramme, for  Madame  Albertazzi,  was  of  course,  omitted,  and  nothing  sub- 
stituted in  its  place.  The  next  entry,  0  Cara  Immagine,  was  also  left  out, 
and  a  duet  from  Puritani  sung  in  its  stead,  by  Grisi  and  Ivauoff,  it  is 
almost  needless  to  add  in  splendid  style.  Willman's  clarionet  concerto 
was  finely  executed,  as  was  also  Lindley's  violoncello  one  in  the  second 
part,  as  well  as  his  obligato  accompaniment  in  the  first  part.  The  duet 
from  FalstafF,  sung  by  Madame  Grisi  and  Signor  Lablache,  was  the  finest 
piece  of  the  evening,  and  Barnetti's  new  song.  The  Shepherd's  Invocation 
to  Orpheus,  sung  by  Mr.  Phillips,  about  the  least  effective.  The  first  act 
finished  with  another  departure  from  the  published  scheme,  the  chorus 
from  Beethoven's  Ruinen  von  Athen  being  substituted  for  the  trio  announced. 
The  second  part  opened  with  Cherubini's  overture,  Les  deux  journees,  which 
was  not  well  played,  owing,  as  we  imagine,  to  some  of  the  basses  having 
been  furnished  with  wrong  copies — the  Looker-On  kept  a  sharp  look-out 
on  their  movements  !  Hobbs's  new  ballad  had  nothing  to  recommend  it  to 
particular  attention.  Lablache  came  next,  and  was  great  as  ever  in  Largo 
al factotum, — and  for  the  duet  announced  for  Grisi  and  Albertazzi,  we 
had  a  trio  between  the  former,  IvanofF,  and  Lablache,  finely  executed. 
Braham's  Battle  of  the  angels  recalled  to  our  recollection  the  days  gone  by, 
tinged  with  a  thought  of  melancholy :  it  was,  however,  gloriously  sung. 
Miss  Birch,  in  Cease  your  funning,  sang  delightfully,  and  was  greeted  with 
boisterous  applause.  This  was  the  only  song  in  the  concert  that  was 
honoured  with  an  encore.  Mrs.  Shaw's  Ah!  ch'io  I'adoro,  which  came 
next  in  order,  was  splendidly  sung ;  and  Braham  and  Phillips,  in  Traver's 
good  old  duet — /  my  dear,  acquitted  themselves  as  became  the  chiefs  of 
English  song.  The  concluding  trio  between  Grisi,  IvanofF,  and  Lablache, 
was  one  of  the  gems  of  the  evening.  The  concert  finished  with  the  over- 
ture to  Figaro. 

The  good  people  of  Gloucester  having  expressed  dissatisfaction  with  the 
ball  arrangements,  there  being  only  one  entertainment  of  the  kind  arranged 
for  the  entire  festival,  and  that  too  at  a  rather  extravagant  price,  the 
stewards  took  the  matter  into  their  consideration,  and  announced  a  ball  to 
take  place  after  this  evening's  performance,  at  an  extra  charge  of  half-a 
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crown  :  but  what  with  the  length  of  the  concert  itself,  and  the  hasty  and 
imperfect  arrangements,  there  were  bat  a  very  few  persons  who  remained 
behind  for  the  dancing,  of  whom  the  Looker-On  was  certainly  not  one. 
With  a  busy  to-morrow  before  us,  we  thought  we  should  best  consult  our 
own  comfort  and  the  public  weal  by  retiring  to  unfevered  rest. 

Second  Day — Wednesday  Morning. 
The  attendance  at  the  Cathedral  was  better  than  yesterday,  but  still  far 
from  numerous,  and  the  reserved  seats  were  not  more  than  half  occupied. 
It  was  expected  that  the  novelty  of  the  selection  announced  for  this  day 
would  have  proved  attractive,  but  the  result  has  disappointed  the  expecta- 
tion. The  performance  began  at  eleven  o'clock,  making  a  very  fair  start, 
but  the  oratorio  of  St.  Paul  is  not  calculated  to  command  and  keep  up  the 
attention  of  a  mixed  assembly,  many  of  whose  members  know  little  or 
nothing  of  music  as  a  science,  and  are  often  best  pleased  with  that  which 
has  least  merit.  The  music  of  St.  Paul,  though  certainly  very  fine,  is  defi- 
cient in  that  loftiness  of  character  which  long  familiarity  with  the  works  of 
Handel  and  Haydn  has  led  us  to  expect  in  sacred  compositions.  There 
are  too  many  recitatives  to  be  agreeable.  The  subjects  of  the  chorusses 
partake  more  of  the  pretty  than  the  sublime  ;  the  chorus  How  lovely  are 
the  messengers,  in  six- eight  time,  is  of  this  description.  Stone  him  to  death 
is,  however,  of  quite  another  character;  still,  even  this  is  rather  fieree  than 
sublime.  The  chorales  of  St.  Paul  are  all  very  fine,  and  founded  for  the 
most  part  on  the  ancient  ecclesiastical  modes, — harmonies  which  are  over- 
much neglected  in  modern  music  :  to  use  no  other  harmony  would  mani- 
fest too  great  a  love  for  antiquity,  as,  on  the  other  hand,  their  total  absence 
would  be  a  great  loss.  The  whole  of  the  music  was  well  performed,  ex- 
cept the  We  verily  have  heard,  by  the  witnesses,  Messrs.  Novello  and 
Iiobbs,  which  was  sadly  out  of  tune  ;  and  Braham  in  the  recitative,  Men, 
Brethren,  and  Fathers,  was  also  sadly  out.  It  is  quite  clear  this  great 
singer  is  now  no  longer  what  he  was  in  days  gone  by  ;  neither  himself  nor 
his  hearers  can  in  any  way  depend  upon  his  voice  ;  nor  has  his  taste  im- 
proved. The  introduction  of  Italian  cadences  in  a  sacred  oratorio,  and  in 
such  a  building,  is,  to  our  feelings  at  least,  very  disagreeable,  and  certainly 
does  not  harmonize  with  either  the  tone  of  the  mind  or  the  character  of 
the  music.  Our  confined  limits  will  not  admit  of  our  entering  at  any  length 
into  a  review  of  the  entire  selection.  The  performances  concluded  at  a 
quarter  past  four. 

The  Evening  Concert  at  the  Shire  Hall 
Was  better  attended  than  the  previous  one,  though  still  by  no  means  full. 
The  opening  overture,  Mozart's  Jupiter,  was  well  performed,  and  Wilbye's 
madrigal,  Flora  gave  me,  which  followed  was  also  very  effective.  Non  piu 
mesta,  the  next  piece  'n  the  scheme  was  not  iung,  in  consequence  of  Alber- 
tazzi's  absence,  nor  was  any  other  substituted  in  its  place.  Ivanoff's  Vivi 
tu  was  as  successful  as  ever,  and  Mrs.  A.  Shaw  was  encored  in  a  ballad  of 
no  very  striking  merit  in  itself,  but  by  this  lady's  excellent  singing  ren- 
dered highly  effective.  Oh  Guardate,  by  Grisi  and  Lablache,  was  also  en- 
cored. This  duet  was,  indeed,  one  of  the  gems  of  the  evening.  Purcell's 
/  attempt  from  Love's  sickness  to  fly,  a  rather  tame  composition,  though  well 
sung  by  Mr.  Hobbs,  met  with  an  indifferent  reception.  Mori's  concerto 
was  that  everlasting  No.  45  of  Mayseder,  which  he  has  played  times  out  of 
number  at  Cheltenham,  and,  we  think,  in  Gloucester  at  the  very  last  music 
meeting.  It  was,  of  course,  brilliantly  executed.  Mrs.  Knyvett  sang 
Hawes's  Fairy  blessings  badly,  but  perhaps  quite  as  well  as  it  deserved. 
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A  duet  from  Belisario,  by  Braham  and  Lablache,  was  well-nigh  spoiled  by 
the  singing  of  the  former ;  but  th»  next  song  by  Grisi  made  ample  amends 
— indeed  it  was  given  in  beautiful  style,  though  the  accompaniment  was  a 
little  unsteady  in  places.  A  chorus  from  Beethoven's  Fidelio,  Oh!  what  delight , 
concluded  the  first  part ;  it  was  not  so  well  done  as  it  ought  to  have  been. 
The  second  part  opened  with  Mendelsohn's  fine  overture,  The  Midsummer 
Night's  Dream,  on  the  whole  well  executed,  but  the  lights  and  shades  so 
important  in  this  composition  might  have  been  better  attended  to.  Raleigh's 
song,  The  Soul's  Errand,  was  finely  sung  by  Phillips,  and  encored.  The 
music  to  this  is  by  Calcott,  and  very  good.  The  duet  promised  by  Alber- 
tazzi  and  Ivanoff  was  necessarily  withdrawn,  and  the  latter  sang  an  Italian 
song  instead,  and  that  most  admirably.  Braham  was  quite  at  home  in  his 
old  favorite  Mad  Tom,  and  gave  it  in  the  spirit  of  the  olden  time,  though 
his  strength  appeared  to  fail  him  in  the  higher  notes.  Cimaroso's  buffo 
terzetto,  Lc  facchio  im  mechino,  was  beautifully  sung  by  Madame  Grisi, 
Mrs.  Knyvett,  and  Mrs.  iShaw.  The  next  song,  Go  forget  me,  by  Miss 
Birch,  was  the  most  enthusiastically  received  of  all  the  songs  of  the  con- 
cert. It  is,  indeed,  a  sweet  little  melody,  and  likely  to  become  popular, 
and  the  singing  was  better  than  either.  It  was  loudly  encored,  and  ar- 
dently longed  for  a  third  time.  A  more  perfect  trial  at  ballad  singing  has 
rarely  been  heard ;  the  sounds  of  Miss  Birch's  voice  are  not  unlike  the 
tones  of  musical  glasses ;  she  sings  sweetly  in  tune,  and  her  shakes  are  at 
once  regular  and  perfect.  Lablache's  comic  powers  were  shown  off  to  the 
greatest  advantage  in  Rossini's  Tarentella,  which  was  called  for  a  second 
time.  This  was  the  last  song,  and  the  concert  closed  with  a  finale  of 
Mozart's,  which,  however,  very  few  remained  to  listen  to,  so  indifferent 
are  the  public  to  even  the  best  instrumental  music. 

Thursday  Morning. 

This  was  truly  a  glorious  day  for  the  festival ;  the  congregation  in  the 
Cathedral  was  splendid  ;  scarce  an  inch  of  unoccupied  room  within  the 
walls,  and  all  the  elite  of  the  land  among  the  "  present."  The  first  part 
of  the  performances  comprised  a  selection  from  The  Creation,  the  whole  of 
which  was  very  finely  performed,  and  requires  no  particular  comment,  the 
music  being  so  well  known.  The  miscellaneous  portion  which  followed 
was  opened  by  Phillips,  who  gave  the  air  Qui  Tollis  quite  charmingly, 
Lindley  performing  the  accompaniment  in  his  best  style.  These  two  pro- 
fessors appear  still  improving  ;  the  obligato  played  by  the  latter  was  done 
with  so  much  nerve,  that  were  we  not  to  see  the  performer,  we  might 
fancy  him  still  a  young  man.  Braham's  Deeper  and  deeper  still,  which 
used  to  be  the  gem  of  all  musical  festivals,  was  a  failure — to  use  the  words 
of  his  own  song,  "  it  was  too  shocking."  Mrs.  Knyvett  followed  with  Ye 
sacred  Priests,  which  she  sang  very  sweetly  indeed.  Himmel's  chorus, 
Hark  the  Angel  Voice,  was  well  sung,  as  it  well  deserved  to  be,  for  it  is  an 
excellent  composition.  Lablache,  in  Finche  Solvo,  was  truly  great,  but  the 
music  in  its  subject  was  too  lively  for  the  place  and  occasion.  Marcello's 
beautiful  duet,  Qua!  Anelanto,  sung  by  Madame  Grisi  and  Mrs.  Shaw,  was 
a  failure,  owing  to  a  mistake  by  the  former,  which  nearly  occasioned  "  a  full 
stop."  This,  it  is  said,  was  owing  to  a  cold,  which  of  course  prevented  her 
reading  correctly.  The  selection  from  Mozart's  Requiem  was  splendidly  per- 
formed, with  one  exception  ;  in  the  last  portion  of  Hosanna  in  Excelsis  there 
was  obviously  some  misunderstanding  in  the  orchestra,  which  had  well-nigh 
perilled  the  whole  performance.  The  Movement  from  the  Lessons  introducing 
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also  very  good  :  the  bassoon  accompaniment  was  brilliantly  executed  by 
the  delightful  Harmonious  Blacksmith  followed  the  Requiem,  and  gave  univer  - 
sal satisfaction.  Mr.  Hobbsgave  David's  Lament,  one  of  Neukomm's  best 
efforts,  with  great  effect,  and  Phillips,  in  Stevenson's  The  Snares  of  Death,  was 
Baumann.  Handel's  glorious  song,  Let  the  bright  Seraphim,  was  attempted 
by  Grisi,  and  proved  ineffective.  She  perhaps  sang  it  as  well  as  could  be 
expected  from  one  who  could  not  enter  into  the  feelings  of  Handel,  or  pro- 
nounce the  English  language.  Grisi  is  great  in  the  opera  or  church,  with 
with  her  native  words  and  music ;  but  Mrs.  Shaw  or  Miss  Birch  should 
have  had  this  song  to  sing.  Harper's  trumpet  obligato  was  also  less  effec- 
tive than  usual.  Beethoven's  Hallelujah  Chorus,  with  which  the  first  part 
of  the  performance  concluded,  was  sublimely  grand,  and  its  effect  was 
heightened  by  the  simultaneous  rising  of  the  whole  congregation. 

Att wood's  Grand  Coronation  Anthem  was  the  prelude  to  the  concluding  act, 
and  was  finely  performed.  It  is  vastly  superior  as  a  composition  to  Kny- 
vett's  Coronation  Anthem,  performed  on  Tuesday.  Handel's  sacred  orato- 
rio, Israel  in  Egypt,  which  for  grandeur  surpasses  every  thing  else  of  its 
kind,  formed  the  second  part,  Mr.  Hobbs  giving  the  opening  recitative, 
Now  there  arose,  in  excellent  style,  as  also  Yet  Pharaoh  still  exalted.  The 
duet,  The  Lord  is  a  man  of  war,  was  sung  admirably  by  Messrs  Novello  and 
Phillips;  but  our  limits  will  not  admit  of  our  particularizing  all  the  fine 
compositions  of  this  splendid  masterpiece.  We  regret  to  be  compelled  to 
add  that  Braham  was  throughout  all  uncertainty,  occasionally  displaying 
powers  of  the  highest  order,  but  often  failing  altogether,  or  wandering  into 
cadences  the  most  extraordinary  and  unaccountable.  This  was  specially 
the  case  in  the  air,  The  enemy  said,  as  well  as  in  several  others  assigned 
him  in  the  programme.  The  attendance  in  the  cathedral  this  morning  is 
said  to  have  exceeded  eighteen  hundred,  exclusive  of  three  hundred  per- 
formers in  the  orchestra.    The  collection  amounted  to  £234. 

The  Concert  of  this  Evening  was  much  better  attended  than  the  two 
preceding  ones  ;  indeed  the  room  was  quite  full  in  every  part.  Mozart's 
sinfonie  in  E  flat  introduced  the  performances,  and  was  well  executed. 
A  duet.  Voglio  dire,  between  Ivanhoff  and  Lablache  followed,  and  was 
greeted  with  loud  applause.  It  was  beautifully  sung,  **  and  no  mistake." 
Madame  Grisi  next  favoured  us  with  an  aria  in  exquisite  style — then  came 
Braham  with  Weber's  splendid  scena,  Oh,  tis  a  glorious  sight — but  not  as 
Braham  used  to  come,  unrivaled,  and  almost  unapproachable — his  singing 
now  evidenced  a  sad  falling  off.  Mr.  Baumann's  Bassoon  Concerto  was  a 
very  clever  piece  of  playing.  Grisi  and  Ivanoff  in  the  duet,  Sulla  Tomba, 
were  both  as  fine  as  it  was  possible.  Mrs.  Knyvett's  song,  Oh,  might  I 
but  my  Patrick  love,  was  introduced  here  instead  of  its  proper  place,  which, 
according  to  the  scheme,  should  have  been  immediately  after  the  sinfonie. 
The  singing  wat?  as  indifferent  as  the  music,  which  is  indifferent  enough  in 
all  conscience.  Mrs.  Shaw  sang  Pensa  alia  P atria,  with  fine  effect.  In 
the  Terzetto,  from  Falstaff,  Grisi,  Ivanhoff,  and  Lablache,  quite  electrified 
the  audience,  and  were  rapturously  encored;  as  was  also  Phillips  in  the 
song,  Haste  thee  Nymph,  which  followed,  and  which  ended  the  first  act.  It 
could  not  have  been  better  performed.  The  hour's  pause  allowed  for  tea 
and  refreshment  having  expired,  the  second  act  opened  with  the  Guillaume 
Tell  Overture,  which  was  admirably  executed,  and  called  for  a  second 
time.  Jackson's  Glee,  Go  feeble  Tyrant,  was  coldly  received, — not  so 
Ivanoff's  Or  che  in  cielo,  which  called  forth  an  unanimous  encore 
Non  piu  di  fori  should  have  followed,  but  Madame  Albertazzi's  absence  com. 
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pelled  its  withdrawal,  and  Mrs.  Shaw  sang-  an  Italian  song  in  its  stead. 
Non  piu  andrai,  though  sang  by  Lablache,  produced  little  or  no  effect :  the 
music  was  too  good  for  the  audience.  A  Concertante  Duet,  between  Mori 
and  Lindley,  a  masterly  composition,  was  masterly  performed,  each  rival- 
ling the  other  in  such  brave  rivalry  as  was  quite  delightful  to  hear  and  see. 
Miss  Birch  sang  Lo,  here  the  gentle  lark — introduced  in  lieu  of  a  duet,  in 
which  Albertazzi  should  have  taken  part — most  beautifully,  and  elicited 
applause  both  loud  and  long.  An  excellently-sung  duet,  by  Lablache  and 
Phillips,  received  likewise  its  well-earned  meed  of  approbation  ;  and  Grisi, 
in  Di  piacer,  delighted  and  surprised  all  who  heard  her,  often  as  she  has 
been  heard  before  in  this  popular  aria.  The  last  song  sung  was  The  Bay  of 
Biscay,  by  Braham,  and  we  sincerely  hope  it  will  be  the  last  time  of  his 
undertaking  it,  even  though  "particularly  desired!"  God  save  the  Queen 
finished  the  scheme,  and  brought  the  Evening  Concerts  to  a  "  final  close." 
Last  Day — Friday — Morning. 
The  attendance  at  the  Cathedral  was  as  good  as  yesterday — the  per- 
formance being  the  Messiah;  but  as  the  music  of  this  oratorio  is  so  well 
known  it  may  be  sufficient  to  say  that  the  whole  was  well  performed,  and 
gave  great  satisfaction. — We  have  not  heard  what  the  collections  were  to- 
dav  at  the  cathedral.  On  Tuesday  they  amounted  to  £137  7s.  lOd. ;  on 
Wednesday  £140  Is.  6d. ;  and  on  Thnrsday  £234  18s.  7d. 

The  Fancy  Ball, 

With  which  the  entertainments  of  the  festival  were  to  be  wound  up,  must  have 
satisfied  the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  its  friends  and  Patrons.  For  this 
gay  fete  the  County  Hall  in  which  the  previous  concerts  had  taken  place  was 
again  put  into  requisition,  and,  prepared  as  it  had  been,  was  admirably  adapted 
for  the  purpose  of  the  ball.  The  doors  were  open  at  eight  o'clock,  immediately 
upon  which  the  company  began  to  arrive,  and  continued  pouring  in  in  one  uninter- 
rupted stream  until  long  after  ten,  by  which  hour  there  must  have  been,  to  all 
appearance  about  eight  hundred  persons  in  the  room,  for  the  most  part  in  full 
dress,  or  in  military  or  naval  costume;  "dragoons  who  had  never  been  on  horse- 
back—sailors who  had  never  seen  a  ship."  The  musical  arrangements  were  not 
good,  Weippert's  Band  (twelve  in  number),  with  Weippert  himself  leading,  being 
placed  on  the  floor  on  the  left  side  of  the  hall.  The  order  of  dancing  was — Qua- 
drille, Valze,  and  Galop,  and  with  the  first  the  ball  was  opened  a  few  minutes 
before  eleven,  ten  sets  forming  at  the  same  time.  The  other  dances  alternated, 
and  so  continued  until  half  past  twelve,  when  the  company  repaired  to  a  spa- 
cious room  prepared  for  the  occasion  by  boarding  over  the  crown  court  frpm  the 
galleries ;  and  here  a  very  handsome  and  plentiful  supper,  consisting  of  cold 
meats,  jellies,  and  other  suitable  delicacies,  was  provided.  Ample  time  having 
been  allowed  for  refreshment,  the  motley  company  returned  to  the  ball  room, 
when  dancing  was  resumed,  and  continued  with  great  spirit  through  the  remain- 
der of  the  night.,  and,  we  doubt  not,  far  into  the  morning ;  since,  when  the 
Looker-On  made  his  exit  at  4a.m.,  he  left  behind  him  in  the  gay  and  glittering 
scene,  at  least  four  or  five  hundred  persons.  The  costumes  present  were,  some  of 
them,  very  splendid  ;  and  there  were  also  a  few  characters  admirably  sustained. 
Among  them  were  A  Persian,  Sir  Roger  de  Coverly,  A  Courtier  of  the  time  of 
George  the  First,  Rebecca  (Miss  Isaacson),  Th§  Red  Rover,  and  two  or  three 
others.  Altogether  we  were  told  there  were  a  thousand  persons  at  the  ball,  of 
which  number  Cheltenham  contributed  its  full  share.  Among  the  titled  we 
recognized  Lord  Ellenborough,  Lord  and  Lady  Colchester,  Lord  and  Lady 
Rodney,  Sir  Charles  Morgan,  the  Hon.  Mr.  Law,  the  Hon.  Grantley  Berkeley, 
&c;  in  short,  it  was  decidedly  the  gayest  affair  of  the  kind  ever  seen  in  the  good 
city  of  Gloucester. — We  have  no  space  left  to  review  the  entire  proceedings  of  the 
festival  as  we  could  have  wished  to  have  done— to  praise  or  blame  the  arrange- 
ments. Many  thoughts  and  suggestions  prevent  themselves  to  our  mind,  but  we 
must  not  indulge  in  them  now.

THE  LATE  LIEUT.-COL.  CROOKSHANK. 

We  extract  from  the  London  newspapers  the  following  brief  sketch  of  the 
military  career  of  this  gallant  officer,  whose  death  it  was  our  lot  to  record  in 
the  last  No.  of  the  Looker-On— not  doubting  but  it  will  prove  acceptable  to 
many  of  our  subscribers  to  whom  its  subject  was  intimately  known,  having  re- 
sided for  several  years  in  Cheltenham : — 

Lieut. -Colonel  Chichester  William  Crookshank,  K.H.  (whose  death  was  an- 
nounced last  week),  entered  the  army  at  an  early  age,  in  the  year  1799,  and  was 
a  gallant  and  efficient  officer,  his  military  career  being  attended  throughout  with 
the  utmost  credit  and  distinction.  He  was  actively  employed  in  the  West  Indies, 
in  the  capture  of  the  Danish  Islands  in  1801  ;  was  present  at  the  taking  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope  in  1806;  and  shared  in  the  campaign  in  South  America 
under  the  late  Generals  Whitlocke,  Achmuchty,  Crawford,  and  Pack.  At  the 
attack  and  storming  of  Monte  Video  he  received  five  wounds,  and  was  made  a 
prisoner  with  the  light  troops  at  the  assault  of  Buenos  Ayres.  He  likewise 
joined  the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  and  for  a  long  period  in  after-life  experienced 
the  ill-effects  of  that  disastrous  climate.  The  Peninsular  war,  the  brightest  page 
in  modern  history,  also  witnessed  him  in  active  service  in  the  army  of  the  Duke 
of  Wellington.  He  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Busaco,  and 
Fuentes  d'Honor.  A  few  days  previous  to  the  battle  of  Salamanca  he  received  a 
wound,  while  endeavouring  with  his  battalion  to  discover  a  ford  across  the  Douro, 
near  the  village  of  Polios,  in  Spain.  It  did  not  prevent  him,  however,  from 
sharing  in  that  memorable  engagement,  in  which  he  commanded  a  Portuguese 
regiment,  was  again  wounded,  and  had  two  horses  shot  under  him.  In  that 
action  he  took  and  presented  to  the  late  Sir  Edward  Pakenham,  commanding  the 
3d  division  of  the  army,  an  eagle  of  the  22d  French  regiment,  which  was  brought 
to  this  country  by  Lord  Clinton,  with  the  dispatches.  He  was  honoured  by  his 
late  Majesty  William  IV.  with  the  third  class  of  the  Royal  Hanoverian  Guelphic 
Order,  and  had  previously  received  the  English  and  Portuguese  medals  for  Sala- 
manca, and  the  Portuguese  medal  for  three  campaigns  in  the  Peninsula.  Lieut.  - 
Col.  Crookshank  was  the  youngest  son  of  the  Right  Hon.  Alexander  Crookshank, 
of  Newton-park,  county  of  Dublin,  for  many  years  one  of  the  justices  of  her 
Majesty's  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  Ireland. 
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THE  MUSICAL  PROMENADES,

In  consequence  of 
the  numerous  and  attractive  engagements  already  announced  for  next 
week,  there  will  be  no  promenade  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  or  Wednesday 
next ;  but  the  afternoon  performances  will  be  resumed  on  Thursday,  Fri- 
d  iy,  and  Saturday. 


The  Concerts  of  the  Russian  Family,  Matweitsch,  at  the  Rotunda, 
on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  last  evenings,  proved  highly  attractive, — 
nearly  two  hundred  persons  being  present,  including  many  of  the  most 
influential  families  of  the  place.  The  programmes  were  indeed  of  the  most 
entertaining  description,  the  character  of  the  songs  uniformly  pleasing,  and 
the  singing  excellent ;  the  arrangement  and  harmony  of  the  various  melo- 
dies being  astonishingly  perfect.  The  comic  trio,  which  followed  the 
concert  proper,  was  something  so  out  of  the  common  way  that  it  took  the 
audience  by  surprise,  and  afforded  abundant  merriment;  and  it  was  not  a 
little  amusing  to  compare  the  irrisibility  of  the  singers'  countenances  with 
laughter-convulsed  faces  of  the  audience.  Several  of  the  pieces  were  the 
loudlv  encored,  and  the  trio  among  the  rest  on  each  occasion.  The 
Russian  and  Cossack  national  dances  were  exceedingly  graceful  in  many  of 
their  movements,  and  highly  characteristic  throughout.  This  talented 
family  give  one  more  performance  during  their  stay,  and  we  would  recom- 
mend those  who  have  not  yet  seen  them,  and  take  pleasure  in  entertain- 
ments of  the  kind,  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  presented  to  them 
of  enjoying  a  most  delightful  hour's  amusement  this  afternoon. 

Thursday's  Ball  at  the  Rotunda,  notwithstanding  the  powerful 
attractions  of  the  Gloucester  Festival,  and  the  many  other  amusements 
which  this  week  have  crowded  upon  the  attention,  and  courted  the  pa- 
tronage of  our  residents  and  visitors,  was  honoured  with  a  numerous  and 
fashionable  attendance,  nor  was  there  any  lack  of  dancers  among  the  num- 
ber ;  indeed  we  have  not  through  the  season  seen  a  ball  kept  up  with 
greater  spirit.

On  Monday  evening  was  a  truly  splendid  affair,  between  eight  and 
nine  hundred  of  the  nobility  and  gentry  of  the  town  and  neigh- 
bourhood, or  sojourning  here  as  visitors,  honouring  the  Rotunda 
with  their  presence,  and  all  appearing  to  vie  with  each  other  in  a 
desire  to  testify  their  respect  to  a  gentleman,  whose  desire  to  pro- 
mote the  amusements  and  further  the  interests  of  the  town  have 
ever  been  unceasing.  The  arrangements  for  the  fete  were  through- 
out excellent,  and  those  for  the  accommodation  of  the  company 
such  as  surprised  many  of  those  who  had  not  before  seen  the  Mont- 
pellier  establishment  developed  in  its  length  and  breadth,  the 
whole  of  the  rooms  leading  into  the  Rotunda,  including  the  Con- 
servatories, Library,  Heading  and  Card  Rooms  being  lighted  up 
and  thrown  into  display  for  the  occasion,  thus  affording  the  most 
ample  accommodation  for  the  company  ;  indeed  had  there  been 
half  as  many  more  there  would  have  been  space  enough,  and  to 
spare.  The  entrance  was  by  a  covered  way  through  the  Library, 
whence  the  Rotunda  opened  immediately  in  front,  and  the  Prome- 
nade and  Reading  Rooms  left  and  right.  The  company  began  to 
arrive  at  half-past  eight,  and  from  nine  to  ten  flowed  on  in  one 
unbroken  stream,  Capt.  Kirwan  receiving  his  friends  as  they  ar- 
rived in  the  Conservatory, — the  audience  hall  of  the  evening.  A 
few  minutes  after  nine  the  band  performed  one  of  Strauss's  waltzes, 
and  shortly  after,  the  first  set  of  quadrilles,  with  which  latter  the 
ball  opened,  the  four  circles  in  the  Rotunda,  as  well  as  three  others 
marked  out  for  the  occasion  in  the  Promenade  Room  having  each 
their  full  compliment  of  dancers.  Another  set  of  quadrilles  was 
danced,  then  a  valze,  and  then  a  galope,  an  order  of  dancing  which 
was  observed  throughout  the  evening,  each  following  the  other  in 
such  rapid  succession  as  scarce  allowed  a  breathing  pause  either 
for  the  band  or  the  company.  Between  twelve  and  one  many  of 
the  guests  retired,  but  it  was  not  until  four  o'clock  that  the  whole 
of  the  company  had  left  the  ball  room,  or  the  performance  of  God 
save  the  Queen  announced  the  close  of  the  "  gay  and  glittering" 
fete.  So  numerous  and  splendid  an  assembly  has  certainly  never 
before  taken  place  at  the  Montpellier  Rotunda,  and  we  greatly 
question  if  ever  there  has  been  a  larger  upon  any  former  occasion 
in  any  other  place  in  Cheltenham.  Among  the  company  we  ob-

Pococke,  Sir  M.  Cusac  Smith,  &ev  &c. 
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MR.  HAMPTON'S  BALLOON  ASCENT  FROM  THE 
MONTPELLIER  GARDENS. 

The  first  ascent  from  these  gardens  by  the  above-named  aeronaut  (whose 
enterprising,  and  hitherto  perilous  voyages  have  tended  in  no  trifling  de- 
gree to  enhance  the  public  opinion  of  his  personal  courage  and  scientific 
skill)  was  made  on  Tuesday  last,  in  the  presence  of  an  immense  assem- 
blage of  the  distinguished  and  fashionable  visitors  which  our  town  at  this 
period  of  the  season  boasts  of.    The  morning  was  exceedingly  beautiful; 
and  the  "  sun's  bright  rays"  gave  token  of  a  propitious  day.    Several  par- 
tial ascents  had  been  announced  to  have  taken  place  during  the  morning, 
for  the  gratification  of  our  townsfolk,  and  those  who  might  have  been  de- 
sirous cf  arriving  at  some  notion  of  aerial  ascendancy,  without  hazarding 
the  difficulties  and  dangers  attendant  upon  the  adventurous  voyager  who 
fairly  abandons  terra  firma,  but  a  somewhat  fresh  north-west  wind  spring- 
ing up  about  twelve  o'clock  rendered  the  attempt  impracticable,  inasmuch 
as  the  ponderous  machine  could  not  have  been  safely  loosened  from  her 
moorings  to  anything  like  limited  extent  without  extreme  danger  and  im- 
propriety.   The  wind  continuing  during  the  entire  afternoon  in  the  same 
unfavorable  point,  Mr.  Hampton  declined  making  any  efforts  to  fulfil  that 
portion  of  the  entertainment,  and  which,  had  it  been  attempted,  must 
have  proved  anything  but  pleasing  to  the  spectator,  and  which  was  satis- 
factorily explained  to  several  of  the  distinguished  applicants.    At  half-past 
four  o'clock  the  apparatus  attached  to  the  car  was  finally  adjusted,  and 
Mr.  Hampton  took  his  seat;  every  necessary  arrangement  being  made 
complete,  the  signal  was  given  to  "  let  go,"  and  the  vast  machine  rose  with 
the  most  majestic  splendour,  amidst  the  warm  huzzas  of  the  gay  throng, 
into  the  boundless  regions  of  space.    A  more  beautiful  and  gratifying  as- 
cent, we  unhesitatingly  pronounce,  could  not  have  been  effected.    As  we 
shall  not  follow  the  course  of  the  aerial  voyager  in  our  own  descriptive 
style,  we  subjoin  the  substance  of  Mr.  Hampton's  narrative,  which  he  has 
favored  us  with  for  the  occasion. 

Having  sufficiently  tested  the  power  of  my  balloon,  adjusted  my  ballast, 
and  disposed  of  the  necessary  cords  which  had  confined  it  to  the  earth,  at 
precisely  twenty  minutes  to  five  o'clock  "The  Albion"  once  again  mounted 
her  aerial  course ;  the  comparative  calmness  of  the  evening  rendering  its 
its  buoyancy  and  gradual  progress  not  only  agreeable  to  the  aeronaut,  but 
doubtless  more  distinctly  visible  to  the  spectators.  Never  yet,  in  the 
aeronautical  experience  which  I  have  received  during  my  previous  ascents, 
did  I  derive  such  unqualified  satisfaction  on  leaving  the  earth  as  Tdid  on 
the  present  occasion,  in  the  knowledge  that  my  journey  would  be  made 
across  a  country  proverbial  for  its  delightful  scenery,  and  free  from  the 
terrific  dangers  which  have  attended  my  previous  voyages,  arising  in 
a  great  measure  from  my  proximity  to  the  "  wide  and  unbounded 
sea,"  as,  in  my  several  ascents  in  the  county  of  Kent,  has  uniformly 
been  the  case.  The  hazy  appearance  of  the  atmosphere  at  the  time  of 
my  starting  from  the  Gardens  I  knew  would  very  speedily  have  concealed 
me  from  the  gaze  of  the  thousands  who  were  watching  my  progress,  and 
with  the  desire  therefore  of  giving  every  facility  to  gratify  the  views  of 
those  who  had  thus  honoured  me  with  their  presence,  I  did  not  adopt  my 
customary  method  of  discharging  ballast  some  few  minutes  after  the  ascen- 
sion of  the  machine,  so  as  to  attain  a  particular  altitude  ;  but  confined  the 
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station  of  the  balloon  to  a  lower  current,  so  that  my  object  of  keeping  in 
sight  might  be  uninterruptedly  accomplished.    The  continuous  shouts  of 
the  immense  multitude  attendant  as  it  were  on  my  progress  sufficiently 
told  me  that  I  was  within  their  anxious  gaze.    Having  indulged  myself 
with  a  calm  and  delightful  view  of  the  town,  and  its  peculiarly  clean  and 
cheerful  appearance,  I  cast  my  eye  round  in  order  to  survey  the  almost 
measureless  range  of  hills  and  mountainous  scenery  that  in  every  direction 
were  spread  before  me.    At  this  moment,  however,  the  agreeable  sensa- 
tions which  my  picturesque  prospects  afforded  me  were  suddenly  checked 
by  my  discovery  that  the  lower  valve  of  the  balloon  was  unfastened,  (a 
matter  invariably  attended  to  on  the  immediate  ascent  of  the  machine  from 
the  earth)  and,  in  order  to  accomplish  this  purpose,  I  was  compelled  in- 
stantly to  mount  the  hoop.   The  progress  of  the  balloon  was  now  more  rapid, 
taneously  accomplished.    The  direction  of  the  balloon  was  more  rapid, 
having  during  the  short  interval  approached  a  stronger  current,  and  I  very 
perceptibly  found  myself  attaining  greater  height.     About  five  miles  from 
the  place  of  starting  a  fresh  current  met  me,  and  the  balloon  took  a  more 
western  course,  though  coutinually  veering  in  its  partial  progress.  At 
this  time  the  atmosphere  was  intensely  cold.    Not  having  provided  myself 
with  my  thermometer  I  was  unable  to  judge  of  the  exact  point.    A  few 
minutes  however  removed  me  to  another  current,  and  considering  that 
from  the  time  I  had  left  the  Gardens,  and  the  space  I  had  traversed,  it  was 
probable  I  might  journey  some  distance,  I  made  preparations  for  my 
descent,  which  1  am  happy  to  state  was  safely  effected  after  having  cleared 
a  small  village,  subsequently  to  my  grapnel  being  thrown  out,  by  discharg- 
ing a  portion  of  ballast;  and  I  again  landed  in  a  convenient  stubble-field, 
in  the  locality  of  Twigworth,  near  Hatherley  Court,  the  residence  of  Sir 
Matthew  Wood,  and  about  two  miles  from  Gloucester,  receiving  every 
kindness  from  the  inhabitants,  who  had  readily  hurried  up  to  my  asssis- 
tance  on  perceiving  the  descent  of  the  balloon.    Having  obtained  convey- 
ance at  Gloucester,  I  once  again  reached  Cheltenham  about  eight  o'clock, 
much  to  the  satisfaction  of  numerous  kind  friends  awaiting  my  return. 
Before  I  conclude  this  brief  outline  I  cannot  too  highly  express  my  thanks 
for  the  kind  attention  of  Mr.  Spinney,  the  superintendent  of  the  gas 
department  ;  nor  can  I  do  less  than  offer  my  warmest  admiration  at  the 
superior  and  effective  manner  in  which  my  balloon  was  inflated,  algo  at  the 
superiority  and  power  of  the  gas.    I  purpose  in  the  course  of  a  few  days 
(the  first  week  in  October)  to  make  my  descent  in  Cheltenham  in  my 
Improved  Safety  Parachute,  previous  to  which  I  shall  most  distinctly  shew 
my  claims  to  the  confidence  of  my  friends  and  the  public. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  the  afternoon  the  Montpellier  Gardens  were 
thronged  with  company,  and  the  Rides  and  Drives  with  carriages,  in  num- 
ber numberless :  the  open  fields  too,  in  every  direction  round  the  town, 
were  filled  with  anxious  watchers,  many  of  whom,  on  the  balloon  rising 
above  the  trees,,  and  taking  its  course  as  above  described,  followed  in  '*  hot 
pursuit"  for  a  considerable  distance  along  the  Gloucester  road.  The  bold 
feat  described  by  Mr.  Hampton,  was  very  distinctly  visible  from  the  earth, 
and  excited  wonder  and  alarm  in  the  minds  of  many  of  the  lookers-on.

Closed  their  evening  career  at  the  Montpellier  last  Saturday.  The  weather 
proved  favourable,  and  there  was  a  very  numerous  attendance,  as  numerous 
indeed  as  we  have  generally  seen  when  earlier  in  the  season  the  pleasant 
twilight  invited  to  an  after-dinner  walk.  In  the  forepart  of  this  week 
there  was  no  promenade,  owing  to  the  monopolizing  character  of  the 
other  amusements  "booked"  for  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday.  To 
compensate  for  this  the  band  performed,  contrary  to  usage,  on  the  Thurs- 
day, and  the  Gardens  boasted  a  gay  and  fashionable  throng  of  promena- 
ders,  who  were  however  obliged,  by  an  unexpected  storm,  to  hie  them  to 
the  shelter  of  the  Pump  Room  and  Library,  while  yet  the  performances 
were  little  more  than  half  over.  Next  week  the  Gardens  will  be  open 
(weather  permitting)  every  afternoon  except  Thursday.  We  give  below 
the  programmes  for  Monday  and  Wednesday,  as  also  for  this  afternoon,

SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

Cheltenham,  during  the  past  week,  has  been  occupied  with  a  suc- 
cession of  amusements  such  as  probably  never  before  were  crowded  into 
the  same  space  of  time,  and  fortunately,  the  weather  uniformly  favoured 
their  enjoyment.  Gaiety  has  been  the  genius  president  of  each  day  and 
hour,  and  the  town  being  fuller  of  company  than  ever  it  was  known  to  be 
before,  the  most  brilliant  success  has  rewarded  the  exertions  of  those  who 
catered  for  the  general  entertainment.  On  Monday  the  Master  of  the 
Ceremonies'  Ball  afforded  abundant  gratification  to  those  who  delight  in 
the  pleasures  of  the  dance.  On  Tuesday  the  floral  exhibition  and  the  bal- 
loon ascent  at  the  Montpellier  attracted  thousands  to  that  scene  of  many 
amusements.  On  Wednesday  Mr.  Mori's  concert  delighted  the  lovers  of 
fine  music,  and  who  also  love  to  hear  it  exquisitely  sung.  On  Thursday 
we  had  a  musical  promenade,  and  the  regular  summer  ball  at  the  Rotunda, 
the  latter  honoured  with  the  presence  of  two  hundred  fashionables,  not- 
withstanding the  excitements  of  the  previous  three  days  ;  and  yesterday 
we  had  again  a  promenade  in  the  Montpellier  Gardens,  which  congregated 
in  those  delightful  grounds  a  numerous  assemblage  of  youth,  beauty,  and 
affluence  ;  and  to-day,  in  order  to  complete  the  week  harmoniously,  there 
will  be  the  afternoon  promenade  again,  and  at  night  the  farewell  concert 
of  the  Russian  family.  A  round  of  gaiety  this,  such  as,  we  opine,  no 
other  town  in  the  fair  realm  of  merry  England  could  chronicle  in  a  month. 

Mori's  Concert  on  Wednesday  morning,  at  the  Rotunda,  was  the  most 
brilliant  display  of  musical  ability  ever  witnessed  within  its  walls,  brilliant 
as  many  of  the  former  displays  have  been.  Madame  Grisi  was  in  fine 
voice  and  seemingly  in  excellent  spirits,  and  sang  all  the  fine  compositions 
assigned  her  in  the  programme  as  none  but  the  Prima  Donna  of  the  Italian 
Opera  could  have  done ;  and  Miss  Birch,  whose  singing  at  the  late  Glou- 
cester Festival  made  such  a  decided  hit,  and  who  upon  this  occasion  com- 
pensated for  the  absence  of  Madame  Albertazzi,  delighted  and  surprised 
the  largest  and  most  fashionable  audience  ever  crowded  together  in  these 
rooms.  Her  singing  of  the  various  songs,  not  forgetting  the  exquisite 
Cease  your  Funnino,  was  beautiful  beyond  our  most  sanguine  expectations. 
This  young  lady  bids  fair,  ere  long,  to  console  us  for  the  loss  of  a  Mrs. 
Salmon  and  a  Miss  Stephens, — more  ne^d  not  be  added  in  her  praise. 
Signor  IvanofF  gave  several  of  his  favorite  songs  in  his  usual  masterly  and 
delightful  style  ;  not  that  we  are  among  the  admirers  of  his  English  ballad 
singing  ;  indeed  we  never  knew  an  Italian  opera  singer  that  could  ever 
give  an  English  ballad  with  that  expression  so  indispensable  to  its  charac- 
ter. Signor  Lablache,  jun.,  sustained  the  bass  department  of  the  concert 
very  effectively,  and  in  many  of  his  notes  forcibly  reminded  us  of  his 
"  glorious  father."  The  duet  with  Madame  Grisi,  Oh  Guardate,  was  ad- 
mirably sung  and  loudly  encored.  Of  Signor  Vircellini,  the  other  vocal- 
ist of  the  company,  we  shall  say  nothing  since  we  cannot  praise  him. 
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Mori,  with  his  violin,  was  brilliant  and  beautiful  as  ever  In  a  concerto 
abounding*  in  snatches  of  sweet  and  touching  melodies  :  he  is  still  unequal- 
led among  the  masters  of  this,  the  finest  after  all,  of  all  stringed  instru- 
ments. The  Rotunda  was  crowded  to  excess,  and  every  opening  and 
doorway  commanding  either  a  view  of  the  orchestra  or  a  note  of  the 
singers'  voices  was  also  "  fully  engaged,"  while  numbers  were  unable  to 
obtain  even  standing  room  within  sight  or  hearing. 

Mr.  Hampton,  the  ^Eronaut,  has  determined  upon  attempting  a 
parachute  descent  from  Cheltenham  on  the  third  of  next  month,  and  h  now 
actively  engaged  in  making  the  necessary  arrangements.  Having,  in  his 
recent  balloon  ascent  had  an  opportunity  of  examining  the  country,  and 
having  also  fully  satisfied  himself  of  the  superior  advantages  which  Chel- 
tenham affords  for  the  purpose,  he  has  preferred  making  his  experimental 
descent  in  this  neighbourhood  to  any  other  place.  That  the  achievement 
will  be  one  of  eminent  hazard  there  can  be  little  or  no  doubt,  but  to  a  man 
practised  and  nerved  as  Mr.  Hampton  obviously  is,  the  danger  appears 
greatly  lessened.  The  parachute  is,  we  understand,  upon  the  principle  of 
Mons.  Garnerin's,  but  in  the  aeronaut's  opinion  much  superior  in  its  con- 
struction from  the  many  improvements  introduced,  and  which  improve- 
ments, in  Mr.  Hampton's  opinion,  have  rendered  the  machine  perfectly 
safe.  So  convinced  is  he  of  this,  that  he  proposes  two  days  previous  to 
the  descent  to  submit  the  parachute  to  public  inspection,  in  order  that  an 
opportunity  may  be  afforded  to  every  person  of  satisfying  himself  upon 
this  point,  Mr.  H.  undertaking  to  explain  the  principle  of  its  construction, 
and  to  demonstrate  the  perfect  safety  of  the  proposed  descent.  Mr.  Hamp- 
ton's plan,  we  believe,  is  to  ascend  alone,  no  person  being  in  the  car  of  the 
"  Albion/'  the  parachute,  indeed,  supplying  the  place  of  the  car  altogether. 
"When  at  the  required  altitude,  the  parachute  having  been  previously  ex- 
panded, will  be  severed  from  the  balloon,  which,  deprived  of  its  counter- 
poise, will  be  left  to  wander  pilotless  through  space,  and,  in  all  probabi- 
lity, must  be  lost  to  the  owner  for  ever.  One  of  the  chief  advantages 
which  Mr.  Hampton  calculates  upon  in  making  the  descent  in  Cheltenham 
is  that  he  shall  be  able  to  disengage  the  parachute  while  yet  the  balloon  is 
in  full  view  of  the  town,  itself  at  the  time  being  over  the  open  country, 
and  consequently  removed  from  those  chances  of  damage  which  must  be 
attendant  upon  a  descent  in  or  very  near  the  metropolis. 

The  Literary  and  Philosophical  Institution  commences  its  ensuing 
session  on  Tuesday  next,  when  Dr.  Boisragon,  the  president  of  the  society, 
will  deliver  the  opening  address.  At  this  meeting,  which  is  to  take  place 
in  the  afternoon,  it  is  expected  that  Lord  Segrave,  one  of  the  patrons  of 
the  Institution,  will  preside.  It  is  intended  to  be  so  far  public  as  that 
Grangers  will  be  admitted  by  tickets,  to  be  obtained  through  any  of  the 
members  or  subscribers,  or  by  personal  introduction.  The  society  hold 
their  anniversary  dinner  at  the  Queen's  Hotel,  in  the  evening,  at  which 
the  noble  president  of  the  day  will  also  attend,  and  many  other  gentlemen 
friendly  to  the  Institution  and  distinguished  in  the  pursuits  of  literature 
and  science  have  also  signified  their  intention  of  honoring  the  occasion 
with  their  presence.  We  have  no  doubt  both  meetings  will  prove  highly 
interesting. 

The  Farewell  Concert  op  the  Russian  Minstrels  is  announced  to 
take  place  this  evening,  at  the  Rotunda.  Several  ladies  of  rank  have  sig- 
nified their  intention  of  patronizing  the  performance,  which  from  the  ap- 
probation bestowed  upon  the  former  concerts  of  this  gifted  family,  we 
have  no  doubt  will  prove  highly  attractive  and  entertaining.

THE  FIFTH  FLORAL  AND  HORTICULTURAL 
EXHIBITION 

Of  the  Gloucestershire  Zoological  and  Botanical  Society,  and  which  was 
also  the  last  of  the  season,  was  held  on  Tuesday  afternoon  in  the  Morit.- 
pellier  Pump  Room,  the  uncertainty  of  the  weather  at  this  period  of  the 
year  having  determined  the  managers  not  to  risk  the  consequences  of 
exposure  in  the  Zoological  Gardens,  where,  for  want  of  proper  buildings, 
the  necessary  shelter  and  protection  could  not  be  assured.  Some  delay 
took  place  on  the  present  occasion  in  opening  the  exhibition,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  great  number  of  plants,  flowers,  and  fruits,  sent  in  for  com- 
petition, and  the  length  of  time  consequently  occupied  in  adjudicating  the 
various  prizes ;  the  doors  were  however  at  last  opened,  and  in  a  few 
minutes  the  rooms  were  completely  thronged  with  company.  Of  the  show 
itself  we  have  no  hesitation  in  pronouncing  it  one  of  the  very  best  ever  got 
up  in  Cheltenham.  The  principal  table  in  the  long  room  was  crowded 
with  a  profusion  of  the  most  beautiful  plants  and  flowers,  and  loaded  with 
some  of  the  finest  fruits  that  ever  courted  the  appetite ;  the  whole  being 
arranged  with  great  taste.  The  nosegays  gave  quite  a  gay  appearance  to 
the  tables,  and  the  splendid  baskets  of  rare  plants  from  the  greenhouses  of 
Mr.  Arnot  of  Charlton,  Mr,  Hodges  of  the  Imperial  Nursery,  Mr.  Pipe, 
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and  others,  drew  forth  general  admiration.  The  stands  of  fuschins  and 
pansies  furnished  by  Mr.  Arnot  were  also  entitled  to  and  received  great 
praise ;  of  their  kinds  they  were  certainly  the  most  beautiful  collections 
ever  exhibited.  Numerous  other  stands  were  also  disposed  round  the 
sides  of  the  room,  and  were  well  supplied  with  floral  and  botanical  varie- 
ties by  other  equally  liberal  contributors.  In  the  Rotunda  there  were  three 
tables,  all  filled  with  stands  of  flowers  and  groups  of  miscellaneous  stove 
and  greenhouse  plants,  with  trays  of  rich  and  tempting  fruits,  mostly  com- 
petitors for  the  open  and  the  extra  prizes:  the  dahlias  being  .ranged  on  the 
centre  table.  The  specimens  of  these  splendid  flowers  were  peculiarly 
beautiful;  the  collection  entered  by  Mr.  Bates  of  Oxford,  for  the  grand 
prize,  without  controversy,  bearing  away  the  palm,  but,  owing  to  an  acci- 
dental non-compliance  with  one  of  the  rules  of  the  society,  disqualified  for 
receiving  the  award  to  which  it  was  fairly  entitled.  The  brilliant  collec- 
tion entered  by  Mr.  Hodges  to  the  ordinary  observer  seemed  quite  their 
equal,  so  little  were  the  blooms  inferior.  There  were  a  number  of  exquisite 
specimens  in  this  room,  well  worthy  special  notice,  but  our  limits  will  not 
allow  of  our  further  particularizing  ;  we  must  therefore  forego  this  pleasure, 
and  content  ourselves  with  simply  recording  those  which  received  the 
prizes,  of  which  the  following  is  a  complete  list :

THE  LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION 


Opened  its  session  on  Tuesday,  under  the  most  gratifying  auspices.  The 
proceedings  of  the  day  commenced  with  a  morning  meeting  of  the  mem- 
bers, at  which  Dr.  Boisragon,  the  president  of  the  society,  delivered  the 
introductory  address.  This  took  place  in  the  lecture-room,  at  2  o'clock  ; 
the  Right  Hon*  Lord  Segrave,  one  of  the  patrons  of  the  institution,  as 
president  of  the  day,  being  in  the  chair.  Owing  to  the  very  unfavourable 
state  of  the  weather,  the  attendance  was,  at  first,  not  so  numerous  as  could 
have  been  desired ;  but  the  rain  abating  shortly  after,  the  room  became 
soon  filled  with  a  most  respectable  audience. 

Lord  Segrave,  on  taking  the  chair,  briefly  addressed  the  meeting  on  the 
occasion  of  his  being  called  to  fill  that  important  office  ;  and  congratulating 
the  society  on  their  past  success,  assured  them  that  so  far  as  lay  in  his 
power  lie  should  be  ever  ready,  at  all  times,  to  promote  its  interests,  and 
contribute  to  its  future  prosperity. 

Dr.  Boisragon  then  rose,  and  proceeded  to  deliver  the  introductory  dis- 
course on  the  present  state  and  future  advantages  of  Literary  and  Philoso- 
phical Institutions  to  the  intellectual  improvement  of  society  ;  including  a 
view  of  the  moral  influence  of  steam  communication  in  promoting  the 
literature,  arts,  and  religious  improvement  of  Great  Britain. 

As  we  have  received  the  learned  president's  permission  to  publish  this 
eloquent  discourse,  we  shall  abstain  from  any  abstract  of  its  contents — - 
which,  under  other  circumstances,  we  should  have  felt  it  incumbent  upon 
us  to  have  attempted.  The  first  portion  will  be  found  in  another  part  of 
the  present  number. 

During  the  delivery  of  this  address  the  president  was  frequently  inter- 
rupted by  the  warmest  expressions  of  approbation,  and  at  its  termination 
the  applause  which  followed  was  both  loud  and  unanimous. 

Dr.  McCabe,  in  rising  to  move  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Boisragon,  took 
occasion  to  point  out  the  evil  consequences  resulting  from  attempting  to 
identify  a  desire  to  diffuse  the  advantages  of  education  with  party  politics, 
and  expressed  a  hope  that,  disregarding  such  attempts,  the  members  would 
steadily  endeavour  to  disseminate  knowledge,  and  carry  out  to  their  fullest 
extent  the  real  objects  of  the  institution.  Dr.  McCabe  concluded  his 
observations  by  moving  the  first  resolution. 

That  the  thanks  of  this  meeting  be  presented  to  Dr.  Boisragon,  the  president 
of  the  Institution,  for  the  very  able  and  eloquent  address  delivered  by  him  on  the 
present  occasion. 

The  above  resolution  have  been  seconded  by  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Kinsey, 
was  carried  by  ucclamation.  Dr.  Boisragon  acknowledged  the  vote  in  a 
short  but  appropriate  speech,  assuring  the  meeting  that  he  should,  to  the 
utmost  of  his  abilities,  exert  himself  to  merit  a  continuance  of  the  good 
opinion  which  the  society  had  uniformly  entertained  of  his  endeavours  to 
promote  its  welfare,  and  sincerely  thanking  them  for  the  honour  they  had 
now  done  him  the  learned  president  sat  down  amid  loud  applause. 

In  the  absence  of  the  gentleman  who  had  undertaken  to  move  the  se- 
cond resolution,  and  who  had  been  suddenly  called  out  of  town,  the  secre- 
tary, Mr.  H.  Davies,  was  called  upon  to  bring  it  forward.  It  was  to  the 
following  effect. 

That,  seeing  the  importance  of  a  library  of  reference,  as  well  to  the  town  at 
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large  as  to  the  Institution  in  particular,  the  Council  of  the  Society  be  requested 
to  apply  to  the  Government  for  copies  of  the  National  Records,  and  that  the 
Right  Hon.  Lord  Segrave  be  earnestly  solicited  to  support  such  application. 

Mr.  T.  Henney  having  seconded  the  resolution,  the  noble  chairman, 
previous  to  putting-  it  to  the  vote,  observed,  that  impressed  as  he  was 
with  the  importance  of  the  motion,  and  seeing  that  he  was  himself  to  be- 
come a  party  to  it,  he  could  not  allow  that  opportunity  to  pass  without 
assuring-  the  society  that  he  should  do  all  that  lay  in  his  power  to  secure 
the  object  contemplated  by  the  motion.  The  resolution,  on  being  put  to 
a  show  of  hands,  was  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  T.  Wright  next  addressed  the  meeting,  and  reported  upon  the 
state  of  the  society's  museum,  which,  it  was  announced,  was  now  in  a 
state  to  receive  deposits.  He  strongly  urged  upon  the  members  and 
friends  of  the  Institution  the  importance  of  this  department  of  the  design, 
and  invited  the  nobility  and  gentry  to  contribute  thereto  any  specimens  of 
natural  history,  or  such  curiosities  or  works  of  art  as  they  could  spare,  in 
order  to  add  to  the  many  other  attractions  of  the  place  that  valuable  and 
interesting  one  of  a  public  museum.  Mr.  Wright  concluded  his  remarks 
by  moving  the  third  resolution. 

That  the  Library  and  Museum  being  now  in  a  state  to  receive  deposits  of 
books  or  specimens  of  natural  history,  or  otfier  curiosities,  the  members  -and 
friends  of  the  Institution  are  urgently  requested  to  contribute  such  books  or  spe- 
cimens as  they  can  conveniently  spare,  in  order  that  these  important  depart- 
ments of  the  Society's  design  may  be  rendered  worthy  the  town,  and  illustrative 
of  the  objects  of  the  Institution. 

This  motion  was  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hope,  who  threw  out  some 
important  suggestions  on  the  subject,  and  recommended  that  the  council 
of  the  Cheltenham  Institution  should  applv  to  the  Metropolitan  societies 
for  any  duplicates  of  books  or  specimens  that  they  might  be  possessed  of 
and  could  spare,  an  application  which  he  doubted  not  would  be  promptly 
attended  to,  and  result  in  very  considerable  additions  being  made  to  the 
library  and  museum  of  the  Cheltenham  Society.  The  motion  was  carried 
unanimously. 

The  noble  chairman  having  vacated  the  chair,  Dr.  Chichester  moved, 
and  Mr.  Pearson  Thompson  seconded  the  following  vote  of  thanks,  which 
was  carried  by  acclamation. 

That  the  cordial  thanks  of  this  meeting  be  presented  to  the  Right  Hon.  Lord 
Segrave,  for  his  kindness  in  presiding  at  the  present  anniversary,  and  for  the 
able  and  efficient  manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  President  of 
the  Day. 

Lord  Segrave  having  acknowledged  the  resolution,  the  president  of  the 
society,  Dr.  Boisragon,  dissolved  the  meeting. 

In  the  evening  the  members  and  their  friends,  to  the  number  of  about 
one  hundred,  dined  together  at  the  Queen's  Hotel.  Dr.  Boisragon  occu- 
pied the  president's  chair,  supported  on  his  right  by  Lord  Segrave,  and  on 
his  left  by  the  Rev.  Geo.  Bonner  ;  R.  C.  Sherwood,  Esq.,  acting  as  vice- 
president,  supported  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robertson  ami  J.  Fortnom,  Esq. 
On  the  removal  of  the  cloth  the  usual  loyal  toasts  were  given,  after  which 
followed,  The  President  and  Fellows  of  the  Royal  Society,  which  was  ac- 
knowledged by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hope,  himself  a  distinguished  member  of 
that  distinguished  body  The  President  of  the  Day,  Lord  Segrave,  was 
drank  with  enthusiasm.  His  Lordship,  in  returning  thanks  for  the  honour 
done  him,  congratulated  the  society  on  the  progress  which  it  had  made 
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and  eulogised  in  the  most  happy  manner  the  address  delivered  by  their 
president  at  the  morning  meeting,  lepeating  his  assurance  to  the  mem- 
bers that  he  should  at  all  times  be  found  ready  to  further  the  interests  of 
the  Institution  by  every  means  within  his  power.    It  was  but  for  them  to 
point  out  wherein  he  could  be  of  service  to  the  Society  to  ensure  on  his 
part  the  most  prompt  attention.    The  noble  Lord  concluded  by  proposing 
the  Health  of  Dr.  Boisragon,  the  President  of  the  Institution,  and  sat  down 
amid  loud  applause.    The  learned  chairman  returned  thanks  for  the  honor 
done  him  by  drinking  his  health,  in  an  elegant  though  brief  speech,  and 
shortly  after  proposed  as  the  next  toast,  The  Bishop  and  Clergy  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Gloucester,  which  was  acknowledged  by  the  Rev.  Geo.  Bonner,  one 
of  the  vice-presidents  of  the  Institution.    R.  C.  Sherwood,  Esq.,  proposed 
The  Patrons  of  the  Institution — the  Bishop  of  Gloucester,  Lord  Sherborne 
and  Lord  Segrave.  Many  other  appropriate  toasts  were  given  in  the  course 
of  the  evening  which  we  have  not  space  to  particularize.    Among  those 
acknowledged  were,  The  British  Association,  acknowledged  by  the  Rev, 
Mr.  Hope  ;  The  Literary  and  Philosophical  Institutions  of  Worcester,  ac- 
knowledged by  Mr.  Clifton  ;  Prosperity  to  the  newly  formed  Literary  and 
Scientific  Society  of  Gloucester,  acknowledged  by  Mr.  Hamilton.    The  Vi- 
sitors who  had  honoured  the  Society  with  their  presence,  acknowledged  by 
Mr.  John  Murray,  the  eminent  publisher  of  Albemarle  Street,  and  several 
others.    Mr.  Murray  observed,  "  As  one  of  the  visitors  present,  he  could 
only  gratefully  return  his  thanks  for  the  honour  which  had  been  conferred 
upon  them.    He  hoped  that  neither  he  nor  any  of  the  visitors  of  this  most 
beautiful  town  would  ever  forget  how  much  they  owed  to  it.    Allusion  had 
been  made  to  his  having  been  the  publisher  of  Lord  Byron's  works.  That 
circumstance,  in  connection  with  the  present  meeting,  and  his  (iMr.  M's) 
residence  in  this  town,  brought  to  his  mind  a  remark  which  his  Lordship 
on  one  occasion  made,  relative  to  the  partiality  which  the  Londoners  had 
shown  for  another  celebrated  watering  place,  (Brighton)  that  those  who 
went  to  that  place  went  to  look  upon  "  a  sea  without  ships  and  land  with- 
out trees."    The  latter  assertion  certainly  would  have  been  totally  out  of 
place  had  it  been  made  regarding  this  watering  place.    It  was  quite  impos- 
sible that  anything  which  he  couM  say  could  add  to  the  impression 
which  all  present  must  necessarily  have  of  its  beauty.    He  might  only 
take  the  liberty  of  saying  for  himself,  that  so  much  was  he  pleased  with 
the  beauty  of  Cheltenham,  and  with  the  many  advantages  which  it  pos- 
sessed, both  on  the  score  of  health  and  in  other  respects,  that  he  intended 
to  disfranchise  himself  altogether  from  the  character  of  a  stranger,  and  to 
make  it  his  permanent  residence.   (Great  cheering.)    He  had  for  himself 
and  the  visitors  present  to  return  his  best  thanks  for  having  their  healths 
drunk  at  such  a  meeting  and  by  such  a  chairman."*  Altogether  the  even- 
ing meeting  was  one  of  perfect  cordiality  and  good  feeling,  the  utmost 
harmony  prevailing  throughout,  nor  was  it  until  eleven  o'clock  that  the 
chairman  and  his  noble  supporter  retired,  shortly  after  which  the  whole  of 
the  company  separated.

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MR.  HAMPTON'S  PARACHUTE. 

Mr.  Hampton's  proposed  Parachute  Descent  on  Wednesday  is  now 
the  topic  of  very  general  conversation,  and  speculation  is  busy  in  conjec- 
turing whether  or  not  the  enthusiastic  aeronaut  will  really  be  daring  enough 
to  attempt  the  dangerous  feat.  Of  this  however  we  can  assure  our  readers, 
that  not  only  is  Mr.  Hampton  determined  on  the  point,  but  is  also  san- 
guine enough  to  hope,  that  he  shall  be  able  to  satisfy  every  reasonable 
mind  that  his  machine  is  perfectly  safe,  and  that  no  danger  to  himself  can 
possibly  be  apprehended  from  the  proposed  descent.  To  enable  him  to  do 
this,  perhaps  the  most  difficult  undertaking  of  the  two,  the  parachute  is  to 
be  exhibited  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  in  the  Rotunda,  when  Mr.  Hampton 
promises  to  demonstrate  its  safety,  and  to  convince  the  public  that  there  is 
nothing  beyond  ordinary  risk  in  the  enterprize.

My  Lord,  Ladies,  and  Brother  Members, 

The  auspicious  commencement  of  this,  the  sixth  session,  of  the  Literary 
and  Philosophical  Institution  of  Cheltenham,  which  your  early  endeavours 
and  unabated  zeal  have  now  established  beyond  the  risk  of  disappointment 
or  defeat,  enables  me  on  this  most  gratifying  occasion  to  address  the 
Chair  (in  which  we  have  just  had  the  distinguished  honour  of  placing 
your  Lordship  as  our  patron)  under  circumstances  the  most  encouraging 
to  the  future  success,  and  the  most  instrumental  to  the  ultimate  stability 
of  our  association  that  have  yet  occurred,  whether  to  further  the  efforts  or 
reward  the  exertions,  as  well  as  to  justify  the  confidence  of  its  ardent  and 
untiring  founders. 

Permit  me,  then,  my  Lord,  to  congratulate  the  Literary  and  Philosophi- 
cal Institution  of  this  splendid  (and  in  all  that  combines  health,  beauty, 
and  attractions)  unequalled  town,  on  the  cheering  circumstance  that  now 
entitles  me  to  the  honour  of  calling  your  attention  to  some  of  the  results 
which  I  sincerely  believe  (and  without,  indeed,  any  over-sanguine  antici- 
pation, may  confidently  predict)  as  demonstrative  of  the  advantages,  not 
merely  to  individuals,  but  as  extending  to  the  social  improvement  of  our 
country,  from  institutions,  as  humble  at  their  commencement,  though  in 
numbers  and  efforts  progressively  less  influential  than  our  own. 

When  the  early  experiment  of  this,  your  now  advancing  Institution, 
was  first  made  :  when  the  plan  on  which  it  was  modelled  was  originally 
propounded,  its  supporters,  timidly  (or  rather  I  should  say,  judiciously) 
cautious  from  former  defeat,  even  under  the  auspices  of  the  immortal 
Jenner,  scarcely  dared  to  invoke  the  powerful  co-operation  of  those  most 
powerful  in  station,  illustrious  in  letters,  or  distinguished  in  talent  among 
the  surrounding  districts  of  their  extensive  and  opulent  country.  Two  or 
three  years,  however,  of  patient  effort,  and  unpretending  yet  vigorous  per- 
severance, developing  steadily  the  resources  of  our  own  body,  and  by  call- 
ing into  action  the  talent  and  activity  of  our  more  zealous  members,  (with 
such  occasional  assistance  from  without  as  our  means  and  other  circum- 
stances enabled  us  to  procure)  justified  the  expectation  and  confirmed  the 
hopes  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  that  the  day  would  soon  arrive 
when  the  countenance  and  support  of  the  learned  and  affluent,  of  the  dis- 
tinguished in  science  and  the  powerful  in  rank  would  not  be  appealed  to  in 
vain,  and  when  the  illustrious  in  station  would  impart  to  our  struggling 
and  infant  Institution,  that  graceful  courtesy  of  patronage,  which,  in  the 
advancing  liberality  of  the  age,  borrows  from  literature  and  scientific  re- 
search that  lustre  which,  in  the  reciprocity  of  common  interests,  it  reflects 
on  the  learned  bodies  that  originate  the  claim. 

Yes,  my  Lord,  the  day  has  arrived;  and  when  I  see  the  chair  of  our 
Institution  filled  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  this  great  and  opulent  county 
presiding  as  Patron  of  our  ardent,  however  humble,  efforts  in  the  great 
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cause  of  literature,  science,  and  truth,  I  may,  Gentlemen,  as  the  present 
organ  of  your  meeting-,  legitimately  rejoice  at  the  inspiring  prospect  of 
increased  success  ;  and  although,  while  exercising  the  functions  of  that 
office  which  has  heen  again  conferred  on  me  by  my  brother  members,  and 
which  distinguished  honour  must  be  relinquished  probably  for  ever  at  the 
close  of  the  present  session,  I  should  disdain  to  commit  the  Institution  or 
myself  by  any  laboured  panegyric,  which  would  alike  revolt  the  good  taste 
and  delicacy  of  the  Chair,  and  be  unworthy  of  the  occasion  that  would 
call  it  forth.  Yet  when  our  chair  has  been  filled  on  a  former  occasion  by 
that  learned  and  Right  Reverend  Prelate,  our  own  Diocesan,  as  an  original 
Patron  of  our  body,  whose  attainments  in  Elegant  Letters  are  only  equalled 
by  the  liberal,  yet  truly  pastoral,  performance  of  his  episcopal  duties  ;  and 
on  the  preseat  by  a  distinguished  Nobleman,  whose  sterling  ability  and 
manly  eloquence  no  opponent  can  refuse  to  acknowledge ;  or  whose  liberal 
support  of  every  object  calculated  to  advance  the  interests  of  this  your 
Town  no  enemy  deny ;  this  and  other  Institutions  may  fairly  laugh  to 
scorn  all  those  futile  and  illiberal  attempts  which  covert  enmity  to  scienti- 
fic discussion  may  have  whispered,  or  an  erroneous  conception  of  its 
objects  devised,  to  diminish  the  importance  and  vilify  the  efforts  of  Philoso- 
phy and  Philosophers. 

Philosophy,  and  Philosophers,  awful  words,  appalling  epithets  !  The 
patient  investigation  of  truth  how  alarming !  the  results  how  derogatory 
and  dangerous!  the  converse,  ignorance,  falsehood,  and  crime,  how  inviting 
and  attractive !  Yet  that  such  must  be  the  logical  deduction  when  science 
and  philosophy  are  brought  beneath  the  ban  of  a  narrow-minded  proscrip- 
tion is  too  evident  for  denial  by  the  enemies  (if  such  there  are)  of  modern 
discovery.  It  is  however  fortunate  for  the  great  cause  of  truth,  and  the 
popular  promulgation  of  well-directed  means  to  advance  a  love  and  just 
appreciation  of  intellectual  attainments,  that  the  opponents  of  the  present 
system  of  a  general  and  enlightened  education  among  the  community  at 
large  are  as  sparing  in  numbers  as  they  are  contemptible  in  mental  power ; 
while  we  have  before  us,  around  us,  through  all  the  kingdoms  of  physical 
investigation,  through  all  the  wide  domains  of  the  philosophy  of  mind,  and 
of  literary  embellishment,  the  most  triumphant  proofs  that  morals,  true  reli- 
gion, the  relation  of  the  social  duties  between  man  and  man,  and  those  incom- 
parably higher,  between  man  and  his  Great  Creator,  are  in  the  direct  ratio 
of  his  intellectual  developement ;  when  the  progressive  cultivation  of  those 
faculties  that  better  prepare  and  assist  his  efforts  for  the  inquiry  after  truth 
is  encouraged  and  concentrated,  by  that  spirit  of  general  emulation  only  to 
be  effected  by  numbers  acting  together  for  a  common  purpose,  and  sup- 
ported by  the  eminent  of  the  land,  whether  in  genius,  opulence,  or  rank. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  enlarge  at  the  present  stage  of  this  address  on 
the  self-evident  utility  in  the  abstract  of  this  and  similar  institutions,  nor 
even  to  enter  into  any  serious  defence  of  their  national  importance  from  the 
insidious  sneers  of  those  (few  indeed  in  number  as  insignificant  in  influence) 
who  love  to  detract  from  efforts  they  can  neither  appreciate  nor  advance; 
I  have  nevertheless  thought  it  my  duty,  in  addressing  your  Lordship  for 
the  first  time  since  we  have  been  honored  by  your  presence  as  Patron  of 
our  meetings,  to  illustrate  briefly  the  important  objects  of  our  association, 
and  to  endeavour  by  such  reasoning  as  my  restricted  time,  and  still  humbler 
pretensions,  can  accomplish,  to  demonstrate  some  of  the  moral  results 
attending  a  more  diffuse  acquaintance  with  those  grand  discoveries  in 
ohysical  science,  which  the  achievements  of  practical  philosophy  over  the 
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simple  elements  around  us  are  calculated  to  produce,  in  advancing  the 
civilization  and  happiness  of  the  most  distant  regions  of  the  earth  ;  and 
also  to  effect  this,  in  a  ratio  of  such  combined  rapidity  and  power,  when 
compared  with  all  historical  records  of  the  previous  condition  of  the  social 
state,  as  seem  to  defy  our  calmest  calculations  on  the  progress  of  human 
improvement. 

That  the  absolute  or  positive  perfectibility  of  man's  reason  and  happiness 
(in  his  weak  and  temporary  state  of  existence)  is  but  a  phantom  of 
visionary  enthusiasm,  that  it  is  but  an  amiable  delusion  of  metaphysical 
refinement,  would  be  a  mere  waste  of  your  time  to  enquire  ;  but  it  will 
not  be  considered,  at  this  period  of  awakened  curiosity  and  interest,  in  all 
that  involves  the  well-being  of  the  many  through  the  influence  and  dis- 
cretion of  the  few,  to  mark  the  source  of  the  numerous  tributary  rills,  the 
intellectual  yet  apparently  trifling  streamlets  that  feed  the  mighty  river  of 
true  science,  till,  like  its  majestic  prototype,  the  Nile,  (on  whose  storied 
banks  the  wonders  of  antique  art  and  primeval  letters  first  dawned  on  the 
early  intellect  of  man)  it  swells  into  one  stream  of  accumulating  fecundity, 
distributing  its  fertilizing  waters  over  the  desarts  of  human  ignorance, 
and  conveying  the  rich  materials  of  future  cultivation  to  the  distant  shores 
of  its  intellectual  Delta. 

It  is  certainly  no  assumption,  then,  of  a  spurious  philosophy,  no  vague 
calculation  of  theoretical  pretension,  to  speculate  on  the  progressive  ac- 
quirements, the  higher  and  grander  views  of  nobler  and  more  exalted  per- 
ceptions as  to  the  ultimate  ends,  duties,  and  attainments  to  which  man 
seems  destined  by  his  Creator,  through  the  cultivation  of  his  mental  re- 
sources, in  alliance  with  those  physical  energies,  which,  although  they 
have  lain  dormant  for  ages  within  the  dark  womb  of  nature,  have  been  as 
certainly  predetermined  by  divine  wisdom  for  his  future  developement 
(through  the  laws  that  govern  their  application)  as  the  existence  of  the 
elementary  masses  themselves,  resting  untouched  or  unexamined  beneath 
his  feet ;  in  the  air  he  breathes,  or  in  the  clouds  and  waters  yet  untra- 
versed  by  his  ingenious  audacity  for  centuries,  in  apparent  worthlessness 
and  neglect. 

What  then,  my  Lord,  is  the  palpable,  the  legitimate  deduction  ?  Have 
the  rich  materials  of  future  yet  unapplied  power,  that  boon  nature  so  pro- 
fusely scatters  in  various  combidations  through  our  globe,  no  ultimate  pur- 
pose beyond  the  mere  animal  or  sensual  uses  to  which  they  have  hitherto 
been  applied  ?  No  purpose,  I  say,  but  that  of  immediate  and  physical  gra- 
tification— food,  clothing,  or  luxurious  superfluities  ?  Are  there  no  loftier 
aspirations  aftec  the  good  and  well-being  of  our  species,  through  the  instru- 
mentality of  science,  than  the  mere  selfish  enjoyments  to  which,  in  darker 
ages,  they  were  ignorantly  restricted  ;  Are  there  not  moral  as  well  as 
physical  final  causes  ?  and  do  not  these  point  out  the  directing  hand  of  an 
All- wise  Providence,  that  Eternal  Index  of  creative  power,  that  shows  the 
the  path  his  creatures  ought  to  tread,  and  are  invited  to  pursue,  by  render- 
ing the  opulent  resources  of  his  "  sovereign  sway  and  masterdom  "  over  the 
elementary  principles  subdued  by  his  skill,  beneficial  to  the  millions 
whom  knowledge  has  never  reached,  and  the  darkness  of  whose  mental 
horizon  the  torch  of  a  benignant  religion  (relighted  by  science)  will  rapidly 
illuminate,  with  a  velocity  equalled  only  by  its  value. 

Thus  it  is  to  make  our  noblest  discoveries  in  the  mechanical  arts  subser- 
vient to  a  more  extended  and  noble  ambition,  than  the  confined  object  of 
personal  enjoyment,  in  which  they  originate,  and  have  been  hitherto  con- 
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fined.  And  happily  for  the  improvement  of  man,  and  the  general  welfare 
of  the  species,  such  must  he  the  result,  whether  we  will  or  not ;  for  in 
ohedience  to  the  too  unthought  of,  yet  ever  acting  law  of  "  moral  final 
causes,"  "  self-love  and  social  is  the  same ;"  we  cannot,  if  we  would,  re- 
strict the  beneficial  results  of  our  most  secret  inventions,  the  fruits  of  our 
most  refined  genius,  within  the  various  limits  of  personal  or  even  national 
possession.  The  most  transcendant  discoveries  in  science,  however 
strictly,  and  even  justly  guarded  by  laws,  to  secure  to  their  inventor  the 
fruits  of  his  industry  and  genius  for  a  limited  period,  because  ultimately 
the  property  of  mankind  ;  and  patented  rights  dissolve  before  science  that 
sun  of  universal  illumination,  whose  rays,  diffused  through  climes  of  dark- 
ness, prejudice,  and  crime,  carry  with  them  the  vitality  of  intellectual  cul- 
tivation, and  through  the  medium  of  well-directed  associations  bearing 
steadily  upon  one  point,  and  with  undeviating  singleness  of  purpose,  pro- 
duce, in  an  incredibly  brief  period  of  time,  moral  influences  on  the 
character  and  habits  of  society,  that  centuries  of  former  inactivity  were 
incapable  of  effecting  !

The  Grand  Fancy  and  Full  Dress  Ball  at  Pittville  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing proved  a  gay  and  splendid  affair,  being  honoured  by  the  attendance  of 
nearly  six  hundred  of  the  most  distinguished  of  our  residents  and  visitors; 
patronage,  which  the  arrangements  and  expensive  character  of  the  enter- 
tainment were  fairly  entitled  to  receive.  The  orchestra  was  raised  a 
few  feet  from  the  floor,  and  occupied  a  large  portion  of  the  centre  of 
the  room  backing  against  the  principal  entrance  ;  and  here  it  was  that 
the  great  attraction  of  the  evening,  Mr.  Strauss  and  his  celebrated  band  of 
twenty-eight  musicians,  were  stationed.  The  north-western  colonnade 
was  enclosed  for  the  occasion,  and  converted  into  an  entrance  and  cloak- 
room, through  which  the  company  passed  into  the  grand  "salon  de  danse." 
The  carriages  began  to  set  down  about  nine  o'clock,  and  at  ten  there  was 
a  numerous  assemblage  of  rank,  youth,  and  beauty  present,  and  the  ball 
opened  with  five  sets  of  quadrilles.  From  this  hour  till  near  four  in  the 
morning  dancing  was  kept  up  with  unabated  spirit ;  quadrilles,  waltzes, 
and  galops,  relieving  each  other,  and  gratifying  the  taste  and  disposition 
of  all  parties.  The  music  was,  as  music,  most  brilliant  and  astonishing, 
and  the  selection  of  dances  comprised  some  of  the  most  favourite  composi- 
tions of  Mr.  Strauss  himself,  as  well  as  of  other  eminent  composers.

IN  HIS  SAFETY  PARACHUTE,  FROM  THE 
MONTPELLIER  GARDENS. 

This,  which  was  Mr.  Hampton's  thirteenth  ascent  in  his  "  Albion'* 
balloon,  "came  off"  on  Wednesday  with  the  most  complete  and  brilliant 
success.  The  mere  announcement  of  the  feat  at  once  wrought  up  the 
public  feelings  to  a  high  state  of  excitement,  and  conjecture  and  specula- 
tion became  immediately  busy  in  anticipating  the  result  of  the  novel  and 
dangerous  event.  For  several  days  previous  the  interposition  of  our  offi- 
cial authorities  had  been  anxiously  sought  after  by  various  persons  kindly 
disposed  on  the  score  of  sympathy  in  behalf  of  the  aeronaut,  whose  rash 
act  was  viewed  as  little  short  of  lunacy  ;  at  least  such  was  the  impression 
of  those  whose  charitable  feelings  were  upon  the  tenterhooks  of  expecta- 
tion ;  however  the  jurisdiction  of  the  magistrates  did  not  appear  to  extend 
so  far  as  to  prohibit  Mr.  Hampton  from  making  the  exhibition,  but  agree- 
ably to  the  somewhat  partial  demonstration  of  public  feeling,  the  applica- 
tions of  many  were  listened  to,  and  the  promised  parachute  descent  was 
not  considered  to  be  a  final  one. 

In  consequence  of  an  announcement,  issued  by  the  proprietors  of  the 
Gardens,  stating  that,  in  deference  to  the  wishes  of  the  public,  they  had 
prohibited  Mr.  Hampton  from  attempting  the  proposed  parachute  descent, 
but  that,  in  lieu  thereof  several  experimental  ascents  and  descents  would 
take  place  from  the  grounds,  the  edge  of  public  curiosity  became  blunted, 
and  a  misunderstanding  prevailed  very  generally  through  the  town ;  many 
persons  supposing  that  the  whole  of  the  exhibition  would  be  postponed. 
The  consequence  was  that  the  Gardens  were  by  no  means  so  crowded  as 
they  otherwise  would  have  been,  still  by  four  o'clock  there  was  a  goodly 
number  present ;  among  them  were  many  of  the  most  distinguished  of  our 
residents  and  visitors.  The  time  had  already  elapsed  at  which  it  was 
stated  the  ascent  would  take  place,  and  there  was  as  yet  no  appearance  of 
the  parachute  ;  at  half-past  four  however  this  novel  apparatus  was  brought 
into  the  Gardens,  and  the  preparations  to  attach  it  to  the  balloon  com- 
menced. Mr.  Hampton  conducted  the  whole  with  the  most  perfect  com- 
posure, and  having  carefully  examined  the  attachments  and  secured  all  the 
cords  of  both  machines,  ascended  the  car  or  basket  of  the  parachute  with 
the  utmost  apparent  confidence  and  self-possession.  A  number  of  ballast 
bags  were  slung  round  the  car,  and  the  ascending  power  of  the  balloon 
properly  tested  :  arrangements  had  been  made  for  the  aeronaut's  attaining 
a  height  of  some  four  or  five  hundred  feet,  and,  confined  by  ropes,  to  exhi- 
bit the  parachute  in  its  full  extended  form  ;  to  the  astonishment  however 
of  every  spectator,  as  the  cords  were  loosened  about  the  length  of  forty 
feet  the  aeronaut  unexpectedly  but  resolutely  cut  his  cable,  and  was  instantly 
in  full  sail  throughout  the  upper  regions.  The  demonstrations  of  public 
applause  at  this  moment  were  immense,  and  certainly  a  more  truly  mag- 
nificent appearance  than  that  which  the  balloon  presented,  accompanied 
by  its  novel  appendages  with  the  aeronaut  beneath,  we  have  not  witnessed. 
It  is  at  this  particular  moment  that  the  artist  has  chosen  to  represent  the 
ascent  of  the  balloon  and  parachute  as  shewn  in  the  drawing  which  illus- 
trates our  present  account,  and  it  is  but  justice  to  Mr.  Rowe  to  add  that  he 
has  "  hit  off"  the  scene  with  spirit  and  fidelity. 

The  aerial  machine  took  a  similar  course  to  that  of  Mr.  Hampton's  for- 
mer voyage,  and  was  making  rapidly  towards  Gloucester.     The  evening 
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was  perfectly  serene,  and  the  clear  and  almost  cloudless  sky  rendered  the 
sight  exceedingly  beautiful,  and  the  mounting  apparatus  distinctly  visible. 
At  a  distance  of  about  three  miles  from  the  Gardens,  at  an  altitude,  as 
nearly  as  could  be  estimated,  of  a  mile  and  half,  the  cord  which  attached 
the  parachute  was  severed,  and  the  balloon  was  seen  to  rise  for  some  dis- 
tance, and,  as  if  suddenly  ignited,  seemed  perfectly  exploded  ;  the  volume 
of  gas  discharged  from  its  hitherto  huge  bulk  having  the  appearance,  as  it 
shot  up  flame-like  through  the  air,  of  heated  sulphurous  vapour.  Mr. 
Rowe's  second  sketch  is  taken  at  this  critical  moment,  when  the  balloon 
and  parachute  parted  company,  and,  as  far  as  any  drawing  can  do,  conveys 
a  tolerably  accurate  idea  of  the  effect.     The  sensation  which  was  felt  by 
the  thousands  of  spectators  gazing  on  the  awful  incident  was  one  of  thrill- 
ing horror  and  alarm,  and  many  a  stout  heart  sickened  at  the  view.  The 
feeling  was  however  fortunately  but  momentary,  the  parachute  was  seen 
instantly  to  expand  to  its  full  stretch,  and  calmly  and  beautifully  to  com- 
mence the  descent ;   the  joyous  shouts  of  the  multitudes,  hurrying  from 
every  point  towards  the  centre  of  attraction,  rose  simultanously,  and  might 
be  heard  for  miles  around.    The  balloon  emptied  of  its  gas  quickly  col- 
laj  sed,  and  descended  with  great  rapidity  to  the  earth  :  as  it  passed  the 
parachute  the  difference  of  velocity  was  strikingly  observable,  the  mass  of 
silk,  &c.  rushing  through  the  air  with  the  utmost  swiftness,  whilst  the 
parachute  was  gradually  and  steadily  bearing  the  "  even  tenor  of  its  way," 
void  of  danger,  divested  of  difficulty  ;  nothing  could  surpass  the  scenic 
effect  of  the  atmosphere  during  the  intensely  interesting  but  awful  period. 
In  its  approach  to  the  earth  some  occasional  appearances  of  the  machine 
being  inclined  to  waver  in  its  degree  of  buoyancy  was  perceptible,  but 
nothing  to  speak  of,  nor  was  any  of  that  oscillation  apparent  which  had  so 
materially  effected  the  descent  of  Mons.  Garnerin,  and  which  rendered  the 
parachute  of  that  aeronaut  one  of  most  imminent  danger  ;   Mr.  Hampton 
having,  in  this  portion  of  the  construction  of  the  parachute,  obviated  that 
injury,  his  improvement  being  most  decidedly  successful, — indeed,  such 
was  the  gravity  with  which  he  again  arrived  at  terra-firma,  that  had  it  not 
been  for  a  bag  of  ballast  weighing  thirty- six  pounds  fastened  to  the  car, 
intended  to  break  the  fall  in  too  heavy  a  concussion  with  the  earth,  the 
machine  must  have  alighted  on  the  ground  perfectly  tranquil,  so  steadily 
and  so  accurately  were  the  gradations  of  its  descent. 

The  descent  took  place  in  a  field  a  short  distance  beyond  Mr.  Hicks's 
farm  at  Badgeworth,  and  in  a  few  minutes  numbers  of  people  arrived  on 
the  spot,  and  the  most  prompt  assistance  was  afforded  in  securing  the  para- 
chute :  a  Fly  was  also  soon  up,  and  the  intrepid  aeronaut  having  ascer- 
tained that  his  balloon,  which  had  reached  the  ground  some  minutes  before 
him,  was  safely  lodged  in  a  farm-yard  hard  by,  returned  safe  and  sound  to 
Cheltenham  about  half-past  six  o'clock,  having  accomplished  his  adventu- 
rous undertaking,  and  arrived  back  at  the  place  whence  he  set  out,  in  little 
more  than  one  hour. 

Having  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  Mr.  Hampton  immediately  after  his 
return  to  Cheltenham,  we  are  enabled  to  present  our  readers  with  the 
following  account  of  the  voyage  communicated  by  himself,  and  which  we 
give,  as  nearly  as  we  can  recollect,  in  his  own  words  ; — 

"  My  only  fears  or  state  of  alarm  were  those  of  a  man  suffering  under 
strong  excitement,  and  doubts,  as  to  the  probability  of  any  important 
event  in  which  he  was  engaged  coming  to  an  issue  ;  any  apprehension  of 
danger  in  its  effect  I  knew  not,  so  confident  was  I  of  the  practicability  of 
my  plans,  and  half  the  pleasure  I  should  have  felt  upon  such  a  trial  was 
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lost  to  me  in  the  knowledge,  that  the  act  I  was  about  to  commit  was  to 
be  clandestinely  performed,  and  that  to  accomplish  it,  I  was  compelled  to 
to  steal  a  march  as  it  were  upon  those  whose  anxiety  for  my  care  and  safety 
had  so  manifestly  been  tendered  ;  however,  1  was  decided  upon  the  point 
as  far  as  relates  to  my  final  departure  in  the  parachute  and  my  determina- 
tion to  accomplish  its  descent,  the  communication  and  arrangements  of 
which  being  only  known  to  my  friend  Mr.  Grenvillc  Fletcher,  whose  ma- 
nagement of  the  several  facilities  to  safely  effect  my  quitting  terra  firma  I 
cannot  but  be  delighted  with.  With  regard  to  my  breach  of  trust  among 
those  friends  who  so  materially  studied  my  welfare,  I  plead  guilty — the 
only  atonement  for  my  offence  that  1  can  offer  is,  that  it  shall  not  occur 
again  ;  but  certainly  when  I  found  myself  once  more  progressing  towards 
the  "  blue  above,"  I  most  heartily  rejoiced  that  I  had  so  well  escaped  from 
the  "  world  below."  Being  desirous  to  effect  my  descent  as  near  to  Chel- 
tenham as  I  could  with  convenience  and  safety,  I  lost  no  time  in  its  pre- 
paration, and  having  reached  an  altitude  as  nearly  as  I  could  calculate  of 
about  nine  thousand  feet,  I  calmly  surveyed  my  apparatus,  and  everything 
being  satisfactory,  I  made  ready  for  the  impending  moment,  in  which  1 
should  be  thrown  upon  the  vast  and  apparently  fathomless  abyss  beneath 
me — my  hand  was  as  firm  and  my  heart  as  bold  as  both  ever  were  at  any  hour 
of  my  life — my  conscience  too  was  easy  in  two  instances,  being  that  I  had 
never  intentionally  injured  or  did  wrong  to  any  one,  and  secondly,  that  let 
whatever  accident  befall  me,  myself  only  would  be  the  sufferer  ;  impressed 
with  these  notions,  and  the  confidence  in  my  apparatus,  the  cord  was  cut  in- 
stantaneously— the  emottion  for  a  few  seconds  was  terrific,  and  such  was 
the  velocity,  that  my  breath  seemed  driven  nearly  out  of  me.  This  feeling 
was  but  momentary,  and  I  retained  the  most  calm  and  agreeable  sensa- 
tions, the  parachute  descending  with  perfect  ease  and  safety  until  its  nearer 
approach  to  the  earth,  when  I  found  a  slight  convulsive  motion,  attended 
with  some  degree  of  oscillation  ;  its  complete  buoyancy,  however,  was 
quickly  regained,  and  such  was  the  gradual  approach  to  the  ground,  that  I 
could  have  written  my  name  on  the  ridge  of  my  car  with  the  same  compo- 
sure and  quietude  as  I  could  at  the  present  moment.  At  some  forty  or 
more  feet  from  the  ground,  the  machine  hovered  about  very  considerably, 
doubtful  seemingly  whether  it  would  descend  or  not — another  moment  and 
its  collision  with  the  earth  was  conclusive  :  the  fall  was  violent  but  unat- 
tended with  danger ;  and  could  I  have  separated  the  bag  of  ballast  which 
was  suspended  to  the  basket,  containing  361bs  of  ballast,  my  alighting  upon 
the  earth  must  have  been  perfectly  gentle  and  easy — as  it  was,  the  only 
occurrence  being  merely  a  slight  scratch  over  my  left  eye,  occasioned  by 
my  being  jerked  against  one  of  the  iron  rods  of  my  car.  The  time  occu- 
pied from  the  instant  of  my  leaving  the  balloon  to  its  reaching  the  earth, 
being  eleven  minutes  ;  thus  having  accomplished,  perhaps,  one  of  the  most 
perilous  of  all  human  experiments  in  the  most  agreeable  manner." 

The  parachute  sustained  but  little  injury — not  so,  however,  the  balloon, 
which  was  rent  from  top  to  bottom  by  the  explosion  of  the  gas  at  the  mo- 
ment of  severment  from  its  pendant,  apparatus.  This  will  occasion  to  Mr. 
Hampton  a  very  serious  loss,  seeing  that  the  attendance  in  the  Gardens 
was  barely  sufficient  to  cover  the  ordinary  expenses.  Several  gentlemen 
have,  however,  started  a  subscription,  in  order  to  defray  the  cost  of  repair- 
ing the  damage  done,  and  we  sincerely  hope,  for  the  credit  of  the  town  in 
which  so  gallant  and  intrepid  an  achievement  has  been  performed,  its  hero 
will  not  be  allowed  to  leave  the  place  poorer  than  he  came,  after  having  so 
fearlessly  adventured  his  life  for  the  gratification  of  the  public.

At  this  interesting  part  of  my  subject  (on  which  I  now  attempt  to  advo- 
cate more  fully  the  moral  effects  of  literary  and  scientific  institutions),  I 
cannot  refrain  from  quoting  the  very  apposite  remarks  of  that  prince  of 
philosophers,  Lord  Bacon,  the  almost  inspiration  of  whose  genius  pene- 
trated the  gloom  of  a  semi-barbarous  age,  when  the  commencing  revival  of 
letters  had  as  yet  failed  to  dissipate  the  mists  of  ignorance  and  superstition. 
In  the  eloquent  (and  also,  at  standing  alone,  transcendant  landmark  of  his 
vast  and  original  genius)  the  nova  Alatantis,  or  "  plan  of  a  philosophical 
society."  he  has  the  following  happy  illustration ;  and  perhaps  to  this 
assembly  it  is  unnecessary  to  presume  that  this  sketch  of  Bacon's  is  the 
very  first  recorded  of  the  value  and  objects  of  learned  associations.  In  his 
plan  of  a  philosophical  society  (conveyed  in  a  sort  of  apologue)  he  goes  on 
to  say  "  the  king  ordained  that  every  year  two  ships  should  be  sent  on 
different  voyages,  each  ship  having  on  board  a  mission  of  three  fellows  of 
Soloman's  house  ;  whose  sole  office  should  be  to  bring  back  accounts  of  the 
affairs  and  state  of  those  countries  to  which  they  were  appointed,  with  a 
more  immediate  regard  to  the  sciences,  arts,  manufactures,  and  inventions, 
of  the  world,  and  thus  you  see  we  maintain  a  traffic,  not  for  gold,  silver, 
jewels,  silks,  or  spices,  but  for  God's  first  creature  light — that  is  to  procure 
light  for  the  growth  and  improvement  of  all  parts  of  the  world  ;  and  when 
these  desiderata  of  knowledge  shall  be  duly  supplied,  may  we  not  reasonably 
expect  a  more  serviceable  philosophy,  and  a  happier  world  than  we  at  pre- 
sent enjoy  ?  But  the  misfortune  here  is  (pray  mark  this,  my  Lord)  that 
there  is  an  almost  universal  indolence  in  mankind  with  regard  to  those 
improvements  that  have  never  yet  been  effected :  and  until  the  intellect  be 
thoroughly  convinced  of  the  use  and  practicability  of  such  things,  and  the 
affections  be  won  over  to  the  side  of  reason,  there  is  no  room  to  expect  any 
very  great  improvements  or  enlargements  in  the  present  scanty  and  super- 
ficial set  of  arts  and  sciences/' 

Thus  spake,  gentlemen,  about  two  hundred  years  ago,  with  the  wisdom  of 
the  sage,  and  the  almost  inspiration  of  the  prophet,  the  mighty  and  in- 
fluential genius  that  alone,  through  the  perspicacity  of  an  almost  boundless 
intellect,  directed  to  the  path,  (Columbus  like)  that  leads  to  new  hemispheres 
of  intelligence,  and  fresh  empires  of  discovery  !  Now,  my  Lord,  when  we 
consider  the  long  interval  of  time  that  elapsed,  between  this  brilliant  sug- 
gestion of  England's  brightest  genius,  and  the  establishment  of  any  institu- 
tion for  the  furtherance  of  philosophical  truth  ;  when  we  take  into  consi- 
deration that  such  few  and  puny  efforts  were  made  by  governments  and 
thrones  (which,  in  that  period  of  undiffused  wealth  and  education,  could 
alone  effect  the  search  "for  God's  first  creature  light;  when  from 
the  distant  days  of  our  own  royal  and  philosophical  Alfred,  and  his  nearly 
contemporary  Galaxy,  of  princely  philosopheis  and  warriors  ;  the  chival- 
rous and,  for  his  age,  enlightened  Charlemagne  in  the  west,  and  the  equally 
adventurous,  but  far  more  polished  Hardun  in  the  east,  down  to  the  palmy 
era  of  the  magnificent  hop  (when  Florence  and  her  "  merchant  Dukes  " 
poured  the  full  harvest  of  wealthy  enterprize  into  the  lap  of  literature  and 
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the  fine  arts).  We  find  that  the  only  real  encouragers  of  learning  and 
science  were  those  master  minds  who  then  in  an  age  of  surrounding  bar- 
barism, formed  within  the  circle  of  their  example  and  authority,  institutions 
of  all  the  literature  and  science  of  their  day,  though  from  the  want  of  com- 
bined and  systematic  co-operation  (impractable  of  attainment,  until  the 
invention  of  printing)  the  light  of  their  mental  ascendancy,  like  the 
evanescent  brilliancy  of  the  rocket,  shot  out  its  attendant  sparkles,  and 
then  sank  in  the  darkness  of  that  grave  that  received  their  princely 
benefactors. 

On  this  remote,  though  interesting  preliminary,  of  the  subject  matter 
I  intend  to  offer  for  your  consideration,  it  is  curious  and  instructive  to 
observe  the  regularity  and  coincidence  of  what  I  have  called  before  the 
moral  final  cause  or  institution  of  Providence,  working  by  such  means  as 
then  existed,  to  certain  ends  in  his  moral  government  of  the  world.  It  is 
thus  that  even  commerce  and  conquest,  (the  thirst  of  gain  and  the  destruc- 
tion of  our  species)  became  indirectly  instruments  of  human  improvement  ; 
and  though  neither  the  merchant  nor  the  warrior  trade  or  fight  for  the 
direct  benefit  of  their  species,  yet  in  an  age  of  benighted  ignorance,  even 
the  wanton  aggressions  of  a  superior  intellect  (as  history  witnesses  in  a 
Timur  and  a  Charlemagne)  become  ultimately  the  means  of  progressive 
civilization. 

As  I  am  now  hastening,  though  with  some  apprehension  of  a  prolixity 
unavoidable  in  a  subject  requiring  deductions  drawn  from  the  history  of 
man,  to  bring  before  you  the  proofs  I  have  undertaken  to  elucidate  ; 
namely,  the  moral  influence  of  literary  and  scientific  associations  on  the 
improvement  and  happiness  of  mankind,  and  that  the  sum  of  that  improve- 
ment must  be  directly  as  the  frequency  and  velocity  of  intercommunication; 
I  may  be  perhaps  pardoned  by  your  Lordship  and  this  enlightened  audi- 
tory, in  bringing  before  you  briefly  two  historical  epochs  in  the  darker  ages 
of  brotherhoods,  (being,  for  the  times,  neither  more  nor  less  than  organized 
institutions)  and  producing  (the  first  through  war,  directed  by  religious 
enthusiasm ;  the  second,  by  the  sublimest  and  most  enduring  of  the  fine 
arts)  and  effecting  each  its  relative  improvement  and  moral  influence  on 
the  age  which  gave  them  birth  ;  although,  at  the  present  advanced  period 
of  civil  security  and  physical  discovery,  their  aid  in  promoting  happiness 
would  be  not  merely  nugatory,  but  in  the  former  at  least  preposterous. 
I  allude  to  the  splendid,  and,  for  the  darker  period  of  its  rise,  civilizing 
institution  of  Chivalry  and  the  Crusades,  and  that  of  Freemasonry  in  a 
succeeding  century. 

But  it  was  not  the  bravery  and  gorgeous  panoply  of  knight  and  steed — ■ 
the  red-cross  banner,  or  the  trophied  helm  ;  it  was  not  the  pomp  and 
circumstance  of  glorious  war,"  nor  even  the  lion-heart  of  chivalrous 
Richard  himself,  vainly,  (perhaps  without  treason  to  the  glorious  page  of 
Ariosto  we  might  say)  foolishly,  and  anti-christianly  directed  against  the 
enemies  of  the  Cross ;  it  was  none  of  sthese  glittering  idols  of  knightly 
energy  and  enthusiasm  that  we  are  to  view  in  the  civilizing  and  ornate 
picture  of  the  Crusades.  It  was  the  commencing  establishment,  during 
an  sera  of  blood  and  strife,  and  in  the  absence  of  that  civil  polity  that 
restrains  the  powerful  and  protects  the  weak,  of  a  noble  and  self-devoted 
herioism — a  partial,  yet  chivalrous  substitute  for  useful  jurisprudence  ;  it 
was  the  knightly  fealty  to  honour,  to  his  lady,  and  his  God.  It  was  the 
importation  to  bleak  and  foggy  Europe,  as  contrasted  with  the  azure  skies 
and  golden  vallies  of  Damascus  and  the  Califate,  of  Saracenic  art  and  Arab 
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learning.  These  were  the  moral  fruits  of  an  insane  yet  spirit-stirring 
enterprize,  that  gave  to  "  merry  England,"  and  to  Europe  generally,  the 
precious  literature  of  the  Moslem  sages  ;  and  stamped  on  the  bright  pages 
of  the  Italian  Muse  the  vivid  imperishable  poetry  of  arts  and  arms. 

I  cannot  here  forbear  quoting  the  elegant  and  ingenious  compliment 
paid  to  Sir  Walter  Scott,  by  coupling  his  name  with  the  Italian  bards,  by 
our  own  Byron,  who,  after  describing  "  in  thoughts  that  breathe  and  words 
that  burn,"  the  gorgeous  imagery  of  Tasso's  Poetry,  goes  on  in  the  follow- 
ing stanza  to  say  of  Dante  and  Boccacio — 

Great  as  thou  art,  yet  paralleled  by  those 

Thy  countrymen,  before  thee  born  to  shine, 
The  Bards  of  Hall  and  Chivalry.    First  rose 
The  Tuscan  Fathers,  Comedy  divine  : 
Then,  not  unequal  to  the  Florentine, 
The  Southern  Scott,  the  minstrel  who  call'd  forth 

A  new  creation  with  his  magic  line, 
And,  like  the  Ariosto  of  the  North, 

"  Sung  ladye-love  and  war,  romance,  and  knightly  worth."

REFLECTIONS 

ON  VIEWING  THE  ASCENT  OF  MR    HAMPTON  IN  HIS  BALLOON,  "THK  ALBION,' 
FROM  THE  MONTPELLIER  GARDENS,  CHELTENHAM,  AND  HIS  DESCENT 
BY  A  PARACHUTE  AT  BADGE  WORTH,  OCTOBER  3rd,  18.W. 

Proudly  the  "  Albion"  rose,  worthy  hei  name  ! 

Clamour  was  hushed,  and  thrilling  silence  reigned — 

For  'twas  an  awful  moment — He  had  risked 

His  fate  upon  the  chance  of  life  or  death  ; 

And  hark  the  fearful  cry — "  he  separates!  " 

And  like  a  thunderbolt  the  Parachute 

Earthward  a  moment  darted.    Then  it  was 

In  peril's  throe  each  Christian  owned  his  brother  : 

Blanched  every  cheek  as  the  heait  sickened,

SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Season  of  1838  is  now  fast  drawing  to  its  close,  and  in  a 
few  weeks'  time  will  be  "a  part  and  parcel"  of  "the  past;"  we 
seem  indeed  already  on  the  vary  threshold  of  Winter,  the  leaves 
will  fall,  the  days  will  shorten,  and  the  sun  will  obscure  the  bright- 
ness of  his  summer  glory  in  haze  and  cold  uncomfortable  mist. 
The  Autumn  hitherto  has  progressed  gloriously,  and  the  66  signs  of 
the  times,"  though  indicative  of  a  change,  have  not  yet  so  altererd 
the  aspect  and  appearance  of  our  fair  and  favoured  town,  as  to  de- 
prive it  of  its  gaiety  and  that  cheerfulness  for  which  it  has  ever 
been  so  famed  and  so  unrivalled.  Cheltenham  continues  still  full 
of  company,  and  if  the  October  departures  have  outnumbered  the 
arrivals  at  the  hotels  and  boarding-houses,  the  families  that  have 
returned,  and  are  still  returning  to  their  winter  residences,  restore 
the  balance,  and  compensate  for  the  loss  and  absence  of  our  sum- 
mer visitors. 

The  Literary  and  Philosophical  Society  commences 
its  public  lectures  for  the  session  of  1838 — 9  on  Tuesday,  the  23rd 
inst.,  when  the  first  Conversazione  will  take  place,  upon  which  occa- 
sion some  interesting  communications  may  be  expected  on  subjects 
of  natural  history :  among  them  will  be  one  by  the  Rev.  W.  F. 
Hope,  on  the  Destructive  Effects  of  the  Aphis  Blight  and  Wire 
Worms,  with  their  antidotes.  In  our  next  we  hope  to  have  other 
arrangements  in  respect  to  the  lectures  to  announce.  The  museum 
of  the  Institution  has  lately  been  fitted  up  with  glass  cases  for  the 
reception  of  the  variaus  specimens  of  natural  history  already  pos- 
sessed by  the  society,  and  for  such  as  it  is  expected  will  ere  long 
be  added  to  the  collection  by  the  liberality  of  those  friends,  who, 
desirous  of  furthering  the  objects  of  the  society,  will  doubtless  take 
a  pleasure  in  contributing  to  the  formation  of  this  important  and 
interesting  department.  The  numerous  curiosities  which  are  now 
scattered  about  in  various  private  cabinets,  unseen  and  unconsulted, 
and  even  in  many  instances  considered  by  their  possessors  as 
almost  valueless,  would,  if  brought  together  into  one  well-arranged 
and  properly  classified  Collection,  prove  highly  creditable  to  the 
town,  and  tend  greatly  to  the  cultivation  of  science  and  a  spirit  of 
scientific  enquiry  among  the  inhabitants.  Several  new  mem- 
bers have  recently  been  added  to  the  society.  Among  those 
elected  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  were  the  Rev.  W.  F. 
Hope,  Mr.  Lemaistre,  Mr.  W.  Kent,  Mr.  T.  Williams,  Mr.  Or- 
mond,  Mr.  Hasell  and  Mr.  Vaile. 

The  Last  Ball  of  the  Season  will  take  place  at  the  Rotun- 
da next  Thursday,  when,  according  to  the  usual  custom,  the  hour 
of  dancing  will  be  considerably  extended. 

The  Full  Summer  Band  at  the  Montpellier  Spa  will  termi- 
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nate  its  performances  in  the  morning  next  Saturday.  With  the 
departure  of  this  celebrated  musical  corps  the  Cheltenham  season 
may  be  considered  as  closing. 

The  Zoological  Soiety  have  lately  added  to  their  ornitholo- 
gical collection  a  number  of  small  tropical  birds,  of  extensive 
beauty;  among  which  are  the  Love  Bird,  the  Indian  and  American 
Nonpareil,  the  Indigo  Blue  Bird,  the  Avadavat,  the  Cutthroat, 
Cross  Bu%  &c.  Two  remarkable  fine  specimens  of  the  Golden 
Eagle  are  also  among  the  additions  of  the  last  few  days. 

The  Theatre  Royal  opened  on  Monday  last  for  the  season , 
under  the  management  of  Mr.  Grattan.  It  has  undergone  consi- 
derable improvements  and  internal  decorations,  and  altogether  pre- 
sents a  light  and  cheering  appearance.  A  very  neat  and  well  spoken 
address,  by  Mr.  Grattan,  assured  the  audience,  that  though  much 
had  been  done  in  a  very  brief  period,  still  more  remained  to  be 
accomplished,  and  that  under  his  management  no  exertions  should 
be  wanting  in  rendering  the  establishment  deserving  of  support. 
That  he  will  fulfil  his  trust  we  have  no  question  :  for  his  reward, 
he  has  our  most  earnest  wishes  that  it  may  prove  a  golden  one.  The 
performances  commenced  with  a  "  tale  of  enchantment"  called 
"The  Gnome  Fly,"  which  introduced  a  most  extraordinary  pheno- 
menon in  nature,  a  Signor  Hervio  Nano,  (we  very  much  object 
to  newly  fangled  names  by  the  way,  why  not  his  real  patronyme, 
Mr.  Hervey  Leach?)  whose  surprising  feats  as  a  baboon  were  as 
entertaining  as  they  were  astonishing.  By  the  part  assigned  to 
Mr.  D.  Gannon  in  the  performance  he  apears  to  be  the  comic 
singer  of  the  corps  dramatique — if  so,  it  would  be  better  for  his 
success  to  pay  some  attention  to  the  musical  duties.  Mrs.  Grat- 
tan's  Reminiscences  of  Song"  afforded  an  opportunity  for  the  ex- 
cellent display  of  her  delightful  warbling ;  her  chaste  yet  brilliant 
execution  of  u  The  Light  of  other  days"  was  a  perfect  gem.  The 
Tableaux  illustrations,  grouped  under  Mr.  Grattan's  direction, 
were  unique  and  pleasing  in  their  way.  An  agreeable  melo-drama 
concluded  the  entertainments,  in  which  the  united  abilities  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Grattan,  a  Miss  C.  Poole,  and  Mr.  Howard  exhibited 
specimens  of  good  and  effective  acting.  Miss  C.  Poole  has  evi- 
dently a  capacity  for  attaining  distinction  in  her  profession,  and 
Mr.  Howard's  "low"  comedy  is  deserving  of  high  encomiums; 
it  was  exceedingly  ludicrous  without  partaking  of  vulgarity,  a  dis- 
tinction not  generally  drawn  by  comic  actors.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hooper  and  a  succession  of  "  London  Stars"  we  see  are  announced 
— we  wish  success. 

A  Ball  was  given  last  night  at  the  Queen's  Hotel,  by  the  gen- 
tlemen now  resident  there.  Between  two  and  three  hundred 
fashionables  were  present,  and  dancing  was  kept  up  to  a  late  hour. 
The  drawing  and  dining  rooms  of  the  Table  d'Hote  were  opened 
into  display  for  the  occasion. 
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Will  bring  their  gay  career  to  a  termination  next  week  :  we  pen  the 
announcement  with  regret,  but  the  leaf-strewn  walks  and  the  denuded 
branches  of  the  trees  and  shrubs  are  "  signs  of  the  times"  not  to  be  mis- 
taken. Ths  sweetest  melody  must  have  its  "  dying  close,"  so  too  must 
these,  the  fairest  scenes  of  delight  and  enjoyment  ;  through  the  whole  of 
the  now  past  summer  they  have  had  a  bright  and  prosperous  course,  and 
should  the  weather  prove  favourble  daring  the  ensuing  week,  will  doubt- 
less experience  a  conclusion  in  perfect  harmony.  Should  the  afternoons 
prove  sufficiently  fine,  the  band  will  perform  in  the  gardens  every  day 
except  Thursday  ;  on  the  other  hand,  should  it  prove  too  damp  for  garden 
exercise,  and  yet  not  absolutely  wet  at  the  time,  the  band  will  play  in  the 
Rotunda  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Saturday.

Epistle  Introductory — Toddington. 

We  have  long  meditated  a  series  of  Village  Sketches  in  the  nature  of 
Rambles  through  the  Environs  of  Cheltenham,  but  the  rapid  succession  of 
other  events  more  intimately  identified  with  the  sayings ^hd  doings  of  the 
season,  and  claiming,  therefore,  precedence  of  notice  ?JA,  the  pages  of  the 
Looker-On,  has  hitherto  prevented  our  carrying  tins  intention  into  effect. 
Now,  however,  that  the  bustle  of  the  season  is  overhand  that  a  breathing 
pause  in  the  round  of  amusements  may  be  reasonably  expected,  we  intend 
commencing  a  series  of  short  papers  on  this  subject-^occupying  our  autumn 
noons — weather  ^permitting — in  taking  pedestrian  excursions  along  the 
high  ways  and  byewavs  of  our  own  vicinity.  As  an  introduction  to  such  a 
series  we  gladly  avail  ourselves  of  trie  following  communication  from  the 
pen  of  one  who  "kens"  something  of  the  subject  upon  which  he  writes, 
having  many  a  time  and  oft  journeyed  through  the  land  in  the  length  and 
breadth  thereof,  and  noted  down  the  most  notable  objects  in  every  nook  and 
corner  of  our  island.  It  would  delight  us  might  we  venture  to  indulge  a 
hope  that  the  sexagenarian  pen  of  T.  Jones  would  aid  us  in  our  purposed 
wanderings,  and  guide  us  to  those  spots  most  worthy  the  notice  and  atten- 
tion of  The  Cheltenham  Looker-On.  With  such  an  Indicator  we  could 
not  fail  rendering  our  companionship  not  merely  pleasant  and  agreeable, 
but  also  highly  instructive  to  all  those  who  may  chuse  hereafter  to  tread  in 
our  footsteps  and  moralize  on  the  changes  of  the  circling  year.  The 
ground  over  which  we  shall  conduct  them  will  be  found  rich  in  natural 
beauty  as  well  as  in  the  golden  reminiscences  of  the  glorious  past.  Be  it 
our's  to  sketch  the  former  and  call  up  the  latter  as  we  pass  from  hill  to 
hill,  or  from  spire  to  spire,  in  these  our  autumn  rambles. 


To  the  Editor  of  the  Cheltenham  Looker-On. 
Sir, — Although  your  hebdomadal  paper  is  chiefly  addressed  to  the 
"  Arrival  and  Departure"  class  of  readers,  yet,  as  even  these  occasionally 
look  to  other  sources  for  amusement,  it  may  not  perhaps  be  deemed  beyond 
their  province  to  seek  for  some  intelligence  on  the  march  of  science,  art, 
literature,  and  railways.  These  subjects  belong  essentially  to  our  own 
times  and  country,  and  are  making  strides  of  "  seven-league-boot"  space 
in  the  march  of  intellectual  civilization.  In  your  popular  and  fashionable 
town  Zoology  and  other  branches  of  natural  history  have,  I  rejoice  to  see, 
been  much  cultivated — a  **  Literary  and  Scientific  Institution"  has  been 
established  ;  and  such  is  the  nature  of  these  attractions,  on  human  curiosity, 
that  they  cannot  fail  to  secure  approval  and  reward,  in  London  the  two 
great  Zoological  collections  continue  to  increase  in  influence,  and  to  com- 
mand additional  members;  two  Architectural  Societies  are  also  established, 
and  are  prospering;  Museums,  Galleries,  and  Churches,  are  opened  to 
public  gaze,  and  critical  enquiry.  The  f"  Scientific  Association"  has 
increased  sevenfold  in  numbers  and  importance  during  the  period  of  its 
apprenticeship  ;  and  in  the  same  time  literary  works  have  been  augmented 
in  an  equal  ratio,  both  in  number,  in  variety,  and  in  influence.  Like  the 
snow-ball,  all  these  accumulate  in  bulk  as  they  roll  onwards  ;  and  who  can 
foresee  the  size  which  the  monster-ball  mav,  in  a  few  years,  attain  ?  Your 
"  Cheltenham  Annuaire'  and  "  Looker-on'  have,  unquestionably  done  good  ; 
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and,  I  am  confident,  will  continue  their  useful  influence  so  long  as  they 
remain  on  the  tables  of  our  drawing  rooms  and  boudoirs.    When  people 
read  for  amusement,  they  imperceptibly  obtain  information,  which  must 
necessarily  improve  both  the  head  and  the  heart.   Like  many  other  visitors 
I  was  tempted  to  come  to  this  town  for  the  indulgence  of  amusement,  or 
complete  idleness  ;  but  from  taking  up  the  "  Cheltenham  Guide'  I  have 
been  led  to  read,  to  think,  and  to  inquire.    I  have  been,  moreover,  tempted 
to  make  excursions  to  many  places  in  and  around  Cheltenham,  which  I 
should  not,  perhaps,  otherwise  have  seen  or  thought  of.    My  sojourn  has 
been  thus  prolonged,  and  my  health  and  spirits  are  so  much  improved  by 
the  mental  and  bodily  exercise  thus  induced,  that  I  shall  continue  the  same 
occupation  throughout  this  murdering  month  of  September,  by  killing 
time,  instead  of  killing  birds  by  the  aid  of  dogs  and  guns.    Besides  many 
other  places,  I  have  visited  the  picturesque  remains  of  Hales  Abbey, 
of  Sudeley  Castle,  of  the  Roman  Villa,  at  Winchcomb,  and  their  respective 
peculiarities  and  histories  have  been  successively  brought  under  personal 
review.    I  have  also  explored  some  of  the  grand  scenes  on  the  Cotswolds, 
as  well  as  their  romantic  glens  and  dells.     The  splendid  cathedral  of 
Gloucester,  and  the  almost  equally  fine  church  at  Tewkesbury,  have  afforded 
me  abundant  matter  for  several  days  study ;  and,  among  other  places  in 
your  vicinity,  I  have  just  examined  the  new  and  elegant  mansion  at  7W- 
dington,  the  seat  of  Lord  Sudeley.    This  is  one  amongst  the  many  build- 
ings of  our  age  and  times,  which  at  once  shew  the  wealth  and  genius  of  the 
country.    Designed  and  erected  by  its  noble  owner,  it  is  calculated  to  sur- 
prise the  casual  uninformed  observer,  and  to  astonish  even  the  professional 
architect  and  critic.    Having  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  every  part  of  it, 
and  of  examining  the  working  drawings  in  the  office  of  the  respectable  and 
well-informed  clerk  of  the  works,  I  have  been  delighted  to  find  that  a  private 
English  nobleman  should  be  the  architect  of  such  an  arduous,  expensive, 
and  skilful  work.    Externally,  it  is  picturesque  and  beautiful ;  whilst  the 
whole  of  the  interior  appears  to  combine  every  domestie  comfort  and 
luxury,  with  the  most  elaborate  and  appropriate  gothic  finishings.  Its 
chief  suite  of  rooms  consist  of  two  vestibules  to  the  north  and  south  fronts  ; 
a  cloister  of  stone,  adorned  with  several  windows  of  painted  glass ;  a 
staircase  with  rich  timber  roof;  a  music-room  ;  library;  drawing-room; 
dining-room  ;  a  morning  or  breakfast  room,  of  octagonal  form  ;  a  private 
library;  a  billiard-room,  &c.    All  these  are  varied  in  size  and  style  of 
decoration  ;  each  having  windows,  doors,  ceilings,  chimney-pieces,  &c,  of 
different  designs,  and  finished  in  the  most  exquisite  manner.    It  is  but 
justice  to  add,  that  the  whole  appears  also  to  be  in  strict  accordance  with 
the  best  of  our  gothic  works.    I. could  easily  enlarge  on  the  subject,  and 
give  a  more  detailed  description  of  this  splendid  mansion,  but  forbear,  as  I 
perceiye  by  your  advertisements  that  Mr.  Britton,  who  has  published  so 
many  works  on  Architectural  and  Cathedral  Antiquities,  and  has  just 
finished  a  Dictionary  of  Ancient  Architecture,  is  preparing  a  volume  illus- 
trative of  the  mansion  here  referred  to.    Recommending  the  building  to 
the  attention  of  all  who  feel  interested  in  the  progress  of  architectural  skill 
and  domestic  comfort,

INTRODUCTORY  ADDRESS

The  Crusadal  period  then,  Gentlemen,  might  be  justly  called  a  European 
(though  indirect)  Literary  Association, — -princes  and  peers  going  forth  to 
the  far  East,  not  to  teach,  but  to  learn;  and,  though  the  means  were  in  an 
inverse  ratio  to  the  end,  yet  was  the  result  nearly  the  same  ;  the  scholars 
became  masters,  and  the  gloomy  forests  and  frowning  strongholds  of  the 
Rhine,  the  Thames,  and  the  Severn,  became  partially  illuminated  by  Classic 
and  Arabian  genius. 

It  may  appear  in  some  degree  overstrained  to  enumerate  the  secret  society 
of  Freemasonry  among  the  early  institutions  of  science,  and  it  might  seem 
a  solecism,  in  fact  as  well  as  expression,  to  include  that  remarkable  yet 
most  influential  fraternity,  the  very  essence  of  whose  unwritten  charter  con- 
sisted in  mystic  privacy,  and,  so  far  as  general  communication  (the  very 
life-blood  of  all  the  useful  modern  associations)  constitutes  their  nature 
contradistinguished  from  all  other  bodies  ;  yet  the  history  of  architectural 
science  can  avouch  that  the  most  subtle  mystei  ies  and  refined  principles  of 
art  were,  by  this  association,  cultivated  and  preserved ;  and,  when  the 
scattered  brethren  of  the  trowel  and  the  square  traversed  all  Gothic 
Europe  at  the  call  of  Pontiffs  and  Sovereigns,  to  gratify  the  devotion  and 
astonish  the  senses  of  all  countries,  by  the  erection  of  the  most  sublime 
fanes  that  ever  enshrined  religion  by  the  appropriate  grandeur  of  human 
skill,  the  real  secrets  of  this  enduring  art  were  communicated  only  to  the 
initiated  ;  while  the  the  wandering  strangers  in  distant  lands,  and  among 
alien  tongues,  at  a  period  when  no  patent  right  existed  to  secure  the  won- 
ders they  effected,  their  grand  and  original  designs  and  astonishing  execu- 
tion were  wisely  concealed  under  signs  and  words,  that  distinguished  the 
adepts  from  the  vulgar  pretenders ;  and  their  religious  purity  of  creed  and 
morals,  conveyed  and  enforced  by  an  ingenious  system  of  symbolic  ethics, 
which,  even  at  this  day,  when  the  utility  of  such  a  society  is  at  least  prob- 
lematical, demands  the  respect  and  veneration  of  all  true  christians. 

It  is,  however,  not  the  less  true  and  interesting,  that  such  a  society  ex- 
erted in  the  main,  a  powerful  influence  on  arts  and  morals,  at  a  period 
when  the  serf  and  his  lord,  the  lieges  and  their  sovereigns,  (however 
widely  distinct  in  rank  and  privileges)  were  nearly  on  a  par  in  the  higher 
attainments  of  intellectual  cultivation,  while  in  such  an  era  of  civil  disabil- 
ities and  mental  darkness,  the  ambulatory  societies  of  free  and  accepted 
masons  erected  temples  to  the  Creator  of  such  sublimity  of  design,  vast- 
ness  of  space,  and  minute  elegance  of  tracery,  as  shame,  even  in  this 
advanced  age  of  wealth  and  science,  the  puny  insignificance  of  our  ecclesi- 
astical imitations. 

But  not  to  fatigue  the  attention  with  which  I  am  honoured  by  longer 
dwelling  on  this  division  of  my  subject,  I  shall  now  proceed  to  consider 
the  establishment  of  literary  and  scientific  institutions  along  with  their 
moral  influence  on  society  since  the  commencement  of  the  present  century  ; 
justifying,  as  I  trust  I  shall  succeed  in  doing,  the  original  position  taken  at 
my  commencement,  namely,  that  the  advance  in  moral  improvement  is 
directly  as  the  progression  of  the  intellectual  acquisitions  of  society. 
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From  the  foregoing  observations  were  they  to  terminate  at  this  par- 
ticular induction,  it  might  be  supposed  that  war  and  conquest  were  posi- 
tively and  at  all  time3  essential,  or  at  least  instrumental,  to  the  propagation 
of  the  arts,  and  to  discoveries  in  science.  This  conclusion  would,  indeed, 
b.i  a  decided  non-sequitur  from  the  premises,  and  totallv  at  variance  with 
the  whole  scope  of  my  argument  on  the  direct  progressive  improvement  of 
man  in  society,  both  as  to  moral  and  religious  responsibilities  and  happi- 
ness. The  fact  only  serves  to  shew  one  early  stage  in  the  grand  march  of 
civil  improvement,  and  that  moral  as  well  as  physical  evils  themselves, 
might  be  made,  in  fact  were  made,  human  means  of  transporting  the 
relatively  superior  attainments  in  arts  and  literature  of  the  conquered  to 
improve  or  accelerate  the  less  advanced  condition  of  the  conquerors. 

This  part  of  the  philosophy  of  civil  history  is  only  hinted  at  for  the  pur- 
pose of  illustrating  the  influence  {per  fas  ant  nefasj  of  large  bodies  in  asso- 
ciation and  action,  on  the  movements  of  the  human  mind  at  different 
epochs  :  and  that  therefore  a  portion,  the  moral  influence  of  means  that 
are  good  to  ends  that  are  better,  must  be  still  more  productive  of  an  in- 
crease of  happiness  and  national  virtue,  that  it  is  no  delusive  hope  to 
cherish  and  support. 

That  the  great  moral  influence  of  such  institutions  at  their  commence- 
ment was  early  anticipated  by  a  mind  of  stupendous  power  and  sagacity,  I 
shall  here  introduce  the  opinion  of  La  Place,  who,  in  his  Systeme  du 
Monde,  (a  work  like  his  Mecanique  Celeste,  of  unparallelled  intellect  and 
depth  of  mathematical  reasoning)  thus  expresses  himself  on  the  present 
subject  of  voluntary  institutions. 

"  The  great  advantage  of  learned  societies  is  the  philosophical  spirit  to 
which  they  may  be  expected  to  give  birth,  and  which  they  cannot  fail  to 
diffuse  over  all  the  various  pursuits  of  the  nations,  among  whom  they  are 
established.  The  insulated  scholar  may,  without  dread,  abandon  himself 
to  the  spirit  of  system  and  vague  hypothesis — he  hears  the  voice  of  con- 
tradiction only  from  afar ;  but  in  a  learned  society  the  collision  of  syste- 
matic opinions  soon  terminates  in  their  common  destruction  ;  accordingly 
experience  has  shown  how  much  these  establishments  have  contiibuted, 
since  their  origin,  to  the  spread  of  true  philosophy,  by  setting  the  example 
of  submitting  every  thing  to  the  examination  of  a  severe  logic,  they  have 
dissipated  the  prejudices  which  had  too  long  reigned  in  the  sciences,  and 
which  the  strongest  minds  of  the  preceeding  centuries  had  not  been  able 
to  resist.  They  are,  for  this  very  reason,  entitled  to  special  encouragement, 
from  their  innumerable  application  to  the  phenomena  of  nature,  and  the 
practice  of  the  arts." 

These  just  and  liberal  opinions  announced  in  the  true  spirit  of  philoso- 
phical enterprize,  apply  so  peculiarly  to  modern  and  voluntary  institutions 
(freed  from  the  lethargic  indolence  of  corporate  ascendancy  in  literature 
and  science)  that  I  cannot  here  refrain  from  pointing  out  the  immense 
superiority  in  effect  of  the  Royal  Institution  and  the  British  Association  of 
Science,  over  their  ancient  predecessors,  by  stating  in  the  words  of 
Chalmers,  in  his  "  Political  Estimate,"  that  the  highest  and  lowest  ranks 
are  there  brought  closer  together,  and  all  of  them  inspired  with  an 
activity  and  vigor  that  in  former  ages  had  no  example." 

Before,  however,  proceeding  to  their  ultimate  conclusion,  (to  which  I 
hope  to  gain  your  assent  and  possibly  your  conviction)  I  feel  it  impossible 
to  overlook  or  omit  in  this  place  a  most  remarkable  passage  and  a  similar 
argument  to  that  I  have  humbly  advanced,  taken  from  a  source  the  most 
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unquestionable,  that  can  be  searched  (and  on  the  unerririgprinciple  of 
truth)  in  all  that  concerns  the  dignity  or  the  happiness  of  mankind.  As  I 
have  investigated  this  inspiring  subject  with  a  degree  of  diligence  and 
pleasure  suited  to  the  occasion,  and  with  the  hope  of  making  it  in  some 
degree  less  unworthy  of  the  patient  attention  with  which  it  is  my  ambition 
to  be  honoured  bv  our  noble  patron,  and  yourselves,  gentlemen,  1  have 
investigated  the  great  problem  of  human  improvement,  with  all  the  coi - 
rectness  of  inquiry  of  which  ray  mind  is  capable  ;  and  it  is  a  most  interest- 
ing, and  may,  to  Vou,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  be  an  equally  novel  argument 
on  the  connexion  between  knowledge  (or  science)  with  moral  improvement, 
by  increased  facilities  of  intercourse  with  distant  lands,  ,that  it  is  actually 
prophetically  asserted,  if  not  enforced,  in  Holy  Writ  !  This  wiil,  no  doubt, 
appear  to  many  in  this  assembly  a  startling,  perhaps  a  profane  assertion  ; 
but  believe  me,  gentlemen,  that  as  every  argument  I  have  here  used,  or 
has,  I  am  confident,  been  ever  used  within  these  walls,  on  each  and  every 
subject  of  our  investigations  have  tended  to  prove  the  sublime  and  sacred 
alliance  between  the  Creator's  will  and  the  creature's  intellect ;  between 
the  corresponding  relations  of  man's  moral  improvement,  with  his  devotion 
to  the  great  Author  of  his  being,  through  the  cultivation  of  those  facuU 
ties,  which  enable  him  better  to  obey  and  to  adore  ;  so,  do  I  now  humbly 
trust  that  the  present  argument  is  also  addressed  in  a  similar  spirit,  and 
that  it  is  not  only  the  highest  delight  of  which  the  human  soul  is  capable, 
but  at  the  same  time  man's  bounden  duty  to  increase  and  disseminate  that 
knowledge,  which  when  suitably  directed,  is  not  only  "  power"  but  virtue  ! 
But  to  the  point — a  very  eloquent  writer,  the  able  Rayual,  has  given  (half 
a  century  before  the  grand  improvement  of  physical  discovery  in  the  ap- 
plication of  the  gigantic  invention  of  Watt,  to  which  in  facilitating  in  a 
ratio  perfectly  illimitable  the  intercourse  of  distant  regions,  will  constitute 
the  concluding  section  of  this,  ]  fear,  already  too  lengthened  discourse)  has 
given,  I  say,  in  an  impressive  summary,  the  inestimable  treasure  of  new 
facts,  which  even  the  comparatively  confined  and  imperfect  intercourse  of 
nations,  in  his  time,  had  already  added  to  the  intellectual  advance  of  man 
in  society.  Now,  the  oft  quoted,  but  never  to  be  exhausted,  Lord  Bacon, 
(two  centuries  before  the  eloquent  though  somewrhat  flippant  Frenchman 
was  born,)  speaking  of  the  same  principle,  as  acting  universally  on  the 
moral  character  of  nations,  says  "  in  this  respect,  they  (that  is  the  early 
navigators)  have  fully  verified  the  Scripture  prophecy,"  "  multi  pertran- 
sibunt,  and  augebitur  scientia  ;"  or  in  the  still  more  emphatic  words  of  our 
own  English  version — "  Many  shall  go  to  and  fro,  and  knowledge  shall  be 
increased."*  I  may  be  pardoned,  perhaps,  to  such  an  auditory,  in  giving 
the  words  of  Bacon,  in  the  original,  "  neque  omittenda  prophetia  Danielis 
de  ultimis  mendi  temparibus  ;"  "  multi  pertransibunt  et  augibetus  scientia," 
"  manifeste  significans,  esse  in  Providentia,  ut  pertraasitus  mundi,  et  aug- 
menta  scientiarum,  in  eadem  cetatem  incidant." 

And  now,  my  Lord,  to  complete  the  proof,  by  connecting  the  premises 
with  the  conclusion,  it  remains  only  to  show  how  literature  and  science  are 
the  means  of  moral  improvement  and  religious  reliance  ;  and  if  so,  how  the 
increased  facility  of  rapid,  frequent,  and  cheap  intercommunication  of 
countries,  by  the  present  application  of  steam  power,  augments  these 
means  of  improvement,  which  may  be  fairly  anticipated  to  produce  a 
greater  increase  of  such  improvement  in  every  decade  of  the  present 
century,  than  has  taken  place  in  any  hundred  years  during  the  whole  pre-

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vious  duration  of  the  British  monarchy  ;  and  may  consequently  be  fairly- 
expected  to  produce  (during  the  probable  continuance  of  her  present 
majesty's  reign,  and  may  it  be  long  and  prosperous  !)  a  grander  accelera- 
tion of  her  people's  knowledge,  power,  and  happiness,  than  can  be  found 
through  all  the  previous  epochs  of  science  and  mechanical  art  (printing 
alone  excepted)  since  the  Norman  conquest. 

THE  MEETING  OF  WELSH  BARDS  AND  MINSTRELS 
AT  ABERGAVENNY, 

Which  excited  considerable  interest  along  the  border  counties,  from  the 
very  promising  auspices  under  which  it  was  announced,  took  place  on 
Wednesday  and  Thursday,  at  the  above  town,  and  came  off  with  the  most 
brilliant  and  complete  success.  The  first  movement  of  the  festival  was  a 
procession  to  receive  the  president,  Sir  Charles  Morgan,  who  slept  the 
previous  night  at  Llanover,  the  seat  of  Sir  Benjamin  Hall.  This  proces- 
sion was  accompanied  by  a  large  car  decorated  with  laurel,  oak,  and  misle- 
toe,  and  contained  twelve  harpers,  who  performed  a  variety  of  national 
airs  as  the  party  conducted  the  patrons  of  the  institution  through  the  town 
to  the  George  Hotel,  in  a  large  area  at  the  back  of  which  the  meeting  was 
held,  and  which  was  crowded  in  every  part.  Among  the  company  were 
the  Bishop  of  Gloucester  and  his  Lady,  Lord  and  Lady  Rodney,  Sir  B.  and 
Lady  Hall,  Lady  Agar,  and  a  great  number  of  other  distinguished  indi- 
viduals— together  with  a  deputation,  consisting  of  the  Count  de  la  Ville 
Marque  and  four  other  Breton  gentlemen,  sent  over  to  the  meeting  by  the 
King  of  the  French,  and  whose  presence  on  the  occasion  created  much 
interest.  The  business  of  the  day  commenced  with  the  recitation  of  several 
Welsh  poems  by  the  Bards;  after  which  the  adjudication  of  the  prizes  for 
the  best  productions  illustrative  of  the  literature,  music,  and  industrial 
resources  of  the  Principality,  were  proceeded  with.  The  first  prize  being 
sixty  guineas  and  a  gold  seal  ring,  value  ten  guineas  more,  for  an  Essay 
on  the  Influence  of  Welsh  Tradition  on  the  Literature  of  Europe,  and 
which  was  won  by  a  Mr.  J.  D.  Harding,  of  Bridgend,  Glamorganshire. 
There  were  several  admirable  spaeches  made  this  day,  and  some  excellent 
singing  with  the  harp,  after  the  manner  of  the  ancient  Britons.  A  dinner 
took  place  in  the  evening,  which  was  numerously  attended — Sir  Charles 
Morgan  being  in  the  chair. 

On  Thursday  the  proceedings  were  resumed,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
prizes  were  awarded ;  among  them  were  three  new  triple  harps  and  a  gold 
harp  brooch,  to  the  best  performers  on  this  national  instrument.  One  of 
these  was  won  by  a  child,  another  by  a  young  lady,  and  a  third  by  a  bliud 
harper — the  brooch  being  also  won  by  a  young  lady.  The  musical  per- 
formances for  these  prizes  proved  highly  interesting,  as  did  also  the  con- 
tests for  the  vocal  ones,  which  consisted  of  gold  and  silver  medals,  and 
premiums  varyiug  from  one  to  five  guineas.  Altogether  there  were  upwards 
of  fifty  prizes  awarded;  and  it  was  announced  that  subscriptions  amounting 
to  350  guineas  had  been  received  towards  those  for  the  next  festival.  In 
the  evening  of  this  day  there  was  a  gathering  of  the  Bards  and  Minstrels 
at  the  George  Hotel,  and  a  Grand  Fancy  Ball  at  the  Angel,  which  was 
numerously  attended,  and  kept  up  till  near  five  o'clock  yesterday  morning. 
The  French  representatives  were  presented  on  Thursday  with  a  handsome 
drinking  horn  ;  and  yesterday  morning  Count  de  la  Ville  Marque  was 
admitted  a  bard  with  all  the  honours — a  special  meeting  of  the  qualified 
being  held  for  that  purpose  "  in  face  of  open  day  and  in  the  eye  of  light."

SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 


The  Cheltenham  Season  terminates  this  day,  for, 
though  nominally  extending  to  the  end  of  October,  virtually  it 
must  be  considered  as  closing  with  the  musical  performances  at  the 
Montpellier  Spa,  which,  during  their  continuance  the  Summer 
through,  contribute  so  largely  to  those  delightful  enjoyments 
which  have  ever  rendered  Cheltenham  superior  in  its  attractions 
and  society  to  every  other  watering  place  in  the  kingdom.  These 
performances  conclude  to-day,  and  the  succession  of  amusements 
dependant  upon  them  must  for  the  ensuing  six  months  give  place 
to  others,  less  public  it  is  true,  though  scarce  less  delightful.  The 
evening  promenade,  with  its  illuminated  walks  and  gardens,  will  be 
succeeded  by  the  elegant  soiree  in  mirrored  and  carpeted  drawing- 
rooms, — and  the  public  ball  to  the  private  party;  and  to  all 
appearance  there  is  likely  to  be  no  lack  of  these  social  gaieties 
during  the  ensuing  Winter,  the  number  of  families  who  have  engaged 
residences  in  the  town  for  the  Winter  months  far  exceeding  the 
average  of  former  years.  At  present  Cheltenham  is  as  full  of  com- 
pany as  we  have  often  known  it  to  be  in  July,  and  unless  a  prema- 
ture Winter  over  takes  us,  we  shall  doubtless  enjoy  the  society  of 
our  visitors  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  Ball  on  Thursday  last,  at  the  Rotunda,  was  one  of  the 
gayest  and  most  numerously  attended  of  the  season,  and  having 
been  announced  as  the  last  of  the  summer  series,  was  kept  up  to  a 
much  later  hour  than  usual,  not  closing  until  one  o^clock.  It  was 
cause  of  very  general  regret  on  the  part  of  the  company  that  these 
favourite  and  delightful  assemblies  should  terminate  so  early  in 
the  month,  especially  seeing  how  full  this  year  the  town  still  con- 
tinued of  visitors,  and  a  wish  having  been  expressed  by  the  fami- 
lies of  several  of  the  subscribers,  that  there  should  be  yet  one 
other  ball  before  the  seasoe  finally  closed,  a  notice  to  that  effect 
was  exhibited  in  the  room,  announcing,  accordingly,  another  ball 
for  Thursday  next.  The  hour  of  dancing  to  be  upon  this,  as  upon 
the  last  occasion,  considerably  extended. 

The  Stag  Hounds  meet  this  morning  at  Cubberley  Gate.  The 
first  "turn-out"  of  the  pack,  which  took  place  on  Monday  morning 
at  Frogmill,  proved  rather  unfortunate,  inasmuch  as  the  stag,  a  fine 
young  hind,  was  killed  in  attempting  to  leap  a  high  wall,  after  a 
gallant  run  of  fifty  minutes.  The  Hon.  Craven  Berkeley,  as 
Master  of  the  Sta<j  Hounds,  was  present,  as  also  his  brother, 
the  Hon.  Grantley  Berkeley. 

The  Cheltenhan  and  Swindon  Railway  Company  have 
completed  their  purchases  of  land  between  Cheltenham  and  Glou- 
cester, and  are  proceeding  with  the  preliminaries  for  commencing 
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that  portion  of  the  line  as  soon  as  possible ;  and,  as  the  works  are 
over  ground  highly  favourable  for  such  undertakings,  when  once 
begun  they  will  no  doubt  proceed  with  great  rapidity.  The  Glou- 
cester and  Birmingham  line  is  also  progressing  successful,  and  the 
directors  expect  to  be  enabled  to  open  the  portion  from  Chelten- 
ham to  Tewkesbury  next  Spring,  and  thence  to  Droitwich  next 
Autumn.  The  excavations  under  the  Gloucester  road  have  been 
commenced,  and  the  cutting  for  the  Depot  is  nearly  completed. 
The  designs  for  the  latter  have  been  for  some  time  in  preparation, 
and  will  be  in  the  builder's  hands  in  course  of  a  week  or  two  from 
the  present  time. 

Another  New  Hotel  is  spoken  of,  by  "The  Cheltenham 
Chronicle,5'  as  being  in  contemplation, — the  locality  to  be  on  the 
north  side  of  the  town;  the  necessary  capital  to  be  raised  in 
shares,  and  the  design  to  be  superior  to  every  thing  of  the  kind  in 
Europe.    Certes,  Cheltenham  will  be  a  city  of  palaces  ere  long. 

A  reduced  Band,  consisting  of  four  instruments, — harp,  cla- 
rionet, flute  and  violoncello,  will  commence  performing  in  the 
Montpellier  Pump  Room  on  Monday  morning,  succeeding  the  full 
summer  band,  whose  labors  at  that  establishment  will  have  closed 
for  the  season. 

The  Conversazione  of  the  Literary  and  Philosophical 
Society,  to  take  place  on  Tuesday  evening,  may  be  expected  to 
prove  highly  interesting ;  though,  owing  to  the  unavoidable  deten- 
tion in  London  of  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Hope,  who  was  announced  to 
read  a  paper  on  that  occasion,  the  original  arrangements  have 
undergone  a  change,  Mr.  Hope's  communication  being  withdrawn. 
Mr.  Josiah  Conder,  the  author  of  "  The  British  Traveller,"  and  a 
number  of  other  works  which  rank  high  in  the  literary  world,  has 
kindly  undertaken  to  read  a  paper  on  some  literary  subject  not  yet 
announced ;  and  Mr.  Wright,  in  the  second  part  of  the  conversa- 
zione has  consented  to  deliver  a  short  lecture  on  the  Organization 
of  the  Cetacea,  illustrative  of  a  rare  specimen  of  the  British  Dolphin 
recently  presented  to  the  Society,  and  which  has  been  carefully  and 
skilfully  prepared  for  the  Museum  of  the  Institution.  On  the 
Tuesday  following  the  Conversazione  a  course  of  Six  Lectures  on 
Phrenology  will  be  commenced  by  Mr.  Rumball,  a  gentleman  who, 
two  years  ago,  delivered  a  very  successful  course  on  the  same  sub- 
ject in  the  lecture-room  of  the  Cheltenham  Institution.

THE  THEATRE 

Has  not  yet  succeeded  in  attracting  that  attention  which  the  exertions  of 
its  new  manager,  Mr.  Grattan,  might  have  reasonably  expected.  This  to 
every  lover  of  the  drama  must  be  a  subject  of  regret,  especially  when  it  is 
considered  that  a  really  meritorious  company  has  been  brought  together 
for  the  amusement  of  the  public.  The  house  itself  has  also  been  newly 
renovated  in  its  interior,  and  the  general  appointments  of  the  stage  have 
been  got  up  with  obvious  care  and  attention.  We  therefore  the  more 
regret  the  want  of  patronage  which,  at  the  outset  of  his  adventurous 
campaign,  the  new  lessee  has  experienced  ;  and  feel  assured  that  were  the 
quality  of  his  entertainments  more  generally  known  they  would  be  more 
fully  appreciated.  Convinced  of  this  we  have  determined  to  notice  the 
past  week's  performances,  at  somewhat  greater  length  than  has  heretofore 
been  our  practice,  or  than  we  may  have  space  to  do  upon  every  future 
occasion. 

An  effective  and  highly  interesting  drama,  by  Leman  Rede,  embodied 
from  the  works  of  Hogarth,  and  which  has  run  the  round  of  every  theatre 
in  London,  called  "  The  Rake's  Progress,"  was  brought  out  here  on  Tues- 
day evening,  and  admirably  represented.  Mr.  Grattan  playing  the  hero, 
Tom  Rakewell,  in  his  usual  spirited  and  bustling  style.  Mr.  H.  Hall,  a 
distinguished  favourite  of  the  metropolitan  boards,  made  his  first  obedience 
to  the  Cheltenham  play-goers,  and  was  received  with  the  most  unanimous 
and  hearty  warmth — though  the  part  assigned  to  him  in  "  The  Rake's 
Progress,"  is  not  technically  in  his  line.  There  is  a  class  of  character  now 
almost  removed  from  the  stage,  because  we  do  not  possess  efficient  talent 
in  its  peculiar  walk  to  render  its  identity  acceptable — we  allude  to  the  broad 
York  shire  character,  and  the  rough  burly  sons  of  the  north,  so  excellently  per- 
formed by  the  inimitable  John  Emery,  and  upon  whose  death,  of  course,  this 
particular  caste  departed  with  him.  Some  two  or  three  adventurers  essayed 
for  a  time  to  ensconce  themselves  in  the  dramatic  mantle  which  that  genuine 
artiste  so  long  and  so  successfully  had  borne ;  but  their  efforts  were  total 
failures,  excepting  that  of  Rayner,  and  even  his  success  was  but  partial. 
How  many  delightful  and  really  sterling  comedies  have  we  in  our  British 
stock  necessarily  laid  on  the  shelf  for  want  of  an  Emery,  whose  prominent 
feature  and  brilliant  colouring,  wrought  out  by  the  hand  of  nature,  rendered 
the  picture  not  only  perfect,  but  a  gem  of  incomparable  beauty.  We  are 
only  paying  Mr.  Hall  a  sincere  and  merited,  therefore  in  fact  no  compli- 
ment, in  stating  that  natural  ability,  blended  with  strong  physical  capacity, 
e  nable  him  to  occupy  that  niche  in  our  histrionic  temple  which  poor  John 
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Emery  for  so  many  years  filled,  and  which  through  years  elapsing  since 
has  been  void  of  a  legitimate  owner.  Let  Mr.  Hall  take  our  advice  given 
in  the  most  genuine  feeling — let  him  take  it  to  his  earnest  consideration — 
let  him  only  recur  to  the  school  of  acting,  of  which  John  Emery  was  the 
founder,  and  from  its  precepts  he  will,  he  must  become  a  distinguished 
successor.  We  have  indulged  a  little  in  the  prosy  order,  probably,  but  our 
readers  will,  we  trust,  excuse  the  detail  in  viewing  its  motive. 

On  Wednesday  evening  we  witnessed  the  tragedy  of  Hamlet,  a  produc- 
tion from  the  pen  of  our  immortal  bard,  more  suited  for  the  closet  than  scenic 
representation,  the  chastity  of  the  latter  being  very  frequently  violated  by 
figurative  efforts  at  effect,  which  in  the  former  would  be  considered 
beauties.  Mr.  Grattan's  performance  of  Hamlet  is  chaste  and  classic  :  we 
review  the  personification  as  that  which  it  really  is,  the  work  of  a  young 
artiste,  not  the  matured  and  elaborately  finished  performance  of  a  Kemble, 
a  Kean,  or  Macready  ;  but  there  are  points  in  the  conception  of  Mr. 
Grattan's  enactment,  which  clearly  evince  the  scholar  and  the  gentleman. 
Early  aspirants  for  the  tragic  muse  invariably  mark  their  progress  by  un- 
meaning rant,  and  violent  distortion  ;  two  requisites  deemed  sufficient  to 
produce  effect ;  and  by  superficial  admirers,  at  times,  mistaken  for  talent  ! 
Neither  of  which  does  Mr.  Grattan  attempt,  or  seek  to  indulge — his  per- 
formance of  Hamlet,  therefore,  throughout  was  dispassionate,  but  replete 
with  energy  and  judgment.  His  address  to  the  "  Ghost,"  commencing  with 

"  Angels  and  ministers  of  grace," 
was  admirably  given  ;  his  advice  also  to  the  "  player"  was  equally  success- 
ful. We  point  to  these  declamatory  pieces  of  acting  with  much  pleasure, 
inasmuch  as  their  being  so  trifling  a  barrier  to  the  actor's  falling  from  the 
"  sublime  to  the  ludicrous,"  its  preservation  in  these  instances  are  the 
more  to  be  appreciated.  The  gentleman  who  enacted  Horatio  lias  promise 
of  reaching  a  greater  eminence  in  his  profession.  Mr.  H.  Hall's  *'  Grave- 
digger  "  was  what  may  be  expected  of  a  sensible  actor.  We  were  pleased 
to  find  that  he  dispensed  with  the  nonsensical  and  unnatural  use  of  the 
waistcoats  once  so  generally  adopted.  Mrs.  Grattan's  "  Ophelia  "  was  a 
sweet  and  delightful  specimen  of  talent,  combined  with  a  judicious  repose 
not  often  united  with  the  representatives  of  this  delightful  though  unhappy 
idol  of  "  Hamlet's  love." 

A  farce,  called  the  "  Irish  Lion,"  concluded  the  entertainments,  which 
again  gave  us  the  opportunity  of  witnessing  Mr.  Hall's  personation  of  its 
hero,  "  The  Irish  Lion," — a  part,  we  believe,  written  for  Power.  It  lost 
none  of  its  original  raciness  and  "  illigant  "  humour  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Hall ;  indeed  we  were  not  aware  until  this  evening  that  in  the  nate  im- 
portations from  "  ould  Ireland,"  Mr.  Power  had  so  powerful  a  rival. 

The  performance  and  the  getting  up  altogether  were  extremely  creditable 
to  the  management,  which  really  deserves  every  support  and  patronage  at 
the  hands  of  our  gentry  and  residents. 

The  performances  advertised  for  this  evening  are  Coleman's  admirable 
comedy  of  "  John  Bull,"  with  the  afterpiece  of  "  Pat's  Vagaries."  In  the 
former  Mr.  Hall  sustains  the  character  of  Dennis  Bulgruddery.  and  in  the 
latter  that  of  Larry  Hoolagan,  in  both  of  which,  we  doubt  not  he  will 
acquit  himself  ably.

INTRODUCTORY  ADDRESS 

DELIVERED  BY 

DR.  BOISRAGON,  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  INSTITUTION, 

SEPTEMBER.  25,  1838. 
(Continued  from  page  238. ) 

Theories  and  vague  discussions  on  the  course  and  progress  of  national 
and  social  advances,  that  formerly  mystified  and  confused  our  ancestors  by 
observations  and  hypotheses  on  the  possible  or  probable  effects  of  certain 
adaptations  either  in  science  or  art,  to  the  advancement  of  the  social 
system  (during  the  first  half  of  the  last  century)  became  matters  of  wonder 
only  to  some,  of  doubt  to  others,  and  of  ridicule  to  the  majority.  There 
existed  no  appreciable  standard  by  which  the  results  of  any  given  quantity 
of  supposed  or  asserted  improvement  in  great  national  undertakings, 
could  be  measured  ;  and  consequently  random  assertion,  with  the  natural 
partiality  of  ingenious  speculators  for  the  creations  of  their  own  genius  or 
fancy,  in  works  of  public  utility  and  anticipated  benefit,  formed  the  only 
ostensible  guide  (and  a  most  delusive  one  subsequent  experience  in  practi- 
cal operations  of  the  engineer,  prove  them  to  be)  in  directing  the  public 
mind  on  the  grand  designs  that  have,  within  our  own  era,  produced  such 
gigantic  and  certain  results.    The  elements  of  statistical  science  were  un- 
known, and  consequently  all  that  in  our  day  becomes  evident,,  acquiring 
the  certainty  of  mathematical  exactness,  was  in  the  by-gone  days  of  even 
a  late  period  in  the  history  of  those  scientific  inventions  that  bear  more 
immediately  on  the  convenience,  wealth,  and  grandeur  of  social  and 
national  superiority  over  our  neighbouring  rivals,  a  subject  rather  of  specu- 
lation and  mystery  than  of  solid  belief.    I  have  said  on  a  former  occasion, 
(and  I  trust  it  may  be  justly  repeated  here)  that  had  the  caustic  and  ironi- 
cal genius  of  Swift,  in  ridiculing  the  supposed  philosophical  absurdities  of 
his  Laputan  academy,  extended  his  catalogue  of  presumed  impossibilities, 
to  the  actual  discoveries  of  the  present  day,  now  in  successful  operation, 
he  might  have  added  to  his  college  of  wiseacres  the  splendid  names  and 
astounding  discoveries  of  a  Watts,  a  Bolton,  a  Brindley,  a  Davy,  a  Farraday, 
and  a  Brewster  ;  and  a  charming  addition  to  his  catalogue  raisonnee  of 
depreciated  physics,  (at  which,  no  doubt,  he  laughed  in  his  sleeve,  with 
the  full  bottomed  wigs  of  the  court  of  his  royal  mistress,  Anne,)  might 
have  been  found  in  a  sagacious  insertion  of  one  of  his  soi-disant  philoso- 
phers, being  employed  in  the  absurd  pursuit  of  making  the  vapor  (or 
smoke  as  he  would  have  called  it)  of  boiling  water  propel  a  train  of  forty 
carriages,  containing  200  persons,  with  a  velocity  of  30  to  50  miles  an 
hour,  and  on  a  road  cut  through  mountains,  or  supported  over  valleys, 
through  an  uninterrupted  course  of  some  3  or  400  miles  !    Without  add- 
ing to  this  now  familiar  instance  of  the  supremacy  of  man's  power  and 
intellect  over  the  material  world,  by  enumerating  the  Balloon,  the  Diving 
Bell,  the  Galvanic  Alchemy  of  modern  transmutations,  the  Calculating 
Machine  of  Babbage,  or  the  thousand  late  triumphs  of  human  genius,  in 
every  department  of  science  ;  imagine,  my  Lord,  how  this  announcement 
of  the  steam  engine  alone  would  have  shook  the  sides  with  contemptuous 
laughter  of  the  Temples,  the  Popes,  Atterburys,  and  even  Wrens,  Meades, 
and  Sloanes,  of  the  Augustan  age  of  Britain.    The  noble  sage  of  Ragland, 
perhaps,  alone  excepted — the  enlightened  and  acute  Marquis  of  Worcester, 
in  whose  "  century  of  inventions"  he  decidedly  anticipates  (but  with  an 
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imperfect  guess)  the  principles,  though  riot  the  structure,  of  the  steam 
engine,  eighty  years  before  the  period  of  Anne.  Alas  !  for  human  pre- 
sumption ;  rather  should  they  have  exclaimed  with  the  master  spirit  of  the 
human  soul — "  There  are  more  things  in  Heaven  and  in  earth  than  are 
dreamt  of  in  your  philosophy  ;'  and  such  should  be  our  lesson  now ;  and  the 
daily  wonders  of  physical  discovery,  producing  improvements  to  an  extent 
scarcely  appreciable  by  their  present  partakers,  must  and  surely  will  lead 
to  a  developement  of  a  moral  influence  over  the  whole  social  condition  of 
man,  that  cannot  fail  of  rendering  his  future  position  in  society  (even  in 
the  course  of  the  next  half  of  the  present  century)  incomparably  more  in- 
fluential, as  a  creature,  and  still  more  responsible  as  a  moral  agent. 

It  remains  now,  gentlemen,  to  be  shown,  how  these  acquisitions  (and 
especially  this  vast  energy  of  loco-motive  power,)  do  combine  to  improve 
the  moral  condition  of  society.  The  question  of  educating  the  population 
throughout  every  government  of  Europe,  (Spain  and  Portugal  perhaps  ex- 
cepted, those  wretched  regions  of  bigotry  and  civil  feud,)  is  now  happily 
settled  in  the  affirmative,  among  the  wise,  good,  and  just  of  all  nations, 
however  they  may  vary  in  constitutional  modes  of  government  or  degrees 
of  civil  liberty — the  normal  schools  of  military  Prussia  long  anteceded  the 
national  schools  of  England;  and  similar  establishments  in  Germany  and 
France  have  for  some  time  past  constituted  a  fundamental  principle  of  their 
respective  cabinets.  Statistical  returns  have,  fortunately  for  the  cause  of 
liberality  and  truth,  silenced  for  ever  ancient  prejudice  on  this  vital  ques- 
tion of  Christian  government ;  and  as  the  soundest  philosophy  of  legisla- 
tion had  a  priori  assumed,  the  valuable  and  unerring  facts  of  statistics  have 
sufficiently  proved ;  namely,  that  in  England  and  every  other  country 
rapidly  advancing  in  civilization,  the  greater  offences  against  the  person 
and  property,  or  the  state,  are  diminished  precisely  in  the  proportion  that 
the  means  of  education  are  enlarged.  To  inform  the  understanding  ;  to  un- 
lock the  stores  of  useful  knowledge  ;  to  inspire  a  taste  for  intellectual 
enjoyments  ;  to  turn  away  the  mind  of  youth  from  low  and  degrading 
pursuits ;  to  teach  each  individual  his  proper  relations  with  society  ;  to 
impress  upon  him  the  dependance  of  all  existence  upon  a  wise  and  bene- 
ficent Providence  ;  and  by  all  these  to  second  and  enforce  the  duties  incul- 
cated by  the  pure  system  of  religious  instruction  under  which  we  have  the 
happiness  to  live,  constitute,  gentlemen,  together,  the  grand  whole,  the 
acme  of  national  intelligence  and  virtue  !  And  education,  gentlemen,  such 
as  this,  must  restrain  and  subdue  those  tumultuous  passions  which  in- 
variably lead  to  the  higher  crimes,  and  fortunately  for  the  noble  cause  of 
education,  the  result  is  proved  to  be  the  same  in  all  countries. 

Now,  my  Lord,  I  think  it  is  not  difficult  to  show  that  what  normal  or 
national  schools  are  to  youth,  among  the  lower  orders,  institutions,  such 
as  exist  at  this  period  in  every  great  town  in  the  empire,  (one  and  not  the 
least,  of  which  I  have  now  the  gratification  and  honour  of  addressing)  are 
to  the  adult  of  both  sexes  of  the  middle  and  higher  classes  of  society ;  and 
it  is  to  give  to  them  and  to  you,  my  fair  countrywomen,  that  moral  tone 
and  that  more  ardent  desire  after  superior  knowledge  and  truth,  than  com- 
mon school  education  imparts,  and  which  neither  mere  wealth  (all-power- 
ful though  it  be),  nor  station  itself  can  alone  produce,  and  from  which  the 
confined  system  of  university  education,  even  were  that  the  best,  must,  by 
the  increase  of  claimants,  necessarily  exclude  19-20ths  of  the  aspirants 
after  scientific  instruction,  that  such  institutions  are  required. 

This  field  of  rational  and  improving  inquiry  is  so  vast,  and  its  fertility 
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also  so  exuberant,  that  I  intend  to  confine  my  remaining  observations  on 
the  moral  influence  of  modern  discoveries,  solely  to  that,  likely,  nay,  cer- 
tainly to  ensue,  from  the  daily  improving  application  of  steam  power  to 
the  rapid,  and  therefore  frequent  inter-communication  of  all  countries, 
rendered  accessible  by  its  means.  The  statistics  of  steam  power  in  its 
application  to  navigation,  are,  from  being  comparatively  of  recent  origin, 
too  imperfect  and  indefinite  to  form  a  system  of  accurate  detail.  For  the 
first  years  of  its  commencing  operations,  the  early  but  brilliant  experiments 
of  Fulton  on  the  Hudson  and  other  rivers  of  the  western  continent, 
although  they  proved,  like  almost  all  other  grand  inventions  in  the  history 
of  national  improvement,  as  ruinous  to  his  fortunes  as  were  those  of 
Myddleton  and  Winsor,  from  which  the  metropolis  now  receives  the  im- 
portant supplies  of  water  and  light ;  yet  they  at  once,  however,  decided 
the  grand  and  important  fact  that  the  navigation  of  rivers  and  seas,  hitherto 
controuled  by  winds  and  tides,  and  dependant  for  its  uniformity  or  dura- 
tion on  a  variety  of  frequently  adverse  circumstances,  could  be  effected 
with  a  certainty  and  velocity  which,  with  few  exceptions,  admitted  of  ap- 
preciable calculation.  This  fact,  which  for  many  years  was  the  parent 
of  all  the  subsequent  grand  improvements  in  steam  navigation  on  the 
inland  yet  mighty  waters  of  America,  has  proved  the  copious  and  daily 
more  magnificently  progressive  source  of  that  power  which  has,  within 
the  last  few  years,  been  extended  to  European  seas  ;  and  during  the  spring 
and  present  summer,  has  crowned  the  efforts  of  England  and  her  pre- 
eminent engineers  with  the  triumphant  success  of  transatlantic  navigation. 
The  Great  Western  steamer  having  successfully  and  safely  made  the  voyage 
out  and  home  from  Bristol  to  New  York,  four  times  since  the  end  of  March 
last  past,  thus  diminishing  the  duration  of  the  passage  rather  more  than 
one-half,  and  of  course  bringing  England  and  the  American  continent 
within  half  the  distance,  and  thus  tending,  througli  the  daily  improving 
arts  of  the  shipbuilder  and  engineer,  almost  to  "  annihilate"  in  the  words 
of  the  bombastic  dramatist,  both  •*  space  and  time,"  not  to  make  "  two 
lovers"  but  two  countries  "  happy." 

The  daily  increasing  success  that  has  attended  the  establishment  of 
steam  power,  as  applied  to  navigation  (and  more  recently  to  rail-road 
travelling)  has  operated  by  competition  in  the  former  (where  the  road  is 
open  to  all)  to  such  a  degree  as  to  reduce  the  price  of  passage  to  almost  a 
minimum  when  compared  with  any  other  mode  of  transport  :  and  from 
the  increase  being  almost  in  a  geometrical  ratio  every  five  years  during  the 
last  twenty,  it  cannot  be  considered  as  improbable  that  from  improvements 
in  structure  with  economy  of  fuel  (though  with  the  physical  or  scientific 
instrumentality  of  steam,  this  discourse  has  nothing  to  do)  that  the  num- 
ber of  individuals  who  will  avail  themselves  of  its  cheapness  and  velocity, 
in  saving  time  and  expense  (formerly  the  poorer  man's  prohibition  from 
the  enjoyment  or  utility  of  distant  journeys)  will  be  almost  indefinitely 
increased  through  every  succeeding  twenty  years  of  the  present  and  per- 
haps future  centuries.  Thus  then  this  assumed,  yet  probable,  if  not  certain 
fact,  extended  as  it  fairly  promises  to  be,  through  every  civilized  country 
of  both  hemispheres,  is  the  basis  on  which  I  beg  to  conduct  my  hearers  to 
the  consideration,  (as  briefly  as  I  can  accomplish  the  proof,)  to  the  con- 
cluding consideration  of  the  beneficial  moral  influence  of  steam  power  on 
the  following  grand  objects  of  human  civilization  ;  namely,  firstly,  inter- 
national peace  and  amity ;  secondly,  arts  and  literature  ;  and  thirdly,  and 
above  all,  the  extension  of  our  holy  religion  through  barbarous  and  danger- 
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ous  regions,  which  missions  have  hitherto  failed  to  reach  ;  and  which  are 
only  accessible  through  the  great  rivers  of  Africa  and  other  continents,  by 
well-provided  steamers,  of  shallow  draught,  thus  rendered  capable  of 
acting  against  tides,  currents,  and  winds,  and  where  sailing  vessels  would 
be  both  useless  and  dangerous  to  the  adventurous  and  self-sacrificing 
brethren  of  Christian  missions.  Steam  power  then,  by  affording  so  inex- 
haustible a  stimulus  to  the  rivalry  of  distant  and  often  unfriendly  nations, 
tends  immediately  to  quicken  the  efforts  of  general  industry,  wherever  its 
activity  extends—  the  wants  of  one  country  are  promptly  met  by  supplies 
from  another — the  influx  of  strangers  and  travellers  creating  a  constant 
interchange  of  communication,  mutually  operating  on  the  minds  of  rival 
nations,  by  multiplying  the  friendly  intercourse  of  men  in  all  countries, 
must  essentially  contribute  to  diffuse  knowledge,  to  soften  prejudice,  and 
to  lessen  the  jarring  and  conflicting  opinions  regarding  their  true  interests, 
which  the  former  rare  and  uncertain  acquaintance  of  the  great  body  of  the 
people  in  every  country  with  similar  classes  of  another,  kept  alive  from 
age  to  age,  and  fomented  with  all  the  bitterness  of  ignorance  and  mutual 
hatred,  until  the  words  "  natural  enemies  "  became  a  supposed  patriotic 
sentiment,  inculcated  on  the  heart  of  youth,  as  a  national  stimulus  to  love 
their  own  country  by  hating,  en  masse,  the  natives  of  another.

SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 


The  fine  Autumnal  weather  of  the  past  week  has  induced 
a  large  attendance  of  water  drinkers  in  the  mornings  at  the  Montr 
pellier  Spa,  the  promenade  of  which  has  presented  a  peculiarly 
cheerful  and  animated  appearance  for  the  season  of  the  year,  so 
animated,  indeed,  as  almost  to  rival  the  displays  of  the  merry 
month  of  May.  The  bright  and  genial  mornings  have  tempted 
many  of  our  fair  belles  to  "a  walk  before  breakfast,"  who  in  the 
latter  end  of  October  seldom  think  of  adventuring  forth  to  breathe 
i£  the  morning  air." 

The  last  Summer  Ball  of  the  Season  took  place  at  the 
Rotunda  on  Thursday  evening,  and  was  attended  by  between  two 
and  three  hundred  of  our  residents  and  visitors,  the  latter  outnum- 
bering the  former  by  a  large  majority.  Dancing  was  kept  up  with 
its  accustomed  spirit  till  within  a  few  minutes  of  one  o'clock,  when 
the  band  struck  up  "  God  save  the  Queen,"  thus  bringing  to  a 
close  one  of  the  most  brilliant  and  successful  seasons  ever  enjoyed 
at  the  Montpellier  Spa. 

The  Winter  Balls  will  commence  at  the  Assembly  Rooms 
on  Monday,  the  5th  of  November,  which  is  a  fortnight  earlier  than 
usual,  it  being  considered  that  in  the  present  full  state  of  the  town 
it  would  be  unwise  to  abide  by  the  arrangements  of  former  sea- 
sons, allowing  a  fortnight  or  three  weeks  interregnum  to  elapse 
between  the  close  of  the  summer  and  the  opening  of  the  winter 
series.  The  balls  are  also  to  be  held  every  week  instead  of  every 
other  week,  as  was  the  case  last  year,  the  dancing  hours  to  be 
from  nine  o'clock  till  twelve.  In  every  other  particular  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  former  years  remain  unaltered,  having  under- 
gone the  customary  revision  by  the  Committee  of  Public  Amuse- 
ment last  Monday. 

The  Winter  Band  commenced  its  performances  at  the  Mont- 
pellier Pump  Room  on  Monday  morning,  and  will  continue  through 
the  whole  of  November,  and  most  probably  the  greater  portion  of 
December  also,  to  perform  from  eight  to  ten  o'clock. 

Mr.  Hampton,  the  Aeronaut,  whose  recent  intrepid  descent 
in  a  parachute  excited  such  general  admiration  in  the  minds  of  all 
who  witnessed  the  bold  and  extraordinary  achievement,  is  about  to 
take  a  benefit  performance  at  the  theatre,  on  Wednesday  evening 
next.  Having  been  a  very  serious  loser  by  his  dauntless  experi- 
ment, we  sincerely  hope  the  public  will  on  this  occasion  accord  him 
such  a  measure  of  support  as  shall  testify  their  sense  of  his  skill 
and  courage,  and  at  the  same  time  enable  him  to  leave  Cheltenham 
a  gainer,  rather  than  a  loser,  by  his  visit. 
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THE  THEATRE. 

We  cordially  hope  that  the  notices  we  have  given  during  the  opening-  of 
the  present  winter  campaign,  may  have  rendered  some  little  good  towards 
the  stimulating  of  our  worthy  townsfolk  to  support  the  spirited  undertaking 
of  the  lessee,  for  really  if  unwonted  zeal,  with  promising  ability  on  the 
part  of  the  management,  with  every  attention  to  the  due  regularity  of  the 
stage  appointments,  and  sundry  other  claims  to  boot,  deserve  encourage- 
ment, there  are  ample  opportunities  of  adding  to  its  testimony.  Column's 
admirable  comedy  of  "  John  Bull,  or  an  Englishman's  Fireside"  was  pre- 
sented on  Saturday  evening,  with  a  very  effective  cast,  and  elicited  through- 
out deserved  applause.  The  dramatic  productions  of  the  school  of  the 
past  age,  possess  so  much  sterling  and  legitimate  materiel,  their  charac- 
teristic strength  so  uniform  and  even  in  its  tendency,  and  the  general  con- 
struction so  judiciously  and  admirably  arranged,  that  a  tolerably  clever 
company  never  can  fail  of  producing  the  most  complete  success.  In  the  come- 
dies of  the  olden  time,  or  not  so  far  back,  in  the  palmy  days  of  the  Bannis- 
ters, the  Mundens,  the  Dowtons,  the  Emerys,  the  Joneses,  the  Ellistons,  the 
C.  Kembles,  the  Mathewses,  the  Listons,  and  so  forth  :  each  part  was  a 
distinct  portrait  in  itself,  and  yet,  collectively  grouped,  became  one  chaste 
and  beautiful  picture.  There  are  a  hundred  comedies  of  this  description, 
wherein  the  true  richness  of  acting  may  be  rapturously  enjoyed,  and  which, 
through  the  dearth  of  talent  on  the  one  hand,  and  probably  a  vitiated  appe- 
tite in  favor  of  the  unnatural  and  ridiculous  on  the  other,  have  tended  in  no 
trifling  degree  to  bring  about  that  false  and  unmeaning  style,  which  at  this 
time  preponderates  over  the  authorities  of  our  British  (?)  Stage.  "  John 
Bull"  is  one  of  that  racy  domination,  yet  still  abounding  in  so  many  agree- 
able and  social  sentiments  that  one  can  sit  it  cheerfully  out,  and  rise  from 
its  conclusion  with  a  satisfaction  worthy  of  its  award.  We  should  find  it 
extremely  difficult  to  say  the  same  of  nine  tenths  of  the  flimsy  and  ephe- 
meral productions  which  occupy  a  place  in  the  dramatic  registry  of  the  pre- 
sent day.  But  let  us  briefly  notice  the  dramatis  personam  before  us. 
Mr.  Grattan's  "Job  Thornberry"  was  an  energetic  and  sound  piece  of 
acting:  the  wrongs  of  the  honest  "old  brazier"  were  depicted  with  all  the 
fervour  we  could  desire,  some  allowance  naturally  balancing  against  the 
personal  appearance  of  the  actor,  and  the  doubtless  opposite  line  of  business 
played  by  Mr.  Grattan.  The  treat  throughout  the  evening  was  the  Dennis 
Bulgruddery  of  Mr.  Hall  ;  we  are  old  enough  to  recollect  the  Jack  John- 
stone— Irish  Johnstone  as  he  was  then  called,  play  the  "  Landlord  of  the 
Red  Cow" — we  have  seen  all  his  successors,  neither  of  whom  so  forcibly 
reminded  us  of  the  great  original  as  Hall  did,  and  this  is  no  small  compli- 
ment— it  is  the  truth.  When  we  first  noticed  Mr.  1).  Gannon,  we  well 
knew  there  was  some  stuff,  as  the  theatrical  world  calls  it,  about  him,  and 
though  music  was  not  his  forte,  there  were  other  requisites  convertible  to 
advantage — we  tender  him  our  meed  of  applause  in  one  or  two  instances 
since  then  ;  his  representation  of  Peregrine  on  this  evening  does  him  cre- 
dit. Our  <ulvice  is  at  all  times  well  intended,  and  therefore  when  a  young 
man  takes  up  with  a  profession  of  no  ordinary  impediments  to  surmount, 
lie  should  devote  himself  to  its  utmost  energies,  and  this  will  remind  the 
representative  of  Sir  Francis  Rochdale,  that  life,  animation,  and  a  moderate 
i  nfusion  of  spirit  are  required  to  recommend  the  otherwise  very  insipid 
biped — a  "  walking  gentleman,"  to  the  notice  of  any  dashing  girl,  more 
especially  to  such  as  "Lady  Caroline  Braymore,"  (with  whom  by  the-bye, 
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en  passant,  there  are  more  beings  in  the  world  than  the  "  Shuffletons, 
that  might  be  smitten.)    We  are  not  aware  who  enacted  the  part  of  Dan, 
but  it  was  in  every  respect  worthy  of  notice.  The  farce  of  "  Pat's  Vagaries, 
for  the  second  time  improved  on  acquaintance,  and  kept  the  audience  in 
one  loud  and  continuous  roar  of  laughter. 

"  Macbeth"  was  produced  on  Monday  evening  to  a  tolerably  good 
house,  *'  with  new  dresses  and  decorations,"  an  announcement  generally 
made  use  of  by  managerial  authority,  with  no  inconsiderable  flourish,  no 
matter  whether  the  "  appurtenances  "  ever  cost  twopence!  This,  however, 
was  not  the  case  with  the  "  dresses  and  decorations"  of  this  evening.  Mr. 
Grattan's  Macbeth  and  Gannon's  Macduff  were  alike  distinguished  for  their 
effect.  The  combat  was  very  skilfully  managed,  indeed,  as  a  juvenile 
censor  in  petticoats,  not  yet  in  her  teens,  sitting  beside  us,  remarked,  it 
was  certainly  real  earnest !  Considering  that  the  musical  strength  of  this 
theatre  is  confined  to  Mrs.  G rattan,  we  were  agreeably  surprised  at  the 
vocal  arrangement  in  the  *4  Witches"  scene.  Hall's  performance  of  Hecate, 
too.  greatly  adding  to  its  merit. 

On  Wednesday  evening  the  house  was  more  than  partially  crowded  by 
the  friends  of  divers  dutiful  and,  doubtless,  well  disposed  members  of  the 
"  Mechanics  Institution."  in  behalf  of  whose  funds  the  performances 
were  selected.  The  "  Rent  Day,"  the  44  Irish  Lion,"  and  *'  Raising  the 
Wind,"  (a  very  appropriate  entertainment  this!)  being  the  bill  of  fare.  To 
enter  into  a  disquisition  of  the.  abilities  of  the  amateurs  devoted  to  the 
cause,  would  be  somewhat  unfair :  the  standard  of  criticism  must  not  be 
adopted  in  order  to  bring  the  merits  or  demerits  of  the  histrionic  aspirants 
within  its  limits.  The  motive  should  be  looked  at,  and  this  was,  certainly, 
a  laudable  one.  On  the  whole  we  were  much  more  gratified  than  we  ex- 
pected ;  for  instead  of  the  pathetic  causing  an  endless  risibility  of  our 
muscles,  we  were  caught  two  or  three  times  assisting  in  the  award  of  some 
well  deserved  commendations.  The  part  of  Martin  Heywood,  in  the 
"  Rent  Day,'*  has  a  considerable  weight  at  all  times  in  the  sympathy  of 
an  audience,  and  if  identified  with  moderate  ability,  cannot  fail  to  tell. 
The  amateur  representative  of  this  evening,  though  not  conveying  to  the 
full  extent  those  claims  with  which  it  abounds,  gave  at  times  some  ani- 
mated touches,  which  if  not  matured  by  theatrical  art,  had  at  least  a  smack 
of  nature.  The  little  which  Toby  Heywood  has  to  enact,  though  not  of  a 
prominent  description,  requires  care  and  sensibility  to  render  it  effective  : 
-—in  the  representative  on  this  occasion  both  qualifications  were  evidently 
apparent.  Mr.  Oakey,  a  townsman  and  one  of  the  members,  played 
"  Bullfrog"  with  more  than  usual  pretensions  to  eminence — indeed  some 
portions  of  his  acting  were  wrought  up  with  a  deal  of  genuine  humour 
and  well  cultivated  ability.  The  ladies,  being  professional,  we  pass  over 
with  the  accustomed  claims  to  our  notice,  excepting  some  part  of  Miss 
C.  Poole's  performance,  and  which,  though  we  entertain  in  her  behalf 
some  very  warm  notions  of  respect  as  far  as  talent  is  concerned,  we  cannot 
shut  our  eyes  to  her  faults,  and  that  she  is  not  without  them  we  candidly 
tell  her — but  they  are  not  difficult  to  amend.  In  the  mirror  which  the  stage 
holds  up  to  our  view,  let  Miss  Poole  calmly  survey  her  duties — she  will 
there  find  Nature  its  most  prominent  feature,  and  the  most  attractive  part 
of  all  acting  is  its  natural  identity.  Miss  Poole,  therefore,  must  not  be  led 
away  by  any  meretricious  efforts  to  obtain  applause  by  a  course  opposite 
to  its  dictates.  Of  Mr.  Hall's  "  Irish  Lion,"  with  all  its  mass  of  absurdi- 
ties as  a  playright,  but  which  his  inimitable  acting  completely  nullifies,  and 
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Mrs.  Grattan's  Mrs.  Fitzgig,  we  have  not  sufficient  terms  to  offer  them— 
their  dance  too — but  it  must  be  seen  to  be  duly  appreciated.  "  Raising 
the  Wind"  concluded  the  entertainments,  with  a  tolerably  well  conducted 
"Jeremy  Diddler ;"  and  the  "  Sam,"  in  whose  hands  the  burden  of  the 
piece  is  somewhat  divided,  was  sensitive.  Mrs.  Thompson's  starched  up 
specimen  of  elderly  anatomy  in  the  shape  of  Laurelia  Durable,  was  admira- 
ble— she  dressed  and  acted  the  character  to  the  very  life.  The  perfor- 
mances gave  general  srtisfaction.

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LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

The  first  conversazione  of  the  Society  was  held  on  Tuesday  evening, 
under  auspices  highly  favorable  to  the  prospects  of  the  session  just  com- 
menced. There  was  a  very  large  attendance  of  the  members  and  their 
friends,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  evening  appeared  to  afford  them  all 
much  gratification.  At  a  quarter  before  eight  o'clock  the  President  of 
the  Institution,  Dr.  Boisragon,  took  the  chair,  and  Mr,  Wright  proceeded 
to  deliver  a  short  lecture  on  the  Organization  of  the  Cetacea,  principally 
illustrative  of  a  fine  specimen  of  British  Dolphin  recently  presented  to  the 
Institution  by  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Kinsey,  which  specimen  was  placed  on  the 
lecture  table,  and  excited  universal  admiration,  as  it  well  might  do,  for  a 
more  beautiful  preparation  of  natural  history  was  probably  never  before 
exhibited.  Mr.  Wright's  discourse  was  listened  to  throughout  with  the 
utmost  attention,  and  was  frequently  interrupted  in  its  delivery  by  the 
approbation  of  the  audience. 

Mr.  Wright  concluded  his  descriptive  "outline"  at  half-past  eight 
o'clock,  when  it  was  announced  to  the  meeting  that  the  usual  half  hour 
would  be  allowed  for  conversation,  and  that  those  who  wished  to  partake 
of  tea  and  coffee  might  do  so  in  the  Laboratory,  the  folding  doors  of  which 
were  then  thrown  open — and  also  that  the  Museum  which  had  recently  been 
arranged  and  fitted  up  was  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  company.  This 
latter  proved  the  most  attractive  feature,  and  immediately  upon  the  an- 
nouncement being  made,  numbers  repaired  up  stairs  to  inspect  this  novel 
and  interesting  addition  to  the  objects  of  the  Institution.  The  room, 
though  small  for  the  purpose  to  which  it  is  applied,  has  been  well  arranged, 
so  as  to  display  the  collection  of  curiosities  deposited  therein  to  the  best 
advantage.  A  great  number  of  very  beautiful  birds  occupy  one  set  of 
glass  cases  ;  in  others  are  placed  some  valuable  specimens  of  minerals,  and 
in  the  two  principal  cases  occupying  the  centre  of  the  room  are  a  great 
variety  of  shells,  with  the  fossils  of  our  own  immediate  neighbourhood 
properly  arranged  and  classified.  These  and  the  many  other  objects  of 
scientific  curiosity  contained  in  the  Museum  occupied  the  time  very  plea- 
santly till  nine  o'clock,  when  the  President  and  the  company  resumed  their 
seats,  and  Mr.  J,  Conder  commenced  a  discourse  on  the  Social  Position 
and  Prospects  of  Great  Britain 

"  The  position  which  we  occupy  as  Britons,"  observed  Mr.  Conder,  "  is 
the  most  remarkable  in  point  of  time  and  political  circumstance  in  the 
history  of  the  world.  We  are  not  aware  of  this,  because  we  are  exclu- 
sively occupied  with  what  is  passing  before  us, — the  mere  pageant  of  life. 
We  must  place  ourselves  at  a  distance  to  judge  of  the  picturesque  effect 
of  an  object.  We  must  ascertain  its  dimensions  by  comparison.  English- 
men have  ever  been  slow  to  turn  their  attention  to  their  own  country." 
Several  instances  were  adduced  of  this,  and  of  the  superior  attention  paid  by 
foreigners  to  the  history  and  affairs  of  Great  Britain,  the  works  of 
Rapin,  Thierry,  Cottu,  and  others  being  quoted  as  examples.  "  It  is  not  ne- 
cessary," continued  Mr.  Conder,  "  to  patriotism,  that  we  should  deem  our 
own  country  the  most  favored  in  the  world,  but  it  is  necessary  in  order  to 
appreciate  our  responsibility,  to  understand  our  true  position,  viz.,  the  heart 
of  civilization,  the  head  of  empire,  in  the  happiest  period  of  this  world's  his- 
tori/."  Mr.  Conder  then  proceeded  to  review  the  leading  events  of  the 
history  of  our  island  from  its  first  colonization  down  to  the  present  time, 
distinguishing  and  directing  attention  to  those  points  especially  which  ap- 
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peared  to  have  exercised  the  most  marked  and  powerful  influence  on  the 
progress  of  civilization,  and  the  increase  and  extension  of  political  and 
territorial  power.  This  was  strikingly  exemplified  by  a  number  of  com- 
parative estimates  of  the  property  and  population  of  Great  Britain  at  dif- 
ferent periods  of  time.  In  the  year  1730,  for  instance,  it  is  calculated 
that  the  entire  population  of  the  British  dominions  and  colonies  did  not 
exceed  13,000,000,  whereas,  at  the  present  time,  the  population  of  the 
British  empire  and  its  dependencies  was  computed  at  150,000.000.  The 
Indian  conquests  of  this  country  were  particularly  dwelt  upon,  and  the 
nature  and  effects  of  the  wars  carried  on  there  described  in  graphic  and 
forcible  language. 

Having  examined  into  the  causes  of  the  rise  and  progress  of  British 
power  and  influence,  and  brought  his  review  down  to  our  own  day  and 
generation,  Mr.  Conder  next  proceeded  to  consider  the  peculiarities  of  our 
present  social  position.  These  he  distinguished  as  consisting  in, — first,  the 
weulthofthe  cou?itry,cind  the  influence  which  that  wealth  necessarily  exercised, 
arising  from  our  possessing  the  advantages  of  political  security,  facility  of 
communication  and  intercommunication,  and  the  immense  extent  of  our 
colonial  empire.  England  was  described  as  the  counting-house  of  Europe 
and  of  the  world.  Secondly,  the  moral  ascendancy  of  Great  Britain  was 
considered,  and  its  most  striking  features — as  the  universality  of  her  mari- 
time empire,  her  territorial  contact  and  commercial  and  religious  connexions 
with  othernations  were  illustrated  byaseriesof  interestingexamples.  Thirdly, 
the  character  of  English  civilization  was  shown  to  be  strikingly  identified  with 
scriptural  knowledge,  the  literature  of  the  country  being  imbued  with  the  spi- 
rit of  the  Bible  ;  it  was  also  more  original  than  that  of  France  ;  and  not  over- 
laid like  the  German,  but  marked  throughout  by  more  profound  and  vigorous 
thought.  The  wide  spread  extent  of  the  English  language  was  referred  to, 
and  its  influence,  by  the  assistance  of  printing,  shown  to  be  communicated 
to  the  remotest  parts  of  the  globe  ;  extending  far  beyond  our  own  empire  in 
thejnew  world.  The  fourth  peculiarity  of  our  social  position,  Mr.  Conder 
considered  to  result  from  the  internal  structure  of  our  society,  evidence  of 
which  was  afforded  by  the  perfection  of  our  system  of  internal  communica- 
tion, which  converted  the  whole  of  England  into  one  large  city;  effecting 
in  every  social  arrangement  an  incalculable  saving  of  time, — time  is 
nowhere  so  valuable  as  in  England;  the  comforts  of  life,  again,  were  uni- 
versally diffused  by  its  means.  The  number  of  public  institutions  in  this 
country  was  another  striking  peculiarity  of  the  structure  of  English  society. 
These  formed  a  variety  of  centres  of  civilization  by  the  moral  energy 
which  they  possessed,  and  the  moral  influence  which  they  exercised.  In 
other  countries  every  public  undertaking  was  effected  by  the  government 
of  those  countries  ;  with  us  the  same  things  were  done  by  the  people. 
In  illustration  of  this  Mr.  Conder  went  through  a  statistical  view  of  the 
agregate  numbers  and  amount  of  the  principal  philanthropic  and  reli- 
gious institutions  in  this  country  unindebted  for  support  to  the  govern- 
ment. The  political  peculiarities  of  English  society  also  were  entitled  to 
particular  attention  ;  the  respect  in  which  the  laws  are  uniformly  held,  the 
perfect  legal  equality  which  exists,  and  which  appeared  to  other  nations 
a  paradox  in  our  constitutional  system,  the  interest  taken  by  all  ranks  in 
public  affairs,  the  power  and  force  of  opinion,  through  all  their  multiform 
ramifications,  were  so  many  characteristics  of  our  society,  which,  viewed  in 
the  length  and  breadth  of  their  operations,  were  productive  of  effects  the 
most  surprising  and  incalculable.     Then  as  to  the  prospects  of  Great 
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Britain,  it  was  contended  that  no  nation  had  ever  been  destroyed  so  long 
as  it  had  used  its  power  beneficently  ;  and  seeing  that  our  country  was 
acting  as  the  conservator  of  the  peace  of  Europe,  as  the  antagonist  of 
slavery,  as  the  evangelist  of  all  nations,  there  was  no  reason  to  indulge 
any  gloomy  apprehensions  as  to  the  permanence  of  our  national  prosperity. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Conder,  for  his  able  and  instructive  discourse, 
having  been  carried  by  acclamation,  the  proceedings  of  the  conversazione 
terminated  by  the  Secretary's  announcing,  that  on  Tuesday  evening  next, 
Mr.  Rumball  will  deliver  the  first  of  a  course  of  lectures  on  Phrenology. 

A  Course  op  Lectures  on  Phrenology,  by  Mr.  Rumball, 
will  next  Tuesday  be  commenced  at  the  Literary  and  Philosophi- 
cal Institution,  and  be  continued  each  alternate  evening  until  com- 
pleted. From  the  outline  published  it  promises  to  be  a  highly  in- 
teresting course,  embracing  most  of  the  leading  phenomena  com- 
prehended in  the  science  of  mental  philosophy,  as  well  as  the  chief 
points  of  discipline  and  intellectual  training  recognized  in  the 
theory  of  education  as  at  present  received  and  acted  upon  in  this 
country.

INTRODUCTORY  ADDRESS 

DELIVERED  BY 

DR.  BOISRAGON,  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  INSTITUTION, 

SEPTEMBER.  25,  1838. 
(Concluded  from  page  255. ) 

The  effects  of  steam  navigation  between  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  alone, 
and  its  tendency  to  raise  the  condition  of  the  poor  occupied  much  of  the 
attention  of  a  committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  this  vitally  import- 
ant subject ;  and  its  political  and  moral  influence  is  strikingly  illustrated  by 
the  evidence  of  Mr.  Williams,  who  established  the  first  steamer  between 
Liverpool  and  Dublin,  in  1824.  He  proved  that  not  one-fourth  of  the 
capital  is  now  wanting  to  carry  on  the  same  extent  of  trade — small  dealers 
formerly  turning  a  few  hundred  pounds  a-year,  now  turn  10,000  ;  and  that 
fifty  tons  of  eggs  and  ten  tons  of  live  and  dead  poultry  are  often  shipped 
from  Dublin  in  a  single  day. 

Gentlemen,— The  love  of  country,  the  most  enobling  of  all  the  social 
virtues,  is  not  incompatable  with  the  love  of  our  species  under  different  or 
less  admirable  forms  of  government,  than  our  own.  The  general  and 
mutual  philanthropy  of  nations,  the  true  spirit  of  Christian  amity  and  for- 
bearance can  only  be  founded  on  the  basis  of  a  more  frequent  and  intimate 
intercourse,  which  can  scarcely  fail  at  no  remote  period  of  bringing  home 
the  religious  added  to  the  worldly  conviction,  that  both  government  and 
people,  kings  and  subjects,  will  best  consult  their  own  interests  by  en- 
couraging and  multiplying  the  resources  of  human  industry,  and  the  inter- 
change of  mutual  benefits  (as  separate  though  not  adverse  members  of  the 
great  family  of  the  human  race)  than  by  keeping  alive  conflicting  animosi- 
ties through  prejudice  and  ignorance  among  the  people  (as  existed  in 
former  ages  of  isolation)  towards  neighbouring  or  distant  countries,  too 
commonly,  and  generally  falsely,  imagined  as  every  way  superior  to 
their  own. 
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Steam  navigation  then  promises  to  be  the  great  pacificator  from  senti- 
ments of  mutual  interest  among  the  great  powers  that  now  univerallv 
adopt  it  ;  nor  can  we  conceive  a  grander  triumph  of  the  mechanical  arts 
over  the  ancient  restrictions  of  intellectual  and  commercial  intercourse, 
than  the  uninterrupted  communication  by  steam,  between  Europe  and 
India,  whither  as  suggested  by  Dr.  Lardner  or  by  any  more  certain  plan 
of  proceeding  that  greater  skill  and  experience  may  suggest,  to  bring  the 
"  gorgeous  East"  one  half  nearer  to  our  shores  ;  and  should  the  railroad 
across  the  isthmus  of  Suez,  actually  commenced  by  the  eastern  Bonaparte, 
be  effected,  then  may  the  influence  of  a  benign  and  Christianizing  rule 
shortly  extinguish  the  barbarous  immolations  of  Jag^ernaut,  and  ultimately 
rescue  the  widowed  victims  of  the  Suttee. 

The  arguments  already  used  require  only  to  be  extended  to  shew  the 
certain  advantages  that  literature  and  the  fine  arts  must  also  receive  from 
the  establishment  of  steam  navigation.  Continental  travel,  that  necessary 
completion  of  the  home  studies  of  every  artist,  and  formerly  bevond  the 
means  of  aspiring  genius  (unless  seconded  by  the  wealthy  Maecenas's  of  our 
country)  is  now  within  the  reach  of  moderate  circumstances  ;  so  that  the 
rich  treasures  of  antique  art,  the  immortal  wonders  of  the  Vatican  and  the 
Pitti  may  be  studied  by  numbers  instead  of  the  favoured  few,  and  a  more 
correct  and  classic  feeling  be  generally  diffused  in  our  own  and  other 
countries,  to  exalt  the  imagination  and  refine  the  taste  of  the  middle  and 
lower  orders  of  our  countrymen  ;  and  believe  me,  Gentlemen,  this  is  not 
to  be  despised — a  widely  diffused  sentiment  for  the  grand,  the  beautiful, 
and  the  pure,  among  works  of  art,  raises  the  moral  feeling,  and  liberalizes 
the  tone  of  inferior  classes,  while  their  constant  contemplation  (as  strikingly 
observable  in  continental  cities)  of  those  monuments  of  genius,  with  which 
they  abound,  gives,  insensibly,  even  to  the  poor  and  uneducated  labourer 
and  mechanic,  a  nearer  approach  to  the  refinement  of  the  gentleman,  and  a 
national  pride  in  the  achievements  of  high  art,  that  not  only  saves  them 
from  the  spoliation  and  mischievous  destruction  they  experience  from  the 
vulgar  in  this  land  of  freedom,  but  renders  them  a  school  of  gratuitous 
instruction,  which,  if  combined  with  public  walks  and  gardens  in  every 
great  town,  would,  in  another  generation,  depopulate  the  gin  palace,  and 
lessen  the  fascination  of  gross  and  debasing  sensuality. 

To  these  instances  of  high  national  concern,  that  clearly  demonstrate  the 
moral  influence  of  steam  communication  on  the  mental  acquisitions  of 
society,  may  be  fairly  added  the  results  of  the  power  loom  on  the  health, 
cleanliness,  and  comfort  of  the  lower  orders.  The  cheapness  thus  attained 
of  clothing  and  washable  garments,  promoting  these  advantages,  so  re- 
markably connected  as  they  are  found  to  be,  with  the  moral  improvement 
of  the  poor,  and  to  a  degree  so  remarkably  evidenced  in  the  habits  and 
improved  character  and  conduct  of  that  numerous  class,  as  to  prove  at 
once  the  happy  result  of  that  power  which  brings  within  their  reach  the 
benefits  of  its  productions.  That  the  moral  improvement  of  the  great 
mass  of  the  population  is  intimately  connected  with  habits  of  personal 
cleanliness,  and  with  that  species  of  just  pride  or  decency  (if  not  vanity) 
of  appearance,  resulting  from  an  apparel,  that  combines  with  health  to  the 
person,  feelings  of  order,  neatness,  and  variety,  we  need  only  examine 
philosophically  the  moral  and  physical  relations  of  contemporary  conditions 
in  the  lower  orders  as  at  present  existing  in  Switzerland  and  Ireland,  for 
sufficient  proofs  of  this  important  although  apparently  trifling  considera- 
tion ;  and  had  the  modern  Titans  of  mechanic  power  effected  no  greater 
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revolutions  in  the  structure  of  society  than  by  bringing  within  the  reach 
of  all  classes,  the  very  inmates  of  the  poor-house  not  excepted,  the  in- 
estimable comforts  of  cheap  clothing,  uniting,  as  cotton  fabrics  do, 
warmth  and  cleanliness  with  smartness  of  exterior,  that  raises  the  wearers 
in  their  own  and  neighbour's  eyes  without  vying  in  costliness  with  their  more 
opulent  superiors,  the  gift  would  have  still  been  more  precious  than  the 
gems  of  Golconda  ;  for  it  is  invariably  found  that  purity  of  person  is  more 
or  less  connected  with  purity  of  mind,  and  that  both  in  certain  degrees 
are  educated  feelings  that  develop  corresponding  associations  in  the  mind 
with  what  is  most  decorous  and  most  estimable  in  the  human  character. 
The  medical  philosopher  well  knows  and  highly  appreciates  the  momentous 
benefits  of  clean  and  cheap  clothing  in  the  cure  of  existing  disease,  and 
the  prevention  of  those  contagious  and  wide  wasting  pestilential  scourges 
that  sweep  from  the  earth  their  poorer  victims,  doomed,  through  demoral- 
izing habits  of  filth  and  alcohol,  to  a  more  general  susceptibility  of 
endemic  and  cont.igious  influence. 

Steam  power  then  again  is  the  great  health-preserving  agent,  the 
mighty  civilizer  of  the  mass  ;  and  were  all  influential  classes  philanthropi- 
callv  induced  to  support  and  encourage  public  steam  baths  ;  were  it  spin- 
ning jennies  versus  gin  spinners,  the  saving  in  hospitals  and  poorhouses  to 
the  public  purse  would  establish  in  every  town  in  the  empire  cheap  resorts 
of  healthful  purification  for  the  people,  equally  beneficial  to  the  morale  as  to 
the  physique  of  all  classes  of  society. 

It  now  only  remains  to  glance  at  the  rapidly  increasing  multiplication  of 
periodical  and  daily  literature  by  the  steam  press  ;  and  although  every 
great  national  benefit  must  have  its  corresponding  evils,  there  will  be  but 
few  in  these  days  hardy  enough  to  deny  the  moral  improvement  and 
beneficial  interests  effected  by  the  press,  the  very  conflicting  opinions  of 
which,  in  newspaper  literature,  elicit  a  degree  of  truth,  speedily  diffused 
by  steam  printing  and  steam  conveyance,  that  in  a  free  country  like  our 
own  must  ever  prove  its  "  chief  defence"  against  the  mischievous  influence 
of  demagogues,  or  the  onesided  violence  of  party. 

This,  then,  my  Lord,  (as  the  lawyers  say)  is  "  my  case,"  and  in  conclu- 
sion 1  beg,  ladies,  and  respected  brother  members,  to  assure  this  numerous 
auditory,  that  a  deep  conviction  of  its  importance,  as  a  usefully-exciting 
argument  on  the  grand  problem  of  human  improvement,  can  alone  justify 
the  feebleness  of  its  execution  ;  and  also  that,  from  the  difficulty  attending 
the  condensation,  with,  at  the  same  time,  the  arrangements  and  lucidness 
of  the  details,  I  have  to  crave  that  extenuating  pardon  for  its  defects  that 
your  liberality  on  former  occasions  has  conceded  to  similar  though  less 
ambitious  efforts.  I  have  thus  far  endeavoured  (with  what  success  I  must 
leave  to  yourselves,  my  patient  and  liberal  auditors)  to  point  out  the  moral 
influence  of  this  grand,  and  almost  unbounded  agent  on  the  rapid  ad- 
vancement of  the  social  system,  in  all  that  involves  Ihe  three  grand 
categories  of  human  existence — knowledge,  peace,  and  religion  :  the  first 
two  constituting  the  intellectual  glory  and  happiness  of  the  rational 
creature,  with  the  power  to  enjoy  their  treasures  undisturbed  by  human 
domination  ;  the  latter,  that  crowning  triumph  of  divine  reliance,  which, 
through  "  God's  first  creature  light,"  gives  to  hope  its  ultimate  fruition, 
and  to  intellect  its  immortal  prerogative.

A  RETROSPECT  OF  THE  PAST  SEASON 


Will  not  we  think  be  wholly  unacceptable  to  the  readers  of  "  The 
Looker-On  ;"  the  more  so,  inasmuch  as  the  past  season  lias  been 
one  of  peculiar  and  almost  unexampled  prosperity.  Cheltenham 
has  indeed  progressed  of  lute  in  public  estimation  at  quite  a 
railway  speed  ;  hence  a  review  of  its  history  during  the  last  six 
months  cannot  but  prove  especially  gratifying  to  all  who  feel  inte- 
rested in  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  place.  In  former  seasons 
it  has  generally  happened,  that  while  one  department  of  enterprize 
lias  flourished,  some  other  has  proportionally  languished  ;  so  that 
an  advance  one  way  has  been  counterbalanced  in  its  effects  by  a 
retrograde  movement  in  another.  The  progress  of  the  byegone 
summer  has  been  an  exception  to  this  general  rule,  Cheltenham 
having  uniformly  enjoyed  the  smiles  of  good  fortune  in  every 
endeavour  which  has  been  made  to  extend  and  establish  its  fair 
fame. 

The  foundation  of  the  wide-spread  reputation  of  Cheltenham  is 
undoubtedly  its  mineral  waters  ;  the  consideration  of  these  there- 
fore demands  the  foremost  place  in  any  review  that  may  be  taken 
of  the  "  rise  and  progress"  of  the  town,  and  it  is  matter  of  gratifi- 
cation to  know,  from  the  experience  of  the  past  summer,  that  they 
have  lost  none  of  their  hold  upon  public  estimation ;  that  their 
celebrity  as  restorative  agents  continues  as  great  as  ever,  and  has, 
during  the  period  under  review,  brought  visitors  to  the  town  from 
the  most  remote  countries.  The  number  of  foreigners  among  the 
water-drinkers  of  the  past  season  has  indeed  been  greater  than  was 
ever  known  in  any  former  year,  and  constitutes  one  of  its  most 
remarkable  peculiarities;  not  merely  from  the  fashionable  towns  on 
the  Continent  have  they  honoured  us  with  their  presence,  but 
even  from  America  there  have  also  been  many  arrivals.  The 
recent  successful  experiments  of  Atlantic  steam  navigation  will 
probably  have  the  effect  of  bringing  hither  many  of  the  children  of 
the  "far  west"  at  every  return  of  the  steamers  from  the  new  world. 
We  have  already  had  several  examples  of  this,  and  we  have  at  the 
present  moment  families  in  Cheltenham  who  have  come  over  for 
the  pleasure  of  wintering  in  the  place  ;  but  the  most  remarkal  li  of 
all  the  arrivals  per  Great  Western  that  has  come  within  our  own 
knowledge,  is  that  of  a  newly-married  pair  who  came  over  in  that 
ship  on  her  last  return,  and,  hastening  to  Cheltenham  immediately 
on  their  lauding,  were  in  time  to  enjoy  the  last  week's  promenades 
of  the  season,  to  be  present  at  one  of  the  Rotunda  bulls,  and,  after 
spending  ten  pleasant  days  in  the  town,  to  take  their  departure 
again  for  New  York  by  the  same  conveyance  on  Saturday  last. 

Cheltenham  has  indeed  of  late  years  become  almost  as  famous 
for  its  amusements  and  the  habitual  gaiety  and  elegance  of  the 
town  itself,  as  for  its  mineral  springs;  the  consequence  of  which 
has  been  that  a  class  of  visitors,  not  generally  resorting  to  watering- 
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places  for  relaxation  and  enjoyment,  honour  it  with  their  presence, 
and  thus  contribute  very  materially  to  the  spirit  and  animation  of 
its  ever-changing  scenes.  During  the  season  just  closed,  the  num- 
ber of  pleasure-seekers  who  have  found  the  object  of  their  search 
in  Cheltenham  exceeded  all  precedent,  and  it  may  be  safely  affirmed 
that  few  if  any  of  the  thousands  who  visited  the  place  left  it  disap- 
pointed, A  succession  of  delightful  weather,  month  after  month, 
contributed  in  a  peculiar  degree  to  enhance  the  enjoyment  of  each 
new  pleasure  which  presented  itself  to  notice,  and  to  render  more 
beautiful  than  ever  those  scenes  of  morning,  noon,  and  eventide 
attraction  which  have  obtained  a  rank  in  fashionable  estimation 
above  all  rivalry.  Of  the  various  fetes  and  entertainments  under- 
taken by  the  respective  establishments  of  the  place,  by  far  the 
most  original  and  characteristic  was  the  Centenary  celebration  at 
the  Royal  Old  Wells  in  August,  and  of  which  an  account  was  given 
in  the  66  Looker-On"  of  the  time.  This,  which  marked  the  con- 
summation of  a  hundred  years  of  unchecked  prosperity,  was 
assuredly  the  most  brilliant  affair  of  its  kind  ever  "got  up"  out  of 
the  Metropolis,  and  contributed  more  than  any  other  public  amuse- 
ment of  the  season  to  spread  far  and  wide  the  fame  of  our  "  merry 
doings." 

The  summer  amusements  at  the  Montpellier  Spa  were  rewarded 
with  a  most  liberal  share  of  public  patronage  ;  indeed,  the  gaieties 
of  this  establishment  almost  entirely  monopolized  the  time  and 
attention  of  66  all  comers."  The  Musical  Promenades  were  uni- 
formly thronged  with  company,  and  the  Rotunda  Balls,  though 
late  in  commencing,  and  for  the  first  month  but  thinly  attended, 
were  in  the  long  run  better  supported  by  our  residents  and  visitors 
than  they  had  been  for  the  previous  three  or  four  years,  and 
enjoyed  a  close  so  brilliant  as  to  afford  strong  ground  of  hope  that 
their  winter  successors  will  prove  equally  fortunate.  The  64  extra- 
ordinaries"  were  of  that  popular  and  varied  kind  best  calculated  to 
afford  such  a  succession  of  attractive  novelties  as  should  please  all 
tastes,  and  gratify  all  dispositions.  Of  these  we  need  only  refer  to 
the  Victoria  and  Birthday  Fetes,  the  Galas,  and  Balloon  Ascents, 
catered  for  the  public  entertainment  by  the  spirited  managers  of 
this  establishment,  and  of  which  the  last  of  the  season — Mr.  Hamp- 
ton's Parachute  Descent — surpassed  all  former  exhibitions,  and 
awoke  throughout  the  Kingdom,  and  even  through  the  Continent, 
an  interest  scarce  ever  roused  by  any  achievement  of  the  kind 
before. 

The  amusements  at  the  Pittville  Spa  were  of  less  frequent  oc- 
currence during  the  past  season  than  usual  ;  one  public  breakfast 
and  a  fancy  ball  having  been  the  only  entertainments  at  all  dis- 
tinguished by  especial  gaiety.  The  latter,  however,  showed  that 
the  spirit  of  enterprise  was  not  extinct,  though  dormant,  at  this 
establishment,  the  celebrated  Strauss's  band  having  been  engaged 
at  a  large  cost  in  order  to  render  the  fete  worthy  the  patronage 
which  it  happily  experienced. 
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THE  HUNTING  SEASON 

May  now  he  considered  as  having  fairly  commenced,  and  with  every  pros- 
pect of  proving  a  spirited  and  prosperous  one.  Lord  Segrave's  crack  pack 
arrived  at  their  Cheltenham  kennel  on  Tuesday,  and  on  Thursday  the  Hunt 
met  for  the  first  time  at  West  Wood,  Lord  Segrave,  and  his  brother  the 
Hon.  Craven  Berkeley,  with  a  large  field  of  sportsmen,  being  present. 
Every  thing  being  ready  for  the  start,  a  fine  old  fox  was  in  a  short  time 
discovered,  and  M  dogs,  horses  and  huntsmen"  were  anon  in  full  chase, 
over  hedges  and  ditches,  ploughed  fields  and  green  meadows,  in  hot  pur- 
suit. The  gallant  party  went  oft"  in  the  direction  of  Sudeley  Castle,  near 
which  we  expect  they  captured  the  "  old  chap"  in  fine  style.  For  our- 
selves, not  being  in  the  hunting  vein,  we  rested  satisfied  with  seeing  so 
promising  a  commencement,  and  trotted  back  to  other  duties.  We  ob- 
served in  the  field  many  old  friends,  including  Mr.  Powell  and  two  or 
three  other  steeple  chase  riders,  as  also  several  new  faces,  who  are  likely, 
we  calculate,  to  prove  acquisitions  to  the  Hunt. 

The  Cheltenham  Stag  Hounds  met  on  Friday,  October  26,  at  Ted- 
dington  Cross  Hands,  and  had  one  of  the  finest  runs  ever  knuwn.  The 
deer  went  away  from  the  cart  in  a  large  stubble  field,  with  more  than 
usual  gaiety,  across  the  vale  to  Hinton  Farm,  and  on  to  Beckford  Inn, 
ciossing  the  Evesham  Road,  and  thence  to  Bredon  Hill.  She  was  headed 
by  some  foot  passengers  and  turned  to  Hinton  Gorse,  where,  after  a  run 
of  an  hour  and  twenty  minutes  she  was  taken.  She  was  so  severely 
pressed  during  the  run  that  she  died  from  sheer  distress  before  reaching 
home.  The  whole  country  over  which  the  hounds  travelled  was  of  a 
most  sporting  description.  Brooks  were  not  wanting,  as  many  gentlemen, 
to  their  cost,  can  answer  for.  At  one  time  there  were  five  in  the  brook 
altogether.  For  further  particulars  we  must  refer  to  some  two  or  three 
young  gentlemen  at  the  Queen's  Hotel,  whose  personal  experience  on  that 
day  of  the  effects  of  a  cold  bath,  will  enable  them  to  give  a  better  and 
more  detailed  account  than  a  mere  looker-on  can  be  expected  to  do.  We 
must  do  them  the  justice  to  say,  they  rode  well  to  the  hounds — "  Palmam, 
qui  meruit,  ferat."  There  was  a  deal  of  road  riding  in  this  chace,  for  had 
not  the  road  occasionally  aided  the  Hunt  not  a  man  would  have  seen  a 
hound  for  the  last  thirty  minutes. 

The  stag  hounds  were  out  again  on  Tuesday,  and  had  another  day's  ex- 
cellent sport.  The  deer  was  uncarted  at  Elkestone,  and  went  off  in  fine 
style  over  the  large  enclosures  towards  Sidebotham  ;  but  we  must  forego 
the  delight  of  particularizing,  our  printers'  devil  protesting  against  the 
introduction  of  any  more  "  copy"  into  the  space  reserved  for  "  the  hunt- 
ing article." 

Lord  Segrave's  hounds  will  meet  to-day  at  Broadway.

The  band  is  to  be  increased  beyond  its  usual  winter  complement, 
and  the  new  lessee  seems  determined  there  shall  be  no  lack  of  exertion  on 
his  part  to  secure  "  good  houses  ;"  nor  can  we  for  a  moment  doubt  that 
there  will  be  any  want  of  patronage  on  the  part  of  our  fashionable  residents.

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THE  THEATRE. 

Sheridan  Knowles'  beautifully  written,  though  to  our  mind  not  suffi- 
ciently appreciated  play  of  "The  Hunchback,"  was  performed  on  Saturday 
evening  with  exceedingly  good  ability  in  its  general  cast.  Whether  upon 
each  visit  we  become  more  warm  in  our  admiration  of  the  stage  direction, 
the  scenic  effect,  and  the  spirited  tableaux  accompanying  every  represen- 
tation of  the  dramatic  performances  got  up  bv  the  present  lessee ;  or  whe- 
ther the  company  become  more  harmonized  in  their  several  capacities  we 
know  not — at  all  events  there  are  increasing;  demands  upon  our  notice 
for  warm  commendation,  and  which,  iu  the  honest  fulfilment  of  our  duties 
we  have  every  disposition  to  award.  Mr.  Grattan's  '■'  Hunchback"  is  a 
brilliant  conception  of  the  deformed  hero,  and  contrary  to  the  usual  repre- 
sentatives of  the  character,  he  carries  out  to  the  fullest  extent  the  various 
peculiarities  of  nature  under  such  a  covering,  sustaining  even  the  very  step 
and  crooked  gait,  with  the  most  positive  nicety — that  deformed  but  proud 
soul,  if  we  may  so  express  it,  beaming  throughout  in  his  eye — his  every 
gaze — searching,  cunning  and  avengeful.  It  was  altogether  a  truly  ani- 
mated and  delightful  piece  of  acting.  Sir  Thomas  de  Clifford  is  of  a  class 
of  character  in  our  English  Noble  nearly  obsolete,  possessing  a  highly 
wrought  delineation  of  purity  of  mind,  blended  with  strength  of  sincerity 
and  rigid  honour ;  in  their  several  degrees  the  talents  of  Mr.  Wilson  were 
very  appropriately  fitted  to  the  part,  and  his  exertions  warmly  applauded. 
Mr.  D.  Gannon's  Lord  Tinsel  was  as  ludicrous  and  as  foppish  as  the 
author  ever  intended  it  to  be  exhibited  ;  indeed  it  was  the  very  effeives- 
cence  of  lordly  nothingness.  Miss  C.  Poole's  Julia  was,  we  are  really  gra- 
tified to  acknowledge,  exceedingly  well  performed — it  was  chaste — natuial 
and  consequently  effective. — Miss  Poole  cannot  fail  to  become,  not  only  a 
great  favorite,  but  a  great  actress,  as  we  have  before  observed ;  let  nature 
be  her  only  model.  The  ever-delighting  and  lively  Helen  had  an  inimita- 
ble representative  in  Mrs.  Grattan  ;  her  scene  with  Modus  was  life  itself. 
Mr.  H.  Hall's  Dr.  O'Toole,  in  the  pettite  farce  of  the  Irish  Tutor,  was  a 
gem  from  the  Emerald  Isle,  which  we  could  admire  for  ever  and  a  day, 
as  his  countrymen  would  call  it ;  but  in  faith  he  is  really  a  very  "  broth  of 
a  boy."  The  quaint  and  quiet  school  of  old  men  have  an  admirable  per- 
sonator  in  Mr.  Chamberlain. 

Monday  evening  introduced  the  almost  extinct  and  improbable  play  of 
"  The  Castle  Spectre,"  a  drama  in  which  throughout  our  professional  ex- 
perience, we  never  met  with  any  performer  who  could,  by  the  most  perfect 
a  id  brilliant  acting,  redeem  its  monstrous  absurdities.  The  tyrannic  and 
raving  Earl  Osmond  was  played  by  Grattan,  but  with  all  his  weight  of 
ability  we  cannot  be  made  converts  to  its  excellence  ;  in  our  opinion  every 
part  of  the  cast  is  not  only  improbable  but  equally  absurd ;  the  dramatis 
personse  of  this  evening  did  their  utmost  to  render  its  once  ephemeral 
popularity  somewhat  illustrative,  especially  the  ponderous  Father  Phillip  ; 
a  more  correct  exhibition  of  a  holy  friar  (?)  who  had  devoted  the  whole 
of  his  duty,  to  the  gorging  of  venison  pasties,  barons  of  beef,  and  all  the 
gastronomic  luxuries  of  the  cloister,  duly  amalgamated  with  old  hock  and 
brown  ale,  could  not  be  met  with — Howard's  Motley,  which  was  capital, 
and  the  heart  broken  Lady  Angela  of  Miss  C.  Poole.  The  Nautical  Drama 
of  '*  Black-eyed  Susan,"  however,  compensated  for  the  cup  of  horrors 
which  we  had  been  compelled  to  drain  even  to  its  very  dregs.  The  bustle, 
animation,  and  general  tout  ensemble  of  this  popular  piece  were  blended 
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together  with  more  than  usual  ability — at  least  perhaps  we  relished  it  more 
on  this  occasion.  Grattan's  portrait  and  performance  of  William  is  a 
close  double  of  T.  P.  Cooke,  (this  is  a  theatrical  phrase  but  it  is  a  very 
correct  one)  and  this  is  therefore  no  mean  recommendation.  Hall's  Gnat- 
braiu  was  very  funny,  and  kept  the  house  in  a  roar.  The  little  part  of 
Jacob  Twig  never  had  so  good  a  representative  as  Howard,  not  excepting 
even  its  original  Rogers,  of  the  Surrey  Theatre,  who,  we  remember, 
made  the  part  a  prominent  feature — he  has  a  formidable  competitor  in 
Howard.  Miss  C.  Poole's  *"*  Black-eyed  Susan"  was  as  pretty  as  we 
could  wish,  and  we  are  somewhat  fastidious  in  these  things.  The  house, 
though  not  full,  was  very  respectably  attended. 

Mr.  Hampton's  benefit  came  off  on  Wednesday  evening,  agreeably  to 
the  announcement  we  published  in  our  last  number.  Advocated,  as  we 
have,  the  claims  of  Mr.  Hampton  to  the  notice  of  our  distinguished  visitors 
and  townsfolk,  and  deservedly  as  he  has  endeavoured  to  obtain  their  sup- 
port, we  were  not  a  little  surprised  at  the  very  partial  encouragement  he 
must  have  received  on  the  occasion — the  house  being  but  thinly  attended. 
The  pit  and  gallerv  were  tolerablv  crowded  ;  but  the  boxes,  especially  the 
dress  circle,  rendering  a  very  limited  number  of  visitors.  The  tragic  play 
of  "  Werner"  was  enacted  with  the  most  efficient  talent  in  its  various 
parts  by  the  corps  dramatique — Grattan's  Werner  particularly  so;  H.  Hall 
too,  who  must  have  played  quite  out  of  his  line  in  order  to  strengthen  the 
cast,  gave  to  the  character  of  Gabor  a  tone  and  quality  of  acting  we  were 
perfectly  astonished  to  witness;  as  did  likewise  Miss  C.  Poole  in  the  some- 
what tedious  and  unprofitable  part  of  Josephine.  A  pointedly  written  and 
locally  "  appropriate  address,"  from  the  pen  of  Mr.  Grenville  Fletcher, 
was  spoken  with  enthusiastic  applause  by  Mr.  Howard,  in  the  celebrated 
portraiture  of  "  Pickwick,"  which  introduced  at  its  conclusion,  on  the 
rising  of  the  curtain,  Mr.  Hampton  with  the  parachute  and  apparatus,  as 
it  first  "  alighted  on  the  earth  ;"  the  particulars  of  the  descent  being  illus- 
trated very  effectively  by  the  intrepid  aeronaut  in  propria  personam,  and 
which  was  listened  to,  and  at  repeated  intervals  warmly  cheered,  by  the 
audience,  who  testified  on  his  bidding,  "  for  the  present  season,"  a  fare- 
well to  his  supporters  at  Cheltenham,  every  demonstration  of  applause  and 
gratification  at  his  recent  endeavours  to  contribute  to  their  amusements. 
The  pettite  comedy  of  "  Perfection"  was  the  concluding  Entertainment,  in 
which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Grattan  mutually  sustained  the  young  lovers  with  all 
the  redolence  of  mirth  and  humour  so  congenial  to  the  natives  of  "  ould 
Erin,"  and  very  much  to  the  delight  of  a  good  humoured  and  highly  gra- 
tified audience.  The  Lessee,  ever  upon  the  alert  to  produce  novelty,  has 
announced  a  new  "  Star,"  in  the  psrson  of  Miss  E.  Crisp,  who  has  already 
appeared  at  this  Theatre  with  considerable  success  some  two  or  three  sea- 
sons back  :  from  a  prior  knowledge  of  her  abilities  we  have  every  reason 
to  prognosticate  that  both  herself  and  the  management  will  derive  a  goodly 
harvest.  Miss  Crisp  makes  her  first  appearance  this  evening  in  the  cha- 
racter of  Marciana,  in  Sheridan  Knowles's  favorite  play  of  "  The  Wife." 
The  afterpiece  announced  is  the  Sultana,  in  which  Mrs.  Grattan  will  sus- 
tain the  character  of  Elizabeth.  The  evening's  performances  are  under 
the  special  patronage  of  J.  Peart,  Esq.

REMOVALS. 
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LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

The  first  lecture  of  the  first  course  of  lectures  of  the  present  session  whs 
delivered  on  Tuesday  evening,  before  a  numerous  and  highly  respectable 
audience — its  subject  being  Phrenology — the  lecturer  Mr.  Rurnball,  a  gen- 
tleman who  has  already  once  before  appeared  before  the  Cheltenham  pub- 
lic. The  introductory  lecture  was  necjssarily  devoted  to  a  general  outline 
of  the  subject,  to  combating  certain  popular  prejudices,  and  to  the  correct- 
ing of  vulgar  errors  and  misconceptions  incident  to  the  false  views  too 
commonly  entertained  in  respect  of  phrenology,  which,  it  was  contended, 
was  too  frequently  confounded  with  craniology,  a  science — if  such  it  may- 
be called — which  treats  rather  of  the  scull  and  its  developements,  than  of 
mind  in  the  abstract,  and  the  brain  as  its  organ  of  manifestation,  which 
forms  the  peculiar  object  of  phrenology.  The  lecturer  took  a  rapid  view 
of  the  mineral,  vegetable,  and  animal  kingdoms,  pointing  out  their  differ- 
ences, on  those  partijulars,  which  distinguished  them  most  strikingly,  each 
from  the  other,  and  the  laws  by  which  they  were  respectively  regulated. 
Upon  the  peculiarities  of  the  animal  kingdom  he  necessarily  enlarged,  and 
traced  the  manifestations  of  sensibility  or  consciousness,  from  their  faintest 
appearances  in  the  lowest  order  of  the  molusca,  through  the  superior  gra- 
dations of  the  other  orders,  up  to  the  full  developement  of  the  nervous 
svstem  in  man,  establishing  as  he  proceeded  from  stage  to  stage  of  the 
enquiry,  this  position  :  that  throughout  the  whole  series  of  the  animal 
kingdom  the  strongest  possible  evidence  was  afforded  that  the  brain, 
through  all  its  modifications,  was  the  medium  of  mental  consciousness,  the 
mind  itself  being  a  purely  immaterial,  indivisible  element,  the  nature  and 
properties  of  which  had  been  the  subject  of  metaphysical  speculation  and 
discussion  from  the  days  of  Plato  to  those  of  Dugald  Stewart.  Having 
glanced  at  these  important  points,  Mr.  Rurnball  proceeded  next  to  enquire 
how  far  the  operations,  habits,  and  dispositions  of  the  mind,  acting  through 
its  organ  the  brain,  were  capable  of  manifestation  in  the  outward  and  visi- 
ble form  of  the  head.  The  indications  of  physiognomy,  though  frequently 
correct,  were  shown  to  be  also  as  often  imperfect  and  uncertain,  and  Lava- 
ter's  theory  of  the  moral  and  physical  perfection  of  mankind  being  co-ex- 
istent, was  proved  by  reference  to  numerous  examples  of  the  contrary  to 
be  wholly  without  foundation  as  a  general  law.  The  influence  of  climate, 
as  affecting  form  and  external  developement,  was  carefully  considered,  and 
some  singular  instances  quoted  of  its  effect  in  changing  altogether  the  ex- 
pression of  the  countenance.  The  early  discoveries  and  deductions  of 
Dr.  Gall  were  related,  and  the  consequences  resulting  therefrom  as  leading 
to  the  formation  of  the  theory  of  phrenology  were  briefly  described,  as 
were  also  the  leading  doctrines  of  the  latter  science,  as  distinguished  from 
that  of  the  metaphysicians  of  the  old  school. 

The  second  lecture  was  delivered  on  Thursday  evening,  when  Mr.  Rum- 
ball  resumed  the  subject,  first  recapitulating  the  chief  points  of  the  previous 
discourse  in  order  to  start  fair  in  the  minds  of  his  audience.  He  again 
explained  what  phrenologists  meant  by  affirming  that  a  large  develope- 
ment of  brain  was  always  attended  with  increased  mental  power,  and 
showed  this  to  be  the  case  by  reference  to  the  animal  kingdom,  through- 
out which  it  was  observable  that  those  creatures  manifested  least  of  mind 
or  instinct  in  whom  the  brain  was  least  developed,  and  those  most  who 
possessed  the  largest  share  of  this  important  commodity.  The  faculties 
of  the  mind,  it  was  contended,  could  only  be  rightly  comprehended  by  the 
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study  of  phrenology  — hence  the  perpetual  blunders  and  disagreements  of 
metaphysicians,  who  reasoned  upon  the  mind  without  any  distinct  know- 
ledge of  its  functions.  The  vulgar  opinions  entertained  respecting  the  abi- 
lities and  dispositions  of  men  of  sanguine,  bilious,  and  nervous  tempera- 
ments were  affirmed  to  have  no  existence  in  fact.  It  was  the  head,  not 
the  stomach  that  was  to  be  held  responsible  for  all  these.  The  rea- 
soning of  anatomists  and  physiologists  opposed  to  the  science  of  phre- 
nology was  shown  to  be  illogical,  as  were  also  many  of  the  deductions  of 
the  disciples  of  Lavater,  who,  measuring  the  brain  by  an  imperfect  scale, 
frequently  committed  great  errors.  The  high  protruding  forehead  was 
indeed  always  to  be  received  as  an  indication  of  superior  intellect,  and  the 
low  retreating  one  as  a  mark  of  the  contrary.  Having  combatted  the 
objections  of  the  anti-phrenologists,  and  corrected  the  errors  of  thuse  who 
attempted  to  describe  the  faculties  and  operations  of  the  mind  without 
themselves  clearly  understanding  its  first  principles,  Mr.  Rumball  pro- 
ceeded next  to  treat  of  the  brain  per  se,  and  described  the  methods  to  be 
pursued  in  judging  of  its  size  as  a  whole,  and  as  mapped  out  by  phreno- 
logy into  a  number  of  distinct  portions  or  organs.  To  each  of  these  is 
ascribed  a  certain  faculty  or  instinct ;  for  it  was  not  to  be  supposed  that 
instincts  were  possessed  by  other  animals  and  not  by  man,  who  however 
was  also  endowed  with  other  and  loftier  powers,  as  those  of  the  intellect, 
reason,  &c,  which  distinguished  him  as  lord  of  the  creation.  Having 
proceeded  thus  far  with  the  general  argument  of  the  subject,  the  lecturer 
now  entered  upon  the  details  of  application,  and  commenced  explaining  the 
different  organs  of  the  brain  through  which  the  faculties,  sentiments,  pro- 
pensities and  dispositions  of  the  mind  operated  ;  beginning  with  Amative- 
ness,  the  situation  of  which  in  the  cerebral  mass  was  pointed  out,  and  its 
external  developement  described  by  the  assistance  of  plaster  casts.  The 
importance  of  this  faculty  in  the  economy  of  nature  Mr.  Rumball  consi- 
dered entitled  it  to  the  first  place  in  the  phrenological  estimate.  It  was 
the  "  instinct"  which  secured  the  propagation  of  our  species,  and  without 
which  the  animal  kingdom  would  become  extinct : — as  one  of  the  strongest 
propensities  of  nature,  it  was  too  apt  to  obtain  the  mastery,  and  hence 
incalculable  evils  were  the  result.  The  due  regulation  of  this  power  was 
of  the  very  first  importance  to  the  happiness  of  mankind  and  the  well- 
being  of  society,  and  to  this  end  man  had  been  endowed  with  others, 
whose  influence  was  to  regulate  and  keep  this  in  check  :  such  was  espe  ■ 
cially  the  office  of  the  intellectual  faculties.  Next  to  the  propensity  to 
propagate  our  species  phrenologists  considered  the  desire  to  sustain  life 
as  the  second  in  importance ;  hence  the  affection  to  eat  and  drink  for  that 
purpose  involved  the  necessity  of  an  instinct  expressly  appropriated  to 
this  function.  This  has  been  named  Gustativeness,  and  its  peculiar  office, 
its,  effects,  and  the  consequences  to  which  an  undue  indulgence  of  its 
promptings  led,  were  described  by  Mr.  Rumball  in  strong  and  forcible 
language ;  and  the  situation  of  the  "  organ"  assigned  to  its  operations  in 
the  brain  was  at  the  same  time  pointed  out.  From  the  consideration  of 
gustativeness  Mr.  Rumball  passed  to  those  of  Acquisitiveness  and  Secretive- 
ness,  the  propensities  to  acquire  and  preserve,  from  which  proceeded  many 
of  the  best  as  well  as  of  the  basest  dispositions  of  human  nature.  The 
former,  while  it  stimulated  man  to  acquire  wherewith  to  supply  his  wants, 
and  so  begot  exertion,  impelled  him  also  not  unfrequently,  and  when  its 
impulses  were  not  counteracted  by  others  to  the  commission  of  crimes  the 
most  atrocious.    Of  this  there  had  been  many  instances,  and  some  of  very 
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recent  occurrence— of  which  Mr.  Rumball  considered  the  murderers 
Greenacre  and  Bartlett  to  have  been  two  strikingly  in  point.  The  organ 
of  Acquisitiveness  having  been  strongly  developed  in  these  two  individuals 
left  no  doubt  upon  his  (Mr.  R's)  mind  that  it  was  the  desire  to  possess 
property  that  had  impelled  both  to  the  commission  of  those  crimes  which 
hadren  dered  their  names  so  notorious.  Illustrative  of  Secret'iveness,  Mr. 
Rumball  related  several  laughable  and  interesting  anecdotes,  and  directed 
the  special  attention  of  his  audience  to  this  faculty,  the  importance  of 
which  in  education,  particularly  female  education,  had  been  too  much 
overlooked.  The  two  other  organs  described  were  Inhabitiveness  and  Phi- 
loprogenitiveness  ;  the  latter  one  of  the  most  remarkable  and  important  of 
all  the  faculties  of  the  mind  or  brain,  but  concerning  which,  want  of  room 
prevents  our  enlarging. 


REVIEW  OF  MUSIC. 

Fantasia  for  the  Pianoforte,  on  the  favourite  Irish  Airs  of  "  Coulin,"  "  Gar- 
ryowen,"  and  "  St.  Patrick's  Day,"  inscribed  to  Mrs.  Moscheles,  by 
Pio  Cianchettini. — Hale,  Cheltenham. 

In  the  palmy  days  of  English  literature,  the  name  of  a  distinguished 
patron,  coupled  with  that  of  an  eminent  writer,  affixed  to  a  publication, 
used  to  be  the  best  passport  for  it,  and  ensured  for  it  great  success.  The 
name  of  a  lady  appears  on  the  title  page  of  the  fantasia  under  notice,  who, 
besides  being  the  cava  sposa  of  one  of  the  first  musicians  of  the  age,  is, 
herself,  an  excellent  performer  on  the  pianoforte,  and  a  most  accomplished 
woman,  well  versed  in  several  languages  ;  consequently  the  light  of  her 
countenance  cannot  fail  to  add  lustre  to  the  production  of  the  maestro. 
After  an  introduction,  in  which  some  broad  hints  are  given  that  Coulin  is 
about  to  appear ;  and  after  giving  that  beautiful  melody,  to  which  Moore 
wrote  the  song  of  **  The  last  glimpse  of  Erin,"  classically  arranged,  the 
lively  air  of  "  Garrvowen,"  or  rather  "  Garryone,"  ("  We  may  roam 
through  this  world,")  is  introduced  in  a  very  playful  manner ;  the  right 
hand  playing  it  all  through  in  octaves,  until  it  dissolves  (if  we  may  use  the 
term)  into  the  celebrated  national  tune  of  St.  Patrick's  Day ;"  after  which 
each  melody  is  touched  upon,  and  blended  together,  in  a  very  ingenious 
manner,  now  in  the  right  hand,  and  now  in  the  left,  until  the  whole  is 
worked  up  "  presto  e  con  fuoco,"  with  a  most  spirited  effect.  The  transi- 
tion (page  10  to  11)  from  the  harmony  of  E  flat  with  the  7th  by  the 
extreme  flat  7th,  to  the  key  of  F  major,  bespeaks  the  hand  of  a  master. 
Moore  wrote  his  song  of  "  Though  dark  are  our  sorrows,"  to  the  air  of 
"  St.  Patrick's  Day,"  for  a  fete  which  was  given  by  a  gentleman  in  the 
county  of  Kilkenny,  in  honour  of  the  Prince  of  Wales'  (afterwards 
George  IV.)  birth  day,  commencing  with — 

Tho'  dark  are  our  sorrows,  to  day  we'll  forget  them, 

And  smile  through  our  tears,  like  a  sun-beam  in  showers  ; 
There  never  were  hearts,  if  our  rulers  would  let  them, 

More  formed  to  be  grateful  and  blest,  than  ours. 
Oh  !  the  joy  that  we  taste,  like  the  light  of  the  poles, 

Is  a  flash  amid  darkness,  too  brilliant  to  stay  ; 
But,  tho'  'twere  the  last  little  spark  in  our  souls, 

We  must  light  it  up  now  on  our  Prince's  day  ! 
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"  Gbm3  of  Melody,"  arranged  for  the  Flute,  with  an  accompaniment  for 
the  Pianoforte,  or  for  two  Flutes,  or  Duets.

Eighteen  numbers  of  this  classical  and  highly  valuable  work  have  been 
published  ;  each  number  consisting  of  eight  pages  for  the  pianoforte,  hav- 
ing the  flute  part  above  the  accompaniment ;  also  a  separate  part  for  the 
flute.  Most  of  the  favourite  airs  from  the  operas  of  Mozart,  Rossini,  Bel- 
lini, Donizetti,  Marliani,  Auber,  Mayerbeer,  Bishop,  Balfe,  Benedict,  &c. 
&c.  may  be  found  in  this  work,  arranged  in  a  manner  that  those  who  have 
any  pretensions  to  be  considered  performers  on  the  flute,  mav  plav  them 
with  excellent  effect ;  the  pianoforte  accompaniment,  too,  is  so  arranged 
that  it  supports,  without  injuring  the  melodies.  To  amateurs  in  the 
country,  the  "  Gems  of  Melody  "  cannot  fail  of  proving  a  rich  source  of 
social  and  elegant  amusement ;  and  to  whom  they  are  most  strongly 
recommended. 

Henri  Hekz's  Melodies,  selected  from  his  instrumental  and  vocal  com- 
positions, arranged  for  the  Flute  ;  published  in  Numbers.  D'Almaiac 
and  Co.  Soho  Square,  London. 
No  composer  has  been  more  popular  with  brilliant  pianoforte  players 
than  Herz  ;  his  passages  sparkle  like  a  bott'.e  of  champagne  ;  and  his 
melodies  are  always  elegant  and  catching;  consequently  they  are  well 
calculated  to  produce  a  good  effect  when  played  on  the  flute  ;  particularly 
as  they  are  here  arranged,  with  all  the  roulades  and  volati  of  the  com- 
poser.   Four  numbers  are  already  published,  in  single  sheets,  consisting  of 
about  a  dozen  melodies  each,  which  will  be  found  an  acceptable  bijou  to 
performers  on  the  flute.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  November  7,  1838. 

My  dear  Looker-On, 

Although  we  have  not  now  the  Court  resident  among  us,  yet, 
during  the  "present  aspect  of  affairs/'  as  the  learned  Francis 
Moore,  physician,  has  it,  it  is  not  improbable  that  we  may  have 
subjects  enough  of  interest  to  talk  about,  and  so  without  further 
preface  I  resume  my  weekly  gossip.  Thanks  to  the  news  from 
India—the  threatened  and  threatening  propinquity  of  the  British 
and  Russian  Fleets  in  the  Baltic,  and  the  return  of  the  Lord  High 
Commissioner  Durham,  (brimful  of  indignation  against  his  friends) 
the  sylvan  enjoyments  of  Her  Majesty's  confidential  advisers  are 
at  an  end,  for  by  special  summons  of  the  Premier  they  are  all  to 
be  at  their  posts  next  week  to  deliberate  in  Cabinet  on  the  above 
weighty  matters  ;  Lord  Palmerston  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer came  to  town  to-day  from  Windsor  ;  Lord  Minto  is  coming 
from  Scotland,  Lord  Glenelg  from  Leamington,  Lord  Lansdo wne 
from  Bowood,  Lord  John  Russell  from  Brighton,  Sir  John  Hob- 
house  from  Erlestoke,  Lord  Howick  from  Sir  J.  Copley's  seat  in 
Yorkshire,  and  Mr.  Poulett  Thompson  from  Chillingham  Castle. 
The  Lord  Chancellor  and  Lord  Dancannou  are  already  in  town, 
and  Lord  Holland  arrived  on  Monday  night .frUsa  Paris;  in  good 
truth  there  is  enough  for  them  to  think  about.  Should  the  bug- 
bear of  certain  politicians  be  realized,  and  we  should  come  to 
blows  with  Russia  either  on  our  Indian  frontier  or  in  the  Darda- 
nelles, the  direction  of  the  war  will  be  in  the  department  of  that 
most  active  and  energetic  statesman,  Lord  Glenelg,  who  is  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  war  department;  Lord  Howick,  it  is  true,  is 
called  "  Secretary  at  War,"  but  the  duties  of  his  office  make  him 
merely  a  sort  of  Army  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer. 

Lord  Melbourne,  though  he  comes  to  town  occasionally,  must 
be  considered  as  more  "at  home"  at  Windsor  Castle  than  at  his 
office  in  Downing  Street,  since  his  Lordship  has  been  domesticated 
there  ever  since  the  removal  of  the  Queen  and  Court  to  that  mag- 
nificent though  dull  residence.  Whether  from  any  whimsical  fancy 
or  not  it  is  impossible  to  say,  but  her  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to 
order  that  her  favorite  Minister  be  lodged  in  that  portion  of  the 
Castle  familiarly  known  as  the  "  Devil's  Tower  ;"  some  persons 
would  be  malicious  enough  to  say  that  the  Queen  could  not  have 
made  a  better  selection.  The  "doings"  at  Windsor  have  con- 
sisted of  little  else  than  promenades,  horse  exercise,  and  tittle  snug 
dinner  parties  consisting  of  the  ordinary  attendants  of  the  Court, 
their  connections  and  the  personal  friends  of  the  Queen,  varied 
now  and  then  with  the  holding  a  court  or  council.  At  the  council 
held  on  Monday,  Dr.  Lushington,  the  newly-made  Judge  of  the 
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Admiralty,  was  sworn  in  a  member,  and  so  the  worthy  Doctor  now 
rejoices  in  the  appellation  of  the  "  Right  Honorable  Sir  Stephen," 
he  having  also,  I  believe,  received  the  honor  of  knighthood, 

The  departure  of  the  Court  for  Brighton  will  take  place  in  a 
week,  that  is  supposing  that  none  of  the  grave  events  take  place  in 
our  foreign  relations  which  some  quid  nuncs  here  are  busy  antici- 
pating ;  but  at  present  there  is  no  intention  of  spending  the 
Christmas  there.  Lord  John  Russell  has  suffered  most  acutely 
from  the  melancholy  death  of  his  Lady.  As  soon  as  danger  was 
apprehended  intimation  was  immediately  sent  to  her  Ladyship's 
sister,  Miss  Lister,  who  was  in  attendance  as  Maid  of  Honor  on 
the  Queen  at  Windsor,  but  she  reached  Brighton  too  late,  her 
sister's  eyes  having  closed  in  death  but  a  short  time  previous.  A 
letter  was  also  dispatched  to  Mr.  Lister,  her  Ladyship's  brother, 
who  was  travelling  on  the  Continent,  but  he  has  not  yet  arrived. 
It  is  said  the  Queen  has  offered  to  stand  sponsor  to  the  infant, 
who  will  be  christened  Victoria ;  the  other  daughter  of  the  noble 
Lord  had  the  honor  of  having  Queen  Adelaide  for  Godmother. 
The  body  of  the  deceased  Lady  is  to  be  removed  from  Brighton 
to-morrow  to  proceed  to  Chenies,  to  be  interred  in  the  family  vault 
of  the  house  of  Russell.  Lord  John  left  Brighton  to-day  privately, 
and  will,  with  other  members  of  his  family  be  present  at  the  funeral. 

The  operation  about  to  be  performed  on  the  Crown  Prince  of 
Hanover  excites  great  interest  in  certain  quarters  here,  for,  accord- 
ing to  some,  his  blindness  will  disqualify  him  from  ascending  the 
throne  in  the  event  of  his  father's  decease.  If  this  is  the  case,  the 
Duke  of  Sussex  (the  next  heir)  is  scarcely  more  eligible,  his  Royal 
Highness  being  obliged  to  be  led  about,  or  feel  his  way  with  a 
stick.  It  seems  that  one  eye  of  the  Prince  is  completely  gone, 
and  the  only  hope  of  Baron  Graefe  is  in  restoring  sight  to  the  re- 
maining organ. 

There  is  a  talk  that  King  Ernest  has  made  a  demand  for  the 
restitution  of  the  crown  jewels  of  Hanover,  which,  it  is  said,  are  in 
the  custody  of  some  of  the  members  of  our  Royal  Family,  but  it  is 
impossible  to  say  what  dependence  is  to  be  placed  on  this. 

The  alterations  at  Kensington  Palace  are  progressing,  and  the 
notion  that  the  Queen  may  occasionally  reside  there  is  not  quite 
abandoned.    The  Duke  of  Sussex  is  still  on  a  visiting  tour. 

Lady  Theodosia  Spring  Rice  is  so  indisposed  as  to  be  ordered  to 
Hastings  by  her  physicians,  her  ladyship  being  much  worse  within 
these  few  days,  and  there  are  very  unfavourable  accounts  from 
Paris  of  the  health  of  Mr.  Cutlar  Ferguson,  the  Judge  Advocate 
General. 

The  new  Lord  Mayor  (Alderman  Wilson)  holds  an  appointment 
in  the  Royal  Household  ;  he  is  called  the  Queen's  Harbinger;  it 
is  an  office  attached  to  the  Honorable  Corps  of  Gentlemen  at 
Arms.

A  RETROSPECT  OF  THE  PAST  SEASON. 

CONTINUED  FROM  OUR  LAST. 

We  have  assigned  to  the  Spas,  and  the  amusements  identified 
therewith,  the  foremost  place  in  our  review  of  the  doings"  of  the 
past  season,  because  we  consider  these  to  be  the  broad  and  sure 
foundations  upon  which  the  superstructure  of  the  prosperity  ot 
Cheltenham  is  reared.  Were  these  to  fail,  enterprize  would  ex- 
haust its  energies  in  vain,  and  speculation  in  every  department 
would  go  unrewarded.  On  the  other  hand,  while  the  Spas  sustain 
their  reputation  and  attract  to  the  place  the  wealthy  and  the  titled 
of  the  land,  there  is  no  danger  that  either  chance  will  occur.  The 
experience  of  the  past  year  has  demonstrated  that  there  is  no  want 
of  enterprize  amongst  us.  Whatever  could  be  shown  to  be  desi- 
rable in  order  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  town  by  adding  to  its 
attractions  and  multiplying  its  sources  of  enjoyment,  was  vigo- 
rously undertaken,  and,  so  far  as  the  time  admitted  of,  carried  out 
to  its  fullest  extent.  The  formation  of  the  Zoological  and  Bota- 
nical Gardens  affords  a  striking  illustration  of  this,  and  of  the  de- 
sire entertained  to  cultivate  the  good  opinion  of  a  large  and  in- 
creasing section  of  educated  society,  by  affording  opportunities  of 
study  and  congenial  pursuits  to  those  whose  tastes  and  dispositions 
harmonized  not  with  the  prevailing  tone  of  society  as  previously 
existing.  This  important  undertaking  is  as  yet  scarce  half  com- 
plete, but  should  the  patronage  of  the  public  enable  the  design  to 
be  fully  developed,  we  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  these  Gar- 
dens will  contribute  more  to  the  permanent  exaltation  of  Chelten- 
ham, than  any  other  project  which  has  been  conceived  for  the  last 
ten  years  ;  and  of  this  the  past  season  has  reason  to  be  justly  proud, 
for  though  the  plan  was  formed,  and  the  undertaking  partly  com- 
menced in  the  previous  year,  it  was  not  until  the  June  of  1838 
that  the  Gardens  were  opened  to  the  Public. 

From  the  ceaseless  and  unwearied  efforts  of  those  interested  in 
the  prosperity  of  the  place,  to  render  it  as  attractive  as  possible  in 
the  eyes  of  strangers,  it  has  followed  that  the  town,  which  for  the 
last  twenty  years  has  been  proclaimed  to  have  been  "  sadly  over- 
built," is  now  found  to  be  not  even  large  enough  for  the  reception 
of  those  who,  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  its  accommoda- 
tions and  agremens,  have  determined  upon  making  it  their  perma- 
nent home.  During  the  past  season  it  was  notorious  that  families 
resorting  hither  had  no  choice  of  residences,  but  were  obliged  to 
take  those  which  were  to  be  had,  whether  suitable  or  unsuitable. 
Many  such  cases  of  Hobson's  choice  came  to  our  knowledge  ; — the 
hotels  were  all  full-— the  houses  all  engaged,  and  parties  had  ac- 
cordingly to  wait  their  turn  for  taking  possession.  This  was  a 
state  of  things  foreseen  by  those  who  watch  the  signs  of  the  times, 
and  hence  two  important  designs  were  formed  for  enlarging  the 
boundaries  of  the  town,  by  including  within  them  the  Bays  Hill, 
and  second  Lansdown  or  Christchurch  estates.    The  former  was 
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the  first  in  the  field  of  enterprize  and  speculation,  and  has  already 
progressed  considerably  towards  its  developement.  During  the 
past  summer  the  principal  roads  were  formed,  and  a  number  of 
houses  commenced,  many  of  which  are  now  roofed  in,  and  by  next 
spring  we  almost  expect  to  see  some  of  them  inhabited.  As  yet  but 
little  has  been  done  on  the  Lansdown  estate  save  marking  out  the 
ground  and  preparing  for  the  commencement  of  operations,  which, 
considering  the  situation  of  the  property,  having  the  Gloucester 
and  Lansdown  roads  as  approaches,  the  new  railroad  in  its  imme- 
diate front,  and  a  noble  and  magnificent  church  placed  at  its  other 
extremity,  we  cannot  for  a  moment  suppose  will  be  very  long  de- 
layed ;  indeed  within  the  last  fortnight  there  have  been  demonstra- 
tions of  activity  on  this  estate,  which  evidence  a  determination  to 
proceed  vigorously  and  at  once  with  the  works  contemplated. 

The  completion  of  the  Queen's  Hotel  has  also  formed  an  impor- 
tant event  in  the  proceedings  of  the  past  season,  and,  though  the 
building  itself  has  been  already  fully  described  in  the  Lookeh-On, 
should  not  be  wholly  forgotten  in  the  present  retrospect.  Until 
this  splendid  establishment  was  erected,  there  were  other  watering 
places  which  boasted  a  superiority*  over  our  own  in  this  particu- 
lar, but  by  the  opening  of  "  the  Queen's"  the  boast  of  superiority 
now  belongs  to  Cheltenham. 

To  trace  the  spirit  of  enterprize  as  it  has  lately  shown  itself  in 
building  speculations,  would  be  to  take  a  survey  of  the  town  in 
the  length  and  breadth  thereof,  for  never  was  there  so  strong  a  de- 
sire manifested  to  progress  with  improvements  of  all  kinds  and 
descriptions — even  when  sometimes  questionoble  as  to  their  being 
improvements — than  that  which  has  been  exhibited  in  Cheltenham 
during  the  past  season  ;  nor  is  it  likely  there  will  be  any  check  to 
this  progress  for  some  time  to  come.  The  social  condition  of 
England  is  undergoing  a  rapid  change,  and  Cheltenham,  in  com- 
mon with  other  towns,  must  experience  the  efFect  of  this  change, 
and  probably  to  a  greater  extent  than  many  others.  The  system 
of  railway  intercourse  about  to  be  brought  to  its  threshold,  and  the 
opening  thereby  of  a  direct  communication  with  the  whole  of  the 
wealthy  and  populous  districts  of  the  north,  will  be  sure  to  cause  a 
large  demand  for  residences  in  a  place  so  conducive  to  quiet  and 
relaxation  as  our  highly  favoured  town ;  nor  should  we  be  at  all 
surprised,  when  the  Great  Western  itself  is  completed,  to  find  the 
rich  merchants  of  the  Metropolis  selecting  their  country  seats  in 
Gloucestershire,  instead  of,  as  formerly,  in  the  counties  of  Surrey, 
Kent,  or  Essex. 

We  could  advert  to  many  other  circumstances  intimately  iden- 
tified with  the  history  of  the  past  season,  but  as  we  wish  not  to 
weary  our  readers  with  long  essays  upon  any  subject,  however 
locally  interesting,  we  shall  postpone  to  another  opportunity  our 
additional  remarks.

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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Approach  of  Winter  has  hitherto  been  marked  by 
unusually  fine  and  open  weather,  a  circumstance  highly  favprable 
to  the  "  elongation"  of  the  Cheltenham  season,  which,  but  for  the 
absence  of  the  band,  and  the  leafless  aspects  of  the  trees  and  hedge- 
rows, might  be  almost  thought  to  be  even  yet  in  its  summer  prime, 
so  thronged  each  afternoon  are  our  walks  and  promenades  with 
elegant  company — our  drives  with  gay  and  brilliant  equipages.  True, 
we  no  longer  encounter  fresh  faces  at  every  turn,  but  the  number 
of  our  autumn  visitors  who  are  still  among  the  undeparted,  and  the 
residents  who  have  returned  to  their  winter  homes,  communicate 
such  a  cheerful  and  animated  appearance  to  the  town,  as  scarcely 
finds  a  parallel  in  any  past  November  of  its  history. 

The  First  Winter  Ball  took  place  on  Monday  evening  at 
the  Assembly  Rooms — we  wish  we  could  add  that  it  realized  our 
expectations  ;  for  knowing  how  full  the  town  is  at  present  of  com- 
pany, we  had  certainly  looked  forward  to  an  exceedingly  brilliant 
opening.  In  this  we  were  disappointed — still  the  number  of 
fashionables  present  approached  to  nearly  two  hundred,  which,  all 
things  considered,  was  perhaps  as  many  as  ought  to  have  been  cal- 
culated upon.  The  rooms  were  beautifully  lighted,  and  the  ap- 
pointments of  the  management  displayed  good  taste  and  liberality 
throughout.  The  band,  which  has  been  increased  from  nine  to 
twelve  instruments,  commenced  its  performances  some  time  before 
dancing  began,  so  that  the  first  comers  were  equally  gratified  with 
those  who  arrived  later  in  the  evening.  The  selection  of  quadrilles 
and  walzes  performed,  comprised  some  of  the  most  modern  com- 
positions of  the  kind,  with  others  of  older  date  and  more  established 
celebrity.  It  was  with  much  regret  that  we  heard  in  the  Ball 
Room  of  two  or  three  private  parties  being  given  on  the  same  even- 
ing, since  these,  we  feel  assured,  must  have  operated  seriously 
against  the  ball  by  necessarily  depriving  it  of  the  presence  of  many 
of  the  most  influential  of  the  residents.  It  might  be  as  well  if  a 
more  considerate  understanding  were  to  pre  rail  among  the  upper 
ranks  during  the  winter  season,  to  abstain  as  far  as  possible  from 
issuing  their  hospitable  invitations  for  ball  nights  ;  with  five  open 
nights  in  each  week  we  think  this  might  be  done  without  any 
serious  inconvenience  to  the  parties  ;  and  we  are  quite  sure  that  if 
some  regulation  of  the  kind  were  generally  adopted,  our  public 
amusements  would  be  greatly  benefited.  And  seeing  how  largely 
the  continued  prosperity  of  the  town  depends  upon  the  success  and 
eclat  of  its  recognized  assemblies,  we  cannot,  as  Lookers-on,  allow 
the  present  opportunity  to  pass  without  inviting  attention  to  this 
subject,  confident  that  a  moment's  reflection  will  satisfy  every  rea- 
sonable mind  that  any  interference,  which  can  possibly  be  avoided, 
with  the  regular  balls,  must  inflict  injury  not  only  upon  the  proprietor 
of  the  rooms,  who  adventures  his  capital  upon  the  chance  of  public 
patronage,  but  also  upon  those  branches  of  trade  especially  devoted 
to  the  luxuries  and  elegancies  of  fashionable  life. 
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The  Theatre  during  the  past  week  has  held  on  the  even  tenor 
of  its  way,  without  exciting  much  attention,  though  the  perfor- 
mances have  been  uniformly  well  got  up,  and  the  succession  of 
novelties  has  been  really  excellent  of  its  kind.  The  addition  of 
Miss  Crisp  to  the  company  has  been  of  great  service  to  the  stage 
department,  though  we  fear  but  little  benefit  has  yet  accrued  to  the 
treasury.  Last  night  there  was  a  better  house  than  usual,  the 
performances  being  for  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Hall,  of  whose  histrionic 
abilities  we  have  already  spoken  in  terms  of  high  commendation. 
The  drama  of  "The  Heart  of  Mid- Lothian"  was  the  first  piece,  the 
"  Pickwickwians"  the  interlude,  and  "  Rory  O'More"  the  afterpiece. 


THE  BIRMINGHAM  AND  GLOUCESTER  RAILWAY, 

To  which  we  made  passing  allusion  a  few  weeks  ago,  does  not  appear 
by  any  means  to  have  attracted  that  attention  which,  in  many  respects,  it 
deserves.  Its  local  importance  is  great,  as,  in  connexion  with  other  exist- 
ing or  contemplated  lines,  it  will  render  Cheltenham  the  focus  of  that 
great  stream  of  traffic  which,  in  a  few  years,  will  join  from  Bristol,  Exeter, 
Plymouth,  and  the  adjoining  counties,  toward  Birmingham,  Liverpool, 
Manchester,  and  ultimately  Scotland.  But  independent  of  any  local  claim 
on  our  attention,  it  possesses  we  have  been  informed  the  singular  feature 
of  almost  unprecedented  cheapness  of  execution,  combined  with  a  traffic  of 
large  amount.  The  Gloucester  portion  of  the  line  is  rapidly  approaching 
completion,  and  that  too  within  the  estimates  of  the  engineer.  The  earth- 
work is  remarkably  light,  as  is  also  the  masonry,  of  which  the  whole  is  being 
executed  at  prices  hitherto  unknown  to  railway  proprietors.  Workmen  are 
engaged  all  along  the  line,  which  is  let  in  small  contracts.  At  Tewkesbury 
the  depot  is  commenced,  and  the  Lansdown  depot  will  be  immediately 
proceeded  with — the  drawings  being  already  in  the  builder's  hand.  A 
plain  but  elegant  skew  bridge,  under  the  Arle  road,  is  now  waiting  for  the 
iron  work  ;  and  we  observe  the  workmen  very  busy  on  the  large  bridge 
which  is  to  carry  the  old  Gloucester  road  over  the  railway.  The  engineer 
appears  to  have  met  the  difficulty  of  the  absence  of  gravel,  on  this  part  of 
the  line,  by  a  novel  manufacture — burning  the  clay  into  a  species  of  brick 
rubbish,  which,  from  a  specimen  laid  down  on  the  Queen's  road,  appears 
to  answer  exceedingly  well.  This  road,  on  which  operations  are  resumed 
with  a  vigor  which  promises  its  completion  in  a  few  days,  will  afford  an 
easy  access  to  the  railway  station  from  the  Lansdown  end  of  the  town. 
The  improvements  on  Bays  Hill  open  a  direct  communication  with  the 
centre,  while  the  tramway  of  the  Gloucester  road  give  every  facility  for  the 
conveyance  of  goods  and  merchandize.  The  permanent  way,  in  the  con- 
struction of  which  Capt.  Moorsom,  the  able  engineer,  has  avoided  all  the 
errors  of  the  Great  Western,  while  he  secures  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  longitudinal  bearers,  is  being  tried  at  Swindon.  The  works  con- 
nected with  this  important  undertaking  form  objects  of  considerable 
attraction  to  numbers  of  persons,  who,  urged  by  curiosity,  frequently  visit 
them,  watching  the  progress  made  from  day  to  day  in  the  several  depart- 
ments. Nor,  indeed,  is  it  an  uninteresting  sight  to  see  the  activity  which 
prevails  throughout.  A  fine  afternoon  may  be  verv  pleasantly  spent  in  a 
walk  over  Bays  Hill  to  the  Gloucaster  road,  and  back  via  the  Queen's  road 
to  Lansdown.

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THE  LATE  MEETING  OF  THE  WELSH  BARDS  AT 
ABERGAVENNY, 

Of  which  "The  Looker-On"  gave  a  brief  notice  on  the  13th  of 
October,  would  seem  to  have  excited  a  much  larger  share  of  public 
interest  in  France  than  in  England,  intimately  connected  as  is  the 
latter  with  the  events  of  its  own  institutions.  In  the  "Journal  des 
Debats"  for  Oct.  the  19th  and  21st,  are  two  long  articles,  giving  an 
account  of  the  meeting  in  question,  and  characterizing  it  as  an 
assembly  doing  honour  to  the  country  in  which  it  was  held,  and 
marked  by  an  enthusiasm  such  as  rarely  distinguishes  the  gather- 
ings of  the  literati  among  its  more  highly  cultivated  neighbours.

In  the  same  paper  is  an  extract  from  a  poem,  by  the  celebrated 
French  poet  Lamartine,  written  for  the  occasion,  and  which  poem 
was  read  to  the  meeting  by  M.  Jacquelot,  one  of  the  Breton  depu- 
tation, and,  as  a  translation  only  of  this  composition  was  allowed 
then  to  be  published,  we  think  a  copy  of  the  original  may  prove 
interesting  to  many  of  our  readers  :  as  a  poem,  and  separate  from  the 
occasion  of  its  recitation,  it  is  undoubtedly  a  very  beautiful  pro- 
duction.

LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

Mr.  Rumball  delivered  his  third  lecture  on  Phrenology  at  this  institu- 
tion last  Saturday  evening,  but,  having  been  prevented  by  other  engage- 
ments from  attending,  the  Looker-On  is  unable  to  piesent  his  readers 
with  an  outline  of  the  discourse.  From  the  syllabus  we  percieve  that  the 
organs  described  were  Adhesiveness,  Combativeness,  Co?istructiveness,  Cau- 
tiousness, Destructiveness,  &c.  &c;  and  that  the  lecture  was  concluded  with 
a  general  view  of  the  M  propensities." 

On  Tuesday  Mr.  R.  resumed  in  his  fourth  lecture  the  consideration  of  the 
primitive  properties  of  the  mind,  commencing  with  Love  of  Approbation,  the 
situation  of  the  organ  assigned  to  which  on  the  skull  was  pointed  out.  This 
faculty  it  was  affirmed  was  that  which  excited  mankind  to  the  performance 
of  most  of  those  noble  and  ignoble  actions,  for  which  many  had  become 
pre-eminently  distinguished,  In  Napoleon — Nelson— --Augustus — Fieschi — 
and  other  renowned  worthies  of  ancient  and  modem  times  this  was  the 
ruling  power,  and  the  external  development  of  the  organ  was  affirmed  to 
have  been  proportionably  strong.  A  distinction  was  drawn  between  Self- 
esteem  and  the  Love  of  Approbation.  The  former  induced  pride,  conceit, 
and  self-approbation  ;  the  latter  lived  on  the  breath  of  others,  and  sought 
without  itself  the  pabulum  of  its  existence.  The  abuse  of  this  power  begot 
Vanity.  It  was  generally  strongly  developed  in  women,  as  indeed  it  should 
be ;  a  woman's  happiness  depending  upon  the  estimation  in  which  she  is 
held  by  others.  Timidity  and  Firmness  were  next  treated  of,  as  resulting 
from  mental  conformation.  From  the  former  proceeded  cowardice  in  all 
its  various  phases ;  from  the  latter,  courage,  and  a  disregard  of  danger. 
The  absence  of  fear  it  was  contended  was  generally  readily  distinguished 
by  the  external  manifestations  of  the  organ  of  firmness,  of  which  many 
examples  were  appealed  to,  including  that  of  Scott  the  leaper,  whose 
achievements  in  the  daring  occupation  to  which  he  resorts  have  lately 
been  brought  under  public  notice  in  the  newspapers,  and  whose  cranium 
Mr.  Rumball  stated  to  exhibit  a  large  development  of  the  organ, in  question. 
From  firmness  Mr.  Rumball  passed  on  to  describe  Veneration,  a  feeling 
which  phrenologists  consider  impels  mankind  to  worship  a  superior  power 
or  being,  but  a  feeling  merely,  having  no  discriminating  faculty  as  regards 
the  object  of  worship,  and  consequently  per  se  equally  indifferent  thereof. 
This  property  of  the  mind  being,  in  common  with  its  other  properties, 
possessed  by  all,  though  in  different  proportions,  it  followed  that  there 
could  be  no  such  being  as  an  idolater  in  the  abstract  sense  of  the  word  : 
the  intenseness  of  the  feeling  afforded  no  argument  or  evidence  that  its 
possessor  was  therefore  a  religious  man,  since  veneration  of  itself  taught  us 
not  what  to  worship,  this  was  the  province  of  another  power ;  its  existence 
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however  proved  the  existence  of  a  God.  St.  Paul  before  his  conversion 
evidenced  a  feeling  of  veneration  as  strong-  as  he  did  after  that  miraculous 
event,  though  its  object  was  changed.  In  former  times  the  feelings  and  affec- 
tions were  supposed  to  have  their  seat  in  the  heart:  this  opinion  phrenology 
has  long  since  exploded,  and  it  would  now  be  found  that  a  good  heart  was 
always  in  the  head.  Benevolence  was  the  next  of  the  primitive  properties 
of  the  mind  discussed  by  the  lecturer.  This  he  characterized  as  one  of  its 
finest  qualities,  at  the  same  time  that  it  was  one  which  exposed  him  most 
to  the  wiles  and  machinations  of  the  wary  and  dishonest,  its  unrestrained 
gratification  frequently  involving  him  in  ruin,  and  even  at  times  causing 
him  with  the  best  intentions  conceivable  to  be  guilty  of  injustice  ;  nume- 
rous instances  of  which  were  adduced.  The  existence  of  this  feeling  in 
other  animals  had  often  been  conjectured,  and  Mr.  Rumball  appeared  him- 
self rather  to  incline  to  this  opinion.  Hope,  the  disposition  of  the  mind 
which  induced  what  is  named  a  sanguine  temperament  in  those  subject  to 
its  impulses  in  any  excess,  was  glanced  at,  but  owing  to  the  lateness;  of  the 
hour  the  lecturer  was  obliged  to  dismiss  this  function  with  greater  brevity 
than  he  had  done  the  former  three.  Its  vast  importance  in  the  economy 
of  human  motives  and  affairs  was  hastily  glanced  at,  and  a  distinction 
drawn  between  it  and  desire,  a  feeling  with  which  it  was  too  frequently 
erroneously  confounded.  The  consideration  of  Ideality,  Marvelousness,  and 
Imitation,  the  other  topics  entered  in  the  scheme  of  the  evening's  discourse, 
was  obliged  to  stand  over  to  the  next  opportunity,  the  allotted  time  having 
expired. 

On  Thursday  evening  Mr.  Rumball  resumed  his  descriptions  of  the 
moral  sentiments  and  intellectual  faculties,  commencing  with  a  notice  of 
the  organization  peculiar  to  the  poetic  temperament,  and  catalogued  in  the 
phrenological  list  as  Ideality.  The  operation  of  this  was  shadowed  forth  by 
a  number  of  apposite  quotations  from  the  poets,  all  tending  to  illustrate 
the  peculiarity  of  the  mental  process  incident  to  the  imaginative  faculty, 
as  distinguished  from  the  same  process  in  the  ordinary  or  unimaginative 
mind.    That  this  peculiarity  depended  not  upon  education,  but  upon  men- 
tal conformation,  was  obvious  from  the  fact  of  all  poets  having  the  organ  of 
Ideality,    and  from  the  circumstance  of  many  of  the  finest  poets  in 
everv  age  and  country  having  been  among  the  uneducated  classes.  Mr.  R. 
concluded  this  division  of  his  subject  by  an  enquiry  into  the  opinions  of 
Locke  and  other  philosophers  as  to  the  origin  of  ideas,  which  he  considered 
as  true  in  part  only.    He  then  passed  on  to  describe  the  various  faculties 
situate — according  to  phrenologists — in  the  forehead,  and  briefly  discussed 
the  internal  powers,  and  the  external  development  of  the  organs  of  form, 
colour,  size,  weight,  order,  &c:  in  speaking  of  the  first  of  these  Mr.  R. 
instanced  Scott  as  possessing  this  faculty  in  a  remarkable  degree,  and  Byron 
as  being  almost  wholly  destitute  of  it ;  referring  to  the  writings  of  each  as 
affording  corroborative  evidence  of  this  assertion.     Some  interesting  par- 
ticulars were  also  given  of  the  use  and  application  of  the  other  perceptive 
faculties,  and  of  Number  it  was  affirmed,  that  there  were  people  so  sadly 
deficient  of  this  organ  as  scarce  to  be  able  to  count  four,  while  there  were 
others  in  whom  the  faculty  was  so  remarkably  developed  that  they  could 
almost  multiply  the  stars  by  the  sands  of  the  seashore.    Individuality,  or 
the  power  of  conveying  correct  notions  of  physical  properties,  Eventuality , 
Causality,  Wit,  and  Language,  had  each  its  full  share  of  attention  paid  it, 
and  its  peculiar  office  and  function  described.    Mr.  Rumball's  theory  of 
Wit  appeared  to  differ  in  some  particulars  from  that  generally  adopted  by 
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metaphysicians  and  writers  on  the  belles-lettres,  inasmuch  as  he  appeared 
to  think  that  wit  was  manifested  in  tracing  similarities  between  dissimilar 
objects,  and  that  only  was  wit  wherein  the  amount  of  discernable  diffe- 
rence was  greater  than  that  of  the  resemblance.  In  confirmation  of  this 
view  several  anecdotes  were  related;  which  at  least  illustrated,  if  it  did 
not  prove,  Mr.  R.'s  position ; — when  the  resemblance  was  greater  than 
the  difference,  it  was  no  longer  wit.  The  faculties  of  Imitation,  Locality, 
&c.  were  noticed  in  passing,  and  the  lecturer  concluded  with  some  inge- 
nious speculations  on  the  undiscovered  organs  of  the  brain  ;  such,  for 
example,  as  formed  the  media  of  sensation  for  affections  and  faculties  not 
yet  admitted  into  the  catalogue  of  phrenological  organs. 

Mr.  Rumball's  sixth  and  last  lecture  of  the  course  will  be  delivered  this 
evening. 


.  MISCELLANEA. 

The  Queen's  Visit  to  Brighton,  so  long  and  so  anxiously  looked  for 
by  her  Majesty's  lieges  of  that  town,  appears  now,  after  all,  somewhat 
problematical,  at  least  we  think  this  inference  may  be  drawn  from  the  fol- 
lowing paragraph  which  appears  in  the  '  Brighton  Gazette'  of  Thursday: — 

We  regret  to  state  that  there  is  yet  no  further  information  with  regard 
to  the  Queen's  visit  to  Brighton  ;  and  it  now  seems  exceedingly  doubtful 
whether  her  Majesty  will  be  here  during  the  present  month.  The  orders 
for  the  removal  of  the  household  troops  to  this  place  have,  we  understand, 
been  countermanded  ;  and  the  Windsor  correspondent  of  the  '  Morning 
Post'  states,  in  yesterday's  paper,  that  "the  time  of  her  Majesty's  de- 
parture for  Brighton  has  not  yet  been  settled. — Brighton  Gazette. 

Death  of  Viscount  Deerhurst. — We  regret  to  announce  the  demise  of 
the  above  Noble  Viscount,  which  took  place  on  Monday  afternoon  at  two  o'clock, 
at  Bourton  House,  near  Morton-in-the-Marsh,  Gloucestershire.  His  late  Lord- 
ship had  been  obliged  to  keep  his  room  since  August,  when  he  caught  cold  in 
returning  from  one  of  her  Majesty's  parties  at  the  New  Palace.  This  brought  on 
consumption.  The  Earl  of  Coventry  and  several  other  members  of  the  family 
were  present  at  his  Lordship's  dissolution.  Viscountess  Deerhurst,  who,  during 
her  late  Lord's  illness,  has  been  unremitting  in  her  attendance,  is  inconsolable  at 
her  bereavement.  His  Lordship  was  the  eldest  son  of  the  Earl  of  Coventry  by 
his  first  wife,  second  daughter  of  the  late  Earl  of  Beauchamp,  and  was  born  Oct. 
25,  1808.  He  married  March  16,  1836,  Miss  Harriet  Cockerell,  the  only 
daughter  of  the  late  Sir  Charles  Cockerell,  Bart.,  M.P.,  and  sister  of  the  present 
Bart.,  by  whom,  we  believe,  he  has  left  issue  an  infant.  By  his  Lordship's 
death  a  numerous  circle  is  placed  in  mourning. 

British  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science. — On  Wednesday 
a  highly  respectable  meeting  of  gentlemen  interested  in  the  approaching  meeting 
of  the  Association  in  Birmingham,  met  at  the  Public  Office,  (James  Turner,  Esq., 
high  bailiff,  in  the  chair,)  when  the  reply  of  the  general  council  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  the  invitation  forwarded  through  the  late  high  and  low  bailiffs,  was  read 
to  the  meeting,  accepting  of  the  invitation  to  hold  their  ensuing  meeting  in  Bir- 
mingham, in  the  month  of  August  next.  The  chairman  expressed  a  hope  that 
harmony  and  good  feeling  would  characterize  their  proceedings  ;  and  in  their 
arrangements  for  the  reception  of  the  members  of  the  Association,  that  every 
economy  consistent  with  trie  liberality  and  honor  of  the  town  would  be  kept  in 
view.  John  Corrie,  Esq.  also  expressed  a  hope,  as  the  question  was  one  alto- 
gether unconnected  with  sect  or  party — the  great  object  in  view  being  the  pro- 
motion of  science — that  all  classes  of  their  fellow  townsmen  would  unite  heart 
and  hand  in  giving  the  Association  a  warm  and  cordial  reception.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  November  14,  IS 38. 

My  dear  Looker-On, 

The  meeting  of  the  Cabinet  in  council  has  been  post  - 
poned till  Monday,  out  of  respect  to  the  domestic  afflictions  of  Lord  John 
Russell  and  Lord  Glenelg  ;  for  though  these  two  ministers  might  not 
attend  the  council,  yet  the  result  of  the  meeting  will  no  doubt  compel  them 
to  an  active  resumption  of  their  official  duties.  Lord  Lansdowne  has 
arrived  in  town,  and  the  rest  are  expected  daily.  Some  of  the  London 
press  have  been  trying  to  persuade  their  readers  that  Mr.  Poulett  Thomson, 
instead  of  shooting  wild  cattle  in  Chillingham  Park,  has  been  in  Paris, 
negociating  a  treaty  of  trade  and  commerce  with  the  French  Government. 
How  astonished  the  right  honourable  gentleman  must  have  been  to  read 
such  an  account  of  his  proceedings. 

On  Monday  we  had  an  annual  exhibition,  which,  though  of  a  grave  con- 
stitutional character,  is  generally  highly  amusing:  it  is  nothing  less  than 
the  nomination  of  the  high  sheriffs  for  the  English  counties  to  the  privy 
council.  Some  of  the  gentlemen  nominated  are  not,  from  various  reasons, 
ambitious  of  the  honour,  and  transmit  various  excuses  or  claims  of  exemp- 
tion, through  the  judges  to  the  lords  of  the  privy  council;  the  worthy 
squires  can  scarce  know,  one  would  think,  that  their  excuses  are  read  aloud 
in  open  court,  before  a  most  crowded  and  merry  audience,  (for  the  absurdity 
of  some  of  those  annually  tendered  induce  a  number  of  people  to  go  on 
purpose  to  enjoy  a  laugh)  else  more  rational  ones  would  be  made,  or 
gentlemen  would  submit  in  dignity  and  silence  to  the  chance  of  selection 
by  their  Sovereign.  On  Monday  there  was  quite  enough  to  produce  a 
general  giggle  throughout  the  whole  court.  One  squire  claimed  to  be 
excused  "  because  he  had  a  mortgage  on  his  propertv,  a  family  of  eight 
children,  the  youngest  only  three  months  old {;"  and  another  squire  claimed 
exemption  "  because  he  kept  hounds."  The  scene  too  was  heightened  by 
the  antics  which  a  certain  venerable  judge  never  fails  to  display  on  this 
occasion. 

There  is  an  on  dit  about,  that  Lord  Castlereasrh  is  sufFerino;  severely 
from  the  wound  he  received  in  his  duel  with  Moris,  de  Melcy,  husband  of 
Mile  Grisi.  The  gossip  is,  that  the  ball  entered  at  the  wrist,  and  passed 
along  the  arm  to  the  elbow,  where  it  touched  the  bone  :  the  wound  how- 
ever healed  very  favourably,  and  no  inconvenience  was  experienced  until 
very  lately,  when,  owing  to  the  extreme  irritation  caused  by  some  splinter 
that  was  not  observed,  the  whole  has  been  obliged  to  be  laid  open,  in  Older 
to  extract  it,  and  the  noble  lord  is  now  suffering  under  the  operation. 
Such  is  the  gossip. 

The  proceedings  at  Windsor  are  just  the  same  as  described  in  my  last, 
though  "The  Morning  Post,"  just  by  way  of  variety,  gravely  informed  its 
readers,  that  Her  Majesty  would  hold  a  council  last  Monday,  which  1  need 
scarce  tell  you  did  not  turn  out  to  be  a  fact.    The  time  for  the  Queen's 
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departure  for  Brighton  is  not  fixed  yet,  though  the  30th  has  been  named ; 
and  indeed  whether  Her  Majesty  will  go  at  all  seems  to  be  the  question. 
It  is  well  known  the  Queen  has  not  great  love  for  the  place,  and  it  is 
equally  certain  that  the  "  favourite"  (according  to  "  The  Spectator")  would 
throw  all  his  influence  against  the  removal  of  the  court  thither.  No  one 
is  a  greater  lover  of  his  own  ease  than  his  lordship,  and  to  be  snugly  domi- 
ciled in  the  Devil's  Tower  is  much  more  comfortable  than  running  back- 
wards and  forwards  fifty  odd  miles  whenever  he  has  occasion  to  see  his 
Sovereign,  or  that  she  wishes  to  see  him  ;  more  especially  too  at  a  time 
when  there  is  a  prospect  of  a  greater  necessity  than  ever  for  active  com- 
mmunication  between  the  Queen  and  her  minister.  The  Queen  Dowager 
it  is  believed  is  now  at  Naples,  where  she  went  to  meet  her  relations,  the 
Duke  Bernard  and  Duchess  Ida  of  Saxe-Weimar.  Previous  to  her  depar- 
ture from  this  country,  Her  Majesty  consigned  her  nephew  (Prince 
Edward  of  Saxe-Weimar)  to  the  care  of  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cam- 
bridge, and  His  Serene  Highness  is  now  domesticated  with  the  royal 
Duke  and  Duchess.  The  Prince  is  to  complete  his  education  in  this 
country.  There  is  a  story  current  that  Prince  Soutzo,  the  Greek  minister, 
is  going  to  break  up  his  establishment,  and  retire  to  a  suite  of  apartments 
at  an  hotel ;  and  that  the  Princess  and  her  daughter  Mademoiselle  Soutzo 
have  returned  or  are  going  to  return  to  Greece.  There  are  many  versions 
about  as  to  the  reason  of  this,  some  of  them  probable  enough,  and  others 
very  unlikely  ;  but  till  they  acquire  more  shape  and  consistency,  it  is  use- 
less to  repeat  them.  The  rigours  of  our  climate  are  quite  enough  to 
acconnt  for  it  to  a  native  of  the  sunny  clime  of  Greece.  The  Princess  has 
been  to  Windsor,  to  take  leave  of  the  Queen. 

The  Marquis  and  Marchioness  of  Lansdowne  and  Lord  Holland  are 
gone  on  a  visit  to  the  Queen  to-day.  Lord  Howick  comes  to  town  on 
Saturday,  as  do  the  rest  of  the  absent  ministers,  to  be  in  readiness  for  the 
council  on  Monday.  The  town  is  gradually  filling,  and  preparations  for 
the  ensuing  season  have  already  commenced.  The  absence  of  the  Opera 
Buffa  of  last  season  at  this  time  is  a  great  loss,  but  there  is  a  talk  that  it 
will  be  permanently  established  for  future  seasons. 

Vanamburgh  and  his  lions  still  continue  to  attract  large  audiences  at 
Drury  Lane  :  he  plays  with  leopards  as  other  people  do  with  kittens.  The 
last  gossip  I  have  to  send  you  is  one  just  current,  and  that  is — that  induce- 
ments are  to  be  held  out  to  Lord  Plunkett  to  resign,  and  that  Sir  John 
Campbell,  Her  Majesty's  Attorney  General,  is  to  be  the  future  Lord  Chan- 
cellor of  Ireland.

A  MOVING  SHADOW.

It  was  announced  last  evening  at  the  meeting  of  the  Royal  Society  that 
her  Majesty  had  been  pleased  to  confer  upon  Sir  John  Herschell  the  rank 
of  a  baronet.

— The  mortal  remains  of  the  above 
respected  nobleman  were  removed  from  Bourton-house,  Gloucestershire, 
on  Tuesday  evening,  to  Croome-house,  the  seat  of  the  Coventry  family,  ki 
Worcestershire,  for  interment  in  the  ancestral  vault  in  Croome  church. 
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LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

Last  Saturday  evening  Mr.  Rumball  completed  his  course  on  Phrenology, 
by  the  delivery  of  the  sixth  and  concluding  lecture,  before  a  very  numerous 
audience — Dr.  Boisragon,  the  president  of  the  society,  being  in  the  chair. 
Previous  to  commencing  his  review  of  the  course,  and  the  application  of 
the  principles  of  the  science,  to  the  practical  operations  of  life,  Mr.  R. 
noticed  some  important  omissions  of  which,  in  the  hurry  of  passing  from 
the  consideration  of  one  function  to  another  in  his  previous  discourses,  he 
had  been  guilty.  The  organ  of  time  had  in  this  way  escaped  attention. 
This  "  sense"  was  of  so  great  importance  in  human  affairs  that  in  the 
manifestation  of  the  mind,  as  developed  by  phrenology,  it  formed  the  sub- 
ject of  a  special  faculty.  Many  men  were  found  to  possess  an  exceedingly 
correct  appreciation  of  the  flight  of  time;  others  one  as  incorrect — of  both, 
instances  were  adduced  in  illustration.  In  treating  of  the  mind  as  a  whole 
Mr.  R.  proceeded  to  show  that  man,  possessing  all  the  "  propensities"  of 
the  brute  creation,  would  be  like  them  the  victim  of  his  organization,  had 
he  only  these.  He,  however,  had  been  endowed  with  other  faculties  in 
the  nature  of  moral  sentiments,  whose  office  and  function  it  was  to  coun- 
teract and  regulate  the  animal  "  propensities"  of  his  nature.  The  one  set 
of  feelings  being  antagonist  to  the  other  it  followed  that  in  proportion  as 
either  predominated  the  other  became  subservient,  and  hence  the  opposite 
diversities  of  character  and  disposition.  Both  had,  however,  a  tendency  to 
make  man  the  victim  of  their  own  peculiar  impulses,  and  hence  a  class  of 
faculties  superior  to  them  became  essential  to  the  happiness  and  free-will 
of  man:  these  again  were  found  in  the  intellectual  powers — in  reason, 
which  constituted  the  grand  controuling  and  directing  principle  of  the 
whole.  This  it  was  which  rendered  man  in  himself  a  free  agent  and  a 
responsible  being  in  the  eye  of  his  Maker;  for  though  the  "  propensities  " 
might  urge  him  in  one  direction,  or  the  "  moral  sentiments"  influence  him 
in  another,  he  was  still  master  of  them  all  so  long  at  reason  held  her  seat. 
The  sophistries  of  those  who  affirm  that  man  can  only  will  as  he  desires, — 
only  desire  as  he  wills,  were  strenuously  combated,  since  he  was  frequently 
found  to  will  things  contrary  to  his  desires,  because  "  reason"  satisfied 
him  that  it  was  essential  to  his  happiness  that  he  should  do  so.  When 
reason  failed  to  perform  its  controuling  office  man  became  insane — insanity 
being  the  excitement  of  any  of  the  organs  of  the  mind  to  a  degree  which 
rendered  them  beyond  the  controul  of  reason.  Numerous  cases  illus- 
trating this  view  of  insanity  were  cited,  and  several  amusing  anecdotes 
related  of  divers  kinds  and  conditions  of  madness.  Idiotcy  was  the  very 
reverse  of  insanity — man  in  this  state  was  an  irresponsible  creature ; 
wanting  the  controuling  powers  of  reason  he  ceased  to  be  a  free  agent. 
The  conditions  of  the  mind  essential  to  virtue  and  vice  were  next  described. 
The  former  was  explained  to  result  from  the  supremacy  of  the  moral  senti- 
ments over  the  "  propensities"  ;  the  latter  to  proceed  from  allowing  the 
"  propensities  "  to  obtain  the  mastery  over  the  higher  faculties.  Pleasure 
was  affirmed  to  be  the  gratification  of  the  majority  of  the  organs ;  pain  of 
the  opposite  condition.  This  position  was  illustrated  by  reference  to  facts 
identified  with  some  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  phrenology;  as  was 
also  the  view  taken  of  that  most  pitiable  of  all  complaints,  hypocondriacis. 
Having  passed  in  review  these  and  several  other  modifications  of  mental 
disease,  Mr.  Rumball  proceeded  to  speak  of  the  science  in  connexion  with 
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education,  the  most  important  feature  of  which  he  contended  should  be 
the  teaching  the  controul  of  the  inferior  by  the  superior  faculties  of  the 
mind,  so  as  to  bring  the  worst  propensities  and  passions  into  subjection,  at 
the  ?ame  time  that  the  loftier  powers  and  sentiments  were  brought  out  by 
exercise,  and  cultivated  so  as  to  render  them  capable  at  all  times  of  sub- 
duing the  tendencies  to  evil,  and  so  consummating  the  happiness  of  man 
both  in  time  and  eternity.  Mr.  R.  also  briefly  adverted  to  the  importance 
ol  phrenology  to  a  right  understanding  on  the  part  of  legislators  of  the 
motives,  dispositions,  and  impelling  tendencies  of  the  subjects  of  legisla- 
tion ;  as  without  a  calculation  of  these  it  would  be  impossible  to  frame 
equitable  and  wholesome  laws.  A  very  rapid  glance  was  taken  of  the 
application  of  the  science  to  other  points  of  moral,  physical,  and  political 
discipline  ;  but  the  lateness  of  the  hour  (it  was  now  half  past  nine)  com- 
pelled Mr.  Rumhall  to  bring  his  lecture  to  a  close. 

Mr.  Rumball  having  concluded  his  discourse,  Dr.  Theodore  Boisragon 
briefly  addressed  the  meeting  on  the  subject  of  the  meteoric  appearances 
which,  at  this  season  of  the  year,  usually  abound  in  the  heavens;  urging 
upon  the  members  of  the  institution  the  importance  of  taking  such  note 
and  observation  of  the  appearances  in  question  as  the  different  circum- 
stances, under  which  they  might  respectively  have  opportunities  of  noticing 
them,  would  admit.  The  cause  and  effect  of  the  northern  lights  were  as 
yet  but  very  imperfectly  understood,  and  too  much  attention  could  not 
therefore  be  bestowed  upon  the  subject. 

On  Thursday  evening  a  meeting  of  the  Natural  History  Section  was 
held,  at  which  the  Rev.  J.  Walker,  of  Charlton,  read  a  highly  interesting 
communication  on  Ornithology,  containing  the  results  of  his  own  observa- 
tions on  the  birds  of  this  immediate  neighbourhood.  After  a  few  pre- 
paratory remarks  on  the  study  of  Ornithology,  and  briefly  noticing  the 
form  and  structure  of  birds  in  general,  the  paper  set  out  with  a  description 
of  their  various  modes  of  progression  on  foot  and  on  the  wing.  The  pro- 
vision for  flight  in  different  kinds  of  birds  was  next  described,  and  the 
beautiful  adaptation  of  means  to  the  end  delightfully  illustrated  by  a  con- 
sideration of  the  feathers,  the  composition,  and  texture,  of  which  formed 
the  subject  of  some  ingenious  and  instructive  observations,  which  led  to 
an  animated  and  interesting  discussion  by  the  members  of  the  section. 
The  varieties  of  song,  and  the  organization  of  the  brain  and  larynx  in 
reference  thereto,  in  the  different  tribes  of  birds,  were  adverted  to,  and 
an  account  given  of  the  species  most  frequently  met  with  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Cheltenham,  which  it  appeared  from  Mr.  Walker's  observations 
composed  nearly  every  description  of  British  bird  known  in  the  country. 
The  subject  will  be  most  likely  resumed  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  section. 

On  Tuesday  evening  next  a  lecture  will  be  delivered  at  the  institution 
by  Mr.  J.  Clapton,  on  Man  considered  with  reference  to  his  mental  capacity  : 
and  we  have  much  pleasure  in  announcing  that  Mr.  Edwin  Lees,  the 
eminent  naturalist,  has  kindly  undertaken  to  deliver  a  course  of  three 
Lectures  on  the  Phenomena  of  Vegetation,  during  the  ensuing  month. 

On  Wednesday  several  of  the  members  of  the  society  assembled  in  the 
lecture  room  to  witness  the  feeding  of  a  Boa  Constrictor.  A  fine  live  rabbit 
was  set  before  the  reptile,  which  darting  on  its  prey,  soon  killed  it;  and  it 
was  curious  to  observe  the  action  of  the  devourer  as  it  swallowed  its 
victim,  without  breaking  or  crushing  it  in  the  least.  The  operation  took 
about  three  quarters  of  an  hour  before  the  rabbit  fairly  passed  into  the 
serpent's  stomach.

The  music  was 
excellent,  the  selection  of  quadrilles  and  waltzes  reflecting  great  credit  on 
the  taste  and  enterprize  of  the  leader.  We  sincerely  hope  the  observa- 
tions we  felt  called  upon  to  make  last  Saturday  on  the  subject  of  the  giving 
of  private  parties  on  the  ball  nights  will  not  be  wholly  disregarded,  but, 
on  the  contrary,  that  our  residents  will  endeavour  so  to  arrange  their 
domestic  hospitalities  throughout  the  ensuing  winter,  as  to  leave  the 
Monday  evenings  as  open  as  possible.  If  this  course  were  adopted  by  a 
few  of  our  leading  families,  it  would  soon  be  recognised  and  acted  upon 
generally  as  an  understood  regulation,  the  good  effects  of  which  could  not 
fail  being  felt  and  admitted  by  all  classes  ;  for  while  the  affluent  and  the 
influential  in  society  would  be  upholding  a  powerful  inducement  to  the 
visits  of  their  friends,  the  middle  and  trading  portions  of  the  community 
would  be  largely  benefited  by  the  expenditure  inseparable  from  the  pros- 
perity of  the  established  amusements.  Let  this  considerate  feeling  once 
prevail,  and  Cheltenham  will  soon  become  as  famed  for  its  winter  as  it 
has  long  been  for  its  summer  gaiety. 

The  Theatre,  notwithstanding  the  powerful  attraction  of  Mrs.  Waylett's 
singing,  and  the  admirable  acting  of  Mr.  Hall — the  "  stars"  of  the  week — 
supported  too  by  the  abilities  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Grattan,  and  a  really  meri- 
torious company,  has  made  but  little  way  in  the  town's  favor ;  the  au- 
diences have,  it  is  true,  somewhat  improved  during  the  last  few  nights, 
but  not  in  a  degree  at  all  equal  to  the  deserts  of  the  performances.  Mrs. 
Waylett's  engagement  closed  last  night,  when  she  appeared  in  "  Clari,  the 
Maid  of  Milan,"  and  also  sustained  the  characters  of  Eliza  Fielding,  in  the 
interlude  of  "  West  Country  Wooing,"  and  Kate  O'Brien  in  the  farce  of 
"  Perfection."  Though  obviously  suffering  from  the  effects  of  a  severe 
cold,  Mrs.  Waylett  sang  several  favorite  ballads  in  the  most  delightful 
style  conceivable.  The  performances  this  evening  are  for  Mrs.  W's. 
"  benefit,''  and  we  sincerely  hope  the  result  will  exemplify  the  designation. 

The  pieces  announced  are,  the  comedy  of  Naval  Engagements ,  West 
Country  Wooing,  and  Midas,  in  each  of  which  Mrs.  Waylett  will  perform, 
singing  several  of  her  most  favorite  songs,  as  also  introducing  between  the 
first  and  second  piece,  a  series  of  Tableaux  Vivans. 

The  Cheltenham  Annuaire  and  Directory  for  1838,  now  in  the

Summer — with  its  bright  sunshine,  its  gay  sports  and  pastimes,  its 
promenades  in  the  gloaming,  and  its  rambles  by  moonlight  — hath  fairly 
left  us  once  again ;  and,  in  lieu  thereof,  we  have  dark  and  uncertain 
weather,  short  days  and  long  nights,  fit  hours  for  meditation  and  the 
society  of  "  absent  friends." 

"  Now  stir  the  fire,  and  close  the  shutters  fast, 

Let  fall  the  curtains,  wheel  the  sofa  round, 

And,  while  the  bubbling  and  loud-hissing  urn 

Throws  up  a  steamy  column,  and  the  cups, 

That  cheer  but  not  inebriate,  wait  on  each, 

So  let  us  welcome  peaceful  Evening  in," 
'T  is  indeed  the  very  hour  to  hold  sweet  converse  with  the  thoughts  of 
the  wise  or  the  imagination  of  the  playful,  as  the  mood  of  the  moment 
prompts :  now  speculating  with  the  philosopher  on  the  profound  mysteries 
of  the  material  and  immaterial  worlds,  and  anon  relaxing  the  mental  ten- 
sion to  enjoy  the  dreams  of  the  poet, — the  airy  nothings  of  the  romancer. 
In  this,  our  pleasant  study,  we  have  much  to  woo  our  notice  among  the 
arrivals  of  the  bygone  summer.  See  yonder !  what  a  pile  of  heterogeneous 
facts  and  fancies, — from  the  goodly  tome  of  five  hundred  pages  to  the 
pamphlet  scarce  thicker  than  a  Vauxhall  slice ;  and  there  is  not  one  of  all 
the  number  but  has  cost  its  author  many  an  anxious  throe,  begotten  many  a 
golden  hope,  and  many  a  bitter  pang  of  disappointment;  and  here  they 
wait,  solicitous  of  a  good  character  even  from  so  humble  a  creation  as  the 
"Looker-On,"  who  judges  not  of  things  in  general  other  than  by  their 
looks ; — a  mere  superficial  observer,  and  yet  one  who  whilome  hath  served 
his  'prenticeship  to  the  ungentle  craft,  and  become  qualified  for  the  illiberal 
profession  of  critic.  Since  last  we  spent  an  evening  among  the  publica- 
tions of  the  day,  the  world  of  literature  would  seem  to  have  progressed 
very  quietly — no  work  of  great  genius,  no  "  splendid  undertaking"  having 
startled  the  lovers  of  "  good  books"  from  their  propriety ;  a  few  clever 
scientific  treatises  and  two  or  three  literary  essays  of  consideiable  merit 
have  indeed  been  published,  but  with  these  exceptions  the  summer  would 
seem  to  have  been  occuped  in  preparing  for  the  winter,  and  in  issuing 
reprints  of  former  works.  The  most  original  of  these,  both  in  design  and 
execution,  is  the  new  edition  of  Shakespear,  of  which  one  part  only  has 
yet  appeared ;  that  one  however  augurs  well  for  those  which  are  to  follow. 
The  notes  are  written  with  great  spirit  and  no  inconsiderable  share  of 
learning,  and  the  illustrative  embellishments  are  quite  equal  to  those  of 
Mr.  Lane's  new  edition  of  the  Arabian  Nights  :  superior  they  cannot  be, 
for  certes,  such  exquisite  specimens  of  wood-engraving  were  never  before 
introduced  into  any  work  of  the  kind.  In  both,  art  hath  achieved  a  truly 
splendid  triumph,  and  we  trust  no  lack  of  patronage  will  damp  the  pub- 
lisher's ardour  or  the  artist's  glowing  fancy. 

The  Annuals  are  all  before  us,  but  as  we  know  not  where  to  chuse,  we 
shall  adjourn  the  discussion  of  their  merits  and  demerits—  for,  beautiful  as 
they  are,  they  are  not  wholly  free  from  faults — to  some  more  convenient 
season  ;  contenting  ourselves  at  the  present  sitting  with  a  perusal  of  an 
old  favourite  among  the  "magas." 

"The  Naturalist"  for  November,  edited  by  Neville  Wood,  Esq., 
Is  now  before  us,  and  it  affords  us  pleasure  to  state  that  the  16th  No.  equals 
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its  predecessors,  both  as  to  the  originality  and  extent  of  the  information  it 
contains  on  those  subjects  of  which  it  proposes  to  treat.  The  first  article  is 
from  the  pen  of  Mr.  Edwin  Lees,  on  Local  Scenery  in  Natural  History .  It 
is  a  pleasing  paper,  in  the  author's  usual  popular  style,  and  contains  some 
interesting  observations  on  diluvial  deposits.  The  following  anecdote, 
illustrative  of  the  organic  reliquse  of  the  geological  epoch  to  which  these 
gravelly  beds  are  referred,  is  both  interesting  and  amusing :  when  alluding 
to  the  extinct  Pachydermata  of  this  zoological  cycle,  he  says, — 

"My  friend  Mr.  Allies,  whose  diligence  in  investigation  is  almost  unequalled, 
and  is  only  rivalled  by  the  ingenuity  of  his  hypotheses,*  some  months  since 
requested  the  workmen  at  Fleet's  Bank  to  reserve  for  him  all  the  bones  they 
might  dis-inter  at  that  famous  animal  mausoleum,  and  a  consderable  quantity 
were  amassed,  pregnant  with  scientific  lore  and  learned  disquisition — but  alas  ! 
when  my  friend  went  for  the  treasure  which  was  to  freight  his  boat  wiih  immor- 
tality, he  learned,  to  his  unutterable  dismay,  from  a  hind—  pale,  ghastly,  and 
affrighted  as  the  wretch  who  undrew  Priam's  curtain  to  tell  him  of  the  confla- 
gration of  Troy — that  some  demon  in  the  shape  of  a  ragman  had  passed  by  the 
previous  day,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  workmen,  had  captured  and  bagged  (or 
rather  'boned')  the  whole  antediluvian  treasure ! 

'  Sad  Philomel  thus — but  let  similes  drop, 
And  now  that  I  think  on't,  the  story  may  stop.'f 
However,  in  all  probability,  these  'organic  remains  of  a  former  world,'  sold  by 
the  ragman,  and  ground  down  with  a  mass  of  others,  if  not  served  up  on  the 
breakfast-table  with  the  miscellaneous  ingredients  that  go,  it  is  said,  into  the 
composition  of  our  modern  bakers'  loaves  ; — may  at  least,  used  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  earthenware  and  china,  assist  to  form  a  dinner  or  tea-service,  and  thus 
we  may  make  our  libations  from  the  metamorphosed  jaws  of  a  Hyaena  or  Rhino- 
ceros, or  dine  unconsciously  upon  the  re-organived  ribs  of  '  pre-adamite'  Ele- 
phants, as  we  are  already  lighted  at  our  public  banquets  from  the  treasured 
stores  of  a  gas,  which,  once  revelling  in  the  atmosphere  that  surrounded  a  new- 
born globe,  has  since  lain  imprisoned,  like  the  Genii  of  Eastern  fable,  for  thou- 
sands of  years  in  its  dark  dungeon,  till  once  more  set  at  liberty  for  new  enter- 
prizes  and  new  adventures." 

Interesting  but  purely  scientific  papers  follow,  on  the  numerical  law  that 
regulates  the  development  of  the  toes  of  Birds,  by  Mr.  Allis  ;  on  the  classi- 
fication of  the  Adephaga,  by  Mr.  P.  Rylands ;  and  on  the  habits  of  the 
Dormouse,  by  Mr.  Pigott.  We  highly  approve  of  the  plan  adopted  by  the 
Editor,  of  giving  an  outline  of  the  proceedings  of  provincial  societies  : 
such  notices,  we  think,  tend  materially  to  stimulate  the  members  of  such 
institutions  to  honourable  and  useful  exertions,  by  demonstrating  what 
others,  under  similar  circumstances,  are  capable  of  achieving.  We  are  led 
to  make  these  observations  from  a  perusal  of  the  report  of  an  excellent 
course  of  lectures  on  the  Linnaean  System  of  Botany,  delivered  by  Mr.  Roby, 
a  banker,  at  the  Rochdale  Philosophical  Institution.  This  example,  so 
honourable  to  a  gentleman  engaged  in  extensive  commercial  concerns,  is 
sufficient  to  shew  that  where  there  is  the  will  there  may  be  the  way,  and 
that  the  sober  pursuits  of  science  are  by  no  means  at  variance  with  the 
calls  of  duty.  We  trust  it  may  be  the  means  of  inducing  many  gentlemen 
amongst  ourselves  to  aid,  by  their  individual  exertions,  in  supporting  the 
Philosophical  Institution  of  our  town,  and  of  sustaining  the  reputation  it 
has  already  acquired,  and  extending  its  sphere  of  usefulness.  Our  limited 
space  compels  us  unwillingly  to  close  our  present  notice  of  this  interesting 
number.

METEOROLOGY  AND  THE  WEATHER-PROPHETS. 

It  is  now  six  months  since  the  press  of  matters  of  more  stirring  interest 
compelled  us  to  abandon  the  publication  of  our  weekly  tables  of  the  fluctu- 
ations of  the  weather,  and  the  prophecies  which  undertook  to  predict  its 
changes.  Though  withdrawn  for  a  time  from  the  notice  of  our  readers 
this  subject  was  not  relinquished,  but  as  carefully  registered  from  day  to 
day  as  when  the  '*  copy"-boy  called  for  the  returns.  Having  pledged  our- 
selves, when  the  weather  excitement  was  at  its  highest  last  January,  "  to 
put  the  predictions  of  Mr.  Murphy  and  Lieutenant  Morrison  fairly  to  the 
test  of  experience  during  the  current  year/'  we  purpose,  ere  yet  the  year 
closes,  redeeming  the  pledge  we  then  made,  and  hope  during  the  six 
ensuing  weeks  to  bring  up  our  leeway  by  publishing  the  whole  of  the 
meteorological  results  collected  since  last  we  discussed  the  subject :  in  the 
opinion  of  some  of  our  readers,  there  will  not  probably  be  much  to  interest  or 
amuse  in  these  "  dry  details,"  but  there  are  also  others  who  esteem  such 
"uninteresting"  particulars  of  the  first  importance,  as  tending  either  to  illus- 
trate high  scientific  truths,  or  to  disabuse  the  public  mind  of  the  effect  of 
bold  impostures,  or  ingenious  fallacies.  To  the  former  of  these  it  will  be 
satisfactory  to  know,  that  the  space  which  will  be  allotted  to  our  weather 
speculations  will  trench  principally  on  the  advertisement  pages  of  our  work, 
and  will  therefore  not  deprive  them  of  those  more  readable  articles  which 
give  interest  to  the  "  Looker-On"  in  the  opiniou  of  the  general  reader.  In 
order  to  render  the  series  perfect,  we  this  week  re-commence  at  the  date  at 
which  the  former  series  closed,  viz.  May  23rd ;  giving  the  results  of  the 
remaining  seven  days  of  that  month,  together  with  those  for  the  whole  of 
June  ;  and  we  shall  continue  each  week  to  give  the  table  of  one  entire 
month  until  we  have  overtaken  the  long  arrear  which  at  present  awaits  our 
recognition.  This  done,  we  will  endeavour  by  a  careful  analysis  of  the 
whole  series  to  test  the  value  of  the  "principles"  which  the  weather- 
prophets  upon  trial  affirm  to  have  been  their  only  guide  in  the  predictions 
which  they  have  respectively  given  to  the  world,  and  for  which  they  have 
claimed  the  public  faith  and  credence.  The  readers  of  the  "  Looker-On" 
will  thus  be  enabled  to  see  whether  henceforth  they  ought  or  ought  not  to 
purchase — with  a  view  to  meteorological  information — the  almanacs  of 
either  Mr.  Murphy  or  Lieut.  Morrison  ;  or  whether  they  are  to  purchase 
them  for  the  mere  purposes  of  amusement,  and  the  gratification  of  useless 
yet  innocent  curiosity.

MTSCELLANEA. 

Centenary  Celebration  of  Wesleyan  Methodism. — The  commencement 
of  a  general  movement  in  this  large  and  zealous  body,  took  place  in  Manchester 
last  week,  with  a  view  to  commemorate  the  centenary  of  Methodism,  at  the  Con- 
ference, next  year,  (July,  1839,)  by  the  founding  of  several  institutions,  and  the 
total  liquidation  of  certain  debts  on  various  chapels  connected  with  the  society, 
A  considerable  number  of  the  preachers  and  influential  laymen  of  the  body,  from 
various  parts  of  the  kingdom,  came  to  this  town  on  the  occasion  of  these  meet- 
ings. On  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  at  the  meetings  in  Oldham  Street  Chapel, 
after  prayer,  and  some  statements  connected  with  the  proposed  celebration,  a 
number  of  gentlemen  came  forward  and  announced  donations  of  large  amounts, 
for  the  carrying  out  of  the  objects  proposed.  Mr.  James  Wood  offered,  as  his 
contribution,  a  thousand  guineas  ;  Mr.  G.  R.  Chappell,  a  thousand  guineas  ; 
Mrs.  Bealey,  of  Radcliffe,  a  thousand  guineas  ;  and  her  sons,  Mr.  Adam  Bealey 
and  Mr.  John  Bealey,  five  hundred  guineas  each ;  Mr.  James  Heald,  of  Stock- 
port, a  thousand  guineas  ;  Miss  Heald,  (his  sister,)  a  thousand  guineas ;  and 
another  sister,  five  hundred  guineas  ;  Mr.  John  Sands,  of  Liverpool,  a  thousand 
guineas  ;  Mr.  Farmer,  of  London,  (treasurer,  we  believe,  to  the  Wesleyan  Me- 
thodist Missionary  Association,)  a  thousand  guineas ;  Mr.  Irvine,  of  Bristol,  a 
thousand  guineas  ;  Mr.  J.  Fernley,  five  hundred  guineas  ;  Mr.  James  Garstang, 
five  hundred  guineas ;  with  many  other  names  for  equal  as  well  as  for  smaller 
amounts.  On  Thursday  night  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  contributions  was 
something  like  Twenty- seven  Thousand  Three  Hundred  Pounds.  On  Friday 
morning  this  sum  was  increased  to  upwards  of  £28,000  ;  and,  at  another  meet- 
ing held  in  the  evening,  further  amounts  were  announced ;  so  that  it  is  very 
probable,  that  before  the  terminations  of  these  meetings,  not  less  than  £30,000 
will  be  contributed  towards  the  objects  named  in  Manchester  alone.  It  was 
originally  proposed  that,  in  the  whole  Wesleyan  community  in  the  United  King- 
dom, the  sum  of  £80,000  should  be  raised  for  the  following  objects  : — For  build- 
ing an  edifice  for  a  theological  institution,  furniture,  &c,  £35,000 ;  to  the  chapel 
loan  fund,  in  order  to  liquidate  debts  which  have  long  pressed  on  some  of  the 
chapels,  £20,000  ;  for  the  erection  and  establishment  of  a  new  mission-house  in 
London,  £15  000;  in  aid  of  the  two  schools  connected  with  the  body,  at  Kings- 
wood  and  Woodhouse  Grove,  £5,000 ;  to  purchase  a  vessel  for  the  use  of  the 
missionaries  stationed  in  the  various  islands  in  the  South  Seas,  £3,000  ;  leaving 
£2,000  for  some  other  purpose  connected  with  the  extension  of  the  preaching  of 
the  gospel,  at  home  or  abroad.  It  has,  however,  been  determined,  since  the 
above  resolution  was  come  to,  to  raise  not  less  than  £100,000 ;  and,  if  this  inten- 
tion be  fulfilled,  the  distribution  of  the  vast  funds  must  be  made  in  a  somewhat 
different  manner.  The  disposal  and  apportionment  of  the  centenary  fund  will 
be  confided  to  Conference. — Manchester  Guardian.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London,  November  i\}  1838. 

My  dear  Looker-On, 

The  meeting  of  the  Cabinet,  after  having  been  again  postponed 
from  Monday,  has  taken  place  to-day.  The  only  absentees  are 
Lord  John  Russell  and  Viscount  Duncannon  ;  the  latter  nobleman 
has  never  thoroughly  recovered  his  health  since  his  severe  attack 
in  the  early  part  of  this  year.  In  addition  to  the  political  impor- 
tance of  this  meeting,  it  answers  another  notable  purpose,  viz., 
the  disproving  all  those  malicious  insinuations  about  Lord  Mel- 
bourne's having  given  up  housekeeping,  inasmuch  as  the  noble 
Premier  gave  his  colleagues  a  grand  dinner  at  his  own  house  on 
the  occasion.  All  the  ministers  arrived  in  town  on  Monday,  with. 
the  exception  of  Lord  Lansdowne  and  Mr.  Spring  Rice,  and  they 
made  their  appearance  to-day.  The  ministry  being  therefore  fairly  in 
66  deliberation"  on  the  various  important  matters  demanding  their 
attention,  may  now,  with  great  propriety,  be  dismissed  from  our 
gossip. 

The  Queen  Dowager  was  to  leave  Naples  on  the  16th  for  Malta, 
which  place,  it  is  supposed,  has  a  climate  most  favorable  to  the 
recovery  of  her  Majesty's  health.  The  Queen  was  ever  subject  to 
a  bad  cough,  but  latterly  it  so  much  increased  in  violence  that  it 
was  found  impossible  to  subdue  it  without  the  assistance  of  a 
warmer  and  more  genial  atmosphere.  The  suite  that  accompanies 
her  Majesty  is  extremely  numerous.  The  Duchess  of  Kent  has 
been  slightly  indisposed  lately,  but  is  now  better.  Prince  Edward 
of  Saxe  Weimar  has  gone  on  a  visit  to  some  of  his  relations  at  the 
Hague,  till  January,  when  he  returns  to  this  country  ;  the  Prince 
is  pursuing  his  studies  as  a  Cadet  at  the  Military  College  at  Sand- 
hurst, and  in  due  time  His  Serene  Highness  is  to  enter  the  British 
service. 

As  to  Windsor,  there  is  nothing  in  the  way  of  gossip,  except 
that  Mrs.  Hamilton  (who,  as  Miss  Dillon,  was  accounted  the  most 
beautiful  of  the  Queen's  Maids  of  Honour)  accompanied  by  her 
husband,  is  now  on  a  visit  to  her  Majesty.  The  Queen  "rides," 
"  walks"  and  "  drives"  as  usual ;  now  and  then  a  Lord  or  Lady  of 
the  Bedchamber  "goes  on"  or  "comes  off"  duty,  and  if  there  is 
any  change,  it  is  only  in  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  visitors 
at  the  castle.  The  Mistress  of  the  Robes,  with  the  noble  Duke  her 
husband,  are  now  in  Italy. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Cutlar  Ferguson  has  put  the  place  of  Jud^e 
Advocate  General  at  the  disposal  of  Ministers,  for  which  there  will 
be  no  lack  of  candidates.  The  duties  of  the  office  consist  in  re- 
porting the  judgments  of  all  courts  martial  to  the  Queen,  and  re- 
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ceiving  her  Majesty's  commands  thereon.  The  legal  qualification 
for  this  office  is,  that  the  holder  of  it  must  be  a  barrister,  and  ac- 
cordingly it  is  generally  given  to  one  who  has  a  seat  in  the  House 
of  Commons. 

The  opera  of  Francis  the  First,  composed  by  Mr.  E.  Loder,  and 
brought  out  at  Drury  Lane,  has  not  succeeded  so  well  as  its  music 
deserves  that  it  should,  owing  to  its  being  married  to  anything  but 
"  immortal  verse."  In  fact  the  plot  and  dialogue  are  among  the 
stupidest  that  was  ever  prepared  for  the  stage.  The  music  is  both 
very  pretty  and  very  clever :  one  ballad,  <tf  Our  old  House  at 
home,"  (about  the  authorship  of  which  there  is  a  grand  squabble) 
sung  by  Phillips,  always  obtains  a  rapturous  encore — but  owing  to 
the  dulness  of  the  thing  as  a  drama  its  representation  is  exceeding- 
ly tedious  and  heavy.  This  is  not  a  little  assisted  by  the  mono- 
tonous pomposity  with  which  Phillips  as  "  Francis"  utters  all  he 
has  to  say.  Giubelei  and  Miss  Romer,  as  the  "  Count  and  Countess 
Chateaubriant,"  did  all  that  was  possible  with  their  respective 
characters.  Braham  has  reappeared  at  this  theatre  as  the  hero  of 
Auber's  charming  opera,  "  Fra  Diavolo."  The  most  distressing 
rumours  are  afloot  respecting  the  circumstances  which  have  in- 
duced this  celebrated  singer,  with  the  merest  wreck  of  his  once 
magnificent  voice  left,  and  with  the  infirmities  of  old  age  gradually 
increasing  on  him,  once  more  to  accept  a  theatrical  engagement. 
Gossip  says  that  the  losses  experienced  by  Mr.  Braham,  by  the 
Colosseum  and  the  St.  James's  Theatre,  have  been  near  £80,000. 
The  latter  has  been  in  the  market  for  some  time,  for  letting,  but 
even  George  Robins  has  failed  in  getting  a  tenant. — By-the-bye, 
the  theory  of  certain  philosophers  respecting  the  power  of  the 
human  eye  upon  wild  animals,  is  not  advanced  a  jot  by  the  exhi- 
bition of  Van  Amburgh,  as  the  hero  of  it  is  afflicted  by  such  a 
decided  cast  or  squint,  that  the  lions,  tigers  and  leopards  must  be 
infinitely  more  cunning  than  we  are  if  they  can  tell  when  he  is 
looking  at  them. 

There  was  a  good  deal  of  fun  anticipated  by  an  expected  meeting 
of  Prince  Louis  Napoleon  and  the  French  Ambassador  at  the  City 
Feast  on  Lord  Mayor's  Day,  but  unfortunately  this  amiable  anti- 
cipation was  not  realised  in  consequence  of  the  Pricne's  departure 
from  town  previous  to  the  banquet.  His  young  Highness  was 
made  a  sort  of  "  Lion"  of,  or  at  least  a  "  Lion's  Cub"  during  his 
short  stay  in  the  Metropolis,  and  some  people  affected  great  sym- 
pathy for  him — why,  it  would  be  rather  difficult  to  say. 

The  Cabinet  does  not  meet  to  day  in  the  Council  Chamber  in 
the  Foreign  Office,  but  it  proceeds  at  once  to  business,  i.  e.  dinner, 
at  the  Premier's  private  house  in  South  Street.  The  intelligence 
this  morning  from  Canada  will  scarce  assist  its  digestion. 

The  death  of  the  Earl  of  Sefton  took  place  last  night  after  a 
lone:  illness.    Lord  Molyneaux  succeeds  to  the  title. 

The  attempted  assassination  of  the  self-dubb'd  Duke  of  Nor- 
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mandy  has  made  a  bit  of  a  "  sensation"  as  ovu  neighbours  across 
the  water  would  have  it ;  however  it  is  rather  more  interesting  to 
them  than  to  us.  There  is  no  chance  of  the  wounds  proving  fatal, 
as  the  "  Duke"  is  going  on  as  favorably  as  possible.

THE  THEATRE. 

Mrs.  Waylett's  benefit,  on  Monday  evening,  drew  a  crowded  house — the 
first  we  have  witnessed  this  season.  All  the  boxes  in  the  dress  circles 
being  equally  well  filled  with  the  other  parts  of  the  theatre.  The  first 
piece  was  the  petite  comedy  of  Naval  Engagements.  The  principal  per- 
sons of  which  were  sustained  by  Mrs.  Waylett,  who,  as  Mary  Mortimer, 
exhibited  all  that  archness  of  manner  for  which  her  style  of  acting  has 
ever  been  most  admired  ;  Mrs.  Thompson,  who  performed  Mrs.  Pontifex 
with  considerable  tact ;  Mr.  Hall,  who  enacted  Admiral  Kingstone  indiffer- 
ently well —  it  is  not  suited  to  his  cast  of  characters;  and  Mr.  Gratton, 
who  represented  the  Lieutenant,  and  of  whom  the  same  may  be  said  as  of 
Mr.  Hall.  The  piece  itself  is  one  of  those  stage  absurdities  which  are 
only  tolerated  for  the  sake  of  some  sparkling  points  of  acting  which  such 
performers  as  Mrs.  Waylett  are  always  able  to  display  even  in  pieces  of 
the  most  talentless  and  worthless  description.  Her  song,  "Peaceful 
slumbering  on  the  ocean,"  was  given  in  such  sweet  style  that  for  the 
chance  of  such  a  gem  a  very  large  measure  of  absurdity  would  be  patiently 
endured.  After  Naval  Engagements  two  Tableaux  Vivans  were  exhibited,  and 
descriptive  of  each  of  them  Mrs.  Waylett  sang  a  Scotch  ballad,  commencing 

Bonnie  Jockey  blythe  and  gay,"  and  two  or  three  verses  of  "  Auld 
Robin  Gray;  the  former  very  sweetly  indeed,  but  the  3atter  less  effectively. 
The  first  of  the  Tableaux  was  well  and  correctly  done,  but  the  second  was 
ill  managed — the  figure  of  Auld  Robin  was  in  motion  during  the  whole 
time,  and  sadly  marred  the  effect  of  the  group.  The  interlude  of  West 
Country  Wooing  followed  the  illustrated  ballads.  In  this  the  dialectic 
acting  of  Mrs.  Waylett  kept  every  part  of  the  theatre  in  a  perfect  roar  of 
laughter;  and  the  ballad  snatches  so  happily  and  appositely  introduced, 
gave  a  delightful  charm  to  the  dramatic  sketch.  Mr.  Gannon  enacted 
Young  Townsend  rather  awkwardly  for  a  sentimental  lover  and  a  student  of 
the  royal  academy.  The  chaiacter  was  not  suited  to  him.  The  farce  of 
Midas  concluded  the  evening's  entertainment — Mrs.  Waylett  performing 
the  character  of  Apollo,  and  Mr.  Hall  that  of  Midas;  but  as  we  did  not 
wait  for  this  we  cannot  offer  an  opinion  as  to  the  manner  in  which  it  was 
either  got  up  or  got  through. 

The  three  following  evenings  to  that  of  Mrs.  Waylett's  benefit  were 
disgraced  by  the  exhibition  of  one  of  those  revolting  spectacles  of  modern 
murder  and  execution,  which  have  recently  perverted  the  objects  of  the 
drama,  and  its  agent  the  stage,  to  the  pampering  of  the  grossest  passions, 
and  the  introduction  of  which  is  alike  discreditable  to  the  manager  who 
caters  and  the  patrons  who  applaud  such  performances.  This  piece  was 
entitled  the  Dumb  Boy  of  Manchester,  and  afforded  an  opportunity  to  a  Mr. 
T.  Thompson  to  display  his  powers  in  a  character  so  called.  His  acting 
certainly  was  very  clever.  Miss  C.  Poole,  as  the  sister  of  the  Dumb  Boy, 
and  the  wife  of  the  real  murderer  of  the  story,  pourtrayed  the  conflicting 
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emotions  of  her  dreadful  situation  with  great  power  and  dramatic  effect ; 
and  Mr.  D.  Gannon,  as  her  husband,  sustained  the  character  of  the  villain 
in  a  manner  that  proved  the  possession  of  undoubted  abilities  as  an  actor. 
All  the  performers  did  their  best,  and  deserved  much  praise  for  the  way  in 
which  they  acquitted  themselves  in  the  parts  respectively  assigned  them. 
We  were,  however,  so  disgusted  with  the  exhibition  that  we  felt  no  dispo- 
sition to  remain  for  the  afterpieces,  or  to  revisit  the  theatre  again  during 
the  week. 

The  benefit  nights  of  the  regular  company  commence  next  week,  and 
we  sincerely  hope  they  will  be  successful  and  productive.  Miss  Crisp 
announces  hers  for  Wednesday  the  28th,  when  the  performances  are  to  be 
the  Love  Chace,  with  Raymond  and  Agnes  for  the  afterpiece,  and  other 
entertainments. 


SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Gaieties  of  Winter  have  already  commenced  with  much  spirit  in 
our  fashionable  circles;  and  if  an  augury  may  be  drawn  from  the  intro- 
ductory "  doings,"  we  have  before  us  the  prospect  of  a  merry  Christmas- 
tide.  With  the  exception  of  Monday,  we  have  had  parties  every  evening 
during  the  past  week,  and  of  these  three  or  four  have  been  balls  upon 
quite  a  holiday  scale,  the  friends  and  acquaintances  invited  numbering 
from  one  to  two  hundred  upon  each  occasion.  So  much  hospitality  cer- 
tainly never  before  prevailed  thus  early  in  the  winter  season.

Lord  and  Lady  de  Saumarez  have  returned  to  Montpellier  Lodge 
from  a  three  week's  visit  to  Sir  Charles  Morgan,  at  Tredegar,  where  a 
numerous  party  has  been  for  some  time  past  enjoying  the  worthy  baronet's 
hospitable  society. 
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LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

At  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  members  on  Tuesday  evening,  Mr.  J. 
Clapton  read  a  paper  on  the  Intellectual  Capacity  of  Man,  which  depicted 
in  ardent  and  glowing  language  the  "  might  and  majesty"  of  those  mental 
endowments  which  so  pre-eminently  distinguish  him  above  the  other 
creatures  of  earth.  The  conflicting  views  entertained  of  his  nature  by 
divers  philosophers  were  adverted  to.  and  shown  to  be,  to  a  certain  extent, 
correct ;  the  varying  hopes  and  fears  which  influence  and  give  colour  to  the 
actions  of  his  life,  justifying  conclusions  of  the  most  opposite  kind.  A 
rapid  review  was  taken  of  man  in  his  savage  state,  and  the  tendencies  of 
his  nature  exemplified  by  striking  allusions  to  those  scenes  of  inhumanity 
which  have  ever  characterized  his  uncivilized  condition.  A  contrast  was 
instituted  between  the  infantile  imbecilities  of  the  lord  of  the  creation,  and 
the  aptitude  and  energy  displayed  by  the  offspring  of  the  lower  animals. 
The  affections  and  intellectuel  powers  which  are  developed  with  increasing 
years,  and  their  effects  upon  his  life  and  conduct,  were  next  adverted  to, 
and  the  peculiarities  of  many  of  those  powers  as  exhibited  in  the  operations 
of  his  reasoning  faculties,  and  his  impulses  to  adoration  illustrated  by  a 
succession  of  pointed  allusions,  Mr.  Clapton's  lecture  was  listened  to 
throughout  with  much  attention,  and  at  its  close  acknowledged  by  warm 
applause. 

Next  Tuesday  and  Friday  evenings  Mr.  B.  Jones,  jun.,  is  announced  to 
deliver  two  lectures  on  Electricity,  which  will  be  illustrated  by  a  variety  of 
experiments  and  practical  illustrations.  The  following  is  an  outline  of  Mr. 
Jones's  lectures : — 

Nature  and  effects  of  electricity  ;  historical  sketch  from  the  first  authors 
who  have  mentioned  the  discovery  of  the  electrical  fluid  to  the  present  time; 
developement  of  electricity;  attraction  and  repulsion;  description  of  the 
different  kinds  of  machines,  from  that  of  Otto  Guericke  to  the  cylinder 
and  plate  machines  at  present  in  use  ;  conduction  and  insulation  ;  theory 
of  balls  and  points ;  distribution  ;  dissipation  :  induction  and  accumula- 
tion, including  the  theory  of  the  Leyden  phial ;  description  of  the  electro- 
phorus  ;  instruments  for  denoting  the  presence  and  quantity  of  the  electrical 
fluid;  analogy  between  electricity  and  lightning;  lightning  conducters  ; 
medical  electricity  ;  on  the  magnetic  effects  of  electricity;  electrical  light. 
The  whole  will  be  illustrated  by  experiment,  which  the  powerful  machine 
of  the  institution  (one  of  the  largest  in  England)  will  render  most  brilliant 
and  entertaining. 

The  museum  of  the  institution  has,  within  the  last  few  weeks,  been 
greatly  augmented  by  the  addition  of  a  number  of  minerals  and  other 
interesting  specimens.  The  collection  of  minerals  especially  are  well 
worthy  attention  ,  and  having  been  carefully  classified  and  arranged  by 
Mr.  R.  Wolseley,  form  an  important  and  beautiful  item  in  the  attractions 
of  this  depository  of  natural  curiosities.  It  must  be  a  source  of  much 
satisfaction  to  all  interested  in  the  pursuits  of  literature  and  philosophy  in 
Cheltenham,  to  find  these  objects  progress  so  successfully  as  they  appear 
to  be  doing,  under  the  auspices  of  this  rising  institution,  which  bids  fair 
in  a  few  years  to  rank  second  to  no  similar  provincial  institution  in  the 
kingdom.

The  Centenary  Celebration  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  So- 
cieties, of  which  some  account  was  given  in  the  Miscellanea  of  the 
Looker-On  last  week,  appears  to  be  exciting  throughout  the  kingdom  an 
extraordinary  sensation,  as  indeed  well  it  might,  seeing  with  what  en- 
thusiasm it  has  been  taken  up  by  that  large  and  influential  body.  It  has 
now  been  determined  upon  that  meetings  shall  be  held  at  most  of  the  large 
towns  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  funds  necessary  for  the  carrying  into 
effect  the  intentions  of  the  proposers  and  advocates  of  the  design,  an  out- 
line of  which  was  given  in  our  pages  last  Saturday.  The  Liverpool  meet- 
ing was  held  on  Wednesday,  when  it  appeared  that  the  subscriptions 
already  announced  amounted  to  the  astonishing  sum  of  forty  -seven  thou- 
sand pounds,  all  of  which  we  believe  had  been  entered  in  the  space  of  ten  or 
twelve  days.  From  the  published  list  we  find  that  eleven  individuals  or  fami- 
lies have  subscribed  one  thousand  pounds  or  guineas  each.  About  fourteen 
have  subscribed  five  hundred  guineas,  and  a  great  number  one  hundred 
guineas,  each.  The  following  meetings  are  to  take  place  in  succession  : — 
London,  December  7,  for  the  southern  and  south-eastern  districts.  Bris- 
tol, December  10,  for  the  West  of  England  and  South  Wales.  Birming- 
ham, December  12,  for  the  contiguous  midland  districts.  Sheffield,  De- 
cember 14,  for  the  Sheffield  and  the  Nottingham  and  Derby  districts. 
Leeds,  December  17,  for  all  the  West  Riding  districts.  Hull,  December 
19,  for  the  Hull,  Lincolnshire,  York  and  Whitby  districts.  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne,  December  21,  for  all  the  northern  districts  and  circuits.  Dub- 
lin, February  27,  1839,  for  all  Ireland. 


Death  of  the  Earl  of  Sefton. — His  lordship,  who  has  for  a  considerable 
time  been  in  a  dangerous  state  of  health,  expired  at  a  quarter  past  six  on  Tues- 
day evening,  at  his  house  in  Arlington  Street.  The  noble  lord  was  Earl  of 
Sefton  and  Viscount  Molyneux  of  Maryborough,  in  the  peerage  of  Ireland ; 
Baron  Sefton  of  Croxteth  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  in  the  peerage  of  Great 
Britain  ;  and  a  Baronet  of  England.  His  lordship  was  born  on  the  18th  of 
September,  1772,  and  married  on  the  1st  of  January,  1792,  to  the  Hon.  Maria 
Margaretta  Craven,  second  daughter  of  William  sixth  Lord  Craven,  by  whom 
he  has  left  four  sons  and  five  daughters.  The  Earl  is  succeeded  in  his  titles  by 
his  eldest  son,  Lord  Molyneux,  now  Earl  of  Sefton,  who  was  born  on  the  10th 
of  July,  1796,  and  was  married  in  June,  1834,  to  Mary  Augusta,  only  daughter 
of  Robert  Gregg  Hopwood,  Esq.  His  lordship  has  one  son,  born  on  the  14th  of 
October,  1835. 

The  Earl  of  Sefton  arrived  in  Arlington  Street,  on  Wednesday,  from  Croxteth 
Park,  Lancashire,  in  consequence  of  the  death  of  his  father.  The  Countess,  who 
has  not  recovered  from  her  accouchement,  is  still  at  Croxteth.  The  remains  of 
the  late  Earl  will  be  interred  at  Hanwell,  where  those  of  his  father  and  mother 
are  deposited. 
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SITTINGS  IN  OUR  STUDY; 

BEING 

GLANCES  AT  THE  WOKLDS  OF  LITERATURE,  SCIENCE,  AND  ART. 


The  reading  public  are  not  likely  to  starve  for  lack  of  knowledge  during 
the  approaching  winter,  for  already  the  announcements  of  "  works  in  pre- 
paration" are  numerous,  and,  to  judge  by  the  titles,  not  unlikely  to  prove  inte- 
resting. Murray  promises  the  completion  of  Hallam's  Literary  History  of  the 
loth,  16th,  and  17th  Centuries  ;  a  biography  of  Lord  Anson,  by  Sir  John 
Barrow  ;  a  translation  of  Leopold  Ranke's  History  of  the  Popes  of  Rome 
during  the  16th  and  17th  Centuries  ;  and  several  other  valuable  additions 
to  our  literature ;  as  also  the  long-looked-for  geological  work  of  Mr.  Mur- 
chison,  entitled  "  The  Silurian  Region,"  for  the  appearance  of  which 
expectation  has  stood  on  tiptoe  for  the  last  five  years.  Talking  of  John 
Murray — by  the  bye,  we  ought  to  mention  that  this  veteran  pubiisher  has 
undertaken  a  design  which,  if  ever  accomplished,  will  redound  more  to  the 
credit  of  English  literature  than  any  work  projected  for  many  many  years  : 
we  allude  to  an  Universal  Biography,  the  want  of  which  is  at  once  a  dis- 
grace and  a  disparagement  to  the  spirit  of  our  literary  enterprize.  Hitherto 
we  have  made  no  adequate  attempt  in  the  department  of  biography  to  dis- 
pute the  palm  of  excellence  with  France,  which  has  long  been  in  possession 
of  a  very  able  and  tolerably  accurate  work  of  the  description  of  that  now 
proposed  for  England.  We  hope  therefore  soon  to  be  able  to  report  that 
Mr.  Murray's  design  has  met  with  such  a  measure  of  encouragement  and 
aid,  as  will  enable  him  ere  long  to  commence  its  issue.  But  to  turn  from 
what  is  doing  to  that  which  has  been  done — we  may  notice,  as  a  peculiarity 
of  the  late  issues,  the  publication  of  a  number  of  highly  interesting  and 
cleverly  written  works  of  travels.  Of  these,  Elliott's  Travels  in  Austria, 
Russia,  and  Turkey,  may  be  commended  as  a  work  abounding  in  informa- 
tion on  matters  of  especial  interest  at  the  present  juncture.  Robertson  s 
Letters  on  Paraguay  are  exceedingly  entertaining,  and  have  companioned 
us  right  pleasantly  through  three  dull  November  nights ;  marry,  but  your 
voyages  and  travels — the  delight  and  happiness  of  our  junior  days — are  the 
best  books  after  all  for  a  winter-evening's  fireside  !  The  rapid  succession 
of  incidents,  if  well  narrated — the  account  of  strange  manners  and  customs, 
if  faithfully  given — and  the  descriptions  of  ancient  lands,  and  the  varied 
character  of  the  scenery  which  they  exhibit,  if  graphically  sketched — ■ 
possess  charms  for  the  attention  such  as  scarce  any  other  kind  of  reading 
can  boast  of :  it  holds  its  greenness  and  freshness  to  the  last.  But 

Scott's  Excursions  in  the  Mountains  of  Ronda  and  Granada, 

Has  pleased  us  more  than  either  of  the  foregoing,  gay  and  entertaining 
as  they  are.  It  is  written  in  a  light  and  buoyant  spirit,  abounds  in 
adventure,  tells  most  excellent  stories,  and  breathes  of  the  land  of 
Don  Quixote  and  the  Gaudalquiver  !  The  style  is  too  flippant  in  parts,  and 
too  garrulous  throughout ;  nor  is  the  language  always  so  well  chosen  as  it 
might  and  ought  to  have  been.  That  our  readers  may  judge  of  the  amuse- 
ment in  store  for  such  of  them  as  chuse  to  honour  Capt.  Scott  with  a  perusal, 
we  shall  just  extract  his  sketch  of  a  Spanish  Master  of  the  Ceremonies. 
This  important  official  is  described  as  "  a  tall  ungainly  personage,  with  a 
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considerable  halt  in  his  gait,  a  fund  of  humour  in  his  long  leathern 
countenance,  and  a  paper  cigar  screwed  up  in  the  dexter  corner  of  his 
mouth." 

"  He  held  a  huge  pitcher  of  the  fragrant  water  in  one  hand,  which,  when  he 
was  in  motion,  gave  him  a  'lurch  to  starboard  ;'  a  stout  staff  in  the  other,  by 
means  of  which  he  established  an  equilibrium  when  at  rest.  His  body  was 
coatless,  his  neck  cravatless,  his  shirt  sleaves  were  rolled  up  to  the  elbow,  leaving 
his  brown  sinewy  arms  bare  ;  his  trowsers  hung  in  braceless  negligence  about 
his  hips  ;  his  large  bare  feet  were  thrust  into  a  pair  of  capacious  shoes  ;  and  his 
head  was  covered  with  a  high-crowned,  narrow-brimmed,  Frenchified  hat,  which 
had  evidently  browned  under  the  heat  of  many  summers,  and  bent  to  the  storms 
of  intervening  winters.  Round  his  neck  hung  a  stout  silver  chain,  (which  the 
fumes  of  the  sulphur-spring  had  turned  as  black  as  Berlin  iron),  whence  was 
suspended  a  ponderous  master-key. 

"  '  He  must  be  the  prison-keeper,'  said  we,  '  carrying  the  daily  allowance  of 
water  to  the  incarcerated  malefactors  !' 

'"This  is  Senor  Juan,  el  intendente,'  said  our  smirking  attendant,  placing  a 
bottle  of  wine  upon  the  table  before  us. 

"'Oh!  this  is  Senor  Juan,  the  master  of  the  ceremonies  ! — Then  pray  be  seated, 
Senor  Juan ;  and  bring  another  wine-glass,  Mariquita.' 

"  Our  requests  were  instantly  complied  with ;  and  in  half  an  hour  we  had 
disengaged  from  the  numberless  'por  supue$tos,  conques,'  and  '  pues,*  with  which 
Senor  Juan  interlarded  his  conversation,  and  from  the  smoky  exhalations  in 
which  he  enveloped  it,  all  the  information  we  required  concerning  the  baths, 
though  by  no  means  so  full  an  account  of  them  as  the  gossip-loving  Tio  seemed 
disposed  to  give  us.  So  pleased  were  we,  however,  with  his  description  of  the 
amusements  of  the  place,  and  of  the  valuable  properties  of  its  waters,  that, 
assuring  him  we  should  take  an  early  opportunity  of  renewing  his  acquaintance, 
and  commending  him  to  the  care  of  San  Juan  Nepomaceno,  we  arose,  and  took 
our  departure." 

The  "  fashionable  watering-place,"  of  which  el  intendente  Senor  Juan  was 
recognized  M.  C,  was  the  village  of  Manilba,  famous  through  Spain  for  its 
baths  and  sulphur-springs ;  and  as  it  may  afford  amusement  to  many  of 
the  readers  of  "  The  Cheltenham  Looker- On"  to  see  what  comprise  the 
"  sayings  and  doings"  of  such  places  in  Spain,  we  hesitate  not  to  extract 
the  account  which  our  entertaining  tourist  gives  of  the 

Baths  and  Springs  of  Manilba : 

"  The  little  village  is  built  with  the  regularity  of  even  Wiesbaden  itself,  but 
nothing  can  well  be  more  different  in  other  respects  than  it  is  from  that,  or  any 
other  watering-place.  It  consists  of  five  or  six  parallel  stacks  of  houses,  forming 
streets,  which  open  at  one  end  upon  the  bank  overhanging  the  now  sulphurated 
stream,  that  flows  down  from  Casares  ;  and  which  abut,  at  the  other,  against  the 
side  of  the  lofty  mountain  whence  the  medicated  spring  issues.  These  streets 
are  covered  in  with  trellis-work,  over  which  vines  are  trained,  rendering  them 
cool,  as  well  as  agreeable  to  the  sight.  The  houses  are  built  on  a  uniform  plan, 
namely,  they  have  no  upper  story,  and  contain  but  one  room  each ;  which  room 
is  furnished  with  the  usual  Spanish  kitchen-range — that  is,  with  three  or  four 
little  brick  stoves  built  into  a  kind  of  dresser.  By  this  arrangement,  every  room 
is,  of  itself,  capable  of  forming  a  complete  establishment ;  and  In  most  cases, 
indeed,  it  does  serve  the  triple  purposes  of  a  kitchen,  a  refectory,  and  a  dormi- 
tory, to  its  frugal  inmates.  When  a  family  is  large,  however,  an  entire  lareet 
must  be  hired  for  its  accommodation. 

"  The  principal  speculator  in  the  joint-stock  village  is  a  gentleman  of  Este- 
pona ;  and  El  Senor  Juan — or  Tio  Juan,  as  he  is  familiarly  called  by  those 
admitted  to  his  intimacy — is  a  poor  relative,  who,  for  the  slight  perquisites  of 
office,  readily  undertook  the  charge  of  the  infant  establishment. 

"The  choice  of  the  Tio  was,  in  every  respect,  a  judicious  one;  for,  having 
drunk  himself  off  the  crutches  on  which  he  hobbled  down  to  the  baths,  he  has 
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become  a  kind  of  walking  advertisement  of  the  efficacy  of  the  waters.  He  is  not, 
however,  like  the  unsightly  fellows  who  perambulate  the  streets  of  London  with 
placards,  a  silent  one ;  for  I  know  of  no  man  more  thoroughly  versed  in  the  art 
of  viva  voce  puffing  than  Tio  Juan;  and  then  he  has  stored  his  memory  with  such 
a  fund  of  useful  watering-place  information,  that  he  is  a  perfect  guide  to  the 
Hedionda  and  its  environs. 

"  The  Tio  and  I  soon  became  wonderful  cronies  ;  I  derived  great  amusement 
from  his  cuentas — he,  much  gratification  from  my  nightly  whisky-toddy.  In  fact, 
lhe  two  dovetailed  into  each  other  in  a  most  remarkable  manner  ;  for,  when 
once  the  lio  had  attached  one  of  his  long  stories  to  a  {pint)  bottle  of  '  poteen,' 
there  was  no  possibility  of  separating  them — they  drew  cork  and  breath  together, 
and  together  only  they  came  to  a  conclusion. 

"  He  knew  every  body  that  visited  the  baths,  and  every  thing  about  them  ; 
could  point  out  those  who  came  for  health,  and  those  who  were  allured  by  dissi- 
pation; could  tell  which  ladies  and  gentlemen  were  looking  out  for  matrimony, 
which  for  intrigue;  whether  the  buxom  widow  had  fruitful  vineyards  and  olive 
grounds  with  her  weeds;  whether  the  young  ladies  had  shining  onzas  to  recom- 
mend them  as  well  as  sparkling  eyes. 

"Then  the  Tio  knew  where  every  medicinal  herb  grew  that  was  suited  to  any 
given  case — could  point  out  the  haunt  of  every  covey  of  red-legged  partridges  in 
the  vicinity — could  tell  to  an  hour  when  a  flight  of  quail  would  cross  from  the 
parched  shores  of  Africa — when  the  matchless  becafigos  would  alight  upon  the 
neighbouring  fig-trees — and,  as  the  season  advanced,  he  would  mark  the  time  to 
a  nicety  when  the  first  annual  visit  of  the  woodcocks  might  be  looked  for  to  the 
wooded  glens  beyond  the  baths. 

"  As  the  historian  of  the  wonder-working  spring  the  Tio  was  not  less  valuable  ; 
though,  it  must  be  confessed,  the  terms  in  which  he  conveyed  the  idea  of  its  vast 
antiquity  were  any  thing  but  prepossessing  ;  viz.,  *  Pues!  saben  ustedes,  que  esa 
hedionda  es  mas  vieja  que  la  sarna.'  'Know  then,  gentlemen,  that  this  fetid  spring 
is  older  than  the  itch/  In  other  respects,  however,  the  information  he  had  col- 
lected, besides  being  most  rare,  possessed  a  freshness  that  was  truly  delightful  ; 
'  Siglos  hay,*'  he  would  continue,  'the  spring  was  endemoniado,  for  Carlomagno, 
or  some  other  great  hero  of  the  most  remote  antiquity,  drove  an  evil  spirit  into 
the  mountain,  which  said  spirit,  to  be  revenged  on  mankind,  poisoned  the  source 
whence  the  stream  flows.  St.  James,  however,  arriving  in  the  country  soon 
after — having  taken  Spain  under  his  especial  proteciion — dete:  mined  to  expel 
this  imp  of  Satan.  This  was  done  accordingly,  and  the  devil  went  over  into 
Barbary,  (where  he  eventually  stirred  up  the  Moors  against  the  adopted  children 
of  Santiago — the  story  of  Don  Rodrigo  and  La  Cava  being  all  a  fable,)  leaving 
nothing  but  his  sulphur  behind. 

" '  The  good  saint,  to  perpetuate  the  fame  of  the  miracle  he  had  wrought,  next 
determined  to  endue  the  spring  with  extraordinary  curative  properties;  not 
depriving  it,  however,  of  the  unusually  bad  smell  left  by  the  devil,  that  the  mar- 
vellous work  he  was  about  to  perform  might  be  the  more  apparent  to  future 
generations.' "

COURT  GOSSIP. 


London^  November  28,  1838. 

My  dear  Looker-On, 

The  report  of  the  Queen's  going  to  Brighton  is  again  revived, 
to  the  very  great  comfort  no  doubt  of  the  inhabitants  thereof ; 
but  there  has  already  been  so  many  alterations  of  purpose  in  this 
matter  that  it  is  impossible  to  calculate  with  any  degree  of  cer- 
tainty the  time  when  the  royal  visit  is  to  take  place,  that  is  sup- 
posing it  does  take  place.  Should,  however,  her  Majesty  go  now, 
she  will  certainly  spend  her  Christmas  at  the  Pavillion,  and  return 
to  town  without  again  visiting  Windsor.  At  present  the  Brighto- 
nians  are  making  the  most  they  can  of  the  presence  of  the  Princess 
Augusta.    Things  at  Windsor  are  going  on  as  usual. 

WTe  are  all  on  the  qui  vive  here  for  the  arrival  of  Lord  Durham, 
and  many  are  the  anticipations  of  the  interesting  embarrassment  of 
his  "friends"  when  he  comes  himself  to  announce  his  return. 
His  Lordship  is  now  expected  daily.  Whether  this  is  a  subject 
that  engrosses  much  of  the  "  delibrations"  of  ministers  it  is  im- 
possible to  say.  Certes  it  is  that  since  the  "  dinner"  of  Wednes- 
day last  they  have  been  daily  sitting  in  council ;  Thursday,  Fri- 
day, Saturday,  Monday,  Tuesday  and  to-day  have  there  been  cabi- 
nets, attended  too  by  all  the  Ministers,  with  the  exception  of  Lord 
John  Russell  and  Mr.  Poulett  Thomson,  who  is  unable  to  attend 
to  public  business  owing  to  the  death  of  his  father,  which  has 
taken  place  since  my  last.  One  great  object  settled  at  all  these 
meetings  is  the  day  for  assembling  the  Parliament ;  the  Queen  will 
hold  a  Privy  Council  to-morrow,  to  give  the  royal  concurrence, 
and  her  Majesty  will  forthwith  issue  a  proclamation,  summoning 
the  Lords  and  commons  according  to  custom,  &c.  &c.  Gossip 
says  it  is  to  be  about  the  middle  of  January,  but  it  is  more  than 
probable  that  it  will  not  meet  for  the  dispatch  of  business  until 
February. 

Among  the  rumours  which  the  present  excitement  in  the  offi- 
cial world  has  generated,  is  one,  which  if  true  would  perhaps  be 
a  dexterous  move  on  the  part  of  the  Ministry  :  it  is  nothing  more 
or  less  than  the  appointment  of  Lord  Howick  as  Colonial  Secre- 
tary in  the  room  of  Lord  Glenelg,  who  is  to  be  made  L^rd  Privy 
Seal,  Viscount  Duncannon  resigning  that  office  in  his  favor,  the 
latter  nobleman  being  content,  in  the  present  shattered  state  of  his 
health,  with  the  Chief  Commissionership  of  Woods  and  Forests, 
an  office  which  he  at  present  holds  in  conjunction  with  the  Privy 
Seal ;  this  too  would  place  the  post  of, "  Secretarv  at  War"  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Ministry, — a  valuable  sop.  The  mere  change  of 
office  between  two  of  the  Ministers  may  at  first  seem  unimpor- 
tant, but  it  is  supposed  that  it  would  go  a  good  way  towards  stul- 
tifying the  opposition  and  vengeance  of  L@rd  Durham.  Towards 
Lord  Glenelg,  the  ex-Governor  General  would  have  no  scruples ; 
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but  towards  the  son  of  Earl  Grey?  and  his  own  brother-in-law,  the 
bilious  Earl  might  perhaps  feel  some  delicacy.  It  is  not  likely 
that  the  above  arrangement  will  take  place  immediately,  that 
would  look  as  if  the  Ministry  feared  Lord  Durham,  which  is  not 
to  be  thought  of ;  but  in  case  matters  come  to  extremities  it  is  not 
at  all  improbable.  For  the  post  of  "  Secretary  at  War,"  perhaps 
Sir  Henry  Parnell  would  have  it,  with  a  seat  in  the  cabinet,  which 
at  present  he  has  not,  or  else  some  troublesome  member  of  the 
House  of  Commons  may  be  induced  to  take  a  more  favorabie  view 
of  Ministerial  policy  through  its  medium.  There  is  a  talk  that  Sir 
Charles  Grey  is  to  succeed  the  late  Sir  Robert  Grant  in  the  govern- 
ment of  Bombay.  Poor  Lord  Melbourne  is  most  cruelly  detained 
in  town  by  all  these  cabinet  doings  ;  however,  directly  after  the 
breaking  up  of  the  council  on  Saturday  lie  dashed  down  to  Wind- 
sor, where  he  arrived  just  in  time  for  dinner ;  but  alas !  for  the 
instability  of  all  human  enjoyments — his  Lordship  was  obliged, 
in  true  cockney  fashion,  to  come  up  to  business  again  on  Monday, 
and  here  he  has  remained  ever  since. 

Immediately  after  the  receipt  of  the  late  dispatches  from  Canada, 
the  Colonial  Secretary  summoned  the  Commander  of  the  Forces 
to  his  presence,  and  since  then  Lord  Hill  has  been  in  communi- 
cation with  the  Premier.  Orders  too  have  been  issued  from  the 
Admiralty,  which  have  made  all  the  dock  yards  busy,  and  there  are 
bills  stuck  up  in  various  parts  of  the  town,  advertising  for  able- 
bodied  seamen  and  boys,  for  ships  in  commission,  and  for  general 
service.  Verily  this  looks  as  if  we  meant  to  be  in  earnest  with  the 
sympathising  Yankees  in  case  they  should  cross  our  Frontier  again, 
as  well  as  giving  peculiar  weight  and  efficiency  to  our  diplomacy  in 
another  quarter. 

We  have  just  got  a  new  Turkish  Minister,  Redshid  Pacha,  who 
succeeds  Sarim  Effendi.  His  Excellency  has  come  over  with  great 
pomp,  having  a  very  numerous  suite  :  he  is  attended  by  two  secre- 
taries, a  counsellor,  and  an  aid-de-camp  (a  Colonel  of  the  Sultan's 
Body  Guard.)  In  this  last  appendage  to  the  dignity  of  his  office 
the  Turk  is  singular,  no  other  Embassy  at  our  Court  having  such 
an  office  attached  to  it.  His  Excellency  has  brought  over  three 
of  his  sons,  who  are  to  be  educated  in  this  country.  Sarim  Effendi 
returns  to  Constantinople,  where  the  Sultan  has  appointed  him  to 
an  office  which  is  equivalent  to  a  Cabinet  Minister  in  this  country. 
There  was  a  gossip,  soon  after  Sarim  Effendi's  first  arrival  in  this 
country,  that  he  intended  to  send  over  for  a  few  of  his  wives,  but 
his  Excellency  was,  it  is  said,  persuaded  to  give  up  the  idea,  first, 
from  the  inaptitude  of  European  houses  for  the  construction  of  an 
harem  in  an  orthodox  manner,  and  next,  from  the  representations 
that  were  made  to  him  of  the  immense  perplexity  it  would  occasion 
at  Court  and  dinners  of  ceremony,  with  regard  to  reception  and 
precedence.  The  only  possible  way  of  distinguishing  the  ladies  in 
this  country  would  be,  as  Turkish  Ambassadress  number  one, 
Turkish  Ambassadress  number  two,  and  so  on,  and  this  mode  would 
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have  been  so  exceedingly  awkward  that  the  noble  Effendi  was 
compelled  to  give  up  the  idea.  It  is  rather  hard  though  upon  the 
ambassadors  of  the  Sublime  Porte  to  be  condemned  to  single 
blessedness  all  the  time  they  exercise  the  functions  of  their  high 
office. 

Lord  Brougham  is  in  town  preparing  for  the  ensuing  campaign, 
and  Sir  Robert  Peel  made  his  appearance  for  two  or  three  days  last 
week,  but  has  again  returned  to  the  country.  Generally  London 
is  rilling  very  fast. 

In  the  absence  of  the  "  Opera  Buffa"  some  leading  instrumen- 
talists of  the  Philharmonic  Band  are  going  to  give  concerts  at  the 
English  Opera  House  similar  to  those  given  by  Musard  every 
week  in  Paris  ;  the  admittance  is  to  be  a  shilling;  the  pit  of  the 
theatre  is  to  be  made  level  and  well  supplied  with  chairs,  with 
room  for  a  promenade.  As  the  band  will  be  superior  to  Musard's, 
the  chances  are  the  English  speculation  will  succeed. 

Ministers  are  so  busy  66  deliberating"  that  they  cannot  find  time 
to  go  to  Windsor  to  attend  the  council,  so  the  Queen  comes  to 
town  to-morrow  to  hold  it  at  the  new  Palace.  Sarim  Effendi  in- 
troduced his  successor,  Redschid  Pacha,  to  Lord  Palmerston  to- 
day, and  the  new  ambassador  then  presented  all  the  attaches  to 
his  Embassy  to  the  Foreign  Secretary,  viz.  Ali  Effendi,  Counsellor ; 
Raaof  Bey,  Secretary ;  Col.  Egoob  Bey,  A.D.C. ;  and  M.  Cor, 
French  Secretary.  Positive  intelligence  has  just  been  received  in 
town  of  the  arrival  of  the  "  Inconstant,"  with  Lord  Durham  on 
board,  off  Plymouth.

THE  THEATRE 

Has  been  better  attended  of  late  than  during  the  earlier  stages  of  its  pre- 
sent campaign.    But  this  improvement  has  been,  we  fear,  mainly  the 
result  of  personal  influence,  and  respect  for  the  several  individuals  whose 
beaefits  were  announced,  and  not  the  consequence  of  any  real  revival  of 
dramatic  taste.    On  Saturday  evening,  notwithstanding  the  attraction  of 
Mrs.  Smith's  Concert,  at  the  Old  Wells,  there  was  a  very  good  house. 
The  performances,  which  consisted  of  "  The  Honey  Moon,"  and  other 
entertainments,  being  for  the  benefit  of  Mr.  James  Bishop,  an  old  and, 
we  believe,  a  much  respected  inhabitant  of  the  town,  and  who,  though  not 
a  professor  of  the  histrionic  art  himself,  performed  the  part  of  the  Duke  of 
Vicenza. — On  Wednesday  evening  the  theatre  again  boasted  a  numerous 
audience,  which  seeing  how  tempestuous  was  the  weather  was  more  than 
could  have  reasonably  been  expected ;  and  afforded  the  most  gratifying 
evidence  of  the  respect  entertained  for  Miss  Eliza  Crisp,  for  whose  benefit 
the  evening's  entertainments  were  selected.     The  first  piece  was  the 
comedy  of  "  The  Love  Chase,"  in  which  Miss  Crisp  appeared  tit  the 
character  of  Constance — her  delineation  of  which  was  marked  by  consi- 
derable spirit :  her  acting,  which  was  vivid  and  forceable  throughout, 
having  many  points  of  noticeable  excellence  about  it,  which  we  are  quite 
sure  would  have  won  the  applause  of  even  Sheridan  Knowles  himself  had 
"  he  been  there  to  see."    Mrs.  Thompson  enacted  the  Widow  Greenly 
with  great  vivacity  and.  admirable  effect.    Miss  C.  Poole,  as  Lydia,  was 
also  cleverly  sustained.    This  young  lady  would  greatly  improve  the  effect 
of  her  acting  if  she  would  not  so  invariably  whine.    It  is  not  necessary  to 
correct  reading  that  the  "  linked  sweetness"  of  every  sentence  should  be 
quite  so  "  long  drawn  out  "  as  she  appears  to  think  it  is.    Mr.  Grattan 
performed  that  extraordinary  creature,  Master  Wildrake,  with  much  ani- 
mation, and  a  fair  share  of  dramatic  humour;  and  Mr.  Gaunon,  as  Master 
Waller,  acquitted  himself  very  respectably,  though  the  truth  to  speak  we 
like  him  better  as  a  villain  than  a  lover.    Mr.  Chamberlain's  Sir  William 
Fondlove  was  a  spirited  performance,  and  entitled  to  much  praise.  The 
comedy  altogether  was  well  got  up,  and  the  costume  did  great  credit  to 
the  management.    After  the  play  Miss  Crisp  came  before  the  curtain  and 
recited  a  short  and  appropriate  address,  which  was  well  received,  as  indeed 
it  well  deserved  to  be,  for  it  was  of  its  kind  a  very  clever  composition. 
The  interlude  of  **  Mischief  Making  "  followed,  and  the  entertainments 
concluded  with  a  selection  of  scenes  and  incidents  from  the  once  favourite 
drama  of  "  Raymond  and  Agnes." 

Last  evening,  though  the  performances  were  for  the  benefit  of  Miss  C. 
Poole,  was  a  sad  exception  to  the  observation  above  made  on  the  subject 
of  the  recent  improved  attendadces — the  house  being  but  very  thinly 
attended.  The  play  was  Knovvles's  "  Hunchback" — Miss  Poole  perform- 
ing the  part  of  Julia,  which  she  did  in  a  manner  deserving  a  better 
audience.  Mrs.  Grattan  sustained  the  character  of  Helen,  and  Mr. 
Grattan  that  of  Master  Walter,  with  neither  of  which  we  were  very 
much  pleased.  Mr.  Gannon,  as  Lord  Tinsel,  looked  and  acted  the  part 
remarkably  well,  but  Mr.  Wilson,  as  Sir  Thomas  Clifford,  did  not  do  his 
character  justice.  The  afterpiece  announced  in  the  bills  was  the  farce  of 
"  Hunting  a  Turtle," 
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SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

The  Winter  Season  of  Cheltenham,  to  the  introductory  gaieties  of 
Avhich — so  far  at  least  as  apply  to  the  present  year — we  had  occasion  to 
allude  in  our  last  number,  bids  fair  to  outstrip  in  the  race  of  public  favour 
most  of  those  of  other  watering-places  in  the  kingdom  which  aspire  to 
fashionable  pre-eminence.  Year  after  year  the  town  has  enlarged  its 
boundaries,  and  year  after  year  the  additions  to  the  number  of  resident 
families  have  kept  pace  with  the  increase  in  its  buildings ;  nor  does  there 
at  present  seem  to  be  the  least  probability  that  this  ratio  of  augmentation 
will  be  checked,  but,  on  the  contrary,  will  daily  become  greater.  The 
evidence  afforded  by  the  present  state  of  the  place  at  least  tends  to  this 
result,  for,  notwithstanding  the  immense  number  of  houses  which  have 
been  finished  and  furnished  within  the  last  twelvemonth,  we  have  at  the 
present  time  fewer  family  residences  unoccupied  than  ever  were  known  to 
be  in  the  months  of  November  and  December ;  and,  fortunately  too,  the 
greater  number  are  tenanted  by  families  who  have  selected  Cheltenham  as 
their  permanent  home,  while  even  the  others  are  for  the  most  part  fully 
engaged  for  the  next  six  months.  Of  the  rank,  affluence,  and  distinction 
of  those  "residents  and  visitors"  forming  the  present  society  of  the  place, 
some  faint  idea  may  be  formed  from  an  inspection  of  the  arrival  lists  of  the 
last  six  weeks  ;  the  major  portion  of  the  names  which  appear  therein  being 
those  of  families  who  have  oome  in  for  the  winter  season.  The  following 
are  a  few  of  those  who  at  the  present  time  are  participating  in  the  delights 
and  hospitalities  of  Cheltenham,  and  from  these  it  will  be  seen  that  a  very 
fair  proportion  of  the  elite  of  rank  and  fashion  have  manifested  a  preference 
for  the  society  and  sociability  of  this  favoured  and  favourite  watering- 
place.  Lord  and  Lady  de  Saumarez,  Lord  Northwick,  Lord  Segrave,  the 
Ladies  Bourke,  Lady  Catherine  Brecknell,  Lady  Charlotte  Fitzroy,  the 
Honourables  Mrs.  Talbot,  and  Mrs.  Stawell,  Capt.  and  the  Hon.  Mrs. 
Glover,  Mr.  and  the  Hon.  Mrs.  Godsal,  the  Hon.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ramsay, 
the  Honourables  Grantley  and  Craven  Berkeley,  Admiral  Sir  R.  and  Lady 
Ricketts,  General  Sir  T.  Montresor  and  family,  Sir  J.  and  Lady  Steuart, 
Sir  J.  Kearney  and  family,  Sir  A.  Edmonstone  and  family,  Sir  Ralph 
Darling  and  family,  Sir  Fitzroy  and  Lady  Maclean,  Sir  W.  and  Lady 
Wilson,  Sir  W.  and  Lady  Burdett,  Sir  R.  and  Lady  Wolseley,  Sir  J.  and

The  Fourth  Winter  Ball  at  the  Assembly  Rooms  was  better  attended 
than  the  previous  one,  though  not  quite  so  well  as  the  second.  Dancing 
was  kept  up  with  the  usual  good  spirit,  and  the  evening  passed  off  alto- 
gether very  pleasantlv  in  the  opinion  of  all  present,  whether  dancers  or 
lookers-on.  We  look  forward  to  a  full  ball  on  Monday,  as  by  then  most 
of  our  winter  families  will  have  become  tolerably  well  settled  in  their 
"  Christmas  quarters." 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Smith's  Concert,  which  took  place  last  Saturday  at  the 
Old  Well  Room,  was  both  fashionably  and  numerously  attended,  and  the 
programme  appeared  to  give  great  satisfaction,  especially  the  second  part, 
in  which  Mrs.  Wavlett  was  encored  in  two  of  Alexander  Lee's  ballads,  as 
also  in  a  duet  with  that  deservedly-popular  composer.  Mrs.  Wavlett  is 
certainly  one  i  f  the  best  singers  of  the  day  in  her  own  particular  style,  and 
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the  other  evening,  at  the  theatre,  (her  benefit  night)  we  were  much  pleased 
with  her  acting — very  much  so  indeed  ;  but,  as  wellwishers  of  the  gifted 
lady,  and  no  flatterers,  we  advise  her  not  to  attempt  such  songs  as  "  Auld 
Robin  Gray/'  wherein  the  recollection  of  the  exquisite  Stephens  is  fatal — 
in  fact,  such  songs  Miss  Stephens  made  quite  her  own,  as  also  many  of 
Handel's  finest  inspirations,  for  instance,  "Angels  ever  bright"  and  "Pious 
Orgies.  In  "  Kate  Kearney"  and  "The  Steer  Kimmer"  she  however  need 
fear  no  comparison.  Sapio  was,  contrary  to  our  expectations,  in  excellent 
voice ;  we  may  say  that  we  never  heard  him  to  better  advantage,  the 
Orotorios  and  Musical  Festivals  excepted, — for  sacred  music  will  always 
show  off  a  singer  to  the  best  advantage,  and  there  Sapio  is  quite  in  his 
element,  excellent  as  he  is  also  in  every  other  style.  We  hope  he  will  keep 
in  voice  for  many  years^to  come.  Alex.  Lee  was  labouring  with  a  cold, 
which  of  course  marred  his  singing  a  little,  but  still  the  sun  was  percep- 
tible at  times,  and  we  were  extremely  pleased  with  his  compositions.  Pio 
Cianchettini  extemporized  on  the  pianoforte  twice  in  course  of  the  evening, 
it  is  hardly  necessary  for  us  to  say,  with  the  most  brilliant  and  masterly 
effect.  Of  Mr.  Sapio  we  may  add  as  acceptable  "news*'  to  many  of  the 
readers  of  "  The  Looker-On"  that  he  has  made  his  election  of  residence  in 
favour  of  Cheltenham,  intending  henceforth  to  follow  his  professional 
engagements  here  rather  than  in  the  Metropolis. 

A  Public  Meeting  was  held  on  Thursday  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  for 
the  purpose  of  forming  and  organizing  a  Church  of  England  Association 
for  Cheltenham,  and  adopting  petitions  to  Parliament  on  the  subject  of 
national  education.  There  was  a  very  large  attendance,  The  Rev.  F. 
Close  on  taking  the  chair  addressed  the  meeting  at  considerable  length, 
and  was  followed  by  Mr.  C.  T.  Cooke,  the  Rev.  J.  Browne  of  Trinity, 
Capt.  Schreiber,  the  Rev.  C.  Davis  of  St.  Paul's,  Mr.  D.  Binckes,  the  Rev. 
C.  Hebert,  Mr.  C.  Cole,  and  others,  who  all  spoke  to  the  respective  reso- 
lutions which  they  were  called  upon  either  to  move  or  second ;  all  of 
which  had  of  course  immediate  reference  to  the  avowed  objects  of  the 
meeting.  It  was  sometime  past  four  o'clock,  and  consequently  getting 
rather  dark,  before  the  proceedings  were  concluded.  The  utmost  harmony 
prevailed  throughout,  and  all  the  resolutions  were  carried  nemine  con- 
tradiscente. 

The  Weather,  during  the  past  week,  has  been  of  a  most  tempestuous 
character  throughout.  On  Sunday  a  very  severe  frost  prevailed  all  the 
day,  which,  however,  passed  off  at  midnight,  and  was  followed  by  a  snow 
storm,  which  continued  the  greater  part  of  Monday  morning,  accompanied 
by  a  bitter  east  wind.  The  whole  of  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday, 
the  wind  blew  a  perfect  hurricane,  attended  by  violent  storms  of  rain, 
with  scarce  an  hour's  cessation  ;  and  which  did  extensive  damage  to  many 
of  the  houses  in  and  around  Cheltenham,  rolling  up  the  lead,  and  stripping 
off  the  tiles  of  the  roofs,  and  blowing  in  the  windows  and  skylights  most 
exposed  to  the  fury  of  the  blast.  Yesterday  the  weather  was  comparatively 
calm  again,  and  the  sun  shone  out  invitingly,  though  still  the  sky  looked 
wild  and  threatening,  and  showers  of  rain  fell  at  intervals.  The  above 
storm,  we  perceive  by  the  London  papers,  appears  to  have  been  very 
general  in  its  visitations,  and  in  many  places  seems  to  have  done  much 
more  serious  damage  than  in  Cheltenham.

GLANCES  AT  THE  WOULDS  OF  LITERATURE,  SCIENCE,  AND  ART. 


The  First  of  December! — marry,  but  'tis  time  then  we  saw  to  the 
Annuals,  for  the  month  of  all  others  when  they  possess  most  interest  is  that 
in  which  they  most  forcibly  remind  us  of  the  flight  of  time,  and  awaken 
within  us  affectionate  recollections  of  the  days  gone  by ;  and  such  is  the 
month  of  December !  But  what  a  formidable  array  of  brocade  and  gold 
awaits  inspection  !  Time  was  when  the  delightful  Forge-me-not  was  the 
only  one  of  all  the  "  glittering  host"  that  levied  a  tax  upon  our  admira- 
tion, and  truly  there  was  something  to  admire  then  in  its  bright  green 
binding  and  its  neat  pasteboard  case,  that  not  all  the  silken  and  morocco 
finery,  since  assumed  by  itself  and  others,  can  give  equal  charms  to.  How 
carefully  did  the  hand  turn  over  its  gilded  leaves,  that  the  eye  might 
delight  itself  with  the  sweet  and  exquisite  fantasies  of  art  waiting  the 
gaze  ;  but  now  the  sanctity  of  the  spell  hath  worn  away,  and,  grown  fami- 
liar with  pictorial  and  decorative  books,  the  enthusiastic  reverence  erewhile 
felt  on  the  perusal  of  The  Forget-me-not  is  no  longer  acknowledged ; 
we  disregard  the  adornments,  internal  and  external,  and  turn  to  our  critic- 
task  with  everyday  feelings  and  a  cold  professional  sense  of  editorial  duty. 
But  these  bright  and  beauteous"  tomes  must  give  precedence  to  their 
elder  brethren — The  Almanacks,  among  the  immense  number  of  which 
are  a  few  not  unworthy  the  notice  of  even  "  The  Looker-On."  What  say 
our  readers,  for  example,  to  the  immortal  Vox  Stellarum  of  their  old  friend 
Francis  Moore,  Physician  ?  We  think  at  least  that  there  are  portions  and 
passages  of  his  almanack  for  1 839  entitled  to  respect  and  attention  ;  so  a 
word  with  Moore's  Almanack. 

There  is  no  Annual  more  deserving  of  the  critic's  notice  than  the 
Almanack  of  Francis  Moore,  Physician  ;  for,  besides  giving  every  informa- 
tion to  be  found  in  other  publications  of  the  kind,  we  are  treated  invari- 
ably with  poetry  of  the  highest  order,  which  ought  not  to  be  allowed  an 
unsung  existence.  Be  it  our  pleasing  task,  then,  to  bring  before  our 
readers  the  beauties  of  the  philosopher's  effusions,  which  head  the  various 
months  of  the  ensuing  year.  As  there  is  nothing  like  commencing  with 
the  beginning,  we  take  January,  which  is  thus  ushered  in  : 

s<  All  hail !  my  friends,  another  year  takes  place, 

And  January  shows  his  icy  face,"  &c. 
Here  we  are  informed  of  two  important  things,  that  it  will  be  all  hail,  and 
that  another  year  will  take  place  in  room  of  the  present  one  ;  and  that  it 
will  march  in  with  an  icy  face.    In  February  the  good  old  man  shows  a 
benevolent  heart,  for  he  says, 

"  While  the  cold  north  winds  rage,  and  snow  descends, 

How  wretched  are  the  poor,  who  have  no  friends." 
Very  true  !  and  he  might  have  added — the  rich  too ;  for  wealth  alone  can- 
not ensure  happiness.    But  we  are  told  the  wind  will  blow  from  the  north, 
and  that  snow  will  descend,  a  piece  of  information  which  deserves  our  best 
thanks.    In  March  he  says, 

"The  farmer  toils  all  day ; — he  doth  retire 

In  the  cold  evening  to  his  cheering  fire." 
What  sly  dogs  our  farmers  are,  and  how  they  prove  their  sagacity  by 
creeping,  of  a  cold  night,   close  to  a  cheering  fire.    Shakspeare  himself 
never  wrote  a  couplet  more  true  to  nature  than  the  above. 
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'*  How  lovely  is  the  Spring  !  ten  thousand  flowers 
Adorn  the  gardens,  orchards,  fields,  and  bowers." 

Thus  is  April  ushered  in,  and  not  a  foolish  introduction  either  :  we  never 

knew  before  the  exact  number  of  flowers  that  adorned  the  gardens,  &c. 
"  The  calves  look  healthy — see  how  well  they  feed  : 
The  lambkins  play,  and  crop  the  flowery  mead." 

What  a  sublime  idea,  and  what  capital  news  to  those  who  are  fond  of  veal ! 

The  man  who  is  not  delighted  with  the  poetical  beauty  of  these  lines  ought 

to  be  stuffed  with  gunpowder,  and  roasted  alive  !    In  June  he  says, 
"  Contentions  in  the  Christian  world  arise — 
Men  strive  for  power,  and  show  themselves  unwise" 

What  a  set  of  blockheads  the  Whigs  must  be,  if  the  poet  speaks  truth.  In 

July— 

"  The  heat  is  now  intense — the  cattle  run 

From  the  tormenting  flys,  and  from  the  sun." 
The  cattle  are  equally  sagacious  with  the  farmers  ;  but  it  is  hoped,  for  the 
interest  of  many  a  worthy  wight,  that  the  visitors  here  will  reverse  the 
thing — and  run  to  the  flys. 

We  are  promised  fine  weather  in  August,  for  the  harvest,  for  which  we 
feel  most  grateful ;  but  in  September  he  says, 

"  Unpleasant  news,  alas !  and  from  afar, 

Of  earthquakes,  famine,  and  distressing  war." 
What  a  comfort  it  is  that  all  these  direful  events  will  take  place  far  from 
our  happy  isle,  and  we  join  most  heartily  with  the  poet,  who  concludes 
thus — 

"  Keep  discord  from  us,  and  our  youthful  Queen 

(Britannia's  glory)  from  all  evil  screen. 
A  touch  of  sound  philosophy  is  given  in  October — 

"  Some  people  think  that  riches,  honour,  show, 

Can  genuine  pleasures  of  themselves  bestow." 
All  that  we  can  say  is — that  those  who  do  think  so  will  find  themselves 
very  much  mistaken.    In  November  we  must  look  out  for  squalls,  for  the 
poet  says, 

"  Tempestuous  winds  the  forest  trees  deform  ;" 
and,  after  pitying  the  poor  sailors,  he  says, 

"  What  gratitude  our  bosoms  should  inspire, 
Who,  safe  on  land,  dread  not  the  tempest's  ire." 
Our  good  friend  forgot  that  there  are  such  things  as  slates,  tiles,  and  chim- 
ney-pots, that  dance  about  to  the  music  of  a  storm,  of  which  we  have 
had  abundant  evidence  during  the  past  month.    We  must  give  the  whole 
of  the  December  poem: 

"  No  warbler,  save  poor  Robin  tunes  his  lay, 
The  nights  are  long,  and  short  the  gloomy  day  : 
Behold  !  'tis  Christmas  now — cold  spreads  around, 
And  flakes  of  snow  fall  thickly  on  tne  ground  : 
Roast  Beef,  Plum  Pudding,  fire,  and  home-brew' d  ale, 
Are  cheering  helps  to  brave  the  wintry  gale." 
This  is  cheer  indeed,  and  we  dare  say  that  thousands  will  most  sincerely 
say,  "  We  wish  we  may  get  it." 

VOX  STELLARUM. 
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METEOROLOGY  AND  THE  WEATHER-PROPHETS. 

When  we  undertook  the  tedious  and  uninteresting  task  of  placing  upon 
record  the  daily  variations  of  weather  to  which  the  climate  of  England  is 
subject,  in  order  to  ascertain,  by  practical  experience,  whether  or  not  the 
prognosticators  of  its  changes  had  any  real  principle  for  their  predictions, 
we  promised  that  at  the  close  of  the  year  we  would  endeavour,  by  an 
analysis  of  the  published  returns,  to  come  to  some  conclusion  on  the 
matter ;  circumstances  which  occurred  a  year  ago,  in  connexion  with  the 
predictions  for  January,  called  a  larger  measure  of  attention  to  the  pro- 
phetic claims  than  perhaps  they  were  entitled  to  receive.  But  of  this  the 
examination  which  we  are  now  about  to  institute  will  best  determine. 

When  last  we  adverted  to  the  difficulty  of  determining  upon  any  test  that 
could  be  uniformly  applied  to  the  predictions  of  Messrs.  Murphy  and  Mor- 
rison, we  were  of  opinion  that  the  truth  or  falsehood  of  only  such  predic- 
tions as  foretold  changes  and  disturbances  at  variance  with  the  general 
character  of  the  weather  at  the  particular  seasons  to  which  they  referred  should 
be  taken  into  the  account,  and  by  these  and  these  only  ought  the  value  of 
the  prophetic  systems  to  be  tried.  We  still  consider  that  this  criterion  is 
the  fairest  that  could  be  adopted ;  but  lest  it  should  be  thought  that  we 
desired  to  prejudice  judgment  in  thus  assaying  the  philosophy  of  the 
weather-prophets  by  a  series  of  exceptions  rather  than  the  entire  results, 
we  have  resolved  to  extend  our  examination  into  the  whole  range  of  the 
predictions,  and  to  report,  "  right"  or  "  wrong,"  upon  each  as  we  find  the 
results  to  bear  out  either  distinction.  As  we  commenced  our  tables  with 
January,  so  must  our  review  commence  with  the  same  month ;  and  we 
hope  to  be  able — by  devoting  a  page  to  this  subject  for  each  of  the  ensuing 
weeks  of  December — to  complete  the  whole  by  the  expiration  of  the  year. 

We  shall  take  the  prophets  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  placed  in  our 
own  table  ;  and  first — of  that  system  commonly  ascribed  to  Herschel,  but 
which,  however,  that  illustrious  philosopher's  "  scarce  less  illustrious  son" 
has  denied  being  his  father's  invention.  No  matter:  it  has  long  gone  by 
the  name  of  "  Herschel's  Weather  Table,"  and,  to  avoid  any  misapprehen- 
sion, we  shall  still  continue  to  call  it  so.  The  principle  upon  which  this 
table  is  formed  is  one  of  approximation,  giving  a  general  rule,  which  of 
necessity  must  be  open  to  many  exceptions,  rather  than  entering  into  daily 
particulars.  These  exceptions  will  be  found  to  proceed  chiefly  from  the 
changes  of  the  wind,  and  partly  so  from  the  hygrometric  state  of  the  atmos- 
phere ;  though  the  latter  is  more  amenable  to  the  principle  assumed,  and 
consequently  ought  to  conform  to  the  prediction.  As  the  predictions  upon 
the  principle  of  this  table  are  regulated  by  and  dependent  upon  the  changes 
of  the  moon,  there  can  of  course  be  only  four  such  in  each  month,  in  accor- 
dance with  which  the  state  of  the  weather  for  the  ensuing  seven  days  ought 
to  be.  If  we  enquire  into  the  results  of  the  "  returns"  for  January,  we 
shall  find  that  the  weather  was  at  variance  with  the  first  prediction,  but 
accorded  with  the  second,  third  and  fourth ;  not  that  all  the  days  following 
these  latter  were  such  as  in  every  respect  might  have  been  expected,  but, 
viewing  the  theory  of  Herschel's  table  as  before  observed,  rather  as  an 
approximation  to  truth  than  to  absolute  prediction,  we  consider  we  are 
called  upon  to  decide  in  its  favour  whenever  the  general  character  of  the 
weather  agrees  with  the  prediction,  as  was  the  case  in  the  instances 
here  referred  to.  The  result  therefore  for  January  is  that  Herschel's  table 
was  right  once,  wrong  thrice.

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LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

Despite  a  very  wet  and  stormy  night  there  was  a  large  attendance  of 
the  members  present  on  Tuesday,  to  hear  Mr.  B.  Jones's  first  lecture  on 
Electricity.  Previous  to  entering  upon  the  consideration  of  the  science, 
and  the  various  phenomena  incident  to  its  manifestation,  Mr.  Jones  ex- 
plained the  meaning  of  the  term  itself,  and  then  proceeded  to  give  a  rapid 
historical  sketch  of  its  origin,  rise,  and  progress  from  the  date  of  its  first 
discovery  to  the  more  recent  times  of  Franklin  and  others.  The  opinions 
of  the  ancients  in  respect  to  the  existence  of  electricity  were  quoted,  and 
the  honour  of  founding  the  science  ascribed  to  Dr.  Gilbert  of  Colchester, 
about  the  year  1600.  The  invention  of  the  machine,  and  the  experiments 
and  discoveries  of  Otto  Guericke,  were  described,  as  were  also  the  subse- 
quent improvements  in  the  machine,  and  the  advances  in  the  science,  made 
by  Newton,  Franklin,  Priestly,  and  the  later  philosophers ;  the  theory 
which  recognized  the  existence  of  two  fluids — viz.  positive  and  negative — 
was  explained,  and  a  number  of  experiments  exhibited  in  illustration 
thereof,  as  also  of  the  phenomena  of  attraction  and  repulsion,  such,  for 
example,  as  the  experiments  of  the  pith  balls,  the  dancing  figures,  the 
electrical  bells,  and  several  others,  tending  to  confirm  the  view  taken  of 
the  elements  of  the  science.  The  nature  and  properties  of  the  electric 
spark  were  next  discussed,  and  its  transmission  by  means  of  different  con- 
ductors examined,  as  were  also  the  construction  and  application  of  the 
electrometer,  the  electroscope,  and  other  measurers  of  elecricity.  The 
insulation  of  the  conductors  by  means  of  glass  rods  and  other  non-con- 
ducting bodies  was  illustrated  by  a  number  of  pleasing  and  satisfactorv 
experiments  ;  and  in  connection  with  this  part  of  the  subject  the  theory  of 
balls  and  points  was  elucidated — the  universal  presence  of  the  electric  fluid 
and  its  distribution  were  briefly  adverted  to.  and  the  rapidity  of  its  trans- 
mission along  conducting  bodies  illustrated  by  reference  to  recorded  facts 
and  practical  experiments. 

Mr.  B.  Jones  delivered  his  second  lecture  last  evening  to  a  very  numerous 
audience,  but  the  space  we  have  left  us  does  not,  this  week,  admit  of  our 
giving  any  outline  of  this  highly  interesting  discourse — illustrated  as  it 
was  by  numerous  beautiful  experiments. 

On  Tuesday  evening  next  Mr.  Edwin  Lees  will  deliver  before  the  society 
the  first  of  a  course  of  three  lectures  on  the  Phenomena  of  Vegetation  as 
connected  with  the  History  and  harmonizing  with  the  Sympathies  of  Mankind 
in  general ;  of  which  first  lecture  the  following  is  the 

syllabus : 

Introduction — Plants  and  Flowers  connected  with  Man  by  their  various 
uses — the  superstitions  and  magical  rites  they  have  been  subservient  to — 
their  association  with  love  of  country  and  the  sympathies  they  excite  from 
childhood  to  death — more  particularly  exciting  to  the  botanist  and  traveller 
— Botany  considered  as  a  science — its  history  detailed — original  devotion 
to  the  healing  art — the  Linnasan  and  natural  systems  described — laws  of 
Vegetable  Life — distribution  of  plants  by  their  operation — geography  of 
plants — different  localities  affected  by  plants  offering  peculiar  sources  of 
delight  to  the  investigator — origin  of  plants — conclusion. 


On  Friday  evening  next  Mr.  Todd  of  Gloucester  will  deliver  a  lecture 
on  the  Rise  and  Progress  of  Navigation.

— Paris,  Monday,  Nov.  26.—  It 
is  with  great  sorrow  that  I  communicate  the  melancholy  intelligence  which  is 
stated  to  have  yesterday  reached  Paris.  It  will  create  a  deep  sensation  in  the 
higher  circle  of  society,  which  has  already,  this  year,  experienced  the  bereave- 
ment by  death  of  several  of  its  youngest,  noblest,  fairest,  and  most  accomplished 
members.  Among  them  none  surpassed  Lady  Mary  Alathea  Talbot,  daughter  of 
the  Earl  of  Shrewsbury.  She  is  said  to  have  been  ill  but  a  fortnight,  and  to 
have  expired  at  Rome,  whither  she  had  accompanied  her  noble  father  and  mother, 
who  were  preparing  for  the  solemnization  of  her  marriage  with  Prince  Doria. 
This  marriage,  betwixt  the  young  and  noble  scions  of  two  houses  so  famous  in 
the  chivalric  romance  of  history,  was  the  theme  of  universal  talk  and  applause. 
Lady  Mary  Talbot  had  had  numberless  splendid  alliances  offered  her.  She  had 
been  on  the  point  of  marrying  a  scion  of  one  of  the  sovereign  houses  of  Europe, 
and  with  the  idea  of  rendering  the  match  equal  (in  my  opinion  her  illustrious 
birth  rendered  this  supererogatory),  his  Bavarian  majesty  had  offered  to  raise  her 
to  the  rank  of  Princess  and  Altesse.  The  match  did  not  take  place  owing  to 
religious  scruples.  Lady  Mary's  sister,  as  you  are  aware,  is  married  to  Prince 
Solmona,  of  the  house  of  Borghese.  The  lamented  Lady  Mary  Alathea  Beatrix 
Talbot  was  in  her  24th  year,  having  been  born  on  the  29th  of  May,  1815. — 
Morning  Post.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


My  dear  Looker-On, 

London,  December  G,  1838. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Serjeant  Arabin  to  the  office  of  judge 
advocate  general,  may  surprise  a  great  many,  who  are  not  among 
the  initiated,  but  it  will  cease  when  they  are  told  the  learned 
Serjeant  acts  merely  as  a  "  warming  pan  "  for  Mr.  Parker,  the 
honourable  member  for  Sheffield.  The  latter  gentleman  is  cer- 
tainly to  have  the  appointment  if  he  can  secure  his  re-election  to 
his  seat  in  the  House— if  not,  farewell  to  his  hopes  of  promotion 
at  present,  as  the  defeat  of  a  candidate  so  intimately  connected 
with  the  ministry,  as  judge  advocate  general,  must  not  be  risked 
just  now  for  any  consideration.  Meanwhile  Serjeant  Arabin  is 
well  content  to  enjoy  all  the  honours  and  emoluments  of  his  office 
pro  tern. — not  forgetting  the  chance  that  it  may  become  necessary, 
while  he  holds  the  office,  for  him  to  be  made  a  privy  councillor. 

The  Queen's  visit  to  Brighton,  according  to  the  "  latest  news," 
stands  for  the  17th  of  this  month,  but  should  her  Majesty  go,  the 
court  will  return  to  town  about  the  20th  of  January  for  the  season. 
Her  Majesty  came  to  town  last  Thursday  to  hold  a  court  for  the 
purpose  of  the  receiving  the  new  Turkish  ambassador,  issuing  a 
proclamation  for  the  assembling  of  Parliament,  &c.  &c.  This 
"  reception  "  did  not  extend  to  the  suite  of  Reschid  Pacha,  who 
will  be  presented  by  him  to  the  Queen  at  the  first  levee.    At  the 
audience  the  diplomatist  presented  to  her  Majesty  a  brilliant 
diamond  necklace  in  the  name  of  his  master.    Reschid  Pacha  is 
the  minister  through  whose  council  and  by  whose  instrumentality 
the  new  treaty  has  been  carried  into  effect;  that  is,  if  any  credence 
is  to  be  given  to  those  writers  who  ought  to  be  best  informed  on 
the  subject.    Certain  it  is  that  he  is  at  present  very  high  in  the 
confidence  of  his  sovereign.    The  Pacha  also  brought  a  handsome 
diamond  bracelet,  a  present  from  the  Sultan  to  the  Duchess  of 
Kent.    Sarim  Effendi,  the  ex-ambassador,  took  leave  of  the  Queen 
on  his  departure  from  her  court.    At  the  same  time  M.  Garro,  the 
special  minister  from  the  republic  of  Mexico,  was  received.    It  is 
gossipped  that  his  excellency  is  the  bearer  of  the  most  urgent 
representations  and  remonstrances  from  the  Mexican  government, 
relative  to  the  increasing  hostility   manifested    by  the  French 
squadron  in  the  blockade  of  their  ports,  and  which  blockade, 
according  to  the  last  accounts,  seems  to  be  partaking  a  good  deal 
of  the  aggressive  character.    The  only  other  business  done  at  the 
court  was  the  presentation  of  Mr.  Turner,  our  mjnister  to  the 
government  of  New  Granada,  on  his  departure  for  his  post;  the 
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reception  of  Count  Mandesloh,  the  Wurtemberg  minister,  on  his 
return  from  a  continental  tour ;  and  the  issuing  the  proclamation 
for  Parliament. 

Of  course  Canada  is  the  absorbing  subject  of  gossip  just  now. 
It  is  rumoured  in  military  circles  that  on  the  first  news  of  the 
extensive  and  formidable  conspiracy  concocting  in  the  United 
States,  reaching  Sir  John  Colborne,  he  sent  over  a  dispatch, 
stating  he  could  not  answer  for  the  safety  of  the  colony  without  he 
had  three  regiments  more.    This  application  was  most  probably 
the  subject  of  discussion  at  all  those  recent  interviews  between  the 
Commander  of  the  Forces,  the  Colonial  Secretary,  and  the  Premier; 
but  instead  of  "  action,"  "  deliberation  "  was  the  order  of  the  day, 
and  but  for  the  good  feeling  and  determined  bravery  of  the  loyal 
volunteers,  the  affairs  of  the  Canadas  might  now  be  in  almost  inex- 
tricable confusion.    The  expedition  of  "  the  guards,"  in  which 
they  arrived  just  in  time  to  be  too  late  to  have  a  brush  with  the 
rebels,  is  the  subject  of  a  good  deal  of  quiz  among  their  brethren 
here.    Lord  Durham  seems  determined  to  postpone  his  arrival 
in  town,  and  consequent  meeting  with  his  "  friends,"  as  late  as 
possible.    The  threat  his  Lordship  uttered  at  Devonport,  respect- 
ing the  disclosures  he  means  to  make  in  Parliament,  has  not,  it 
may  readily  be  believed,  tended  to  make  his  "  friends    more  easy 
and  comfortable  in  their  position.    There  have  been  two  or  three 
cabinet  councils  since  my  last,  but  the  "  cabinet,"  as  it  is  called, 
will  break  up,  without  any  thing  very  important  occurs,  the  latter 
end  of  next  week,  for  what  is  called  the  Christmas  vacation.  The 
Foreign  and  Colonial  Secretaries,  the  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty, 
and  the  President  of  the  India  Board,  owing  to  the  press  of  busi- 
ness in  their  respective  departments,  will  be  detained  in  town  of 
course,  but  the  rest  will,  no  doubt,  not  be  sorry  to  avoid  a  rencontre 
with  their  mortified  and  indignant  ex-Lord  High  Commissioner. 
Viscount  Melbourne  went  down  to  Windsor  on  Saturday,  and 
returned  on  Monday,  the  same  as  last  week;  and  his  Lordship 
took  his  departure  yesterday  for  the  Castle,  but  will,  no  doubt, 
return  a^ain  to-morrow  to  attend  a  council  which  has  been  sum- 
mOneu.    Lord  Holland  has  had  a  severe  tumble,  from  missing  his 
hold  of  his  crutch — fortunately  the  noble  Lord  did  not  experience 
any  other  injury  than  a  "  good  shake,"  which  was  bad  enough, 
however,  to  prevent  his  attendance  at  several  cabinets.    His  Lord- 
ship has  now  quite  recovered  from  it,  and  has  resumed  his  official 
dudes. 

The  opera  of  "  Guillaume  Tell  "  was  produced  at  Drury  Lane, 
on  Monday  night,  for  the  first  time  in  this  country.  Had  the 
composer  of  this  opera  given  it  to  the  world  anonymously,  he  would 
have  been  as  completely  an  "  Unknown  "  as  the  author  of  YVaverly 
was — it  is  so  utterly  unlike  any  of  his  other  compositions.  In 
place  of  sparkling  and  graceful  melodies,  elegant  fancy,  with  now 
and  then  the  most  noisy  instrumentation  and  chorus,  Rossini,  in 
Guillaume  Tell,  has  given  us  deep  and  impassioned  recitative 
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melodies,  the  result  of  feeling  rather  than  fancy,  and  chorusses  of 
great  simplicity  and  grandeur.  In  short  it  is  much  more  like  a 
German  opera  than  an  Italian  one.  No  expense  was  spared  to 
bring  out  this  work  in  a  worthy  manner.  The  scenery  was  exceed- 
ingly clever,  the  costume  very  good,  and  the  chorus  remarkably 
full,  and  well  drilled  by  Bishop,  under  whose  superintendance  the 
music  has  been  adapted  to  the  English  stage.  Braham  was  the 
hero,  and  his  performance  excited  mingled  feelings  of  great  admira- 
tion and  regret.  There  was  the  same  fine  and  musician- like  reading 
of  his  author's  meaning — the  same  perfect  enunciation — the  same 
true  feelings  and  mastery  in  his  recitative.  In  short  there  was  all 
the  attributes  of  a  great  singer,  except  a  voice,  capable  of  giving  full 
effect  to  the  conception  and  feeling  of  the  performer.  In  speaking 
thus  of  Braham's  voice  let  it  be  understood  I  am  speaking  of  it  as 
compared  with  itself — what  it  was  in  the  "  olden  time."  The  other 
characters  were  well  supported  by  the  two  Guibeleis,  Allen,  Miss 
Romer,  Miss  Poole,  &c.  The  opera  must  be  curtailed  a  good  deal 
to  bring  it  within  reasonable  compass — its  first  representation 
occupying  above  four  hours.  A  pas  militaire  and  a  rustic  dance 
might  very  well  be  dispensed  with.  It  was,  however,  most  com- 
pletely successful. 

The  most  satisfactory  accounts  have  come  in  to-day  to  the 
Admiralty  from  the  various  ports,  respecting  the  number  of 
sailors  who  have  entered  for  general  service ;  this  must  go  to 
counterbalance  the  bad  news  from  Canada,  as  regards  the  yankee 
invasion,  which  will  doubtless  be  the  subject  of  to-morrow's 
cabinet.  The  three  regiments  though,  that  Sir  John  Colborne  has 
asked  for,  would  be  of  infinitely  more  service  to  him  than  fifty 
despatches. 

The  late  Mrs.  Bowles,  Lord  Palmerston's  sister,  is  to  be 
buried  to-morrow  at  the  cemetry.  Lord  John  Russell  returns 
to  his  official  duties  about  the  middle  of  the  month.  The  last 
accounts  from  Hastings  state  that  Lady  Theodosia  Spring  Rice  is 
in  a  very  precarious  state.  Is  it  not  most  fortunate  that  the  Queen 
was  not  at  the  Pavilion  when  it  was  struck  by  the  lightning  ?

To  the  Editor  of  The  Cheltenham  Looker-On. 

Sir, 

Permit  me  to  state,  from  my  own  knowledge,  that  the  paragraph 
which  appeared  in  the  letter  of  your  correspondent,  *'  A  Moving  Shadow," 
(Nov.  24th,)  relative  to  Mr.  Braham,  is  very  erroneous  in  many  respects. 
The  "  Moving  Shadow"  has  followed  false  reports.  Mr.  Braham  has  not 
suffered  a  loss  of  £80,000  ;  but  he  has,  within  these  four  years,  invested 
about  twice  that  amount  to  great  advantage.  The  St.  James's  Theatre 
was  let  to  Mr.  Hooper  for  three  years,  but,  in  consequence  of  his  not  being 
able  to  give  the  required  security,  the  bargain  was  off.  Mr.  Braham 
might  have  let  the  theatre  to  several  persons,  but  he  is  anxious  to  get  a 
respectable  tenant,  who  would  produce  such  performances  as  would  be 
worthy  of  so  splendid  and  elegant  a  structure.  Mr.  Braham  enjoys  a  good 
income,  and  he  can  afford  to  let  his  theatre  remain  empty ;  nor  is  it  neces- 
sity that  has  driven  him  to  seek  engagements  at  other  theatres  ;  it  is  the 
pure  love  of  his  profession,  to  which  his  whole  heart  is  devoted,  and  the 
solicitations  of  managers,  together  with  the  undiminished  approval  of  the 
public,  that  have  been  the  inducements  ;  and,  as  far  as  regards  his  voice, 
I  only  appeal  to  the  thousands  who  have  witnessed  his  Fra  Diavolo  at 
Drury  Lane,  whether  it  be  but  "  the  merest  wreck  of  what  it  once  was  ?" 

Some  twenty  years  ago  a  very  uncalled-for  attack,  was  made  in  a  musical 
publication  on  this  eminent  vocalist,  stating  that  his  voice  was  quite  gone, 
and  that  his  singing  was  execrable,  &c;  but  lo  !  some  eight  or  ten  years 
afterwards  the  same  publication  pronounced  him  to  be  unapproachable, 
particularly  in  sacred  music.  In  the  reports  of  the  Royal  Musical  Festival 
at  Westminster  Abbey  in  1834,  the  press  was  unanimous  in  its  praise  of 
Mr.  Braham,  and  one  of  which  said,  in  alluding  to  his  delivery  of  Handel's 
Total  Eclipse, — "The  most  striking  of  this  day's  performance  was  Mr. 
Braharn's  recitative, 

'  O  !  loss  of  sight !' 
It  had  almost  a  moral  dignity  in  it,  which  would  have  suited  Milton  com- 
plaining of  his  blindness,  from  its  simplicity  and  touching  truth  of  expres- 
sion •  and  another  critic  said,  in  allusion  to  Luther's  Hymn,  "  Perhaps 
the  finest  piece  in  the  whole  selection  was  Luther's  Hymn,  sung  by  Mr. 
Braham,  accompanied  on  the  organ  and  trumpet.  When  the  singer,  with 
all  the  power  and  great  expression  of  his  best  day,  burst  into  its  bold, 
pathetic,  and  deeply-impressive  subject, — 

'  Great  God  !  what  do  I  see  and  hear  ; 
The  end  of  things  created  !' 
the  Royal  Family  and  the  whole  audience  rose  from  their  seats." 

I  have  been  induced  to  address  you,  Sir,  on  behalf  of  a  gentleman  whose 
kind  friendship  I  have  enjoved  for  the  last  thirty  years,  being  perfectly 
satisfied  that  your  entertaining  correspondent  merely  stated  what  he  had 
heard  repeated  ;  but  he  will,  I  am  sure,  be  much  gratified  to  find  that 
there  is  no  foundation  for  the  most  part  of  such  reports.

the  upper  circles  of  society.  Two  or  three  other  such  brilliant  assemblies 
as  that  of  last  Monday,  and — our  grey  goose  quill  to  a  coronet !  but  the 
winter  balls  of  Cheltenham  will  distance — as  the  Town  itself  has  done 
already — every  other  rival  and  competitor  in  the  race  of  public  estimation. 
The  Juvenile  Christmas  Ball  is  fixed  to  take  place  on  Monday  the  31st, 
so  that  our  young  friends  may  look  forward  to  the  pleasure  of  welcoming 
in  the  New  Year,  in  the  joyous  and  delightful  society  of  their  friends  and 
youthful  associates. 

The  Russian  Singers,  who  delighted  the  summer  visitors  of  Chelten- 
ham with  their  native  melodies,  have  returned  to  us  again;  and  on  Wednes- 
day and  last  evenings  gave  concerts  at  the  Assembly  Rooms.  The  same 
national  airs  were  sung,  and  the  same  national  dances  danced,  which  drew 
forth  such  deserved  applause  from  numerous  and  fashionable  audiences  at 
the  Rotunda  in  September.  The  harmony  of  the  various  compositions 
sounded  as  sweet,  and  the  comic  terzetto  as  laughable,  as  they  did  in  the 
merry  summertide  ;  but  we  regret  to  add,  the  attendance  was  upon  both 
the  above  occasions  very  indifferent,  and,  we  fear,  unremunerative. 

The  Annual  Ball  for  the  benefit  of  the  Female  Orphan  Assylum  is 
fixed  for  Thursday  the  27th  of  the  present  month,  at  the  Assembly  Rooms; 
and,  as  the  subscription-night  of  that  week  happens  to  be  Christmas-Eve, 
it  has  been  determined  to  forego  the  regular  ball  in  consequence.  By  this 
judicious  arrangement  the  established  amusements  are  not  so  likely  to 
suffer  injury  as  if  the  Asylum  Ball  were  to  take  place  in  January,  as  has 
been  the  ease  for  the  last  two  or  three  years  ;  at  the  same  time  that  the 
latter  will  also  experience  no  interference  from  the  occurrence  of  a  second 
ball  in  the  same  week. 

Lord  Segrave's  Fox  Hounds  closed  their  November  "  engagement" 
in  this  country  on  Thursday,  when  they  met  at  West  Wood,  but  the  sport 
proved  very  indifferent.  For  the  last  ten  days  of  the  month  it  was  any 
thing  but  "  sport"  to  keep  the  appointments,  owing  to  the  storminess 
of  the  weather.  The  pack  left  their  Cheltenham  kennel  for  Berkeley  on 
Monday. 

The  Cheltenham  Stag  Hounds  took  the  field  on  Friday  the  30th, 
succeeding  the  fox  hounds,  with  much  better  sport.  The  hunt  uncarted  at 
Puze  Down,  and  had  a  splendid  run  of  two  hours  over  thirty  miles  of 
country  before  the  stag  was  captured.

A  Fine  Norway  Wolf  has  just  been  presented  to  the  Zoological

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SITTINGS  IN  OUR  STUDY; 

BEING 

GLANCES  AT  THE  WORLDS  OF  LITERATURE,  SCIENCE,  AND  ART. 

In  our  last  week's  "  sitting"  we  glanced  at  one  of  the  oldest  of  all  the 
living  Annuals,  the  Almanack  of  Francis  Moore,  Physician  ;  this  week  we 
shall  notice,  in  brief,  one  of  the  juniors  of  this  prolific  family — and  a  very 
clever  one  it  is  for  its  years,  as  any  of  our  readers  will  affirm  if  they  take 
the  trouble  to  examine  for  themselves — 

The  Oracle  of  Rural  Life, 
A  genuine  Sportsman  s  Almanack,  upon  all  subjects  connected  with  whose 
healthy  vocation  it  affords  the  fullest  and  most  interesting  information.  It 
contains  also  many  particulars  on  all  topics  connected  with  the  field  in 
general,  horses,  dogs,  and  guns,  conveyed  in  short  but  well-written  essays 
by  Nimrod,  Tom  Oakleigh,  and  other  crack  writers ;  there  is  also  much 
valuable  matter  for  the  farmer,  and  useful  monthly  hints  and  instructions 
for  those  who  delight  in  flower-gardens,  or  take  pleasure  in  horticultural 
pursuits;  and,  to  crown  all,  the  work  is  adorned  with  twelve  spirited 
engravings,  which  of  themselves  are  worth  double  the  cost  of  the  entire 
almanack.  But  with  so  many  tomes  for  the  boudoir  and  drawing-room 
awaiting  our  notice,  we  must  not  longer  tarry  with  these  **.  stitched 
pamphlets,"  useful  and  instructive  though  many  of  them  assuredly  are. 
Let  us  therefore  now  introduce  our  readers  to  one  of  the  best  of  the 
morocco-bound  volumes  of  the  season  : 

Heath's  Picturesque  Annual  for  1839, 
Edited  by  Leitch  Ritchie,  is  devoted  to  a  description  of  Versailles,  a  sub- 
ject of  all  others  most  admirably  adapted  for  combining  the  painter's  bril- 
liancy of  penicl  with  the  poet's  dreams  of  bygone  splendour:  in  the  volume 
now  before  us  both  have  been  most  happily  realized,  though  both  might 
have  been  surpassed.  The  volume  contains  altogether  sixteen  beautiful 
engravings  of  the  palace  of  Versailles,  and  four  portraits  of  its  most  cele- 
brated beauties.  The  reading  is  also  quite  delightful  ;  a  series  of  vivid 
scenes  following  each  other  in  rapid  succession,  the  "  light  of  other  days" 
gilding  them  with  all  the  sunshine  and  glory  of  romance.  Here  too  are 
flashes  of  the  wit  for  which  the  scenes  depicted  were  themselves  erewhile 
so  celebrated,  gay  tales  and  sad  reflexions  all  blending  harmoniously 
together.  We  could  quote  a  hundred  such,  but  must  forego  the  pleasure, 
in  order  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  following  fanciful — yet  touching—review 
of  the  principal,  Epics  in  Stone: 

"  A  monument  is  a  poem,  and  of  a  more  noble  and  durable  kind  than  those  that 
are  expressed  in  words.  In  the  primitive  times  the  bards  struck  their  lyre  under  the 
tents,  or  before  the  huts,  of  our  ancestors,  and  their  voices  transmitted  the  remem- 
brance of  heroic  deeds,  and  high  institutions.  But  as  society  progressed,  men 
wrote  the  records  of  their  history  in  stone,  and  thus  produced  a  chronicle  more 
laborious,  but  more  lasting.  Where  are  the  epics  of  modern  civilization  ?  They 
cover  the  soil  of  Europe. 

"  The  prayers  of  the  generation  of  the  middle  ages  arose  to  heaven  with  the 
spires  of  their  Gothic  churches  ;  and  faith  opened  and  expanded  with  that  floral 
architecture  which  seemed  to  bear  on  high  the  hope  and  perfume  of  the  soul. 
Thus,  during  four  centuries  Catholicism  inscribed  itself  in  gigantic  characters  on 
the  face  of  the  earth  ;  and  from  Canterbury  to  Nuremberg  its  genius  shone  in 
monuments  which  will  render  eternal  the  memory  of  its  worship. 

"  But  what  industry,  by  furnishing  to  the  inhabitants  of  towns  the  means  of 
throwing  off  the  feudal  yoke,  had  thus  scattered  the  first  seeds  of  modern  policy, 
liberty,  in  her  turn,  desired  to  build  her  temples,  and  record  her  doctrines  in  that 
admirable  language  hitherto  consecrated  to  the  service  of  religion.    Then  arose  the 
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hotels-de-ville  of  Flanders.  Ghent,  Ypres,  Louvain,  all  produced  edifices  which 
rivalled  the  cathedrals  themselves,  and  which  still  serve  as  monuments  of  muni- 
cipal glory. 

"  Then  came  in  Europe  the  struggle  of  principles  and  peoples,  of  nations  and 
ideas  ;  and  out  of  their  wars  of  three  centuries  sprang  the  civilization  we  enjoy 
to-day.  Monarchy  was  the  conservative  power  of  the  epoch ;  and  under  its 
influence  those  great  unities,  and  great  contrasts  still  survived,  which  otherwise 
might  have  been  lost  in  the  general  fusion.  Kings,  in  their  turn,  inscribed  their 
domination  in  letters  of  stone  ;  and  architecture,  which  had  celebrated  successively 
the  triumphs  of  religion  and  democracy,  became  now  the  epic  of  royalty — to  be 
brought  at  length  to  a  close  by  the  French  Revolution. 

"  Among  these  epics  in  stone,  there  are  some  which  bear  peculiar  marks  of 
greatness  and  majesty.  Westminster  Abbey  is  in  itself  a  summary  of  English  his- 
tory. The  genius  of  the  nation  is  stamped  upon  its  architecture.  The  tombs  of 
its  kings  are  protected  by  the  banners  of  the  aristocracy ;  and  near  the  chapel 
which  contains  them,  the  parliament,  which  has  succeeded  to  the  royal  power, 
shelters  itself  within  the  walls  of  a  cloister.  Thus  you  see  all  England  within  the 
enclosures  of  the  Abbey — the  religion,  the  kings,  the  lords,  and  the  commons,  all 
reposing  or  stirring  on  the  same  spot ;  and  the  traditional  ogive  throws  its 
respected  arches  at  once  over  the  dead  and  the  living. 

*f  The  cathedral  of  Cologne  is  the  handsomest  monument  which  Gothic  art  has 
consecrated  to  Catholicism.  All  the  grandeur,  and  all  the  reverie  of  German 
genius  had  concurred  in  the  plan  of  this  admirable  work  ;  but  the  voice  of  Luther, 
echoing  throughout  Germany,  was  heard  at  the  unfinished  porch  of  the  cathedral, 
forbidding  the  spires  to  continue  to  mount,  the  vaults  to  close,  the  ogives  to  com- 
plete their  bend.  The  workmen  at  the  sound  forsook  their  task  never  to  resume 
it ;  leaving  at  the  top  of  the  tower  a  crane  which  will  remain  there  till  the  end  of 
time. 

"  While  Germany  left  on  this  edifice  the  traces  of  its  faith  and  its  doubts, 
papacy  united  its  whole  strength  to  elevate  in  Rome  a  monument  of  its  unchange- 
able power.  It  was  obliged,  however,  to  call  in  paganism  to  its  assistance  in  the 
architechture  of  Saint  Peter's  ;  and  thus  to  render  manifest  that  strange  alliance, 
against  which  Luther  had  hurled  his  moral  thunders.  The  remarkable  anomaly, 
however,  was  ingeniusiy  and  gracefully  cloaked.  Saint  Peter's  is  the  cathedral  at 
once  of  Rome,  and  of  the  world.  Its  architecture  combines  the  styles  of  the 
great  epochs  of  time  ;  its  walls  might  seem  intended  to  contain  the  entire  Christian 
population  of  the  globe ;  and  above  this  immense  inclosure,  it  bears,  like  the  Pope, 
the  catholic  crown.  St.  Peter's,  in  fact,  is  papacy  itself — the  papacy  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  tampering  with  the  spirit  of  paganism,  yet  affecting  universal 
supremacy  ;  its  brow  encircled  wirh  the  tiara,  and  its  hands  extended  to  clasp 
the  world. 

"  The  Escurial,  the  expression  of  another  great  power,  stands  alone  on  the  soil 
of  Spain,  which  so  many  revolutions  have  ploughed  without  being  able  to  fecundate. 
It  represents  the  monarchy  entrusted  by  Philip  II.  to  the  protection  of  the 
monarchical  spirit.  It  is  not  a  palace  but  a  convent,  where  the  apartments  of  the 
king  were  placed,  side  by  side,  with  the  cells  of  the  monks.  And  is  not  this  royal 
cloister  a  faithful  image  of  Spanish  theocracy  ?  It  seems  as  if  the  architect  who 
drew  the  plan  of  the  Escurial  had  been  ordered,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  to 
mind,  and  sanctifying,  the  sacrificial  terror  of  the  Inquisition,  to  give  the  edifice 
the  form  of  the  gridiron  of  St.  Lawrence ! 

All  these  monuments  are  the  productions  of  individual  genius — of  the  human 
instruments  selected  by  God,  to  give  its  decreed  form  to  the  epoch.  The  cathedral 
and  the  palace  are  nothing  more  than  temples  wherein  to  lodge,  like  an  idol,  the 
leading  thought  of  a  single  mind.  But  the  man  at  length  dies,  and  the  idea  is  lost, 
or  transferred,  like  the  physical  elements  of  his  body.  The  monument,  however, 
continues  to  exist — the  cathedral  and  the  palace  still  stand  ;  and,  as  science 
explores  the  functions  of  life  in  lifeless  forms,  the  philosopher  studies  in  these 
now  soulless  fabrics  the  mysteries  of  the  decrees  of  God.  Such  has  been  the  fate 
of  Saint  Peter's,  and  the  dream  of  Julius  II.  ;  of  the  Escurial,  and  the  dream  of 
Philip  II.  ;  and  of  Versailles,  and  the  dream  of  Louis  XIV.  !" 
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LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

On  Tuesday  evening  Mr.  Edwin  Lees,  the  eminent  naturalist,  com- 
menced a  course  of  Lectures  on  "  The  Phenomena  of  Vegetation  as  con- 
nected  with  the  History,  and  harmonizing  with  the  sympathies,  of  mankind  in 
general.    He  commenced  his  discourse  by  an  eloquent  appeal  in  favour  of 
Botany,  and  illustrative  of  its  beauty  and  importance  in  the  economy  of 
creation,  sketching  a  vivid  picture  of  a  world  devoid  of  vegetation  in  con- 
trast with  one  clothed  with  the  rich  verdure  and  bloom  which  distinguishes 
the  present  habitable  globe.    The  effect  which  the  improvements  of  civili- 
zation exercise  upon  the  developements  of  vegetable  life  was  described, 
and  how  the  vegetable  world  was  rendered  essential  to  the  happiness  and 
even  existence  of  mankind.    The  use  and  importance  of  plants  and  flowers 
in  their  various  relations  to  man  were  pointed  out,  and  exemplified  by  the 
instance  of  the  grasses — a  numeration  of  the  different  tribes  and  varieties 
of  which  was  given,  and  many  highly  interesting  statistical  particulars 
furnished  respecting  the  consumption  of  corn  in  its  divers  states  and  com- 
binations.   The  important  improvements  effected  in  the  vegetable  world  by 
cultivation  were  dwelt  upon,  and  tke  changes  in  the  quality  and  nature  of 
plants,  flowers,  and  fruits,  instanced  by  a  number  of  familiar  illustrations, 
proving  how  the  crude  productions  of  the  wild  or  savage  state  were,  by 
cultivation,  converted  into  the  richest  luxuries  of  civilized  life.    Mr.  Lees 
next  referred  to  the  numerous  uses  to  which,  in  the  service  of  man,  plants 
were  applicable,  and  to  the  valuable  consequences  which  had  resulted  from 
the  discovery  of  the  healing  properties  which  many  of  them  possess. 
Various  superstitious  rites  and  ceremonies,  dominant  in  the  dark  and 
middle  ages,  were  shown  to  have  originated  in  this  same  course — 
the  existence  of  such  rites  among  all  people,  was  illustrated  by  the 
numberless  allusions  of  poetry,  and  by  the  monuments  and  traditions 
of  antiquity,  which  demonstrates  their  influence  in  the  "  old  religions  " 
of  the  world.     In  that  of  druidism  the  veneration  for  the  mistletoe 
was  a  distinguishing  and  important  feature ;  and  among  the  classic 
nations  of  Greece  and  Rome  the  supposed  mysterious  potency  of  certain 
plants  formed  the  subject  of  frequent  poetic  allusion.    And  it  was  shown 
that  down  to  the  present  day  the  charmed  agencies  of  the  vegetable 
world  were  recognised  with  fear  and  trembling,  in  many  of  the  superstitious 
customs  and  observances  of  the  retired  and  rural  districts  even  of  our 
own  island.    From  these  again  had  sprung  a  class  of  more  harmless 
fictions,  identified  with  the  sympathies  and  affections  of  youth,  and  the 
hopes  and  fears  of  virgin  love.    The  fern  seed  and  the  poppy  leaf  had 
hence  ascribed  to  them  mysterious  influences,  in  illustration  of  which  the 
lecturer  related  several  curious  anecdotes.    Mr.  Lees  next  considered  the 
associations  which  plants  and  flowers  awaken  at  every  stage  and  period  of 
existence,  and  under  every  possible  variety  of  circumstance — the  floral 
rambles  of  the  boyhood,  and  the  botanical  excursions  of  riper  years,  being 
alike  replete  with  bright  and  grateful  recollections,  to  which  the  mind 
always  recurred  with  a  sense  of  exquisite  delight.    The  yearning  of  the 
heart  for  the  dreams  of  its  early  pleasures,  was  strikingly  evidenced  in  the 
case  of  the  "  pent  up  citizen,"  who  cherishes  some  dingy  and  bloomless 
evergreen,  as  a  talisman  to  the  floral  associations  of  his  youth — associations 
which  hold  mysterious  mastery  over  the  mind  even  to  the  hour  of  death. 
The  intensity  of  the  sympathies  which  plants  and  flowers  originate  in  the 
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minds  of  botanists  and  travellers  was  exemplified  by  reference  to  the  feel- 
ings of  Humbolt,  whose  eloquent  description  of  those  feelings  on  his  re- 
visiting the  scenes  of  former  pleasures,  was  quoted.  Having  thus  borne 
testimony  to  the  importance  of  the  phenomena  of  vegetation,  as  connected 
with  the  sympathies  of  mankind  in  general,  Mr.  Lees  advanced  to  the  con- 
sideration of  botany  as  a  science  ranking  high  in  estimation,  from  the 
value  of  those  extraordinary  healing  properties  peculiar  to  a  great  number 
of  plants.  He  explained  first  the  general  divisions  of  the  science,  which 
was  followed  by  a  brief  description  of  the  organized  functions  of  plants. 
He  then  traced  the  history  of  Botany  from  the  date  of  its  earliest  mention 
by  ancient  authors,  down  to  the  time  of  Linneus,  whose  discoveries  drew 
forth  a  just  and  eloquent  eulogium.  Mr.  Lees  then  proceeded  to  give  an 
outline  of  the  Linnean  system,  embracing  the  various  scientific  arrange- 
ments of  its  immortal  founder — illustrating  these  by  means  of  coloured 
drawings  of  different  plants  and  flowers,  selected  as  types  of  the  orders 
and  classes  which  they  respectively  represented.  Having  thus  examined 
the  leading  features  of  the  Linnean  system,  he  next  gave  a  concise  view  of 
the  natural  system  of  Jussieu,  which  recognises  in  the  cotyledons  of  the 
plant  the  principle  of  scientific  classification  and  arrangement.  The  leading 
peculiarities  of  the  two  admitted  systems  being  thus  disposed  of  Mr.  Lees 
next  proceeded  to  elucidate  the  phenomena  of  distribution  and  propagation, 
both  of  which  "  mysteries"  he  illustrated  by  reference  to  numerous  re- 
corded facts  and  interesting  anecdotes,  as  he  did  also  the  geographical  and 
geological  influences  affecting  the  growth  and  developement  of  particular 
tribes  of  plants,  and  with  this  and  a  pleasant  anecdote  of  the  enthusiasm 
of  a  mountain  botanist,  the  lecture  concluded. 

Mr.  Lees'  second  Lecture  will  be  delivered  on  Tuesday  next ;  and  of 
this  the  following  is  the  syllabus: — 

Primary  aspect  of  vegetation — its  contrast  with  the  present  state  of  things — Forests 
of  unbounded  extent  formerly  covering  Europe — their  destruction  and  the  consequences 
— Forerts  of  America — Effect  of  woodland  scenery  on  the  mind — Trees  considered  as 
objects  of  convenient  utility — as  developing  the  horrid  rites  ot  a  dark  and  barbarous  age 
consecrated  and  "  holy  trees  " — Picturesque  aspect  of  groves  and  trees — their  cultivation 
and  its  results — associations  pictorial  and  poetical  derivable  from  trees — External  appear- 
ance and  characteristics  of  trees — their  physiological  internal  structure — Extraordinary 
trees  that  have  existed  and  still  exist — Longevity  of  trees,  the  yew  in  particular — feelings 
arising  from  the  contemplation  of  old  trees,  and  the  emotions  they  excite.  This  lecture 
will  be  illustrated  by  various  Drawings  representing  celebrated  and  remarkable  trees. 

Last  evening  Mr.  Todd  of  Gloucester  delivered  a  discourse  on  The  Rise 
and  Progress  of  Navigation,  tracing  a  rapid  sketch  of  the  history  of  the 
science  among  the  nations  of  the  ancient  world,  from  the  earliest  recorded 
period  down  to  the  commencement  of  the  Christian  era.  Tne  first  rude 
attempts  at  ship  building  were  described,  and  the  infant  developements  of 
nautical  skill  traced  step  by  step  through  their  successive  stages  of  ad- 
vancement among  the  Romans,  Greeks,  Tynans  and  Carthaginians.  The 
high  estimation  in  which  the  science  was  held,  and  the  religious  ceremo- 
nies to  which  it  gave  rise,  as  evidenced  in  the  deification  of  many  of  the 
early  navigators  by  the  nations  of  antiquity,  were  glanced  at,  and  the  lec- 
ture concluded  by  some  passing  allusions  to  the  superstitious  notions  en- 
tertained by  the  seamen  of  the  present  day.  Mr.  Todd  intimated  his 
intention  of  following  up  his  subject,  and  bringing  the  history  of  naviga- 
tion down  to  modern  times.

COURT  GOSSIP. 
My  dear  Looker-On, 

London,  December  13,  1838. 
The  conduct  of  Lord  Durham  since  his  arrival  in  town  has  even 
astonished  those,  who  from  a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  Lordship's 
disposition  and  temperament,  anticipated  that  he  would  make  some 
decisive  demonstration  towards  his  quondam  friends,  her  Majesty's 
Ministers ;  but  they  were  not  inclined  to  believe  that  the  noble 
Earl  would  have  treated  them  (the  Ministers)  with  the  contemp- 
tuous indifference  ,  the  most  insulting  neglect,  that  he  has  done. 
The  Ex-Governor-General  has  not  condescended  to  make  his  ap- 
pearance before  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  on  his 
return  from  his  mission,  or  to  enter  into  any  communication  what- 
ever with  ihe  Prime  Minister ;  and  though  entrusted  by  his  Sove- 
reign and  the  Legislature  with  as  extensive  powers  as  were  ever 
delegated  to  a  subject  in  modern  times,  his  Lordship,  on  his  return 
from  executing  his  important  trust,  has  neglected  to  present  him- 
self to  his  Sovereign  on  his  return — as  in  duty  and  in  common 
courtesy  he  was  bound  to  do.    The  mortifying  circumstances  un- 
der which  Lord  Durham  resigned  his  trust  does  not  exonerate  him 
from  properly  fulfilling  his  duty  as  a  public  servant  and  a  loyal  gen- 
tleman.   That  his  Lordship  could  only  with  propriety  appear  at 
Windsor,  accompanied  by  the  Colonial  Secretary,  is  true  enough, 
and  therefore,  as  a  public  servant,  he  was  bound  to  conquer  any 
personal  objection  he  might  have  to  such  a  conjunction,  in  order 
that  he  might  pay  due  respect  to  his  Sovereign.    The  zealous  care 
with  which  Lord  Melbourne  guards  the  royal  ear  must  quite  put 
an  extinguisher  upon  any  hopes  Lord  Durham  might  have  enter- 
tained of  having  a  communication  with  the  Queen  except  through 
the  Minister  and  his  colleagues.    Meanwhile,  the  breach  between 
his  Lordship  and  the  Ministry  seems  only  to  get  wider,  though  the 
most  active  negociations  are  afoot  to  bring  about  an  amicable  ar- 
rangement.   The  "  mediator"  between  the  haughty  and  indignant 
Ex- Lord  High  Commissioner  and  the  half-repentant  Ministry,  is 
Mr.  Bulteel,  the  mutual  brother-in-law  of  Lord  Durham  and  Lord 
Howick.    It  will  be  recollected,  that  in  Lord  Durham's  most  lei- 
surely journey  to  town,  from  Devonport,  he  stopped  for  some  time 
at  the  seat  of  Mr.  Bulteel,  who  was,  of  course,  made  the  confidant 
of  his  most  bitter  mortifications,  and  since  his  Lordship's  arrival 
in  town,  Mr.  Bulteel  has  been  in  close  communication  with  Lord 
Howick.    What  the  subject  matter  of  these  communications  is,  it 
is  not  very  difficult  to  guess,  though  the  sudden  announcement  in 
the  Chronicle  of  Tuesday,  of  the  resignation  by  the  Countess  of 
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Durham  of  her  appointment  in  the  Queen's  Household,  does  not 
indicate  anything  favorable  to  the  successful  result  of  the  nego- 
ciation. 

The  Cabinet  broke  up  last  Friday  for  the  Christmas  vacation. 
Several  of  the  Ministers  have  left  town.  The  Premier  of  course 
hied  off  to  Windsor,  where  he  has  remained  ever  since,  keeping  a 
strict  guard  over  the  royal  ear,  against  any  "  evil  communications" 
from  the  Canadian  Viceroy. 

Her  Majesty  certainly  leaves  Windsor  next  Tuesday  or  Wed- 
nesday for  Brighton.  The  Household  have  already  began  to  "pack 
up,"  and  some  of  them  depart  fortwith.  The  Castle  is  quite  busy 
with  the  hum  of  preparation.  The  Queen  having  determined  to 
pass  Christmas  at  the  Pavilion,  the  festivities  of  the  season  will 
have  to  be  very  much  condensed,  to  the  great  chagrin  of  the  par- 
takers therein.  The  project  for  the  return  of  the  Court  to  town 
about  the  middle  of  January  still  holds  good,  in  which  case  we  shall 
have  both  an  early  and  a  busy  season. 

Her  Majesty  held  a  Court  yesterday  at  the  Castle,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  appointing  Sir  John  Colborne,  Governor  and  Captain- 
General  &c.  &c,  of  the  Canadas,  in  the  room  of  Lord  Durham, 
and  the  arranging  a  most  important  proclamation  to  be  issued  by 
the  Queen,  for  the  suppression  of  the  torch-light  meetings  in  the 
north.  Great  exertions  will  be  made  to  get  this  proclamation 
published  in  to-night's  Gazette,  but  if  this  is  found  impossible,  it 
will  be  promulgated — if  not  in  a  supplement — at  the  next  publica- 
tion of  the  Gazette.  The  rest  of  the  business  transacted  at  the 
Court  was  altogether  unimportant.  The  Premier,  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor, Lord  Glenelg,  Lord  Minto,  Mr.  Poulett  Thomson,  and 
Lord  Howick,  were  present.  After  the  Council  the  Ministers 
dined  at  the  Castle,  where  they  met  the  American  Minister  and 
his  lady,  who  had  received  an  invitation  from  the  Queen  to  visit 
her  before  her  departure  for  Brighton. 

The  bondholders  and  other  creditors  of  the  Peru-Bolivian  con- 
federation are  placed  in  rather  an  embarrassing  situation  by  the 
dispute  between  Don  Vicente  Pazos  and  M.  Josoph  T.  de  Mora* 
who  both  claim  to  be  the  Consul-General  from  that  Power  at  Lon- 
don. It  seems  that  both  have  some  authority  from  their  Govern- 
ment, both  go  to  our  Foreign  oflice,  but  the  balance  seems  to  be 
in  favor  of  Don  Vicente  Pazos,  for  he  has  been  presented  to  the 
Queen  by  Lord  Palmerston,  as  Consul-General.  The  dispute,  I 
have  no  doubt,  will  turn  out  to  hinge  upon  some  difference  in  the 
wording  of  their  credentials,  one  being  Consul  and  the  other  Con- 
sul-General. Meanwhile  the  bondholders  are  sadly  puzzled  to 
know  which  is  the  proper  authority. 

All  the  Ministers  remain  at  Windsor  with  the  exception  of  Lord 
Minto,  who  has  returned  to  town  to  resume  his  official  duties  at 
the  Admiralty. 

The  musical  promenades  a  la  Musard,  commenced  last  night  at 
the  English  Opera  House.    The  orchestra  contained  sixty  per- 
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formers,  among  whom  were  Harper,  G rattan  Cooke,  Piatt,  &c.  &c. 
The  performance  included  the  overtures  to  Fidelio,  Zampa,  Guil- 
laume  Tell,  Frieschutz,  with  Musard's  Quadrilles  and  Strauss's 
Waltzes,  and  a  solo  on  the  trumpet  by  Harper.  In  spite  of  the 
low  price  of  admission  (one  shilling)  owing  to  the  good  arrange- 
ments of  the  committee,  the  numerous  and  respectable  audience 
assembled  were  protected  from  the  slightest  annoyance  by  the  in- 
trusion of  any  improper  persons.

A  MOVING  SHADOW. 

P.S. — I  fear  my  postcript  will  be  a  very  long  one  ;  but  there  are  one  or 
two  points  in  Mr.  Parry's  letter,  on  the  subject  of  Mr.  Braham,  that  I  feel 
myself  bound  to  notice.  It  is  difficult  to  defend  my  opinion  without 
writing  that  which  may  appear  an  "  attack  "  on  Mr.  Braham — a  thing 
the  farthest  from  my  thoughts  ;  but  having  given  an  honest  and  conscien- 
tious opinion,  I  can  hardly  be  expected  to  abandon  it  because  it  is  dis- 
puted. The  reports  of  Mr.  Braham's  losses  were  very  prevalent  and 
generally  believed  before  I  gave  currency  to  them  ;  and  Mr.  Parry,  though 
he  denies  he  has  lost  £80,000,  does  not  deny  that  he  has  been  a  loser. 
On  this  point,  however,  the  friend  of  thirty  years  standing  must  be  com- 
petent authority,  and  no  one  can  rejoice  more  Ihan  myself  in  the  present 
prosperous  state  of  the  fortunes  of  Mr.  Braham.  Mr.  Parry  says  the  St. 
James's  theatre  was  let  to  a  person  who  could  not  give  security,  and  so  the 
bargain  was  off ;  and  that  Mr.  Braham  could  have  had  several  tenants, 
only  he  wanted  a  respectable  one.  This,  I  apprehend,  needs  no  comment. 
In  support  of  what  I  asserted  I  need  only  refer  to  what  Mr.  Geo.  Robins, 
the  auctioneer  intrusted  to  let  the  property,  publicly  stated — that  he  had 
been  unable  to  get  a  tenant  for  it.  Mr.  Parry  states  that  it  is  "  the  pure 
love  of  his  profession,  to  which  his  whole  heart  is  devoted,  and  the  solici- 
tations of  managers,  together  with  the  undiminished  approval  of  the  pub- 
lic," that  have  been  the  inducements  to  Mr.  Braham.  Now,  if  Mr. 
Braham  be  in  possession  of  the  undiminished  approval  of  the  public,  how 
is  it  that  Mr.  Braham  could  never  fill  his  theatre  by  his  own  performance. 
There  was  a  time  when  the  announcement  of  Braham  in  an  opera  would 
have  crowded  a  theatre,  and  a  large  one  too — now  the  same  announcement 
at  his  own  theatre  did  not  fill  a  small  one.  1  have  myself  been  present  at 
the  St.  James's  theatre  when  Mr.  Braham  has  been  performing,  and  in 
**  Fra  Diavolo"  too,  when  the  pit  was  but  half  full,  and  small  parties  of 
two  and  three  sprinkled  here  and  there,  occupied  the  boxes  Was  this 
like  "undiminished  approval"?  Was  the  St.  James's  theatre  ever  so 
crowded  by  Mr.  Braham's  singing  as  it  was  by  "  Monsieur  Jacques  ?" — 
the  clever  performance  of  a  third- rate  actor  ;  and  this  was  the  case,  too, 
when,  according  to  Mr.  Braham's  own  evidence,  (before  a  committee  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  I  think,)  the  musical  taste  of  the  British  public  is  of 
a  higher  standard  than  it  was  before  the  introduction  of  "  Der  Frieschutz, ' 
and  other  German  operas.  Mr.  Braham  could  certainly  gratify  his  "  pure 
love  of  his  profession  "  at  his  own  theatre,  and  I  suppose  did  so  ;  and  what 
is  the  result  ? — that  the  theatre  is  closed,  and  Mr.  Braham  did  not  succeed 
in  getting  a  responsible  and  "  respectable  "  tenant.  And  I  would  ask  Mr. 
Parry  if  he  remembers,  some  eight  or  ten  years  back,  when  Braham  and 
Donzelli  were  singing  at  the  same  musical  festival,  the  comparison  that  was 
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made  between  the  two  voices  ?  and  when  it  was  quaintly  said  by  a  com- 
petent musical  authority  that  the  effect  of  Braham's  voice  was  like  "  sing- 
ing- through  a  blanket,"  so  much  was  it  then  impaired.  I  am  quite  willing 
to  allow  that  occasionally  Mr.  Braham's  voice  seems  to  defy  the  power  of 
time — but  these  instances  are  exceptions.  In  admiration  of  the  intellectual 
and  musician-like  character  of  the  singing  of  Mr.  Braham,  I  will  not  yield 
even  to  Mr.  Parry — the  observation  I  made  applied  only  to  his  voice.  It 
is  one  thing  to  sing  an  occasional  solo  at  a  performance  of  sacred  music, 
and  another  to  sustain  an  arduous  character  throughout  an  opera  of  three 
or  four  acts.  Rejoicing  as  I  do  that  it  is  not  "  necessity  "  that  has  induced 
Mr.  Braham  to  accept  a  theatrical  engagement,  I  cannot  but  regret  that 
this  truly  great  singer  should  run  the  chance  of  frittering  away  his  reputa- 
tion, and  that  instead  of  being  regarded  as  one  of  the  greatest  singers  of 
his  time,  he  should  be  looked  upon  as  the  greatest  of  his  age.     A.  M.  S. 

SAYINGS  AND  DOINGS. 

December,  however  dull  a  month  by  day-light,  is  assuredly 
the  very  opposite  of  dulness  after  night-fall.  The  past  week  has 
boasted  such  a  succession  of  private  parties  among  the  fashionable 
circles  of  Cheltenham  as  has  never  before  taken  place  so  early  in 
winter,  while  the  engagements  for  the  next  month  leave  not  an 
evening  unoccupied,  many  having  two  and  three  "  entries."  Among 
the  cards  already  out  for  January  are  Lord  Ellenborough's  for  the 
4th,  and  others  that  we  have  seen  bearing  date  as  high  in  the 
month  as  the  12th. 

The  Winter  Balls  continue  to  be  well  supported  despite 
the  ceaseless,  round  of  private  gaieties  occurring  in  the  fashionable 
circles,  and  we  rejoice  to  find  that  the  "  non-interference"  system 
is  now  being  generally  and  strictly  observed  by  all  the  influential 
families.  It  is  indeed  to  this  that  we  must  ascribe  the  superiority 
of  the  public  assemblies  of  this  winter  over  those  of  the  previous 
seasons.  As  it  is  not  expected  there  will  be  any  Ball  on  Christmas 
eve,  that  of  Monday  next  is  intended,  we  believe,  to  be  unlimited. 

The  Orphan  Asylum  Ball,  originally  fixed  for  the  27th  of 
the  present  month,  has  been  postponed  to  the  10th  of  January. 

The  Winter  Band  of  four  instruments,  which  has  hitherto 
performed  at  the  Montpellier  Spa  every  morning,  will  terminate 
its  musical  duties  this  day,  and  remain  "  tacit"  for  the  ensuing  two 
months. 

Mr.  Evans's  Concert,  to  which  allusion  was  made  in  the 
Looker-On  some  two  or  three  weeks  back,  is  now  advertised  to 
take  place  on  Thursday  morning  next,  at  the  Assembly  Rooms. 
The  published  programme  is  peculiarly  attractive,  comprising  many 
of  the  choicest  compositions  of  the  day,  while  the  ability  to  be 
emploved  in  their  execution  is  as  superior  as  the  works  them- 
selves, Miss  Byrch,  the  English  star  of  the  last  Gloucester  Fes- 
tival, and  Miss  Fanny  Wyndham,  of  whose  vocal  powers  we  have 
read  many  highly  favorable  critiques,  with  Mori,  F.  Lablache,  and 
Cia»ehettini  being  all  identified  with  the  "proceedings"  of  the 
morning.    The  attempt  at  a  winter  concert,  we  confess,  is  hazar- 
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dous,  but  with  Cheltenham  so  full  as  it  is  of  company,  we  should 
hope,  for  the  musical  taste  of  the  town,  that  an  overflowing  au- 
dience will  reward  the  undertaking,  and  give  confidence  for  the 
future.  Mr.  Evans's  concert  was  originally  announced  for  the 
evening,  but  circumstances  have  occurred  to  induce  its  change  to 
the  morning,  as  above  stated.  This  we  are  glad  of — the  number 
of  private  parties,  for  which  cards  were  out  previously  for  the  same 
evening,  rendering  somewhat  problematical  the  chance  of  a  remu- 
nerating audience. 

The  Second  Conversazione  of  the  Literary  and  Phi- 
losophical Institution  is  to  take  place  on  Friday,  the  21st 
instant.  Papers  are  expected  to  be  read  at  this  meeting  by  the 
Rev,  W.  F.  Hope,  Vice-President  of  the  Entomological  Society, 
and  by  Mr.  Edwin  Lees,  the  eloquent  lecturer  on  the  phenomena 
of  vegetation  noticed  in  another  part  of  our  present  number.  The 
subject  of  the  former  gentleman's  communication  will  be  the  Aphis 
Blight,  and  the  remedies  most  available  for  the  preservation  of 
plants  and  vegetables  from  its  destructive  effects.  Mr.  Lees' 
paper  will  be  on  the  habitat  and  natural  history  of  the  misletoe,  a 
topic  not  altogether  unseasonable  on  the  approach  of  Christmas. 

The  Theatre  has  "  looked  up"  again  during  the  past  week, 
having,  upon  one  or  two  occasions,  really  enjoyed  the  smiles  of 
public  favor.  Such,  for  example,  was  the  benefit  night  of  Mr. 
Collett,  the  box  office  keeper,  on  Wednesday,  when  the  house  was 
fuller,  boxes,  pit  and  gallery,  than  we  have  seen  it  any  night  this 
season.  The  performances  were  Sheridan's  sterling  comedy  of 
The  Rivals,  with  the  new  afterpiece  of  Nicholas  Nickleby,  The 
cast  of  the  former  assigned  "  Sir  Anthony  Absolute"  to  Mr:  Addi- 
son, we  believe  a  first  appearance  this  season,  who  looked  and 
performed  the  fine  old  English  gentleman  in  a  manner  that  would 
have  done  credit  to  the  Metropolitan  boards.  "  Sir  Lucius  OTrig- 
ger,"  that  broth  of  a  boy,"  was  sustained  by  Mr.  Lee  Moreton, 
who  went  through  his  part  apparently  very  much  to  his  own  satis- 
faction, but  certainly,  notwithstanding  the  perfection  of  his  brogue, 
did  not  realize  either  the  author  or  the  spectator's  conception  of 
the  character.  Mr.  Grattan,  as  "  Rob  Acres,"  displayed  a  perfect 
knowledge  of  his  art,  and  is  entitled  to  much  praise  for  his  delinea- 
tion of  the  valorous  gentleman  who  killed  his  man  a  week ;  there 
were  indeed  many  admirable  points  of  acting  in  Mr.  G rattan's 
performance.  "  Faulkland"  was  respectably  done  by  Mr.  D.  Gan- 
non, and  "Captain  Absolute"  but  tamely  so  by  Mr.  Wilson.  Of 
the  ladies  we  cannot  speak  in  terms  of  "  unqualified  praise."  Mrs. 
Grattan's  a  Lydia  Languish"  was  a  clever  performance  in  parts, 
though  on  the  whole  too  hoydenish.  Miss  C.  Poole's  "  Julia"  was 
not  the  Julia  we  have  been  accustomed  to  see  in  the  Rivals;  and 
Mrs.  Thompson,  as  "  Mrs.  Malaprop"  was  by  no  means  so  happy 
as  usual.  Of  "  Nicholas  Nichleby"  we  are  unable  to  Speak,  not 
having  remained  to  "look  on"  the  performance.  On  Wednesday 
next  the  performances  will  be  for  the  benefit  of  Mrs.  Grattan, 
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when  Goldsmith's  comedy  of  She  Stoops  to  Conquer  will  be  per- 
formed, with  the  afterpiece  of  Diana's  Revenge,  and  other  enter- 
tainments. On  Friday,  the  21st,  the  theatrical  season  closes,  with 
a  selection  of  amusements  for  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Grattan,  and 
richly  he  deserves  a  benefit.

LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

Mr.  Edwin  Lees  on  Tuesday  evening  delivered  the  second  lecture  of 
his  course  on  the  Phenomena  of  Vegetation,  before  a  very  numerous  audience. 
The  subject  of  the  discourse  was — trees  considered  in  their  various  rela- 
tions with  man.     Previous  however  to  entering  upon  their  consideration, 
Mr.  Lees  took  a  cursory  review  of  the  primary  vegetation  of  the  globe,  the 
extent  and  importance  of  which  were  illustrated  by  reference  to  the  coal- 
fields of  our  own  and  other  countries.    The  immense  forests  of  ancient 
Gaul,  Germany,  and  Scotland,  and  the  existing  ones  of  America  and  Nor- 
way, were  instanced  as  examples  of  the  quantity  of  wood  which,  in  various 
epochs  of  the  world's  history,  had  successively  covered  its  surface  and  which, 
while  supplying  man  with  protection  and  shelter,  and  convertible  by  him 
to  numerous  uses  for  the  purposes  of  life,  were  also  the  scenes  of  the  most 
diabolical  superstitions.    The  effects  which  woodland  scenery  produces 
upon  the  mind,  when  viewed  in  different  periods  of  its  growth  and  deve- 
lopement,  were  just  glanced  at,  and  Mr.  Lees  then  proceeded  to  treat  his 
subject  more  in  detail  by  considering  trees — first,  as  objects  of  general 
utility :  by  man,  in  every  stage  of  his  history,  their  importance  had  been 
felt  and  acknowledged  ;  to  them  the  primitive  inhabitants  of  every  country 
were  indebted  for  their  food,  for  shelter,  for  their  weapons  of  attack  and 
defence ;  and  civilized  society  was  under  greater  obligations  to  trees — con- 
sidered as  objects  of  utility — than  to  any  of  the  other  materials  which 
nature  supplied  for  the  use  and  sustenance  of  man.     Viewed  in  connexion 
with  the  rites  and  superstitions  of  the  dark  ages,  trees  afforded  many 
awful  and  instructive  lessons.    The  broad  depths  of  the  ancient  forests 
among  savage  nations  were  the  scenes  of  orgies  of  the  most  diabolical 
description,  the  mere  recital  of  which  now  excites  our  wonder  how  beings 
endowed  with  intellect  could  ever  have  invented  the  infernal  rites  which, 
it  is  well  known,  were  practised  in  the  dark  woods  ot  Gaul  and  Britain  by 
our  own  druidical  ancestors.    Superstition  had  indeed  peculiarly  identified 
itself  with  the  sombre  forest  and  the  gay  greenwood  :  the  imaginative 
mythology  of  Greece  and  Rome  had  peopled  their  sacred  groves  with  a 
race  of  more  poetical  forms  than  those  which  stalked  in  savage  grandeur 
through  the  dark  haunts  of  Celtic  and  Scandinavian  forests,  but  it  was 
superstition  still,  modified  only  by  the  circumstances  of  the  times,  and 
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adapted  to  the  peculiar  character  of  the  countries,  and  the  dispositions  and 
habits  of  the  peoples.  In  illustration  of  the  veneration  entertained  for 
trees,  by  Greece  and  Rome,  Mr.  Lees  quoted  a  number  of  beautiful  and 
apposite  allusions,  chiefly  from  the  classic  poets.  The  fantastic  forms 
occasionally  exhibited  by  trees  frequently  almost  justified  the  fear  which 
the  bewildered  traveller  felt  on  encountering  them  in  his  twilight  journey, 
and  served  to  confirm  in  his  mind  those  early  impressions  which  had 
associated  superstitions  the  most  awful  with  the  giant  oak  or  the  myste- 
rious yew  :  traces  of  such  were  yet  to  be  found  in  many  parts  of  our  own 
island,  where  the  lingering  of  druidic  lore  was  still  to  be  detected  in  the 
tales  and  legends  of  the  mountain  and  the  stream,  the  sacred  mistletoe, 
and  the  bright  green  holly.  From  the  consideration  of  these  topics  the 
lecturer  next  proceeded  to  describe  the  picturesque  effect  of  trees  in  land- 
scape scenery,  the  peculiar  character  of  the  vegetation  of  different  coun- 
tries as  influencing  and  determining  these  effects,  and  the  fashions  of 
various  ages  in  respect  of  gardening  and  planting  ;  all  of  which  were  suc- 
cessively treated  in  animated  and  vivid  language.  The  pictorial  and  poeti- 
cal associations  formed  in  the  mind  in  reference  to  trees  in  general,  and  to 
some  peculiar  kinds  in  particular,  were  dwelt  upon,  and  many  of  those 
childhood  incidents,  which  hallow  the  recollections  of  former  years,  were 
all  feelingly  depicted.  The  incidents  which  serve  to  awaken  such  early 
impressions  were  referred  to,  and  exemplified  by  several  well  authenticated 
and  highly  interesting  anecdotes,  showing  the  existence  of  the  feeling  uni- 
versally. The  Indian  and  the  Laplander,  the  Chinese,  the  Mexican,  and 
the  Australian,  all  owned  alike  the  potency  of  that  spell  which  the  sight  of 
the  trees  of  their  native  land  was  capable  of  exciting  in  their  minds.  From 
these  various  considerations  of  the  interest  and  importance  which  attach 
to  trees  as  the  fair  garniture  and  glory  of  a  country,  Mr.  Lees  passed  on 
to  describe  the  peculiarities  of  their  external  appearance  and  botanical 
characteristics,  their  infernal  structure,  process  of  growth,  and  the  longevity 
to  which  the  principal  trees  of  Britain  attain ;  enumerating  many  instances 
of  yews,  oaks,  &c,  which  had  arrived  at  ages  varying  from  one  to  five 
thousand  years.  This  part  of  the  lecture,  which  was  peculiarly  instructive, 
we  regret  we  are  unable  to  report  so  fully  as  we  could  desire  :  the  great 
variety  of  pleasing  and  remarkable  facts  collected  in  illustration  of  the  sub- 
ject being  all  of  the  most  interesting  description. 

The  lecture  was  listened  to  with  the  utmost  attention,  and  frequently 
interrupted  by  the  applause  of  a  delighted  auditory.  Mr.  Lees'  third  and 
concluding  lecture  will  be  delivered  on  Tuesday  evening  next.  The  fol- 
lowing is  its

Analogies  of  the  vegetable  kingdom—  Floral  emblems  of  universal  occurrence 
■ — Floralian  feasts  and  other  observances  of  flowery  origin — Plants  of  enchant- 
ments— The  infancy  of  plants  compared  with  that  of  man — The  analogy  of  their 
progress  and  decay — Plants  emblematically  arranged  by  Linnaeus  as  tribes  of  a 
great  nation — The  phenomena  of  vegetable  existence  detailed  and  compared —

— Social  and  solitary  plants — Sleep  of  plants — Wars  of  plants,  and  the  curious 
changes  they  effect — Ther  immigrations  and  dissemination — Clothing  and  arma- 
ture— Secretions — Animal  resemblances  of  vegetables — Subservient  harmony  of 
the  vegetable  with  the  animal  kingdom — Use  of  scientific  study — Conclusion. 

Last  evening  Mr.  Rumball  delivered  a  Lecture  on  Education,  in  the 
large  room  of  the  Institution,  contrasting  the  present  imperfect  and  per- 
nicious systems  with  those  which  a  knowledge  of  cerebral  organization 
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indicated,  as  the  only  sound  and  philosophic  modes  of  training  for  the 
youth  of  both  sexes.  We  regret  that  the  lateness  of  the  hour  at  which 
the  lecture  was  delivered,  and  the  press  of  other  matter,  precludes  the 
possibility  of  our  paying  it  that  attention  we  could  have  desired. 


SITTINGS  IN  OUR  STUDY; 

BEING 

GLANCES  AT  THE  WORLDS  OF  LITERATURE,  SCIENCE,  AND  ART. 

The  dark  days  before  Christmas  have  fairly  set  in,  enhancing  by  contrast 
the  comforts  and  enjoyments  of  an  author's  study.  The  rain  may  beat 
against  the  window  pane,  or  the  frozen  rime  fall  thick  and  fast  without — 
what  boots  it  to  him,  who  seated  in  his  easy  chair  before  the  blazing  fire, 
holds  converse  with  the  world  of  books  ?  of  which,  at  the  rate  the  steam- 
press  progresses,  there  is  not  much  likelihood  of  any  dearth  befalling  our 
day  and  generation.  What  wonders  this  mighty  engine  of  civilization  is 
yet  destined  to  unfold,  is  beyond  the  "  guess  "  of  the  wisest — the  concep- 
tion of  the  most  imaginative.  Week  after  week  produces  evidence  of  some 
new  achievement,  that  throws  the  previous  marvel  into  the  catalogue  of 
common  places.  One  of  these  is  now  before  us  in  the  shape  of  a  projected 
hebdominal  periodical,  to  be  issued  at  the  low  price  of  twopence  ;  contain- 
ing, if  we  are  to  receive  the  preliminary  number  as  "a  sample  for  all  the 
rest,"  thirty-two  closely  printed  columns  of  literary  and  scientific  intelli- 
gence. The  title  of  this  new  periodical  is  to  be  the 
London  Saturday  Journal  ; 
and  if  it  can  accomplish  even  a  moiety  of  that  which  it  proposes  to  do,  we 
think  its  success,  as  a  speculation,  will  be  sure.  The  prospectus  is  quite 
an  elaborate  essay,  in  which  some  novel  views  and  opinions  are  broached ; 
and  the  philosophy  of  the  principle  which  is  to  guide  and  animate  the 
work  itself,  are  developed  with  great  ability.  The  writer  appears  to  have 
been  an  attentive  and  careful  observer  of  the  religio-literary  events  of  his 
own  day,  and  to  be  well  informed  on  those  matters  which  refer  to  the  past. 
We  shall  hail  the  appearance  of  this  new  aspirant  for  public  favour  with 
our  heartiest  and  best  wishes  for  its  establishment. 

From  the  thin  pamphlet  of  a  single  sheet,  we  hasten  to  welcome  the 
arrival  of  a  splendid  local  work,  long  announced  as  preparing  for  publica- 
tion, viz.: — 

Griffiths'  History  of  Cheltenham, 
a  noble  quarto  vol.,  illustrated  with  a  number  of  well  executed  copper- 
plate views  of  the  town  and  neighbourhood— several  of  which  are  quite 
new,  while  those  that  are  not  so  have  been  carefully  retouched  and  altered, 
so  as  to  adapt  them  to  the  altered  circumstances  of  their  re-appearance  in 
public.  Among  the  former  is  a  very  beautiful  engraving  of  the  new 
church  at  Alstone ;  and  among  the  latter  the  best  of  those  which  adorned 
the  large  work  on  this  subject  published  by  Mr.  Griffiths  some  years  ago. 
We  have  not  yet  been  able  to  examine  the  literary  contents,  but  hope  to  do 
so  ere  long.  The  volume  is  dedicated  to  the  Queen,  and  contains  a  finely 
engraved  likeness  of  her  Majesty,  as  its  frontispiece.  Altogether,  speaking 
of  it  as  a  work  of  art,  it  does  great  credit  to  the  taste  and  liberality  of  its 
publisher,  and  will,  we  doubt  not,  do  Cheltenham  good  service,  by  calling 
attention  to  the  many  objects  which  it  contains,  entitled  to  the  notice  of 
our  English  aristocracy. 

The  Diadem. 

One  of  the  best  of  the  pictorial  Annuals,  containing  twelve  truly  beautiful 
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engravings,  of  a  size  larger  than  those  hitherto  in  fashion,  and  any  three 
of  which  are  worth  the  entire  charge  of  one  guinea  and  a  half,  the  price 
at  which  this  elegant  folio  is  published — to  say  nothing  of  its  literary  con- 
tents, which  are  far  from  meritless,  and  some  of  which  will  bear  a  second 
reading !  The  poet  Campbell  leads  the  way  among  the  children  of  song, 
and  opens  the  volume  with  an  anecdote  of  the  French  war,  in  simple  un- 
affected verse.  There  are  other  poems  also  in  the  collection  equally 
entitled  to  praise,  by  writers  of  established  reputation,  but  whose  names 
and  productions  we  have  not  space  to  enumerate.  The  volume  is  beauti- 
fully bound  in  red  morocco,  fit  for  the  table  of  a  princesses  boudoir. 


CORRESPONDENCE  OF  BEN  POUNCE. 
No.  I. 

Dear  Timothy, — Your  last  letter  reached  me  in  rather  an  extraordinary 
manner — not  by  regular  post,  but  encircling  a  morsel  of  excellent  stilton, 
which  was  purchased  for  me  by  old  Churn  in  the  Haymarket.    No  doubt, 
in  an  absent  fit,  you  consigned  the  epistle  intended  for  me  to  your  waste 
paper  box,  the  contents  of  which  your  maid  Betty  disposed  of  to  your 
grocer  for  an  ounce  of  tea,  and  the  piece  of  useless  manufactured  rags, 
doomed  to  the  flames,  you  carefully  deposited  in  the  post-office  for  my 
particular  study,  where,  for  aught  I  know,  it  remains  to  this  day.    I  re- 
joice to  hear  that  you  are  winding  up  your  affairs  in  so  satisfactory  a 
manner,  and  applaud  your  resolution  of  leaving  the  dingy  atmosphere  of 
the  Great  Babylon,  to  inhale  the  cheering  breezes  of  the  country.  You 
ask  me  if  I  can  recommend  Cheltenham  as  a  place  of  residence,  and  pro- 
ceed to  propose  so  many  questions  to  be  answered,  that  I  must  crave  some 
little  time  to  collect  my  information  on  the  subject,  which  I  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  despatch  to  you  as  circumstances  offer.    This  much  advice 
I  will  give  you,  do  not  decide  too  rashly  either  pro  or  con.    Hear  all  I 
have  to  say  touching  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  this  famed  Spa, 
before  you  determine  on  coming  amongst  us,  or  depriving  us  of  your 
society.    The  situation  of  Cheltenham  is  beautiful,  and  the  country  within 
five  miles  of  the  town  is  picturesque,  and  well  suited  for  pedestrian  excur- 
sions— you  can  try  your  muscles  and  lungs  by  breasting  the  neighbouring 
hills  at  the  expense  of  your  larder  ;  or  if  in  a  brown  study,  you  may  wander 
along  shady  lanes  to  your  heart's  content ;  and  then  again  if  your  natural 
props  fail  you  may  summon  to  your  aid  those  of  the  biped  or  quadruped. 
The  former  assist  their  friends,  for  a  consideration,  by  drawing  them  about 
in  an  easy  chair  on  three  wheels  ;  and  the  latter  may  be  had  from  an  ass 
upwards,  harnessed  to  any  and  every  description  of  vehicle  under  the  sun, 
and  at  a  moment's  notice.    Cheltenham  is  generally  considered  healthy — 
we  have  every  variety  of  soil  from  blue  clay  to  sharp  sand.    You,  I  know, 
are  prejudiced  against  pitching  your  tent  on  clay,  no  matter  in  what 
position  your  domicile  may  be  situated — clay  is  clay  you  affirm — so  it  is 
before  being  converted  into  bricks.    But  there  is  as  much  difference  be- 
tween clay  well  drained  and  badly  drained,  as  there  is  between  the  mass  out 
of  which  the  material  is  formed  for  building,  before  and  after  it  is  burned. 
An  odd  thing  occurred  some  years  ago,  not  a  hundred  miles  from  the  post- 
office — a  lady  had  invited  a  party  to  dinner,  and  just  as  the  eatables  were 
ascending  the  stairs,  a  scream  was  heard  mingled  with  shouts  of  laughter. 
The  hostess  was  horrified  at  such  indecorous  conduct  in  her  menials — rang 
the  bell,  and  inquired  the  reason  of  the  tumult.    Livery  John  answered 
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the  summons  with  a  broad  grin  on  his  phiz — stated  that  the  butler,  in 
turning  into  the  pantry,  had  stepped  through  the  floor  up  to  his  knees  in 
clay,  and  two  men  were  endeavouring  to  extricate  his  limb.  They  suc- 
ceeded in  bringing  to  light  the  flesh  and  bone,  but  the  silk  stocking  and 
shoe  remain  unto  this  day  in  durance  vile.  The  consequence  of  placing 
wood  too  near  clay  was  the  dry  rot,  to  the  great  discomfiture  of  the 
butler's  calf.  If  your  old  blue-bottle  wine  taster  had  met  with  the  accident 
it  would  have  been  the  death  of  him.  Do  not  let  this  anecdote  alarm  you — 
we  have  goodly  houses  on  sand — joking  apart,  the  habitations  to  be  let  or 
sold  are  exceedingly  proper  domiciles,  clean  and  well  furnished.  The  offices 
are  occasionally  damp  for  want  of  proper  drainage,  and  from  not  keeping 
an  open  area  round  the  ground  story,  to  admit  a  free  circulation  of  air. 
Builders  have  suffered  so  much  from  neglecting  this  precaution  in  the  first 
instance,  that  almost  all  the  new  houses  are  constructed  more  scientifically. 
There  is  great  gambling  in  bricks  and  mortar.  Shells  frequently  go 
through  three  or  four  hands  before  they  are  finished.  A  man  builds  on 
speculation— borrows  money  on  mortgage — leaves  his  workmen  unpaid — ; 
squanders  the  cash  away  in  riotous  living — and  visits  Gloucester  jail  for 
the  purpose  of  being  white- washed.  This  is  a  most  nefarious  system,  but 
so  common  that  it  is  looked  upon  as  an  every  day  occurrence.  Can  soap 
and  water  bleach  the  skin  of  a  black-a-moor  ?  The  Ethiop  would  come 
fairer  out  of  the  suds  than  the  character  of  the  speculator  out  of  his 
prison.  Nevertheless  the  man  is  again  employed  in  the  ruin  of  his  fellow- 
men.  The  sufferers  in  these  disreputable  transactions  are  those  who  can 
least  afford  to  be  deprived  of  their  hard  earnings — they  are  the  working 
ants  of  the  community — men  with  large  families  solely  dependant  on  their 
daily  labour :  and  the  loss  of  wages  for  two  or  three  weeks  renders  the 
honest  mechanic  a  pauper ;  and  it  is  many  a  long  and  heart-breaking  day 
before  he  can  recover  himself.  He  too  often  sinks  under  his  misfortunes, 
and  flies  to  the  ale-house  to  drown  care,  and  steep  his  senses  in  oblivion. 
This  does  not  mend  matters — he  only  brings  tenfold  misery  and  destitution 
on  his  family.  Many  a  house  could  be  pointed  out  in  this  neighbourhood 
which  would  furnish  sad  and  melancholy  histories  ;  nevertheless  you  can 
be  well  housed  here,  and  fix  upon  a  situation  to  your  taste  ;  and  as  for  the 
good  things  of  this  life  you  may  procure  every  description  of  luxury  in 
exchange  for  the  current  coin  of  the  realm.

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COURT  GOSSIP. 


My  dear  Looker-On, 

London,  December  20,  1838. 
The  Queen  has  gone  to  Brighton  at  last.  Well  may  the  Brighto- 
nians  make  much  of  the  royal  visit,  for  it  is  not  likely  to  be  a  very 
long  one,  as  the  Court  will  be  in  town  a  fortnight  before  the  meet- 
ing of  Parliament.  Her  Majesty  left  the  Castle  on  Tuesday,  ac- 
companied by  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  with  the  Marchioness  of  Tavis- 
tock "  in  waiting  the  rest  of  the  suite  were  the  Baroness  Lehzen, 
the  Hon.  Miss  Pitt,  the  Hon.  Miss  Murray,  Hon.  Mrs.  Brand, 
Lady  C.  Buckley,  Lady  M.  Stopford,  Lord  Torrington,  Col.  Buck- 
ley, Major  Keppel  and  Mr.  Brand.  The  "  escort"  was  selected 
from  the  royal  regiment  of  horse  guards.  Poor  Lord  Melbourne, 
obliged  to  abandon  his  delightful  quarters,  came  to  town,  there  to 
receive  disagreeable  deputations  about  the  rebuilding  of  the  Royal 
Exchange,  and  the  mutual  atrocities  of  the  liberals  and  Carlists  in 
Spain.  What  a  change  from  the  indolence  and  pleasures  of 
Windsor  ! 

There  are  a  great  many  gentlemen  named  as  likely  to  succeed 
the  late  Sir  James  Allan  Park  on  the  judicial  Bench,  but  the  pre- 
vailing opinion  seems  just  now  to  be  in  favor  of  Mr.  Maule,  the 
Member  for  Carlow.  The  chief  reason  for  this  preference  seems 
to  be,  that  only  in  his  case  would  Ministers  be  certain  of  getting  a 
successor  to  their  own  liking  in  the  House  of  Commons  ;  anywhere 
else  but  Ireland  the  result  of  an  election  might  be  doubtful,  and 
they  are  not  inclined  to  risk  it.  The  late  Justice  Park  was  noted 
for  a  most  extraordinary  memory ;  latterly  he  became  very  irritable 
and  eccentric,  and  the  gaucheries  he  used  to  commit  often  dis- 
turbed the  gravity  of  his  brethren  on  the  Bench,  and  excited  the 
risibility  of  the  Court. 

The  discussion  about  who  is  the  author  of  the  pamphlet,  "  A 
Letter  to  the  Queen,"  still  continues  unabated  both  in  literary 
and  political  circles  ;  you  may,  however,  rest  assured  that  Lord 
Brougham  is  not  the  author,  although  many  wise  and  knoiving 
persons  have  not  failed  to  discover  the  most  conclusive  evidence 
thereof  in  the  style,  &c.  &c.  Who  the  writer  really  is,  is  as  yet  a 
mystery,  though  there  is  no  doubt  time  will  soon  solve  it. 

The  nine  days  wonder  of  the  boy  who  pretended  he  had  secreted 
himself  in  the  palace  for  a  twelvemonth  has  exploded.  No  one 
who  knew  anything  of  the  Palace  arrangements  ever  credited  the 
story  for  a  moment,  and  considerable  surprise  has  been  felt  at  the 
manner  in  which  the  magistrate  led  the  boy  on,  in  the  tissue  of 
lies  and  impertinence  that-  he  told,  instead  of  dealing  at  once  with 
the  attempt  to  steal  the  property  of  the  Hon.  Chas.  Murray,  which 
was  the  only  tangible  offence  he  was  charged  with. 
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Lord  Durham  still  "  keeps  his  distance.'5  It  is  whispered  that  Lord 
Grey  has  expressed  himself  with  great  indignation  with  respect  to 
the  cool  manner  in  which  the  Ministry  threw  overboard  their 
"friend;"  but  it  may  reasonably  be  doubted  whether  Lord  Grey 
would  commit  himself  very  decidedly  either  way.  He  could  not 
express  much  sympathy  for  Lord  Durham  without  at  the  same 
time  condemning  his  own  son,  as  one  of  the  Cabinec  who  sacri- 
ficed him.  If  the  venerable  Earl  interferes  at  all  it  must  be  as  a 
pacificator,  and  no  one  would  have  more,  or  so  much  influence. 
Meanwhile  Lerd  Durham  has  snubb'd  the  members  of  the  West- 
minster Reform  Association  in  fine  style.  One  can  fancy  the  scorn 
and  indignation  of  the  haughtiest  liberal  and  the  most  aristocratic 
democrat,  when  he  read  the  condescending  intention  of  Dr.  Wade 
and  others  like  him,  to  "  make  use  of"  his  Lordship  for  their  own 
purposes.  Some  quid  nwics  are  drawing  the  most  learned  inferences 
from  the  interview,  or,  as  it  was  pompously  announced  in  the  Lon- 
don papers,  "audience"  that  Lord  Durham  had  with  the  Marquis 
WTellesley ;  but  every  movement  of  his  Lordship  is  watched  so 
narrowly  in  order  to  detect  the  commencement  of  a  negociation 
with  the  Cabinet,  that  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at. 

The  ensuing  season  in  town  promises  to  begin  very  early  ;  alrea- 
dy, in  spite  of  the  hospitalities  which  are  dispensed  so  generally  in 
the  baronial  halls  of  our  nobility  at  Christmas,  numerous  families 
of  distinction  have  taken  up  their  abode  in  town.  The  Duke  and 
Duchess  of  Cambridge  have  removed  their  establishment  from  Kew, 
to  Cambridge  House,  and  though  the  Duke  has  run  out  of  town 
for  a  few  days  to  Ran  ton  Abbey,  the  seat  of  the  Earl  of  Lichfield, 
to  meet  his  royal  brother  of  Sussex  and  a  distinguished  party,  yet 
the  Duchess  and  Princesses  will  remain  in  town,  as  will  also  the 
Duchess  of  Gloucester.  Lord  Brougham  too  will  not  quit  the 
Metropolis,  but  continues  giving  dinners  now  and  then,  and  pre- 
paring for  the  ensuing  parliamentary  campaign,  in  which  gossip 
says  his  Lordship  is  to  be  wondrous  busy. 

The  musical  promenades  hold  on  their  way  bravely.  At  some 
of  the  latter  performances  there  have  been  several  hundreds  of 
auditors,  and  the  committee  have  only  to  protect  the  respectable 
audience  from  intrusion  in  order  to  ensure  a  most  triumphant 
success  to  their  speculations.  The  pantomimes  at  the  patent  thea- 
tres are  in  a  state  of  great  forwardness  ;  Covent  Garden  gives  us  a 
tragi-comic  d  version  of  Fair  Rosamond,  and  Drury  Lane  Harle- 
quin Jack  Frost,  in  which  that  prince  of  imps  and  king  of  stage 
chvils,  Wieland,  is  to  enact  the  part  of  Clown  for  the  first  time. 

Our  Foreign  Secretary  is  slightly  indisposed,  and  goes  down  to 
Broadlands  in  a  day  or  two  to  stop  about  a  week.  Lord  John 
Russell  comes  to  the  Home  Office  the  beginning  of  next  month. 
No  time  is  yet  fixed  for  the  Premier  to  visit  the  Pavilion,  though 
to  suppose  that  his  Lordship  will  suffer  the  Queen  to  remain  long 
unsubjected  to  his  guardianship  is  impossible.  The  noble  Viscount 
certainly  performs  the  duty  of  "  Premier  Lord  in  Waiting"  whether 
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he  holds  the  appointment  and  draws  the  salary,  or  not.  A  great 
number  of  people  have  called  and  left  their  names  at  the  Pavilion, 
but  none  of  sufficient  consequence  to  particularize.  One  Paper 
has  put  Sir  Chapman  Marshall,  the  London  Alderman,  at  the  head 
of  the  List  of  "  fashionables"  who  have  left  their  names  for  the 
Queen. 

The  talk  about  Lord  Plunkett's  resignation  is  again  revived,  and 
the  visit  of  the  Marquis  of  Normanby  to  this  country  is  somehow 
connected  with  it,  though  others  aver  it  is  to  enter  into  negotiations 
preparatory  to  his  going  out  as  Lord  High  Commissioner  to 
Canada.  I  should  think  his  Lordship  knew  bettei  what  he  is  about 
at  present.

LITERARY  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTITUTION. 

On  Tuesday  evening  there  was  a  numerous  attendance  of  the  members 
to  hear  Mr.  Lees'  concluding  lecture  on  the  phenomena  of  vegetation. 
After  a  few  introductory  observations  on  the  pleasures  incident  to  the  study 
of  botany,  the  lecturer  described  the  objects  and  advantages  of  scientific 
classification,  and  pointed  out  the  peculiarities  of  the  botanical  nomencla- 
ture.   The  strange  properties  ascribed  by  vulgar  credulity  to  many  of  the 
common  plants  and  flowers,  and  the  simples  and  panaceas  which  the  village 
doctresses  compounded  from  them,  were  detailed  ;  and  in  connexion  with 
rustic  life  the  origins  of  those  floralian  festivals  common  to  all  countries 
were  examined.    From  plants  of  rejoicing  and  festivity  Mr.  Lees  passed 
on  to  consider  another  class,  associated  with  the  darker  rites  of  enchant- 
ment, particularizing  many  of  those  most  celebrated  in  the  annals  of  witch- 
craft, and  the  ignorant  superstitions  of  the  middle  ages — such,  for  exam- 
ple, as  the  mountain  ash,  the  holly,  &c.  &c.    He  next  proceeded  to  give 
an  account  of  the  floral  emblems  assumed  by  different  clans  and  peoples, 
as  badges  of  national  distinction — such  as  the  thistle  of  Scotland,  the 
shamrock  of  Ireland,  the  leek  of  Wales,  &c.    This  was  followed  by  an 
ingenious  series  of  comparisons  between  plants  and  animals,  considered  as 
to  their  functions,  growth  and  decay.    The  phvsiology  of  vegetation  was 
examined,  and  the  approximation  in  structure  to  the  zoophyte  illustrated 
by  numerous  examples,  and  by  a  beautiful  little  anecdote  of  the  orange 
tree.    The  organs,  common  alike  to  plants  and  animals  were  described,  and 
an  able  and  lucid  exposition  given  of  the  sleep  and  wars  of  the  former,  the 
various  modes  of  dissemination,  propagation  and  reproduction,  and  the 
harmony  of  the  vegetable  with  the  animal  kingdoms.    The  lecturer  con- 
cluded with  an  appeal  to  the  audience  in  favor  of  the  subjects  which  had 
been  brought  under  review  during  the  course,  and  urging  upon  their  atten- 
tion the  pleasures  and  advantages  arising  from  the  study  of  botany  upon 
scientific  principles.    Mr.  Lees  having  terminated  his  course,  a  vote  of 
thanks  was  proposed  to  him  by  the  Secretary  and  carried  by  acclamation. 

Last  evening  the  Members  of  the  Society  held  their  second  Conversa- 
zione of  the  session.  Shortly  before  eight  o'clock  the  President  o;  the 
Institution  took  the  chair,  and  opened  the  business  of  the  meeting  with  a 
few  preparatory  remarks;  after  which  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Hope,  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Entomological  Society,  read  a  paper  on  the  destructive  ravages 
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of  the  Aphis  Blight  and  Wire  Worms  among  the  agricultural  crops  of  the 
cour  ty,  in  which  much  valuable  practical  information  was  communicated. 

At  the  close  of  Mr.  Hope's  paper  the  customary  interval  was  allowed 
for  refreshment  and  conversation,  and  for  examining  the  contents  of  the 
Society's  Museum,  which  was  lighted  up  for  the  occasion.  These  matters 
having  been  discussed,  and  the  audience  returned  to  their  places  in  the 
lecture-room,  Mr.  Edwin  Lees  proceeded  to  read  some  highly  instructive 
v,\ >>i_  .-rations  on  the  Natural  History  of  the  Mistletoe,  as  also  of  the  super- 
cilious riles  and  ceremonies  with  which  in  the  times  of  old  that  famous 
plant  had  been  identified  ;  and  furnishing  also  much  valuable  and  interest- 
ing information  on  its  botanical  and  historical  character.  We  regret 
exceedingly  that  the  limits  reserved  for  our  report  of  the  admirable  papers 
read  before  this  meeting  are  too  contracted  to  admit  of  our  presenting  any 
of  their  contents,  but  we  may  probably  avail  ourselves  of  ampler 
time  and  space  to  do  so  in  our  next  number.  The  Rev.  J.  Walker  pro- 
posed a  vote  of  thanks  to  both  gentlemen  for  their  valuable  communica- 
tion.!;, which  was  seconded  by  the  Rev.  S.  Middleton,  and  carried  nem.  con.

Young  Lavenu  conducted  the  concert  like  a  good 
musician,  and  was  also  very  successful  in  a  duet  with  Mori ;  as  for  our  old 
friend  Mori,  he  was  more  brilliant  than  ever,  -and  shewed  himself  the 
worthy  pupil  of  the  great  Viotti  :  no  more  can  be  added  to  his  praise, 
therefore  he  need  not  for  the  future  seek  for  pizzicato  or  harmonics  a  la 
Paganini, — let  him  keep  to  his  own  style  of  violin -playing.  We  tolerate 
those  eccentricities  (and  to  tolerate  is  not  to  approve)  in  a  Paganini,  but 
in  nobody  else !  Paganini  is  not  the  superb  model ;  Viotti — Viotti  is  the 
man.  Pio  Cianchettini  was  very  well  received  in  his  new  fantasia  on  three 
Irish  Airs,  which  Mr.  Hale  has  just  published,  and  which  we  hope  will 
have  a  great  sale. 

The  Annuaiue  and  Directory  for  1S3.9  will  not  be  published  before 
next  month. — In  order  to  render  the  Directory  as  fully  accurate  as  possible, 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  resident  gentry  will  all  be  brought  down 
and  corrected  to  the  very  end  of  December,  an  arrangement  which  will 
necessarily  delav  the  publication  beyond  the  period  originally  announced.

CHRISTMAS  IS  COMING! 

Is  there  a  heart,  either  old  or  young,  that  does  not  feel  some  pleasureable 
emotion  at  the  words  "  Christmas  is  coming  ?"  To  the  old  they  reeal 
many  happy  and  merry  days  spent  among  friends  and  relatives ;  and  they 
elicit  from  them  tales  of  the  olden  times,  also  comparisons  between  former 
and  present  customs,  not  much  to  the  advantage  of  the  latter.  "  Christ- 
mas is  coming !  "  has  a  charm  to  the  young  beyond  any  other  ;  for,  from 
their  return  to  school,  after  the  Midsummer  holidays,  the  youngsters 
begin,  first  by  counting  the  months  until  Christmas,  and  then  the  weeks, 
and  when  it  comes  to  days,  O  !  their  delight  is  extatic,  there  are  no  bounds 
to  their  joy.  When  they  rise  in  the  morning  the  first  thing  said,  is — 
"  Well,  there  are  only  so  many  days  until  Christmas  :"  and  as  they  go  to 
bed,  the  charm  is  one  day  nearer  to  their  view.  At  length  the  long- 
wished-for  day  arrives,  when  "  school  is  up" — and  off  the  happy  youth 
go  in  groupes  to  their  various  homes  ;  too  often  to  forget  what  they  have 
acquired,  and  not  unfrequently  to  the  injury  of  their  healths,  through  the 
injudicious  indulgences  of  their  friends.    But,  let  us  be  merry. 

Who,  that  has  walked  along  London  streets  on  Christmas  day,  has  not 
noticed  persons  trotting  along  in  all  directions  to  dine  with  their  friends  ? 
Here  you  may  see  a  happy  father  carrying  his  youngest  child  in  his  arms, 
while  a  couple  of  urchins  run  by  his  side,  holding  by  the  skirts  of  his 
coat ;  then,  close  in  the  rear,  follows  the  neatly  dressed  mother,  bearing 
her  best  bib  and  tucker  in  a  handkerchief,  accompanied  by  a  rosy-cheeked 
little  girl  or  two,  with  their  hair  in  paper — there  you  behold  an  ancient 
couple  hobbling  along,  and  ever  and  anon  stopping  to  take  breath,  or 
during  a  fit  of  coughing ;  these  are  the  grandfather  and  grandmother 
going  to  spend  the  day  at  their  eldest  son's  house,  whose  turn  it  is  to  stand 
treat  that  year.  Briskly  tripping,  you  see  young  men  and  women  hasten- 
ing towards  the  happy  spot  where  they  are  to  spend  a  merry  day.  See  the 
hackney  coaches  moving  to  and  fro,  loaded  with  families,  all  on  the  same 
errand — then  come,  rattling  along,  the  caravans  from  the  various  coach 
offices,  quite  crammed  with  presents,  which  very  frequently  are  delivered 
too  late  for  the  day's  dinner,  to  the  great  annoyance  of  the  recipients. — ■ 
Moral  ! — Why  do  not  country  cousins  send  their  Christmas  gifts  in  time? 

As  it  would  occupy  many  pages  to  give  even  a  sketch  of  the  "  proceed- 
ings of  the  day,"  and  it  would  fill  twenty  quarto  volumes  to  give  a  list  of 
the  turkeys,  fowls,  ribs  and  surloins  of  beef,  hams,  tongues,  legs  of  pork, 
plum -puddings,  minced  pies,  &c.  which  "  rise  and  fall,  like  shadows,"  on 
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the  occasion  ;  to  say  nothing  of  the  wine  and  spirits,  ale  and  heavy- wet, 
consumed — we  shall  merely  wish  all  parties  good  appetites  and  an  easy 
digestion.  A  little  anecdote  will  come  in  here  exceedingly  pat.  Last 
Christmas  day  was  a  very  fine  one  ;  and  we  (the  writer  of  this  article)  took 
a  walk  along  the  Strand  towards  the  Waterloo  bridge.  Not  far  from  the 
Adelphi  there  was  a  most  tempting  display  of  eatables  in  the  window  of  a 
chop-house,  which  was  surrounded  by  a  number  of  persons,  among  whom 
was  an  individual  of  the  shabby  genteel  class,  who  appeared  to  look  at  the 
good  things  with  a  longing  eye,  yet,  whose  countenance  plainly  bespoke 
a  penny-less  pocket.  A  friend,  who  was  walking  with  us,  drew  our 
attention  towards  the  person,  and  observed,  "  perhaps  that  poor  devil  has 
not  tasted  a  morsel  to-day  ;  and  we  are  going  to  feast  it  merrily," — with 
this  he  went  up  to  the  individual,  and  clapping  half-a-crown  into  his 
hand,  said — "  do  me  the  favour,  Sir,  to  step  into  that  shop,  and  enquire 
the  price  of  that  roast  beef,  per  pound."  We  were  off  before  the  poor 
fellow  recovered  from  the  surprize  ;  and  neither  of  us  enjoyed  our  Christ- 
mas-day dinner  the  less,  for  having  "  fed  the  hungry."  I  scarcely  need 
add,  that  our  friend  rose  in  our  hearts'  estimation  five  hundred  per  cent., 
before  we  reached  Waterloo  bridge. 

"Christmas  is  coming!" — Let  those  who  have  plenty  share  with 
those  who  have  nothing — it  will  sweeten  their  own  enjoyments  ten-fold  ; 
and,  after  the  pleasures  of  the  day  are  brought  to  a  close,  they  will  ex- 
perience an  inexpressible  gratification,  when  they  lay  their  heads  upon 
their  pillows,  that  they  have  done  their  duty  towards  their  poorer  fellow 
creatures. 

Christmas  Gambols. — Among  the  follies  and  pastimes  of  the  season, 
may  be  reckoned  blind  man's  buff,  hunting  the  slipper,  telling  ghost 
stories,  biting  the  apple,  dancing,  &c.  &c. — but  cards  are  the  leading 
amusements  ;  in  one  corner  you  may  see  the  elderly  folk  playing  long 
whist,  and  talking  loudly  all  the  time  ;  a  little  way  off  a  somewhat  younger 
set,  whose  aim  is  lucre,  playing  short  whist,  in  sullen  silence  ;  except, 
indeed,  when  a  man  and  his  wife  are  partners,  then  you  may  depend  on 
witnessing  some  pretty  domestic  bickerings  ;  for,  let  the  pair  be  ever  so 
loving  at  all  other  times,  as  sure  as  they  sit  down  to  play  cards  (as  part- 
ners) as  sure  are  they  to  quarrel.  Many  men  not  only  talk  unreasonably, 
but  quite  ridiculously  :  for  instance,  a  billing  and  cooing  couple  were  play- 
ing the  other  evening,  when  the  husband  cried  out  in  a  violent  rage — 
"  What  the  d — 1  made  you  play  a  spade,  why  did  you  not  play  a  club." 
"  Because  I  had  not  got  one,"  replied  the  wife  mildly.  "  Had  not  got 
one,"  (said  my  Lord,  sneeringly,)  "  what  does  that  signify  ? " — Moral. — 
Ye  loving  couples,  who  wish  to  avoid  dissension,  never  be  partners  at  cards. 

In  the  theatrical  world,  the  bustle  and  confusion  is  beyond  conception  ; 
for  the  getting  up  of  a  pantomime  is  a  most  laborious  and  expensive 
thing :  and  when  we  recollect  that  every  theatre  in  London  (which  consist 
of  about  fifteen)  produces  a  new  piece  on  the  26th  of  December,  as  regu- 
larly as  the  day  comes  :  it  may  be  imagined,  but  not  easily  described,  what 
various  scenes  take  place  on  every  stage — but,  it  is  time  to  drop  the  curtain 
on  our  present  drama.  May  every  heart  rejoice  at  the  idea  that  "  Christ- 
mas is  coming" — say

BEING 

GLANCES  AT  THE  WORLDS  OF  LITERATURE,  SCIENCE,  AND  ART. 


Notwithstanding  the  annual  activity  of  the  press  at  this  season  of  the 
year  the  circulating-  libraries  of  the  kingdom  have  not  been  forgotten, 
several  highly  interesting  works  of  fiction  having  been  published  within 
the  last  month.  Among  them  are  Eve  Effingham  by  Cooper,  Pictures 
of  the  World  by  the  author  of  "  Tremaine,"  and  within  the  last  few 
days — 

The  Huguenot, 

A  novel,  from  the  pen  of  the  author  of  "  Darnley"  and  "  The  Life  of  Louis 
the  Fourteenth,"  which  is  not  to  be  read  and  dismissed  unnoted :  it  would 
indeed  be  an  ill  requital  for  three  evenings  of  delightful  entertainment 
were  we  to  refrain  from  publicly  commending  this  "  tale  of  the  French 
Protestants"  to  the  favourable  consideration  of  our  readers.  The  charac- 
ters  and  chief  incidents  are  for  the  most  part  strictly  historical,  and,  where 
they  are  not  so  in  reality,  the  keeping  observed  throughout  converts  them 
into  such  ;  the  "  creations"  being  so  completely  embued  with  the  spirit  of 
their  own  age,  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  mistake  them  for  those  of  any 
other.  The  portraits  of  Louis  and  his  ministers  are  all  drawn  with  a  mas- 
terly pencil,  the  lights  and  shades  being  so  skilfully  managed  as  to  heighten 
the  effect  of  each  other  by  harmonious  contrast.  The  Huguenot-Count  de 
Morsieul  is  a  noble  type  of  the  chivalrous  loyalty  of  the  old  regime  :  the 
character  is  finely  conceived,  but  not  sustained  with  equal  power  through- 
out. The  heroine — for  of  necessity  there  is  a  heroine — does  not  interest 
us  so  much  as  she  should  do,  and  there  is  too  much  of  the  improbable  in 
her  birth,  parentage,  and  education  :  of  this  indeed  Mr.  James  seems  him- 
self fully  aware,  or  he  never  would  have  made  so  little  of  Clemence  de 
Marley  at  the  last  as  he  has  done.  The  most  original  personage  of  the 
tale  is  Jerome  Riquet,  a  lying  varlet  of  the  first  water,  who  rarely  tells  the 
truth  even  by  accident,  and  when  he  does  so  regrets  it  instantly ;  yet 
withal  a  faithful  creature,  and  worthy  of  imitation.  Upon  him  much  of 
the  interest  of  the  story  hangs,  and  almost  the  entire  working  of  the  plot 
from  first  to  last.  The  interview  between  this  garrulous  Catholic  and 
Louis,  in  the  second  volume,  is  one  of  the  most  dramatic  scenes  that  we 
have  perused  for  a  long  while  ;  and  the  events  to  which  it  is  made  subser- 
vient by  the  ingenuity  of  Jerome  in  using  the  pardon  granted  to  himself 
for  the  escape  of  his  master  are  exceedingly  well  contrived.  But  we  must 
not  enter  into  details. 

The  Naturalist  for  December, 
Edited  by  Neville  Wood,  Esq.  The  number  for  the  present  month  contains  a 
variety  of  interesting  information  for  the  student  of  natural  history.  The 
first  paper,  by  Mr.  Buist,  is  a  notice  of  some  new  localities  for  that  rare 
lepidopterous  insect,  Polommatus  Artaxerxes,  which  with  the  Arran  Brown 
Butterfly  is  indigenous  to  Scotland,  never  as  yet  having  been  captured  on 
this  side  the  Tweed.  Mr.  Wood  continues  his  instructive  Sketches  of  Euro- 
pean Ornithology ,  and  Mr.  Lankester  his  paper  on  the  Structure  and  Habits 
of  Invertebrate  Animals.  When  speaking  of  the  class  Arachnida  he  observes, 
"There  are  many  animals  in  this  class  not  strictly  speaking  Spiders,  but  those 
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which  are  Spiders  are  divided  into  four  kinds  :  the  Hunters,  the  Vagrants,  the 
Sedentaries,  and  the  Swimmers.  In  each  of  these  groups  we  find  both  in  struc- 
ture and  habits  something  interesting.  The  Hunters  build  very  neat  houses, 
which  they  line  with  a  silk  that  might  vie  in  softness  and  delicacy  of  texture  with 
the  most  admired  of  those  formed  by  the  caterpillar  of  the  silk-worm.  These 
seize  their  prey  at  a  distance  from  their  homes,  which,  however,  they  often  con- 
vert into  store-houses  for  the  reception  of  superfluous  game.  The  Vagrants 
generally  conceal  themselves  in  a  little  compact  nest  which  they  build,  and  here 
they  watch  their  unwary  prey,  which  either  tumbles  by  accident  into  their  nest, 
or,  when  it  is  near  enough,  they  run  out  and  seize  upon  it.  *  *  *  The 
Sedentaries  are  poachers,  not  sportsmen,  in  their  pursuit  of  game.  They  spread 
their  nets  in  places  likely  to  be  the  resort  of  luckless  Flies,  Ants,  and  other 
insects,  concealing  themselves  carefully  somewhere  near  the  spot,  till  they  see 
some  victim  struggling  in  their  cruel  meshes,  when  they  rush  out  and  quickly 
convey  their  prisoner  from  the  place  of  his  capture  to  their  secret  den,  where  Lhey 
may  feast  upon  his  carcase.  The  structure  of  these  game-nets  is  very  beautiful. 
They  are  mathematically  exact  in  their  proportions ;  and  so  well  does  the  Spider 
know  their  construction,  that  it  can  walk  over  every  part  with  the  greatest  ease, 
whilst  the  smallest  insect  in  attempting  the  same  is  inextricably  caught.  The 
Swimmers  are  adapted  for  plunder  in  the  deep  ;  they  are  the  pirates  of  the  insect 
tribe.  They  are  so  constructed  that  they  can  walk  upon  the  surface  of  the  water, 
and  there  are  probably  few  persons  who  have  not  observed  them  pursuing  their 
prey  over  the  smooth  surface  of  a  pond  or  lake,  on  a  calm  summer's  evening. 
But  some  spread  their  nets  at  the  bottoms  of  ponds  and  lakes,  in  the  middle  of 
which  they  reside,  in  a  little  cocoon.  Now  as  these  animals  are  naturally  air- 
breathers,  one  would  wonder  how  they  could  live  in  water.  But  this  is  provided 
for  by  the  little  animal  being  enabled  to  carry  down  with  it  a  supply  of  air ;  this 
it  does  a  little  at  a  time,  till  it  has  accumulated  sufficient  to  last  it  for  a  day  or 
two,  when  it  retires  to  its  habitation  to  watch  for  its  prey,  The  water  Spider 
was,  then,  actually  making  use  of  the  principle  on  which  the  diving-bell  is  con- 
structed, ages  before  Man  had  thought  of  employing  this  instrument." 

The  Literary  Portrait  Gallery  contains  a  6hort  biographical  notice  of 
Dr.  Bevan,  the  author  of  "The  Honey  Bee,"  embellished  with  a  litho- 
graphic drawing  of  that  esteemed  entomologist.  The  numerous  reports 
of  the  meetings  and  transactions  of  provincial  Literary  and  Philosophical 
Institutions  will  be  read  with  interest  by  all  those  who  truly  estimate  the 
value  and  practical  utility  of  these  "foci"  of  modern  intellectual  advance- 
ment. In  concluding  our  notice  of  the  present  number,  it  affords  us 
pleasure  to  bear  our  testimony  to  the  talent  and  discrimination  manifested 
by  the  editor  in  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  the  numerous  subjects, 
all  replete  with  so  much  interest,  which  are  brought  into  so  narrow  a  com- 
pass, and  in  so  popular  a  form  before  the  student.  We  heartily  reccommend 
"  The  Naturalist"  to  the  favourable  notice  of  our  numerous  readers. 

Bertinchamp's  French  Student 
Is  an  elementary  work  of  considerable  merit; — the  plan  and  execution  are 
both  good.  The  instructions  are  given  in  a  series  of  distinct  lessons,  in 
which  the  principles  and  practice  of  the  French  language  are  fully  deve- 
loped, from  their  simplest  elements  to  their  most  intricate  niceties  of 
structural  exceptions  :  the  rule  and  examples  are  first  given,  and  to  these 
follow  exercises  thereupon,  confirming  and  illustrating  the  whole.  The 
exercise  lessons  appear  to  be  carefully  selected,  so  as  to  secure  the  steady 
and  progressive  advancement  of  the  pupil,  who  may,  if  he  pleases,  obtain 
from  this  little  tome  a  thorough  grammatical  knowledge  of  the  French 
language.

COURT  GOSSIP. 


My  dear  Looker-On, 

London,  December  27,  1838. 
The  "  Letter  to  the  Queen  99  is  still  a  subject  of  great  interest 
and  much  controversy.  The  party  who  have  the  best  chance  of 
knowing  are  more  earnest  than  ever  in  contradicting  the  report  that 
Lord  Brougham  is  the  author,  though  the  press  has  been  almost 
unanimous  in  according  the  honours  of  paternity  to  him  for  this 
bantling ;  but  I  believe  his  Lordship  has  himself  denied  that  he  is 
the  author.  The  question  then  is,  if  Lord  Brougham  be  not,  who 
is?  and  on  this  there  are  an  infinite  variety  of  guesses.  I  send 
you  the  three  most  prominent — the  first  is,  Mr.  Roebuck  ;  but  the 
only  ground  for  this  supposition  is  the  repeated  interviews  which 
the  learned  gentleman  had  with  Lord  Brougham  a  short  time 
before  the  pamphlet  made  its  appearance — hence  it  is  inferred  that 
it  is  written  by  Mr.  Roebuck,  and  revised  by  the  noble  Lord.  That 
which  tells  principally  against  the  probability  of  this  being  the 
case  is  the  writer's  description  of  himself — "  A  man  of  experience, 
and  well  stricken  in  years  " — the  quondam  member  for  Bath  being 
neither.  The  second,  and  by  far  the  most  probable,  is  that  it  is 
written  by  Col.  Thompson.  The  gallant  Colonel's  papers  in  the 
Westminster  Review  are  too  well  known  to  make  any  reference  to 
his  ability  to  have  written  this  brochure  necessary ;  and  of  his 
inclination  there  can  be  no  doubt :  the  last  contest  for  the  borough 
of  Marylebonne  was  quite  sufficient  to  extinguish  any  lingering 
feeling  of  forbearance  towards  the  Whig  ministry,  with  which  he 
might  be  troubled ;  and  as  the  Yankees  would  say,  the  Colonel  is 
quite  prepared  to  "  go  the  whole  hog."  The  third  guess,  and  by 
far  the  most  malicious,  is  that  it  is  written  by  Lord  Durham  him- 
self, having  been  composed  on  board  the  Inconstant,  on  the  voyage 
home  from  Canada ;  and  that  it  is  to  be  the  precursor  of  the  most 
open  and  bitter  hostility  to  the  ministry  in  Parliament.  Against 
this  supposition  there  is  nothing  to  urge  except  the  fact  that  Lord 
Howick,  the  noble  Earl's  brother-in-law,  is  a  member  of  the 
cabinet  ;  and  how  far  his  Lordship  would  suffer  family  connexions 
to  restrain  him  it  is  impossible  to  say.  The  Earl  has  not  suffered 
his  respect  for  the  executive  nor  his  personal  duty  to  his  sovereign 
to  influence  him  in  the  slightest  degree  as  yet,  and  therefore  it  may 
turn  out  after  all  that  he  is  the  bold  champion  who  has  made  this 
attack  on  the  peace  and  comfort  of  his  dear  friend,  the  first  Lord 
Commissioner  of  her  Majesty's  Treasury. 

There  is  scarcely  any  thing  going  on  at  Brighton  worth  notice — 
matters  proceed  much  in  the  same  way  as  at  Windsor,  only  in  bad 
weather,  instead  of  a  walk  on  the  terrace,  her  majesty  is  condemned 
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to  a  promenade  a  cheval  in  the  riding  school.  Viscount  Melbourne 
and  the  keeper  of  the  Queen's  conscience  have  both  left  town  for 
the  Pavilion.  One  is  certainly  inclined  to  believe  that  the  learned 
Lord,  the  keeper  of  her  Majesty's  conscience,  will  find  the  duties 
of  his  office  more  than  ever  a  sinecure,  the  Premier  having  with 
the  most  generous  and  disinterested  devotion  entirely  relieved  his 
noble  and  learned  colleague  from  all  trouble  and  responsibility  on 
this  point.  It  would,  however,  be  as  well  perhaps  that  with  the 
duties  the  title  should  be  transferred.  There  is  no  time  specified 
tor  the  minister's  return  to  town;  and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  he 
will  remain  at  Brighton  during  the  whole  time  of  her  Majesty's 
sojourn — transacting  the  business  of  the  state. 

The  party  at  Ranton  Abbey  is  dispersed — the  Duke  of  Cam- 
bridge has  returned  to  town,  and  the  Duke  of  Sussex  has  proceeded 
on  his  annual  visiting  tour.  It  is  rumoured  that  in  consequence  of 
the  ministry  refusing  to  sanction  the  application  to  Parliament  for 
an  increased  allowance  to  his  Royal  Highness,  the  establishment  of 
Lady  Cecilia  Underwood,  in  Cumberland  Street,  is  to  be  broken 
up  entirely,  and  her  Ladyship  will,  in  future,  reside  in  Kensington 
Palace.  From  being  attended  at  court  and  at  the  state  balls  by  the 
royal  Duke's  equerries,  her  Ladyship's  position  must  be  too  well 
known  to  need  any  further  allusion. 

Our  Foreign  Secretary  is  still  enjoying  the  seclusion  of  Broad- 
lands.  Lady  Hester  Stanhope  would  say,  making  himself  up  for 
the  ensuing  season — but  others,  preparing  for  the  re-opening  of  the 
conference  on  the  everlasting  Belgian  question,  which  will  take 
place  about  the  middle  of  next  month.  The  dullness,  however,  of 
the  metropolis,  at  this  season,  is  relieved  by  the  presence  of  the 
three  representatives  of  the  different  species  of  the  genus  dandy — 
viz.  the  exquisite,  the  man  of  fashion  and  haut  ton,  and  the  roue, 
in  the  persons  of  Count  D'Orsay,  the  Hon.  Cecil  Forester,  and 
Lord  Castlereagh,  who  have  each  condescended  to  select  the  me- 
tropolis for  their  Christmas  revels.  The  Duke  of  Dorset  too  has 
eschewed  his  family  seat  on  this  occasion,  and  has  located  himself 
here.  There  is,  however,  a  long  list  of  our  magnates  who  have 
been  keeping  Christmas  in  the  old  style  among  their  tenantry  and 
dependants. 

The  death  of  the  Earl  of  Clarendon  will  most  probably  make  a 
temporary  change  in  our  embassy  at  Madrid — Sir  George  VillierSj 
our  ambassador  there,  will  most  probably  come  to  England,  on 
leave,  to  arrange  his  affairs,  his  Excellency  having  succeeded  to  the 
title ;  but  it  is  not  expected  that  he  will  abandon  diplomacy, 
especially  at  a  court  where  he  has  been  honoured  by  such  particular 
favour  from  the  Queen  Regent. 

The  Marquis  of  Headfort,  against  whom  all  the  thunder  of  the 
"  leading  journal  "  has  been  launched,  with  no  unsparing  hand,  has 
gone  into  waiting  on  the  Queen,  as  Lord  of  the  Bedchamber,  suc- 
ceeding Viscount  Torrington.    What  will  the  Times  say  now  ?  It 
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has  more  than  once  put  the  question  to  the  Premier — whether  the 
Marquis  had  been  dismissed  ?  and  now  it  has  got  an  answer. 

Baron  Buiow,  the  Prussian  minister,  has  gone  down  to  Brighton 
to  day.  The  Marquis  and  Marchioness  of  Normandy  return  to 
Ireland  in  a  day  or  two.  It  is  said  their  Excellencies  will  give  a 
grand  juvenile  ball,  on  twelfth  night,  at  Dublin  Castle.  The  Vice- 
roy has,  however,  managed  completely  to  mystify  every  body  with 
regard  to  the  object  of  his  visit.  He  certainly  did  not  leave  his 
government  and  cross  the  sea  for  no  other  object  than  to  give 
Lord  Melbourne  a  Christmas  dinner  at  the  Clarendon.

LONDON.

'Twas  late  on  Monday  evening,  when,  having  seen  all  that  was  to  be 
seen  in  the  way  of  preparation  for  the  celebration  of  the  Christmas  revels 
in  our  own  fair  town,  we  stepped  into  our  sky-boat,  and  steamed  away 
for  the  metropolis;  the  planet  clocks  were  chiming  midnight  as  we  passed, 
and  Venus  and  Mercury  wished  us  a  pleasant  journey  and  a  merry  Christ- 
mas. We  were  about  to  acknowledge  the  celestial  compliment  in  "  a  neat 
and  appropriate  speech,"  when  lo !  we  found  ourselves  already  "  making  a 
rapid  descent,"  as  our  friend  Mr.  Hampton  hath  it,  not  far  from  the  Ken- 
sington turnpike;  we  accordingly  husbanded  our  breath  for  other  purposes, 
and  instead  of  greeting  the  stars  en  route,  reserved  ourselves  for  the  wel- 
comes of  older  and  more  congenial  spirits.  We  will  not  tell  our  readers 
what  merry  doings  we  had  on  the  day  itself;  they  have  we  hope  like  tales  of 
their  own  to  tell,  and  therefore  would  perhaps  little  thank  us  for  even  the 
most  "  interesting  particulars"  that  we  could  furnish  respecting  the  profli- 
gate abundance  of  beef  and  roast  turkies,  or  the  huge  piles  of  plum  pud- 
ding that  appeared  and  disappeared  on  that  occasion  ;  we  will  therefore 
pass  the  night  in  quietness,  and  the  day  following  in  preparation  for  the 
enjoyment  of  the 

Christmas  Pantomimes, 

Those  gorgeous  romances  in  one  act,  which  delighted  erewhile  our  juvenile 
days,  and  still  seem  the  fairest  of  our  retrospective  dreams. 

A  "  looker-on"  in  London  will  soon  learn  that  the  love  of  plum  pudding 
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experience  tells  us  that  not  only  the  maturer  ages,  hut  the  most  mature,  gladly 
avail  themselves  of  every  opportunity  to  escort  their  junior  and  juvenile 
friends  to  the  exhibitions  sanctioned  by  auld  langsyne  ;  which,  while  the 
aforesaid  chaperons  affect  to  despise  them,  are  often  as  heartily  enjoyed  by 
themselves  as  by  their  infantine  charges — -be  this  as  it  may,  all  London 
seemed  to  be  pantomime-mad  on  the  26th,  and  Boxing  Day  filled  many 
pits  and  galleries.    A  newspaper  of  last  week  announced  that  nearly  fif- 
teen theatres  would  each  produce  a  pantomime  in  our  vast  metropolis  ;  now 
it  may  not  be  known  to  the  generality  of  our  readers  that  there  is  more 
than  one  theatre  in  London  for  every  letter  in  the  alphabet,  of  which,  for 
the  information  of  your  subscribers,  I  have  subjoined  a  list,  with  the 
names  of  the  harlequinades  performed,  or  which  would  have  been  per- 
formed at  each  had  they  been  all  open.    Few  of  the  dramas  preceding  the 
pranks  of  the  motley  heroes  were  listened  to  with  any  thing  like  patience, 
which  indeed  is  generally  the  case  on  these  annual  occasions,  and  many 
actors,  who  had  relied  a  little  too  implicitly  on  the  chance  of  "not  being 
able  to  be  heard,"  had  neglected  to  study  their  parts  correctly,  and  were 
woefully  taken  aback  by  an  accidental  dead  silence  or  quiet  attention  on 
the  part  of  the  audience,  which  served  to  discover  their  deficiency  in  know- 
ledge of  their  authors'  words. 

Much  of  La  Somnambula  passed  unheeded  at  Drury  Lane,  and  the  sor- 
rows of  Jane  Shore  were  disregarded  in  the  impatience  of  the  "  Gods"  to 
welcome  her  frail  sister  Rosamond  as  the  ally  of  Harlequin.  Mr.  Vanam- 
berg  and  the  Lions  were  great  supporters  of  Mr.  Bunn's  Pantomimic 
Heraldry,  and  all  went  well;  but  the  foreign  mimes,  Messrs.  Leman, 
Winther,  and  Co.,  though  really  talented,  met  much  disapprobation : 
Wieland  was  rapturously  received  throughout  in  his  debut  as  clown,  and 
the  pantomime  will  improve,  as  will  also  we  hope  that  at  Covent  Garden, 
where  however  the  production  of  "  Jane  Shore"  and  "  Fair  Rosamond" 
on  the  same  night  seemed  to  savour  of  historical  tautology.  At  the  Hay- 
market,  Power  might  be  classed  as  an  Irish  harlequin  in  his  performance  of 
O'Flanagan,  and  no  harlequin  ever  elicited  more  laughter  and  delight. 

At  the  Olympic  the  rapture  with  which  Charles  Mathews  was  welcomed 
to  his  native  land  exceeds  all  precedent.  He  had  a  song,  in  which  he 
speaks  of  a  steam-boat, 

"  Which  takes  you  out  to  see  the  Yankees, 
A  sight  to  some  not  worth  two  thankies  ;" 
and  when  called  back  by  an  encore  he  said — "Ladies  and  gentlemen,  when 
I  felt  ill  used  abroad  I  found  words  flow  freely,  but  on  this  occasion  at  home, 
the  kindness  of  your  reception — you  will  excuse  me — "  and,  overpowered 
by  his  gratified  feelings,  he  rushed  from  the  stage,  followed  by  the  accla- 
mations of  his  hospitable  patrons. 

The  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cambridge  honoured  the  pantomime  at  the 
Adelphi  with  their  presence  and  evident  approbation,  with  which  the  whole 
house  coincided.  Jim  Crow  might  have  heard  the  applause  which  fol- 
lowed him  even  unto  Whitechapel,  where  he  went  to  finish  his  professional 
evening  under  the  auspices  of  his  father-in-law,  Mr.  Gladstanes,  at  whose 
theatre  a  very  poor  melodramatic  Jane  Shore  was  presented,  succeeded  by 
"Jump  Jim  Crow*'  and  a  pantomime  in  which  Rose  of  Stepney  jumped  high 
in  the  favour  of  the  audience. 

We  remember  that  whenever  a  "  capital  prize"  was  announced  in  the 
lottery,  it  was  headed  by  "Bisk  as  Usual,"  and  we  scarcely  need  mention 
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the  Surrey  to  say — "  Davidge  as  Usual,"  by  the  display  of  much  attractive 
nonsense,'  proved  himself  to  be  the  true  Little  Man  with  the  Yellow 
Golden  Mansion. 

Osbaldiston's  Baker  fed  Jane  Shore  in  a  way  likely  to  feed  his  treasury. 
Honner  was  triumphant  at  Sadler's  Wells  ;  the  Victoria  dishonoured  not 
its  name,  and  we  are  happy  to  record  that  more  of  success  than  failure 
attended  the  majority  of  all  the  theatres.

The  Christmas  Week  iN  Cheltenham  has  partaken  of  all  the  national 
characteristics  of  the  season  of  hospitality  and  rejoicing  to  an  extent  quite 
unexampled  in  its  past  history  ;  the  number  of  dinner  and  evening  parties 
given,  and  the  number  of  persons  invited  to  partake  thereof,  have  fairly 
baffled  even  the  ubiquitous  powers  of  the  "  Looker-On"  to  take  note  and 
notice  of.

The  juveniles  at 
home  for  the  holidays  will  be  sure  to  muster  strongly  on  the  occasion,  and 
the  animation  of  their  step  and  the  buoyancy  of  their  spirit  are  guarantees 
for  mirth,  hilarity,  and  enjoyment.  We  believe  we  may  promise  the 
seniors  of  the  party  an  extension  of  the  regular  time,  in  order  that  they 
too  may  enjoy  themselves  a  little  after  the  little  ones  have  left,  and,  ac- 
cording to  established  usage,  welcome  in  the  new  year  with  music  and 
dancing. 

A  Series  of  Chamber  Concerts,  on  the  plan  of  those  given  by  Mori 
and  other  masters  in  London  lost  spring,  has  been  announced  as  in  con- 
templation by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edmunds,  who,  we  hope,  will  meet  with  such 
prompt  encouragement  as  shall  justify  them  in  arranging  for  an  early  com- 
mencement. 
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The  Master  op  the  Ceremonies'  Winter  Ball  is  fixed  for  Monday, 
the  28th  of  January. 

The  Theatre  of  Cheltenham,  in  honourable  emulation  of  its  metropoli- 
tan compeers,  on  Wednesday  evening  last  produced  its  Christmas  panto- 
mime, entitled  "  Harlequin  little  Bo -Peep,"  which,  though  not  perhaps 
equalling  in  the  gorgeousness  of  its  scenery,  machinery,  dresses,  and  de- 
corations those  of  Old  Drury  and  Covent  Garden,  is  not  without  its  merits^ 
and  we  can  promise  our  young  friends  will  afford  them  many  a  hearty 
laugh.  The  performances  of  the  brothers  Hemming  as  harlequin,  clown, 
and  pantaloon,  are  exceedingly  clever,  and  there  is  a  fund  of  drollery  in 
the  tricks  and  anticks  of  the  last  two  that  will  furnish  merriment  to  chil- 
dren of  all  ages.  The  introductory  proceedings  are  a  little  tedious,  but 
after  the  transformations  have  taken  place,  all  is  bustle  and  action  as  a 
pantomime  should  be. 

The  New  Organ,  just  built  by  Berington  and  Son  for  the  Catholic 
Chapel  in  Somerset  Place,  was  heard  for  the  first  time,  and  to  great  advan- 
tage, on  Christmas  Day,  when  young  Berington  gave  two  voluntaries  in 
his  best  style,  and,  we  may  also  say,  in  the  true  style  of  the  organ.  Parts 
of  Mozart  first  mass  were  sung  (Miss  Sullivan  and  Mr.  Sapio  the  prin- 
cipal performers),  as  also  the  favourite  hymn,  "  Adeste  fidelis"  and  a  new 
antnem  by  Pio  Cianchettini,  which  was  remarkably  successful.  Miss  Sul- 
livan sings  like  a  good  musician,  and  with  proper  expression  ;  and,  as  for 
our  friend  Sapio,  as  we  have  before  hinted,  he  is  quite  in  his  meridian  in 
sacred  music,  good  as  he  is  in  every  other  style,  never  was  he  heard  to 
better  advantage  than  in  Pio  Cianchettini's  anthem. 

The  Workpeople  employed  at  the  New  Church  now  in  course  of 
erection  on  Bgys  Hill,  to  the  number  of  one  hundred  .and  sixty,  were  on 
Thursday  regaled  with  an  excellent  dinner  of  roast  beef  and  plnm  pudding 
at  the  Infant  School  Room ;  the  Rev.  F.  Close  presided,  supported  on  his 
right  by  Pearson  Thompson,  Esq.,  and  on  his  left  by  Joseph  Wilkinson, 
Esq.  Several  other  gentlemen  were  also  present.  Dinner  over  and  grace 
said,  the  health  of  the  chairman  was  proposed  by  his  righthand  supporter 
in  a  brief  speech,  and,  on  being  drunk,  was  acknowledged  by  the  reverend 
gentleman  in  an  appropriate  and  affectionate  address,  in  which  he  took 
occasion  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  his  hearers  the  importance  of  a  well- 
ordered  and  peaceable  life,  becoming  their  station  and  employments  ,  the 
advantages  of  which  he  illustrated  by  a  contrast  of  the  state  of  American 
slavery  with  the  condition  of  the  English  labourer.  The  reverend  gentle- 
man also  intimated  in  course  of  his  speech  that  a  copy  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment with  one  of  the  Church  Homilies  would  be  sent  to  each  of  their 
hames,  as  a  token  of  remembrance  to  them  of  the  occasion  which  had 
called  them  together,  and  as  a  guide  to  them  through  after-life.  "  God 
save  the  Queen"  was  then  sung,  and  with  this  concluded  the  rational  and 
gratifying  feast.

Is,  in  fact,  neither  creditable  to  the  compiler  nor  to  the  printer,  no  pains 
whatever  having  been  taken  by  either  party  to  render  it  correct ;  of  this* 
the  first  division  of  the  work,  containing  the  names  and  addresses,  of  the 
resident  gentry  affords  sad  evidence.  In  the  first  letter,  for  example,  there 
are  at  least  a  dozen  errors  of  omission,  and  half  as  many  of  commission  :  in 
JB,  there  are  a  score  of  the  former,  and  above  thirty  of  the  latter :  in  C,  a  still 
greater  number,  and  so  on  in  proportion  through  all  the  other  letters 
of  the  alphabet.  In  the  first  five  leaves  there  are  more  than  one  hun- 
dred mistakes :  the  names  of  persons  long  since  dead  are  reprinted,  and 
addresses  that  have  been  changed  two  or  three  years  ago  are  ascribed 
to  others,  and  these  too  in  so  many  instances  that  much  serious  in- 
convenience cannot  fail  resulting  to  any  one  who  shall  take  this  Direc- 
tory as  his  guide.  The  same  description  of  inaccuracies  appears  to 
pervade  alike  each  of  the  other  divisions  of  the  work.  In  the  list  of 
magistrates  there  are  four  names  omitted,  and  in  that  of  the  town  com- 
missioners there  are  no  less  than  eleven  left  out,  while  there  are  ten  names 
inserted  of  gentlemen  who  are  either  dead  or  disqualified.  Carelessness 
like  this  is  wholly  inexcusable.  The  printer  has  performed  his  portion  of 
the  work  with  as  little  attention  to  accuracy  as  the  compiler,  and  there  is 
scarce  a  page  from  first  to  last  but  abounds  in  errata.  In  two  lines  fol- 
lowing, for  instance,  the  perpetually  recurring  word  "  Cheltenham"  is 
thus  spelt — Chelteeham  and  Chltenham  :  and,  to  render  the  publication  still 
more  discreditable,  we  have  a  penny  almanack,  printed  at  Nottingham, 
inserted,  (with  a  Cheltenham  title)  containing  nonsense  verses  and  absurd 
weather  predictions,  a  la  Francis  Moore,  with  lists  of  the  fairs  in  the 
manufacturing  districts — but  not  one  of  those  which  take  place  in  our  own 
county.  Altogether,  we  are  sorry,  for  the  credit  of  our  craft,  to  see  such  a 
production  issue  from  the  press,  and  bear  the  imprint  of  Cheltenham  on 
its  title. 


MOORE'S  ALMANACK. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Cheltenham  Looker- On, 

Sir, — I  was  highly  gratified  to  find  that  you  noticed  the  sublime  poetry 
with  which  Moore's  Almanack  abounds,  in  the  manner  you  did  a  fortnight 
ago ;  and  I  should  have  been  delighted  if  you  had  gone  a  little  farther, 
and  touched  upon  the  profound  prophecies  of  the  learned  astrologer. 
With  your  permission  I  shall  notice  some  of  them,  for  the  information  of 
the  very  few  persons  in  the  habitable  globe  who  do  not  read  "  my  Alma- 
nack," as  the  Doctor  has  it.    The  first  occurrence  of  any  moment  will 
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happen  in  March,  when  "  a  great  potentate  bows  to  the  earth,  never  to 
rise  again."  What  a  precious  low  bow  this  same  potentate  must  make. 
In  May  we  may  look  for  squalls  at  home,  for  Moore  says,  "  I  am  sorry  to 
find  that  there  are  likely  to  be  broils  at  home."  Had  it  been  in  July  we 
might  very  naturally  have  expected  some  broiling  weather,  but  in  that 
month  "  the  planetary  aspects  about  this  time  shew  nothing  greatly  amiss 
for  Europe,  but  they  scowl  towards  the  East,  and  Persia  is  as  unstable  and 
unfixed  as  a  sea-blubber."  In  August,  we  are  requested  to  "  look  at  the 
horrors  of  the  opium  trade,"  and  are  treated  in  September  with  a  quota- 
tion from  Tusser,  a  Suffolk  farmer,  who  flourished  three  hundred  vears 
ago- 
Good  plowmen  look  weekly,  of  custom  and  right, 
For  roast  meat  on  Sundays,  and  Thursdays  at  night. 

I  beg  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Americans  to  what  our  friend  hints  at 
in  October  and  November  ;  then  I  pass  over  the  roast  beef  and  plum 
pudding  which  we  are  to  enjoy  at  Christmas,  and  come  at  once  to 
"  Judicium  Astrologicum,  pro  Anno  1839." 
"  Courteous  Reader — An  author  who  has  laboured  so  hard  as  I  have 
done  for  many  years,  to  give  the  public  mind  a  right  direction,  is  never 
so  well  pleased  as  when  his  hints  are  acted  out.  Judge  then  mv  pleasure, 
that  you  have,  as  I  advised  last  year,  bestirred  yourselves  to  wipe  off  the 
stain  of  that  modified  slavery  called  apprenticeship  in  the  West  Indies.  The 
black  population  will,  to  the  end  of  time,  bless  the  readers  of  my  Almanack." 
After  cautioning  us  against  a  German  compact  to  ruin  British  trade,  he 
says,  '  •  her  Majesty's  government,  to  do  them  justice,  look  about  them 
pretty  warily ;  I  wonder,  therefore,  that  they  do  not  study  my  Almanack 
more  attentively  ;  why  have  they  disregarded  my  repeated  warnings  about 
Canada  ?  All  the  evils  now  deplored  would  have  been  prevented — but  I 
will  not  exult  in  a  nation's  mortification."  This  is  truly  magnanimous, 
and  if  her  Majesty's  advisers  have  a  grain  of  gratitude  in  their  composi- 
tion, they  ought  to  give  the  generous  astrologer  the  most  exalted  situation 
about  Windsor  Castle — yea,  even  higher  than  that  which  the  Prime  Minis- 
ter occupies  in  St.  George's  Tower.  The  following  information  respecting 
Russia  is  valuable  :  he  says,  "  from  the  latest  accounts  from  my  friends  in 
Russia,  I  am  informed  that  there  are  in  that  empire  14  military  schools, 
with  4,767  cadets ;  3  large  marine  schools,  with  9*24  students  training  as 
officers  for  the  navy,  and  this  at  a  time  when  our  old  and  useful  naval 
college  at  Portsmouth  is  finally  abolished. — 0  short-sighted  policy  !"  So 
say  I.  "  The  Russian  army  consists  of  more  than  500,000  men  ;  what 
are  they  for  ?"  Ay,  that's  the^question  :  what  indeed  are  they  for  ;  but 
who  can  answer  it  ?  The  following  cannot  but  be  received  with  gratitude 
by  those  whom  it  concerns.  "  The  parliament  has  met,  and  our  ministers 
are  at  their  patch-work  again,  and  making  long  speeches  to  keep  alive  the 
speculations  of  the  quidnuncs  of  the  day."  Further  on  he  observes,  "  there 
is  something  that  will  not  bear  looking  at  within  the  borders  of  the  Holy 
Alliance;  and  theie  is  a  sly  cat's  paw  or  feeler  quietly  working  its  way 
towards  England  ;  but  that  will  not  do,  I  warrant  you,  for  we  are  getting 
wiser  here  as  our  finances  fall  off,  and  the  Pope  and  his  adherents  will 
coax  a  tickle  in  vain.  The  British  lion  never  bristles  up  his  mane  so 
fiercely,  or  lashes  his  tail  so  violently  as  when  he  is  ill  fed."  Van  Am- 
burgh  can  vouch  for  the  truth  of  this  assertion,  and  so  can  some  of  the 
poor  creatures  whose  lot  it  is  to  be  the  inmates  of  some  of  our  Unions. 
The  following  hints  to  the  iron  masters  in  Wales  deserve  the  best  atteu- 
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tion.  "  My  friends  who  work  above  ground  and  below  ground  in  the 
Principality,  need,  I  suspect,  a  word  or  two  of  caution.  I  tell  them,  that 
if  they  continue  to  fix  such  unreasonable  prices  upon  their  iron  for  the 
next  five  years  as  they  have  done  for  the  last  two,  they  will  not  export  a 
single  ton  to  the  American  States.  Marshal  Soult,  the  greatest  iron- 
master in  France,  will  tell  his  American  friends  where  to  obtain  excellent 
metal  at  a  fair  price."  Had  the  learned  philosopher's  Welsh  friends  known 
that  old  Soult  intended  to  undersell  them,  they  would  not  have  given  him 
such  a  hearty  welcome  when  he  visited  this  country. 

It  is  rather  curious  that  the  names  of  the  four  weather-merchants  who 
are  under  the  ken  of  the  Looker-On  should  commence  with  M. — viz., 
Moore,  Murphy,  Morrison  and  Moss.  This  coincidence  caused  me  to 
provoke  my  Muse,  as  Dolly  Dubbins  has  it,  and  the  following  epigram  was 
the  result. 

Though  Murphy  and  Moore  possess  science  and  skill, 
And  Morrison  too — (but  not  he  of  the  Pill,) 
Yet  the  fame  of  these  prophets  gain  only  a  loss 
When  analysed  strictly  by  the  magnet  of  Moss.

N.B. — Almanacks  were  first  printed  at  Luda,  in  Poland,  by  Martin 
Ilkus,  in  1470.  The  Company  of  Stationer?,  London,  claimed  an  exclu- 
sive right  to  publish  until  1779,  and  they  are  supposed  to  sell  more  than 
two  million  annually  since  the  duty  was  taken  off  in  1834.

No.  II. 

Dear  Timothy, 

In  answer  to  your  letter  of  inquiry  as  to  our  taste,  I  fear  1  can  only 
speak  favourably  of  that  appetite  which  glories  in  a  tureen  of  turtle  soup, 
dives  deep  into  a  haunch  of  venison,  rejoices  in  a  perrigord  pie,  and  smacks 
the  lips  over  a  racy  glass  of  champagne  and  vin  de  Bordeaux.  In  the  winter 
you  may  here  masticate  in  aldermanic  style ;  but  touching  the  flow  of 
reason  and  the  feast  of  wit,  deponent  sayeth  not.  Although  ranking  high 
in  our  share  of  respectable  residents  and  visitors,  shame  be  it  said!  we 
cannot  support  the  drama  for  a  few  weeks.  A  company  of  player  men  and 
player  women  arrive  annually  at  the  theatre — certainly  a  motley  crew  and 
somewhat  spare  in  flesh  before  commencing  their  season,  but  oh,  how 
much  more  emaciated  do  they  become  both  in  pocket  and  personal  appear- 
ance before  their  departure.  Night  after  night  do  they  exhibit  to  a  "  beg- 
garly account  of  empty  boxes" — poor  encouragement  to  aspiring  genius. 
The  heroes  and  heroines  come  faltering  on  the  stage  with  hollow  cheeks 
and  dull  grey  eyes  ;  no  deception,  for  their  hearts  are  heavy  and  their 
stomachs  empty,  an  all-sufficient  excuse  for  the  lowness  of  the  animal 
thermometer.  Last  year  the  manager  only  escaped  grinning  through  the 
bars  of  one  of  her  majesty's  lock-up  houses,  by  the  timely  and  liberal 
assistance  of  some  amateur  performers,  who  relieved  his  distress  at  the 
eleventh  hour.  The  house  of  representation  is  in  itself  tolerable  enough  ; 
but  it  requires  cleansing  and  beautifying,  and  would  be  much  improved  by 
having  a  better  entrance.     Alas !  who  will  undertake  these  necessary 
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embellishments  without  a  promise  of  patronage,  and  a  good  substantial 
proof  of  support  ? 

We  have  various  libraries  at  which  you  may  gratify  the  mind  with  light 
reading  to  your  heart's  content ;  but  if  you  look  for  more  solid  matter  than 
what  is  contained  in  the  novels,  papers,  and  periodicals  of  the  day,  you 
must  trust  to  your  own  shelves  of  standard  works.  We  appear  to  court 
all  the  ephemeral  pleasures,  like  the  butterfly  roaming  from  flower  to 
flower,  but  not  with  so  much  reason.  The  beautiful  insect  disports  herself 
in  the  summer  sun ;  when  the  ornaments  of  the  garden  shed  their  scented 
petals,  its  race  is  sun,  nature  teaches  it  to  deposit  its  tiny  egg  in  security, 
the  embryo  of  another  race  ;  having  accomplished  this  the  insect  falls  with 
the  leaf,  and  is  no  more  seen.  But  with  human  beings  the  case  is  widely 
different — we  have  a  spring,  a  summer,  an  autumn,  and  a  winter  of  life  ; 
in  the  two  former  we  should  lay  up  a  store  of  knowledge  to  inspirit  us  in 
the  autumn  and  winter  of  existence,  when  the  faculties  become  more  dull, 
and  the  memory  refuses  the  road  which  should  have  been  imposed  upon  it 
when  it  was  greener  and  more  pliable.  You  cannot  force  nature  without 
causing  convulsions — the  sapling  will  bend,  but  the  oak  tree  break — a  truce 
to  moralizing.  I  intended  this  little  bit  of  pathetic  should  have  terminated 
my  epistle,  but  the  existence  of  a  most  particular  nuisance  has  just 
occurred  to  me,  and  although  the  mention  of  the  surveyors  of  raw  meat 
may  not  sound  "  comme  et  faut,"  after  butterflies  and  posies,  yet  my  desire 
to  give  you  notice  of  the  disagreeables  must  plead  my  excuse. 

There  is  a  class  of  bipeds  who,  with  the  assistance  of  their  quadrupeds, 
daily  endanger  the  lives  of  her  majesty's  subjects — nomine,  butchers'  boys. 
These  reckless  beings  traverse  the  streets  at  a  fearful  rate,  regardless  of  all 
pedestrians  whether  male  or  female  ;  and  instead  of  going  at  a  quiet  pace 
over  the  crossings  and  round  the  turnings,  they  appear  purposely  to  accel- 
erate their  speed,  as  if  to  annoy  the  community  at  large,  and  in  defiance  of 
common  decency.  This  system  of  galloping  and  splashing  lasts  through- 
out the  greater  part  of  the  day,  and  should  positively  be  put  a  stop  to  : 
surely  the  police  have  the  power  to  curb  these  unruly  men  and  youths,  if 
not,  the  master  butchers  should  look  seriously  to  the  matter.  When  these 
equestrians  stop  at  their  customers  doors,  the  animals  are  left  standing  in 
the  road,  at  full  liberty  to  start  off,  which  occasionally  happens.  A  runa- 
way horse  and  cart  are  not  pleasant  additions  to  a  promenade  !
